The  Grand  Master  then  delivered  his  Annual  Address  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  California,  as  follows:  — 


ADDRESS. 


Brethren  of  the  Most  Worshipful 

Grand  Lodge  of  California: 

In  compliance  with  a  provision  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  the  duty  now  devolves  upon  me  to  lay  before  you  an  account  of 
my  official  acts  during  the  past  Masonic  Year,  and  to  make  such 
recommendations  for  your  action  as  the  state  of  Masonry  in  this  juris- 
diction would  seem  to  render  necessary  or  expedient. 

It  gives  me  unfeigned  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  congratulate  you  upon 
the  general  prosperity  of  the  Craft  throughout  these  United  States,  and 
more  especially  within  our  own  jurisdiction,  where,  in  addition  to  the 
blessings  of  peace  and  harmony,  we  have  enjoyed,  in  an  eminent 
degree,  those  of  health  and  plenty.  Whilst  thousands  of  our  brethren 
in  other  jurisdictions  have  fallen  victims  to  "  the  pestilence  that  stalketh 
at  noon-day, "  our  snow-capped  mountains  and  green-robed  vales  have 
been  encircled  by  an  atmosphere  as  pure  as  that  of  Eden,  and  we  have 
seldom  been  called  upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  either  a  brother  or  a 
friend.  Many  and  heartfelt  should  be  our  thanks  to  our  Supreme 
Grand  Master,  who  has  held  us,  as  it  were,  in  the  hollow  of  His  hand, 
and  who,  whilst  showering  His  blessings  upon  us,  has  unnerved  the 
arm,  and  turned  away  the  face,  of  the  destroying  Angel,  from  our 
borders. 

Mindful  of  our  first  and  most  sacred  duty,  we  have  already  acknowl- 
edged our  dependence  in  the  God  in  whom  we  put  our  trust,  and  His 
blessing  has  been  invoked  upon  us,  and  this  our  lawful  undertaking. 
'May  that  prayer  find  acceptance,  and  the  fumes  of  its  incense  be  borne 
into  His  Most  Holy  presence  ;  and  may  the  blessings  which  have  been 
invoked  descend  as  the  dews  of  Hermon  upon  this  Most  Worshipful 
Body. 

Yet  have  we  not  been  altogether  exempt  from  causalities  affecting 
health  and  life.  We  have  had  to  mourn  the  loss  of  a  few  exemplary 
and  worthy  brethren,  who  have  been  taken  away  from  among  us.  I 
may  be  permitted  to  mention  the  name  of  Capt.  T.  W.  Cropper,  of 
Mount  Moriah  Lodge,  the  well  known  gentlemanly  Commander  of  the 
Steamer  Cortes,  whose  many  acts  of  kindness  and  charity  had  deservedly 
ranked  him  among  the  most  benevolent  of  our  Order.  The  many 
destitute  Masons  whom  he  had  relieved  and  assisted  on  their  way  home, 
has  caused  his  name  to  be  remembered  with  gratitude  among  strangers, 
and  in  far  distant  lands.  Ever  ready  to  relieve  the  distressed,  he  waa 
[421]  2 
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,  appealed  to  in  vain  ;  for  hie  liberality  was  as  proverbial  as  his 
name  was  extensively  and  favorably  known.  I  have  felt  it  due  to  the 
memory  of  one  who  has  proved  himself  so  eminently  kind  and  charitable, 
to  record  this  slight  testimonial  in  his  favor. 

We  have  lost  also  the  first  Junior  Grand  Warden  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
Bro.  SASCHEL  "Woods,  who  was  first  Master  of  Western  Star  Lodge, 
No.  2,  one  of  the  three  that  formed  this  Grand  Lodge.  Others,  too, 
of  our  brethren,  have  embarked  upon  the  bosom  of  the  Jordan  of  Death, 
and  have  bidden  us  a  last  farewell.  "The  eternal  country  for  which 
they  embarked,  returns  us  no  intelligence  of  their  safe  arrival,"  but  we 
rest  in  the  hope  that  they  have  been  "safely  moored  in  a  peaceful 
harbor,"  and  that  the  veil  of  Death  has  been  removed,  and  the  light  of 
Immortality  has  burst  upon  their  unclouded  vision  in  the  Holy  Spirit- 
Land  whither  they  have  gone.  We  should  feel  grateful  indeed  that 
><>  very  few  of  our  brethren  have  been  summoned  away  from  our  midst ; 
tor  in  proportion  to  our  numbers,  there  have  been  perhaps  a  fewer 
number  of  deaths  among  us  during  our  separate  Masonic  existence,  than 
in  any  other  Masonic  jurisdiction  in  the  world  for  the  same  period. 

The  pestilence  has  paid  us  but  one  short  visit,  and  finding  no  abiding- 
place  in  our  bright  and  sunny  atmosphere,  it  bade  us  a  speedy  adieu. 
Would  that  our  brethren  elsewhere  had  been  so  fortunate  as  we ;  for 
we  have  had  many  and  sad  accounts  of  their  bereavements  and  sorrows. 
Especially  has  this  been  the  case  in  the  Southern  States.  For  a  season, 
no  locality  or  walk  in  life  seemed  to  be  exempt  from  the  ravages  of 
disease  and  death;  and  in  addition  to  the  ever-to-be  lamented  Grand 
Master  Hill,  of  Louisiana,  Past  Grand  Master  John  Gedge  was 
summoned  suddenly  into  the  presence  of  the  3Iost  High.  Seldom  had 
we  received  intelligence  which  fell  so  heavily  on  the  heart  as  this.  We 
knew  how  to  appreciate  his  virtues  and  talents,  for  we  had  known  him 
long  and  intimately.  The  prominent  part  which  he  bore  in  the  difficulties 
at  one  time  unhappily  existing  in  Louisiana,  and  which  he  was  mainly 
instrumental  in  bringing  to  a  happy  termination,  elicited  an  exhibition  of 
talent,  and  developed  resources,  which  were  never  after  found  wanting, 
and  which  made  him  a  guiding  and  guardian  spirit  of  Masonry  in 
Louisiana.  In  him  the  Fraternity  has  lost  one  of  its  brightest  orna- 
ments, and  the  brethren  of  Louisiana  one  of  the  most  talented  and 
distinguished  of  their  number. 

Other  jurisdictions,  too,  have  suffered  their  losses.  Massachusetts 
has  lost  one  of  her  aged  and  venerable  representatives  of  the  past,  Past 
Grand  Master  Caleb  Butler.  Virginia,  her  presiding  Grand  Master, 
Edmund  Pendleton  Hunter,  of  whom  it  was  appropriately  remarked 
that  "none  knew  him  but  to  love  him,  and  those  who  knew  him  best. 
loved  him  most."  Michigan  has  lost  Past  Grand  Master  Jeremiah 
Moors.  Illinois,  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master  Carding  Jackson  ;  and 
the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  a  Past  Junior  Grand 
Deacon,  Peter  Thompson,  who  well  deserves  a  favorable  notice.  He 
was  Life-Superintendent  of  every  Masonic  Charitable  Institution  in 
England,  and  for  thirty-four  consecutive  years  was  seldom  ever  known 
to  miss  a  meeting  of  his  Lodge,  unless  prevented  bv  sickness.  Truly 
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such  confidence  and  such   faithfulness  deserve  to  be  recorded  as  an 
example  to  others. 

Among  the  first,  and  perhaps  the  most  important  of  my  official  acts 
was  the  assembling  of  the  Committee  on  uniformity  of  work,  appointed 
by  my  predecessor,  under  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  last 
Annual  Communication.  A  majority  of  them  having  assembled  at 
Sacramento  on  the  4th  of  July  last,  pursuant  to  previous  notice,  the 
Masonic  Hall  in  that  City  was  kindly  furnished  for  their  accommodation, 
and  they  organized  and  proceeded  to  business.  After  much  discussion, 
and  a  free  interchange  of  opinion,  it  was  agreed  to  adopt  the  work  as 
exemplified  by  our  worthy  Past  Grand  Lecturer,  the  Right  Worshipful 
Brother  Isaac  Davis,  with  such  alterations  and  emendations  as  should 
be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present.  And  in  due  course 
of  time,  at  the  end  of  a  somewhat  laborious  session,  the  desired  object 
was  accomplished,  and  a  system  agreed  upon,  which  is  probably  as  free 
from  error  as  any  which  could  have  been  devised  under  all  the  circum- 
stances. The  mode  of  work  adopted  will  doubtless  be  presented  in  due 
time  for  your  consideration,  and  allow  me  to  express  the  hope  that  its 
relative  merits  will  be  discussed  in  a  becoming  spirit  of  kindness  and 
consideration,  and  that  its  imperfections,  whatever  they  may  be,  will  be 
quietly  remedied,  without  rashly  condemning  the  whole  on  account  of 
real  or  supposed  defects  in  some  of  its  parts. 

The  Committee  having  selected  the  Ritual  exhibited  by  Bro.  Davis, 
;ks  a  basis  for  the  system  which  has  been  adopted,  I  appointed  him  as 
the  best  qualified  and  most  appropriate  person  to  teach  it,  and  issued  a 
Circular  (No.  2,)  appropriate  to  the  occasion,  a  copy  of  which  is  here- 
with transmitted.  It  affords  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  that  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  contained 
therein,  a  goodly  number  of  worthy  and  intelligent  brethren  have 
promptly  come  forward,  and  qualified  themselves  to  dispense  light  and 
instruction  to  their  respective  Lodges  and  neighborhoods,  after  the 
manner  of  its  requirements.  And  when  we  add  to  this  number  the 
members  of  the  Committee  themselves,  who  are  presumed  to  have  been 
zealous  in  their  advocacy  of  a  system  which  they  had  themselves  revised 
and  adopted,  may  I  not  congratulate  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  the 
Fraternity  at  large,  on  its  supposed  wide  dissemination,  and  the  cheering 
prospect  ahead  of  the  final  consummation  of  our  wishes  in  that  behalf. 
It  is  neither  necessary  nor  proper  to  give  my  individual  approval  of  the 
work  of  the  Committee  as  a  reason  for  my  having  made  every  legitimate 
effort  for  its  dissemination  among  the  Lodges.  My  simple  duty  as  an 
individual  Mason,  and  my  weightier  ones  as  the  Representative  of  the 
Craft,  during  the  interim  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  made  it  incumbent  on 
me  to  use  every  proper  and  possible  exertion  on  all  occasions,  to  comply 
with  its  known  will,  as  expressed  by  itself,  or  through  its  lawfully 
authorized  Committees ;  and  this  I  have  endeavored  to  do  without 
regard  to  any  special  preferences  of  my  own. 

I  would  recommend  a  slight  alteration  in  our  present  mode  of  Lec- 
turing, so  as  to  render  the  dissemination   of  the   work   and   lectures 
among  the  Lodges,  more   general,  and   probably  more   correct.     The 
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present  system  has  certainly  worked  well,  and  a  nearer  approach  to 
uniformity  has  been  accomplished  under  it  than  its  most  sanguine 
advocates  anticipated.  But  still  it  is  liable  to  a  few  objections,  the 
main  feature  of  which  can,  in  my  opinion,  be  removed  by  Districting 
the  State,  and  giving  each  District  the  right  to  select  its  own  Lecturer; 
the  whole  to  be,  as  heretofore  it  has  been,  under  the  general  supervis- 
ion of  a  (hand  Lecturer.  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  the  State  be 
divided  into  as  many  Districts  as  may  be  found  advisable,  and  that 
i  he  Master  and  Wardens  of  each  District  decide  by  vote  who  shall  be 
the  Lecturer  of  their  District,  and  make  it  the  duty  of  the  appointee 
as  soon  as  he  has  signified  his  acceptance,  to  apply  to  the  Grand  Lec- 
turer and  make  himself  thoroughly  proficient  in  the  work  and  lectures, 
as  ordered  to  be  taught  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  I  would  also  reserve  the 
right  to  any  Lodge,  not  desiring  the  services  of  a  Lecturer  not  a  mem- 
ber of  its  own  body,  to  select  one  of  its  own  members,  (the  Master  to 
be  preferred  where  practicable,)  and  receive  from  him  the  work  and 
lectures,  provided  he  be  required  to  qualify  himself,  thoroughly,  as 
required  of  a  District  Lecturer.  I  would  have  the  duties  of  the  Grand 
Lecturer  about  the  same  as  heretofore,  and  the  production  of  his  certif- 
icate of  a  thorough  qualification,  necessary  in  every  instance  to  the 
procuring  of  authority  from  the  Grand  Master,  to  teach.  The  compen- 
sation of  the  Grand  Lecturer  to  be  provided  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  as 
heretofore,  and  that  of  the  Subordinates  by  the  Lodges  of  their  respec- 
tive Districts,  or  the  individual  Lodge,  where  one  of  its  own  members 
should  be  preferred.  The  amount  of  compensation  to  Deputies  to  be 
decided  by  each  Lodge  of  his  District  requiring  his  services,  as  to  it 
may  seem  best.  I  would  confine  the  authority  of  the  Deputies  strictly 
to  the  directing  and  teaching  of  the  work  and  lectures,  leaving  the 
general  direction  of  the  business  affairs  of  the  Lodge  to  its  own  presid- 
ing officer,  the  Grand  Lecturer  to  aid  him  by  his  advice  and  counsel 
when  necessary  or  desirable.  I  would  have  it  understood,  also,  that 
Deputies  should  not  be  considered  ex  officio  members  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  I  would  also  require  of  them  to  report  monthly  to  the  Grand 
Lecturer, — he  to  report  quarterly  to  the  Grand  Master,  and  annually 
to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

A  system  similar  to  the  foregoing  would,  in  my  opinion,  work  well, 
and  be  less  objectionable  in  its  features  than  the  Deputy  Grand  Master 
system,  which  has  not,  seemingly,  been  very  beneficial  in  its  results 
elsewhere.  Should  such  an  one  as  here  recommended  be  adopted,  I 
would  recommend  that  the  one  in  present  use  be  continued  until  the 
Lecturer  of  each  District,  or  Lodge,  as  the  case  may  be,  be  authorized 
to  teach  by  the  Grand  Master,  and  then  cease  in  reference  to  that  par- 
ticular District  or  Lodge,  and  so  on  until  all  are  qualified. 

As  an  auxiliary  means  towards  the  establishing  of  that  uniformity  <  >i 
work,  so  much  desired,  I  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  some  one 
text-book,  to  be  used  in  all  the  Lodges,  as  the  text-book  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  And  I  would  also  suggest  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to 
frame  a  form  of  By-Laws,  for  the  government  of  such  Lodges  as  may 
see  fit  to  adopt  them,  and  report  the  same  at  the  next  Annual  Oommu- 
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nication  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Something  of  the  kind  is,  in  my 
opinion,  much  needed,  and,  if  agreed  upon,  should  be  sufficiently 
comprehensive,  without  being  over  voluminous,  to  embrace  all  such 
measures  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Regulations,  as  more  immediately  affect 
the  interests  and  government  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges;  together 
with  the  gist  of  the  ancient  regulations,  or  such  portions  of  them,  as 
may  appropriately  be  placed  in  connexion  with  them,  that  they  may  be 
within  the  reach  of  all  the  brethren,  and  ignorance  of  Masonic  law 
and  usage,  form  no  excuse  hereafter  for  impropriety  of  conduct.  A 
similar  plan  to  the  foregoing  has  already  been  adopted  in  other  juris- 
dictions, and  with  apparent  success,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it 
would  succeed  well  here.  The  text-book  which  I  would  recommend, 
is  "The  New  Masonic  Trestle  Board/'  which  is  the  one  now  in  most 
general  use  in  this  jurisdiction.  I  will  not  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  it 
has  no  equal,  but  I  feel  no  hesitation  in  recording  my  belief  that  it 
has  never  had  a  superior. 

These  auxiliaries  towards  the  establishment  of  uniformity,  a  thing 
not  to  be  accomplished  in  a  day  or  a  month,  or  a  year,  should  not,  1 
think,  be  neglected,  as  even  the  smallest  appliances,  when  properly 
directed,  are  more  or  less  beneficial,  and  consequently  worthy  of 
favorable  consideration .

These,  in  addition  to  the  Chartered  Lodges  and  those  under  Dispen- 
sation, issued  by  the    Right   Worshipful    Deputy  Grand    Master,    run 
the  numerical  list  up  to  eighty-two  Lodges,  all  of  which,  except   four, 
are  working  Lodges,  numbering  among  their  ranks    about   twenty-five 
hundred  contributing  members,  more  than  half  of  whom,  it  is  thought, 
have  been  Initiated,  Passed  and  Raised  in  this  Jurisdiction. 

When  we  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  our  Grand  Lodge  lia.s 
been  in  existence  only  five  years,  and  that  it  was  formed  of  the  smallest 
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admissible  number,  there  being  only  three  Chartered  Lodges  then  in 
existence  in  California,  (they  holding  under  the  several  Jurisdictions 
of  District  of  Columbia,  Missouri  and  Connecticut,)  with  an  aggregate 
membership  of  but  little  over  half  a  hundred,  we  may  well  be  aston- 
ished at  the  result  which  now  meets  our  view,  whilst  contemplating  the 
unheard  of  spread  of  Free  Masonry  on  these  distant  shores.  There  is 
no  parallel  to  be  found  in  its  annals  for  so  rapid  an  increase,  nor  can  a 
more  apparently  healthful  or  prosperous  condition'probably  be  indicated 
elsewhere,  than  is  to  be  found  in  this  possible  Ophir  of  the  ancients. 
Yet  appearances  are  often  deceptive,  and  the  elements  of  the  storm  arc 
frequently  engendering  when  the  sky  seems  brightest  and  least  likely 
to  be  overshadowed  with  clouds.  The  trite  saying  that  "  in  the  midst 
of  life  we  are  in  death,"  is  no  less  true  than  that  in  the  midst  of  pros- 
perity we  are  surrounded  by  adverse,  though  unseen  influences,  and 
while  we  are  rejoicing  at  our  safety,  the  elements  of  destruction  may 
be  quietly  infusing  themselves  into  the  very  fountains  of  our  existence. 
We  are  prone  to  become  thoughtless  and  careless,  during  a  period  of 
fancied  security,  and  trusting  to  the  calm  surface  of  the  common  sea 
of  events,  to  throw  ourselves  carelessly  upon  its  bosom,  and  drift  with 
the  tide,  heedless  alike  of  our  point  of  destination,  or  of  the  company 
we  suffer  to  embark  with  us.  It  is  thus  that  an  unparalleled  state 
of  prosperity,  even  in  Masonry,  may  in  the  end  be  productive  of 
untoward  results.  The  watchmen  sleep  at  their  posts,  the  avenues  to 
the  Temple  cease  to  be  guarded  with  that  unrelaxing  vigilance  that 
should  ever  characterize  their  sentinels,  and  we  find  when  it  is  too  late, 
that  our  sanctum  has  been  invaded  by  mercenary  adventurers,  who  with 
unclean  hands  and  impure  hearts,  have  smuggled  themselves,  as  it 
were,  into  a  fraternity,  the  principles  of  which  have  no  affinity  with 
the  sentiments  by  which  they  are  actuated,  and  the  teachings  of  which 
are,  and  ever  must  be,  utterly  at  variance  with  their  feelings  and  prac- 
tices. Such  may  be  the  case  with  us  even  now,  and  beneath  this 
verdent  surface  of  our  fair  land  of  Masonry,  may  lie  concealed  the 
volcanic  elements  of  discord  and  confusion.  Whilst  contemplating 
then  with  pride  and  exultation  our  numerical  strength,  and  happily 
rejoicing  at  this  outward  indication  of  prosperity,  let  us  redouble  our 
diligence,  guard  with  increased  vigilance  the  outer  door,  and  ever  bear 
in  mind,  that  our  strength  and  safety  depend  not  so  much  upon  our 
numbers  or  our  wealth,  as  upon  the  general  diffusion  and  practice  of 
the  sublime  principles  of  our  Order.  A  chosen  few,  with  even  an 
empty  Treasury,  but  rich  in  those  priceless  jewels  of  Masonry,  the 
remembrance  of  its  precepts  and  its  duties,  are  infinitely  more  desira- 
ble, and  of  greater  worth  than  myriads  of  an  opposite  character,  with 
all  the  worldly  emoluments  that  could  be  heaped  upon  him. 

In  addition  to  the  Dispensations  already  enumerated,  to  open  and 
hold  new  Lodges,  and  which  were  issued  under  all  the  requirements  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  I  have  granted  Dispensations  for  other  purposes,  a 
statement  of  which  will  be  found  accompanying  this  Report,  marked 
(A.) 

Several  applications  for  Dispensations  have  been  refused,  when 
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either  the  emergency  of  the  case  was  not  such  as  to  render  the  grant- 
ing advisable,  or  the  regulations  of  the  Order  would  have  been 
improperly  interfered  with  thereby.  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  trouble 
the  Grand  Lodge  with  an  enumeration  of  them,  or  with  the  views  that 
have  been  given  from  time  to  time  on  these  and  divers  other  Masonic- 
matters  during  the  past  year,  as  they  will  be  mostly  embodied  in  this 
Address,  and  can  be  seen  at  full  length  in  my  correspondence  with  the 
various  Lodges,  should  it  be  deemed  advisable  to  refer  to  them.  I  am 
by  no  means  favorably  inclined  to  the  too  unrestricted  use  by  Grand 
Masters  of  the  Dispensing  power,  and  have  endeavored  to  shape  my 
official  acts  in  conformity  with  my  views  relative  thereto. 

I  have  the  pleasure  of  announcing  to  the  G.  L.  the  presentation,  by 
Capt.  J.  L.  Folsom,  of  this  city,  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity  of  the  State, 
of  a  life-like  and  elegantly  executed  portrait  of  General  George  Wash- 
ington, by  Rembrandt  Peale,  Esq.  In  accordance  with  the  request 
of  the  donor,  that  it  should  be  placed  for  safe-keeping  in  one  of  the 
Masonic  Halls  of  this  city,  I  caused  it  to  be  deposited  in  that  of 
California  Lodge,  No.  1,  of  which  Capt.  Folsom  is  a  member,  as  being 
the  most  appropriate.  I  acknowledged  the  reception  of  this  handsome 
present,  on  behalf  of  the  Fraternity,  in  a  correspondence  which  is 
herewith  transmitted,  (B.) 

I  received  a  communication  from  the  G.  L.  of  Kentucky,  bearing  date 
18th  December  last,  and  which,  together  with  my  reply,  I  deem  it  proper 
to  report  to  the  G.  L.  It  was  in  relation  to  the  affiliation  by  one  of  our 
Lodges,  (Tehama,  No.  o,)  of  a  member  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  of 
Kentucky,  who  was,  at  the  time,  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues. 
Although  we  do  not  recognize  in  our  own  action,  or  that  of  our 
Subordinates,  the  justness  of  the  principle  of  suspending  a  Mason 
from  all  his  rights  and  privileges  as  such,  simply  for  the  non-payment 
of  dues,  yet  I  conceive  that  we  are  bound  to  recognize  the  action  of 
other  Grand  Bodies  in  reference  to  any  acts  of  legislation  affecting 
their  own  members,  and  not  notoriously  in  conflict  with  the  principles 
and  ground-work  of  Free  Masonry.  I  therefore  notified  the  suspended 
brother,  and  also  the  Master  of  the  Lodge  with  which  he  had  affiliated, 
of  his  suspension,  and  that  it  would  be  necessary  that  it  be  removed 
under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky.  It  is  due  the 
brother  alluded  to,  to  state,  that  his  character  and  standing  in  this 
country,  are  irreproachable;  and  that  his  delinquency  has  doubtless 
been  the  result  of  accident,  or  perhaps  of  negligence  on  the  part  of 
others,  inasmuch  as  he  afforded  me  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  having 
long  since  forwarded  the  full  amount  of  his  indebtedness  to  his  Lodge, 
through  one  of  its  members.  The  correspondence  alluded  to  is 
herewith  submitted,  (C.) 

A  word  as  to  the  government  of  Lodges,  as  well  as  in  regard 
to  the  deportment  of  the  members  composing  them,  will  not  be 
inappropriate,  and  is  perhaps  needed  here  as  much  as  elsewhere. 
A  badly  governed  Lodge  should  be  a  thing  unknown  to  Masonry, 
whose  teachings  are  so  wholly  at  variance  with  every  thing  that  would 
lead  to  such  a  result  as  scarcely  to  admit  the  supposition,  were  not  the

fact  too  frequently  known  to  exist.  Thi^  and  a  consequent  misman- 
agement of  its  affairs  generally,  though  commonly  attributable  to  the 
negligence  and  carelessness,  and  often  to  the  incompetency  of  those 
more  immediately  engaged  in  administering  them,  finds  a  ready,  and 
often  potent  auxiliary,  in  the  conduct  of  the  members  themselves, 
whose  impropriety,  however,  finds  no  excuse  in  the  fact  of  their  being 
unrestrained,  or  in  the  lame  and  humiliating  apology  of  a  bad  example. 
Every  Mason  should  strive  to  be  an  example  for  good,  and  not  for  evil, 
to  all  his  brethren  ;  and  should  deport  himself  as  if  the  well-being  of 
the  whole  Fraternity  were  dependent  upon  his  own  exertions  and  good 
behavior.  He  should  properly  second  every  effort  to  enforce  propriety 
of  conduct  instead  of  furnishing  material  for  discord  and  confusion. 
We  all  have  our  faults  in  some  shape  or  other,  and  they  are  generally 
more  visible  to  others  than  to  ourselves ;  and  it  is  therefore  the  more 
incumbent  on  us  to  deal  charitably  with  the  errors  of  others ;  and 
especially  not  to  risk  the  commission  of  a  yet  greater  one  ourselves, 
by  applying  a  supposed  corrective  in  a  rough,  discourteous,  and  con- 
sequently unmasonic  manner.  Deal  gently  and  kindly  with  a  brother's 
failings,  and  set  him  an  example  of  propriety  which  he  may  safely 
follow.  Kindness  and  gentleness  of  disposition,  when  influenced  by 
good  example  as  an  earnest  of  the  sincerity  of  him  who  administers  a 
reproof,  will  accomplish  more  towards  winning  the  heart,  and  turning 
a  delinquent  brother  from  the  error  of  his  ways,  than  any  hasty  and 
violent  denunciation,  which  serves  only  to  awaken  the  worst  feelings  of 
his  nature,  and  to  close  the  avenues  of  his  heart  against  the  unwel- 
come corrective.  In  the  language  of  an  inspired  writer.  "Count  him 
not  as  an  enemy,  but  admonish  him  as  a  friend/' 

Punctuality  in  attendance  is  particularly  desirable,  and  should  begin 
with  the  officers  of  the  Lodge,  who  ought  never  to  be  absent  from 
their  stations  at  the  appointed  hour,  on  any  pretext  whatever,  when  it 
is  possible  to  be  present.  Nor  should  the  presiding  officer  delay  the 
opening  of  the  Lodge  beyond  the  stated  hour,  when  there  is  in 
attendance  a  sufficient  number  of  the  members  to  proceed.  And 
when  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  any  vacancy  occurring  by  the  absence  of 
an  officer  from  his  post  should  be  filled  by  appointing  a  member  of  the 
Lodge,  and  not  a  visitor  to  the  place ;  for  although  the  latter  practice 
is  not  unlawful,  it  is  bad  policy,  when  it  can  be  avoided,  as  it  throws  a 
hindrance  in  the  way  of  members  qualifying  themselves,  and  affords  a 
sad  commentary  upon  their  proficiency. 

It  has  been  appropriately  remarked  by  a  distinguished  brother,  that 
"the  labors  and  duties  of  a  Lodge,  should  begin  and  end  with  prayer/ ' 
"It  is  enjoined  by  the  Constitutions,  and  cannot,  with  propriety,  be 
omitted."  No  Mason  should  feel  ashamed  to  bow  in  humble  adora- 
tion before  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  heaven  and  earth,  and  invoke  His 
blessing  upon  a  lawful  undertaking ;  and  it  has  not  been  our  lot  ever 
to  have  encountered  either  man  or  Mason  so  good  as  to  render  it 
unnecessary.  It  is  a  duty  which  we  acknowledge  upon  the  very  thresh- 
old of  Masonry,  and  are  taught  to  exercise  at  every  step  we  take. 
Prayer,  like  virtue,  is  its  own  reward,  and  its  fructifying  influences,  likr 
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the  dews  on  the  mountains  of  Zion,  descend  upon  and  enrich  the 
human  heart.  It  is  the  key  which  unlocks  the  treasury  of  heaven, 
placed  in  our  hands  by  our  Supreme  Grand  Master,  that  we  may  draw 
at  will  on  His  exhaustless  resources,  and  be  the  richer,  the  more  we 
disburse. 

Levity  ought  never  to  be  permitted  within  the  Lodge,  and  should 
never  be  tolerated  during  the  opening  and  closing  ceremonies,  and  the 
conferring  of  the  degrees.  It  destroys  the  solemnity  of  the  ritual, 
and  leaves  an  unhappy  impression  upon  the  mind  of  the  candidate, 
not  unfrequently  resulting  in  disappointment  and  disgust.  The  rites 
of  Masonry  are  too  solemn  and  impressive  in  their  nature,  and  its 
teachings  too  deeply  imbued  with  the  spirit  and  sanctity  of  the  religion 
of  God,  to  be  treated  in  a  light  and  trivial  manner. 

Hasty  and  unguarded  expressions,  and  ebullitions  of  passion,  are  highly 
reprehensible,  either  within  or  without  the  Lodge,  and  should  be  strictly 
guarded  against.  One  of  the  earliest  lessons  we  are  taught  in  Masonry 
is  to  learn  to  subdue  the  passions  and  rule  and  govern  them, 
instead  of  suffering  them  to  rule  and  govern  us ;  and  when  we  so  far 
forget  ourselves  as  to  suffer  them  to  become  our  masters,  and  proclaim, 
by  our  acts,  that  we  regard  the  ties  that  bind  us  together  as  mere  ropes 
of  sand,  unenviable  indeed,  is  the  position  of  such  a  Mason,  in  the 
sight  of  all  his  brethren.  His  best  apology  is  degrading,  as  it  involves 
a  mental  or  moral  weakness,  and  probably  both,  and  shows  that  bad 
material  has  been  worked  into  the  temple  to  mar  its  beauty  and 
endanger  its  stability. 

What  shall  we  say  of  detraction  and  abuse,  and  the  vile  outpourings 
of  the  poisonous  tongue  of  slander,  when  used  by  a  Free  and  Ac- 
cepted Mason?  Our  accredited  first  Grand  Master  has  said  that  u  He 
who  uttereth  a  slander  is  a  fool/'  and  upon  such,  Masonry  has  long 
since  placed  the  seal  of  her  reprobation,  and  closed  the  portals  of  her 
sacred  temple.  The  lips  of  a  Mason  should  never  give  utterance  to 
an  unkind  expression  or  an  untrue  word.  Masonry  is  deeply  imbued 
with  the  spirit  of  kindness  and  toleration,  and  when  its  character  is 
divested  of  truth,  the  principal  tenet  of  a  Mason's  profession,  it 
becomes  beggared  and  worthless,  and  has  lost  its  richest  and  brightest 
jewel. 

The  Lodge  is  not  a  suitable  place  for  polemic  display,  or  the  prac- 
tice of  chicanery  and  management,  to  attain  some  favorite  object  that 
probably  could  not  otherwise  have  been  accomplished.  A  measure 
which  needs  the  use  of  such  appliances,  with  the  consequent  suspicion 
of  insincerity  and  selfishness  which  will  naturally  attach  to  it,  is  apt  to 
be  of  questionable  utility,  and  to  involve  the  very  consequences  which 
had  to  be  concealed  by  management  to  ensure  its  success.  Honesty 
and  fair  dealing  should  characterize  all  our  proceedings ;  and  it  is 
worthy  of  remark  that  the  best  workmen  and  most  useful  members  of 
the  Lodge  have  generally  the  least  to  say.  Masonry  loves  a  silent 
tongue,  but  willingly  lends  a  listening  ear  when  its  silence  is  broken  by 
words  of  wisdom,  giving  embodiment  to  her  eternal  truths,  fit  gems  to 
be  stored  in  the  repository  of  faithful  breasts. 
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Let  me  here  take  occasion  to  mention  a  most  inexcusable  impropri- 
ety, which  is  complained  of  in  other  jurisdictions,  and  for  which, 
should  it  ever  have  obtained  in  this,  there  is  no  term  of  reprobation 
too  severe.  It  is  the  brow-beating  of  members,  and  using  other 
unmasonic  means,  to  secure  the  admission  of  some  friend  into  the 
Lodge,  who  might  otherwise  have  been  regarded  as  unworthy.  Such 
conduct  requires  utter  condemnation,  and  when  it  can  be  fastened 
beyond  a  doubt  on  its  perpetrator,  should  at  once  secure  his  ejection 
from  the  Lodge. 

Although  the  necessity  may  sometimes  exist  of  holding  Lodge 
meetings  until  a  late  hour,  it  is  of  rare  occurrence,  and  should  not  be 
assumed  upon  too  slight  a  pretext.  Our  families  have  a  right  to  a 
reasonable  portion  of  our  time  when  the  business  of  the  day  and  its 
cares  are  over,  and  it  is  hard  indeed  to  deprive  them  or  ouselves  of  the 
enjoyment  of  the  domestic  circle  upon  too  slight  a  pretext.  Masonry 
sanctions  no  practice  that  is  calculated  to  disturb  the  domestic  relations 
or  cast  a  gloom  around  the  fireside  at  home.  There  is  not  a  flower 
that  blooms  upon  an  oasis  of  life  to  distil  its  fragrance  into  the  heart 
of  wife,  widow,  mother,  daughter  or  sister,  but  should  be  fondly 
cherished  by  the  true-hearted  Mason,  and  cultivated  with  a  kind  and 
charitable  hand.  Let  us  not,  then,  injure  them  by  unnecessary 
neglect.  The  want  of  time  in  which  to  do  the  business  or  work  of  the 
Lodge  may  easily  be  remedied,  without  drawing  too  freely  on  that  due 
our  families,  by  early  and  punctual  attendance,  and  a  prompt,  systematic 
and  orderly  course  of  procedure  when  assembled. 

When  the  business  transactions  of  a  Lodge  are  through  with  at  a 
stated  meeting,  it  ought  not  be  called  off  to  some  future  day,  but 
should  be  closed  in  due  and  ancient  form.  But  should  the  Lodge 
necessarily  be  called  off  to  assemble  again  at  a  specified  time  to  finish 
business  already  begun,  when  called  on  again,  no  new  business  should 
be  introduced,  admissible  only  at  a  stated  meeting,  as  such  continued 
meeting  could  not  properly  be  considered  a  part  of  said  original  meet- 
ing for  such  purpose.  All  members  within  reach  should  be  duly 
notified  of  a  called  meeting,  and  of  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  to 
assemble. 

When  the  business  of  a  meeting  is  through  with,  it  is  bad  policy  to 
close  the  Lodge  in  a  hurried  manner,  omitting  half  the  ceremonies  for 
the  sake  of  saving  time ;  and  probably  worse  still  to  call  off  to  some 
future  day,  for  a  like  reason.  It  is  thus  that  the  brethren  become 
unskilful  and  deficient  in  the  opening  and  closing  ceremonies,  until 
portions  of  them  are  almost  entirely  forgotten.  The  same  remarks  will 
apply  to  the  work  and  lectures,  which  should  always  be  done  and  given 
in  full.  Opening  a  Lodge  on  the  third  degree  does  not  necessarily 
involve  the  previous  or  include  the  present  opening  on  the  first  and 
second ;  nor  do  I  think  it  necessary,  when  convened,  to  open  on  any 
other  degree  than  that  appertaining  to  the  business  or  work  to  be  done. 
A  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  according  to  our  understanding 
of  the  term,  is  comprised  of  three  separate  degrees  which  maintain  a  rela- 
tionship towards  each  other  not  to  be  disturbed,  but  dependent  upon  and 
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protected  alike  by  the  authority  under  which  the  Lodge  is  held ;  neither 
one  of  them  exercising  a  controlling  influence  over  the  others  further 
than  may  be  necessary  to  keep  the  chain  of  connexion  unbroken,  or 
may  be  given  by  legislative  enactment,  as  is  the  case  now  in  reference 
to  the  transaction  of  business,  &c,  only  in  the  Master's  degree.  It  is 
of  comparatively  recent  date  that  all  business  transactions,  ballotings, 
&c,  have  been  transferred  to  the  third  degree,  as  our  own  recollection 
extends  to  the  time  when  a  different  practice  obtained. 

I  do  not  consider  that  there  is  an  essential  difference,  in  a  lawful 
point  of  view,  as  to  whether  a  Lodge  be  opened  and  closed  tip,  as  it  is 
termed,  or  opened  up,  and  closed  down  ;  but  for  the  sake  of  uniformity, 
I  would  recommend  the  former  practice,  as  it  is  the  one  in  most 
general  use. 

I  have  frequently  been  asked  my  opinion  in  reference  to  the  so-called 
iCside  degrees;"  and  whether  it  would  be  advisable  for  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  take  any  action  relative  to  them.  My  opinion  of  them  is  by 
no  means  favorable,  as  they  have  caused  the  introduction  into  the 
world  of  a  spurious  Masonry,  which,  taking  as  its  basis  the  system  of 
the  Ancient  Craft,  has  multiplied  in  its  creative  and  cumulative  forms, 
to  an  almost  illimitable  extent,  until  the  distinctive  features  of  the 
Institution  have,  in  some  parts  of  the  world,  been  almost  lost.  We  do 
not  see,  however,  that  any  interference  with  them  is  either  necessary  or 
proper,  except  it  be  to  disclaim  the  ligitimacy  of  their  connexion  with 
the  Lodges,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  only  the  three  degrees  of 
Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  those  of  Entered  Apprentice,  Fellow  Craft,  and 
Master  Mason. 

There  is  too  frequently  a  remissness  of  duty,  both  among  officers  and 
members,  which  creeps  into  Lodges  in  such  a  variety  of  ways,  and 
combines  so  many  adverse  influences,  as  to  not  only  destroy  their  pros- 
perity, but  endanger  their  very  existence.  Among  the  number  is  the 
non-payment  of  dues,  which  has  already  become  a  crying  evil  to  some 
of  our  Lodges,  and  a  sore  reproach  to  their  delinquent  members.  A 
debt  due  a  Lodge  is  certainly  no  less  binding  in  honor  and  conscience, 
than  one  due  a  private  individual,  and  it  ought  to  be  held  peculiarly 
sacred  by  all  Masons  who  have  received  sufficient  instruction  to  enable 
them  to  pass  themselves  as  such ;  and  yet  how  frequently  do  we  find  it 
the  case,  that  those  who  are  well  able  to-  perform  their  duties  in  this 
respect,  suffer  their  dues  to  accumulate  from  month  to  month,  nor  think 
of  paying  them  until  notified  that  their  names  will  be  stricken  from  the 
roll ;  or  perhaps  reminded  that  an  election  is  on  hand,  and  they  will 
not  be  entitled  to  vote  or  hold  an  office.  This  is  all  unqualifiedly 
wrong,  and  none  know  better  than  the  delinquents  themselves  that  it  is 
so  ;  and  yet,  from  some  unaccountable  moral  remissness,  they  persist  in 
a  course  alike  discreditable  to  themselves,  and  injurious  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  Lodge.  When  the  ability  exists,  punctuality  should 
be  one  of  the  governing  principles  of  a  Mason's  conduct; — where  it 
does  not  exist,  the  fact  has  only  to  be  supposed  to  appear,  and  not  only 
will  his  indebtedness  to  the  Lodge  be  freely  canceled,  but  the  wants  of 
the  impoverished  brother  will  be  promptly  supplied,  should  his  neces- 
sities require  it.  [431] 
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The  same  remissness  observable  in  members  towards  their  Lodges, 
exists  to  a  considerable  extent  on  the  part  of  Lodges  in  their  connexion 
with  the  Grand  Lodge.  Too  little  attention  is  paid  to  the  requirements 
of  that  body,  which,  being  the  creative  power,  and  legitimate  source  of 
all  Masonic  authority,  expects  and  requires  the  strictest  obedience  to 
all  its  mandates.  This  remissness  has  been  brought  more  immediately 
under  my  observation  during  the  past  year,  in  consequence  of  my  inti- 
mate eoiinection  with  the  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Secretary,  whose 
duties,  during  an  occasional  absence  from  the  City,  and  a  protracted 
illness,  1  have,  at  times,  discharged  for  him.  My  own  observation 
enables  me  to  say  that  an  unwarrantable  negligence  is  too  prevalent  in 
the  forwarding  of  returns  and  dues  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  required 
by  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  returns  for  the  first  half  year  were  very  few 
of  them  punctually  made,  and  a  still  fewer  number  have  sent  in  their 
returns  for  the  last  half  at  the  time  agreed  upon — in  advance  of  the 
meeting  of  this  Body.  The  consequence  is,  as  it  has  been  here- 
tofore, that  these  delinquent  returns  have  poured  in  upon  the  Grand 
Secretary,  as  usual,  at  the  commencement  of  the  Session,  and  caused  a 
vast  accumulation  of  labor  in  his  department,  at  an  hour  when  his 
attention  is  particularly  needed  in  the  arrangement  of  the  business 
affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  a  prompt  and  orderly  manner. 

Now  how  is  this  evil  to  be  corrected  ?  A  new  enactment,  to  enforce 
the  observance  of  a  law  of  similar  import,  which  has  fallen  into  desue- 
tude, not  from  its  own  defectiveness,  but  from  the  carelessness  and 
neglect  both  of  the  governed  and  the  law-makers,  is  not  likely  to  prove 
of  any  effect  while  the  causes  which  lead  to  its  non-observance  still  exist. 
The  Lodges  must  each  apply  the  proper  corrective  within  their  own 
bodies.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Master  and  Secretary  to  see  that  returns 
are  made  out  properly  and  correctly,  and  forwarded  with  the  dues  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  at  the  time  required  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  Want  of 
punctuality  and  neglect  of  duty  are  sufficiently  reprehensible  in  every 
Mason,  when  exhibited  only  in  his  individual  capacity,  but  these  grow 
into  evils  of  far  greater  magnitude,  when  found  existing  among  the 
officers  of  the  Lodges.  I  have  seldom  known  one  to  prosper  where  the 
Master  and  Secretary  were  chargeable  with  these  faults ;  and  decay 
and  destruction  are  certain  to  follow  when  to  these  are  superadded  their 
too  frequent  attendant,  incompetency.  It  is  the  bounden  duty  of  an 
officer,  when  accepting  any  position  in  the  Order,  to  qualify  himself 
fully  to  discharge  the  duties  appertaining  to  it ;  and  when  qualified,  to 
so  discharge  them,  punctually  and  faithfully. 

Too  much  legislation  in  Masonry  is  much  to  be  deprecated.  Its  laws 
should  be  ever  based  upon  those  immutable  principles  of  the  Institution 
which  are  of  too  sacred  a  nature  to  be  wantonly  subjected  to  the  risk  of 
a  too  hasty,  or  too  frequent  interference.  A  few  wise  and  wholesome 
laws,  acceptable  because  correct  and  appropriate,  when  honestly  admin- 
istered and  duly  observed,  are  infinitely  more  serviceable  and  of  more 
real  value  than  an  overburthened  statute  book,  with  one-half  its  contents 
inoperative  from  their  inefficiency,  and  the  force  and  efficiency  of  the 
remainder  weakened  bv  carelessness  and  non-observance.  Let  us  then, 
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in  our  Legislative  capacity,  endeavor  to  set  an  example  which  may  be 
worthy  of  imitation,  and  productive  of  good  results  both  to  ourselves 
and  to  others. 

An  evil  much  complained  of  in  other  jurisdictions,  and  from  which 
our  own  is  by  no  means  wholly  free,  is  the  too  rapid  advancement  of 
candidates  for  our  mysteries.  The  length  of  time  usually  intervening 
between  the  conferring  of  degrees,  certainly  aids,  though  it  does  not 
ensure  proficiency,  as  that  is  usually  the  result  of  a  greater  amount  of 
industry  and  application  than,  we  are  sorry  to  say,  is  generally  exercised. 
An  examination  in  open  Lodge  is  certainly  a  powerful  incentive  to  such 
industry,  when  properly  conducted,  as  the  candidate,  through  his  more 
immediate  associates,  is  generally  fully  apprised  of  that  portion  of  the 
terms  upon  which  his  advancement  depends,  and  exerts  himself  accord- 
ingly. But  how  frequently  do  we  find  it  the  case  that  the  true  design 
of  such  examination  is  overlooked,  and  the  benefits  to  result  to  the 
candidate,  and  through  him  to  his  Lodge,  and  the  Fraternity  at  large, 
are  lost  sight  of  in  the  too  great  anxiety  to  hurry  on  the  work  of  the 
Lodge,  and  add  to  its  numerical  strength,  regardless  of  the  want  of 
perfection  of  the  work  that  has  thus  been  so  rapidly  and  carelessly 
turned  off.  As  well  might  we  expect  a  healthy  digestion  of  the  three 
meals  of  the  day  when  forced  into  the  stomach  in  rapid  succession,  as  a 
proper  disposal  of  the  moral  aliments  of  Masonry  when  the  three 
degrees  are  crowded  in  hot  haste  upon  the  candidate.  The  whole 
becomes  a  confused  mass,  the  subsequent  orderly  arrangement  of  which 
is  like  bringing  order  out  of  chaos,  and  costs  the  neophyte  who  has  the 
moral  courage  to  undertake  the  task,  infinitely  more  time  and  pains, 
than  it  would  to  have  arrived  at  the  same  result  by  progressing  only  in 
accordance  with  his  proficiency.  A  half-dozen  stereotyped  questions, 
with  their  mechanical  answers,  are  not  a  sufficient  test.  The  examina- 
tion should  be  thorough  and  searching,  to  carry  out  the  true  intent  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  provision  which  it  has  made,  with  a  view  to 
remedy  the  evil  complained  of. 

The  magnitude  of  the  evil  complained  of,  is  still  further  and  greatly 
increased,  where  due  regard  is  not  had  to  the  intellectual  and  moral 
qualifications  of  the  candidate,  and  where  his  fitness  is  lost  sight  of  in 
the  inexcusable  desire  to  replenish  an  empty  treasury,  or  to  gratify  the 
wishes  of  some  too  heedless  friend,  who  has  probably  gained  admission 
in  a  similar  manner.  Thus  it  is  that  we  often  see  rough  and  unsightly 
stones  worked  into  the  Masonic  edifice,  some  of  which  have  occasionally 
to  be  loosed  from  their  inappropriate  resting  places,  and  east  without 
the  precincts  of  the  Temple ;  and  many  more  of  which  ought  properly 
to  be  thrown  over  among  the  rubbish.  Better  far  that  such  should 
never  have  entered  an  institution  upon  which  they  reflect  no  credit, 
and  the  moral  teachings  of  which  are  to  them  as  the  casting  of  pearls 
before  swine. 

Due  regard  should  be  had  to  the  physical,  as  well  as  the  mental  and 

moral   qualifications  of  a   candidate  for   our  mysteries.     A    defective 

physical  organization,  or  memberial  deficiency,    the  result   of  accident 

or  other  causes,  if  calculated  to  prevent   a    full  and    easy  recognition, 
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should,  in  our  opinion,  operate  as  a  barrier  to  the  conferring  of  the 
degrees  on  such  an  applicant.  The  ancient  requisition  that  he  should 
be  "a  perfect  youth,  having  no  maim  or  defect  in  his  body  that  may 
render  him  incapable  of  learning  the  art"  should  never  be  violated. 
These  qualifications  can  be  easily  judged  of,  and  when  wanting  no 
application  should  be  made  for  authority  to  dispense  with  the  rule, 
it  not  being  within  the  province  of  Grand  Master  or  Grand  Lodge  to 
remove  this  ancient  land-mark.  The  spirit  of  innovation  should  be 
constantly  held  in  check.  Like  pent  up  waters,  it  requires  but  a  small 
outlet  by  way  of  commencement  to  secure  eventually  an  inundation 
where  the  fountain  head  is  capable  of  supplying  the  material.  We 
have  known  of  gross  violations  of  the  old  regulations  in  this  respect, 
and  are  therefore  thus  particular  in  cautioning  against  any  act  that 
might  eventually  lead  to  such  results.  We  have  seen  a  Mason  in 
another  jurisdiction  who,  we  believe,  was  born  blind.  At  all  events, 
he  was  totally  blind  when  the  degrees  were  confered  upon  him.  We 
met  with  him  some  years  since,  whilst  attending  a  communication  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi. 

In  this  connexion  I  deem  it  proper  to  allude  to  a  circular  (No.  3) 
issued  by  me  to  the  Subordinate  Lodges  to  correct,  as  far  as  practicable, 
another  evil,  the  existence  of  which  had  become  too  evident  not  to 
awaken  solicitude  as  to  its  ultimate  consequences.  In  a  casual  conver- 
sation with  a  gentleman  not  a  Mason,  he  made  use  of  the  remark  that 
he  had  frequently  been  solicited  to  become  a  Freemason,  or  words  to 
that  effect.  Not  doubting  the  truth  of  his  assertion,  as  he  could  have 
had  no  ulterior  object  in  view  in  making  it,  though  charitably  attribut- 
ing the  fact  which  led  to  it  to  other  causes  than  a  wilful  desire  to 
violate  the  very  first  teachings  of  the  Institution,  I  deemed  it  advisable 
to  place  promptly  upon  the  practice  the  seal  of  reprobation,  and  hence 
the  circular  here  alluded  to. 

Intimately  connected  with  the  foregoing  in  its  infelicitous  results,  is 
the  making  of  Masons  in  one  jurisdiction  of  material  belonging  to 
another.  Independent  of  the  injustice  of  the  act  under  our  present 
organization,  there  are  occasionally  resulting  evils  of  too  serious  a 
nature  to  pass  them  by  unnoticed.  It  is  thus  that  men  are  sometimes 
foisted  upon  the  fraternity,  who  never  could  have  gained  admission  into 
a  Lodge  at  home,  and  who,  after  having  left  one  jurisdiction  with  a 
doubtful  reputation,  or  it  may  be  with  even  a  foul  stain  upon  their 
character,  to  sojourn  for  a  time  in  another,  in  a  few  short  months  return 
with  the  robes  of  Masonry  hanging  loosly  about  them,  to  be  pointed  at 
by  the  world  as  samples  from  a  tree  that  should  be  known  by  its  fruits. 
And  thus  the  whole  fraternity  is  caused  to  suffer  reproach  from  the 
indiscretion,  or,  more  inexcusable  still,  the  cupidity  of  those  bearing 
the  honored  name  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons.  For  where  these 
unsightly  evidences  of  their  misapplied  skill  are  once  known  and  recog- 
nized as  Masons,  they  are  far  more  visible  to  the  world  outside  the 
Order,  than  are  better  men.  They  are  like  stains  on  a  white  garment, 
or  spots  on  the  disc  of  the  sun,  rendered  all  the  more  visible  by  con- 
trast with  the  surrounding  puritv  and  brilliancy.  I  am  happy  to  be 
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able  to  say  that  I  have  yet  to  learn  of  an  instance  where  this  reprehen- 
sible practice  has  been  indulged  in,  in  one  of  our  own  Lodges,  and  I 
feel  no  hesitation  in  declaring  that  should  it  ever  be  attempted,  without 
the  previous  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  proper  jurisdiction  of  the 
applicant,  it  would  meet  with  the  most  unqualified  condemnation  of 
this  Grand  Lodge.  It  is  with  sorrow  and  regret,  however,  that  we  have 
to  record  the  fact,  that  whilst  respecting  the  rights  of  others,  our  own 
have  been  invaded,  and  we  have  not  wholly  escaped  the  evil  conse- 
quences resulting  from  the  perpetration  of  the  wrong  elsewhere.  Lest 
we  might  render  ourselves  amenable  to  the  charge  of  indulging  in 
unjustifiable  complaint,  we  will  mention  an  instance  where  we  conceive 
our  rights  to  have  been  invaded,  though  we  are  gratified  to  be  able  to 
record  the  fact,  that  the  applicant  was  a  worthy  man.  This  did  not, 
however,  in  our  opinion,  justify  the  act  on  the  part  of  those  who  made 
him  a  Mason  without  our  knowledge  and  consent.  The  instance  is 
that  of  Mr.  John  Levy,  of  this  City,  who  has  been  a  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia since  1850,  and  while  on  a  visit  to  Philadelphia,  Pa,,  was  on  the 
6th  of  December,  admitted  and  made  a  Freemason  under  special  Dis- 
pensation in  Key  Stone  Lodge,  No.  271.  The  Brother  thus  improperly 
introduced  has  since  been  received  into  membership  by  one  of  the 
Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction,  he  himself  bearing  an  irreproachable 
character,  and  we  not  being  disposed  to  visit  our  displeasure  at  the  act 
upon  the  innocent  subject  of  the  unlawful  proceedings  of  others. 

Since  writing  the  foregoing,  other  cases  of  a  similar  character, 
though  not  in  the  same  jurisdiction,  have  been  brought  to  our  notice, 
but  not  having  succeded  as  yet  in  obtaining  all  the  particulars  relative 
to  them,  we  forbear  further  allusion  to  them  for  the  present. 

Our  remonstrances  heretofore  having  failed  to  cause  our  rights  to  be 
respected  in  some  jurisdictions,  and  thereby  given  rise  to  a  just  sus- 
picion that  similar  inflictions  of  wrong  may  await  us  for  the  future,  if 
not  suitably  provided  against,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  the  propriety  of  passing  a  resolution  forbiding  Masons  of 
this  jurisdiction  recognizing  or  otherwise  holding  communication  with 
any  person  residing  within  this  juridiction,  who  shall,  during  such 
residence,  apply  for  and  receive  the  degrees  of  Masonry  elsewhere 
without  the  consent  of  the  proper  Masonic  authority  here.  I  would 
suggest,  however,  that  due  provisions  be  made  for  those  persons  resid- 
ing near  the  confines  of  the  State,  and  who  would  find  it  more  con- 
venient to  attend  a  Lodge  in  an  adjacent  State  or  Territory  than  in 
this.  I  would  also  suggest  the  propriety  of  interdicting  all  Masonic 
intercourse  between  Lodges  and  Masons  of  this  jurisdiction,  and  those 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  until  full  reparation  is  made  by  the 
latter  for  her  interference  with  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York. 

Another  evil  highly  censurable,  and  of  which  our  Grand  Lodge  has 
already  had  to  complain  from  time  to  time,  is  the  making  of  Masons 
in  other  jurisdictions  for  the  California  market,  as  it  has  appropriately 
been  termed.  These  are  usually  made  of  material,  either  not  market- 
able at  home,  if  I  may  be  permitted  to  continue  the  phraseology,  or  if 
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so,  bo  poorly  made  in  the  hot  haste  of  the  emergency  of  their  introduc- 
tion, aa  scarcely  to  be  recognized  in  the  jurisdiction  to  which  they  have 
been  shipped.  We  have  often  complained  of  the  wrong,  but  fear  that 
as  yet  it  lias  been  but  partially  remedied,  as  we  still  meet  with  those 
among  the  new-arrived,  so  little  conversant  with  the  means  of  passing 
themselves,  as  plainly  to  exhibit  the  fact,  without  the  necessity  of 
inquiry,  that  they  have  but  recently  been  made. 

We  could  never  yet  conceive  how  it  is,  that  the  members  of  a  Masonic 
Lodge  can  reconcile  it  to  their  sense  of  justice  and  propriety  to  confer  the 
degrees  of  Masonry  upon  an  applicant  whom  they  would  be  unwilling  to 
admit  to  membership  in  their  Lodge;  and  yet  it  has  been  done,  and  the 
newly  made  brother  set  adrift  upon  the  Fraternity  to  seek  a  home, 
which  would  have  been  denied  him  where  he  was  brought  to  light. 
Would  it  not  be  well  for  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  a  means  of  guarding 
against  the  evil  consequences  of  this  injudicious,  and  I  must  say, 
mi  masonic  practice,  among  ourselves,  to  provide  by  resolution  that  the 
act  of  conferring  degrees  upon  an  applicant,  unless  done  for  and  at  the 
request  of  some  other  Lodge,  should  constitute  him  ipso  facto  a 
member  of  the  Lodge  conferring  them  ?  If  such  Lodge  should  be 
unwilling  to  have  him  as  a  member,  it  surely  should  not  be  permitted 
to  make  him  a  Mason. 

The  requirements  of  that  stern  morality  of  the  Order  which  incul- 
cates the  practice  of  every  commendable  virtue,  makes  it  necessary  for 
me  to  call  attention  to  certain  habits  and  practices  which  affect,  not 
only  those  by  whom  they  are  exemplified,  but  which  are  calculated  to 
bring  reproach  upon  the  Fraternity,  and  lessen  its  influence  for  the 
accomplishment  of  good.  One  of  too  common  occurrence,  is  that  of 
profane  swearing, — the  taking  of  the  holy  name  of  God  in  vain.  How 
frequently  do  we  hear  brethren  who  are  characterized  for  their  noble- 
ness and  generosity  of  disposition,  and  distinguished  for  their  talents 
and  attainments,  use  the  holy  name  of  that  august  Being,  who  gave 
them  existence,  and  the  means  of  its  most  exalted  enjoyment,  as  though 
it  were  a  light  and  trivial  word;  and  from  force  of  habit,  probably 
acquired  in  early  years,  by  following  the  example  they  are  now  setting, 
are  hourly  setting  at  naught  one  of  the  first  lessons,  and  violating  one 
of  the  most   sacred  precepts  of  Masonry. 

Drunkenness  and  its  debaucheries  fall  no  less  under  the  ban  of  her 
teachings  than  profanity.  Temperance  is  the  first  enumerated  of  the 
cardinal  virtues.  "  Be  temperate,  be  prudent,  be  discreet,"  is  one  of 
her  ancient  and  cherished  charges.  She  sanctions  no  departure  from 
this  cherished  precept,  nor  brooks  intemperance  in  any  form. 

There  is  another  vice  incident  to  most  newly  settled  countries,  and 
wdiich  has  prevailed  to  an  alarming  extent  in  this.  I  allude  to  gam- 
bling, in  the  various  phases  in  which  it  is  publicly  exhibited  and 
brought  under  the  cognizance  of  the  most  casual  observer.  Without 
some  expression  of  opinion  in  relation  to  an  evil  so  generally  known  to 
exist,  and  the  sad  consequences  of  which  are  so  frequently  apparent, 
may  it  not  be  feared  that  its  demoralizing  influences  will  sooner  or  later  be 
felt  in  our  own  ranks  ?  We  would  not,  however,  recommend  too  stringent 
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legislation  in  regard  to  this  or  any  other  popular  vice,  as  infinitely  more 
can,  in  our  opinion,  be  effected  by  advice,  by  friendly  admonition,  or 
even  by  reproof,  if  found  necessary,  and  given  in  a  spirit  of  gentleness 
and  kindness )  and  yet  more  still,  by  the  powerful  force  of  example, 
when  the  material  for  its  exercise  exists. 

It  matters  not  whether  these  vices  be  tolerated  by  law,  or  receive  the 
silent  acquiescence  of  public  sentiment.  Masonry  regards  not  public 
sentiment  where  it  ceases  to  be  healthy.  It  is  her  province,  and  her 
bounden  duty,  when  occasion  requires  it,  to  breast  an  adverse  current, 
rather  than  suffer  her  principles  to  be  borne  adrift  upon  its  surface. 
She  requires  but  little  legislation.  Her  laws,  when  correctly  enacted, 
are  but  an  embodiment  of  her  principles,  which  all  should  strive  to 
know  and  understand  ;  and  the  practice  of  the  one  is  an  obedience  to 
the  other. 

There  is  another  class  of  applicants  to  be  found,  both  here  and 
elsewhere,  of  a  far  less  exceptionable  character  than  those  to  whom  we 
have  had  occasion  to  allude,  but  who  may  possibly  profit  by  a  word  of 
admonition.  With  capacities  and  moral  qualifications,  amply  sufficient 
to  render  them  bright  and  shining  lights,  would  they  but  take  the  pains 
to  learn,  they  too  frequently  neglect  this  key  to  their  future  usefulness, 
in  their  overweening  desire  for  a  hurried  present  advancement.  To 
reach  what  they  inappropriately  term  "the  top  of  the  ladder,"  and  be 
invested  with  the  honors  of  a  position  which  they  are  not  duly  qualified 
to  appreciate,  the  necessity  of  laying  broad  and  deep  a  firm  and  sure 
foundation  upon  which  to  erect  a  perfect  edifice,  is  too  frequently  lost 
sight  of  and  forgotten.  Masonry  is  seldom  or  never  properly  under- 
stood or  duly  appreciated,  without  suitable  proficiency  in  the  degree 
from  which  the  candidate  advances  •  and  this  proficiency  does  not 
involve  merely  the  ritual,  and  its  correct  recital,  but  involves  an 
intimate  acquaintance  with  the  sublime  truths  and  precepts  of  the 
Order,  and  a  knowledge  of  its  origin,  history,  and  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  instituted,  and  has  thus  far  been  maintained.  We  do  not 
conceive  that  it  would  be  misapplied  advice,  to  counsel  such  as  would 
"walk  in  paths  they  have  not  known,"  to  dwell  for  a  time  upon  the 
rounds  of  an  ancient  ladder,  discovered  in  bygone  times  by  a  Chaldean 
Shepherd  whose  name  it  bears,  and  which  is  still  to  be  found  in  the 
Lodges,  though  too  frequently  partially  hidden  beneath  the  rubbish. 
They  are  so  skilfully  arranged  that  the  ascent  becomes  the  easier  the 
higher  we  ascend,  and  the  gaining  of  each  successive  round,  instead  of 
exhausting,  recuperates  the  strength,  and  confers  the  ability  for  the 
more  easy  attainment  of  the  next.  Be  not  ashamed  of  the  trial,  for 
surely  Masons  should  not  be  ashamed  to  walk  where  Angels  have  trod- 
den in  the  fulfilment  of  their  heavenly  missions. 

I  would  suggest  as  a  means  of  improvement  which  has  been  found 
beneficial  elsewhere,  the  establishment  of  Lodges  of  Instruction,  devoted 
not  merely  to  the  Ritual,  but  to  moral  and  scientific  attainments,  and 
the  dissemination  of  useful  information  among  the  Brotherhood.  It  is 
called  for  by  the  wants  of  the  Craft,  and  the  demands  of  the  progress 
of  the  age.  We  are  bound  to  gather  the  lights  of  Science  around  the 
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pathway  of  our  future,  or  we  will  be  outstripped  in  the  universal  race 
for  improvement,  and  our  glory  become  enshrouded  in  the  shadows  of 
the  past.  .Masonry  cannot  occupy  a  middle  ground  in  useful  attain- 
ments, with  credit  to  her  own  high  pretensions,  or  benefit  to  her  vota- 
ries. Those  pretensions  should  never  be  yielded  for  want  of  that  light 
which  she  professes  to  diffuse.  The  time  lias  been  when  she  was  the 
peculiar  depository  of  the  arts  and  sciences  ;  but  now,  where  are  they 
to  bo  found  in  her  archives,  beyond  the  slender  outline  (not  always 
taught  or  learned)  to  be  found  in  her  text  books?  Moral  and  scientific 
lectures  would  add  interest  to  her  assemblages  ;  and  drawing  together 
those  who  seek  for  improvement,  unite  theih  more  firmly  in  the  bonds 
of  fraternal  union,  and  not  alone  spread  abroad  among  the  Craft  light 
and  instruction,  but  diffuse  the  spirit  of  peace  and  harmony.  Not  only 
might  it  prove  useful  in  preserving  the  Ancient  Landmarks  of  the  work 
itself,  but  implant  more  urmly  in  our  hearts  those  great  moral  landmarks 
of  the  Craft — "Our  duty  to  God,  our  neighbor,  and  ourselves.'' 
Would  the  different  Lodges  constitute  themselves,  to  t\  certain  extent. 
Lodges  of  improvement,   by   devoting  an   i  .]  meeting  to   the 

accomplishment  of  the  purpose  above  hinted  at,  we  think  the  good 
results  would  soon  become  too  apparent  not  to  meet  with  general  favor. 

Intimately  connected  with  the  foregoing,  and  necessary,  perhaps,  to 
its  success,  is  the  establishment  of  Lodge  Libraries;  nor  t<>  be  confined 
merely  to  Masonic  works,  so  called,  but  to  embrace  the  best  standard 
volumes  on  all  useful  subjects,  which  might  with  propriety  be  recom- 
mended to  the  perusal  of  the  brethren.  Even  a  very  small  beginning 
would  be  infinitely  better  than  none,  and  it  would  form  a  nucleus 
around  which  might  be  gathered  a  respectable,  and.  in  process  of  time, 
perhaps  an  extensive  and  valuable  library.  There  Is  no  Lodge  bur 
eould  appropriately  contribute  its  mite  toward-  so  desirable  and  pi  - 
worthy  an  undertaking  as  that  of  providing  for  the  mental  culture  of  its 
members;  and  to  take  the  initiative  step,  is  U_*  succeed  ;  for  the  result- 
ing benefits  are  of  that  character,  which,  in  he-. 
insure  the  increase  of  the  means  which  produced  then  y  a  Mason 
who  might  be  at  a  loss  where  or  how  to  spend  a  leisure  hour,  too  fre- 
quently thrown  away,  or  improperly  spent,  would  be  induced  to  direct 
his  attention  and  his  footsteps  towards  the  library  of  his  Lodge,  and 
qualify  himself  to  render  the  term  "enlightened/'  a  household  word  of 
Masonry,  one  of  appropriate  application. 

Xon-affiliated  Masons  have  afforded  a  vexed  theme  for  this  and  other 
Masonic  jurisdictions,  for  some  time  past.      The  (.fraud    Lodge  has,  in 
my  opinion,  failed  to  dispose  of  this  subject  in  a  manner  calculated  to 
bring  about  the  desired  result  of  either  affiliation,  or  a  just  contribi 
towards  the  support  of  the  Institution, — any  obstacle  thrown  in  the  way 
of  the  former,  operating,  to  some   extent,  detrimentally  to  the  sue 
of  the  latter.     It  will  be  recollected  that   in  1852,  a  Resolution  was 
passed  declaring  "  that  all  non-affiliated  Master  Masons,  who  refusi 
contribute  to  the  support  of  the  Institution,  unless  prevented  by  i 
bility,  do,  by  so  doing,  forfeit  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  & 
the  Order."     By  reference  to  Section  10,  Art.  9,  of  th< 
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still  in  force,  it  will  be  seen  that  rejected  applicants  for  affiliation  are  to 
be  dealt  with  after  the  manner  of  rejected  applicants  for  Initiation,  viz : 
•-The  Secretary  of  said  Lodge  shall  forthwith  notify  all  the  Lodges  in 
said  jurisdiction  thereof,  and  no  Lodge  shall  be  allowed  to  receive  his 
petition  short  of  one  year  from  such  rejection." 

At  the  last  Communication,  a  Resolution  was  passed  "  That  all  non- 
affiliated Masons  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  be  warned 
and  summoned  to  present  themselves  at  the  nearest  Lodge  to  their 
respective  places  of  abode,  and  affiliate  with  said  Lodge  or  show  good 
cause  for  the  contrary,"  the  penalty  of  disobedience  being  only  a  simple 
declaration  that  the  delinquent  "  ought  net  to  be  regarded  as  worthy  of 
our  Masonic  charities." 

Xow  lot  us  examine  the  bearings  of  these  samples  of  imperfect  legis- 
lation, separately,  and  in  the  connexion  in  which  they  are  presented  on 
our  Statute  Book,  and  sec  if  they  do  not  need  a  revision  at  our  hands, 
to  render  their  requisitions  acceptable  as  well  as  just,  and  insure  the 
accomplishment  of  one  or  other  of  the  ends  at  which  they  aim. 

The  first  Resolution,  whether  so  intended  or  not,  would  operate  as  a 
virtual  indefinite  suspension  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry, 
not  only  here,  but  elsewhere,  until  the  subject  of  it  was  again  re-instated 
in  this  jurisdiction.  Xo  provision  is  made  for  instituting  any  proper 
and  tangible  means  whereby  a  delinquent  might  be  distinguished  from 
a  brother  who  had  complied  with  the  requisition  on  presenting  himself 
for  Masonic  recognition  either  here  or  elsewhere.  The  over-stringency 
of  this  Resolution,  involving,  as  it  does,  the  declaration  of  a  principle 
since  repudiated  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  (the  suspension  of  a  Mason  for 
the  non-payment  of  dues)  together  with  the  imperfect  means  of  carrying 
it  into  effect,  very  naturally  defeated  its  intent,  and  it  fell  into  desue- 
tude. These  objectionable  features  were  by  no  means  improved  by  the 
clause  of  the  Constitution  referred  to,  requiring  that  the  applicant,  if 
rejected,  should  be  reported  to  all  the  Lodges,  and  of  course,  to  be 
regarded  as  unworthy,  even  though  he  might  have  been  rejected  from 
improper  motives,  and  by  an  unworthier  man  than  himself;  thus  requir- 
ing him  to  contribute,  under  a  severe  penalty,  and  at  the  same  time, 
throwing  a  serious  obstacle  in  the  way  of  his  being  enabled  to  do  so  in 
the  most  certain  manner — by  affiliation.  Independent  of  the  bad  policy 
of  this  provision  of  the  Constitution,  its  injustice  is,  in  my  opinion, 
too  manifest  not  to  secure  its  expunction,  which  1  hope  to  see  accom- 
plished, in  the  adoption  of  the  new  one. 

A  non-compliance  with  the  last  resolution  involves  the  highest  pen- 
alty known  to  Masonry,  cjcpuhwn}  whiph  necessarily  follows  a  wilful 
disobedience  to  a  summons  issued  under  sanction  of  the  highest 
.Masonic  authority.  The  simple  declaration  attached  to  it,  however  just 
and  true  in  an  abstract  sense,  does  not  in  the  least  mitigate  or  otherwise 
change  the  character  of  the  penalty.  However  desirable  it  may  be. 
and  certainly  is,  that  all  good  and  true  .Masons  should  be  members  of 
some  Lodge  where  they  may  regularly  pay  their  dues  and  appropriately 
call  for  assistance,  should  they  need  it,  we  think  it  of  most  doubtful 
policy  to  attempt  to  force  them  into  our  ranks  and  make  them    unwill- 
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ing  members  of  our  Lodges.  And  this,  too,  in  the  face  of  the  fact 
that  any  member  of  the  Lodge  where  they  might  apply,  has  the  power 
to  reject  them,  and  no  one  lias  the  right  to  ferret  him  out  or  question 
bis  motives  for  having  done  so.  Nor  is  impolicy  the  only  objectionable 
feature  of  the  requisition.  It  involves  an  evident  impropriety;  for 
the  punishment  is  altogether  too  great  for  the  offence.  We  may  well 
question  the  right  to  make  a  requisition  on  a  non-affiliated  Mason, 
against  whom  there  is  no  charge  for  unmasonic  conduct,  a  non-compli- 
ance with  which  would  involve  his  expulsion  from  the  Order;  and 
more  especially  when  it  is  to  force  him  to  subject  himself  to  the  test  of 
admission  into  a  Lodge,  the  members  of  which  are  permitted  to  leave 
it,  when  in  good  standing,  without  hindrance.  We  want  no  unwilling 
members  among  us.  We  want  them  to  be  free  and  accepted  in  the 
social  as  well  as  the  technical  sense  of  the  term. 

But  whilst  deprecating  the  inconsistency  of  our  legislation  heretofore 
on  this  subject,  I  would  by  no  means  be  understood  as  advocating  non- 
affiliation,  or  wishing  to  throw  any  obstacle  in  the  way  of  its  final 
extinction.  My  desire  is  to  do  every  thing  that  can  properly  be  done, 
to  induce  these  delinquent  brethren  to  enter  again  upon  the  discharge 
of  their  duties  as  active  and  efficient  members  of  the  Fraternity.  But 
in  doing  so,  let  our  regulations  be  of  a  local  character,  and  not  of  that 
severe  and  general  nature  so  eminently  calculated  to  defeat  their  inten- 
tions, by  the  impossibility  of  having  them  properly  complied  with. 
Give  the  non-affiliated  Mason  his  choice  between  affiliation  and  contri- 
bution, and  furnish  him  with  the  means  of  embracing  the  latter 
alternative  by  making  it  a  good  reason  for  admission  into  our  Lodges 
as  a  visitor;  and  a  sufficient  proof  of  his  being  entitled  to  our  chari- 
ties, should  he  ever  be  in  need  of  them. 

As  it  would  be  a  matter  of  some  delicacy  to  require  a  rejected 
applicant  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  a  Lodge  which  had  refused  to 
admit  him  to  membership,  I  would  leave  it  optional  with  him,  to  make 
his  contributions  to  the  charity  fund  of  the  nearest  Lodge,  or  through 
the  Grand  Secretary  to  the  charity  fund  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in 
advance,  quarterly  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  deemed  best ;  and  in  either 
event,  make  it  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  on  the  production  of 
proper  evidence  to  that  effect,  to  issue  the  party  a  certificate,  and 
record  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  that  it  may  be 
referred  to  whenever  desirable  to  obtain  information  relative  to  any 
non-affiliated  applicant  for  any  privilege  or  benefit,  that  might  other- 
wise be  denied  him. 

The  order  of  Present  or  Past  Master  having  elicited  considerable 
discussion  in  various  Masonic  jurisdictions,  including  our  own,  I  would 
suggest  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  propriety  of  taking  such  positive  action 
on  the  subject,  as  will  clearly  define  its  positiou  in  all  its  bearings,  and 
by  resolution  set  the  question  finally  at  rest.  The  Grand  Lodge  has 
already  expressed  its  ojiinion  relative  to  said  order,  by  adopting  the 
views  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  at  its  last  commu- 
nication, which  were  an  endorsement  of  those  expressed  by  our  worthy 
and  talented  Brother,  the  Right  Worshipful  A.  G.  Mackey.  of  South 
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Carolina.  In  those  views  I  fully  concur,  but  their  applicability  is  not, 
in  my  opinion,  sufficiently  direct,  and,  as  will  appear  on  examination, 
the  same  contrariety  of  opinion,  and  consequently  of  action,  existing 
among  us  now,  as  when  that  report  was  adopted.  I  would  therefore 
recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  pass  a  resolution,  recognizing  the 
Order  of  Present  and  Past  Master,  only  as  conferred  in  the  installation 
ceremonies  of  a  Master  elect  of  a  Chartered  Lodge ;  to  be  done  by, 
and  in  the  presence  only,  of  regular  Present  or  Past  Masters  by  ser- 
vice of  this  or  any  other  lawful  Masonic  jurisdiction.  Such  action, 
however,  not  to  be  construed  so  as  to  render  illegal  the  order  in  those 
instances  where  it  has  already  been  conferred  in  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter 
on  the  Master  elect  of  a  Chartered  Lodge,  but  to  extend  to  all  future 
cases  occurring  in  this  jurisdiction. 

A  separation  of  the  Order  of  Present  or  Past  .Master  as  it  is  known 
in  ancient  craft  Masonry,  from  the  so-called  degree  of  the  Chapters,  is, 
in  my  opinion,  both  necessary  and  proper.  Symbolic  Masonry,  as  such, 
knows  no  Masonry  beyond  the  pale  of  its  own  jurisdiction,  and  has  no 
more  right  to  acknowledge  and  practice  upon  the  legality  of  a  degree 
of  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  than  upon  a  similar  degree  in  Odd  Fellow- 
ship. Besides,  the  Chapter  degree  is  clearly,  as  has  repeatedly  been 
shown,  an  innovation,  which  was  first  practiced  on  this  continent;  and 
I  trust  that  it  will  finally  be  discarded  (if  possible)  from  the  Chapters 
and  left  to  the  jurisdiction  to  which  it  originally  and  properly  belongs. 
The  time  is  still,  probably,  "within  the  memory  of  man  "  when  the 
Royal  Arch  degree4  was  under  the  control  of  symbolic  Lodges,  though 
conferred  only  by  their  Past  Masters;  and  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
existed  only  in  such  connexion ;  and  it  was  not  until  after  its  introduc- 
tion on  this  continent,  that  it  assumed  fully  its  present  organization, 
and  incorporated  into  its  system  degrees  hitherto  unknown  in  the 
English  Royal  Arch  Chapters.  We  are  an  admirer  of  "The  Holy 
Royal  Arch,"  and  its  appendants,  each  in  its  proper  place;  but  we 
apprehend  that  it  has  been  enriched  at  the  expense  of  the  ancient  craft, 
and  would  hail  with  joy  the  adoption  of  any  proper  and  legal  course 
that  would  result  in  the  restoration  of  what  we  conceive  to  have  been 
taken  by  the  one  to  the  injury  of  the  other.  We  are,  however,  among 
the  number  of  those  who  look  but  little  beyond  the  pale  of  symbolic 
Masonry,  when  robed  in  all  its  purity  and  dispensing  the  full  measure 
of  its  light,  for  many  additional  benefits.  Those  immutable  and  eternal 
principles  that  are  involved  in  the  governmental  order  of  all  created 
intelligences,  to  direct  their  highest  and  holiest  aspirations  to  the  attain- 
ment of  light,  life  and  immortality,  lav  at  its  foundation,  and  are  incor- 
porated into  its  very  being  and  existence.  They  may  be  moulded  into 
new  forms  and  embellished  with  the  tinselry  of  inventive  decorations, 
but  their  true  value  can  neither  be  enhanced  nor  diminished.  When 
the  foundations  of  earth  were  laid,  they  were  inscribed  upon  its  corner 
stone,  and  the  advent  of  the  resulting  harmony  and  peace  was  heralded 
in  the  song  of  the  morning  stars  ;  and  it  is  recorded  in  Holy  writ,  that 
"all  the  sons  of  God  shouted  for  joy.'' 

Were  the  Grand  Lodge  permanently  located,  we  would    recommend 
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a  building  for  a  Masonic  Hall,  of  suitable  dimensions  to  accommodate 
its  future  sittings,  with  all  the  necessary  appendant  office  and  committee 
and  other  rooms,  including  a  library  room;  which  could  in  my  opinion 
be  easily  done  by  issuing  stock  on  the  shares  in  amounts  sufficiently 
small  to  enable  all  who  wished  to  have  an  interest  in  the  building  and 
ground  on  which  it  would  be  erected.  A  certain  percentage  on  these 
shares  might  be  required  to  be  paid  in  monthly  or  quarterly,  to  suit  the 
demand  for  means  to  prosecute  the  work,  and  by  making  them  receiv- 
able in  part  payment  of  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge  it  would,  in  process 
of  time,  doubtless  become  sole  owner  of  the  property. 

tt  is  believed  that  a  suitable  building  could  be  erected  either  in  this 
City  or  Sacramento,  at  some  eligible  point,  that  would  pay  a  handsome 
profit  on  the  amount  invested,  by  renting  out  the  lower  stories  for 
business  or  other  appropriate  purposes.  Circumstances  may  ere  long 
render  the  foregoing,  or  a  similar  suggestion,  worthy  the  attention  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  particularly  if  considered  in  connexion  with  a  propo- 
sition for  its  permanent  location. 

The  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  has,  from  time  to  time,  been 
called  to  the  subject  of  Education,  a  subject  of  vital  importance  to  the 
future  well-being  of  the  children  of  indigent  Masons,  and  more  espec- 
ially so  to  the  orphans  of  such  as  have  died  and  left  them  dependent 
upon  our  charities.  It  is  needless  to  enter  into  a  lengthy  discussion  of 
the  obligations  resting  upon  us,  or  the  benefits  to  accrue  to  them,  by 
the  adoption  of  some  feasible  plan  for  their  relief  in  a  matter  of  such 
great  consequence  to  their  future  well-being.  These  things  have 
already  been  freely  and  ably  discussed,  and  are  too  evident  to  have 
escaped  the  observation  of  men  of  sufficient  intelligence  to  render  them 
lit  to  be  made  Free  and  Accepted  Masons.  All  see  and  acknowledge 
the  necessity.  The  questions  then  that  naturally  present  themselves 
are,  what  can  we  do  ?  and  what  shall  we  do  ?  Can  we  afford  them  mate- 
rial aid,  and  if  so,  in  what  manner  shall  it  be  procured  and  applied? 
By  direct  taxation  and  the  erection  and  endowment  of  a  college,  under 
the  immediate  superintendence  of  trustees  appointed  by  the  Grand  Lodge, 
with  primary  schools  under  the  control  of  the  various  subordinate- 
shall  the  Grand  Lodge  provide  only  for  raising  the  means  by  levying  a 
certain  tax  upon  the  receipts  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  leave  the 
manner  of  its  application  for  its  special  purposes,  to  each  Lodge  thus 
raising  it  ?  There  are  various  reasons  which  present  themselves  to  my 
mind,  why  it  would  be  better  at  this  early  stage  of  our  separate  3Iasonic 
existence  to  adopt  the  least  complex  system,  and  one  that  can  be  put 
into  immediate  requisition  with  the  smallest  amount  of  means.  The 
resulting  benefits  will  be  immediate,  and  not  of  that  prospective  char- 
acter which  is  apt  to  operate  as  a  drawback  on  any  new  undertaking, 
especially  where  a  considerable  outlay  is  required,  and  the  means  yet 
to  be  raised  with  which  to  accomplish  it.  When  the  most  simple  plan 
that  can  be  devised  is  put  into  operation,  and  rendered  the  least  objec- 
tionable by  leaving  its  administration  to  the  Lodges  in  their  individual 
capacities,  the  brethren  will  readily  see  and  appreciate  the  accruing 
benefits  thus  generally  diffused  anions  them  ;  and  with  the  charitable

object  under  their  own  immediate  observation,  be  stimulated  to 
renewed  exertions  in  behalf  of  the  cause  of  humanity  in  its  most 
appealing  form,  that  of  the  poor  and  destitute  child,  whose  condition 
pleads  its  own  cause  writh  the  heart,  and  supplicates  our  sympathies  in 
a  language  more  eloquent  than  words  can  express.  "  Let  us  not  despise 
the  day  of  small  things/'  but  begin  first  with  that  which  can  most 
easily  be  accomplished,  and  in  due  time,  as  we  gain  by  experience  and 
our  means  become  more  adequate,  our  administrative  policy  will  natu- 
rally assume  that  shape  best  calculated  to  relieve  our  wants,  whether 
they  may  demand  the  establishment  of  primary  schools  only,  or  the 
addition  of  a  liberally  endowed  college.  I  would  recommend  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  pass  a  resolution  requiring  each  Subordinate  Lodge  to  set 
apart  a  certain  portion  of  all  its  receipts,  or  of  such  part  of  them  as 
may  be  agreed  upon,  as  an  educational  fund  to  be  applied  for  the 
benefit  of  the  children  of  indigent  Masons,  and  their  destitute  orphans ; 
the  Lodges  to  report  annually  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  amount  thus 
set  apart,  together  with  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been  applied,  and 
to  furnish  a  list  of  all  the  children  in  its  vicinity  requiring  such  aid, 
together  with  their  names,  ages,  and  places  of  residence,  the  same  to 
be  entered  on  the  journals  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  printed  in  its 
annual  proceedings. 

Nearly  allied  to  the  foregoing  subject,  in  the  benevolent  and  charit- 
able purposes  of  its  organization,  is  some  system  for  the  relief  of  the 
worthy  indigent  Mason,  and  those  dependent  upon  him,  when  the  hand 
of  affliction  has  rested  still  more  heavily  upon  him,  by  the  visitation  of 
disease.  In  reply  to  a  note  addressed  by  me  a  short  time  since  to  the 
officers  of  the  various  Lodges,  an  intelligent  and  worthy  Brother  of  the 
Mountain  District  (Bro.  Geo.  Johnson,  of  Iowa  Hill,)  suggests  the 
idea  of  the  purchase  of  proper  sites  upon  which  to  erect  two  Masonic 
Hospitals,  to  be  conducted  somewhat  on  the  manual  labor  principle  ; 
the  one  at  some  suitable  place  in  the  mountains,  for  the  benefit  of 
invalids  requiring  the  benefit  of  the  mountain  air,  and  the  other  in  the 
neighborhood  of  San  Francisco  for  such  as  might  require  the  benefit 
of  a  sea  atmosphere.  Each  Lodge  to  pay  the  necessary  expenses 
attending  the  keeping  of  any  invalid  sent  on  its  own  account ;  the 
remaining  expenses  to  be  paid  out  of  a  general  fund  to  be  set  apart  for 
that  purpose  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  through  its  agency.  Light  labor 
to  be  furnished  such  as  may  be  able  to  perform  it,  and  a  reasonable 
remuneration  given  for  earnings  over  and  above  necessary  expenses. 
Suitable  provisions  to  be  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge  for  conducting  the 
affairs  of  the  Hospitals,  and  both  to  be  under  its  care  and  supervision. 

The  plan  suggested  is  certainly  most  commendable,  and  it  is  submit- 
ted to  the  wisdom  of  this  body  to  determine  whether  it  is  practicable 
or  expedient,  at  this  time,  to  endeavor  to  carry  it  into  execution.  If  it 
is  so  thought,  I  would  recommend  the  setting  apart  of  a  certain  por- 
tion of  the  receipts  both  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  of  its  subordinates  ; 
the  same  to  be  placed  on  interest,  or  otherwise  invested  as  the  Grand 
Lodge  may  direct,  until,  with  such  other  means  as  may  be  obtained  by 
donation  or  otherwise,  the  accumulation  shall  prove  amply  sufficient  for 
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the  purpose,  hi  furtherance  of  plans  fur  such  noble  and  desirable 
purposes,  may  we  not  reasonably  hope  that  liberal  donations  will  be 
made  by  the  benevolent  and  charitable  both  within  and  without  the 
( )rder  ?  Should  these  or  similar  suggestions  meet  with  the  approbation 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  material  aid  may  be  afforded  by  each  Lodge  tak- 
ing the  matter  in  hand,  and  keeping  it  continually  before  the  public  in 
its  immediate  jurisdiction.  They  will  both  be  undertakings  of  a  nature 
so  commendable,  so  consonant  with  the  professions  and  teachings  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Masonry,  that  one  may  not  be  ashamed  to  use  the 
importunity  of  the  beggar,  and  win  the  applause  of  angels,  in  striving 
for  their  accomplishment. 

Frequent  inquiries  having  been  made  relative  to  the  powers  of 
Lodges,  under  Dispensation,  I  think  it  advisable  that  this  Grand  Lodge 
should  take  some  definite  action  relative  thereto,  as  there  is  an  evident 
want  of  uniformity  existing,  and  many  departures  from  that  which  I 
believe  to  be  the  ancient  usage.  In  my  opinion,  Lodges  under  Dispen- 
sation possess  such  powers  only,  as  are  expressly  conferred  by  the 
Dispensation,  and  are  not  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Grand 
Lodge,  in  the  full  acceptation  of  that  term,  until  they  have  been 
44  regularly  constituted  and  registered."  Such  were  the  regulations 
when  Dispensations  were  first  issued,  and  I  cannot  see  the  propriety  of 
a  departure  from  them  now,  or  any  benefit  to  follow  an  infringement  of 
what  seems  to  me  a  reasonable  requisition.  There  are  surely  no  accru- 
ing benefits  to  the  fraternity  by  shortening  their  probationary  state,  and 
increasing,  in  advance  of  the  usual  time,  a  representation,  ever  prone 
to  swell  beyond  convenience,  and  sometimes  increase  beyond  the 
bounds  of  safety.  Nor  can  I  see  the  propriety  of  conferring  upon 
Lodges  under  Dispensation  the  powers  and  prerogatives  generally  of 
Chartered  Lodges,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  can  be  no  positive 
assurance  that  their  existence  will  be  perpetuated,  a  consummation  cer- 
tainly to  be  desired  previous  to  such  investment,  the  condition  of 
which  is  the  acknowledged  test  of  the  very  probation  which  they  are 
serving.  The  course  of  our  Grand  Lodge  heretofore  has  been  to  admit 
these  Lodges  to  a  full  representation  as  soon  as  their  Charters  were  ordered 
to  be  issued  by  a  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  it  has  been  the  prac- 
tice of  such  Lodges  to  affiliate  members;  no  opinion  as  to  its  impropri- 
ety having  been  heretofore  pronounced  by  this  Grand  Lodge.  Unable  to 
subscribe  to  the  doctrine  involved  in  either  instance,  as  a  matter  of 
right,  I  am  of  opinion  that  Lodges  under  Dispensation  might  with  pro- 
priety be  permitted  to  add  to  the  number  of  the  Original  Petitioners, 
which  would  be  equivalent  to  affiliation,  with  the  knowledge  and  con- 
sent, or  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  authority  under  which,  for  the 
time  being,  they  are  working;  and  in  view  of  the  course  heretofore 
pursued  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  course  which  may  have  caused  the 
Representatives  of  new  Lodges  to  meet  us  with  the  expectation  that 
they  will  be  admitted  to  their  seats,  upon  the  ordering  of  their  respect- 
ive Charters,  I  would  recommend  that  any  rule  which  may  be  adopted 
by  this  body  in  consonance  with  the  opinions  above  expressed,  shall  go 
into  effect  only  after  the  close  of  the  present  session.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  a  Resolution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  passed  at  its  last  session,  authorizing  the  Grand  Master  to  ap- 
point one  or  more  delegates  to  a  National  Masonic  Convention,  to  meet 
at  the  City  of  Washington  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January,  1855, 
I  appointed  Brothers  James  A.  McDougal  and  Milton  S.  Latham, 
the  Eepresentatives  in  Congress  from  this  State,  as  such  delegates.  I 
have  as  yet  received  no  intelligence  from  either  of  them,  in  regard  to 
the  proceedings  of  that  Convention,  but  have  casual  information  that 
it  did  assemble  at  the  place  and  time  specified,  and  agreed  upon  certain 
articles  of  confederation,  to  be  submitted  to  the  various  Grand  Lodges 
of  the  United  States  for  their  approval  or  rejection,  a  copy  of  which 
will  be  presented  by  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  for  the 
consideration  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Upon  a  careful  perusal  of  this 
proposed  basis  for  a  National  Masonic  League,  I  am  compelled  in  all 
candor  to  say  that  it  falls  short  of  my  expectations,  and  I  can  hardly 
entertain  the  hope  that  it  will  be  productive  of  many  beneficial  results. 
In  view  of  the  difficulties  rife  at  one  time  in  Louisiana,  (a  fragment  of 
which  has  again  assumed  a  distinctive  character,  though  in  a  different 
shape,)  and  those  still  in  existence  in  New  York,  we  had  long  desired 
the  establishment  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  with  limited  and  strictly 
defined  powers,  as  a  dernier  resort  for  the  final  settlement  of  difficulties 
of  that  character,  and  as  the  supreme  head  for  symbolic  Masonry,  for 
the  regulation  of  its  work  and  lectures,  and  the  establishment  of  uni- 
formity throughout  the  United  States.  The  latter,  in  my  opinion  one 
of  the  best  reasons  for  a  supreme  head,  finds  no  place  in  the  proposi- 
tion submitted  to  the  Convention,  and  was  probably  regarded  as  im- 
practicable. The  former  has  not  been  provided  for  in  so  safe  and 
unexceptionable  a  manner,  in  several  respects,  as  we  could  have  wished. 
The  Confederation  itself  is  of  too  indefinite  a  character,  too  barren  of 
the  features  and  appliances  of  a  regular  and  thorough  organization,  to 
wield  its  directing  authority  with  that  promptitude  and  efficiency  which 
might  be  demanded  by  the  case,  or  a  dignity  suited  to  the  high  char- 
acter of  the  conflicting  authorities  that  may  be  brought  before  the 
floating  bar  of  this  wide-spread  tribunal.  A  National  Masonic  Organi- 
zation, by  whatever  name  it  might  be  called,  I  should  have  preferred 
to  see  clothed  with  the  same  form  which  characterizes  the  Lodges  com- 
posing it,  and  officered  and  governed  in  accordance  therewith.  Deem- 
ing it  proper  thus  to  express  my  own  opinions  and  predilections  upon 
this  long  mooted  subject,  I  am  yet  not  averse  to  a  trial  of  the  experi- 
ment now  proposed,  as,  though  I  hope  for  but  little  good  from  its 
adoption,  I  do  not  see  how  it  can  possibly  be  productive  of  any  harm ; 
and  I  will  therefore  cheerfully  cooperate  with  this  Grand  Lodge,  should 
her  superior  wisdom  decide  upon  the  adoption  of  this  plan  for  a  Gene- 
ral Confederation. 

I  have  had  to  perform  the  unpleasant  duty  of  suspending  two  of  the 
Brethren  of  the  jurisdiction,  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
Masonry,  for  having  fought  a  duel,  contrary  to  the  regulations  of  Ma- 
sonry, and  the  express  law  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Learning  that  a 
hostile  meeting  was  contemplated  between  th«ia,  a»d  that  tmy >  were 
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both  then  in  the  city,  on  the  19th  of  September  last,  (1854,)  1  ad- 
dressed each  of  them  a  note,  which  I  hoped  would  be  sufficient  to 
restrain  them  from  the  further  prosecution  of  their  purpose.  One  of 
them  received  the  note  addressed  to  him;  the  other  did  not,  as  he 
could  not  be  found  until  some  time  subsequent  to  the  occurrence  of  the 
event.  Ascertaining  that  one  of  the  parties  at  least,  would  pay  no 
attention  to  the  admonitory  warning  which  he  had  received,  I  resorted 
to  more  positive  means,  by  calling  upon  the  interference  of  the  police. 
But  owing  to  the  vigilance  of  the  parties  and  their  friends,  I  was 
thwarted  in  my  efforts,  and  on  the  23d  the  occurrence  took  place,  as  I 
subsequently  duly  informed.  One  of  the  parties  being  a  Master 
of  a  Lodge,  (Los  Angeles  No.  42,)  could  not,  in  my  opinion,  consistently 
with  Masonic  usage,  be  tried  by  his  Lodge  for  the  offence,  and  I  there- 
fore suspended  him,  as  I  did  also  the  other,  deeming  each  action  to  be 
just  and  necessary,  under  the  circumstances.  Due  notice  was  given, 
both  to  the  parties  themselves,  and  to  the  Lodges  throughout  the  Juris- 
diction. 

The  offence  of'  these  Brethren  has  been  of  no  ordinary  magnitude. 
I.n  addition  to  having  set  at  defiance  the  laws  of  the  land,  and  reck- 
lessly thrown  off  the  just  restraints  of  civil  society,  they  have  violated 
obligations  that  should  have  been  Tield  dearer  than  life,  and  risked  a 
mutual  consummation  of  the  highest  grade  of  crime,  to  vindicate  a 
false  and  miscalled  sense  of  honor,  and  bolster  up  with  unholy  appli- 
ances that  which  has  never  yet  gained  lustre  by  any  sacrifice  thus  made 
to  sustain  it;  for  the  truth  will  sooner  or  later  develop  itself,  and 
blood,  instead  of  wiping  out,  only  makes  more  indelible  the  stain. 
True  honor  may  be  sacrificed,  but  can  never  be  successfully  vindica- 
ted by  an  unlawful  appeal  to  arms.  The  Grand  Lodge  will  doubtless 
deal  with  these  offenders,  each  according  to  his  just  merits. 

I  would  recommend  to  the  Grand  Lodge  to  remodel  or  amend  the 
resolution  on  the  subject  of  duelling,  so  as  to  include  in  its  provisions 
all  Masons  who  become  accessories  to  a  hostile  meeting  between  Ma- 
sons. Duels  might  often  be  prevented,  but  for  the  meddlesome  inter- 
ference of  some  busy  instigator,  who,  not  having  to  be  shot  at  himself 
uses  the  occasion  so  safely  presented,  to  exhibit  the  bravery  of  his — 
opinions. 

It  has  been  a  source  of  regret  to  me  that  I  have  been  unable  to  visit 
many  of  the  Lodges  during  the  past  year.  My  circumstances  would 
not  admit  of  it,  though  I  am  aware  that  it  was  expected  of  me.  But 
when  my  Brethren  are  informed  of  the  fact,  that  it  was  through  the 
kindness  of  a  friend  that  I  was  enabled  to  establish  myself  in  business 
here,  where  I  believed  I  could  best  subserve  the  interests  of  the  Fra- 
ternity, they  will  agree  with  me  that  it  would  not  have  been  proper  for 
me  to  have  absented  myself  for  such  length  of  time  as  might  have 
jeoparded  his  interests,  as  well  as  have  endangered  my  only  means  of 
support.  Hence  my  inability  to  make  the  tour  of  the  State,  as  1 
otherwise  should  gladly  have  done.  My  time,  since  my  arrival  in  this 
country,  had  mostly  been  spent  in  the  mountain  wilds,  where  the  sound 
of  a  gavel  had  never  b*en  heard,  and  the  blissful  relief  of  Masonic 
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Communion,  after  the  fatigues,  and  too  often,  disappointments  of  the 
day,  was  unknown.  Many  an  hour  of  sadness  had  I  felt  in  those 
regions,  brooding,  after  a  day  of  fruitless  toil  and  fatigue,  over  unre- 
trieved  pecuniary  misfortunes,  self-exiled  from  home,  kindred  and 
friends,  by  the  stern  obligations  of  duty  and  justice,  until  those  obli- 
gations could  be  fully  met.  And  to  have  again  visited  those  scenes, 
after  they  had  been  touched  by  the  wand  of  civilization,  and  its  usual 
companion,  Freemasonry,  would  have  been  a  source  of  pleasure  indeed, 
and  would  have  afforded  a  contrast  not  soon  to  have  been  forgotten. 

Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  the  term  for  which  you 
elected  me  to  preside  over  your  affairs  and  your  deliberations,  expires 
during  the  present  Communication.  The  one  duty  has  been  performed, 
and  I  have  now  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  the  other.  It  is  for  you 
to  judge  of  the  propriety  and  efficiency  of  my  acts  thus  far,  for  I  can 
claim  only  honesty  of  intent,  and  integrity  of  purpose  in  aught  that  I 
have  done ;  and  to  your  own  sense  of  propriety  and  liberal  generosity 
have  I  now  to  appeal,  as  aids  to  sustain  me  in  my  new  position,  and 
give  efficiency  to  every  attempt  to  promote  harmony,  by  maintaining 
the  most  perfect  order  and  decorum  in  this  august  assemblage.  An 
infringement  of  the  rules  established  to  preserve  these  necessary  attri- 
butes of  such  a  body,  will  bring  its  own  disgrace  and  punishment,  as 
surely  as  that  effect  will  follow  cause ;  and  the  harmony  of  the  present 
must  not  be  disturbed,  or  the  peace  of  the  future  comproinited,  by 
tke  commission  on  one  part,  or  the  license  to  do  so  on  the  other,  of  any 
act  in  violation  of  such  decorum  and  good  order.  You  know  me  well 
enough  to  believe  that  there  will  be  no  shirking  from  responsibility  on 
my  part,  and  I  hope  that  you  can  judge  of  me  well  enough  to  entertain 
the  assurance,  that  the  crowning  desire  of  my  heart  is  that  peace  and 
harmony  may  prevail  in  the  Councils  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masonry 
of  this  State,  to  the  utter  exclusion  of  every  discordant  feeling  and 
passion,  or  provocation  for  its  exhibition.  Especially  should  the  delib- 
erations of  this  Grand  Body  be  so  conducted  that  it  may  be  looked  to 
and  remembered  as  an  example  for  the  conduct  of  its  subordinates  and 
members.  We  may  reasonably  expect  that  they  will,  to  some  extent, 
reflect  back  the  character  of  their  representatives  here;  let  us  so 
act,  then,  that  we  will  not  be  ashamed  to  look  into  the  mirror  of  the 
past,  nor  have  cause  hereafter  to  repent  the  mischief  which  shall  have 
arisen  in  consequence  of  our  own  bad  example.  We  have  offered  our- 
selves as  enlightened  guides  for  our  brethren.  Let  us  prove  ourselves 
such,  and  illustrate  by  our  conduct  our  desire  to  guide  them  in  the  paths 
trodden  by  our  fathers  in  the  olden  time  when  earth  seemed  nearer  to 
Heaven  than  now.  Would  Masons  but  live  up  to  the  tenets  of  their 
profession,  practice  the  cardinal  virtues  and  heed  all  the  teachings 
which  are  instilled  into  them  on  the  very  threshold  of  the  institution, 
so  powerful  and  wide  dispersed  are  they  in  numbers  and  influence  that 
earth  would  be  converted  into  a  Paradise,  and  angels  might  cease  to  be 
ashamed  or  afraid  to  visit  us,  as  we  are  told  they  once  visited  and  held 
communion  with  our  fathers.  Let  us  then  begin  at  the  fountain  head, 
and  endeavor  to  effect  a  reformation  among  ourselves,  so  far  as  may  be 
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necessary,  and  by  purifying  the  fountains,  render  healthful  the  streams 
which  emanate  from  them.  Have  we  failed  to  do  unto  others  as  we 
would  that  they  should  do  unto  us  ?  Let  us  bear  in  mind  that  though 
another  may  have  been  the  temporary  sufferer,  we  will  be  the  ultimate 
loser,  when  conscience  sums  up  the  account  and  proves  our  bankruptcy, 
while  showing  the  moral  balance  recorded  against  us.  Have  we  pro- 
faned the  Holy  name  of  our  Supreme  Grand  Master  ?  Let  the  seal  of 
;i  sac-red  prohibition  be  hereafter  placed  upon  our  lips,  and  let  us  bear 
in  mind  that  "He  will  not  hold  him  guiltless  who  taketh  His  name  in 
vain."  Have  we  indulged  in  those  excesses  which  are  calculated  to 
impair  our  faculties  and  reflect  discredit  both  upon  ourselves  and  the 
fraternity  ?  Let  us  remember  that  we  are  held  responsible,  not  alone 
lor  the  evil  consequences  resulting  to  ourselves,  but  for  the  poisonous 
influence  of  that  most  powerful  incentive  to  evil,  a  bad  example.  Have 
wre  in  our  eager  desire  to  amass  wealth  and  enjoy  its  influences,  used 
means  calculated  in  their  nature  to  set  at  defiance  the  ordinances  of  the 
moral  law  by  which  we  profess  to  be  governed?  Let  us  not  suppose 
tar  a  moment  that  the  silent  acquiescence  of  public  opinion  affords  us 
any  excuse  for  the  perpetration  of  a  known  wrong;  and  forget  not  thnt 
.Masonry  sanctions  no  laxity  of  morals  because  it  may  be  tolerated  Joy 
a  vicious  public  sentiment;  never  avails  herself  of  the  want  or  inef- 
ficiency of  legal  means  to  prevent  the  commission  of  deeds  which  she 
knows  should  justly  be  prohibited  by  them,  but  points  steadily  to  the 
observance  of  those  principles  which  lie  at  the  foundation  of  all  law, 
and  unceasingly  inculcates  their  recognition  and  government,  at  all 
times  and  under  all  circumstances.  Let  us  then  determine  henceforth 
to  correct  our  errors  and  irregularities,  whatever  they  may  be,  and  with 
the  stern  resolve  to  live  up  to  our  professions,  and  the  lessons  of  our 
noble  instructors,  press  steadily  forward  in  the  path  of  duty,  and  evince 
the  sincerity  of  our  theories,  by  the  correctness  of  our  practice.  There 
is  a  great  and  weighty  responsibility  restiug  upon  us  who  have  congre- 
gated upon  these  far  distant  shores.  They  seem  to  have  been  set  apart 
in  the  mysterious  workings  of  the  Providence  of  God,  for  the  develop- 
ment of  events  that  arc  as  yet  but  in  their  infancy,  and  the  grand  out- 
lines of  which  are  looming  up  before  us  in  the  dim  vista  of  the  future. 
All  the  nations  of  the  earth  have  been  assembled  here  to  look  for  their 
ovolvement,  and  whatever  they  may  be,  our  own  race  stands  pre-emi- 
nent in  the  scene  as  the  prominent  directors  of  the  world's  affairs.  — 
the  ruling  and  governing  spirits  whose  impress  for  evil  or  for  good  is  to 
be  stamped  on  each  mighty  result.  And  our  institution,  peculiar  to 
that  race,  ever  going  hand  in  hand  with  civilization  and  its  lawful 
adjuncts,  and  numbering  in  its  ranks  the  representatives  of  every 
department  of  life,  will,  from  the  variety  of  its  material,  and  the  con- 
sequent multiplicity  of  its  powers,  distribute  its  influence-  through 
every  channel  of  intercourse,  and  leave  its  moral  impress  upon  each 
passing  event.  Situated  as  we  are.  a  prominent  place  bag  been 
assigned  us  in  Masonry  and  in  morals,  and  there  is  no  escapingthe  duties 
of  the  position.  God  and  our  consciences  will  hold  us  responsible  for 
the  consequences  which  may  follow  our  acts,  and  fearful  indeed  will  ho 
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that  responsibility  where  the  transgression  has  been  known  and  willful, 
and  where  its  evil  consequences  are  to  be  felt  by  others  as  well  as  by 
ourselves.  How  important  then  that  we  should  be  circumspect  in  all 
our  actions/correct  in  all  our  teachings,  and  blameless  in  every  example 
which  we  may  set  before  our  brethren  and  the  world.  The  mightiest  events 
are  brought  about  by  comparatively  small  beginnings,  and  acts  of  our  own, 
insignificant  though  they  may  appear,  and  confined  in  their  operation 
to  the  present  moment  and  the  small  circle  in  which  we  move,  may 
pave  the  way  for  results  which,  could  the  veil  be  removed  from  the 
future,  might  strike  terror  and  dismay  into  our  minds  and  consciences. 
We  cannot  be  too  cautious  in  all  we  say,  and  in  all  we  do.  Let  us 
look  well  to  it,  and  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  our  respective  duties 
with  eyes  single  to  the  true  advancement  of  Masonry  and  of  morality ; 
and  trusting  to  our  Supreme  Grand  Master  for  our  reward,  cast  off  the 
shackles  of  iniquity  and  sin,  and  strive  through  purity  of  life  and  rec- 
titude of  conduct,  to  enter  the  veil  of  His  sanctuary  with  the  signet 
of  truth  in  our  hands,  and  Holiness  to  the  Lord  inscribed  upon  our 
hearts.

To  the  W.  M.,  Wardens  and  Brethren  of Lodge,  No.        ,  of  F.  <&  A.  Masons: 

Brethren:— At  the  last  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  a  "  Committee  on 
Uniformity  of  Work  "  was  appointed,  to  assemble,  compare,  and  adopt,  as  soon  as  practicable,  an 
uniform  system  to  be  taught  in  all  the  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction. 

The  Committee  having  discharged  the  duties  assigned  it,  and,  after  a  long  and  laborious  session, 
accomplished  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  created,  it  remains  only  to  give  due  notice  thereof,  and 
signify  the  means  by  which  the  intentions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  to  be  carried  out. 

To  bring  about  a  result  so  desirable  as  the  one  contemplated  in  the  resolutions  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  the  necessity  of  which  has  been  so  deeplj-  felt,  and  so  universally  acknowledged 
among  us,  requires  not  alone  the  active  co-operation  of  those  who  have  the  immediate  care  and 
superintendence  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  but  the  cheerful  acquiescence  and  united  support  of 
the  brethren  generally  of  the  jurisdiction;  without  which  the  good  work  will,  of  necessity,  drag 
heavily  on,  and  a  year  probably  fail  to  accomplish  what  the  well-directed  industry  of  a  month 
might  bring  about  under  more  favorable  auspices.  Whilst,  therefore,  making  known  the  will  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  matter  referred  to.  it  is  by  no  means  deemed  inappropriate  in  this  con- 
nection, to  appeal  to  that  generosity  and  liberality  of  feeling  and  sentiment  which  should  ever 
characterize  an  enlightened  community  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons.  No  brother  can  reasonably 
expect  to  have  his  own  views  and  preferences  fully  realized  in  matters  of  mere  opinion,  and  he 
should  therefore  be  ready,  at  all  time-,  to  make  concessions  as  liberally  as  he  may  be  disposed  to 
exact  them.  Let  us  not  then  falter  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  which  so  obviously  devolve  upon 
us.  should  the  work  adopted  by  the  Committee  prove  less  perfect  than  might  be  indicated  by  the 
standard  of  our  own  judgment. 

Hailing  as  we  do  from  ever}-  quarter  of  the  globe,  and  consequently  the  subjects  of  various 
Masonic  Rituals,  each  rendered  dear  to  its  possessor  from  early  teaching,  and  long  established 
habits  of  association,  any  variation  in  phraseology  or  the  arrangement  of  ceremonials,  from  our 
own  standard,  would  naturally  be  regarded  as  wrong  or  imperfect;  and  as  no  one  can  claim  an 
'mmnnity  from  error,  or  justly  arrogate  perfection  of  judgment  to  the  exclusion  of  others,  it  follows 
of  necessity  that  concessions  must  be  made  or  nothing  accomplished.  This  was  expected  on  the 
part  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  carried  out  in  the  action  of  the  Committee,  in  which  the  various 
conflicting  opinions  consequent  upon  the  causes  above  alluded  to,  were  measurably  represented, 
and,  by  mutual  concession,  finally  assimilated.  A  etandard  has  thus  been  adopted,  guarded  by 
the  Ancient  Landmarks,  and  conforming  to  ancient  usage,  (so  far  as  the  means  of  judging  correctly 
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wore  in  the  possession  of  the  Committee,)  and  should  errors  and  imperfections  be  found  in  it,  they 
can  easily  be  corrected  at  any  future  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  work  adopted  by  the  Com- 
mittee is'not  otfered  as  a  perfect  system,  but  as  the  best  that,  under  the  circumstances  of  the  case. 
could  be  agreed  upon.  It  can,  and  doubtless  will  be  improved  upon  under  the  guidance  of  enlight- 
ened reason,  as  the  system  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  lopped  of  its 
excrescences,  and  the  Temple  cleared  of  the  rubbish  with  which  modern  innovation  has  encum- 
bered  li 

Tin'  Committee,  under  the  Resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  recommended  the  appointment  of  a 
Grand  Lecturer  and  Deputies  to  teach  the  work  as  agreed  upon,  the  Lodges  to  pay  the  necessary 
expenses  of  the  Visiting  Lecturer,  and  such  reasonable  compensation,  in  accordance  with  their 
abilities,  as  they  may  deem  proper.  I  have  consequently  appointed  our  worthy  and  experienced 
Brother,  Isaac  Davis,  of  Yolo  County,  Grand  Lecturer,  who  is  in  possession  of  the  work  of  the 
Committee,  and  will  promptly  qualify  suitable  applicants  to  assist  in  visiting  the  Lodges,  and 
giving  them  every  necessary  instruction.  And  permit  me  to  indulge  the  hope  that  every  Lodge 
in  the  State  will  promptly  avail  itself  of  the  services  of  a  Lecturer,  that  no  representative  may 
appear  in  the  Grand  Lodge  and  say  that  his  Lodge  is  not  in  possession  of  the  work.  The  officers 
at  least,  should  become  thoroughly  conversant  with  the  Ritual  in  all  its  parts,  as  also  with  an 
uniform  and  systematic  method  of  transacting  the  business  of  a  Lodge  generally.  Much  of  the 
prosperity  of  a  Lodge  depends  upon  the  promptitude,  correctness,  and  systematic  and  orderly 
manner  in  which  its  business  affairs  are  conducted.  Few  have  ever  prospered  where  the  presiding 
ofiicer  and  Secretary  were  not  duly  qualified  for  their  stations,  and  punctual  in  their  attendance 
and  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

The  Lecturers,  when  properly  qualified,  will  be  furnished  with  certificates  under  tho  Seal  of  the 
Grand  Lodge;  and  we  would  recommend,  as  one  of  the  surest  means  of  obtaining  the  work  of  the 
Committee  promptly  and  correctly,  that  each  Lodge,  or  community  of  Lodges,  as  the  case  may  be, 
set  apart  some  particular  person  for  that  purpose,  who  can  and  will  obtain  the  work  from  the 
Grand  Lecturer,  and  instruct  the  Brethren  of  the  Lodge  or  Lodges  by  which  he  has  been  set  apart. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  can  be  addressed  at  Sacramento  City,  (care  N.  Green  Curtis.  Esq.,  Deputy 
Grand  Master,)  and  the  necessary  arrangements  made  for  qualifying  Deputies,  as  well  as  for  secur- 
ing his  services  in  person  when  desired  on  the  part  of  any  particular  Lodge  or  Lodges. 

The  well-grounded  complaint  of  the  Lodges,  heretofore,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  had  failed  to 
furnish  them  with  any  authorized  system  of  work,  having  been  removed,  and  the  desired  object 
thus  far  obtained,  under  the  direction  of  a  Resolution  of  that  body,  the  work  agreed  upon  by  the 
Committee  goes  forth  with  the  sanction  of  the  highest  Masonic  authority,  and  as  such,  is  to  be 
observed  and  practiced  in  all  the  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction,  until  otherwise  ordered.  Brethren 
are  required  to  take  due  notice,  and  govern  themselves  accordingly.

Brethren  : — The  rapid  accession  which  is  being  made  to  the  Fraternity  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  of  California,  an  accession  probably  unparalleled  in  the  annals  of  Masonic  history,  is 
calculated  to  inspire  the  reflecting  with  apprehension  as  to  the  result  of  so  rapid  an  extension  of 
the  Order,  where  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  avenues  of  the  Temple  have  not  always  been 
guarded  with  that  strictness  and  ceaseless  vigilance  which  it  is  the  duty  of  every  member  of  the 
Fraternity  to  exercise.  Nor  are  we  wholly  free  from  the  fear  that  the  purity  and  integrity  of  the 
Institution  have  been  compromised  through  the  misguided  zeal  of  the  thoughtless  and  unin- 
structed,  and  that  the  uninitiated  have  been  solicited  to  become  members  of  an  Institution,  one 
of  the  first  teachings  of  which  is  that  a  candidate  for  its  mysteries  must  offer  himself  "  freely  and 
voluntarily — unbiassed  by  friends,  and  uninfluenced  by  mercenary  motives.-"  Circumstances 
occasionally  transpire,  which  induce  the  belief  that  our  apprehensions  on  this  subject  are  not 
wholly  groundless,  and  it  has  therefore  caused  us  much  anxiety,  and  no  little  uneasiness,  as  the 
practice,  if  persisted  in,  must  sooner  or  later  eventuate  in  mischievous,  if  not  ruinous  conse- 
quences. I  therefore  deem  it  advisable  to  call  the  attention  of  the  brethren  to  the  matter,  and 
wherever  the  evil  maybe  found  to  exist,  ask  for,  and  so  far  as  in  me  lies,  require  its  correction. 
Proselytism  h  neither  known  nor  acknowledged  in  Masonry,  and  neither  persuasion,  nor  induce-

ments  eTen  less  commendable,  should  be  held  out  in  opposition  to  the  known  and  acknowledged 
teachings  and  requirements  of  the  Institution.  The  noviciate  should  never  be  influenced  to  enter 
the  Temple  of  Truth  with  a  falsehood  upon  his  lips,  as  his  first  offering.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother  : — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
inquiry  of  Dec.  18th,  1854,  relative  to  C.  M.  Cornell,  a  Master  Mason,  and  member  of  Mt.  Moriah 
Lodge,  No.  106,  Louisville,  Ky.,  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues.  I  have  given  the  matter  the 
requisite  attention,  and  found  on  inquiry  that  Bro.  Cornell  affiliated  with  Tehama  Lodge,  No.  3. 
Sacramento  City,  some  time  last  year,  and  at  the  time  of  instituting  the  inquiry,  was  the  Secretary 
of  the  Lodge.  I  have  subsequently  visited  Sacramento,  and  had  an  interview  with  Mr.  Cornell, 
and  took  occasion  to  notify  him  as  well  as  the  Master  of  the  Lodge,  of  his  suspension.  He 
furnished,  at  my  suggstion,  the  enclosed  statement,  which  I  believe  and  hope  will  lead  to  his 
speedy  restoration,  as  he  seems  to  have  acted  throughout  in  good  faith,  and  the  excellent  character 
which  he  sustains  among  the  brethren  of  Sacramento,  as  a  man  and  a  Mason,  justifies  me  in  giving 
credence  to  his  statement. 

The  affiliation  of  Bro.  Cornell  was  in  accordance  with  Standiug  Resolution,  No.  24,  page  60,  of 
the  printed  Proceedings  of  the  last  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Whether  or  not 
the  doctrine  set  forth  in  that  Resolution  is  recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky,  I  am 
unadvised,  nor  would  it  be  german  to  the  subject  to  enter  into  a  discussion  as  to  its  propriety : 
my  province  being  only  to  consider  the  facts  of  the  case  as  presented  from  a  duly  authorized 
source :  and  although  our  own  Grand  Lodge  does  not  recognize  in  her  own  action,  or  that  of  her 
Subordinates,  the  justness  of  the  principle  of  suspending  a  Mason  from  all  his  rights  and  privi- 
leges as  such,  for  the  non-payment  of  dues,  we  feel  bound  to,  and  do  recognize  the  action  of  our 
sister  Grand  Lodges  in  such  matters,  even  though  adverse  to  our  own.  and  regard  the  subject  of 
Mich  prohibition  in  the  same  light  in  which  he  is  presented  to  us  through  the  medium  of  the 
jurisdiction  from  which  he  hails.  All  Masonic  communication  has  therefore  been  interdicted 
between  Mr.  Cornell  and  Lodges  and  Masons  under  our  jurisdiction  until  his  suspension  is 
removed  under  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky.

The  special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  (irand  Mas- 
ter^ Address,  presented  the  following  report: — 
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To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  California : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Address  of  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration, 
and  have  read  and  examined  it  with  great  interest  and  pleasure.  Although 
of  much  greater  length  than  such  documents  usually  are,  we  find  no  part  of 
it  which  we  could  have  wished  omitted — no  subject  treated  of  upon  which  it 
was  unnecessary  to  speak ;  and  it  affords  us  great  gratification  to  be  enabled 
to  say  that  it  sets  forth  no  opinions  at  all  discordant  with  our  own,  or,  in  our 
belief,  with  the  general  views  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  The  Address  is  replete 
with  sound  doctrine,  full  of  wise  and  good  counsel,  exhibits  much  Masonic 
research  and  information,  and  breathes  a  spirit  of  zeal  and  devotedness  for 
our  beloved  and  time-honored  Institution,  which  cannot  be  too  highly  com- 
mended. 

Although  it  will  properly  be  the  province  of  the  several  committees  to 
whom  the  various  portions  of  this  interesting  address  will  be  referred,  to  dis- 
cuss and  express  opinions  upon  the  matters  therein  contained,  we  take  the 
liberty  of  emphatically  pronouncing  our  approbation  of  that  part  of  it  wherein 
the  attention  of  the  brethren  is  called  to  the  strict  and  constant  observance 
of  those  moral  precepts  of  our  Order,  which  are,  and  must  ever  be,  the  base 
and  foundation  of  its  excellence,  usefulness  and  claim  upon  the  good  opinion 
of  the  world.  Too  much  stress  cannot  be  laid  upon  this  subject;  nor  can 
obedience  to  those  lessons,  the  constant  recollection  of  which  alone  can  wor- 
thily entitle  a  man  to  the  honored  name  of  a  Free  and  Accepted  Mason,  be 
too  frequently  or  too  urgently  inculcated.  We  are  glad  to  see  that  the  heart 
of  our  Grand  Master  is  in  this  matter,  and  it  is  of  good  augury  for  the  Craft, 
when  its  Chief  thus  devotes  himself  to  the  preservation  of  the  lustre  of  its 
brightest  jewels. 

In  the  proper  performance  of  the  duty  assigned  them,  your  committee 
recommend  that  the  various  parts  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address  be  referred 
to  appropriate  committees,  as  follows : — 

That  portion  which  relates  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Committee  on  Work 
during  the  recess  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  system  adopted  by  them  : 
that  portion  suggesting  the  appointment  of  District  Lecturers  throughout  the 
State ;  and  that  recommending  the  adoption  of  some  one  text-book  and  a 
uniform  Code  of  By-Laws,  to  be  used  by  all  the  Lodges; — to  the  Committee 
on  Uniformity  of  Work. 

That  portion  which  announces  the  issue  of  Dispensations  to  open  and  hold 
new  Lodges,  and  the  granting  of  dispensations  for  other  purposes, — to  the 
Committee  on  Dispensations  and  Charters. 

That  portion  which  announces  the  presentation  of  a  portrait  of  Washing- 
ton to  the  Masonic  Fraternity  of  this  State,  by  Bro.  J.  L.  Folsom,  and  the 
correspondence  relating  thereto, — to  a  Special  Committee  upon  that  subject. 

That  portion  relative  to  communications  from  other  Grand  Lodges,  to  cer- 
tain correspondence  with  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  to  the  proposed  Confederation  of  Grand  Lodges, — to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

That  portion  which  relates  to  the  delinquency  of  Lodges  in  not  making 
their  returns  to  the  Grand  Secretary  within  the  proper  time,  and  to  the  duties 
of  the  several  Masters  and  Secretaries  in  that  respect, — to  the  Committee  on 
Returns  of  Lodges. 

That  portion  which  treats  of  the  order  of  Present  or  Past  Master,  and 
recommends  its  separation  from  the  degree  of  that  naiAe,  as  conferred  in 
Royal  Arch  Chapters, — to  a  special  Committee  of  five  Past  Masters. 

That  portion  which  refers  to  the  building  of  a  Masonic  Hall,  and  to  the 
establishment  of  Masonic  Hospitals, — to  a  special  Committee  upon  those 
subjects. 
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That  portion  which  treats  of  the  subject  of  Education,  and  recommends 
the  setting  apart  of  certain  funds  by  each  subordinate  Lodge,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  children  of  indigent  Masons, — to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

And  those  portions  which  advert  to  the  government  of  Lodges,  and  the 
proper  deportment  of  their  members, — to  the  manner  in  which  the  opening 
and  closing  ceremonies  should  be  conducted, — to  the  conferring  of  the  so- 
called  side  degrees, — to  the  non-payment  of  dues  by  members  of  Lodges, — to 
the  too  rapid  advancement  of  candidates,  and  to  carelessness  in  regard  to 
their  fitness  and  qualifications, — to  the  subject  of  making  Masons  in  one 
jurisdiction  of  persons  residing  in  another, — to  profane  swearing,  intemper- 
ance and  gaming, — to  the  establishment  of  Lodges  of  Instruction,  and  of 
Lodge  Libraries, — to  the  subject  of  non-affiliated  Masons, — and  to  the  powers 
and  duties  of  Lodges  under  dispensation, — all  to  the  Committee  on  Masonic 
Jurisprudence. 

And  we  would  recommend  that  the  foregoing  named  committees  be  in- 
structed to  report  at  as  early  a  period  as  practicable,  at  the  present  Commu- 
nication. 

Your  Committee  embrace  the  occasion  to  express  the  gratification  with 
which  they  have  received  this  excellent  Address,  and  the  pleasure  they  feel 
in  bearing  testimony  to  the  ability,  faithfulness  and  impartiality  with  which 
the  responsible  duties  of  Grand  Master  have  been  performed  during  the  past 
year,  by  its  esteemed  author.

and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Three  Globes,  Berlin,  for  1854. 

These  together  comprise  a  mass  of  printed  matter  amounting  to  nearly 
three  thousand  five  hundred  pages,  the  reading  of  which  alone  required  no 
little  time  ;  and,  as  the  precarious  health  of  the  R.  W.  brother  who  is  Chair- 
man of  this  Committee,  rendered  it  utterly  impossible  for  him  to  devote 
himself  to  such  a  labor,  and  the  business  avocations  of  the  others  of  the 
Committee  precluded  them  from  giving  it  the  necessary  time,  that  task, 
together  with  that  of  collating  and  commenting  upon  those  proceedings,  has 
been  assigned  to  its  junior  member.  It  is  with  no  little  diffidence  that  he  has 
undertaken  a  duty  usually  imposed  on  elder  and  much  better  informed 
brethren  than  himself,  and  he  entertains  the  hope  that  the  Grand  Lodge  will 
deal  kindly  with  any  errors  of  opinion  which,  in  their  judgment,  may  exist  in 
his  report,  and  will  permit  the  brief  period  which  has  been  afforded  him  for 
the  performance  of  a  most  laborious  task,  to  be  a  sufficient  apology  for  the 
many  imperfections  it  doubtless  contains. 

The  report  will  be  of  greater  length  than  has  heretofore  been  presented  to 

this  Grand  Loclge — greater,  perhaps,  than  will  be  acceptable  to  it,  though  by 

no  means  so  ample  as  many  of  those  which  come  to  us  from  sister  jurisdictions. 

This,  however,  should  need  no  justification,  as  the  sole  object  which  was 
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sought  by  the  origination  of  the  system  of  correspondence  now  existing 
among  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  can  only  be  accomplished  in 
such  a  manner.  It  was  the  intention  of  this  system  to  enable  every  Grand 
Lodge,  through  its  committees,  to  have  presented  to  itself,  and  thus  to  be 
enabled  to  lay  before  its  subordinates,  an  abstract  of  all  proceedings  in  other 
jurisdictions  in  any  wise  affecting  or  relating  to  the  general  interests  of 
Masonry  ;  that  thus,  differences  of  opinion  and  discordance  in  practice  might 
be  freely  and  widely  discussed,  to  the  great  end  of  final  unanimity  and 
uniformity.  The  time  is  still  within  our  memory  when  the  several  Grand 
Lodges  of  America  knew  as  little  of  the  action  or  opinions  of  each  other,  as 
we  know  now  of  those  of  most  of  the  similar  Grand  bodies  upon  tbe  continent 
of  Europe  ;  and  the  effect  was  that  almost  as  many  differences  in  belief  and 
dissimilarities  in  work  existed  as  there  were  bodies  to  entertain  and  practice 
them.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  was  among  the  earliest  to  propose  to 
its  sisters,  in  the  manner  now  generally  practiced,  a  regular  and  constant 
interchange  of  intelligence  upon  all  Masonic  subjects  arising  within  their 
several  territories ;  and,  though  there  are  still  many  questions  upon  which 
the  various  Grand  Lodges  of  the  country  differ  to  a  greater  or  less  extent, 
the  general  result  has  been  most  beneficial  and  harmonious. 

Believing  then  that  it  is  their  duty  carefully  to  read  the  proceedings  which 
have  been  transmitted  to  us  from  other  jurisdictions,  and,  briefly  as  may  be, 
to  notice  such  portions  of  them  as  may  be  of  common  interest  to  the  Fraternity, 
or  as  may  convey  useful  information  to  their  brethren  in  this  State,  the  Com- 
mittee enter  upon  the  performance  of  their  labors,  commencing  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  of 

Alabama.  The  latest  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State,  which 
have  come  to  hand,  are  those  of  its  Annual  Communication  held  at  the  city  of 
Montgomery,  on  the  fifth  day  of  December,  1853,  the  M.  W.  David  Cloptox, 
Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.  W.  Amand  P.  Pfister,  Grand  Secretary. 
Of  the  one  hundred  and  eighty-eight  chartered  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction, 
one  hundred  and  sixty-five  were  represented.  The  address  of  the  Grand  Master 
opens  with  a  feeling  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  R.  W.  Geo.  W.  Gaixes,  late 
Senior  Grand  Warden,  whose  loss  the  Fraternity  had  been  called  upon  to  lament, 
since  the  last  assembly  of  that  Grand  body  ;  and  a  sympathetic  mingling  of 
his  sorrows  with  those  of  our  brethren  of  Louisiana,  for  the  great  calamity 
which  had  recently  overtaken  them,  in  the  death  of  the  late  Grand  Master  of 
that  State,  Harry  R.  W.  Hill.  He  congratulates  the  Grand  Lodge  that  no 
vexatious  or  exciting  questions  are  likely  to  be  presented  to  disturb  and 
distract  its  legislation,  and  announces  that  nothing,  relating  to  the  domestic 
interests  of  that  jurisdiction,  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  prominently 
presented  for  consideration,  has  occurred  during  the  past  year.  A  just  and 
careful  deliberation  upon  the  new  Constitution  to  be  presented  at  that 
Communication  is  urged,  and  in  his  concluding  remarks  upon  this  subject,  he 
says — "If  it  be  necessary,  sacrifice  the  particular  to  the  general  benefit  and 
welfare  ;  and  remember  that  it  is  not  sufficient  for  the  Temple  to  be  strong 
on  one  side  only — it  must  be  supported  in  all  its  parts.  A  Constitution, 
adopted  with  such  views  and  feelings,  will  be  a  Light  indeed  to  guide  the 
subordinate  Lodges  on  their  way  to  a  higher  and  nobler  position — a  pillar  of 
cloud  in  the  day  of  public  favor,  and  a  pillar  of  fire  in  the  night  of  trial,  and 
doubt,  and  fear." 

The  Grand  Master  expresses  his  gratification  that,  at  the  last  Communica- 
tion, the  Grand  Lodge  had  adopted  a  regulation  forbidding  the  subordinate 
Lodges  to  confer  the  degrees  of  Masonry  upon  any  one  who  had  not  been 
a  resident  of  the  State  during  twelve  months  next  preceding  his  application  ; 
and  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  adoption  of  a  similar  regulation  by  all  the 
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Grand  Lodges,  would  greatly  tend  to  preserve  peace  and  harmony  in  the* 
Order.  To  this  opinion  your  Committee  most  cordially  give  their  assent,  and 
we  can  with  the  greater  earnestness  call  upon  our  brethren  in  other  jurisdic- 
tions to  make  this  most  just  regulation  a  general  one,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
California  four  years  ago  passed  a  standing  resolution  to  this  effect.  No 
Masonic  jurisdiction  has  probably  suffered  more  than  ours  for  lack  of  this 
wise  inhibition  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Atlantic  States.  In 
addition  to  the  mortification  we  have  felt — not  more  out  of  regard  for 
ourselves  than  for  the  sake  of  Masonry  at  large — at  seeing  those  who  either 
had,  or  would  have  been  rejected  as  unworthy  in  our  own  Lodges,  after  a 
brief  visit  to  the  East,  (anciently  the  place  of  Light,)  returned  upon  us  "Free 
and  Accepted,"  through  the  too  amiable  carelessness  of  our  elder  brethren — 
there  is  this  other  injustice,  unintentionally  perhaps,  but  not  the  less  certainly 
done  us.  The  existing  state  of  things  upon  this  coast  has  made  it  requisite 
that  the  rate  of  fees  established  here  should  be  higher  than  it  probably  is  in 
any  other  jurisdiction  in  the  United  States ;  and  many  have  been  induced  to 
apply  for  the  degrees  when  upon  visits  to  their  former  places  of  abode,  for  the 
sake  of  the  pecuniary  saving  thereby  accomplished.  Thus  the  reception  of 
such  applications,  very,  very  numerous  as  they  have  been,  has  had  the  effect 
of  greatly  diminishing  the  benevolent  fund  of  a  State,  whose  Masonic  charities 
during  the  past  six  years, — so  far  at  least  as  the  expenditure  of  money  can 
represent  them — have  perhaps  more  than  equalled  those  of  all  the  older 
States  put  together.  And  it  should  not  be  the  least  of  considerations,  either, 
with  our  brethren  across  the  mountains,  that  far  the  greater  part  of  all  these 
disbursements  has  been  to  relieve  the  distresses  of  those  who,  in  all  respects 
save  their  Masonic  claims,  were  strangers  among  us,  not  members  of  our 
Lodges,  recently  arrived,  and  many  of  them  constituting  a  portion  of  that 
vast  horde  for  whom  cases  of  "  emergency "  and  dispensation  had  been 
provided  to  prepare  them  for  the  California  market. 

It  is  a  source  of  great  gratification  to  your  Committee  to  observe  that 
many  of  the  Grand  Lodges  have  already  taken  that  which  we  think  to  be 
judicious  and  proper  action  upon  this  subject,  and  we  earnestly  hope  that,  ere 
long,  all  will  concur  in  a  regulation,  which  seems  so  eminently  just,  and  so 
likely  to  be  conducive  to  the  harmony  and  well-being  of  the  Order  upon  this 
Continent.  We  most  kindly  and  fraternally  call  their  attention  to  the 
proposition  that  when,  for  years  after  their  attainment  to  u  lawful  age,"  men 
have  resided  in  the  midst  of  Masonry  and  in  the  neighborhood  of  Lodges, 
without  having  been  in  the  least  degree  prompted  to  solicit  its  privileges  "  by 
a  favorable  opinion  conceived  of  the  Institution,"  by  a  "desire  for  knowledge, " 
or  by  u  a  sincere  wish  to  be  serviceable  to  their  fellow-creatures/'  their  sudden 
declaration  of  these  statements  upon  the  eve  of  their  removal  to  California, 
or  elsewhere  abroad,  ought  to  be  taken  with  some  grains  of  allowance  ;  and 
that  at  least,  for  such  a  reason,  the  ordinary  time  of  probation  should  not  be 
diminished  by  a  too  readily  obtained  dispensation,  or  by  hasty  and  inconsid- 
erate action  upon  a  miscalled  "  emergency."  In  too  many  cases  the  exact 
converse  of  the  last  declaration  named  above — a  sincere  wish  that  their 
fellow-creatures  might  be  made  servicable  to  them — has  alone  influenced  the 
candidate  in  this  off-hand  initiation,  preparatory  to  his  travels  to  this  sup- 
posed land  of  indolent  ease  and  unearned  plenty  ;  and  their  ignorance  of  the 
"work"  of  the  Mystic  Brotherhood  in  whose  midst  they  have  been  thus 
untimely  thrust,  is  uot  greater  than  their  aversion  to  that  other  labor 
imposed  by  the  great  penal  edict — "  In  the  sweat  of  thy  face  shalt  thou  eat 
thy  bread." 

Thus  far  have  the  Masons  of  California  well  fulfilled  the  greatest  require- 
ment of  their  Order ;  and  now  and  hereafter  it  will  ever  be  their  happiness  as 
well  as  duty,  so  to  continue  in  their  ministrations  of  benevolence,  according  to 
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their  means.  But  the  burden  has  been  heavy.  The  Lodges  have  collected 
and  expended  sums  which  to  our  transmontane  brethren  would  seem  almost 
fabulous  ;  and  individual  Masons  have  contributed  perhaps  still  more  largely 
to  relieve  the  needy,  heal  the  sick,  bury  the  dead,  and  send  the  living  home. 
And  your  Committee  have  been  again  induced  to  say  thus  much  on  this 
subject,  in  the  hope  that  our  elder — and  we  are  willing  to  concede  ( in  all 
things  except  charity)  our  better — brethren  across  the  continent,  will  take  it 
into  serious  consideration,  and  hereafter  leave  to  us  that  which  we  believe  to 
be  a  just  right,  but  which  we  will  also  acknowledge  to  be  a  great  kindness — 
the  sole  power  to  make  our  own  Masons. 

The  Grand  Master  of  Alabama  again  directs  the  attention  of  his  brethren 
to  a  subject  which  has  long  claimed  much  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the 
several  Grand  Lodges — an  absence  of  uniformity  in  the  work.  He  attributes 
the  difficulty  in  that  jurisdiction  to  three  causes  principally :  the  too  rapid 
multiplication  of  the  Lodges ;  the  election  by  them  of  incompetent  and 
inefficient  officers  ;  and  the  frequent  alteration  of  the  work  by  the  Grand 
Lodge.  The  first  two  evils,  we  fear,  are  not  confined  to  the  State  of  Ala- 
bama. Masonry  has  of  late  attained  a  degree  of  popularity  which  has 
become  a  fruitful  source  of  anxiety  to  those  reflecting  and  thoughtful  brethren 
who  have  at  heart  sincerely  the  best  interests  of  their  Order ;  and  who 
desire  to  see  no  spot  upon  the  purity  of  its  principles,  or  doubt  in  regard  to 
the  usefulness  of  its  objects,  caused  by  the  hurried  and  careless  introduction 
within  its  portals  of  those  who  may  reflect  discredit  upon  us  with  the  world. 
That  Lodges  should  have  quickly  multiplied,  was  but  the  necessary  conse- 
quence of  the  rapidity  with  which  initiations  have  taken  place,  and  the 
membership  of  the  Order  thus  have  been  increased ;  and  this  is  especially 
applicable  to  our  own  jurisdiction.  An  unwise  and — if  we  may  be  per- 
mitted to  say  it — unmasonic  spirit  of  rivalry  seems  to  have  existed  among 
some  of  the  Lodges,  as  to  which  should  fastest  increase  the  lists  of  its 
membership  ;  and  perhaps  the  consequent  accumulations  to  the  Lodge  fund 
have  not  been  forgotten  among  the  incentives  to  the  race.  While  such  a 
spirit  is  permitted  in  any  wise  to  influence  their  acts,  it  is  but  too  evident 
that  the  strict  scrutiny  to  which  all  who  apply  for  the  benefits  and  privileges 
of  our  institution  ought  to  be  subjected,  is  likely  to  be  relaxed  ;  and  we  may 
one  day  have  cause  enough  bitterly  to  regret  that  seeming  prosperity  which 
is  indicated  by  numbers  only.  "  Fesiina  lente."  Let  us  make  haste  slowly ; 
for,  although  heretofore  the  rapid  increase  of  the  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction 
has  possibly  not  been  more  than  commensurate  with  the  sudden  growth  of 
our  population,  a  period  of  comparative  rest  has  now  occurred  to  the  tide  of 
emigration  which  for  six  years  past  has  sent  hither  its  mighty  flow  ;  and  it 
may  perchance  be  wise  and  profitable  if  we  too,  like  the  weary  brethren  of 
whom  we  wot,  sit  down  to  rest  and  refresh  ourselves.  "Let  us,"  in  the 
concluding  words  of  Grand  Master  Clopton's  interesting  address,  "in  all 
we  do,  keep  in  full  view  the  moral  position  of  the  Order — its  respectability, 
not  so  much  in  'point  of  numbers,  as  in  character  and  talent — and  endeavor, 
by  precept  and  example,  to  impress  these  truths  upon  the  minds  of  the 
fraternity  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  our  State." 

The  financial  reports  of  this  Grand  Lodge  show  its  receipts  for  the  pre- 
ceding year  to  have  been  $3858,  and  its  expenditures,  exclusive  of 
$1385  appropriated  to  the  Trust  Fund,  $1929.  Of  this  sum  $300  was  n 
donation  to  the  Sacramento  Relief  Fund,  and  $200  to  the  Monu- 
mental Masonic  Temple,  to  be  erected  at  Fredericksburg,  Virginia. 
There  remained  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  of  $4102  ;  besides  which  the 
Trust  Fund,  loaned  at  interest,  now  amounts  to  $10,205,  which  we  per- 
ceive it  is  proposed  to  distribute  among  the  subordinate  Lodges  for  educa- 
tional purposes.     The   Committee  on  Education,  who  had  this  matter  under 
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consideration,  in  connection  with  a  proposition  to  form  a  Masonic  College^ 
reported  adversely  to  the  distribution,  and  did  not  favor  the  endowment  of  a 
College ;  but  suggested,  wisely  we  think,  that  by  retaining  the  whole  in  the 
hands  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  annually  appropriating  the  accumulating 
interest  for  the  purpose  of  educating  the  orphans  of  Masons  at  any  good 
school,  the  benefits  of  that  Masonic  benevolence  would  be  more  widely 
diffused. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  from  the  pen 
of  Bro.  Daniel  Sayre,  and  occupies  no  less  than  ninety-nine  pages ;  being  a 
well  prepared  collation  of  the  views  of  the  other  Grand  Lodges  upon  the 
subjects  which  had  claimed  their  attention  during  the  year  preceding.  It  is 
not  accompanied  by  any  resolutions  for  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

No  list  of  members  is  given  in  the  proceedings  of  Alabama,  nor  any  tables 
exhibiting  their  number,  increase,  or  other  statistics.  The  communication 
continued  during  five  days,  and  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary 
were  both  reelected. 

Arkansas.  Our  latest  intelligence  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  is 
contained  in  the  proceedings  of  its  Annual  Communication,  held  at  the  City  of 
Little  Rock,  on  the  seventh  day  of  November,  1853,  the  M.  W.  Luke  Barber, 
Grand  Master,  presiding,  and'  the  R.  W.  Thomas  D.  Merrick,  Grand  Secre- 
tary. There  are  seventy-four  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction,  forty-one  of 
which  were  represented.  The  Grand  Master  commences  his  address  with  a 
mild  but  serious  admonition  respecting  those  Masonic  duties  which,  amid  the 
concerns  and  temptations  of  the  world,  might  have  been  neglected  or  forgot- 
ten during  the  past  year ;  he  urges  upon  his  brethren  the  strictest  and  most 
faithful  discharge  of  those  particular  duties  which  their  respective  official 
positions  required  them  to  perform ;  and  regrets  that  a  long  continued  illness 
had  rendered  it  impossible  for  him  to  do  all  he  would  have  desired  since  last 
they  met.  He  announces  that  twelve  dispensations  for  new  Lodges  had  been 
granted ;  and  in  speaking  of  one  among  them,  about  the  propriety  of  which 
he  had  not  been  altogether  satisfied,  he  uses  this  modest  and  unassuming 
language  :  u  Freely  admitting  that  where  I  doubted,  I  should  have  denied, 
I  look  co  you  with  confidence  for  the  correction  of  any  error  that  I  may  have 
committed  in  this,  or  any  other  instance,  by  the  exercise  of  the  power  to 
grant  dispensations  ;  as  I  hold  it  to  be  your  duty  carefully  to  scan  the  official 
acts  of  your  Grand  Master  during  the  recess,  and  apply  the  corrective  to  his 
errors,  if  any,  in  wandering  from  the  line  of  true  policy,  or  beyond  our  an- 
cient landmarks.'' 

The  Grand  Master  of  Arkansas  also  deprecates  the  too  rapid  increase  of 
initiations,  and  advises  the  subordinate  Lodges  to  act  with  caution  and  cir- 
cumspection in  this  matter,  lest  the  Grand  Lodge  refuse  to  perpetuate 
authority  to  those  whose  reckless  zeal  for  numbers  should  lead  them  to  care- 
lessness and  neglect  in  regard  to  qualifications.  He  recommends  that  the 
Grand  Master  be  required  to  present  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  each  Communi- 
cation an  abstract  of  all  opinions  or  decisions  he  may  have  given,  as  such, 
during  the  year,  that  the  same  may  be  referred,  and  reported  upon  for  ap- 
proval, reversal  or  correction  by  that  body  5  and  your  Committee,  believing  it 
to  be  a  wise  and  useful  recommendation,  will,  in  its  proper  place,  offer  a 
resolution  of  similar  import.  He  laments  the  great  difficulties  under  which 
they  have  labored  in  that  jurisdiction  for  lack  of  Masonic  books  of  reference, 
and  strongly  urges  the  commencement  of  a  Library,  for  the  use  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  The  great  diversity  in  the  work  is  regretted,  and  the  selection  of 
some  one  text-book  to  be  used  in  the  Lodges,  is  suggested,  as  a  means,  in 
part,  ol  remedying  that  misfortune.  Masonic  mendicity  is  treated  of  at  some 
length,  and  we  perceive,  at  a  later  period,  that  a  stringent  resolution  was 
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adopted  thereupon.  Much  space  is  given  to  a  subject  which  the  Grand 
Master  greatly  has  at  heart — the  erection  and  endowment  of  a  Masonic  col- 
lege ;  and  there  are  many  other  matters  in  this  interesting  address  which 
we  would  gladly  notice,  did  the  limits  to  which  we  must  confine  ourselves 
permit. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Law  and  Usage,  at  whose  head  is  that  well- 
known  and  distinguished  Mason,  Bro.  Albert  Pike,  presented  resolutions  on 
the  following  subjects  : 

That  the  "  Masonic  Trestle  Board/'  by  Bro.  Charles  W.  Moore,  be  alone 
used  thereafter  as  a  text-book,  in  the  Lodges  of  that  jurisdiction  ; 

That  any  Lodge,  recommending  petitioners  for  a  dispensation  to  form  a 
new  Lodge,  should  first  cause  their  proposed  Master  and  Wardens  "  com- 
pletely to  exemplify ;'  the  entire  work  and  lectures  of  the  three  degrees,  with 
the  opening  and  closing  in  each  ;  and  that  it  should  specially  certify  that  this 
had  been  done  "  at  all  points,  without  omission  or  abbreviation/'  before  any 
dispensation  should  issue  ;  and 

That  no  Entered  Apprentice  or  Fellow  Craft  be  allowed  to  advance  with- 
out strict  and  full  examination,  in  open  Lodge,  u  in  all  the  work  and  lectures 
of  the  degree  or  degrees  he  had  taken,  and  unless  he  is  found  to  be  aptly 
informed  and  proficient  in  the  same." 

These  resolutions  denote  the  determination  of  our  brethren  in  Arkansas, 
to  do  their  utmost  towards  the  perfecting  of  their  work  ;  and  we  could  wish 
that  every  Grand  Lodge  would  adopt  and  carry  into  effect  similar  opinions, 
as  nothing  could  more  effectually  check  that  increasing  evil  of  which  such 
wide  complaint  has  of  late  been  made.  Our  own  regulations  approach 
these  in  spirit,  and  if  they  are  carefully  heeded,  the  same  results  will  be 
arrived  at  as  those  contemplated  by  the  severer  law  of  xlrkansas. 

The  same  committee  also  reported  a  resolution,  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendation  of  the  Grand  Master,  making  it  his  duty  to  present  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  annually,  an  abstract  of  all  his  decisions  on  Masonic  law, 
usage  and  practice,  during  the  recess;  and  a  further  one,  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  to  revise,  collate  and  digest  the  previous  decisions, 
resolutions  and  edicts  of  that  Grand  Lodge. 

In  consequence  of  the  great  impositions  to  which  the  fraternity  there  had 
been  subjected,  this  Grand  Lodge  now  requires  all  traveling  Masons  who 
desire  assistance  in  that  jurisdiction,  to  present  a  certificate  of  good  standing 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  whence  they  hail,  bearing  the  seal 
thereof,  and  signed  by  the  Grand  or  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  the  Grand 
Secretary ;  and  it  is  recommended  to  the  brethren  of  Arkansas,  going 
abroad,  that  they  procure  like  certificates  from  their  own  Grand  Lodge. 

A  section  in  the  by-laws  of  one  of  the  Lodges — "  That  no  greater  num- 
ber of  votes  shall  be  required  to  restore  an  expelled  or  suspended  Mason, 
than  was  required  for  his  expulsion  or  suspension,"  was  disapproved  and 
corrected,  so  that  a  reinstatement  should  take  place  only  by  a  unanimous 
vote.  This  we  believe  to  be  right,  although  we  have  just  noticed  a  case  in 
another  jurisdiction,  where  a  vote  of  two  thirds,  (being  the  number  requisite 
for  expulsion,)  was  considered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  be  sufficient  for  that 
purpose.  It  would  seem,  certainly,  that  an  expelled  Mason,  so  far  as  all  the 
rights,  benefits  and  privileges  of  the  Order  are  concerned,  is  as  much  a 
stranger  to  it  as  if  he  had  never  been  one  of  its  members,  and  that  therefore 
his  re-entrance  within  its  gates  should  require  the  same  unanimity  among 
those  who  receive  him,  as  that  which  governed  at  his  first  admission. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas  has  decided,  in  consonance  with  that  which 
appears  to  be  the  general  Masonic  principle,  that  it  recognizes  no  degree  of 
Past  Master  emanating  from  any  source  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  Symbol- 
ical Masonry;  and  that  the  order  of  that  name  is  a  mere  honorarium,  confer- 
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red  by  way  of  reward  for  present  or  past  services  as  Master  of  a  Lodge  —  not 
requisite  to  qualify  him  to  preside,  excepting  so  far  as  it  may  contain  the 
ceremony  of  installation,  now  in  use,  which  is  necessary  and  indispensable ; 
and  farther,  that  this  Order'  shall  hereafter  be  conferred  only  by  a  convoca- 
tion of  Past  Masters  who  have  received  it,  not  less  than  three  in  number, 
who  shall  be  affiliated  with  some  Lodge,  and  shall  have  a  special  warrant  from 
the  Grand  Master  for  that  purpose. 

A  tax  of  two  dollars  per  annum  upon  each  member  of  the  Subordinate 
Lodges,  was  levied  to  increase  the  fund  for  the  erection  and  endowment  of 
St.  John's  College,  the  Lodges  being  charged  with  its  collection  j  and  a 
stirring  appeal  has  been  sent  forth  to  the  brethren  of  that  State,  entreating 
them  to  lend  their  assistance  to  the  completion  of  this  great  Masonic  work. 
This  fund,  thus  far,  has  reached  an  amount  over  $17,000,  a  portion  of  which 
has  already  been  expended  in  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  the  proposed 
buildings. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Bro.  E.  H. 
English,  and  contains  in  twenty-four  pages  a  condensed  abstract  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  other  Grand  Lodges ;  and  among  the  remarks  made  therein,  and  the 
opinions  expressed  by  our  Brother  of  Arkansas,  as  with  most  things  emanat- 
ing from  that  Grand  Lodge,  we  find  nothing  discordant  with  our  views.  He 
suggests  that  the  Grand  Secretaries  generally,  in  making  up  their  lists  of 
members,  give  the  numbers  of  affiliated  Masons  in  their  respective  jurisdic- 
tions, and  the  suggestion  is  a  good  one  ;  but  we  observe  that  the  proceedings 
of  Arkansas  contain  neither  number  nor  lists  of  membership. 

By  a  resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  adopted  a  year  or  two  ago,  it  is 
declared  that  no  Grand  Lodge  ought  to  permit  the  degrees  of  Masonry  to  be 
conferred  on  any  one  not  a  citizen  of  the  State  over  which  its  jurisdiction 
extended. 

No  Deputy  Grand  Master  for  the  whole  jurisdiction  is  elected  or  appointed 
in  Arkansas  ;  but  the  State  is  divided  into  five  districts,  for  each  of  which  an 
officer  bearing  the  title  of  Deputy  Grand  Master  is  appointed,  and  upon  all 
of  them  the  power  to  grant  Dispensations  appears  to  have  been  conferred. 
The  financial  reports  show  the  receipts  for  the  year  to  have  been  $  1774,  and 
the  disbursements,  exclusive  of  the  appropriation  to  St.  John's  College, 
$222;  and  there  remained  in  the  Treasury  $2,106.  The  Communication 
lasted  during  four  days,  and  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were 
both  reelected. 

Canada  West.  The  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  holds  its 
regular  meetings  semi-annually,  in  May  and  October,  and  the  published  pro- 
ceedings before  us  embrace  a  period  of  two  years,  the  last  Session  having 
been  holden  at  the  City  of  Toronto,  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  October,  1854. 
The  R.  W.,  Thomas  G.  Ridout,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  presided  ;  the  V.  W., 
Francis  Richardson,  was  Grand  Secretary,  and  there  were  present  "  the 
Masters,  Past  Masters  and  Wardens  of  several  Lodges,  and  several  members 
of  private  Lodges." 

This  Grand  Lodge,  happily  for  it,  seems  to  be  troubled  very  little  with 
legislation.  Great  inconvenience  has  long  been  experienced  by  our  brethren 
in  Canada,  through  the  delays  which  arise  in  the  transaction  of  business  with 
the  Parent  Grand  Lodge,  and  it  has  been  felt  that  the  payment  of  dues  thereto 
for  Warrant  and  Register  fees,  bore  hard  upon  the  fraternity  in  the  Province, 
who  not  only  required  all  their  benevolent  fund  for  their  domestic  charities, 
but  were  so  frequently  called  upon  to  relieve  the  necessities  of  indigent 
brethren  arriving  among  them  from  the  mother  country.  Accordingly,  a 
petition  has  been  transmitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  asking  that 
hereafter  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  might  have  the  authority  to   elect  its 
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own  Grand  Master,  control  the  craft  in  that  jurisdiction,  and  grant  Warrants 
to  private  Lodges  —  the  United  Grand  Lodge  still  to  retain  its  supremacy 
over  Masonry  in  that  Province.  To  this  no  response  has  thus  far  been 
received. 

It  was  ordered  that  £  800  be  invested  at  once  as  a  Fund  of  Benevolence, 
and  that  one-third  of  each  yearly  balance  be  devoted  to  the  same  purpose. 
The  receipts  for  the  two  years  were  £019,  and  the  expenditures  £  290,  and 
there  remained  in  the  Treasury  £  384.  Forty-six  Lodges  acknowledge  this 
Provincial  Grand  Lodge  as  their  Head.  The  R.  W.,  Sir  Allan  McNab,  is 
Provincial  Grand  Master,  holding  his  appointment  from  the  Right  Hon.  the 
Earl  of  Zetland,  Grand  Master  of  England,  and  the  V.  W.,  Francis  Richard- 
son, is  Grand  Secretary. 

Connecticut.  The  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the 
year  1854,  was  held  at  the  city  of  New  Haven,  on  the  tenth  day  of  May,  the 
M.  W.  David  Clark,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.  W.  Eliphalet  G. 
Storer,  Grand  Secretary.  The  published  proceedings  give  only  those  Lodges 
which  were  represented,  and  from  which  returns  had  been  received — forty-three 
in  all — though  we  perceive  that  the  numbers  extend  to  eighty.  The  Grand 
Master  announced  this  as  the  sixty-fifth  anniversary  of  that  Grand  Lodge. 
He  urges  that  all  should  read  the  proceedings  of  other  Masonic  bodies,  a?j. 
however  creditable  it  may  be,  and  is,  to  have  well  learned  the  work  and  ritual 
of  the  Order,  it  is  still  more  important  to  understand  the  subjects  wThich  are 
constantly  being  discussed  by  the  ablest  Masons  in  the  Union,  and  to  attain 
a  knowledge  of  the  great  principles  of  Freemasonry,  its  aims,  its  objects, 
and  the  regulations  by  which  it  should  be  governed.  He,  too,  presses  upon 
his  brethren  the  great  importance  of  a  Masonic  Library.  We  remark  that, 
with  the  assistance  of  other  Grand  Officers,  he  installed  the  officers  of  a 
Lodge  to  which  he  had  just  issued  a  dispensation.  This,  in  the  case  of  any 
other  than  a  chartered  Lodge,  is  unusual ;  but  we  doubt  not  there  must  have 
been  some  good  reason  for  this  apparent  departure  from  the  accepted  usage, 
as  the  Grand  Master's  refusal  to  grant  dispensations  for  new  Lodges,  in 
several  instances,  is  sufficient  proof  of  his  conservative  regard  for  the 
interests  of  the  Institution  in  his  jurisdiction.  This  State  has  heretofore 
been  in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Grand 
Master,  who  was  himself  one  of  the  delegates  to  the  Lexington  Convention 
in  1853,  nowr  recommends  the  "  National  Confederation  of  Grand  Lodges  " 
there  proposed,  as  the  best  plan  that  can  probably  be  adopted  for  the  purpose 
it  is  intended  to  serve.  Much  of  his  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  subject  of 
the  Wooster  Monument,  and  his  labors  have  been  rewarded  by  the  satisfac- 
tion he  now  feels  in  being  enabled  to  announce  its  completion. 

The  Treasurer's  report  shows  the  receipts  for  the  current  year  to  have 
been  $628,  and  the  expenditures  $658  ;  and  there  remain  ined  the  Treasury, 
in  cash  and  stocks,  a  fund  of  $1,166.  At  the  last  session  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  a  resolution  was  adopted  making  it  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary 
to  prepare  and  publish,  with  the  annual  proceedings,  a  table  or  tables, 
showing  the  number  of  members  in  each  Lodge,  and  the  number  of  initia- 
tions, admissions,  withdrawals,  rejections,  suspensions,  expulsions  and  deaths 
in  each.  This  is  a  very  excellent  and  useful  regulation,  which  we  hope  to 
see  become  universal,  in  all  respects  save  the  publication  of  the  names  of 
those  rejected,  which  we  hope  was  not  intended  in  the  regulation  of  our 
brethren  of  Connecticut.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres- 
pondence is  from  the  hand  of  our  esteemed  Bro.  William  Storer,  and  covers 
no  less  than  one  hundred  and  eleven  octavo  pages.  Though  your  Com- 
mittee have  read  it  through  with  interest  and  pleasure,  its  great  length 
prevents    their    attempting    much    comment    upon    it.     He   counsels   the 
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brethren  of  our  own  jurisdiction  to  take  warning,  from  the  experience  of  the 
fraternity  in  New  York,  on  the  subject  of  Past  Masters  being  allowed  per- 
petual membership  in  the  Grand  Lodge — a  matter  which,  we  are  happy  to 
assure  Bro.  Storer,  we  have  already  settled  satisfactorily.  He  quotes  at 
length  from  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  at  its  com- 
munication in  1853,  and  in  relation  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence  for  that  year,  and  the  two  accompanying  resolu- 
tions, defining  the  powers  and  liabilities  of  a  Grand  Master,  he  says : 

u  With  the  general  scope  of  the  argument  in  the  above  extract,  your 
Committee  have  the  fullest  sympathy.  We  cannot  for  a  moment  believe 
that  the  fathers  of  the  Masonic  institution  ever  intended  to  place  at  its  head 
an  officer  who  should  owe  no  accountability  to  any  human  power  whatever. 
Neither  can  we  admit  that  in  all  conceivable  cases  it  must  be  necessary  to 
wait  for  the  full  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  a  Grand  Master  is  elected, 
before  he  can  be  called  to  an  account  for  his  conduct,  whatever  it  may  be. 
And  yet  those  propositions  are  strenuously  insisted  on  by  some  of  our 
brethren  who  have  taken  up  the  gauntlet  in  defence  of  the  unlimited  powers 
of  Grand  Masters.  We  believe,  however,  that  the  California  Committee 
have  gone  too  far  in  their  first  resolution,  which  denies7  that  a  Grand  Master 
possesses  any  implied  powers,  inherent  or  divine.  We  don't  know  that 
any  body  ever  claimed  divine  powers  for  the  Grand  Master ;  but  that  there 
are  certain  inherent  powers  attached  to  his  office,  we  never  entertained  a 
doubt ;  and  one  of  these  we  believe  to  be  making  Masons  at  sight  in  exactly 
the  sense  expressed  by  the  California  Committee  in  the  body  of  their 
report." 

The  report  concludes  with  resolutions  upon  the  following  subjects,  to  this 
effect : 

That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  will  agree  to  and  abide  by  the 
proposed  plan  for  a  National  Confederation  of  Grand  Lodges. 

That  it  recommends  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  and  all  persons 
claiming  to  be  Masons  who  are  at  variance  therewith,  to  submit  all  matters 
in  dispute  to  the  two  Grand  Lodges  of  Massachusetts  and  Virginia,  in 
accordance  with  the  plan  proposed  by  Bro.  Foster,  of  Missouri. 

That  a  brother  be  appointed  to  prepare  materials  for  a  Masonic  History 
of  the  State  of  Connecticut ;  and, 

That  the  Grand  Secretary  use  every  diligence  to  ensure  a  more  perfect 
reciprocity  of  correspondence  with  all  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United 
States. 

This  Grand  Lodge  was  in  session  two  days,  and  the  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary  were  both  reelected. 

Delaware.  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Delaware 
for  the  year  1854,  was  held  at  the  city  of  Wilmington,  on  the  27th  day  of 
June,  the  M.  W.  William  T.  Read,  Past  Grand  Master,  presiding  in  the 
absence  of  the  Grand  Master,  M.  W.  James  Booth,  and  the  R.  W.  Geo. 
W.  Chaytor,  Grand  Secretary.  Of  the  ten  Lodges  included  within  this 
jurisdiction,  nine  were  represented. 

A  communication  was  presented  from  the  Grand  Master,  regretting  that 
ill  health  prevented  him  from  being  present  with  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
stating  that  he  had  nothing  to  report,  except  a  question  propounded  to  him 
by  a  subordinate  Lodge  in  that  jurisdiction,  as  follows:  4,:Can  a  subordinate 
Lodge  in  the  State  of  Delaware,  initiate,  pass  and  raise  a  person  residing  in 
the  State  of  Maryland,  where  there  is  a  Grand  Lodge  legally  constituted, 
and  which,  according  to  ancient  Masonic  usage,  has  jurisdiction  over  all 
Lodges  within  the  limits  of  that  State  ? 

To  our  great  regret  the  Grand  Master  says  :  "  After  having  considered 
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this  question  so  far  as  my  limited  means  of  information  enabled  me  to  do,  I 
answered  it  in  the  affirmative.  The  power  of  a  subordinate  Lodge  to  initiate, 
pass  and  raise  a  non-resident  of  the  State,  has  frequently  been  exercised. 
The  right  to  do  so,  has  not,  within  my  knowledge  or  information,  been 
questioned  or  considered  as  violating  any  of  the  land-marks  or  principles  of 
Freemasonry/'  And  he  adds  the  negative  argument  that  nothing  in  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Delaware  prohibits  the  Lodges  within 
that  jurisdiction,  from  making  Masons  of  resideuts  of  other  States. 

That  any  subordinate  Lodge  has  the  power  to  make  a  Mason  of  whom 
it  pleases,  regardless  of  his  lack  of  the  proper  qualifications,  if  they  choose 
to  disregard  the  probable  censure  of  their  brethren,  is  incontrovertible — as 
we  all  have  the  power  to  do  wrong,  if  we  care  not  for  the  obloquy  which 
awaits  our  evil  doing  ;  and  that  any  regular  Lodge  has  the  abstract  rigid  to 
initiate  any  candidate  who  may  present  himself,  if  he  has  all  the  qualifica- 
tions made  necessary  by  the  ancient  regulations,  is  perhaps  as  true  :  but 
whether  it  is  right  to  exercise  that  right,  (if  such  there  be)  is  the  real  ques- 
tion at  issue  in  such  cases.  There  are  certain  duties  which  Masonry  teaches 
us  we  owe  unto  our  neighbors,  which  may  all  be  comprised  in  the  single 
precept,  that  we  do  unto  others  as  we  would  that  they  should  do  unto  our- 
selves. It  is  acknowledged  that  every  Grand  Lodge  has  sole  and  indisput- 
able authority  over  all  Masons  within  the  limits  of  its  jurisdiction.  Ought  it 
not  also,  as  a  natural  and  necessary  sequence  of  that  authority,  to  have  the 
power,  through  its  subordinates,  to  control  the  reception  or  rejection  of  those 
who  are,  or  are  not,  to  become  integral  parts  of  itself?  We  do  not  here 
suggest  one  of  the  strongest  reasons  why  this  power  ought  to  exist — the  pos- 
sibility that  the  candidate  from  another  jurisdiction,  not  being  well  known, 
might  be  unworthy  altogether,  might  for  good  cause  have  been  rejected  at 
his  own  home — for  it  is  but  just  to  the  Grand  Master  of  Delaware  to  say 
that,  in  this  instance,  he  instructed  his  subordinate  Lodge  to  ascertain  if  the 
applicant  was  a  man  of  irreproachable  character.  But  it  is  the  principle  of  just 
consideration  for  our  neighbor,  which  Masonry  teaches  through  all  its  les- 
sons, to  which  we  look,  and  upon  which  this  regulation  of  non-interference 
with  the  materiel  of  other  Grand  Lodges  should  be,  and  probably  is  founded ; 
and  whatever  we  may  believe  to  be  our  strict  and  legal  rights — so  far  as  the 
use  of  that  word  in  its  abstract  sense  may  make  it  proper — it  is  often  more 
equitably  right  not  to  exact,  but  to  make  concessions  of  them,  for  the  sake  of 
the  greater  good  of  peace  and  harmony  ;  and  this  the  more  especially  when 
those  concessions  are  cheerfully  reciprocated. 

The  Grand  Master  of  Vermont,  Philip  C.  Tucker,  who  has  for  twenty 
years  or  more,  occupied  one  or  the  other  of  the  first  two  offices  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  that  State,  and  whose  great  abilities  and  Masonic  learning  are  too 
well  known  to  need  aught  in  regard  to  their  illustration  from  us,  has  recently 
furnished  an  example  upon  this  subject  which  should  have  great  weight.  A 
Lodge  in  that  State  had  conferred  the  degrees  upon  a  citizen  of  New  York 
while  on  a  visit  in  its  neighborhood,  and  upon  being  informed  of  the  fact, 
without  waiting  for  a  complaint  from  the  neighboring  jurisdiction,  he  at  once 
wrote  a  fraternal  letter  of  apology  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Xew  York,  saying 
among  other  things  :  aI  think  it  wholly  clear  that  all  recognized  Masonic  usage 
in  his  country  forbids  a  man's  admission  into  Masonry,  except  in  the  nearest 
Lodge,  in  his  own  State,  to  the  place  where  he  resides.*'  And  he  carried  his 
sense  of  the  right  so  far,  as  to  direct  the  Lodge  where  the  error  was  1 
mitted,  to  remit  the  fees  received  from  the  initiate  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
State  of  New  York.  The  action  of  that  Grand  Lodge,  too,  or  of  the  com- 
mittee to  whom  the  letter  was  referred,  shows  that  she  also  recognizes  the 
law  to  be  as  laid  down  by  Bro.  Tucker  ;  and  a  perusal  of  the  proceedings  of 
more  than  half  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States  will  show,  not  onlv 
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that  the  right  claimed  by  our  Brother  of  Delaware  has  been  "questioned," 
but  that  it  has  absolutely  been  declared,  in  terms  or  in  effect,  to  be  a  direct 
violation  of  right. 

The  Grand  Lodge  appointed  five  brethren  to  attend  the  Convention  held 
in  Washington,  D.  C,  in  January  last,  to  consider  such  propositions  as  might 
be  submitted  in  relation  to  the  formation  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  or  of  a 
National  Confederation  of  Grand  Lodges.  No  financial  reports  appear  in 
the  proceedings.  The  Grand  Master  was  reelected,  and  the  R.  W.  Daniel 
R.  Wolfe  was  elected  Grand  Secretary. 

District  of  Columbia.  The  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Dis- 
trict include  the  several  Regular  and  sundry  Special  Communications  from 
May  2d  to  December  27th,  1854.  Three  of  the  Special  Meetings  were  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  the  corner  stones  of  churches  in  the  cities  of  Georgetown  and 
Washington.  The  annualCommunication  for  1854  was  held  in  the  latter  city, 
on  the  seventeenth  day  of  November,  the  M.  W.,  Wm.  B.  Magruder,  Grand 
Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.  W.,  Ciias.  S.  Frailey,  Grand  Secretary.  The 
representatives  of  ten  Lodges  were  present,  being  the  whole  number  under  the 
jurisdiction.  No  Address  was  presented  by  the  Grand  Master  at  this  Session, 
but  we  learn  from  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  that  there  are  now 
connected  with  the  ten  Lodges  in  the  District,  419  Master  Masons  and  63 
Fellow  Crafts  and  Entered  Apprentices.  This  Grand  Lodge  accedes  to  the 
plan  for  a  National  Confederation,  and  elected  delegates  to  attend  the  Con- 
vention of  January  last  in  that  City.  The  financial  Reports  exhibit  a  reve- 
nue during  the  past  year  of  $447,  and  an  expenditure  of  $283,  with  a  balance 
in  the  Treasury  of  $543.  The  M.  W.,  Ciias.  S.  Frailey,  for  many  years  the 
efficient  and  zealous  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  was  elected  Grand 
Master,  and  the  R.  W.,  Samuel  T.  Shugart  Grand  Secretary. 

At  the  Installation  Communication  held  on  the  twenty-seventh  December  last, 
the  several  Grand  officers  elect  were  installed,  and  the  new  Grand  Master  deliv- 
ered an  eloquent  and  most  appropriate  Address.  We  are  happy  to  see  that 
he  heartily  condemns  the  practice  of  hastily  making  Masons  of  those  about 
to  leave  for  parts  unknown,  ';  not,"  in  the  language  of  Bro.  Frailey,  u  because 
of  any  peculiar  fitness  in  the  applicant  —  not  because  of  his  regard  for 
the  Order,  or  desire  on  his  part  to  advance  its  interests,  for  he  may  have 
resided  within  sight  of  the  Lodge  for  years,  and  never  have  manifested  a 
wish  to  witness  the  interior  thereof  until  he  was  about  to  leave — but  because 
he  has  read  or  heard  of  acts,  which,  appealing  to  his  selfish  interests  alone, 
has  induced  him  to  think  it  would  be  well,  on  his  distant  and  perhaps  perilous 
journey,  to  have  an  additional  shield  against  the  ills  and  misfortunes  which 
may  there  await  him."  He  ardently  urges  upon  his  brethren  the  practice  of 
that  great  principle  of  all  fraternal  feeling — the  very  bond  of  our  union  for 
every  good  and  useful  purpose  —  charity — "not,"  as  he  writes,  "the 
cold,  lifeless  feeling  that  may  be  galvanized  into  spasmodic  efforts  by  the 
exhibition  of  intense  suffering  and  misery,  and  exhibit  itself  in  alms,  which, 
however  great,  are  bestowed  without  a  spark  of  the  true  quality,  and  are 
declared  to  4  profit  nothing '  —  or  that  would  exult  and  glorify  itself  should  it 
refrain  from  crushing  to  earth  one  who,  in  the  weakness  of  humanity,  had 
accidentally  tripped  and  lay  prostrate  beyond  the  path  of  duty — but  that  life- 
giving,  ever-active,  noble  feeling,  that  craves  the  ability  to  heal  every  wound, 
to  assuage  every  grief,  to  dry  up  every  tear,  and  that  would  raise  up  a  fallen 
brother  and  place  him  again  in  the  true  path,  admonish  him  of  his  errors, 
counsel  him  as  to  the  future,  and  strengthen,  by  present  kindness  and  forget- 
fulness  of  the  past,  his  good  resolves  in  reference  to  the  continuation  of  his 
journey  through  life."  Such  an  illustration  of  the  practice  of  that  virtue 
which  Masonry  regards  as   greatest  of  all,  is  worthy  of  being  inscribed   in 
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letters  of  gold  upon  the  walls  of  every  Lodge,  and  should  be  deeply  impressed 
upon  the  hearts  of  all  their  inmates.  We  congratulate  our  old  friend  and 
most  worthy  brother  upon  his  preferment,  and  doubt  not  that  the  same  zeal, 
assiduity  and  ability  which  characterized  his  long  service  as  Grand  Secretary, 
will  accompany  him  to  his  more  exalted  position  of  Grand  Master. 

Florida.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida  held  its  Annual  Communication 
for  the  year  1854,  in  the  City  of  Tallahassee,  on  the  ninth  day  of  January, 
the  M.  W.  Thomas  Hayward,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  "W.  John 
B.  Taylor,  Grand  Secretary.  Of  the  twenty- four  Lodges  under  this  jurisdic- 
tion, iifteen  were  represented  in  Grand  Lodge.  The  Grand  Master's  Address, 
after  the  usual  congratulations  for  the  many  blessings  with  which  that  State 
had  been  favored  during  the  preceding  year,  is  devoted  principally  to  a  review 
of  the  question,  once  before  determined  by  that  Grand  Lodge,  as  to  the 
power  of  Grand  Masters  to  make  Masons  at  sight ;  and  after  citing  many 
authorities,  and  discussing  the  several  principal  instances  of  record  in  which 
this  power  is  thought  to  have  been  exemplified,  he  concludes  that  it  does  not 
exist  and  never  has  existed  of  right,  except  in  the  presence  and  by  the  con- 
sent of  a  regularly  convened  Grand  or  Subordinate  Lodge.  And  the  Grand 
Lodge  has  gone  even  farther  than  the  Grand  Master  on  this  subject,  by  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  of  a  Grand  Lodge  possesses  delegated  powers  only,  and  as  the 
power  to  initiate,  pass  and  raise,  is  not  delegated  to  a  Grand  Master  to  be  exercised  at  will,  lie 
can  confer  those  degrees  only  in  a  Subordinate  Lodge,  and  in  accordance  with  Masonic  law  and 
usage.'" 

The  Grand  Master  takes  the  occasion  to  mention  that  an  opinion  to  this 
same  effect  had  been  pronounced  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida  in  1851, 
long  before  the  difficulties  in  California  had  brought  the  question  so  promi- 
nently before  the  several  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States — an  opinion 
elicited  by  the  report  of  its  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  in  that 
year,  sustaining  the  action  of  Milwaukie  Lodge,  No.  3,  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  Wisconsin,  in  their  protest  against  the  claim  made  by  the  Grand  Master 
of  that  State  to  exercise  such  a  power  when  he  deemed  it  expedient.  One 
dispensation  for  a  new  Lodge  had  been  issued. 

In  answer  to  a  question  propounded,  this  Grand  Lodge  has  decided  that  no 
Past  Masters  are  known  to  a  Blue  Lodge,  except  such  as  have  been  duly 
installed  and  have  presided  in  a  Lodge.  It  seems  strange  that  any  other 
opinion  should  ever  have  been  entertained,  and  yet  this  question  has  been 
discussed  within  the  past  four  years,  almost  as  much  as  any  known  to  Masonry. 

The  plan  for  a  National  Confederation  of  Grand  Lodges  is  approved  by 
Florida,  and  a  resolution  was  adopted,  binding  that  Grand  Lodge,  (after  a 
similar  agreement  had  been  entered  into  by  two-thirds  of  the  Grand  Lodges 
in  the  Union,)  to  conform  in  all  respects  to  the  proposition  suggested  for 
the  regulation  of  such  a  confederation  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York. 

A  resolution  having  been  heretofore  adopted  by  which  non-affiliated  Masons 
were  made  liable  to  certain  Masonic  deprivations,  in  order  to  modify  its 
general  effect,  it  was  now  resolved  that  when  such  a  Mason  should  apply  for 
membership  and  be  rejected,  he  should  have  the  right  to  demand  an  investi- 
gation, and  if  it  appeared  that  there  was  no  objection  to  him  sufficient  to 
affect  his  Masonic  standing,  or  if  the  investigation  should  be  refused,  then  he 
should  not  be  subject  to  the  liabilities  prescribed  in  the  previous  resolution 
of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

No  report  appears  from  a  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  The 
financial  statements  show  the  amount  of  receipts  to  have  been  $1011,  and 
of  expenditures  $727;  and  that  there  remained  on  hand  $1065.  The  Com- 
munication was  continued  four  days,  and  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secre- 
tary were  both  reelected. 
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Iowa.  This  Grand  Lodge  held  its  eleventh  Annual  Communication  at  the 
town  of  Mt.  Pleasant,  on  the  sixth  day  of  June,  1854,  the  M.  W.  Ansel  Hum- 
phreys. Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.  W.  T.  S.  Parvin,  Grand  Secre- 
tary. There  are  forty-eight  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction,  of  which  number 
forty-three  were  represented.  The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  not  pre- 
sented in  the  proceedings,  he  having  declined  to  give  it  for  publication. 
Our  brethren  in  this  jurisdiction  seem  to  have  had  some  unhappy  difficulties, 
apparently  growing  out  of  alleged  misconduct  on  the  part  of  the  Grand 
Master,  both  while  serving  in  that  capacity,  and  previously,  when  acting  as 
Grand  Secretary.  As  no  distinct  charges  are  made,  however,  it  is  not  the 
province  of  this  Committee  to  discuss  that  subject.  The  report  of  the  Grand 
Librarian,  (who  is  also  the  Grand  Secretary,)  shows  much  zeal  on  his  part  in 
the  effort  to  collect  a  Masonic  Library,  the  number  of  volumes  in  which  has 
now  reached  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  among  which  are  most,  if  not 
all,  of  the  works  of  Dr.  Oliver,  and  many  other  English  and  American  treat- 
ises on  Masonry  and  Masonic  subjects,  of  great  value. 

Among  the  "general  regulations'7  adopted  at  this  session,  we  iind  one 
requiring  all  officers  or  committees,  who  have  reports  to  prepare  during  the 
recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  have  the  same  printed,  in  readiness  to  lay  be- 
fore it  at  its  next  communication.  This  strikes  us  as  a  very  useful  and  con- 
venient rule.  It  is  already  the  custom  in  several  of  the  Grand  Lodges  to 
print,  before  the  session,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspond- 
ence, and  the  adoption  of  this  practice  will  not  only  save  much  valuable  time 
now  spent  in  listening  (or  not  listening)  to  the  reading  of  lengthy  reports — 
which  will  be  unnecessary  when  a  printed  copy  is  in  each  member's  posses- 
sion— but  will  tend  to  ensure  more  intelligent  and  deliberate  action  upon  such 
documents.  The  only  objection  there  can  be  to  such  a  practice  is  the  addi- 
tional expense  which  it  may  be  thought  will  be  incurred;  yet  that  will  be  very 
little,  if  any,  for  these  papers,  with  scarcely  an  exception,  are  all  finally  pub- 
lished with  the  proceedings,  and  they  can  be  so  arranged  for  the  printer, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  to  compose  a  uniform  part 
of  the  subsequent  publication. 

Another  " regulation"  adopted  at  this  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 

of  Iowa,  is  as  follows  : 

•'Masters  of  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction— of  the  oldest  Lodge,  where  two  or  more  exist  in 
the  same  place — are  positively  enjoined  to  require  all  non-affiliated  Masons  under  their  juris- 
diction, to  pay  Lodge  and  Grand  Lodge  dues;  and  in  default  of  such  payment  being  made, 
(under  the  same  regulations  as  are  applicable  to  members.)  all  such  non-conforming  brothers 
shall  be  promptly  declared  by  said  Subordinate  Ledge  to  have  forfeited,  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Grand  Lodge,  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masons,  and  be  so  returned  to  the  Grand 
and  Subordinate  Lodges  :  Provided,  that  this  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  those  who  may  have 
asked  for  and  been  denied  membership  in  such  Subordinate  Lodge.  Masters  of  Lodges  who 
shall  neglect  to  enforce  this  edict,  shall  be  promptly  dealt  with.''* 

This,  so  far  as  Iowa  is  concerned,  is  in  reality  expulsion  from  the  Order 
for  non-payment  of  dues,  by  Masons  who  are  not  affiliated,  a  doctrine  which 
is  certainly  not  generally  recognized  by  the  fraternity  ;  but  as  she  permits 
the  suspension  of  members  of  Lodges  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
Masonry,  for  the  same  cause,  her  proceedings  are,  to  say  the  least,  consistent. 

No  report  was  presented  by  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 
The  revenue  for  the  year  was  $1187.  The  communication  continued  during 
four  days,  and  the  M.  W.  J.  L.  Hogin  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the 
R.  W.  T.  S.  Parvix  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

Kentucky.  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ken- 
tucky for  the  year  1853,  was  holden  in  the  City  of  Lexington,  on  the  twenty- 
eighth  day  of  August,  the  M.  W.,  Thomas  Todd,  Grand  Master,  presiding, 
and  Bro.  P.  Swigert,  Grand  Secretary.  Two  hundred  and  forty-four  Lodges 
are  in  existence  within  this  jurisdiction,  and  one  hundred  and  sixty-six  were 
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represented  in  Grand  Lodge.  Masonry  appears  to  be  in  a  most  flourishing 
condition  in  this  State,  if  a  rapidly  increasing  number  of  Lodges  and  their 
members  is  to  be  taken  as  an  indication  of  prosperity.  The  Grand  Master 
stated  that  during  the  past  year  he  had  issued  dispensations  for  twenty-eight 
new  Lodges  ;  and  from  the  well  prepared  statistics  published  with  these  pro- 
ceedings, we  find  the  number  of  affiliated  Masons  to  exceed  eight  thousand. 
The  growing  evil  of  non-affiliation  is  earnestly  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  it  is  recommended  that  stringent  measures  be  taken 
to  prevent  such  brethren  hereafter  from  enjoying  an  equal  participation  in 
Masonic  privileges  with  those  who  have  cheerfully  borne  the  heat  and  burden 
of  the  day. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Bro.  Kob- 
ert  Morris,  editor  of  the  "  American  Freemason/7  and  is  a  compact  sum- 
mary of  the  proceedings  of  other  bodies  in  communication  with  Kentucky. 
He  urgently  requests  that  Grand  Secretaries  should  publish  more  full  and 
complete  Masonic  statistics,  with  the  proceedings  of  their  respective  Grand 
Lodges,  and  we  would  be  very  happy  to  see  his  suggestion  carried  into  effect, 
by  the  exhibition  of  tables  showing  the  number  of  Lodges,  of  members,  of 
initiations,  rejections,  suspensions,  expulsions,  dismissions,  deaths  and  resto- 
rations, and  such  other  information,  in  a  condensed  form,  as  might  be  valua- 
ble and  proper.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  declines  having  aught  to  do 
with  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  a  National  Masonic  Convention,  or  any  other 
form  of  Grand  Central  Head,  as  being  likely  to  work  an  evil  to  the  interests 
of  Symbolic  Masonry  in  the  United  States.  No  reason  was  given  for  the 
opinion.  A  resolution  was  passed,  instructing  the  Subordinate  Lodges  to 
receive  petitions  for  initiations,  and  to  ballot  thereon,  in  the  first  degree  ;  to 
receive  and  ballot  on  petitions  for  passing,  in  the  second  degree  ;  to  try  any 
brother  charged  with  offence,  in  his  particular  degree  :  and  to  do  all  other 
business  in  the  third  degree.  This  your  Committee  believe  to  be  strictly 
correct,  albeit  it  seems  to  have  become  almost  an  universal  custom  to  tran- 
sact business  of  every  kind  only  in  a  Master's  Lodge.  There  is  eminent 
propriety  in  doing  that  which  appertains  only  to  any  one  of  the  three  degrees, 
in  a  Lodge  of  that  particular  degree  ;  yet,  as  the  subject  is  one,  practically, 
of  little  importance  perhaps,  we  offer  no  suggestion  for  the  alteration  of  our 
present  usage. 

We  notice  a  very  touching  letter  of  resignation  from  our  veteran  Bro. 
Philip  Swigert,  who  was  a  member  of  that  Grand  Lodge  in  1820,  when 
Henry  Clay  was  installed  as  Grand  Master  of  Kentucky,  and  who  for 
twenty-one  years  has  discharged  the  duties  of  Grand  Secretary  thereof.  The 
Committee  to  whom  it  was  referred,  presented  a  beautiful  tribute  to  him  in 
their  report,  saying,  among  other  things — 

*  The  example  of  Bro.  Swigert  is  one  which  we  feel  a  Masonic  pride  in  holding  up  hefore  the 
rising  generation.  In  this  age  of  easy  affiliation,  and  easier  dismission — an  age  that  makes  the 
door  of  egress  from  the  Order  even  more  facile  than  those  of  like  Societies — it  is  refreshing  to 
contemplate  the  example  of  a  Freemason  who  has  been  attached  in  manhood  and  in  age  to  the 
Society  that  he  loved  in  his  youth,  and  who,  after  an  unremitting  service  of  more  than  thirty 
years  in  this  Grand  Lodge,  only  asks  to  withdraw  from  the  sterner  labors,  that  he  may  enjoy 
the  delightful  refreshments  of  the  craft." 

A  suitable  testimonial  for  his  long  and  faithful  services  was  ordered  to  be 
presented  to  him  by  the  Grand  Master. 

It  was  declared  inexpedient  to  appoint  Grand  Lecturers  in  that  jurisdic- 
tion, and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  does  not  approve  of  the  system  of 
District  Deputy  Grand  Masters.  A  handsome  compliment  was  paid  to  Bro. 
Morris,  the  editor  of  the  "  American  Freemason/'  and  a  renewed  subscrip- 
tion for  the  third  volume  of  this  periodical  was  ordered  for  all  the  Lodges,  to 
be  paid  for  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  A  system  of  uniform  by-laws  for  the  whole 
jurisdiction  was  reported,  and  they  were  referred  to  the  subordinate  Lodges 
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for  adoption  or  rejection — the  Grand  Lodge  only  recommending,  not  pfe: 
scribing  them.  The  receipts  for  the  year  were  $9375,  and  the  expenditures 
$8786,  and  the  Treasurer's  report  shows  a  fund  on  hand,  in  cash  and  stocks, 
amounting  to  $11,910.  The  Communication  continued  five  days.  The  M. 
W.  Marcus  M.  Tyler  having  been  elected  Grand  Master,  and  Bro.  Johx  M. 
S.  McCorkle,  Grand  Secretary. 

Louisiana.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  commenced  its  Annual  Com- 
munication for  the  year  1854,  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  on  the  sixteenth 
day  of  January, — the  R.  W,  Wm.  L.  Knox,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  presiding, 
and  the  W.  Samuel  G.  Risk,  Grand  Secretary.  There  are  eighty  Lodges 
acknowledging  this  jurisdiction,  thirty-four  of  which  only  appear  to  have  been 
represented.  The  Report  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  upon  whom  had 
devolved  the  duties  of  Grand  Master,  in  consequence  of  the  lamented  death 
of  our  M.  W.  Bro.  Harry  R.  W.  Hill,  is — as  was  well  said  by  the  Commit- 
tee to  which  it  was  referred  — "  replete  with  every  sentiment  that  can  do  honor 
to  the  heart  of  a  zealous,  worthy  and  enlightened  Mason."  It  pays  a  tribute 
of  respect  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Grand  Master,  which  his  manifold  virtues 
in  life,  and  the  heartfelt  sorrow  so  widely  expressed  at  his  death,  sufficiently 
attest  to  be  as  just  as  it  was  felicitously  set  forth.  An  eloquent  but  sorrowful 
picture  is  given  of  the  dread  pestilence  which  had  then  recently  desolated  the 
land  :  and  most  grateful  notice  is  made  of  the  sympathetic  and  fraternal 
manner  in  which  the  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Brethren  through- 
out the  country  had  stretched  forth  their  hands  towards  their  stricken  brethren 
of  Louisiana,  in  the  exercise  of  that  highest  of  all  duties,  and — to  a  true  and 
worthy  Mason — sweetest  of  all  pleasures,  Charity. 

The  reports  of  the  present  Grand  Secretary  and  of  his  predecessor,  are 
models  for  Masonic  papers,  and  indeed  there  is  very  much  in  the  proceedings 
of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  in  the  manner  in  which  they  are  prepared  for  pub- 
lication, that  is  well  worthy  of  imitation.  The  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres- 
pondence, for  causes  given  by  them,  presented  this  year  a  comparatively  brief 
report.  They  congratulate  the  Masonic  Constellation  upon  the  appearance  of 
the  two  new  stars  in  its  borders, — Oregon  and  Minnesota, — and  hail  their 
rising  with  kindly  hopes  for  their  future  brilliancy.  They  announce  that  their 
views,  in  regard  to  certain  difficulties  which  have  heretofore  occurred  in  Cali- 
fornia, remain  unchanged,  and  express  their  gratification  that  the  subject  is 
now  at  rest  with  us.  And,  in  connection  with  this  we  observe,  at  a  later 
period  of  the  proceedings,  that  the  following  resolution,  offered  by  Past  Grand 
Master  John  Gedge,  was  unanimously  adopted  : — 

';  Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  no  Grand  Master  has  the  right  to  make 
Masons  at  sight,  or  at  will ;  and  that  no  man  can  be  reonlarlj/  made  a  Mason,  except  by  a  regular 
Lodge,  working  under  a  regular  Charter  or  Dispensation;  and  that  Grand  Masters  possess  no 
powers  except  those  contained  in  the  Constitutions  of  Masonry,  and  those  expressly  and  clearly 
delegated  to  them  by  their  brethren." 

Neither  of  the  projects  for  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  or  for  a  National  Con- 
federation of  Grand  Lodges,  finds  support  in  Louisiana.  The  first,consti- 
tuted  as  Maine  originally  recommended,  it  is  not  doubted  would  be  productive 
of  great  good  to  Masonry  in  the  United  States,  were  it  possible  to  ensure  a 
bona  fide  representation  from  even  a  majority  of  the  Grand  Lodges.  But  the 
Committee  believe  that  the  great  extent  of  the  country,  and  the  difficulty  and 
extent  of  travel  and  attendance,  would  sooner  or  later  cause  the  legislation  of 
such  a  body  to  be  principally  entrusted  to  proxies,  residing  in  or  near  its 
place  of  session — a  result  which  would  deprive  it  of  its  usefulness  as  a  truly 
representative  body,  and  soon  cause  it  to  fall  into  contempt  and  desuetude. 
The  second,  they  think,  would  hardly  be  productive  of  more  benefit  than  the 
first  :  for,  in  addition  to  the  difficulty  of  procuring  the  ratification  of  the  agree- 
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ment  by  all  the  Grand  Lodges,  which  constitute  both  its  foundation  and  su- 
perstructure, they  ask — "  Who  could  ensure  that  a  subsequent  Grand  Lodge, 
under  the  apprehension  of  some  fancied  wrong,  might  not  rescind  the  action 
of  its  predecessor,  thus  throwing  into  utter  confusion  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Confederacy/' 

To  the  first  proposition,  we  have  nothing  to  reply,  as  the  project  of  a  Gene- 
ral Grand  Lodge  seems,  for  the  present,  to  be  entirely  abandoned  ;  and  what- 
ever our  predilections  are,  it  is  useless  to  argue  in  favor  of  that  which  may 
not  be.  In  answer  to  the  second,  we  would  only  briefly  observe,  that  any 
Grand  Lodge  has  most  undoubtedly  the  right  to  undo,  at  one  Communication, 
what  it  has  done  at  a  previous  one,  in  the  same  manner  that  it  has  the  right 
to  do  that  which  has  theretofore  been  left  undone,  so  long  as  its  action,  in 
either  case,  relates  only  to  itself,  and  to  matters  in  which  its  constituents  alone 
are  concerned.  But  when,  by  its  solemn  act,  it  has  agreed  with  others,  sov- 
ereign and  independent  bodies  like  itself,  to  perform,  and  hold  itself  bound  by 
certain  covenants  which  it  cannot  violate  or  alter  without  committing  an 
injury  upon  those  others,  it  no  longer  has  such  right.  Like  all  governments, 
as  well  as  all  individuals,  it  possesses  the  power  to  do  wrong,  but  there  are 
certain  recognized  principles  to  restrain  the  one,  as  there  are  penalties  to 
control  the  other,  which  are  both  intended  to  prevent  the  exercise  of  such 
unlawful  power.  As  well  might  a  present  administration  of  the  political 
government  of  a  State  ignore  or  set  aside  a  treaty  made  by  a  preceding  one 
with  another  sovereignty,  as  a  Grand  Lodge  declare  itself  not  bound  to  abide 
by  the  covenant  which  its  predecessor  had  solemnly  agreed  upon  with  it3 
sister  Masonic  jurisdictions.  In  either  case,  a  great  wrong  would  be  commit- 
ted, and,  in  our  discussion  of  this  subject,  we  are  disposed  rather  to  argue 
upon  the  presumption  that  our  brethren  would  govern  their  conduct  by  ac- 
knowledged principles  of  right,  than  upon  the  supposition  that  they  would 
probably  avail  themselves  of  their  power  to  do  wrong.  Your  Committee  be- 
lieve that  this  Confederacy,  if  successfully  established,  may  be  productive  of 
much  good,  and,  howsoever  large  the  number  of  Grand  Lodges  which  may 
become  its  constituents,  we  would  still  think  it  very  incomplete  while  a 
Grand  Lodge  which  we  esteem  so  highly  as  that  of  Louisiana,  declined  to 
come  within  its  pale. 

It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  observe  in  an  appendix  to  the  proceedings  o 
this  Grand  Lodge,  a  notification  by  the  Grand  Secretary  to  the  Masonic 
family  throughout  the  world,  that  a  sufficient  number  of  the  members  of  the 
Lodge,  u Disciples  of  the  Masonic  Senate,''  No.  5,  had  made  application  to 
the  Grand  Master  for  permission  to  resume  their  labors  under  that  jurisdic- 
tion ;  and  that  in  conformity  with  a  resolution  passed  in  1853,  he  had  caused 
a  charter  to  be  issued  to  that  Lodge,  with  its  former  name  and  number. 
This,  it  will  be  recollected,  was  one  of  the  three  Lodges  in  that  State  which  a 
few  years  ago  abjured  their  allegiance  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  accepted 
warrants  under  a  so-called  Supreme  Council  of  the  33d,  in  New  Orleans, 
pretending  to  exercise  authority  over  the  degrees  of  Symbolic  Masonry  5  and 
which  were  the  subjects  of  certain  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  California  in  1852.  A  modification  of  those  resolutions  will  now  be 
offered  in  its  proper  place. 

The  system  of  District  Deputies  prevails  in  Louisiana,  also,  and  apparently 
with  as  much  effect  as  elsewhere  ;  four  out  of  the  eight,  making  reports  this 
year.  The  receipts  of  this  Grand  Lodge  during  the  year,  have  been  some 
$23,300  ;  but  a  large  portion  of  this  has  accrued  from  donations  for,  and  the 
rental  of  their  new  Grand  Lodge  Hall,  a  building  recently  purchased  at  an 
expense  of  $55,000.  A  considerable  amount  is  yet  due  for  this  edifice,  but 
the  liberal  manner  in  which  the  Lodge  and  brethren  have  made  donations 
for  the  liquidation  of  the  debt,  gives  proof  that  it  will  not  long  exist.     The 
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communication  lasted  ten  days,  and  the  M.  W.  Wm.  M.  Perkins  was  chosen 
Grand  Master,  and  the  W.  Samuel  G.  Risk,  Grand  Secretary. 

Maine.  This  Grand  Lodge  held  its  Annual  Communication  for  the  year 
L 854,  at  the  city  of  Portland,  on  the  fourth  day  of  May  ;  the  M  W.  Freeman 
Bradford,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.  W.  Charles  B.  Smith, 
Grand  Secretary.  In  this  State  there  are  sixty-four  Lodges,  forty-eight  of 
which  were  represented  at  this  session.  "  Within  this  jurisdiction,"  says  the 
Grand  Master  in  his  address,  "Masonry  is  not  only  rapidly  advancing,  hut 
has  taken  an  elevated  position.  The  great  body  of  the  Fraternity  are  actn 
ated  by  the  noblest  impulses,  and  are  awakened  to  new  convictions  of 
Masonic  duties  and  obligations.  Decayed  Lodges  have  been  aroused  from 
ihe  lethargy  of  years  to  vigorous  action,  and  a  spirit  of  enlightened  enquiry 
marks  our  onward  progress.  And  nothing  has  occurred  within  the  past  year 
to  mar  that  universal  peace  and  harmony  which  ought  to  characterize  our 
noble  Order.'' 

Even  beneath  the  influence  of  this   ancient   Grand    Lodge,  the  universal 
complaint  of  absence  of  uniformity  in  the    work  has  found  place;  and  the 
(J rand  Master  makes  it  a  subject  of  most  earnest  appeal.     He  alludes  to  the 
unhappy  difficulties  in  New  York  again,  and  specially  commends  to  the  favor 
able  consideration  of  the  Grand   Lodge  the  report  made  to,  and  resolutions 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  on  this  subject  at  its  Annual 
Communication  in  December,  1853.     To  th^se  papers  your  Committee  will 
invite  your  attention  at  their  proper  place.     The  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of  the  Rev.  Bro.  Cyril  Pearl,  and 
is  a  document,  like  that  of  the   previous  year  from  the  same  hand,  very  dif- 
ferent in  its  general  characteristics  from  those  which  usually  result  from   the 
labors  of  such  committees.     It  is  certainly  not  within  our  province,  and  it 
would  be  as  improper  as  uncalled  for,  to  undertake  to  criticise  the  Writing* 
of  our  fellow-laborers  in  other  jurisdictions,  except  in  so  far  as  there  might 
be  differences  of  opinion  between    us    upon  subjects  of  legitimate  Masonic 
discussion.     But  we  beg  that  our   brother  of  Maine  will  not  feel  offended  if 
we  make  the  remark,  that,  while  we  have  read  this  excellently  written  and 
well  intended  paper  with  great  pleasure,  and  perhaps  not  without  instruction, 
for  the  beauty  of  its  teachings  and  the  piety  of  its  precepts,  a  great  portion  of 
it  would  seem  rather  an  emanation  from  the  sacred  desk,  in  his  capacity  as 
Grand  Chaplain  for  that  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  than  the  fruits  of  the  examina- 
tion   of  a  Committee  on  Foreign    Masonic   Correspondence.     Much  of  the 
report  for  the  present  year  is  devoted  to  a  dissertation  upon  the  subject  of 
"The  foundation  for  the  existence  and  permanency  of  the  institutions  of 
Freemasonry  in  the  essential  nature  and  necessities  of  man" — as  a   large 
part   of    that   of   the   year   preceding   was    given   to   the    consideration  of 
"Che  relations  of  Freemasonry  to  the  moral  and   religious  element   in   man. 
■■•ad  its  affinity  for  the  religions  of  the  world"     However   interesting   the 
treatment  of  these  subjects  in  such  able  hands  may  be,  we  do  not  often  see 
them  discussed   in  such  reports ;  and  we  are  delighted  to  hear  so  frequently 
irom  our   good  brother  of  Maine,  that  they  have  been  received  with  such 
uuiversal  approbation.     The  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  are 
due  to  Bro.  Pearl  for  the  kind  and  proper  manner  in  which  he  has  stated 
the  causes  which  impelled  her  to  appeal  to  her  sister  Grand  Lodges  for  assist 
anee  to  relieve  her  brethren  of  a  weighty  burden  of  debt  created  by  her 
efforts  to  afford  relief  to  theirs.     Maine  is  still,  as  she  has  long  been,  an 
advocate  for  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  but   she  is  willing  to   abide  by  the 
experiment  of  a  National   Confederation,  if  such   should   prove    to    be    the 
result  of  the  deliberations  of  the  Convention  which  was  to  meet  at  Washing- 
ton in  January  last.     The  district  system  obtains  in  this  State,  and  there  are 
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nine  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  each  of  whom  appears  to  have  power  to 
grant  dispensations  for  the  degrees  and  for  processions.  There  are  five 
<  rrand  Chaplains.  This  Grand  Lodge  was  incorporated  by  an  act  of  the 
Legislature  in  1820,  when  William  King  was  Grand  Master  of  Masons  and 
Governor  of  the  State.  The  Treasurer's  report  shows  the  receipts  for  the 
year,  to  have  been  $1915,  and  the  expenditures,  including  $500  for  the  pur- 
chase of  bank  stock,  $1276,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  of  $85  ] . 
The  returns  exhibit  a  membership  of  2153,  and  that  498  were  initiated  during 
the  preceding  year.  Two  days  sufficed  for  the  business  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
and  the  M.  W.  Timothy  Chase  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.  W. 
Chas.  B.  Smith  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

Maryland.  The  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  which  have  reached 
our  hands  embrace  two  Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Grand  Steward's  Lodge, 
and  the  Semi- Annual  Communication  held  at  the  City  of  Baltimore,  on  the 
eighth  day  of  May,  1854,  the  M.  W.  Charles  Webb,  Grand  Master,  presid- 
ing, and  the  R.  W.  Joseph  Robinsox,  Grand  Secretary.  The  number  of 
Lodges  in  the  State  is  not  given.  Twenty-four  were  represented.  The 
Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  brief,  expressing  his  gratification  at  the 
evidences  of  prosperity  in  that  jurisdiction,  and  announcing  the  issue  of  one 
dispensation  for  a  new  Lodge.  From  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Treasurer 
and  the  Grand  Secretary,  it  appears  that  the  revenue  for  the  preceding  half 
year  was  $2104,  and  the  expenditures  $1411 ;  leaving  in  the  Treasury  $1087. 
There  is  a  u  Grand  Lodge  Fund"  of  $36,600,  and  a  "  Grand  Charity  Fund 
for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  Masons  "  of  $12,757.  We  hope 
the  time  may  soon  come  when  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  will  undertake 
the  eommencement  of  a  fund  in  imitation  of  this  brilliant  example.  With 
probably  twice  the  number  of  Lodges  which  now  exist  in  Maryland,  and  our 
number  rapidly,  perhaps  too  rapidly,  increasing,  we  might  now  lay  the  found- 
ation of  a  fund,  which,  when  it  shall  sufficiently  have  accumulated,  may 
hereafter  be  dedicated  to  such  purposes,  either  of  education  or  charity,  as  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  its  wisdom  shall  deem  propor. 

Among  the  standing  resolutions  in  Maryland  we  remark  one  to  the  effect 
that,  all  questions  on  suspension,  expulsion  or  re'installment,  as  well  as  on 
rejection,  shall  be  taken  by  ballot,  and  not  otherwise  ;  and  this  we  would 
suggest  as  a  very  proper  improvement  upon  our  own  practice,  as  the  same 
reasons  which  render  the  secret  ballot  necessary  in  the  one  case  where  it  is 
employed,  obtain  equally  in  the  others. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  from  the  hanc^ 
of  our  well-known  and  highly  esteemed  brother,  Charles  Gilmax,  Past 
Grand  Master  of  Maryland.  Although,  from  some  accident,  it  was  not 
received  until  after  the  close  of  the  Communication,  and  thus  does  not  bear 
the  formal  endorsement  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  great  experience  and 
acknowledged  ability  of  the  writer,  as  well  as  the  excellence  of  the  report 
itself,  render  it  a  proper  subject  for  reference,  so  far  as  it  contains  matters  of 
general  interest,  or  which  relate  to  ourselves.  It  sets  forth  briefly  the  origin 
of  the  present  system  of  correspondence  between  the  various  Grand  Lodges, 
through  the  agency  of  their  committees  ;  and  commends  it  as  having  beeu 
the  means  of  lessening  the  great  diversity  of  action  and  opinion  which  but  a 
few  years  ago  prevailed  throughout  the  United  States.  But  the  practice,  too 
frequently  seen,  of  hastily  denouncing  or  sharply  criticising  the  acts  or  opin- 
ions of  other  Grand  Bodies,  or  of  hypercritically  objecting  to  immaterial 
matters  or  to  questions  of  mere  local  policy,  is  greatly  deprecated  ;  as  the  one 
only  tends  to  confirm  pre-eonceived  opinions,  and  the  other  to  subject  the 
author  to  a  charge  of  impertinent  interference.  The  subjects  of  intemperance, 
profane  swearing  and  slander  among  Masons,  are  treated  of  at  length,  and 
resolutions  are  appended  for  the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next 
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session,  providing  for  the  exercise  of  a  more  stringent  subjection  of  these 
offences  to  Masonic  discipline.  Several  pages  of  the  report  are  devoted  to  a 
subject  which  has  lately  occupied,  and  is  still  attracting  much  of  the  attention 
of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  country  —  that  of  non-affiliation.  While  the 
writer  deems  this  a  matter  of  grave  importance,  and  deserviug  the  most 
serious  consideration,  he  is  unable  to  agree  with  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Illinois,  Iowa  and  California,  which  have  resolved  that  a  non-affili 
ated  Mason,  paying  no  dues,  shall  forfeit  all  the  rights  and  benefits  of  the 
Order  ;  or  with  the  opinion  of  Grand  Master  Hubbard,  of  Ohio,  that  a  Lodge 
may  suspend  or  expel  a  demitted  Mason  who  refuses  to  pay  dues. 

Without  intending  at  this  time  to  express  any  opinion  upon  this  subject, 
your  Committee  take  the  occasion  to  say  while  it  is  before  them,  that  the 
"  forfeiture  of  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  benefits  of  Masonry,"  and  expul 
sion  from  the  Order,  seem  to  be  convertible  modes  of  expression,  meauing 
exactly  the  same  thing  ;  and  they  suggest  the  enquiry  whether  the  standing- 
resolution  of  1852  upon  this  subject,  can  be  reconciled  with  the  ninth  sectiou 
of  article  X.  of  the  Constitution,  which  declares  that  members  of  Lodges  can- 
not be  expelled  or  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues.  If  affiliated  Masons 
cannot  be  thus  dealt  with,  can  any? 

The  Maryland  Committee  proffers  no  resolution  now  upon  this  matter,  but, 
with  the  view  of  obtaining  uniform,  and  at  the  same  time,  just  and  cautious 
legislation  in  relation  to  this  acknowledged  evil,  requests  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Maryland  to  take  special  action  thereupon  at  its  next  session,  and  to  ask 
other  Grand  Lodges,  if  they  concur  therein,  to  adopt  their  regulation. 

The  question  whether  "  a  Master  Mason,  in  good  standing/^has  a  right  to 
visit  any  Lodge  of  which  he  is  not  a  member,"  is  considered  fully  by  Bio. 
Gilmax,  and  he  is  of  the  opinion  that,  except  in  the  case  of  those  Grand 
officers  whose  official  position  entitles  them  to  entry,  no  such  right  exists  ; — 
that  a  Lodge  is  a  Masonic  family  which  has  the  undoubted  power  to  control 
its  own  privacy  ; — that  where  one  or  more  members  of  a  Lodge  object  fco 
the  admission  of  a  visitor,  the  harmony  of  the  family  is  not  to  be  disturbed 
simply  for  his  accommodation  5  and  that  this  right,  if  acknowledged,  would 
have  the  tendency  to  create  an  additional  inducement  for  remaining  non-affil 
iated,  as  such  brethren  would  then  really  possess  all  the  privileges  and  benefits 
of  membership,  except  the  barren  one  of  voting.  These  seem  to  us  to  be 
good  reasons,  and  we  are  well  pleased  to  find  our  own  opinions  upon  this 
subject,  receiving  the  sanction  of  so  able  and  zealous  a  Mason  as  the  Past 
Grand  Master  of  Maryland.  The  admission  of  stranger  brethren  is  a  favor 
which  ought  always  to  be  accorded  unless  some  serious  objection  is  made, 
but  an  obnoxious  visitor  should  not  be  permitted,  as  of  right,  to  thrust  him- 
self among  those  by  whom  he  had  perhaps  been  but  recently  rejected  for 
sufficient  cause,  and  who  might  well  consider  the  peace  and  harmony  of  the 
Lodge  interrupted  by  his  presence.  Grand  Master  Hubbard  has  decided 
that  "  a  Master  will  not  admit  a  visitor,  if  objections  are  made  by  regular 
members,"  and  your  Committee  propose  a  resolution  embodying  this 
principle. 

But  little  is  said  by  the  Maryland  Committee  relative  to  the  Confederation, 
but  from  that  little  we  infer  that  they  are  well  disposed  towards  the  propo- 
sition. They  dissent  from  the  opinions  expressed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
California  in  its  resolutions  of  1853,  relative  to  the  powers  of  a  Grand  Master 
and  his  Grand  Lodge  ;  but,  while  those  opinions  are  considered  the  u  very 
antipodes"  of  the  doctrines  held  by  Maryland,  and  "untenable  and  unsound/' 
the  Committee  kindly  attributes  the  error,  as  they  deem  it,to  great^rovocation, 
and  a  consequent  too  zealous  attempt  on  the  part  of  this  Grand  Lodge  "to 
protect  itself  against  unwarrantable  assumption  of  power,  and  to  guard  itself 
against  future  aggressions."    Feeling  assured  that  this  Grand  Lodge  will  see 
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the  propriety  of  altering  somewhat  at  least  one    of  these  resolutions,  we  shall 

ea  modification  of  them  at  the  proper  time,  but  not  to    au    extent,    we 

which  alone  would  secure  the  entire  approbation  of  our  esteemed  Brother

Massachusetts.  The  published  proceedings  last  received  from  this  State 
include  the  several  Quarterly  Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge,,  from 
1  Uh,  1853^  to  Sept.  loth,  1854,  (one  of  which,  that  of  the  14th 
miber,  1853,  is  called  the  xlnnual  Session,)  and  the  Regular  Communi- 
cation, held  on  the  27th  day  of  the  same  month.  At  the  Annual  Meeting, 
the  M.  W.  George  W.  Kandall  was  re-elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.AW 
GHarles  \\\  Moore  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary.  The  whole  number  <>! 
Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction  is  seventy-two,  besides  Bethesda  Lodge.  I. 
!>.  at  Valparaiso,  in  Chile.  There  appears  to  have  been  about  thirty  pres- 
ent by  their  representatives. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  preceding  Quarterly  Communication  to 
consider  upon  the  subject  of  visiting-members  of  Subordinate  Lodges  in  the 
State  of  New  York,  made  a  report,  which,  contrary  to  our  general  intent  not 
to  overload  our  pages  with  long  extracts,  we  are  induced  to  present  almost 
entire ;  believing  that  the  singular  care  and  great  ability  with  which  it  is  pre- 
pared— the  strict — too  strict  Masonic  doctrine  which  it  sets  forth:  and  the 
very  important  information  it  contains,  will  be  our  sufficient  apology  for  a 
quotation  of  such  length.  After  reciting  the  purposes  of  their  appointment, 
and  expressing  their  deep  regret  at  the  state  of  the  Fraternity  in  New  York, 
as  developed  by  their  investigations,  they  say — 

"  Your  Committee  have  not  desired,  nor  are  they  instructed  by  your  vote,  to  exterd  their  in 
quiries  into  the  causes  which  have  led  to  the  unhappy  divisions  that  exist  among  our  Brethren 
in  New  York;  nor  yet  to  seek  the  means  of  reconciling  them.  Neither  would  they  assume  u 
dictate  to  the  Grand  Lodge  ol  that  or  any  other  State,  as  to  its  duty  in  the  governmental 
LotigeSjdT'in  the  administration  of  its  internal  afiairs.  With  these  they  would  not  unneees 
sarily  interfere;  nor,  indeed,  from  any  consideration  other  than  that  they  are  so  conducted  as 
to  endanger  those  essential  landmarks  which  were  set  up  by  the  ancient  fathers  in  Masonry,  as 
guides  tor  the  government  and  preservation  of  our  Institution,  in  its  purity  and  integrity 
They  have,  therefore,  limited  their  investigations  to  the  actual  condition  of  the  Order  in  Net* 
York,  with  a  view  to  recommend,  for  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  such  protective  measures 
le  exigencies  of  the  case  submitted  for  their  consideration,  seem  to  demand. 

"from  the  best  sources  of  information  of  which  your  Committee  have  been  able  to  avail 
themselves,  they  learn  that  there  are,  at  the  present  time,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  the  follow 
ing  organizations,  exercising  control  over  the  three  degrees  of  ancient  Craft  Masonry: — 

••  1.    The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  or  New  York,  over  which   the  Hon.  Reuben  II.  YV.u 
presides  as  Grand  Master.    This  body  has  under  its  jurisdiction  about  two  hundred  and 
fifty  Lodges, — seventy  of  which  are  located  in  the  city.    This  number  includes,  with  the  excep- 
tions hereafter  named,  all  those  spurious  Lodges,  which,  prior  to   the  year  1851,  were  working 
under  the  body  known  as  St.  John's  Grand  Lodge,  and  had   been  unlawfully  created   b; 

organization.  And  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  notice,  that  those  Lodges,  and  their 
members, — the  latter  numbering  about  one  thousand,— were,  at  the  time  of  the  "  union,'1  re- 
ceived and  acknowledged  by  the  lawful  Grand  Lodge,  by  a  resolution  of  reconciliation,  agreed 
upon  by  the  parties.  It  is  true,  that  many  of  the  persons  so  received,  are  among  the  best  and 
teadfast  Masons  in  the  city  ;  and,  as  men,  are  of  much  respectability.  But  it  is  also  true. 
that  many  of  them  are  among  that  class  of  Masons  who  reflect  no  honor  on  the  Institution. 

••2.    The  Philips  Grand  Lodge,  so  called,  over  which  the  Hon.  Moedecai  Myers   presides  ;< 
Grand  Master.    It  will  be  recollected,  that  this  is  the  body  which  separated  from  the   lawful

St.  John's  Grand  Lodge.    This  spurious  body,  which  was  merged  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of 

S<'\v  York  in  1851,  was  revived,  on  Sunday,  the  12th  of  June  last,  by  two  seceding  Lodges  from 

M.ud  Lodge,  with  the  co-operation  of  its  former  Grand  Master,  and  other  members  of  city 

-.     The   name  of  its  first  officer  is  Richard  Thum  ;  and  it  has  under  its  jurisdiction  three 

Lodges,  viz: — 

Benevolent  and  Keystone,  (old,J  and  Freeman  (new,)  with  about  two  hundred  avowed 
■Hm -rents. 

••  4.  Foreign  Lodges.  There  are  two  of  this  class  of  Lodges  in  the  city,  working  under  War- 
rants from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  viz: — Pythagoras  and  Franklin,  numbering  about 
one  hundred  and  thirty  members.  The  first  named  Lodge  was  formerly  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York;  but,  becoming  dissatisfied  wiih  the  management  of  that  body., 
or  from  some  other  cause,  it,  a  tew  years  since,  surrendered  its  Charter,  and  took  out  a  new 
Warrant  under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg.  Both  of  these  Lodges  are  so  far  irregular,  as  not 
to  allow  of  their  recognition  by  the  Grand  Lodges  in  this  country.  Independently  of  this  cir- 
cumstance, they  are  believed  to  be  well  conducted  and  respectable  bodies. 

•k  5.  Scottish  Kite  Lodges.  There  are  two  spurious  Lodges  of  this  rite  in  the  city,  viz  :— St. 
John's,  No.  1,  and  La  Sincerity,  No.  2,  with,  it  is  supposed,  about  one  hundred  adherents.  The 
person  who  formerly  presided  over  the  St.  John's  Grand  Lodge,  and  has  probably  caused  the 
Brethren  in  New  York  more  trouble,  and  brought  more  shame  on  the  Institution  there,  than 
any  other  Mason  in  the  city,  and  who,  it  is  understood,  has  recently  been  a  second  time  expelled 
and  cast  off  by  his  Grand  Lodge,  is  at  the  head  of  the  schismatic  body  and  imposture,  under 
which  these  pretended  Lodges  are  working. 

"  It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing,  that  there  are  five  classes  of  Lodges  in  the  city  of  New 
York.  Four  of  these  classes  are  made  up  of  unlawful  Lodges, — amounting,  in  the  aggregate,  to 
twenty-nine* — all  actively  at  work  and  multiplying.  The  number  of  members  affiliated  will; 
them,  is  from  ten  to  twelve  hundred, — all  of  whom,  by  the  rules  of  Masonry,  are  to  be  regarded 
as  irregular  and  clandestine  Masons;  and,  as  such,  to  be  excluded  from  all  regular  Lodge: 
addition  to  these,  there  are  a  large  number  of  Brethren,  who,  though  in  regular  standing  in 
their  Lodges,  are,  nevertheless,  either  in  open  rebellion,  or  secretly  engaged  in  fomenting  dis- 
sension among  the  Craft,  and  in  attempts  to  subvert  the  lawful  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ot 
trie  State.  Your  Committee  are  fully  aware  of  the  extreme  delicacy  of  this  point  of  the  inquiry : 
but  they  cannot  allow  the  fact,  that  such  a  dangerous  and  suicidal  state  of  things  exists — not 
>uly  in  many  of  the  Lodges  in  the  city,  but  in  the  bosom  of  the  Grand  Lodge  itself, — to  pass 
unnoticed  and  unrebuked.  They  desire  to  put  upon  it,  and  upon  those  Masons  who  have  so  far 
forgotten  their  obligations  and  duties  as  to  be  engaged  in  it,  the  stamp  of  reprobation.  Their 
conduct  isnot  only  pregnant  with  destruction  to  the  peace  of  their  own  Grand  Lodge,  but  is  sub- 
versive of  all  Masonic  law  and  government.  It  is  setting  an  example,  the  evil  influence  ol 
which,  if  not  checked  in  its  incipiency,  cannot  fail  to  disturb  the  peace  of  other  jurisdictions 
than  that  of  New  Yrork.  Far  better  for  the  repose  of  their  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  welfare  of  the 
Fraternity  abroad,  that  such  members  should  secede  and  join  its  more  honorable,  because  more 
i  and  manly,  enemies. 
-  In  view  of  the  preceding  facts,  and  of  the  unfortunate  condition  of  the  Order  in  our  sister 
—in  view,  also,  of  the  dangers  to  which  our  own  Lodges  are  continually  exposed,  from  the 
great  difficulty  of  distinguishing  the  true  from  the  false,  among  the  many  visiting  Brethren  from 
New  York,  who  are  daily  knocking  at  their  doors  for  admission,  your  Committee  recommend,  as 
a  protective  measure,  the  adoption,  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  of  the  following  resolutions : — 

*:  Resolved,  That  the  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  are  hereby  instructed 
i"  require  of  all  persons  assuming  to  be  Masons,  and  hailing  from  the  jurisdictionof  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York,  who  may  apply  at  their  doors  for  admission  as  Visitors  (unle.- 
known  and  avouched  by  a  Brother  present,  to  be  as  herein  provided,)  a  Diploma,  or  Certificate. 
under  the  signature  and  official  Seal  of  the  R.  W.  G.  Secretary  of  the  G.  Lodge  of  the  State  of  N. 
York,  of  which  the  M.  W.  and  Hon.  Reuben  H.  Walworth  is  Grand  Master,  certifying  that  i in 
Brother  therein  named  was  made  a  Mason  in  a  regularly  and  duly  constituted  Lodge,  which.,  a! 
the  time  of  said  making,  was  working  under  the  authority  of  a  constitutional  and  lawfully  or- 
ganized Grand  Lodge; — that  the  said  Brother  is  now  in  regular  standing  as  a  Mason;  and  that 
he  is  no  schismatic,  or  disturber  of  the  harmony  of  the  Craft:  but  true  in  his  allegiance,  and 
lientto  the  laws  and  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  aforesaid! 
••  Resolved,  That  in  case  the  person  named  in  said  Diploma,  or  Certificate,  was  made  a  Mason  in 
an  unlawful  or  irregularly  formed  Lodge,  or  under  any  authority  which,  at  th*i  time  of  said 
making,  was  not  recognieed  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  then,  and  in  that  case,  said  Diploma,  or  Certi- 
ficate, shall  certify,  under  the  signature  and  official  Seal  of  the  II.  W.  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  aforesaid,  that  the  Brother  therein  ramed.  has  been  duly  and  law- 
fully ''healed''  and  obligated,  by  competent  authority,  and  in  the  only  form  and  maimer  Fane 
tioned  by  the  usages  and  customs  of  Masonry;  that  he  is  now  in  good  arid  honorable  standing  »* 
a  Mason,  obedient  to  the  laws,  and  acknowledging  the  jurisdiction  and  supreme  authority,  of  the 
only  lawful  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York,  aforesaid. 


:  It  is  probnblo  there  may  bo  other.-;,  not  known  to  youv  Committee 
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That  the  Lodges  tmder  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  are  hereby  strictly  tor- 
biddeu,  under  the  penalty  of  forfeiture  of  Charter,  to  receive  s\s  Visitors,  or  hold  Masonic  inter 
I'ourra  with,  any  persons  hailiDg  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ncav  York,  who  do 
nol  furnish  the  evidence  required  by  the  preoeding  resolutions,  of  their  regularity  and  present 
nood  standing  as  Masons. 

ilTbat  the  precise  character  and  force  of  these  'Resolutions  may  he  the  mor«  readily  appre- 
ciated by  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  by  the  'Lodges  for  whose  government  and  protection  they  are 
especially  intended,  your  Committee  have  thought  proper  to  embrace  in  this  Keport,  the  follow 
ing  brief  analysis  and  statement  of  what  is  expected  to  be  their  practical  operation  and  effect  :- 

ANALYSIS  OF    THE   RESOLUTIONS. 

••  1  Tlirv  provide  thai  every  visiting  Brother  from  New  York,  shall,  previously  to  his  exami- 
nation,  furnish  to  the  Examining  Committee  of  the  Lodge,  a  Diploma,  or  Certificated  under  the 
Seal  of  his  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  signature  of  its  Grand  Secretary,  that  he  was  regularly  made  v 
Mason,  and  that  he  is  now  in  good  standing  as  such. 

"  J.  That  if  he  were  unlawfully  made;  that  is,  in  a  Lodge  not  regularly  constituted  by  coin- 
petenl  authority,  and  as  such  recognized  by  this  and  a  majority  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in  thi - 
-  oontry;  then,  and  in  that  case,  that  be  has  been  regularly  obligated  and  healed,  in  the  only 
umv  known  to  established  Masenic  usage. 

That  he  was  so  heale<l  by  lawful  Masonic  authority. 
•4.  That  he  is  no  schismatic,  or  disturber  of  the  peace  and  harmony  of  the  Craft. 
•  '.    That  he  is  true  in  his  allegiance,  and  obedient  to  the   laws  and  authority  of  the  lawful 
Grand    Lodge  of   New   York,  over  wbteh  the  Hon    Reuben  II.  Walworth   presides  ax  Grand 
Master.

The  remaining  portion  of  the  report  proceeds  to  exemplify  the  practical 
effect  of  the  resolutions,  but  as  that  seems  evident  enough  without  more  elu- 
cidation, we  forbear  copying  further.  The  results  to  which  the  Committee 
have  arrived  in  the  foregoing,  and  which  were  sanctioned  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Massachusetts,  have  most  naturally  created  much  dissatisfaction  among 
our  brethren  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York :  as  it  will  be  perceived  thai 
l  he  resolutions  are  not  only  aimed  at  those  persons  assuming  to  be  Masons, 
wl  io  own  allegiance  to  the  ''Philips  Grand  Lodge,"  the  new  *  St,  John's 
Grand  Lodge,"  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  and  Atwoodrs  "  Scottish 
lute  "  assumption,  and  at  others  expelled,  suspended  or  rebellious — but  they 
cut  olf  Masonic  intercourse  with  a  most  respectable  number  of  those  who  now 
eonstitute  a  portion  of  the  true  and  recognized  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  ; 
except,  upon  conditions  to  which,  under  all  the  circumstances,  it  is  not  proba- 
ble that  their  sense  of  self-respect  will  allow  them  to  submit.  All  the  Ma- 
sonic world  rejoiced  over  the  consummation  of  the  celebrated  '*  Aci  of 
Union,"  in  1850,  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  and  the  then  St. 
John's  Grand  Lodge  ;  by  which  the  latter  was  dissolved,  and  its  subordinates 
were  received  into  the  Masonic  family  of  the  former  ;  and,  until  this  action 
of  Massachusetts,  we  have  heard  no  Grand  Lodge  raise  its  voice  to  question 
the  manner  in  which  that  union  was  accomplished.  No  one  doubts  that 
those  who  composed  the  St.  John's  Grand  Lodge  of  that  time,  were  as  regit- 
Utrlij  made  Masons  as  the  adherents  of  the  other  Grand  Body ;  whatever  we 
may  think  of  the  lawfulness  or  propriety  of  their  acknowledged  Head.  And, 
while  we  all  admit  that,  within  its  own  limits,  a  legitimate  Grand  Lodge  is 
sovereign  and  supreme,  and  that  its  acts,  while  they  relate  only  to  matters 
concerning  its  proper  jurisdiction,  may  not  be  questioned  or  interfered  with 
by  those  without  its  sphere,  your  Committee,  with  every  sentiment  of  defer- 
ence and  veneration  for  our  mother  of  Massachusetts,  cannot  refrain  from 
expressing  the  opinion  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  so  long  as  it  is 
acknowledged  by  us  to  be  such,  is  the  proper  and  only  arbiter  as  to  the  law- 
ful or  clandestine  Masonic  character  of  those  within  its  government.  In  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  herself,  (and  until  now,  so  far  as  we  are  acquainted. 

*  ''Xo  person,  who  shall  be  accepted  a  Freemason ,  shall  be  admitted  into  any  Lodge,  until  lie  has  brought  a 
•  ektjficate  of  the  time  and  place  of  bis  acceptation,  from  the  Master  of  the  limit  where  he  wa*  mad.1,  and  tlu- 
Lodge  kept."— Regulation  of  1603. 
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satisfactory  to  all,)  the  constituents  of  the  former  St.  John's  Grand  Lodge 
were  received  again  into  her  membership;  and  for  more  than  three  years,  all 
•  the  Masonic  brotherhood  has  recognized  them,  for  the  sufficient  reason  that 
their  own  legitimate  Grand  Lodge  had  so  done.  Yet  all  these  are  included 
in  this  sweeping  ostracism  of  Massachusetts,  unless  they  can  produce,  besides 
the  certificate  of  good  standing  from  their  Grand  Lodge,  sufficient  evidence 
of  their  having  been  additionally  "  healed  "  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  these 
resolutions.  That  ancient  Grand  Lodge  undoubtedly  has  the  power,  if  it  so 
pleases  her,  to  exclude  all  visitors  from  abroad  ;  but  it  seems  more  than 
doubtful  whether  she  has  the  right  to  enter  another  jurisdiction,  and  deter- 
mine which  are,  and  which  are  not,  therein  good  men  and  true.  From  such 
legislation,  endless  confusion  and  disorder  would  ensue,  as  it  is  a  blow  level- 
led at  a  cardinal  doctrine  of  our  institutions — the  supremacy  and  independ- 
ence of  each  Grand  Lodge.  The  regulation,  so  far  as  it  affects  this  class  of 
Masons,  and  at  this  late  period,  strikes  us  as  being  unkind,  unnecessary  and 
unjust,  and  greatly  calculated  to  aggravate  the  disorders,  already  sufficient, 
in  the  jurisdiction  of  New  York.  With  this  exception,  your  Committee  com 
mend  the  resolutions  of  Massachusetts  to  your  favorable  notice,  believing 
that  duty  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  not  less  than  to  ourselves, 
requires  that  we  should  thus  lend  our  feeble  aid  to  check  the  spirit  of  insub- 
ordination now  unhappily  existing  within  her  limits. 

At  the  Regular  Communication  held  on  the  day  of  St.  John,  the  Evange- 
list, the  Grand  Officers  of  Massachusetts  were  installed,  and  the  Grand  Mas 
ter  delivered  his  address.  After  alluding  to  the  decease  of  several  of  the 
prominent  members  of  that  Grand  Lodge,  in  language  of  eloquence  and 
deep  feeling,  such  as  few  better  than  our  Rev.  Bro.  Randall  can  command, 
he  congratulates  the  brethren  upon  the  present  state  of  prosperity  of  the 
Fraternity  in  that  Commonwealth.  Three  hundred  and  seventy  had  been 
initiated,  besides  those  in  one  district  from  which  no  returns  had  been  made. 
He  speaks  of  the  Dispensation  granted  to  the  Lodge  in  Valparaiso,  and 
mentions  the  interesting  fact  that  from  that  Grand  Lodge  were  issued  the 
first  charters  for  the  organization  of  Lodges,  not  only  in  what  are  now  the 
t '  nited  States,  but  in  the  British  Provinces  and  the  West  India  Islands. 
And  he  adds  that  it  was  therefore  not  inappropriate  that  other  parts  of  this 
great  Continent  should  receive  their  Masonic  authority  from  that  Grand 
Lodge,  which  justly  claims  to  be  the  parent  of  Freemasonry  in  the  Western 
World.  He  condemns  the  too  frequent  exercise  of  the  power  to  grant  Dis- 
pensations, and  properly  says  that  the  exerting  of  this  authority  should 
rather  constitute  the  exception  than  the  r/ile.  lie  also  expresses  his  doubts 
whether  the  present  rapid  additions  to  our  membership  be  not  as  likely  to 
prove  a  source  of  regret,  as  of  congratulation,  and  cautions  his  brethren  seri- 
ously as  to  the  care  which  should  be  taken  in  thoroughly  investigating  the 
moral  character  of  candidates  for  our  mysteries.  And  he  suggests  that  the 
practice  which  prevails  in  that  State — where  a  man  receives  the  degrees  of 
Masbnry  without  thereby  becoming  a  member  of  the  Lodge  where  they  are 
given — conduces  not  a  little  to  the  necessity  for  such  a  caution.  u  While 
the  vote  to  give  the  degrees, '"  he  says,  "  is  decided  without  hesitation  in  the 
affirmative,  the  question  upon  admitting  the  same  persons  to  membership, 
would  be  as  promptly  decided  in  the  negative."  If  such  be  the  result  of 
such  a  practice,  we  are  fortunate  that  it  does  not  generally  obtain  in  this 
jurisdiction. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  has  deemed  it  inexpedient  to  take  any 
action  upon  the  subject  of  a  National  Confederation  of  Grand  Lodges,  A 
resolution  was  adopted  to  procure,  so  far  as  possible,  the  portraits  of  all  the 
Fast  Grand  Masters  of  thai  Commonwealth.  The  State  is  divided  into  ten 
districts,  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  each  of  which   is   also  Deputy 
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Grand  Lecturer  for  his  district,  except  in  the  case  of  the  first  two,  where  the 
Grand  Lecturers  officiate.  No  financial  reports  are  published  with  the  pro- 
ceedings. 

Minnesota.  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Ter- 
ritory for  the  year  1854,  was  held  at  the  city  of  St.  Paul,  on  the  second  day  of 
January,  the  M.  W.  A.  E.  Ames,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  K.  W.  J. 
George  Lknnon,  Grand  Secretary.  There  are  now  five  chartered  Lodges  in 
Minnesota,  three  of  which  were  present  by  their  representatives.  The  Grand 
Muster,  in  his  address,  announces  that  the  Legislature  had  passed  an  act  to 
incorporate  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  he  had  issued  one  dispensation  for  a 
new  Lodge.  He  solicits  attention  to  the  proceedings  of  the  National  Masonic 
( invention,  congratulates  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  the  health,  peace  and  har- 
mony within  that  jurisdiction ;  and,  in  regard  to  the  progress  of  Masonry 
there,  concludes  with  the  hope  that,  "like  the  car,  forced  from  its  secret  sub- 
mountain  way,  emerges  into  day  and  crosses  the  elysian  fields  of  earth  on  its 
allotted  way;  so  may  it  be  with  Masonry  in  Minnesota.  May  site  rise  and 
shine  and  make  Iter  own  summer." 

Your  Committee  hope  she  may  "rise  and  shine."  The  financial  reports 
show  the  receipts  during  the  year  to  have  been  $170,  and  the  disbursements 
$6*5.  The  Grand  Master  was  appointed  a  delegate  to  the  Convention  which 
has  since  been  held  at  Washington,  D.  C.  He  was  reelected,  and  the  R.  \Y. 
Hienry  Reynolds  was  by  him  appointed  Grand  Secretary;  all  the  officers 
beneath  the  rank  of  Grand  Warden  being  thus  appointed  in  this  jurisdiction. 

Mississippi.     The  Annual  Communication    of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this 
State,  for  the  year  1854,  was  holclen  at  the  city  of  Jackson,  commencing  on 
the  sixteenth  day  of  January,  the  R.  W.  L.  V.  Dixon,  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
presiding  in  the   absence  of  the  Grand  Master  M.  W.  J.  W.  Speight,  and 
the  R.  W.  Wm.  P.  Mellen,  Grand  Secretary.     There  are  one  hundred  and 
sixty-three  Lodges  in  this  State,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  which  were 
present   by  their   representatives.     The  address   of  the    Grand    Master  an- 
nounces the  prevalence   of  peace  and  fraternal  concord  among  the  craft  in 
that  jurisdiction,  except  in  a  single  instance,  where,  on  account  of  gross  mis- 
conduct of  the  Master  and  certain  brethren  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge^  he  had 
deemed  it  necessary  to  suspend  its  charter.     The  modest   reluctance  Willi 
which  this  power  appears  to  have  been  exercised,  commands  our  admiration, 
albeit  the   occasion    seems    eminently  to  have  justified  it,  and  the  act  was 
cordially  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge.     He  deprecates  the  too  great  facility 
Avith  which  new  Lodges  had  hitherto  been  created  in  that  State,  and  heartily 
approves  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  preceding  Communication,  regulating 
the  manner  in  which  petitions  for  new  Lodges  should  be  recommended.     This 
requires  that  the  recommending  Lodge  shall  be  satisfied  of  the  good  Masonic 
standing  of  the  petitioners,  and  that  a  sufficient  number  of  them  are  competent 
to  undertake  the  government  of  a  Lodge  ;  and  to  ensure  this,  the  LoH 
recommending  is  to  cause  one  or  more  of  the  petitioners  to  exemplify  1 
it  in  open  Lodge,  the  work  and  lectures  in  the  three  degrees  ;  of  all  which, 
certificate  is  to  be  made  to  the   Grand  Master  or  Grand  Lodge.     This 
vision  we  would  recommend  for  adoption  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California, 
were  it  not  that  one  already  existing  is  intended,  in  spirit,  to  cover  the  same 
ground,  and  though  it  may  sometimes  fail  in  effect,  the  evil  is  perhaps  I< 
than  the  growing  one  of  too  much  Masonic   legislation.     The  Grand  Mi 
disapproves  of  the  system  of  districting  which  prevails  in   Mississippi ;  and 
from  the  reports  of  sixteen  of  the  seventeen  District  Deputy  Grand  Ma 
which  were  presented,  it   is  difficult   to   perceive    that    aughl    beneficial    luv 
resulted  from  its  adoption.     No  uniform  mode  of  work  has  been  pn 
and  a   large  number   of  the  Lodges  were  not   visited  by  the  Deputies  at   all 
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dtiring  the  year.  Your  Committee  notiee  in  the  report  of  one  of  them,  Bro. 
Geo.  H.  Gray,  senior,  well  known  to  Masons  as  the  editor  of  the  "Mystic 
Circle/'  a  question  relative  to  the  powers  of  a  Deputy  Grand  Master  in  regard 
to  dispensations.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  Mississippi  had  granted  a 
dispensation  to  a  Lodge  (of  which  he  was  Senior  Warden)  to  confer  the 
degrees  upon  a  candidate  who  had  recently  been  rejected  by  another  Lodge 
holden  in  the  same  city.  "J  am  fixed  in  the  opinion/'  says  Bro.  Gray  in 
relation  to  this  act,  "that  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  does  not  possess  the 
power  to  grant  dispensations  at  all,  for  any  purpose,  while  the  Grand  Master 
is  present — that  is,  within  his  jurisdiction  and  attending  to  the  duties  of  his 
station — unless  such  power  is  delegated  to  him  by  the  Grand  Lodge."  We 
certainly  agree  with  our  brother  of  Mississippi.  The  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  while  acting  as;  such,  possesses  no  implied  or  inherent  powers,  as 
is  evident  from  the  very  name  and  original  tenure  of  his  office.  Until 
recently  he  existed  only  by  the  appointment  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  in 
Mississippi  and  the  more  ancient  Grand  Lodges  whence  we  derive  all  our 
.Masonry,  he  is  still  so  appointed.  Although  it  is  now  the  custom  in  most  of 
the  American  Grand  Lodges  to  elect  the  Deputy,  there  can  be,  and  is  but 
one  Head  to  any  Grand  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  and  whatever  opinions  may  be 
entertained  in  regard  to  the  prerogatives  of  a  Grand  Master,  his  Deputy  pos- 
sesses none — being,  during  the  presence  of  his  superior,  the  depositary  of 
such  powers  only  as  are  given  him  by  the  legislation  of  his  Grand  Lodge,  or 
as  may  be  specially  delegated  to  him  by  the  Grand  Master.  In  case  of  the 
loath,  absence  or  inability  of  the  last,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  is  the  lawful 
heritor  of  his  authority,  whatever  it  may  be  ;  and  in  such  event  may  of  right 
do  all  which  the  Grand  Master  himself  had  power  to  do  ;  but  no  such  thing 
as  a  concurrent  jurisdiction  can  or  should  exist  in  Masonry.  Considerable 
•  liscussion  has  arisen  in  other  States  in  regard  to^the  true  meaning  of  the 
word  ''absence,"  as  applied  to  the  Grand  Master  in  this  case,  but  all  appear 
to  have  settled  upon  that  which  to  your  Committee  seems  the  inevitable  con 
elusion,  that  the  word  is  intended  to  mean  absence  from  his  jurisdiction,  and 
not  from  any  particular  place  within  it.  The  proposed  new  Constitution  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  especially  provides  that,  in  the  absence  of  the 
Grand  Master  from  the  State,  the  Deputy  may  grant  dispensations  for  the 
establishment  of  neAv  Lodges;  and  this  is  the  only  power  therein  conferred 
upon  him.  But  as  this  is  one  which,  according  to  recognized  Masonic  usage, 
in  that  case  as  well  as  in  that  of  the  death  or  disability  of  the  Grand  Master 
from  any  cause,  he  would  properly  inherit  among  his  other  powers,  and  which 
it  would  seem  needs,  therefore,  no  legislation,  would  it  not  be  well  to  define 
what  authority  he  may  exercise,  and  what  duties  perform,  if  any,  during  the 
presence  of  his  superior  within  the  jurisdiction? 

One  subject  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi  we 
especially  recommend  to  your  attention — the  adoption  of  a  uniform  code  of 
by-laws  for  the  Subordinate  Lodges.  Such  a  code,  emanating  from  the  con 
grcgated  Wisdom,  Strength  and  Beauty  of  all  the  Lodges,  would  not  only  be 
necessarily  more  perfect  in  itself,  and  would  save  the  less  informed  portion 
of  the  Craft  from  many  errors  which  ignorance  of  the  Masonic  law,  and  of 
the  Constitution  and  Resolutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  now  cause  them  fre- 
quently to  commit,  but  would  spare  the  Grand  Lodge  and  its  Committees 
much  time  and  labor,  now  bestowed  at  every  Communication,  r^  on  the  ex- 
amination of  almost  as  many  different  styles  of  by-laws  as  there  are  Lodges 
in  the  jurisdiction. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  foreign  Correspondence  is  from  the  ready 

pen  of  Bro.  Wm.  P.  Mellen,  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  contains  forty-five 

b  of  instructive  reading  which,  with  little  exception,  was  adopted  by  the 
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Grand  Lodge.    That  Committee  is  averse  to  the  proposition  for  the  formation 
of  a  National  Confederation  of  Grand  Lodges,  for  the  following  reasons,  viz.: 

1st.  That  in  the  submission  of  any  matters  of  difficulty  to  the  several 
Grand  Bodies  composing  the  Confederation,  the  opinion  of  the  first  Grand 
Lodge,  if  an  influential  one,  which  should  be  pronounced,  might  have  an 
undue  influence  ; 

2d,  That  a  Grand  Lodge,  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  the  other  Grand  Lodges, 
might  be  called  upon  to  sanction  u  proceedings  which  it  utterly  abhorred,  and 
which  no  known  inducement  could  make  it  comply  with ;"  and 

3d.  That  if  it  was  a  case  requiring  counsel,  it  would  involve  the  parties  in 
too  much  expense,  and  the  richest  treasury  would  have  the  advantage  in  the 
contest. 

Now,  although  your  Committee  do  not  profess  to  have  bestowed  sufficient 
attention  upon  this  subject  to  enable  them  to  offer  any  opinions  or  arguments 
as  to  the  practicability  of  the  establishment  either  of  a  General  Grand 
Lodge,  or  of  a  National  Confederation  of  Grand  Lodges,  yet  they  will  take 
this  occasion  to  say  that  could  some  such  Supreme  Masonic  Tribunal  be  cre- 
ated, with  power  to  decide  definitively  upon  all  cases  of  dissension  arising 
within  any  Grand  Lodge  jurisdiction  ;  to  arbitrate  upon  all  difficulties  be- 
tween different  Grand  Lodges ;  to  make  final  decisions  upon  all  questions  of 
Masonic  law  ;  and  to  prescribe  a  uniform  system  of  work  throughout  the 
United  States,  American  Masonry  would  be  greatly  benefitted,  and  Ameri- 
can Masons  might  be  spared  thereafter  the  sorrowful  exhibition  of  such  dis- 
organizing occurrences  as  have  had  place  within  one  Masonic  jurisdiction 
during  the  past  few  years.  With  every  feeling  of  fraternal  kindness  towards 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi,  and  of  respect  for  the  great  ability  and 
extensive  Masonic  erudition  of  the  Chairman  of  her  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,  we  cannot  hold  her  altogether  blameless  for  this,  nor  refrain 
from  expressing  the  belief  that  her  action  in  refusing  to  recognize  that 
Grand  Lodge,  which  all  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  world,  save  herself  and 
Saxony,  have  regarded,  and  still  regard  as  the  legitimate  and  only  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York,  has  done  much  to  produce  the  unfortunate 
efFect  of  encouraging  the  Masonic  recusants  there,  and  of  giving  additional 
us  to  the  spirit  of  rebellion  in  that  jurisdiction, 
humbly  submit  that  the  reasons  offered  by  the  Cominitt 
sod  Confederation,  appear  hardly  sufficient  for  its  condemnation  ;  for 

1st.  If  a  Grand  Lodge,  venerable  from  its  antiquity,  respected  for  tin 
learning,  ability  and  high  character  of  the  distinguished  Masons  who  ma 
ii.s  members,  and  revered  for  the  sound  Masonic  knowledge,  and  strict  ad- 
herence to  the  true  and  ancient  landmarks  which  may  have  characterized  its 
legislation  during  many  years,  shall,  in  consequence  of  all  these  attributes, 
have  become  ; 'influential,"  it  will  be  much  to  the  credit  of  Masonry  that  such  is 
the  fact;  and  should  such  a  Grand  Lodge  happen  to  be  the  first  to  pronounce 
upon  any  question  which  may  be  submitted  to  the  Confederation,  any  influ- 
ence which  its  judgment  might  have  upon  other  Grand  Lodges,  your  Com 
mittee  are  of  the  opinion  should  scarcely  be  considered  as  "  undue." 

2d.  Much  as  we  would  feel  disposed  to  reprobate  the  departure  from  am 
principle  which  had  its   foundation  upon   the   firm   and  well-settled   basis  ol 
truth,  be  the  motive  for  so  doing  what  it  might :  and  much  as  we  might  cher- 
ish any  opinions  of  our  own,  believing  them  to   be   the  exponents  of  priuci 
pies  thus  founded, — a  deliberate  condemnation  ol  such  opinions — pronounced 
by  two  thirds   or   more   of  the  Grand  Lodges   of  the  United   States,  acting 
without  concert,  each  (as  would  in  most  cases   necessarily  be   the  fact)  with 
out  knowledge   of  the  action  of  the  others,   and  none  havin 
cause  for  giving  intentionally  an  unjust  judgment — would 
reflect  upon  the   probability  that  our  own 
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taken  conclusions;  and  that  the  yielding  them  in  such  a  case,  so  far  From 
beino*  a  sacrifice  of  principle,  would  only  be  an  acknowledgment  due  to  such 
v  authority,  of  the  possibility  that  we  ourselves  were  not  infallible; 
md  a  tribute,  which  all  good  Masons   should  ever  be  ready  to  offer,  to  that 
spirit  of  Harmony  which  is  the  strength  and  support  of  our  great  institution. 
:M.  As  to  the  employment  of  counsel,  your  Committee  cannot  imagine  a 
to  go  before  such  an  organization  as  the  one  proposed,  where  the  neces- 
or  propriety  of  employing  counsel  could  occur. 
Many  pages  of  the  Mississippi  proceedings  are  devoted  to  the  discussion  of 
the  troubles  in  New  York,  and  quotations  at  length  are  made  from  the  pub- 
lications of  a  body  which  assumes  to  be  a  Grand  Lodge  in  that  State,  as  well 
as  from  the  proceedings  oUhe  Grand  Lodge,  which,  we  regret  to  see,  is  still  de 
sio-nated  as  the  "  Willard  Association/7     Of  this  it  will  be  profitless  to  speak, 
he  Grand  Lodge  of  California  having,  long  since,  most  fully  expressed  its 
opinions  in  regard  to  the  state  of  Masonry  in  New  York. 

From  the  financial  reports,  it  appears  that  the  revenue  for  the  preceding  year 
was  $0979,  and  though  the  expenditures  considerably  exceeded  that  sum, 
being  $9293,  there  still  remained  in  the  treasury  $525.  This  Grand  Lodge 
was  six  days  in  session,  the  M.  W.  Caknot  Posey  being  elected  Grand  Master, 
and  the  11.  W.  Wm.  P.  Mellen  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

Missouri.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  held  its  Annual  Communication 
for  LS54,  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis,  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  May  :  the  It.  W. 
L.  S.  Corn  well,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  presiding,  in  the  absence  of  the  Grand 
Master,  M.  W.  Wilson  Brown,  and  the  R.  W.  A.  O'Sullivan,  Grand  Secre- 
tary. One  hundred  and  thirty-three  Lodges  exist  in  this  jurisdiction,  of  which 
sixty-six  were  represented.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  announces  the  absence 
of  his  superior  from  the  State,  and  regrets  that  his  address,  from  the  limit ed 
iioi  ice  given  him,  must  be  more  brief  and  less  satisfactory  than  he  could  have 
wished.  He  states  that,  of  the  seventeen  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  bul 
live  had  made  the  reports  required  of  them  by  law  ;  that  the  work  and  lectures 
were  but  imperfectly  known  ;  and  that  the  system  of  lecturing  had  generally 
failed.  He  mentions  that  he  had  been  asked  for  a  dispensation  to  confer  the 
second  and  third  degrees  upon  a  brother  who  had  lost  the  fingers  of  his  right 
hand;  and,  for  answer,  had  referred  the  Lodge  to  the  "  Old  Charges/'  with 
The  remark,  that  if  the  maim  or  defect  did  not  render  the  applicant  "  incapa- 
ble of  learning  the  art,"  no  dispensation  was  required  5  but,  if  it  did,  he  was 
not  authorized  ''to  remove  the  landmarks  which  our  fathers  had  set."  He 
complains  that  no  reparation  has  yet  been  made  to  that  Grand  Lodge  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  for  the  injury  inflicted  upon  its  rights  by  the  act 
of  Excelsior  Lodge,  No.  195,  New  York,  who,  a  year  or  two  since,  received 
the  petition  and  conferred  the  three  degrees,  in  one  night,  (by  dispensation.) 
upon  one  R.  Keiler,  a  citizen  of  Missouri,  while  on  a  visit  to  New  York.  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  claims  not  only  to  have  supervision  over  the  temple 
it  is  erecting,  but  to  possess  undoubted  right  to  the  materials  in  its  own  quar- 
ries ;  and  the  action  of  one  of  its  Subordinate  Lodges,  in  refusing  to  acknowl- 
edge Keiler  as  a  legally  made  Mason,  has  been  fully  confirmed.  The 
views  we  have  expressed  in  connection  with  the  case  noticed  in  Delaware, 
render  it  needless  to  say,  that  we  think  the  doctrine  of  Missouri  good  and 
wholesome. 

A  large  part  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  is  occupied  with  re- 
ports and  transactions  connected  with  the  Masonic  College  in  that  State.  It 
is  mentioned,  with  a  legitimate  feeling  of  pride,  that,  twelve  years  ago,  when 
this  institution  was  first  projected,  there  were  but  thirty  Lodges  in  the  State, 
with  an  aggregate  membership  of  less  than  four  hundred,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  had  not  a  surplus  dollar  in  its  Treasury ;  and  that  now,  the  property 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  real  and  personal,  in  this  noble  charity,  is  estimated  at 
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OYer  $80,000,  wbile  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  students  have  there  matric- 
ulated during  the  past  year. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Bro,  Joseph 
Poster.  He  reviews  the  case  of  Kbiler,  before  spoken  of,  and  defends  the 
action  of  his  Grand  Lodge  in  the  premises,  the  course  of  Missouri  having 
been  objected  toby  Bro.  Mackey,  of  South  Carolina  ;  bur  as  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  York  has  now  in  existence  a  law  which  is  intended  to  prevent  such 
cause  of  complaint  for  the  future,  we  shall  quote  nothing  from  his  remarks 
on  this  subject.  In  answer  to  the  resolutions  of  Florida,  requesting  the  other 
Grand  Lodges  to  instruct  their  Subordinates  to  grant  no  relief  to  an  appli- 
cant from  that  State,  without  evidence  that  he  is  a  contributing  member  ol 
some  Lodge,  or  good  and  sufficient  reason  why  he  is  not,  the  Committee  give 
the  resolutions  of  Missouri  in  1847,  that  u  no  Mason,  without  a  certificate  of 
his  good  standing,  of  recent  date,  will  be  allowed  to  participate  in  the  Charity 
Fund  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  or  any  of  its  Subordinates;"  and  "that  it  is  in- 
expedient for  any  Mason  in  this  jurisdiction  to  collect  private  subscriptions  to 
he  appropriated  as  Masonic  charity,  unless  dire^ed  by  the  Grand  or  a  Subor- 
dinate Lodge;  and  the  practice  is  hereby  interdicted,  as  being  fraught  with 
evil  to  the  Craft." 

The  proceedings  of  the  Convention  at  Lexington,  relative  to  a  Confedera 
tion,  are  presented,  but  no  recommendation  of  any  kind  is  made.  The  reso- 
lutions of  Massachusetts,  concerning  Masons  from  New  York,  are  also  given 
at  length,  and  we  regret  to  see  that  they  have  been  adopted  entire  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri.  It  is  a  little  singular,  and  not  altogether  consist 
ent,  that  a  body  so  determined  against  any  invasion  of  its  own  jurisdictional 
rights,  should  sanction  so  direct  an  intrusion  upon  the  sovereignty  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  as  is  contained  in  one  portion  of  those  resolutions, 
which  we  have  already  commented  upon  at  a  preceding  page. 

'The  Grand  Secretary's  report  shows  that  seven  dispensations  for  new 
J  podges  had  "  een  issued  from  his  office  during  the  year,  by  order  of  the  several 
District  Deputy  Grand  Masters.  Of  these  there  are  twenty-four  now.  who, 
in  addition  to  their  other  duties  as  such,  are  required  to  exemplify  the  work 
and  deliver  the  proper  lectures  in  each  Lodge  within  their  respective  juris- 
dictions, at  least  once  in  every  year. 

Asa  subject  which  may,  perhaps,  require  action  on  the  part  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  your  Committee  quote  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  entire, 
from  the  proceedings  of  Missouri : — 

"  Whereas.  Christian  Kixtz,  demitted  fior.i  Herman  Lodge,  No.  123,  in  the  year  1850,  for  the 
purpose  of  going  to  California,  leaving  a  wife  and  four  children,  (the  oldest  of  which  is  onlj 
or  eight  years  old,)  in  a  destitute  condition,  although  it  is  believed  that  he  acquired  from  twenh 
to  thirty  thousand  dollars  in  California,  his  family  has  not  received  a  cent  from  him  for  the  la&l 
three  years,  thisGrand  Lodge  contributed  $25, for  the  relief  of  his  family,  wme  three  years  rincw 
Herman  and  Union  Lodges  have  also  contributed  to  their  relief.  With  these  facts,  ii  i-  i>.-iiH\,,i 
that  Christian  Kintz  should  no  longer  be  recognized  as  a  Mason. 

u  Resolved*  in  view  of  the  above  facts,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  inform  the  Grand  Secretary  of 
California  of  the  above  representation  from  Herman  Lodge,  No.  12o,  with  a  request  to  inter  the 
subject, nearest  Kintz's  Diggings  Sweet  Land  Middle  Yuba,  California,  the  place  of  residence  oi 
the  above-named  Christian  Ktvtz." 

This  resolution  would  have  been  all  the  better  for  a  little  correction  be 
fore  publication,  and  perhaps  Mr.  Christian  Kintz's  case  will  be  none  the 
worse  for  a  little  correction  by  means  of  publication:  and  your  Committee 
recommend  that  it  be  inquired  into,  by  order  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  {<>  th**end, 
that  if  he  be  found  within  this  jurisdiction,  and  the  foregoing  statements  are 
ascertained  to  be  correct,  he  may  be  dealt  with  as  such  conduct  deserve*. 

The  Financial  Report  exhibits  a  revenue  of  $6579,  and  expenditures  to 
the  amount  of  $4779,  leaving  in  the  Treasury  $5356,  most  of  which,  how- 
ever, was  appropriated  to  liquidate  liabilities  incurred  in  the  erection  of  col- 
lege buildings.     This  Grand  Lodge  was  in  session  six  days.     The  M.  W,  L.

S.  Cornwell  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.  W.  A,  O'Sullivan  re- 
elected Grand  Secretary  :  and  there  wore  seven  Grand  Chaplains  appointed. 

New  Hampshire.  In  this  State  the  Grand  Lodge  held  its  Annual  Com 
mnnication  for  1854,  at  the  City  of  Concord,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  June, 
the  M.  W.  Daniel  Balch,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.  W.  Horace 
Chase,  Grand  Secretary,  pro  tern.  There  are  twenty -four  Lodges  within  this 
jurisdiction,  twenty  of  which  were  present.  The  Grand  Master,  in  his  address, 
declares  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  prosperity  for  the  Institu- 
tion in  that  State  ;  that  "  peace  reigns  generally  throughout  our  borders — 
the  voice  of  calumny  is  hushed,  and  our  enemies  have  been  constrained  to 
say  of  us  as  was  said  of  the  early  Christians — 'Behold  how  these  brethren 
love  one  another !'  "  He  fears,  though,  that  there  may  lurk  danger  in  this 
too  great  apparent  prosperity,  and  well  recommends  that — u  having  passed 
through  the  trials  of  adversity,  and  had  the  Lodges  purified  from  the  dross  of 
years,  by  the  furnaces  of  affliction,  great  care  should  be  taken  that  the  fine 
gold  does  not  again  become  dim." 

The  plan  of  districting  prevails  in  New  Hampshire,  and  there  are  reports 
from  all  the  five  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  among  whom  the  jurisdic- 
tion is  apportioned  ;  but  no  subject  of  other  than  local  interest  appears. 
We  perceive  that  they  exercise  the  power  of  granting  dispensations  for  con- 
ferring degrees.  The  revenue  for  the  year  was  $314,  and  the  disburse- 
ments $161,  and  there  remained  in  the  Treasury  $489.  No  report  appears 
from  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  The  session  continued  two 
days  :  the  M.  W.  Ichabod  G.  Jordan  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R. 
W.  Horace  Chase  Grand  Secretary,  and  there  were  six  Grand  Chaplains 
appointed. 

New  York.  It  is  with  some  trepidation  that  your  Committee  approach 
these  proceedings,  so  large  an  amount  of  printed  matter  do  they  contain,  and 
so  little  is  there  among  it  all  that  is  not  most  interesting  and  instructive. 
There  is  so  much  which  we  would  like  to  notice,  that  the  task  of  segregating 
auch  portion  as  our  limits  will  allow,  is  very  difficult;  and  Ave  shall  be  com- 
pelled to  leave  untouched  entirely  many  things  of  importance,  lest  a  too  brief 
allusion  to  them  should  fail  to  convey  their  meaning.  The  publication  before 
us  contains  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Steward's  Lodge,  at  its  quarterly 
and  several  special  meetings,  and  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  several  quarterly 
meetings,  from  August  16th,  1853,  to  June  11th,  1854.  There  are  few  things 
necessary  to  notice  at  these  Convocations,  as  the  action,  at  such  times,  is 
generally  confined  to  matters  of  only  local  import.  Of  these  ft  ,  we  remark. 
in  September,  1853,  the  appropriation  of  $1000  to  the  Masonic  Board  of  Re- 
lief in  New  Orleans,  to  aid  the  distressed  Masons,  their  widows  and  orphans 
there,  who  were  suffering  from  the  effects  of  the  fatal  epidemic  then  raging  in 
that  city  ;  and  another  of  $500,  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  Alabama,  to  be  used 
for  the  same  purposes,  in  the  city  of  Mobile,  and  elsewhere  in  that  State.  Iu 
December,  Henry  0.  Atwoob, — a  name  of  sufficiently  unenviable  notoriety 
among  Masons, — was  expelled  by  the  Grand  Lodge  from  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  Freemasonry  ;  and  at  a  preceding  meeting,  the  following  per 
sons  were  also  expelled,  in  like  manner,  viz : — Richard  Thum,  Chas.  W.  Wil- 
LFrrr,  Washington  E.  Jackson,  Robert  B.  Folger,  Chas.  G.  Waterbury, 
Andrew  J.  Fisher,  Reuben  S.  Van  Tassel,  Robert  E.  Roberts,  and 
John  B.  Ewing.  The  individual  first  named  above,  it  will  be  recollected, 
was  the  pseudo  Grand  Master  of  the  so  called  new  St.  John's  Grand  Lodge, 
and  the  others  we  presume  to  have  been  his  associates,  connected  with  that, 
or  some  other  of  the  spurious  organizations  in  New  York.     "  Fiat  Justitia" 

A  protest  was  made,  by  four  Masters  and  Past  Masters,  against  the  action  of 
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he  It.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master,  JosEPn  D. Evans,  in  ruling  as  out  of  order  the 
presentation  of  certain  proceedings  of  a  Convention  held  at  Rochester,  in 
September,  1853,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  subject  of  a  division  of 
the  <  I  rand  Lodge  of  New  York  into  two  separate  and  independent  jurisdictions. 
This  subject  is  afterwards  treated  of  at  length  by  a  committee  appointed  for  the 
purpose  at  the  last  Annual  Communication. 

A  case  came  up  on  appeal  from  the  action  of  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  1,  in 
electing  an  honorary  member,  by  show  of  hands,  against  the  expressed  objec- 
tion of  a  member  ;  and  it  was  decided  that  honorary  members  in  Subordinate 
Lodges  should  be  proposed  and  balloted  for  in  the  same  manner  as  cong.itu- 
tional  members  and  could  not  be  elected  by  a  show  of  hands,  or  a  majority 
vote.  This  business  of  honorary  membership  is  an  advance  in  Masonry  to 
which,  so  far  as  your  Committee  are  aware,  we  have  not  yet  arrived  in  this 
jurisdiction. 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  in  March,  1854.  we  remark  a  very  beautiful  ad 
dress,  by  the  Acting  Grand  Master,  upon  the  occasion  of  the  presentation  of  a 
valuable  watch  to  Past  Grand  Secretary,  James  W.  Powell,  by  order  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  as  a  testimonial  of  their  appreciation  of  his  long  and  faithful 
services  ;  to  which  an  eloquent  and  appropriate  response  was  made  by  Bro. 
Powell.  Five  thousand  copies  of  both  were  ordered  to  be  printed  for  dis- 
semination among  the  Lodges. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  for  the  year 
1854,  was  commenced  in  the  city  of  New  York,  on  the  sixth  day  of  June,  the 
M.  W.  Reuben  H.  Walworth,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.  W. 
James  M.  Austin,  Grand  Secretary.  Two  hundred  and  eighty-six  Lodges 
acknov/ledge  the  supremacy  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  of  which  number  two  hun- 
dred and  twenty-six  were  present  by  their  officers  and  representatives.  The 
Address  of  the  Grand  Master,  though  comparatively  brief,  is  of  a  character  such 
.  as  might  be  expected  to  emanate  from  the  pen  of  the  distinguished  ex-Chan- 
cellor of  New  York.  Twenty-six  dispensations  for  new  Lodges  had  been 
granted,  and  he  states  the  number  of  affiliated  Masons  in  the  jurisdiction  to  be 
about  fifteen  thousand.  About  one- fourth  of  the  Lodges  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion, which  yield  allegiance  to  that  body,  are  located  in  the  cities  of  New  York 
and  Brooklyn,  and  the  whole  number  of  spurious,  clandestine  or  irregular 
Lodges  of  every  kind  are  estimated  at  not  more  than  twenty-five  or  thirty. 

"  Shortly  after  the  close  of  our  last  Annual  Communication,"  says  the  Grand  Master.  "  twc 
or  three  Lodges,  which  had  been  connected  with  us,  surrendered  their  warrants,  and  several  per- 
sona who  had  been  members  of  those  Lodges,  formed,  in  connection  with  others,  an  unauthorized 
and  spurious  Masonic  Association,  which  they  styled  St.  John's  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Most  Ancient 
and  Honorable  Fraternity  of  Fiee  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  State  of  New  York.  This  and 
the  irregular  and  unauthorized  association  over  which  Mordecai  Myers  now  presides,  are  still 
in  operation,  and  each  claims  to  be  the  legitimate  Grand  Lodge.  Delta  Lodge,  No.  242,  located 
in  Brooklyn,  subsequent  to  our  last  Annual  Communication,  without  surrendering  its  warrant, 
adopted  a  resolution  to  withdrawits  allegiance  from  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  connect  itself  with 
one  of  those  irregular  and  unauthorized  associations.  For  this  and  other  acts  of  insubordination, 
it  has  been  called  upon  and  directed  to  surrender  its  warrant,  which  direction  it  has  not  yet 
complied  with.  The  irregular  Lodges  which  hold  their  meetings  at  Pythagoras  Hall,  claiming  to 
act  by  virtue  of  authority  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburgh,  also  continue  their  meetings  in 
that  hall;  and  Lodges  instituted  by  Henry  C.  Atwood,  to  work  in  the  Scottish  Rite,  have  con- 
tinued to  confer  what  they  call  Masonic  degrees  npon  persons  who  are  not  Master  Masons,  con 
trary  to  the  resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  adopted  at  its  last  Annual  Communication. 

"  In  August  last,  during  my  temporary  absence  from  the  State,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master 
issued  a  circular  to  the  several  Lodges  under  our  jurisdiction,  forbidding  all  Masonic  intercourse 
with  any  of  these  irregular  associations  or  organizations,  or  their  adherents  or  subordinates. 
And  it  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  say,  that  this  act  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  which  un- 
necessary to  enforce  and  preserve  the  legitimate  authority  and  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  has  my  unqualified  concurrence  and  approval." 

In  relation  to  the  duties  of  Masons,  Grand  Master  Walworth  most  im- 
pressively and  beautifully  says : 

66  Let  me  also  impress  upon  every  officer  and  member  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  upon  every 
Mason  who  loves  our  Institution,  the  duty  of  heinfr  circumspect  in  all  his  words  and  actions. 
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and  of  discountenancing  immoralities  in  others,  ad  well  as  of  keeping  bis  own  white  apron  un- 
tarnished by  a  single  stain.  It  was  written  by  the  pen  of  inspiration,  under  the  dictation  of 
the  unerring  wisdom  of  the  Most  High,  that  virtue  exalteth  a  nation.  And  it  is  equally  true 
that  vice  or  immorality,  unrestrained,  is  not  only  a  reproach  to  any  community  or  any  institution 
where  it  is  allowed  to  exist,  but  it  will,  sooner  or  later,  entirely  destroy  the  peace  and  happiness  of 
that  community,  or  that  institution.  Let  us,  therefore,  endeavor  so  to  conduct  ourselves,  not 
only  in  our  intercourse  with  each  other  as  brethren,  but  also  in  all  our  dealings  with  others, 
who  do  not  belong  to  the  Fraternity,  as  not  to  bring  discredit  upon  ourselves,  or  upon  the  in- 
stitution of  Masonry  to  which  we  belong. 

"  Keeollect,  my  brethren,  the  parting  declaration  of  that  illustrious  brother,  who  was  first 
in  war,  first  in  peace,  and  who  should  always  be  first  in  the  recollection  of  every  true  Mason: 
that  religion  and  morality  are  the  indispensable  supports  of  all  those  dispositions  and  habits  which 
lead  to  prosperity. 

"One  of  the  most  distinguished  of  our  Grand  .Masters  who  ever  occupied  this  oriental  chair, 
who  has  long  since  taken  his  departure  for  the  Grand  Lodge  above,  has  also  said,  that  the  insuf- 
ficiency of  human  laws  for  their  intended  objects,  were  palpable  from  the  daily  operations  of 
society,  and  the  accumulated  experience  of  ages;  that  the  efficacy  of  the  law  of  public  opinion 
was  also  limited,  and  had  all  the  imperfections  attached  to  humanity ;  but  that  the  sanctions  of 
Divine  Law  supplied  all  these  deficiencies,  covered  the  whole  area  of  human  action,  reached 
every  case,  punished  every  sin,  and  recompensed  every  virtue.  Its  rewards  and  its  punish- 
ments are  also  graduated  with  perfect  justice ;  and  its  appeals  to  the  hopes  and  fears  of  man 
are  of  the  most  potent  character  and  transcendent  influence." 

He  announces  that  an  interchange  of  representation  had  been  established 
between  that  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  National  Orient  of  Peru,  and  that 
the  most  friendly  greetings  had  been  reciprocated  by  its  Grand  Master  and 
other  officers.  Great  pains  has  been  taken  by  New  York,  within  these  past 
lew  years,  to  cultivate  relations  of  intimacy  with  the  foreign  Grand  Masonic 
Bodies  of  the  world,  and  her  system  of  correspondence  is  now,  perhaps,  the 
most  complete  of  any  Grand  Lodge  in  existence. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  conclusion,  declines  being  a  candidate  for  reelection. 
for  reasons  which  do  him  infinite  credit  as  a  Mason.  u  For  several  years,' ' 
says  he,  "I  resisted  the  importunities  of  my  brethren  to  allow  my  name  to  be 
used  for  this  situation,  because  I  believed  I  should  not  be  able  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  office  without  interfering  with  other  important  avocations. 
J  have  now  tried  it  one  year,  and  find  that  I  have  not  the  requisite  leisure  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  Grand  Master  of  Masons  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
as  those  duties  ought  to  be  discharged;  and  I  cannot  consent  to  be  a  Masonic 
drone,  to  enjoy  the  honors  of  this  situation  without  rendering  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  a  proper  equivalent  in  services  therefor." 

From  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  we  learn  that  the  revenues  of  thai 
Grand  Lodge  during  the  preceding  year,  amounted  to  $15,947,  derived  from 
the  following  sources,  viz — for  Grand  Certificates  and  Diplomas,  $4'Jl ;  Dis- 
pensations to  confer  degrees,  $1145  ;  Dispensations  and  Warrants  to  new 
Lodges,  $1660;  and  Lodge  dues,  $12,651.  It  will  be  seen  that  Dispensations 
for  degrees  form  quite  an  important  item  of  income,  and  that  a  good  deal  oi 
business  in  this  way  must  be  done  by  our  brethren  of  New  York.  The  Grand 
Treasurer,  R.  W.  Chas.  L.  Church,  reports  the  expenditures  for  the  year  at 
$14,350,  of  which  we  perceive  that  over  $5000  was  for  pay  and  expenses  of 
members  and  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  sum  of  $2493  remained  in 
the  Treasury. 

The  Committee  on  Revision  of  the  Constitution,  appointed  at  the  preced- 
ing Annual  Communication,  made  a  report,  accompanied  with  a  complete 
draft  for  a  revised  Constitution,  and  the  "  Old  Charges"  from  the  English 
Constitutions  of  1738  and  1746.  The  principal  points  to  which  the  Commit- 
tee call  attention  in  this  instrument  are:  — 

u  A  change  in  the  permanent  members  of  this  body,  by  which   their  numbers  are  reduo 
change  in  the  places  and  modes  of  trial  for  offences;  a  change  in  the  system  of  ices   aud  dues; 
and  a  change  in  the  time  and  place  of  the  Communications."' 

It  is  written,  as  they  say,  on  the  elementary  plan,  embracing  at  once  a  defi- 
nition and  an  enactment  5  and  ay  a  proof  of  the  proper  and  truly  Masonic 
spirit  which  seems  to  have  actuated  the  Committee,  wo  quote  their  ronehid- 
inff  words: 
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"  They  wish  to  repeat  that  their  report  has  been  heretofore,  and  is  now,  presented  in  a  spirit  of 
compromise,  and  as  a  basis  for  your  action,  rather  than  a  reflection  of  their  own  views.  While  a 
large  part  of  it  is  the  unanimous  sense  of  the  committee,  and  a  much  greater  portion  contains 
the  views  of  the  majority  of  them,  yet  there  are  features  in  it  to  which  different  members  hare 
not  and  cannot  yield  their  assent,  and  have  reserved  to  themselves  the  right  to  alter,  amend,  and 
oppose  or  reject,  as  though  they  had  no  part  in  framing  the  report;  and  in  this  conciliatory  spirit 
they  commit  the  whole  to  your  hands." 

Believing  that  this  Grand  Lodge  will,  with  their  committee,  deem  it  of 
importance  more  than  sufficient  to  compensate  for  the  space  it  will  occupy  in 
this  report,  we  make  the  following  extract  from  the  proposed  new  Constitu- 
tion, Title  II,  on  Masonic  Laws,  embracing  certain  definitions  and  enumer- 
ating certain  cardinal  principles  which  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York 
are  considered  as  Ancient  Landmarks  of  the  Order : 

••Of  Masonic  Laws.  The  action  of  Freemasons  in  their  Grand  or  subordinate  Lodges,  or  in 
their  individual  character,  is  regulated  and  controlled: 

1.  By  Ancient  Landmarks  ;  or  the  unwritten  law  of  Masonry ; 

2.  By  written  Constitutions,  and  General  Regulations;  and 

3.  By  Usages,  Customs,  Rules,  .Edicts  and  Resolutions,  having  the  force  of  General  Regulations. 
The  Ancient  Landmarks  are  those  principles  of  Masonic  government  and  polity,  which  are  the 

"nly  part  of  Masonic  law  or  rule  of  government,  that  may  never  be  altered  or  disturbed,  and 
such  of  them  as  are  lawful  to  be  written,  are  usually,  but  not  wholly,  engrafted  in  the  written 
Constitutions  and  General  Regulations. 

Constitutions  are  those  written  compacts  or  laws  adopted  by  Freemasons  for  the  government 
of  a  Grand  Lodge,  and  its  subordinate  Lodges,  and  their  members;  including  General  Regula- 
tions, constitutionally  adopted,  that  are  intended  to  be  permanent  in  their  character. 

General  Regulations,  Usages  and  Customs,  Rules,  Edicts  and  Resolutions,  are  those  Masonic 
rules  of  action  adopted  by  competent  authority,  for  locator  temporary  purposes,  admitting  ot 
change  at  convenience,  and  not  embraced  in  Ancient  Landmarks  or  Constitutions,  and  are  fre- 
■iiiently  termed  By-Laws.  But  when  they  so  operate  as  to  alter,  modify,  or  otherwise  affect  the 
Constitutions,  as  defined  in  Section  Sixth,  they  are  also  styled  Constitutions. 

The  following  are  enumerated  as  Ancient  Landmarks  of  the  Fraternity;  having,  as  such,  been 
universally  received  and  acknowledged  by  Masons: 

1.  That  belief  in  the  Supreme  Being,  "the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe,  who  will  punish 
vice  and  reward  virtue,  is  an  indispensable  pre-requisite  to  admission  to  Masonry. 

2.  That  the  moral  law  which  inculcates  charity  and  probity,  industry  and  sobriety,  and  obe- 
dience to  law  and  civil  government,  is  the  rule  and  guide  of  every  Mason,  and  to  which  strict 
conformity  is  required. 

•J.  That  obedience  to  Masonic  law  and  authority  being  voluntarily  assumed,  is  of  perpetual 
obligation,  and  can  only  be  divested  by  the  sanction  of  the  Supreme  government  in  Masonry. 

I.  That  the  rites  and  ceremonies  (which  include  the  'unwritten  language)  of  the  true  system  ot 
the  Ancient  York  Rite,  and  which  constitute  a  part  of  the  body  of  Masonry,  are  immutable. 
and  that  it  is  not  in  the  power  of  any  man,  or  b^dy  of  men,  to  make  innovations  therein. 

o.  That  contentions  and  lawsuits  between  brethren  are  contrary  to  the  laws  and  regulations  of 
Masonry. 

6.  That  charity  is  the  right  of  a  Mason,  his  widow  and  orphans,  when  poor  and  destitute,  to 
demand,  and  the  duty  of  his  prosperous  brother  to  bestow. 

7.  That  Masonic  instruction  is.  like  charity,  a  reciprocal  right  and  duty  of  Masons. 

8.  That  the  right  to  visit,  Masonieally,  is  an  absolute  right,  but  may  be  forfeited  or  limited  bv 
particular  regulations. 

9.  That  men  made  Masons  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age,  free-born,  of  good  report. 
hitle  and  sound,  not  deformed  or  dismembered,  and  no  woman,  no  eunuch. 

10.  That  no  on      an  be  made  a  Mason  except  in   a  lawful  Lodge  duly  convened,  acting  <• 
when  made  by  the  Grand  Master  at  sight)  under  an  unreclaimed  Warrant  or  Dispensation,  and 
,tt  the  place  therein  named. 

II.  That  the  Grand  Master  may  make  Masons  at  sight,  in  person  and  in  a  lawful  Lodge,  and 
may  grant  a  dispensation  to  a  Lodge  for  the  same  purpose ;  but  in  all  other  cases,  a  candidate- 
must  be  proposed  in  open  Lodge,  at  a  stated  meeting,  and  can  only  be  accepted  at  a  stated  meet- 
ing  following,  by  the  scrutiny  of  a  secret  ballot,  and  an  unanimous  vote,  and  must  pay  a  fi\ed 
price  before  admission. 

12.  That  the  b.-illot  for  candidates  or  for  membership,  is  strictly  and  inviolably  secret. 

13.  That  a  petition  to  be  made  a  Mason,  after  being  presented  and  referred,  cannot  be  a%  ilh 
drawn,  after  the  report  of  Committee,  but  must  be  acted  upon,  by  report  of  Committee  and 
ballot/ 

14.  That  a  ballot  for  each  degree  separate!"  is  an  undeniable  right,  when  demanded. 

15.  That  initiation  makes  a  man  a  Mason  ;  but  he  must  receive  the  Master  Mason's  degree. 
and  sign  the  By-Laws,  before  he  becomes  a  member  of  the  Lodge. 

16.  That  it  is  the  duty  of  every  Master  Mason  to  be  a  contributing  member  of  a  Lodge. 

17.  That  a  Lodge  under  dispensation  is  but  a  temporary  and  inchoate  ody,  and  is  not  entitled 
to  representation  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  those  who  work  it,  do  not  forfeit  their  membership 
thereby  in  any  other  Lodge,  while  it  bo  continues,  but  such  membership  is  thereby  suspended. 

18.  That  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  every  warranted  Lodge  must  be  chosen  annually  by  it- 
members,  and  if  installed,  cannot  resign  their  offices  during  the  term  for  which  they  pew 
elected;  and  are,  of  right  and  inalienably,  representatives  in.  and  members  of  the  Grand  I 

and  in  case  they  do  not  attend   the  Graud   Lodge,  a   proxy  may  be  appointed  by  the   I 
represent  it  in  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  who  in  such  case  shall  have  three  vote*. 
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19.  That  no  one  can  be  elected  Master  of  a  warranted  Lodge  (except  at  its  first  election)  b  ut  a 
Master  Mason  who  shall  have  served  as  Warden. 

20.  That  no  appeal  to  the  Lodge  can  be  taken  from  the  decision  ol  the  Master,  or  the  Wardens 
occupying  the  chair  in  his  absence. 

21.  That  every  Mason  must  be  tried  by  his  peers;  and  hence  the  Master  cannot  be  tried  by  his 
Lodge. 

22.  That  Masonic  intercourse  with  a  clandestine  or  expelled  Mason  is  a  breach  of  duty,  and  an 
offence  against  Masonic  law. 

23.  That  a  restoration  to  the  privileges  of  Masonry  by  the  Grand  Lodge  does  not  restore  to 
membership  in  a  Subordinate  Lodge. 

24.  That  a  3Iason,  who  is  not  a  member  of  any  Lodge,  is  still  subject  to  the  disciplinary  power 
of  Masonrj7. 

25.  That  the  disciplinary  powers  of  a  Lodge  may  noi  be  exercised  for  a  violation  of  the  moral 
law,  (as  distinguished  from  the  law  of  the  land,)  until  the  offender  has  been  thrice  admonished 
by  the  Master  or  Wardens  of  his  Lodge. 

26.  That  a  failure  to  meet  by  a  Lodge  for  one  year,  is  cause  for  tlie  forfeiture  of  its  Warrant. 

27.  That  it  is  the  duty  as  well  as  the  right  of  every  warranted  Lodge  to  be  represented  in  the 
Grand  Lodge,  at  its  annual  communication. 

28.  That  a  Grand  Lodge  has  supreme  and  exclusive  jurisdiction,  within  its  territorial  limits, 
over  all  matters  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry. 

29.  That  no  appeal  lies  from  the  decision  of  a  Grand  Master  in  the  chair,  or  his  Deputy  or  War- 
den occupying  the  chair  in  his  absence. 

30.  That  the  office  of  Grand  Master  is  always  elective,  and  should  be  filled  annually  by  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

31.  That  a  Grand  Lodge,  composed  of  its  officers  and  of  representatives,  must  meet  at  least  once 
in  each  year  to  consult  and  act  concerning  the  interests  of  the  Fraternity  in  its  jurisdiction. 

Besides  these,  there  are  various  Landmarks,  which  constitute  the  frame-work  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Fraternity,  and  the  indispensable  discharge  of  various  duties  and  relations  growing 
out  of  them,  which  aie  incorporated  in  this  Constitution ;  and  also  those  matters  regulating  and 
attending  the  ceremonies  and  work  of  Masonry,  which  are  not  proper  to  be  written;  and  various 
other  duties  and  rights  more  fully  set  forth  in  the  "Ancient  Charges/'  which  are  herewith  pub- 
lished, being  a  part  of  the  Constitutions  of  Freemasonry." 

By  whatsoever  name  the  foregoing  articles  may  be  designated,  whether  an- 
cient landmarks  or  modern  regulations,  your  Committee  do  not  doubt  that  this 
Grand  Lodge,  witto  two  or  three  exceptions,  will  cordially  agree  that  they  are 
good,  sound,  and  wholesome  Masonic  Law.  The  eighth  article,  "  that  the 
right  to  visit,  Masouically,  is  an  absolute  right" — did  it  stop  there,  we  cer- 
tainly could  not  subscribe  to  ;  but  the  conditional  clause,  that  it  "  may  be 
limited  by  particular  regulations,"  seems  to  void  entirely  the  absoluteness 
which  is  asserted,  and  leaves  the  principle  precisely  as  we  understand  it — that 
any  Mason  has  the  right  to  ask  admission  of  any  Lodge,  and  that  to  the  Lodge 
belongs  the  right,  if  it  deem  proper,  to  refuse  it.  The  tenth  and  eleventh 
articles,  in  regard  to  the  making  Masons  at  sight  by  the  Grand  Master,  are 
not  in  accordance  with  the  views  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  yet,  as  by  their  regu- 
lation the  Grand  Master  can  only  do  this  in  a  regular  Lodge,  much  of  that 
which  was  odious  to  us  in  the  exercise  of  this  claimed  prerogative,  does  not 
appear  in  the  New  York  profession  of  faith.  In  this  case  it  amounts  to  the 
dispensing  with  the  prescribed  term  of  probation,  which,  at  the  request  of  the 
Lodge,  is  a  power  we  have  not  yet  doubted  he  might  properly  exercise  ;  and 
to  the  dispensing  with  any  examination  of  the  qualifications  or  fitness  of 
the  candidate,  which  is  a  power  we  would  prefer  never  to  see  exhibited,  and 
which,  whether  it  has  heretofore  existed  or  not,  we  can  see  no  good  reason  for 
continuing. 

A  majority  of  the  Committee  on  the  Division  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  presented 

a  report  on  that  subject,  concluding  with  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  there  should  be  but  one  Grand  Lodge  in 
the  State  of  New  York;  to  continue,  as  it  is,  the  represen  nation  and  head  of  the  whole  Ma- 
sonic Fraternity;  and  that  a  division  of  the  jurisdiction  is  inexpedient. 

A  minority  of  the  same  Committee  also  presented  i  report  of  great  length 

and  singular  ability,  recommending  a  division  or  the  Grand  Lodge  "  into  two 

separate  and  distinct  jurisdictions,  with  such  distinctive  titles  as  may  be  agreed 

upon  ;  they  mutually  acknowledging  each  other's  sovereignty  in  the  particular 

district  of  the  State  assigned  to  it."    It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  report  oi 

the  majority  was  adopted,  and  we  rejoice  that  it  was  so,  inasmuch  as  we 

should  infinitely  regret  to  see  such  a  Grand  Lodge  as  that  of  the  great  State  of

New  York  disrupted,  and  the  example  thus  set  for  future  subdivisions  of  other 
Grand  Lodges,  whenever  a  discontented  minority  become  so  turbulent  as  to 
cause  even  a  large  majority  to  prefer  quiet  separation  to  an  open  rebellion  ; 
yet  we  cannot  approve  of  the  action  of  those  Grand  Lodges  who,  so  far  in  ad- 
vance of  the  necessity  for  an  opinion,  the  propriety  of  which  we  greatly  doubt, 
have  declared  that  they  could  not  acknowledge  two  separate  Masonic  jurisdic- 
tions in  any  one  State.  We  have  yet  to  learn  that  there  is  any  law  of  Ma- 
sonry which  requires  that  a  Masonic  jurisdiction  shall  of  necessity  be  co- termi- 
nate with  the  political  boundaries  of  a  State  or  Kingdom  ;  and,  adhering  to 
our  constant  theory  of  the  entire  independence  and  absolute  supremacy  of  ev- 
ery Grand  Lodge,  within  its  own  Masonic  territory,  we  can  see  no  reason  why 
it  may  not,  if  it  so  please  to  do,  peaceably  divide  itself  into  twenty  differ- 
ent jurisdictions.  New  York  might  do  even  this,  and  each  Lodge  still  hold  sway 
over  as  many  subordinates,  as  now  exist  in  some  others  of  our  Masonic  sover- 
eignties. There  is  a  wide  difference  between  questions  of  right  and  of  expedi- 
ency. What  other  Grand  Lodges  can  urge  against  her  right  to  do  this,  we 
have  not  yet  been  permitted  to  see,  except  in  the  shape  of  barren  assertion  ; 
and  of  the  expediency  of  the  act,  she  herself  is  the  only  rightful  judge.  We 
are  pleased  at  the  decision  she  has  made,  and  we  hope  sincerely  that  the  ques- 
tion of  division  may  be  put  at  rest  forever. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is,  as  last  year. 
from  the  pen  of  theR.  W.  Finlay  M.  King,  whose  reports,  inexhaustible  foun- 
tains of  Masonic  information  as  they  are,  have  become  the  admiration  of  the 
Fraternity  throughout  the  Union.  After  a  comprehensive  review  of  the  influ- 
ences of  Free  Masonary  through  all  the  world — influences,  which,  in  drawing- 
closer  together  the  different  nations  upon  the  globe,  he  ranks  as  secondary  only 
to  those  of  Commercial  intercourse — and  some  notice  of  the  jurisdictional  rights 
of  Grand  Lodges,  he  again  alludes  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  which 
still  unblushingly  maintains  her  impudent  and  unwarrantable  intrusion  upon 
the  Masonic  territory  of  New  York. 

"  We  are  not  aware,"  saye  he,  "  of  any  existing  infringement  of  territorial 
jurisdiction,  either  among  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Eastern  or  Western  conti- 
nents or,between  those  of  the  two  continents,  excepting  the  most  unfortunate  and 
deeply-to-be-deplored  instance  of  Hamburg  upon  our  own  territory.  This  case 
stands  isolated  and  alone  ;  and  its  very  isolation  renders  the  aggresive  Grand 
Lodge  the  object  of  suspicion  as  to  the  orthodoxy  of  its  Masonic  faith,  and  the 
focus  of  scorn  and  reproach  for  the  Fraternity  throughout  the  world.  With 
the  actual  examples  of  France  and  Scotland  before  it,  rebuking  such  tokens  of 
venal  ambition,  and  with  the  animadversions  and  declarations  of  non-intercourse 
by  the  American  Grand  Lodges,  we  are  constrained  to  believe  that  Hamburg 
must  recede  from  its  anomalous  and  hostile  position." 

The  New  York  Committee  joins  its  voice  to  the  universal  expressions  of  fear 
lest  the  late  too  rapid  expansion  of  the  Fraternity,  and  increase  of  its  member- 
ship, may  result  in  unhappy  consequences.  "  Though  the  path  of  the  Order," 
says  Bro.  King  "  is  as  yet  strewn  with  garlands,  and  canopied  with  skies  of 
cerulean  loveliness,  a  revulsion  may  come  upon  us — a  whirlwind  may  overtake 
us,  and  sweep  this  path  with  desolation,  and  change  those  skies  into  angry 
frowns  of  impending  ruin.  We  feel  constrained,  therefore,  to  recommend  the 
adoption  of  measures  to  limit  the  multiplication  of  Lodges  in  our  own  jurisdic- 
tion, and  to  advise  the  closest  scrutiny  into  the  qualification  of  applicants,  as 
the  most  effective  means  to  guard  against  these  dangers  ;  and  we  commend 
these  precautions  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  country  generally." 

At  another  place  we  perceive  that,  in  furtherance  of  these  views,  he  com- 
mends to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  the  resolution  we  have  already  quo- 
ted from  the  proceedings  of  Mississippi,  relative  to  the  examination  required 
as  to  the  proficiency  of  petitioners  for  a  new  Lodge,  before  recommending  them 
for  a  dispensation  or  charter. 
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Bro.  King  concurs  fully  iu  the  views  set  forth  by  our  Past  Grand  Master, 
B.  D.  Hyam,  in  regard  to  the  construction  and  powers  of  Lodges  under  dispen- 
sation, aod  in  relation  to  the  impropriety  of  permitting  petitions  to  be  with- 
drawn after  having  been  presented  and  referred.  He  regrets  to  see  that  so 
little  has  been  contributed  by  the  Fraternity  abroad  towards  relieving  the 
brethren  of  California  from  the  pecuniary  embarrassment  consequent  upon  as- 
sisting the  sick  and  needy  who  had  been  thrown  in  upon  them  ;  and  he  adds 
that,  "of  this  sum,  the  proportion  contributed  from  our  own  jurisdiction  is  so 
small  that  we  will  not  mention  it;  though  during  the  same  time,  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York  has  largely  contributed  to  the  purposes  of  Masonic  relief 
at  home  and  in  the  southern  States."  In  relation  to  the  case  of  a  resident  of 
San  Francisco,  who,  soon  after  his  rejection  by  California  Lodge  No.  1,  in 
this  city,  received  the  three  degrees  of  Masonry  in  the  city  of  New  York,  as 
set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  at  the 
communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  1853,  Bro.  King  acknowledges  the 
wrong  committed,  if  such  an  act  were  done.  But  in  the  absence  of  any  more 
definite  information  from  this  jurisdiction,  he  is  inclined  to  believe  that  the 
individual  referred  to  must  have  received  his  pretended  Masonry  in  one  of  the 
several  spurious  or  clandestine  organizations  in  that  city.  Of  the  case  in 
question,  your  present  Committee  possess  no  information,  and  they  think  it 
very  probable  that  Bro.  King's  suggestion  is  correct. 

The  New  York  Committee  notices  the  letters  received  by  this  Grand  Lodge 
in  1853,  from  Prince  Lucien  Murat  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  and  takes 
occasion  to  compliment  the  manner  in  which  they  were  acknowledged  and 
their  fraternal  courtesies  reciprocated  by  our  Grand  Master  and  Grand 
Secretary. 

As  we  have  before  seen,  Bro.  King  holds  the  opinion,  embodied  in  the 
-Landmarks"  set  forth  in  the  proposed  new  Constitution  of  New  York,  that  a 
Grand  Master  may  make  Masons  "at  sight,"  in  a  regular  Lodge ;  and  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  his  review  of  the  proceedings  of  California  is  devoted  to 
this  subject,  and  that  of  the  resolutions  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  defining  the  pow- 
ers of  a  Grand  Master.  Your  Committee  regret  that  want  of  time  will  pre- 
vent them  from  entering  into  any  argument  upon  the  question  of  a  Grand 
Master's  prerogatives  in  this  report ;  as  they  sincerely  believe  that,  however 
true  the  recorded  instances  of  unqualified  and  irresponsible  exercise  of  power 
by  Grand  Masters  in  days  bygone,  as  appealed  to  by  Bro.  King,  and  those  who 
go  much  farther  than  himself — even  claiming  for  him  an  unlimited  authority — 
the  fact  that  their  government  was  a  despotism  during  a  period  of  the  world 
when  all  the  governments  on  earth  were  despotic,  is  no  more  an  argument  for 
the  continuance  of  such  arbitrary  sway,  than  would  be '  the  proposition  that 
because  these  United  States  once  acknowledged  allegiance  to  a  monarchy,  they 
should  do  so  still.  Masonry  is  said  to  be  "a  progressive  science,"  and  we  con- 
fess that  we  can  see  no  good  reason  why  its  temporary  head  should  continue  to 
be  invested  with  that  absolutism  of  the  dark  ages  of  the  world,  whence  those 
surrounding  us,  not  blessed  with  the  "light"  of  which  we  boast,  have  long 
since  freed  themselves.  Our  organ  of  veneration  is  not  so  largely  developed  as 
to  cause  us  to  venerate  things  greatly,  only  because  of  their  antiquity.  An 
abuse  is  none  the  more  tolerable  to  us  on  account  of  its  long  continuance  or 
the  venerable  character  of  its  source,  nor  a  nuisance  the  more  endurable  because 
the  "memory  of  the  oldest  inhabitant"  runneth  not  to  the  contrary  thereof.  If 
Grand  Masters  should  retain  uncontrolled  and  irresponsible  power  for  the  rea- 
son, as  is  alleged,  that  they  formerly  possessed  it,  why  should  they  not  also  still 
be  appointed  by  the  head  of  the  State  in  which  their  duties  are  performed,  as 
for  nearly  seven  centuries  they  were  in  England:  Bro.  King  says  that  "if  we 
take  history  for  our  guide,  we  shall  find  that  in  926,  Prince  Edwin,  the  Grand 
Master,  organized  a  Grand  Lodge,  and  not  that  the  Grand  Lodge  organized 
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itself  and  constituted  him  its  superior."  Very  true,  as  says  the  history,  and  if 
we  take  that  same  history  for  our  guide  still  further,  we  shall  find  that  duriug 
the  period  from  926,  when  Edwin  received  a  charter  from  King  Athelstaxe, 
his  brother,  down  to  the  accession  of  James  I,  in  1603,  when  the  celebrated 
architect,  Inigo  Jones,  was  "deputed  by  the  King  to  preside  over  the 
Lodges,"  the  Grand  Masters  were,  with  few  exceptions,  appointed  by  the 
Crown.  It  strikes  us  that  the  one  usage  is  entitled  to  as  much,  or  as  little, 
regard  as  the  other,  and  if  there  is  no  better  reason  for  the  "high  prerogatives" 
claimed  by  some  for  the  Grand  Master,  than  the  fact  that  they  did  exist  in  the 
olden  time,  let  us  endeavor  to  exemplify  the  progressive  character  of  the  science 
of  Masonry,  by  recollecting  that  we  are  not  now  in  the  middle  ages  of  the 
world,  but  in  the  nineteenth  century,  when  enlightened  opinion  should  no  more 
tolerate,  within  our  institution  than  it  does  without  it,  the  idea  of  a  supremacy 
in  government  utterly  unaccountable  to  any  human  being  for  its  acts. 

These  brief  remarks  are  not  intended  as  a  response  to  the  opinions  of  the 
New  York  Committee,  so  much  as  to  those  of  some  others  we  have  met  du- 
ring our  examination  of  the  various  Grand  Lodge  proceedings ;  for  Bro.  King 
by  no  means  subscribes  to  the  doctrine  that  a  Grand  Master  may  not  be  held 
responsible  for  mal-conduct  while  in  office,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  : 

"  We  believe,  with  the  intelligent  brother  who  is  at  the  head  of  the  California  Committee, 
that  it  is  competent  for  a  Grand  Lodge  to  try  her  Grand  Master  for  Masonic  misdemeanors ; 
but  there  must  be  laws  to  govern  that  trial,  and  these  laws  will  constitute  the  regulation 
contemplated  by  the  ancient  constitutions.  We  are  fully  aware  that  the  opinion  that  a 
Grand  Lodge  has  the  authority  to  try  its  Grand  Master  is  disputed  by  many  very  enlight- 
ened Masons  of  the  United  States,  among  whom  we  may  name  the  accomplished  and  erudite 
Grand  Secretaries  of  Mississippi  and  South  Carolina;  but  the  authority  is  so  clearly  given 
in  the  nineteenth  of  the  old  regulations,  in  directing  that  the  Grand  Master  'shall  be  treated 
in  a  way  and  manner  to  be  agreed  upon  in  a  new  regulation,'  that  we  could  not  hesitate  to 
give  it  our  endorsement." 

He  thus  agrees  with  this  Grand  Lodge  in  the  doctrine  of  accountability  as- 
serted in  its  second  resolution  of  1853,  in  relation  to  the  powers  and  responsi- 
bilities of  the  Grand  Master,  but  disapproves  of  the  manner  by  which  it  was 
therein  to  be  enforced  ;  and  it  seems  clear  to  us,  that  the  law  by  which  any 
man  or  Mason  is  to  be  tried,  should  be  in  existence  before  the  commission  of 
the  offence  made  punishable  by  it.  With  this  view,  and  to  correct  what  your 
Committee  deem  a  somewhat  unfortunate  phraseology  in  the  other  of  those 
resolutions,  we  propose  in  due  time  to  present  a  substite  for  them  both. 

The  proposition  submitted  the  preceding  year,  by  Bro.  Joseph  Foster, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  in  Missouri,  to  the 
several  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  to  refer  the  settlement  of  the  diffi- 
culties in  New  York  to  a  committee  from  the  two  oldest  Grand  Lodges,  those 
of  Massachusetts  and  Virginia,  is  respectfully  declined  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York,  for  the  following  reasons  : 

1.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  rests  upon  the  same  foundation  of  Masonic  law  and 
Masonic  principles  that  forms  the  basis  of  all  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Union ;  and  being 
conscious  of  this  fact,  it  cannot  permit  itself  to  be  voluntarily  placed  in  a  situation  that 
would  lead  to  a  recession  from  the  just  and  high  grounds  it  has  heretofore  taken  in  pre- 
serving its  honor  and  integrity. 

2.  It  cannot  be  a  party  to  a  measure  which  might  lead  to  a  restoration  or  accumulation 
of  an  irresponsible  representative  power  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  it  has  lopped  off  from 
a  sense  of  imperious  duty,  and  to  preserve  the  jurisdiction  from  impending  ruin. 

8.  If  we  could  persuade  ourselves  that  it  would  be  right  or  expedient  for  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York,  having  a  constituency  of  nearly  three  hundred  Ledges,  including  at 
least  three-fourths  of  all  the  Lodges  in  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  and  whose 
memberships  outnumber  any  jurisdiction  in  the  western  hemisphere,  to  dissolve  their  orga- 
nization for  the  purpose  of  pacifying  ten  or  a  dozen  contumacious  "Lodges-  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  we  have  bo  assurance  that  a  mediation  involving  this  result  would  be  accepted 
by  the  schismatics ;  nor  does  the  Masonic  character  of  those  schismatics  aitord  much  guar- 
anty against  the  repetition  of  the  same  scenes  of  violence  and  outrage  with  which  their  re- 
bellion commenced. 

\.  We  conceive  that  a  proposition  for  mediation  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York, 
or  any  other  regular  Masonic  body,  and  the  Scottish  Rite  organizations  of  the  city  of  New 
VorkJ  would  require  an  abandonment  of  all  self  respect,  and  would  be  conceding  to  them 
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some  grounds  for  continuing  their  unlawful  assemblies,  for  which  there  is  not  now  in  truth 
the  shadow  of  a  pretext.  If  the  proposed  mediation  should  be  unsuccessful  in  inducing 
them  to  abandon  their  organizations,  it  would  be  a  quasi  acknowledgment  of  the  rightful- 
ness of  their  positions. 

5.  The  individuals  who  are  connected  with,  and  who  have  resuscitated,  what  they  are 
pleased  to  call  "St.  John's  Grand  Lodge,"  are  of  such  material  that  the  Fraternity  can  de- 
rive no  benefit  from  their  connection  with  it,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that  it 
is  infinitely  better  for  the  interests  of  the  Craft  that  they  should  remain  out  of  the  Order 
than  be  permitted  to  return  into  it. 

6  A  proffer  of  mediation  to  those  bodies  in  the  city  of  New  York  which  pretend  to  derive 
authority  for  their  Masonic  existence  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  would,  of  course, 
be  a  direct  acknowledgment  to  them  and  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Europe,  that  the  principles 
ot  indivisible  sovereignty  and  of  Grand  Lodge  supremacy,  which  universally  prevail  among 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  are  matters  of  compromise !  To  imagine  for  a  mo- 
ment that  these  principles  are  legitimate  subjects  of  arbitration,  is  to  imagine  that  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  America  can  part  with  portions  of  their  sovereignty  and  yet  maintain  their  right- 
ful authority  within  their  jurisdictions.  Until  the  long  indifference  and  indecisive  action 
of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  this  country  shall  have  given  sufiiicent  encouragement  to  the  pro- 
gressive Grand  Lodges  of  Europe,  to  have  permitted  them  to  establish  their  colonies  in 
every  city  of  the  Union,  and  to  have  prostrated  the  authoritv  and  destroyed  the  supremacy 
ot  every  Grand  Lodge  in  this  confederacy,  we  believe  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  will 
never  make  this  concession.  If,  instead  of  offering  to  compromise  principles  that  are  so  im- 
portant, so  vital  to  the  existence  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  on  this  Western  Continent,  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  Missouri,  of  Alabama,  and  o?  the  whole  Union,  shall  meet  such  unwar- 
ranted invasions  at  the  threshold,  and  declare  the  invaders  to  be  irregular  and  clandestine, 
and  forbid  all  fellowship  and  intercourse  with  them  and  the  authors  of  their  unhallowed 
encroachments,  they  will  preserve  their  temples  from  crumbling,  and  perpetuate  their  ex- 
istence and  vouchsafe  their  blessings  to  a  grateful  posterity  for  many  succeeding  genera- 
tions. But  if,  on  the  other  hand,  they  wink  at  these  encroachments,  and  fellowship  with 
their  perpetrators,  and  allow  them  to  visit  their  Lodges,  the  canker-worm  of  decay  and 
dissolution  will  feed  upon  their  vitals  till  their  life-blood  has  gone,  and  their  glory  and 
honor,  and  authority,  and  power,  have  departed  to  return  no  more. 

7.  The  parties  above  designated  are,  we  believe,  the  only  ones  with  whom  a  mediation 
could  possibly  have  any  office  to  perform  in  this  jurisdiction ;  for,  as  to  any  illegal  organi- 
zations within  the  body  of  the  Order,  or  any  refractory  conduct  on  the  part  of  any  of  the 
members  of  this  Grand  Lodge  or  its  subordinates,  we  have  far  greater  confidence  in  the 
remedial  measures  that  are  within  the  power  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  adopt,  if  these  meas- 
ures be  not  neutralized  by  indiscreet  action  abroad,  than  in  any  mediation  that  can  be 
offered. 

We  think  the  foregoing  reasons  good  and  conclusive,  and  it  is  our  belief  that 
the  most  efficient,  as  well  as  the  only  proper  way  in  which  those  Grand  Lodges 
who  acknowledge  the  legitimacy  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  can  render 
aid  to  bring  to  a  termination  the  troubles  in  that  State,  is  to  support  her  in 
the  decisive  action  she  has  taken  in  regard  to  the  rebellious,  clandestine  and 
unlawful  organizations  within  her  jurisdiction,  and  pass  sentence  of  outlawry 
upon  them  and  their  components  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the 
Masonic  world.  By  acting  thus,  they  will  not  alone  give  aid  and  comfort  to 
New  York.  They  will  perform  a  Masonic  duty,  and  will  protect  themselves  ; 
for  the  security  and  stability  of  every  Grand  Lodge  is  threatened  while  schism 
and  rebellion  is  thus  permitted  to  go  unpunished  and  unrebuked. 

Much  valuable  information  in  relation  to  Foreign  Grand  Lodges  is  to  be 
found  as  usual  in  the  report  of  the  New  York  Committee,  but  we  have  already 
drawn  so  largely  from  the  proceedings  of  that  Grand  Lodge,  that  we  dare  not 
trespass  farther  upon  your  time.  A  most  able,  and,  as  it  seems  to  us,  unanswer- 
able report  upon  the  late  [resolutions  of  Massachusetts  in  regard  to  visitors 
from  New  York,  was  presented  by  the  K.  W.  Bro.  Eobert  Macoy.  We  re- 
gret that  we  cannot  give  space  to  a  portion  of  its  argument,  but  we  have  al- 
ready expressed  our  opinion  relative  to  the  actions  of  Massachusetts,  when 
reviewing  the  proceedings  of  that  Grand  Lodge,  and  we  can  only  find  room  for 
the  following  concluding  opinions  of  the  Committee  : 

1.  "  That  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  issuing  warrants  to  the  subordinate  Lodges  of  the  late  St  • 
John's  Grand  Lodge,  after  the  dissolution  of  said  St.  John's  Grand  Lodge,  and  on  their  ap- 
plication, was  justified  by  Masonic  usage,  as  well  as  by  a  due  regard  to  the  highest  interests 
of  the  Craft. 

2.  That  it  is  both  improper  and  imposisble  now  to  distinguish  between  the  members  of 
the  subordinates  of  the  late  St.  John's  Grand  Lodge,  and  declare  some  who  are  now  mem- 
bers in  good  standing  in  our  Lodge  and  elsewhere,  to  be  illegal  Masons .  This  would  be 
applying  to  them  the  principle  of  aft  ex  post  facto  law,  alike  unknown  to  Masonary,  and 
distasteful  to  ourselves. 
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3.  That  any  attempt  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  Massachusetts  in  this,respect,  will 
be  unjust  to  a  large  number  of  our  members,  and  a  forfeiture  of  self-respect  on  the  part  of 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  committee  therefore  submit  for  the  consideration  and^action  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  viz.  : 

Whereas,  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York  is  sincerely  desirous  to  cultivate 
fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  in  common  with  the  great  Ma- 
sonic family  throughout  the  world  ;   and 

Wureas,  The  adoption  of  certain  resolutions  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  at  its 
Communication  in  December  last,  in  reference  to  Visiting  members  of  subordinate  Lodges 
from  New  York,  must  tend  to  disturb,  if  not  ultimately  to  destroy  those  relations  ;  there- 
fore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  be  affectionately  and  earnestly  requested 
to  reconsider  said  resolutions." 

We  remark  that  at  this  Communication,  the  R.  W.  David  Sickles,  and  the 
R.  W.  John  W.  Simons,  Fast  Grand  Wardens,  asked  and  received  "  a  full  dis- 
charge from  all  the  rights,  privileges,  honors  and  responsibilities  of  the  Order." 
The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  was  in  session  during  five  days,  the  M.  W. 
Joseph  D.  Evans  being  chosen  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.  W.  James  M.  Aus- 
tin re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

Oregon. — Our  neighbor  of  this  Territory  held  her  Annual  Grand  Communica- 
tion for  1854,  in  the  town  of  Salem,  on  the  12th  of  June,  the  R.  W.  J.  C.  Ains- 
worth,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.  W.  Benjamin  Stark, 
Grand  Secretary.  The  representatives  of  six  chartered  Lodges  were  present, 
being  all  then  existing  in  the  Territory.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master,  in  his 
address,  announces  the  death  of  the  M.  W.  John  Elliot,  late  Grand  Master  ; 
states  that  dispensations  for  three  new  Lodges  had  been  issued  ;  (now  char- 
tered ;)  and  mildly  reproves  the  unfriendly  and  unmasonic  spirit  which  seems, 
unhappily,  to  have  been  evinced  in  one  or  more  of  the  subordinate  Lodges.  He 
disapproves  of  the  practice  which  existed  in  some  of  the  Lodges  of  "postponing 
a  ballot,  after  it  had  been  taken,  to  some  future  time,"  in  order  that  another 
might  occur  when  the  opposing  brother  was  not  present ;  and  we  are  only  sur- 
prised that  condemnation  of  such  a  practice  should  not  have  been  couched  in 
stronger  terms.  Its  result  would  be  that  majorities  would  govern  in  the  admis- 
sions to  the  Order,  instead  of  that  unanimity  which  is  the  vital  principle  of  its 
existence.  He  recommends  the  adoption  of  stricter  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  conduct  of  all  Masons  in  that  jurisdiction,  whether  affiliated  or  not ; 
urges  the  subject  of  Education  upon  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  and 
commends  to  the  liberality  of  the  Fraternity  the  propriety  of  giving  aid  to  the 
erection  of  the  Washington  Monument. 

We  remark  one  occurence  among  the  proceedings  which,  with  our  limited 
knowledge  of  the  extent  of  Masonic  powers  and  prerogatives,  seemed  some- 
what singular — the  suspension  of  a  Mason,  for  refusal  to  obey  a  summons,  by 
the  order  of  the  Master  of  the  Lodge.  And  this  act  was  approved  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  although  the  offending  brother  was  restored  by  its  order.  We  had 
heretofore  supposed  that  such  power  of  punishment  resided  in  the  Lodge  alone, 
and  was  there  properly  exercised  only  after  charges  were  preferred  and  a  fair 
trial  offered. 

This  Grand  Lodge  is  in  favor  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  or  some  equivalent 
body,  and  authorized  its  Grand  Master  elect  to  represent  it  at  the  Washington 
Convention.  The  receipts  during  the  year  were  $743,  and  the  expenditures 
$665  ;  and  there  remained  $542,  in  the  Treasury.  The  Communication  con- 
tinued four  days,  and  the  M.  W.  J.  C.  Ainsworth  was  elected  Grand  Master, 
and  the  R.  W.  Benj.  Stark  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

South  Carolina.  The  latest  intelligence  we  have  from  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  this  State  is  contained  in  the  proceedings  of  1853,  embracing  the  four  Quar- 
terly Communications  of  that  year,  and  the  Grand  Annual  Festival  of  St.  John 
the  Evangelist,  held  on  the  27th  day  of  December.      The  Communication  at 
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which  the  principal  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge  seems  to  have  been  done,  was 
the  Quarterly  one,  holden  at  the  city  of  Charleston  on  the  sixth  day  of  Decem- 
ber, the  M.  W.  W.  L.  Cleveland,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  W.  A. 
G.  Mackey,  Grand  Secretary,  Thirty-three  Lodges  were  represented  at  this 
meeting.  How  many  there  are  in  the  State,  the  published  proceedings  do  not 
inform  us.  No  address  from  the  Grand  Master  appears  at  any  of  the  commu- 
nications of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  it  would  seem  that  this  general  custom  does 
not  here  prevail.  The  duties  usually  assigned  to  a  Committe  on  Foreign  Cor- 
respondence are  performed  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  the  report  of  Brother 
Mackey,  this  year,  is  characterised  by  the  same  ability  which  has  so  long  dis- 
tinguished him  as  a  Masonic  writer.  Yet  with  all  our  admiration  for  his  Ma- 
sonic erudition,  and  our  hearty  readiness  to  be  taught  by  him  on  most  matters 
relating  to  the  Order,  we  hope  that  we  may  be  pardoned  for  expressing  the  be- 
lief, that  he  is  somewhat  too  ultra  in  some  of  his  opinions,  and  too  tenacious 
of  the  letter,  rather  than  the  spirit,  of  the  ancient  writers.  In  the  constitution 
of  the  State  of  Maine  there  is  a  section  providing  for  the  admission  of  a  de- 
formed candidate  when  "the  deformity  is  not  such  as  to  prevent  him  from  being 
instructed  in  the  arts  and  mysteries  of  Freemasonry."  This  has  been  inter- 
preted by  a  special  committee  of  that  Grand  Lodge  to  mean  that  "the  candi- 
date must  have  no  such  deformity  as  will  interfere  with  his  giving  and  receiving 
all  Masonic  signs  and  salutations  in  due  form  ;"  and  the  interpretation  seems  to 
us  satisfactory  enough,  though,  as  Bro.  King,  of  New  York,  has  justly  re- 
marked, it  would  be  better  did  it  occupy  the  place  of  the  section  which  it  ex- 
plains. Bro.  Mackey,  however,  is  not  satisfied  with  this,  and  referring  to  that 
ancient  charge  which  declares  that  the  caudidate  must  be  "a  perfect  youth,  hav- 
ing no  maim  or  defect  that  may  render  him  incapable  of  learning  the  art,"  as- 
serts that  nothing  less  than  absolute  perfection  was  here  required,  and  that  the 
latter  part  of  the  sentence  is  intended  "to  give  a  consequential  meaning  to  the 
word  "that"  to  this  effect — "because  by  having  such  maim  or  defect,  he  would 
be  rendered  incapable  of  acquiring  our  art." 

Now  this  appears  to  us  to  be  takiDg  a  great  deal  of  pains  to  find  a  latent 
meaning  to  a  sentence,  which,  to  our  poor  comprehension,  bears  its  plain  intent 
upon  its  surface.  He  must  be  a  "perfect  youth"  says  Bro.  Mackey,  and  "in 
perfection  there  can  be  no  degrees  of  comparison  ;  he  who  is  required  to  be 
perfect,  is  required  to  be  so  without  modification  or  diminution,  if  there  be  any 
meaning  in  language.  That  which  is  perfect,  is  complete  in  all  its  parts,  and 
by  a  deficiency  in  any  portion  of  its  constituent  materials  it  becomes,  not  less 
perfect,  which  expression  is  a  solecism  in  grammar,  but  at  once  by  the  deficiency, 
ceases  to  be  perfect  at  all."  All  perfectly  true,  and,  as  Dr.  Johnson  himself 
could  not  have  given  a  more  perfect  (?)  definition,  we  shall  not  dispute  with 
our  brother  of  South  Carolina,  upon  the  plain  point  of  dictionary,  involved  in 
the  strict,  lexicographical  meaning  of  this  word.  The  real  question  is  what  it 
intends  to  convey  in  the  sentence  quoted  from  the  old  Constitutions.  How 
often  do  we  see  words  and  modes  of  expression  used  by  the  best  writers,  which 
custom,  not  the  lexicon,  has  sanctioned  ;  and  the  very  phrase  "more  perfect" 
or  "less  perfect,"  though  certainly  incorrect,  we  have  found  written  by  those 
far  our  superiors  in  intellectual  attainments.  Yet  even  this  apology  is  not 
necessary  for  the  paragraph  before  us.  It  is  itself  explanatory  of  the 
meaning  of  the  words  employed.  The  perfection  required  was  that  the 
candidate  should  have  no  maim  or  defect  that  might  render  him  incapable 
of  learning  the  art ;  and  this  qualification  made  him  a  "perfect  youth"  for  all 
the  purposes  of  Masonry.  If  the  line  is  not  drawn  exactly  where  the  Maine 
Committee  in  their  explanation  have  placed  it,  where  shall  it?  Bro.  Mackey 
requires  absolute  physical  perfection.  Suppose  the  candidate  has  a  pug  nose, 
is  squint-eyed,  stammers,  wears  a  wig,  or  has  bought  his  teeth  at  a  first  rate 
dentist's — would  he  reject  him  for  either  of  these   causes?     Probably  not,  and 
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yet  with  his  own  definition  of  perfection,  and  his  application  of  it  to  the  law. 
he  would  be  compelled  to  do  so,  as  the  simple  absence  of  a  tooth  would  be  an 
imperfection  in  the  man,  and  by  this  "deficiency"  he  would  "cease  to  be  perfect 
at  all."  A  slavish  obedience  to  the  mere  letter  of  the  law  would  preclude  us 
from  initiating  any  who  had  passed  the  earlier  years  of  manhood,  for  it  is 
written  that  the  candidate  must  be  a  perfect  youth ;  and  yet  who  dreams  now 
of  giving  that  word,  in  its  application  to  Masonry,  its  exact  and  proper  mean- 
ing. The  fact  is  that  all  laws,  whether  religious,  political  or  Masonic,  should 
be  liberally  construed  with  reference  to  their  applicability  to  the  subjects 
which  they  are  intended  to  govern ;  and  in  this  case  we  cannot  conceive  of 
any  reason  why  any  other  physical  perfection  should  be  required  than  is  neces- 
sary for  the  fulfilment  of  the  conditions  of  the  Masonic  Ritual. 

Bro.  MACKEYdoes  not  approve  the  resolutions  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  1853, 
relative  to  the  powers  of  Grand  Masters,  and  their  liability  to  punishment  for 
misconduct,  and  goes  so  far  as  to  express  his  disbelief  "that  under  any  circum- 
stances can  he  be  punished  for  any  crime  whatsoever,  during  the  time  that  he 
presides  over  the  craft,"  for  the  reason  that  he  could  not  have  "that  essential 
Anglo-Saxon  requisite,  a  judgment  by  his  peers."  Your  Committee  have  no 
expectation  that  even  the  modification  of  this  resolution  which  they  propose 
to  offer,  will  accord  with  the  extensive  views  of  the  prerogatives  of  a  Grand 
Master  entertained  by  our  honored  brother  of  South  Carolina ;  but  they  do 
entertain  the  hope  that  the  "new  regulation"  which  they  will  submit  accompa- 
nying it,  may  remove  his  objection  as  to  the  impossibility  of  atrial  by  his  peers. 

The  revenue  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  preceding  was  $5,452,  and  its 
disbursements  §5,443.  The  M.  W.  Alfred  Price  was  elected  Grand  Master, 
and  the  W.  Albert  G.  Mackey  was  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

Texas.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  held  its  Seventh  Annual  Communica- 
tion, in  the  town  of  Rusk,  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  January,  1854,  the  M.  W. 
Andrew  Xeill,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.  W.  A.  S.Ruthven, 
Grand  Secretary.  One  hundred  and  forty-two  Lodges  are  in  existence  in  this 
jurisdiction,  seventy-nine  of  which  were  represented  at  this  assembly.  Eight 
dispensations  for  new  Lodges  had  been  issued  by  the  Grand  Master  during  the 
preceding  year.  He  recommends  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  signify 
its  disapprobation  of  the  action  of  Lodges  in  other  States,  who  receive  and 
act  upon  petitions  of  those  who  are  visiting  or  only  temporarily  residing 
among  them,  and  mentions  the  provision  in  that  State  which  requires  a  year's 
residence,  before  a  candidate  can  be  eligible.  He  is  in  favor  of  the  proposed 
Confederation,  and  thinks  it  will  accomplish  all  that  was  desired  from  a  Gen- 
eral Grand  Lodge,  without  being  liable  to  the  many  objections  to  such  an  or- 
ganization. He  desires  to  see  the  so-called  Past  Master's  degree  abandoned 
by  the  Chapters,  and  given  only  as  a  distinction  in  the  Symbolic  Lodges,  where 
it  properly  belongs  ;  and  gives  his  opinion  against  a  practice  which  appears 
to  prevail  in  Texas,  the  re-consideration  of  a  ballot  by  the  Lodges. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Bro.  F.  B. 
Sexton,  and  is  a  very  able  commentary  upon  the  proceedings  of  the  other 
Grand  Lodges,  embracing  some  seventy-five  pages.  Bro.  Sexton  is  not  satis- 
fied with  the  manner  in  which  the  difficulties  of  1852-3,  in  this  jurisdiction, 
were  disposed  of  at  the  Annual  Communication  in  the  latter  year.  After 
enumerating  the  charges  presented  on  the  one  hand,  and  counter  statements 
made  upon  the  other,  as  they  were  published,  and  presenting  the  report  and 
resolutions  of  the  special  committee  of  Past  Masters,  appointed  at  that  session 
upon  the  Grand  Officers'  addresses,  he  says  :  "  We  must  be  allowed  to  dissent 
from  this  wholesale  smothering  of  a  transaction,  wherein  one  or  both  of  the 
parties  had  openly  and  palpably  transgressed  some  of  the  most  elemeutary  and 
vital  principles  of  Masonry.  *  *  *  *  If  the  opinion  is  allowed  to  pre- 
vail that  one  brother  may  openly  denounce  another  as  corrupt,  (no  matter  if 
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it  be  the  Graud  Master  or  the  humblest  brother,)  publish  this  denunciation  to 
the  world,  and  when  both  are  called  to  account  for  it  by  the  proper  tribunal, 
they  can  make  a  personal  compromise  of  the  whole  matter,  without  suffering 
any  penalty,  even  the  slightest,  as  a  satisfaction  for  the  blemished  reputation 
of  the  Order — it  will  but  invite  unmasonic  conduct."  He  is  decidedly  of  the 
opinion  that  somebody — one  or  both  the  parties  in  this  case — ought  to  have 
been  rebuked,  somehow,  and  this  is  possibly  true  enough,  yet  no  good  is  to  be 
effected  by  tearing  open  wounds,  which  it  is  hoped  that  time  and  charity  may 
have  nearly  healed. 

Our  brother  of  Texas  takes  strong  ground  against  non- affiliation,  and  goes 
so  far  as  to  propose  that  no  Mason  shall  be  allowed  to  demit,  except  for  the 
purpose  of  joining  another  Lodge.  There  is  ancient  law  for  this,  too,  but  we 
think  it,  like  some  other  of  the  ancient  customs,  "  more  honored  in  the  breach 
than  the  observance."  Compulsory  Masonry  is  almost  a  solecism  in  terms. 
Let  those  who  wish  to  leave  us  depart  in  peace,  but  let  our  regulations  be  so 
framed  hereafter  that  they  shall  not  share  the  benefits  of  the  accumulations  re- 
sulting from  the  faithfulness  of  others.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  however, 
has  adopted  a  resolution  embodying  the  proposition  of  the  committee,  aud  has 
also  declared  that  none  shall  visit  in  that  jurisdiction  more  than  three  times, 
without  having  applied  for  membership.  The  following  insolations  were  also 
adopted  at  this  session  : 

Resolved,  That  no  Lo^g*  under  this  jurisdiction  shall  recognize  as  a  regularly  made  Maaon.  a 
resident  of  this  State,  who  may,  during  a  temporary  absence  therefrom,  receive  the  degrees 
in  Masonry  without  the  consent  of  the  Lodge  under  whose  jurisdiction  he  may  reside. 

Kesolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  cannot,  and  does  not,  recognize  any  inherent  right,  or 
power,  or  prerogative,  in  Grand  Masters  to  make  Masons  at  sight  or  at  will,  out  of  a  regular 
Lodge,  and  must  regard  the  exercise  of  any  such  power,  not  only  as  tyrannical,  but  in  vio- 
lation of  the  plain  and  unmistakable  provisions  of  the  Ancient  Constitutions  ot  Masonry. 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  cannot  recognize  any  other  mode  of  making  Masons 
than  the  one  sanctioned  by  the  immemorial  usageof  the  craft,  namely,  "in  a  regular  Lodge, '* 
after  "previous  notice  and  due  inquire  into  character." 

Resolved,  That  under  existing  regulations,  a  Grand  Lodge  has  no  power  to  try  a  Grand 
Master  while  in  office;  but  that  every  Grand  Lodge  has  the  power,  should  occasion  require, 
to  enact  a  u  new  rogula^.on ,"  providing  for  the  trial  and  punishment  oi  the  Grand 
Master. 

With  the  general  scope  of  the  foregoing  your  Committee  most  cordially 
agree,  and  they  regret  that  want  of  time  prevents  them  from  giving  more  than 
this  simple  expression  of  approbation  to  their  subject.  The  district  system 
prevails  in  Texas,  and  the  State  is  apportioned  among  thirteen  District  Deputy 
Grand  Masters.  From  the  financial  reports  we  find  that  the  receipts  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  during  the  past  year  were  $2,988  ;  the  expenditures  $4,197,  and 
that  there  then  remained  in  its  Treasury  $3,880.  The  session  continued  during 
six  days,  then  M.  W.  Wm.  M.  Taylor  being  elected  Gnmd  Master,  aud  the  R. 
W.  A.  S.  RuTiiVAN,  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

Vermont.  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State 
for  the  year  1854,  was  held  at  the  City  of  Burlington,  on  the  eleventh  clay  oi 
January  ;  the  M.  W.  Phiilif  C.  Tucker,  Grand"  Master,  presiding,  and  John 
B.  Hollenbeck,  Grand  Secretary.  Of  the  thirty -five  Lodges  within  this  juris- 
diction, twenty-nine  were  present  by  their  representatives.  The  address  pi 
the  Grand  Master  is  such  an  one  as  might  be  looked  for  from  one  bearing  the 
well-earned  reputation  of  Bro.  Tucker— plain,  practical  and  comprehensive  ; 
touching  not  only  upon  such  matters  of  interest  as  have  occurred  within  the 
boundaries  of  Vermont,  but  noticing  such  subjects  of  importance  as  have  pre- 
sented themselves  from  abroad.  In  relation  to  this  latter  practice,  which  a 
Committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  condemned,  for  the  reason  that  by  it 
the  Grand  Master  entrenched  upon  the  appropriate  duties  of  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  correspondence,  the  Grand  Master  says  in  reply — 

"  I  neither  admit  the  propriety  of  the  position  nor  admire  the  taste  which  dictated  it.  In 
my  .judgment  it  is  important  that  the  Hrand  Master  should    he   as  well  informed  on 
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Masonic  subjects  ut  any  committee  oi  th«  Grand  body  over  which  he  presides,  and  that 
he  should  be  as  free  as  the  committee  to  refer  to  or  examine  any  subject  of  a  Masonic  char- 
acter which  possesses  an  interest  lor  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  express  his  own  opinion,  if  he 
pleases.  It  has  happened  more  than  once  that  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Committee,  on 
Foreign  Correspondence  ot  this  Grand  Lodge,  have  differed  ;n  their  views  of  a  staie  oi 
lacts,  and  ui  on  questions  ot  Masonic  law,  usage,  and  government.  In  such  cases  this  Grand 
body  has  had  the  advantage,  if  no  other,  of  hearing  the  argument  on  both  sides,  and  have 
escaped  judging  upon  an  ez-parte  view  of  h  subject.  At  the  risk  of  differing  from  the  Iowa 
Committe,  1  shall  with  my  present  views,  continue  the  practice  heretofore  "followed,  when- 
ever 1  shall  deem  it  for  the  benefit  of  the  Grand  body  which  has  honored  me  with  the 
confidence  implied  by  placing  me  at  its  head,  unaffected  by  any  dictum  which  is,  without  a 
a.  volunteered  for  its  condemnation/' 

The  project  for  a  national  Confederation  is  submitted  without  comment  or 
recommendation,  but  action  upon  it  by  the  Grand  Lodge  is  invited.  The 
question  in  regard  to  the  admission  of  maimed  candidates  is  treated  of,  and 
he  refers  to  the  action  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  upon  the  report  of  a 
Committee  of  that  body  made  relative  thereto  at  its  last  session  in  1853.  The 
subject,  he  says,  was  considered  as  one  of  authority  and  not  of  discretion,  and 
the  views  of  of  the  Committee  were  governed  by  "  the  ancient  Constitutions  of 
Craft  Masonry  alone,  as  recognized  at  York  in  the  year  629,  (Query,  926  ?) 
aud  confirmed  at  London  in  1723."     Their  report  was  adopted  and  it  was — 

-Resolved,  That  it  is  incompetent  for  Hoyal  Arch  Chapters  to  confer  the  respective  de- 
grees of  Masonry  upon  candidates  whose  physical  detects  are  such  as  to  prevent  them  from 
conforming-  literally  to  all  the  requirements  ol  those  degrees,r' 

Substitute  " Master  Mason's  Lodges"  lor  "  Eoyal  Arch  Chapters.  "  says 
Bro.  Tucker,  "and  we  have  the  rule  which  should  govern  us  :"  and  it  gives 
your  Committee  great  pleasure  to  see  their  own  opinions  upon  this  question 
supported  by  such  -.high  Masonic  authority  as  the  judgment  of  the  Grand 
Master  of  Yermont. 

The  matters  which  disturbed  this  jurisiction  some  two  years  ago,  are  again 
adverted  to  by  Bro.  Tucker,  and  with  a  frankness  which  does  him  infinite 
honor,  he  confesses  his  change  of  opinion  in  regard  to  the  principal  questions 
therein  involved. 

11  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  inform  you/5  says  he,  "  that  the  difficulties  which 
verely  threatened  the  peace  and  future  interests  of  ihe  Grand  Lodge  of  California  lasc  year, 
have  been  brought  to  an  amicable  termination,  and  that  that  Grand  body  is  now  in  peace 
and  prosperity.  This  difficulty  has,  in  one  respect,  been,  incidentally,  highly  beneficial  to 
the  Order  in  the  United  States.  It  raised  a  question  which  was  involved  in  some  obscurity, 
and  caused  its  discussion  by  the  ablest  Masonic  pens  of  the  country .  I  allude  to  the  power 
of  a  Grand  Master  to  make  Masons  at  sight.  The  discussion  was,  at  first,  in  my  opinion, 
somewhat  tinctured  with  feeling,  naturally  enough  arising  out  of  the  circumstances  in 
which  it  originated.  As  it  proceeded  however,  time  brought  perfect  calmness  to  its  consid- 
eration, and  it  was  treated  candidly  upon  its  own  intrinMC  merits.  The  precedents  were 
examined  critically,  with  all  their  attendant  circumstances,  and  the  result  was  reached  by 
a  coarse,  which,  in  my  judgment,  has  settled  the  controversy  past  all  danger  of  its  bein^ 
agitated  again  among  our  Grand  .Lodges.  This  result  overthiew  some  of  my  first  impres- 
sions on  the  subject,  but  I  am  not  the  less  grateful  for  it  on  that  account.  I  consider  it  now 
thoroughly  and  fairly  settled,  as  matter  of  constitutional  Masonic  law,  supported  by  a  fair 
examination  of  Masonic  history  and  precedent,  that  unoer  the  pi  esent  Masonic  organization 
of  the  world,  no  Grand  Master  possesses  the  right  to  make  Masons  at  sight.  The  power 
claimed  was  always  dangerous,  even  in  the  best  hands,  and  it  should  be  matter  oi  gi  atula- 
tion  to  all  Grand  Masters  that  it  is  fairly  put  at  rest.  No  sensible  Urand  Master  couj<; 
feel  ambition  to  exercise  it,  if  it  existed ;  and  it  is  doubtless  better  ior  ihem  and  the  Order 
also  that  a  power  so  dangerous  should  not  belong  to  them." 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  in  speaking  of  the  resolutions 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  in  1853,  which  grew  out  of  this  subject,  use 
the  following  language  : 

To  express  an  opinion,  so  far  as  the  abstract  proposition  contained  in  these  resolutions  is 
concerned,  we  think  that  while  the  Master  is,  in  one  sense,  the  creature  of  ihe  Lodge,  ^nasrauch 
as  he  is  created  or  elected  by  the  members  of  the  Lodge,  yet,  when  elected  he  is  supreme,  and 
beyond  the  power  of  the  Lodge  to  control  or  direct :  and  if  he  transcends  the  powers  delegated  to 
him  by  the  constitution  and  by-laws,  he  can  only  be  reached  by  a  piocess  analagous  to  that  of 
impeachment  at  common  law.  And  your  committee  claim  that  it  is  part  of  the  power  resting  in 
every  community,  and  necessary  to  self-protection,  to  try  any  of  it3  members,  whether  the  head 
or  humblest,  for  each  and  every  infraction  of  its  constitution  and  laws.    And,  as  it  seems  to  your 
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Committee,  the  exercise  of  this  power  requires  no  "new 'regulation J*  but  is  part  of  the  "common 
law,"  so  to  speak,  of  every  organized  body. 

We  percieve  that  a  special  Committee  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master,  du- 
ring the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  upon  the  subject  of  visitors  from  New  York, 
made  a  report  thereon,  in  which,  after  quoting  from  the  Massachusetts  report, 
herein  before  presented,  they  propose  the  following  resolution,  which,  it  will  be 
seen,  omits  altogether  the  feature  we  have  so  strongly  condemned  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Ancient  Commonwealth  : — 

Resolved,  That  all  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont  ate  hereby 
instructed  to  require  every  person  assuming  to  be  a  Mason,  and  hailing  from  any  Lodge  in  the 
State  of  New  York,  and  claiming  admission  as  a  visitor,  to  exhibit  such  plenary  ev  dence,  by 
certificate,  diploma,  or  other  documentary  r.  roof  as  will  show  th»t  he  is  in  good  standing  in  a  Lodge 
that  is  duly  acknowledged  by  this  Grand  body;  provided,  nevertheless,  that  the  brother  so  pre- 
senting himself,  may  satisfy  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Lodge  of  his  correct  and  good  standing; 
or,  by  being  vouched  for  as  such  by  a  member  present,  he  may  thereby  be  admitted. 

The  district  system  is  in  practice  in  Vermont,  and  the  jurisdiction  is  appor- 
tioned among  eleven  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters.  The  recipts  for  the  year 
were  $297 — the  expenditures  §104.  One  day  sufficed  to  trasact  the  business 
of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  both 
re-elected. 

Virginia. — The  Annual  Communication  of  this  Ancient  Grand  Lodge  for 
the  year  1854,  was  begun  at  the  City  of  Richmond,  on  the  eleventh  day  of 
December,  the  M.  W.  James  A.  Leitch,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R. 
W.  John  Dove,  Grand  Secretary.  There  are  now  one  hundred  and  forty- 
three  Lodges  in  the  Old  Dominion,  seventy-five  of  which  were  represented  at 
this  session. 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  address  calls  attention  to  those  almost  universally 
noticed  subjects,  the  rapid  increase  of  the  Order,  non-affiliation,  and  Masonic 
mendicity,  and  alludes  in  appropriate  terms  to  the  lamented  death  of  the  Late 
Grand  Master  of  that  State,  Edmund  Pendleton  Hunter.  An  eloquent  and 
impressive  eulogy  upon  the  lite  and  character  of  the  deceased  was  delivered  by 
the  Rev.  and  R.  W.  P.  G.  Robert,  Grand  Chaplain ;  and  we  observe  that  the 
high  e  stimation  in  which  he  was  held  while  living,  and  the  reverential  regard 
given  to  his  memory  since  dead,  have  not  been  expressed  in  words  alone  by  our 
brethren  in  Virginia.  The  following  preamble  and  resolution  appear  in  the 
proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  : 

\*  Whereas,  information  has  been  received  that  the  family  of  our  deceased  Grand  Master,  (a 
VYidow  and  seven  Children,)  has  been  left  in  destitute  circumstances. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  appeal  by  a  Circular  to  the  Subordinate  Lodges  of  this 
Jurisdiction,  to  relieve  their  necessities  by  immediate  and  liberal  contributions,  to  be  for- 
warded through  the  Grand  Secretary/' 

In  response  to  the  touching  letter  addressed  to  the  Lodges  by  Bro.  Dove,  in 
accordance  with  this  resolve,  the  contributions  had  within  two  or  three  months 
amounted  to  over  §1300,  and  a  resolution  was,  at  a  later  period,  adopted  by 
the  Grand  Lodge,  that  each  Lodge  be  requested  to  contribute  annually  the  sum 
of  five  dollars  to  be  paid  over  to  the  widow  of  the  late  Grand  Master,  for  the 
use  of  herself  and  children. 

We  notice  that  a  Committee  appointed  upon  the  petition  of  "Loge  Francaise" 
to  be  allowed  to  work  in  the  French  Rite,  reported  that,  although  they  believed 
the  Lodge  asked  this  privilege  only  in  the  hope  of  benefiting  the  Craft,  and 
entertained  so  high  an  opinion  of  its  work  and  of  the  character  of  its  members 
as  to  induce  them  to  wish  that  their  request  could,  with  propriety,  be  granted, 
they  were  constrained  to  report  that  it  was  inexpedient  to  do  so,  and  that  the 
practice  of  no  Rite  except  the  Ancient  York  Rite,  would  be  sanctioned  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  within  its  jurisdiction. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  simply  acknowledge  the  receipt 
of  Communications  from  the  other  Grand  Lodges,  but  refrain  fromgiying  "any 
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detailed  account  of  the  many  important  questions  which  would  seem  to  occupy 
the  attention  of  the  Committees  on  Foreign  Correspondence  of  our  sister  Grand 
Lodges  :  First,  because  we  believed  that  upon  most,  if  not  all  of  them,  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  has  spoken  out  either  in  the  Text  Book,  published 
by  her  authority,  or  by  the  opinions  expressed  at  her  Grand  Annual  Commu- 
nications ;  and  secondly,  because  they  felt  that  in  so  doing,  they  might  be 
tempted  to  discuss  the  merits  of  the  various  questions,  which  your  committee 
with  the  utmost  deference,  consider  to  be  more  appropriately  in  the  province 
of  a  Grand  Committee  of  Masonic  Jurisprudence.'* 

This  jurisdiction  is  apportioned  among  twenty-eight  District  Deputy  Grand 
Masters,  who,  we  perceive,  are  elected  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  financial 
reports  exhibit  arevenue  during  the  past  year  of  $2,189  ;  and  an  expenditure 
of  §2100;  of  which^400,  was  for  the  Washington  Monument  at  Fredericksburg 
in  that  State.  The  communication  continued  during  four  days,  the  M.  W 
Jas.  A.  Leitcit  being  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.  W.  John  Dove,  Grand 
Secretary. 

Wisconsin.  This  Grand  Lodge  held  its  Annual  Communication,  for  the 
year  1854,  at  Janesville,  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  June,  the  R.  W.  Henry 
M.  Billings,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  presiding,"  and  the  R.  \Y\  Wm.  R.  Smith, 
Grand  Secretary.  There  are  forty-three  Lodges  in  this  State,  thirty-six  of 
which  were  present  by  their  representatives.  In  the  address  of  the  Grand 
Master,  we  remark  a  notice  of  the  complaints  heretofore  made  by  this  Grand 
Lodge  concerning  the  initiation  of  Masons  for  migration  ;  and  an  acknowledge- 
ment of  their  justice,  coupled  with  a  recommendation  that  such  practice  should 
thereafter  be  discountenanced  within  that  jurisdiction.  Nine  dispensations 
had  been  issued  for  the  opening  of  new  Lodges  during  the  year.  The  Grand 
Treasurer's  report  shows  a  receipt  lor  the  preceding  twelve  months  of  $1,859, 
and  an  expenditure  of  §1,855.  The  Communication  continued  three  da}7s,  the 
M.  W.  Henry  M.  Billimgs  being  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.  W.  Wm. 
II.  Bmttit  re-elected  Grand  Secretary. 

Foreign  Grand  Lodges.  The  only  Communication  received  from  abroad 
by  this  Grand  Lodge  during  the  past  year,  is  the  Masonic  Calendar  for 
1854-5,  published  by  order  of  the  National  Mother  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Three 
Globes,  at  Berlin,  Prussia.  This  volume  contains  a  list  of  the  officers  and  ac 
tive  and  honorary  members  of  that  Graud  Lodge,  with  their  titles,  rank,  and 
residence,  the  names  of  the  Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction,  and  the  number  of 
their  members.  This  was  accompanied  by  a  congratulatory  circular  upon  the 
recurrence  of  the  day  of  St.  John,  the  Baptist ;  and  an  abstract  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Grand  Lodge  held  on  that  day,  it  being  the  one  hundred  and 
fourteenth  anniversary  of  its  establishment.  These  are  principally  occupied 
by  the  addresses  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  (the  Grand  Master  being  absent 
on  account  of  ill  health,)  and  the  record  of  the  election  and  installation  of  the 
Grand  Officers.  An  interesting  ceremony  is  noticed  in  one  of  the  subordinate 
Lodges,  upon  the  occasion  of  the  election^of  its  W.  Master  tor  his  fiftieth  term 
of  service. 

At  the  head  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  as  Protector,  is  His  Royal  Highness,  the 
Prince  of  Prussia.  Sixty-one  active  and  five  hundred  and  thirty  honorary 
members  are  borne  upon  its  rolls,  and  ninety-one  Lodges,  with  an  aggregate 
membership  of  nearly  nine  thousand,  acknowledge  its  authority. 

National  Masonic  Convention.  This  body  assembled  at  Washington,  D. 
0.,  on  the  third  day  of  January,  1855,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation 
of  a  similar  assemblage  convened  at  Lexington,  Ky.,  in  September,  185.'). 
Your  Committee  are  not  in  possession  of  any  detailed  report  of  its  proceed- 
ings, and  are  unable  to  inform  you  to  what  extent  the  various  Grand  Lodges 
were  represented.    The  chief  point  of  interest,  however, — the  result  of  its  de-

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Resolved,  That  this  National  Convention  recognizes  most  fully  the  principle,  that  no  terri- 
tory can  rightfully  be  covered  by  more  than  one  superior  Masonic  jurisdiction. 

Resoved,  That  this  Convention  most  solemnly  protests,  in  behalf  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  against  any  loreign  Grand  body  exercising  any  Masonic 
jurisdiction  within  the  limits  of  the  accredited  jurisdiction  of  any  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
the  American  Union. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  draft  an  address  to  the  Grand  Lodges  on  the 
subject  of  the  Confederation,  consisting  of  Brothers  Clopton,  Smith,  King, 
Gtlman  and  French,  but  it  has  not  yet  been  prepared,  or  if  it  has,  no  copy  has 
yet  reached  our  hands. 

Your  Committee  have  already  endeavored  to  refute  some  of  the  arguments 
which  have  been  presented  against  the  adoption  of  such  a  form  of  Confedera- 
tion as  that  proposed  above,  and  had  intended,  ere  this  report  was  concluded, 
to  offer  some  opinions,  and  reasons  therefor,  in  its  favor.  Butjthe  unexpected 
length  which  the  vast  amount  of  matter  before  them  has  already  caused  it  to 
attain,  warns  them  of  the  necessity  for  bringing  it  to  a  close  ;  and  it  must  suffice, 
therefore,  for  them  to  express  the  belief  that  the  plan  set  forth  is  capable  of 
producing  good  results,  and  seems  to  be  entirely  void  of  the  principal  objections 
which  have  heretofore  been  urged  against  the  formation  of  a  supreme  arbiter 
in  Masonry,  constituted  as  a  General  Grand  Lodge.  With  this  belief,  they 
recommend  it  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California, 
and  will  offer  a  resolution  that  it  be  adopted. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  say  that,  in  the  expression  of  any 
opinions  which  may  have  been  elicited  during  their  examination  of  the  various 
subjects  for  Masonic  discussion,  appearing  in  the  several  publications  before 
them,  they  have  sought  to  broach  no  new  theories — to  teach  no  new  doctrines 
— but,  humbly  aware  of  their  own  limited  Masonic  experience  and  information, 
(the  writer  speaks  for  himself  alone,)  they  have  endeavored  to  be  guided  in 
most  cases,  by  the  judgment  of  those  whose  distinguished  position  in  the  Order 
or  deserved  reputation  for  high  Masonic  attainments,  might  well  entitle  them 
to  be  considered  as  authorities  ;  and  when  these  have  conflicted  with  others 
equally  entitled  to  respect,  your  Committee  have  chosen  between  them  with 
such  discretion  as  their  own  poor  abilities  enabled  them  to  exercise.  With 
these  remarks,  they  ask  leave  to  present  the  following  resolutions  upon  subjects 
which  have  been  referred  to  in  the  preceding  pages  : 

1.  Resolved.  That  the  thirteenth  standing  resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  amended,  by 
inserting  the  word  "  and  *'  before  the  words  "  Amigo  del  Orden,  and  striking  out  the  words  "and 
Disciples  of  the  Masonic  Senate,  No.  5,'*'"  so  that  it  will  read : 

Resolved,  That  "'Polar  Star  Lodge,  No.  1,"  and  the  Lodge  "  Amigo  del  Orden,  No.  5,"  in  Louis- 
iana, be  declared  clandestine,  and  that  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction  shall  not  receive  to  Masonic, 
communication  any  member  belonging  to  either  of  said  Lodges,  or  to  any  other  Lodge  in  Louisiana 
not  acknowledging  allegiance  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  State. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  fifteenth  standing  resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  rescinded,  and 
that  the  following  be  inserted  instead  thereof: 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  no  non-affiliated  Mason  shall  -be  permitted  more  than  twice  to  vi>it 
any  ol  the  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction,  nor  shall  be  allowed  to  participate  in,  or  be  the  recip- 
ient of  any  of  the  rights,  privileges  or  charities  of  any  Lodge  within  this  State,  unless  he  pro- 
duce a  certificate  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  nearest  his  place  of  residence,  (if  in  a  city  —  of 
any  Lodge  therein,)  or  from  the  Grand  Secretary,  that  he  has  paid  up  from  this  date,  to  the  one 
or  the  other,  an  amount  equivalent  to  the  regular  dues  prescribed  by  the  Lodge  or  Lodges, 
nearest  his  said  residence.  Provided,  however,  that  this  rule  may  be  relaxed  by  the  Masters  of 
Lodges,  where  the  inability  to  make  such  payment  is  made  manifest. 

o.  Resolved,  That  the  twenty-eighth  standing  resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodga  be  rescinded,  and 
that  tbe  following  be  adopted  in  its  stead : 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  does  not  acknowledge  the  doctrine  that  a  Grand  Master  may 
make  Masons  at  sight,  or  at  will,  and  that,  in  its  opinion,  Grand  Masters  possess  no  powers  except 
those  contained  in  theConstitutions  of  Masonry,  and  those  clearly  and  expressly  delegated  to 
them  by  their  brethren. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  twentj^- ninth  standing  resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  rescinded,  and 
that  the  following  be  adopted  in  its  stead : 

Resolved,  That,  in  conformity  with  the  nineteenth  of  the  "Old  Regulations,''  which  decree* 
that  "  If  a  Grand.  Master  should  abuse  his  great  power,  and  render  himself  unworthy  of  th<,- 
obedience  and  submission  of  the  Lodge,  he  shall  be  treated  in  a  manner  to  be  agreed  upon  in  ■ 
new  regulation,"  this  Grand  Lodge  does  now  agree  upon  and  enact  this 


New  Regulation.  The  Grand  Master  of  Masons  for  the  State  of  California  may  hereafter  b« 
proceeded  against  and  tried  for  unmasonic  conduct  in  the  following  manner :  —  Charges  may  be 
presented  against  him  to  any  Past  Grand  Master  who  is  an  affiliated  Mason  within  this  jurisdic- 
tion, by  not  less  than  five  Masters  of  Lodges,  which  charges  shall  be  in  writing,  if  proper  to  be 
written,  or  oral,  if  otherwise ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Past  Grand  Master  to  transmit 
a  copy  of  said  charges,  if  written,  or  to  convey  the  same  personally,  it  oral,  to  the  accused,  to- 
gether with  a  notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  trial,  at  least  twenty  days  before  the  day 
appointed  therefor.  And  the  said  Past  Grand  Master  shall  then  summon  four  ^or  more  other 
Past  Grand  Masters,  who  shall  be  members  of  some  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction,  (the  tribunal  to 
consist  of  not  less  than  five,)  to  assemble  with  him  at  the  time  and  place  so  designated,  and  they 
shall  hear  and  decide  upon  the  case —  the  sentence  of  a  majority  being  decisive.  Provided, 
however,  that  for  just  reasons  a  new  trial  may  be  granted. 

All  necessary  travelling  expenses  of  the  members  of  such  tribunal  shall  be  paid  by  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

5.  Resolved,  That  it  shall  hereafter  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Master  to  report  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  at  each  Annual  Communication  thereof,  an  abstract  of  all  opinions  or  decisions  on  ques- 
tions of  Masonic  law,  usage  and  practice,  given  by  him  during  its  recess;  which  opinions  or 
decisions  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  and,  after  their  report 
thereon,  shall  be  either  affirmed  or  reversed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  changed  or  modified,  as  the 
Grand  Lodge  shall  deem  proper  and  correct. 

0.  Resolved,  That  the  right  (so  called)  to  visit  Masonically,  is  not  an  absolute  right,  but  is  a 
favor  which  every  lawful  Mason  in  good  standing  is  entitled  to  ask,  and  which  the  Lodges  may 
concede  or  refuse,  at  their  discretion;  and  that  no  Master  of  a  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction  shall 
admit  a  visitor  when  positive  objection  to  such  admission  is  made  by  a  regular  member. 

T.  Resolved.,  That  the  Lodges  and  brethren  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  positively  enjoined  to  hold  no  Masonic  intercourse  with  any  alleged  Mason  hailing 
from  the  State  of  New  York,  unless  he  first  produces  a  Certificate,  bearing  the  Seal  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  that  State,  and  signed  by  its  Grand  Secretary  (now  the  R.  W.  Jambs  M.  Austin.)  that  he 
is  a  Mason  in  good  and  regular  standing,  and  worthy  the  fellowship  of  his  brethren. 

8.  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge,  having  long  since  recognized  the  principle  that  no  man 
shall  be  initiated  into  the  mysteries  of  our  Order,  except  in  the  Lodge  nearest  his  place  of  resi- 
dence ;  (unless  by  the  proper  permission)  and  having,  by  an  established  regulation,  taken  care  to 
avoid  infringing  upon  the  j  urisdictional  rights  of  others,  will  not  tolerate  that  its  own  be  invaded; 
and  it  is  therefore  ordered  that  no  Lodge  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  shall 
admit,  or  receive  to  Masonic  communication  in  any  form  whatever,  any  person  who,  being  at  the 
time  a  resident  of  this  State,  has  received,  or  claims  to  have  received  the  degrees  of  Masonry  from 
any  source  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  without  proper  permission  from  the 
Lodge  nearest  his  place  of  residence.  Provided,  however,  that  any  Mason  thus  irregularly  made, 
may  be  heeded  by  such  Lodge,  after  a  petition  for  that  purpose  shall  have  been  presented  and 
acted  upon  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  initiation,  and  by  a  unanimous  ballot. 

0.  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  recognises  no  degree  of  Present  or  Past  Master  conferred  bv 
any  authority  notholden  under  a  legitimate  Grand  Lodge;  acknowledging  only  the  Order  of  that 
name  as  it  exists  in  the  ceremonies  attending  the  installation  of  the  Master  elect  of  a  chartered 
Lodge  :  which  Order  shall  be  conferred  only  by  a  convocation  of  Present  or  Past  Masters,  not  less 
than  three  in  number,  who  have  thus  regularly  received  it. 

10.  Resolved,  That  all  Masonic  communication  between  the  Lodges  and  brethren  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  those  hailing  from  the  jurisdiction  of,  or  acknowledging  alle- 
giance to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  is  hereby  strictly  forbidden,  so  long  as  that  body  shall 
continue  to  maintain  its  shameless  and  outrageous  violation  of  the  jurisdictional  rights  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  York.

and  that  on  said  day  the  Lodge  assembled,  it  being  their  stated  meeting, 
heard  the  evidence  in  the  case, — said  Czapkay  not  attending — and  expelled 
him  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry.  These  proceedings  were 
not  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  last  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
respecting  trials,  the  Lodge  not  having  received  the  published  proceedings 
at  that  time. 

The  said  Czapkay  appeals  from  the  action  of  Mountain  Shade  Lodge,  for 
several  reasons,  the  principal  of  which  are: — that  no  notice  was  given  him 
by  the  Lodge — that  being  away  from  Minnesota,  and  out  of  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Lodge,  summons  and  charges  should  have  been  served  on  him  twenty 
days  before  trial — that  a  Committee  of  the  Lodge  reported  the  charges  on 
the  17th  June,  and  that  the  trial  took  place  on  the  1st  July,  only  fourteen 
days  thereafter — that  said  trial  was  had  at  a  slated,  and  not  at  a  special 
meeting — and  that  the  expulsion  has  been  published  in  violation  of  the  Con- 
stitution. 

The  Worshipful  Master  of  Mountain  Shade  Lodge  states  to  the  Committee 
that  a  copy  of  tin}  proceedings  of  the  Lodge  in  this  case  has  not  been  pre- 
sented, because  he  was  not  aware  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  do  so  unless 
15 
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directed  by  the  Grand  Lodge.     But  lie  admits  the  facts  as  to  the  notice  and 
manner  of  trial  above  stated. 

Yonr  Committee  regret  that  they  cannot  present  the  record  of  the  Lodge 
in  this  case,  but  they  arc  abundantly  satisfied,  from  the  evidence  before  them, 
that  the  conclusion  to  which  the  Lodge  arrived  was  entirely  correct.  Yet, 
while  they  believe  that  the  Lodge  deserves  naught  but  credit  for  its  attempt 
to  arrest  this  swindling  of  the  Fraternity  by  traveling  mendicants,  claiming 
to  be  Masons  in  good  standing,  in  consequence  of  the  non-compliance,  in 
some  respects,  with  the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  they  are  constrained 
to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  Mountain  Shade  Lodge,  No.  18,  give  L.  J.  Czapkay  another 
trial,  if  he  shall  ask  it,  and  that  until  such  trial,  the  present  sentence  of  that 
Lodge  shall  stand  affirmed. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

No.  19.  in  the  case  of  Bro.  iiasey  Biven,  a  member  of  that  Lodge,  who  was 
expelled  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  for  fighting  a  duel  with 
Bro.  H.  P.  Dorsey,  a  member  of  Los  Angeles  Lodge,  Xo.  42,  on  the  21st  day 
of  September  last,  respectfully  report, — that  they  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  together  with  certain  papers  placed  in  their  hands  by  the  Grand 
Master  relative  to  his  suspension  of  Bro.  Biven,  previous  to  the  action  of 
that  Lodge  ;  and,  the  fact  of  the  duel  being  admitted,  they  approve  the  action 
of  the  Grand  Master,  and  recommend  that  the  sentence  of  expulsion  be 
affirmed  by  this  Grand  Lodge.

Your  Committee,  to  whom  were  presented  the  charges  against  Bro.  II.  V. 
Dorsey,  Master  of  Los  Angeles  Lodge,  Xo.  42,  have  examined  the  same,  and 
beg  leave  to  represent: — That  Bro.  Dorsey  was  elected  and  installed  W.  M. 
of  Los  Angeles  Jjodge,  for  the  year  commencing  27th  December,  1853  : — that 
in  the  month  of  September,  1854,  he  challenged  Bro.  Rasey  Biven,  a  mem- 
ber of  San  Joaquin  Lodge,  Xo.  19,  to  tight  a  duel,  and  that  on  the  21st  day 
of  that  month,  the  parties  met  and  fought — that  on  the  19th  day  of  September 
the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  being  informed  of  the  contemplated  infraction  of 
the  Masonic  law,  addressed  a  communication  to  Bro.  Dorsey,  requiring  him 
to  desist  from  the  further  prosecution  of  his  challenge,  and  calling  his  atten- 
tion especially  to  the  regulations  of  this  Grand   Lodge   in  regard  to  duel 
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but.  that  no  regard  was  had  by  Bro.  Horsey  for  this  most  proper  admonition 
— that  other  efforts  were  used  by  the  Grand  Master  to  prevent  Ihe  meeting, 
but  in  vain,  and  that,  immediately  after  information  of  the  event,  he  suspend- 
ed Bro.  Dorsey,  as  well  as  his  adversary,  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
Masonry. 

No  trial  of  l>ro.  Dorsey  has  been  had  in  his  Lodge,  and  doubts  are  ex- 
pressed as  to  whether  he  could  lawfully  be  tried  there,  although  he  has  ceased 
to  be  its  Master,  or  whether,  if  so  tried,  a  proper  and  impartial  trial  could 
there  be  had.  The  Committee  therefore  %eport  that  they  most  fully  approve 
the  action  of  the  Grand  Master  in  this  case,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  preamble  and  resolution  : 

Whereas,  3>ro.  H.  P.  Dorsey  was,  while  W.  M.  of  Los  Angeles  Lodge,  No. 
-12,  suspended  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  by  the  Grand 
Master  of  Masons  in  this  State,  for  fighting  a  duel  in  violation  of  the  laws  of 
Masonry,  and  in  defiance  of  a  positive  edict  of  this  Grand  Lodge  ;  and 
Whereas^  the  said  Dorsey  was,  at  the  time  the  offence  was  committed,  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  is  therefore  directly  amenable  thereto  ;  and 
Whereas,  in  a  written  communication  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  he  has  ac- 
knowledged the  facts  as  charged,  and  contumaciously  declared  that  under 
similar  circumstances  he  would  do  the  same  again  :  therefore 

JResolved,  That  the  said  H.  P.  Dorsey  be,  and  he  is  hereby  expelled  from 
all  the  rights,  benefits  and  privileges  of  Masonry. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

P.,  by  which  he  was  expelled  for  un- 
masonic  conduct,  respectfully  report, — that  they  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  and  having  received  a  communication  from  that  brother,  setting 
forth  his  inability  to  be  present  at  this  Grand  Lodge,  they  recommend  that 
action  in  his  case  be  postponed  until  the  next  Annual  Communication,  and 
that  meanwhile  the  sentence  of  the  Lodge  be  continued  in  force. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

1  remark  also  that  there  seems  to*have  been  some  remissness  on  the  part 
of  its  members  in  the  payment  of  their  dues,  and  take  the  occasion  to  warn 
the  Lodge  against  permitting  negligence  in  this  respect.

The  returns  from  Marysville  Lodge.  No,  9,  for  the  six  months  ending  March 
1st,  1855,  have  been  received,  but  from  the  imperfect  and  illegible  manner  in 
which  they  are  prepared,  the  Committee  find  it  impossible  to  correct  or  under- 
stand them,  and  recommend  that  they  be  sent  back  to  the  Lodge  for  revision. 
No  returns  have  been  received  from  Tan \ple  Lodge,  No.  14,  Sacramento  Lodge, 
No.  40,  or  Franklin  Lodge,  No.  53. 

The  Committee  also  find  that  there  are  several  Lodges  in  arrears  for  pre- 
ceding years,  but  they  do  not  deem  ii  their  province-  to  report  in  detail  there- 
upon. The  fact  that  some  of  the  returns  have  been  made  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  new  Constitution,  while  others  have  foil 
those  of  the  former  one,  will  account  for  some  of  the  discrepancies  which 
appear.  'While  the  Committee  are  gratified  to  perceive  the  generally  healthv 
growth  of  the  Subordinates  in  this  jurisdiction,  they  cannol  hut  their 
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apprehensions  that  in  many  instances  members  are  admitted  too  readily  and 
rapidly  for  the  well-being  of  the  Order  ;  and  they  take  the  occasion  to  remark 
that,  in  examining  the  returns  of  some  of  the  Chartered  Lodges,  they  have 
noticed  that  the  three  degrees  have  been  con  (erred  in  the  short  space  of  two 
days.

Resolved,  That  in  all  cases  of  a  restoration  of  a  suspended  Mason,  a  rote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  be  requisite,  and  ihe  proceedings 
shall  be  had  at  a  meeting  of  which  the  members  of  the  Lodge  shall  have  had 
due  notice.

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The  Grand  Secretary  presented  his  Annual  Report,  as  follows  : 

To  il\e  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  California : 

The  Grand  Secretary  respectfully  reports  that,  in  obedience  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  Grand  Lodge,  he  caused  1000  copies  of  the  proceedings  at  the 
last  Annual  Communication  to  be  printed  and  distributed  as  heretofore.  The 
large  increase  of  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction  will  make  a  still  greater  number 
necessary,  and  it  is  recommended  that  1500  copies  be  ordered  for  the  present 
year. 

The  books  ordered  from  London,  as  a  commencement  for  a  Grand  Lodge 
Library,  arrived  during  the  period  of  the  last  Communication.  They  are  ele- 
gantly and  substantially  bound,  and  include  most  of  the  valuable  English 
Masonic  works.  The  balance  due  for  the  books,  and  for  freight,  amounted 
to  $51.12,  and  was  paid  by  draft  on  the  Grand  Treasurer.  The  Grand  Mas- 
ter and  Grand  Secretary  have  a»lso  purchased  a  few  other  works  on  Masonry, 
and  placed  them  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Library,  and  the  bills  therefor,  $20.00, 
have  been  paid  by  the  Grand  Treasurer  :  making  a  total  amount  expended 
out  of  the  ki  Library  Fund  "  ($250,)  of  $71.12,  and  leaving  a  balance  in  the 
Treasury,  to  the  credit  of  that  fund,  of  $178.88.  I  would  recommend  a  fur- 
ther appropriation  of  a  small  amount— say  $100, — to  that  fund,  to  be  used,  if 
deemed  advisable,  for  the  increase  of  the  Library.

Bro.  Geo.  Loder  was  invited  to  act  as  Grand  Organist. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  simple  Jonn,  in  the  third 
degree  of  Masonry. 

After  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  the  object  of  this  spe- 
cial communication  wras  stated  by  the  Grand  Master,  who  ad- 
dressed the  Grand  Lodge  as  follows  : — 

Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodf/e  of  California : 

The  object  of  our  present  convention  is  too  well  and  painfully  known  to 
render  any  explanation  necessary.  The  melancholy  cause  lies  before  us  and 
in  our  midst.  Another  weary  spirit  has  gone  upon  its  long  and  last  journev, 
and  we  are  again  reminded  of  the  oft-taught,  but  too  little  heeded  lesson 
which  has  so  many  times  pleaded  in  expressive  silence  with  the  human  heart, 
from  the  portals  of  the  tomb.  We  have  assembled  to  pay  the  last  sad  tribute 
of  duty  and  affection  to  a  departed  friend  and  brother,  and  whilst  according 
it,  let  us  not  be  unmindful  of  the  serious  admonition  it  should  bring  to  us, 
who  still  live  and  move  in  the  sphere  of  action  from  which  it  has  pleased  our 
Divine  Father  that  he  should  be  removed.  It  is  not  for  us  to  extol  his  vir- 
tues or  to  dwell  upon  his  imperfections,  whatever  either  may  have  been.  Let 
us  rather  embalm  the  one  in  our  hearts,  while  drawing  the  mantle  of  charity 
over  the  other  ;  and  in  after  days,  should  memory  revert  to  any  trait  of  char- 
acter less  perfect  than  might  be  required  by  the  standard  of  our  own  erring 
judgment,  let  us  rest  in  the  hope  that,  iu  remembrance  of  the  virtues  he 
possessed,  the  Recording  Angel  has  dropped  a  tear  upon  the  fault  and  blotted 
it  out  for  ever. 

On  his  official  connection  with  this  Grand  Lodge  it  is  needless  to  comment. 
It  is  too  well  known  and  faithfully  remembered  to  render  laudation  necessary. 
The  first  Master  of  the  oldest  Lodge  in  the  State,  his  ability  and  Masonic  skill 
soon  caused  him  to  be  extensively  and  favorably  known  to  the  Fraternity, 
and  one  year  after  the  formation  of  this  Grand  Lodge  he  was  chosen  its  Sec- 
retary, an  office  he  has  filled  with  an  ability  best  praised  by  reference  to  his 
repeated  reelection,  and  the  large  vote  by  which  it  has  always  been  effected. 
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In  his  private  character  he  was  intimately  known  to  us,  and  had  our  entire 
love  and  confidence.  For  many  months  we  had  occupied  the  same  rooms 
and  broken  cf  the  same  bread  with  him.  During  his  illness  we  had  watched 
over  the  heavy  breathings  of  his  midnight  hours,  and  when  his  lips  had 
become  pallid  and  his  eyes  sunken,  the  faltering  words  were  breathed  into 
our  ear,  "All  is  well"  It  was  a  message  of  joy  to  more  hearts  than  one. 
We  felt  it  ere  the  wing  of  the  Angel  of  Death  brushed  past  us,  and  witnessed 
the  sign  of  distress  at  the  moment  the  spirit  departed  for  the  Eternal  Country. 
Let  us  hope  and  believe  that  the  well  known  signal  was  recognized  in  the 
spirit  land,  and  the  pass-word  given  and  received,  by  which  alone  admission 
can  be  gained  into  the  presence  of  our  Supreme  Grand  Master  in  Heaven. 

Bro.  T.  A.  Thomas  moved  that  a  Committee  of  five  be  ap- 
pointed to  prepare  and  report  suitable  resolutions  expressive  of 
the  grief  of  this  Grand  Lodge  at  the  untimely  death  of  its  late 
Grand  Secretary,  and  of  its  respect  for  his  memory  — 

Which  was  adopted,  and  the  Grand  Master  named  as  such 
Committee,  Bros.  T.  A.  Thomas,  A.  G.  Abcll,  A.  Hollub,  C.  K. 
Saunders,  and  L.  C.  Owen. 

The  body  of  our  departed  Brother  having  been  conveyed  into 
the  Hall  by  California  Lodge,  No.  3,  of  which  he  was  a  member, 
the  solemn  funeral  ceremonies  of  the  Order,  appropriate  to  the 
occasion,  were  performed  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  assisted 
by  the  assembled  brethren. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  called  off  for  the  purpose  of 
attending  the  remains  of  our  deceased  Brother  to  the  city  of 
San  Jose,  the  place  appointed  for  their  interment,  —  to  be  called 
on  again  at  the  order  of  the  Grand  Master.

BY-LAWS 


OF   THE 


GRAND  LODGE  OF  THE  STATE  OF  CALIFORNIA, 

AS  AMENDED  AND  ADOPTED,  MAY  Stu.  A.  L.  5855. 


ARTICLE  I. 


Sec.  1.  After  the  Grand  Lodge  is  opened,  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  call 
a  roll  of  the  members. 

Sec.  2.     The  Grand  Master  shall  then  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials. 

Sec.  3.  The  Grand  Master,  after  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Cre- 
dentials is  returned,  shall  appoint  the  various  Committees,  as  provided  for  in 
the  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  The  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer  shall,  on  the  afternoon 
of  the  first  day  of  the  Session,  make  their  reports,  which  shall  be  read  and 
referred  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Sec.  1.  After  the  business  is  completed  as  laid  down  in  the  foregoing 
Article,  petitions  shall  be  read  and  referred  to  the  appropriate  Committees. 

Sec.  2.  All  Committees  shall  make  their  reports  in  writing,  before  the 
final  close  of  the  Communication,  and  be  discharged,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 
This  is  not  to  include  the  Committees  on  Foreign  Correspondence  and 
Unfinished  Business. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  order  of  business  at  each  Session,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be  a? 
follows :  — 

Sec.  1.     Reading  and  approving  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  Session. 

Sec.  2.     Reports  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials. 

Sec.  ?>.     Reports  upon  Unfinished  Business  of  previous  Communication. 
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Sec.  1.  Motions  and  resolutions,  and  reference  or  other  disposition  of  the 
same. 

Sec.  5.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees  and  action  thereon.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Correspondence  to  have  precedence. 

Sec.  6.  Reports  of  Special  Committees  of  last  and  present  Communica- 
tion, and  action  thereon. 

Sec.  7.     Special  orders  and  motions,  (if  any). 

Sec.  8.  Consideration  of  Amendments  to  the  Constitution,  General  Regula- 
tions and  Rules,  (if  any). 

Sec.  9.     Unfinished  Business  of  previous  Session,  (if  any). 

Sec.  10.     Miscellaneous  business,  not  included  in  any  of  the  foregoing. 

Proviso.  Should  the  business  as  laid  down  not  be  concluded  at  the  Session 
at  which  it  is  first  called  up,  it  shall  be  commenced  at  the  succeeding  Session, 
where  it  was  left  off,  and  so  on  through  the  Communication,  taking  up  the 
order  of  business  as  above  set  forth,  —  Provided  further,  that  the  reading  of 
minutes  be  first  in  order,  at  each  Session. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Sec.  1.  No  member,  representative  or  proxy,  shall,  under  any  pretence, 
be  admitted  into  the  Grand  Lodge,  without  his  proper  clothing,  or  be  allowed 
to  vote  without  his  jewel,  unless  he  offer  a  satisfactory  excuse  and  have  per- 
mission from  the  Grand  Lodge. 

ARTICLE   V. 

Sec.  1.  In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum  or  number,  and  the  longest  time 
shall  be  first  stated. 

Sec.  2.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  the  same  subject, 
unless  he  first  obtain  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  nor  then  more  than  five 
minutes  at  either  time. 

Sec.  3.  All  reports,  motions  and  resolutions  must  be  in  writing,  before 
being  introduced. 

Sec.  4.  The  rules  of  order  shall  not  be  suspended  at  any  time  except  by 
unanimous  consent. 

Sec.  5.  No  new  motion  or  other  business  shall  be  received  except  in 
regular  routine. 

Sec.  6.  No  motion  to  reconsider  a  vote  or  motion  shall  be  entertained 
unless  made  at  the  same  Session  of  the  same  day  on  which  the  question 
shall  have  been  decided  ;  nor  shall  it  be  in  order  unless  moved  by  one  of  the 
majority  and  duly  seconded. 

Sec.  7.  If  the  previous  question  shall  be  called  for  by  the  representatives 
of  one  Lodge,  and  duly  seconded  by  the  representatives  of  another,  and  the 
majority  of  the  members  present  sustain  such  call,  it  shall  be  put  in  this 
form  —  "  Shall  the  main  question  now  be  put  ?" — and  if  carried,  such  main 
question  shall  be  the  original  proposition  as  amended  at  the  time  of  adoption 
of  the  call  for  the  previous  question. 

Sec.  8.  Any  of  these  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  notice  in  writing 
being  given  at  one  Session,  and  to  be  acted  upon  at  the  next,  and  it  shall 
require  two-thirds  of  all  present,  to  carry  such  amendment. 

Sec.  9.  All  other  By-Laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  hereby  repealed,  from 
and  after  the  close  of  the  present  Communication. 


DEFINITIONS, 


It  is  deemed  advisable,  by  the  Grand  Master,  to  insert  the 
following  definitions  for  the  guidance  of  our  Lodges : — * 

Discharged  Member, — This  term  is  applied  to  a  member  of  a  Lodge  who 
has  been  discharged  for  non-payment  of  his  quarterly  dues,  or  other  violation 
of  the  local  rules  of  his  Lodge. 

Susjmision. — The  suspension  of  a  brother  excludes  him  from  all  his  Ma- 
sonic privileges,  and  prohibits  all  Masonic  intercourse  between  him  and  his 
brethren,  during  the  time  of  his  suspension. 

Expulsion. — This  is  the  highest  penalty  that  can  be  incurred,  and  the 
severest  punishment  that  can  be  inflicted,  for  any  violation  of  Masonic  en- 
gagements. It  excludes  a  Mason  from  all  his  Masonic  rights  and  privileges 
for  ever,  unless  he  be  restored  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  It  ought  never  to  be 
exercised  but  with  extreme  caution,  and  in  cases  where  a  lighter  punishment 
would  be  of  no  avail. 

A  Notification — Is  the  notice  by  which  the  time,  place  and  hour,  (and  fre- 
quently the  business,)  of  the  Lodge  are  communicated  to  the  members.  This 
notice,  every  brother  receiving  it  is  expected  to  obey,  unless  his  doing  so 
would  materially  interfere  with  his  business  engagements.  The  obligation 
which  it  imposes  is  a  general  one,  and  the  highest  penalty  incurred  by  a  vio- 
lation of  it,  is  forfeiture  of  membership. 

A  Summons — Is  a  call  of  authority — a  citation  to  appear  and  answer  to 
the  charges  therein  set  forth.  Or,  it  is  an  imperative  injunction  to  appear  at 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Lodge  with  which  the  brother  receiving  it  is  affilia- 
ted ;  or,  to  attend  on  the  Grand  Master,  the  District  Deputv  Grand  Master,  or 
any  committee,  or  other  body,  authorized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  issue  it. 
The  obligation  to  obey  it  is  special  and  obligatory  on  every  brother  receiving 
it.  The  penalty  for  its  non-observance  is  expulsion,  unless  the  party  offend- 
ing be  able  to  urge  a  pressing  and  positive  necessity  for  his  excuse. 

fg^f  Masters  of  Lodges  are  requested  to  observe  that  the  Charter  of  each 
Lodge  is  in  the  special  charge  of  its  Master,  and  must  be  present  whenever 
the  Lodge  is  opened.

A  Grand  Tyler, 
And  such  other  officers  as  the  Grand  Lodge  from  time  to  time  may  elect  or 
appoint ;

ARTICLE  III. 
Meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  1.  The  regular  communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  held  in 
Sacramento  city,  or  at  such  place  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  from  time  to  time 
designate,  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  May,  in  each  year  :  and  the  election  of 
Grand  Officers  shall  take  place  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  The  Grand  Master,  (or,  in  his  absence  from  the  State  or  inability 
to  attend,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,)  upon  the  application  of  the  presiding 
officers  of  any  three  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction,  shall  call  special  meetings 
of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

ARTICLE   IV. 
Election  of  Grand  Officers. 

Sec.  I.  The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  Right  Worshipful  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  Right  Worshipful  Senior  and  Junior  Grand  Wardens,  Right 
Worshipful  Grand  Treasurer,  and  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Secretary, 
be  elected  at  each  annual  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  on  the  fourth 
day  of  its  sitting,  and  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until  their  successor.: 
are  duly  elected  and  installed.  A  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  an  election 
for  Grand  Officers,  shall  be  necessary  for  a  choice.  All  other  Grand  Officers 
shall  be  appointed  in  such  manner  as  the  ( Jrand  Lodge  may  direct. 

Sec  2.  No  brother  shall  be  eligible  to  an  elective  office  unless  he  is  a 
Present  or  Past  Master,  nor  entitled  to  membership  in  the  Grand  Lodge, 
unless  a  member  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  under  its  jurisdiction. 

ARTICLE  V. 
^  'otinij. 

Sec  1.  Each  of  the  Grand  Officers  for  the  time  being,  and  every  elective 
Past  Grand  Officer,  if  present  at  a  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  each  be 
entitled  to  one  vote.  Each  Lodge  shall  be  entitled  to  three  votes  by  its  proper 
officers,  or  in  their  absence,  their  proper  representatives:  and  the  Past  Mas- 
ters, by  service,  of  each  Lodge,  collectively  to  one  vote.  No  member,  in  hi^ 
own  right,  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one  vote. 

Sec  2.  In  all  questions  except  those  decided  by  ballot,  in  the  event  of  a 
tic,  the  presiding  officer  shall  have  the  casting  vote. 

Sec  3.  No  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction  and  within  this  State,  shall  be 
represented  by  a  proxy  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Lodge. 

ARTICLE   VI. 
Standing  Coram itiecs. 
Sec  1.     At  each  meeting  of  the   Grand   Lodge,  the  Grand  Master  or  pre-

siding  officer  shall  appoint  the  following  committees,  each  to  consist-  of  not 
less  than  three  nor  more  than  five  members,  viz.: — 

A  Committee  on  Credentials. 

A  Committee  on  Grievances. 

A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

A  Committee  on  Finance  and  Accounts. 

A  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

A  Committee  on  Dispensations  and  Charters. 

A  Committee  on  Work. 

A  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence. 

A  Committee  on  Education. 

A  Committee  on  By-Laws. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Grand  Officers. 

Sec.  1.  The  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  and,  in  the  event  of  his  absence  from 
the  State,  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master,  may,  upon  the  petition  of  seven 
or  more  Master  Masons,  properly  recommended  by  the  nearest  or  most  con- 
venient Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  working  under  Charter,  grant 
Dispensations  to  form  new  Lodges  within  the  limits  of  this  State,  or  in  the 
adjoining  Territories,  where  no  Grand  Lodge  exists,  which  Dispensation  shall 
be  returnable  at  the  next  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  when 
the  Grand  Lodge  may  order  a  perpetual  Charter,  or  continue  the  Dispensation 
until  the  next  Annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  :  Provided,  That  when 
application  is  made  for  a  Dispensation  to  form  a  new  Lodge  in  a  town  or  city, 
the  recommendation  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Lodges  in  such  town  or  city 
shall  in  every  instance  accompany  the  petition  ;  and  no  Dispensation  shall  be 
issued  to  the  petitioners,  unless  their  petition  be  also  accompanied  by  the 
certificate  of  the  Worshipful  Master  of  each  Lodge  recommending  it,  that  the 
Worshipful  Master  named  in  said  petition  is  fully  competent  to  confer  the 
three  degrees  of  Masonry. 

Sec.  2.  On  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  Grand  Master  shall  lay  before  the  Grand 
Lodge  a  written  message,  therein  detailing  an  account  of  his  official  acts, 
during  the  recess,  and  the  state  and  condition  of  Masonry  in  his  jurisdiction ; 
and  shall  recommend  to  the  Grand  Lodge  such  measures  as  he  may  deem 
expedient  and  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  shall  also  report,  in  writing,  at  every 
Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  all  his  acts  and  doings,  relating 
to  his  office  during  the  vacation. 

Sec.  4.  The  Grand  Treasurer,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand  Tyler,  shall 
receive  such  compensation  for  their  services  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may,  from 
time  to  time,  determine. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  pay  over  to  the 
Grand  Treasurer  all  moneys  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  at 
each  Annual  Communication,  and  quarterly  during  the  recess  thereof  5  and 
render  an  account  of  the  same  at  each  Annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  6.  The  Grand  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  from  the  Grand 
Secretary  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  keep  a  correct  record  thereof,  and, 
at  each  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  render  an  account 
of  all  his  receipts  and  disbursements  ;  but  no  disbursements  shall  be  made  by 
him  without  an  order  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  signed  by  the  presiding  officer 
and  the  Grand  Secretary,  excepting  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  7.  The  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer,  prior  to  their  installa- 
tion, shall  execute,  respectively,  to  the  Grand  Master,  or,  in  his  absence,  to 
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the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  for  the  time  being,  to  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
a  bond,  with  such  security,  and  for  such  sum  as  the  Grand  Master,  or,  in  his 
absence,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  may  approve,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  their  respective  duties. 

Sec.  8.  All  other  Grand  Officers  receiving  funds  belonging  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  shall  immediately  transmit  the  same  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Powers  of  tlie  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  1.  The  Grand  Lodge  has  original  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  all 
subjects  of  Masonic  legislation,  and  appellate  jurisdiction  only  from  the  de- 
cisions of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  ;  and  its  enactments  and  decisions  upon 
all  questions  shall  be  the  supreme  Masonic  law  of  the  State.  It  shall  also 
prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Subordinate 
Lodges  as  will,  in  its  judgment,  conduce  to  the  welfare,  prosperity,  and  hap- 
piness of  the  Craft :  and  may  grant  Dispensations  and  Charters  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  new  Lodges,  and  may  revoke  and  annul  the  same,  for  such  causes 
as  it  may  deem  sufficient.  It  shall  prescribe  the  manner,  and  shall  require  a 
uniform  mode  of  working  5  and  may  require  from  the  Subordinate  Lodges 
such  reasonable  dues  andf/ees,  as  will  at  all  times  discharge  the  engagements 
of  the  G  rand  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
Revenue, 

Sec.  1.  The  fee  for  instituting  a  Subordinate  Lodge,  shall  be  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  dollars ;  seventy-five  dollars  of  which  shall  be  paid  on  the 
issuing  of  the  Dispensation,  and  fifteen  dollars  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  and 
fifty  dollars  when  the  Charter  is  granted,  and  ten  dollars  to  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary for  engrossing  the  same,  and  affixing  thereunto  the  Seal  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

Sec.  2.  Each  Lodge  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  for  each  degree  conferred  on  candidates,  the  sum  of  one 
dollar  for  each  adjoining  member,  and  one  dollar  annually  for  each  contribut- 
ing member. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary  five 
dollars  by  the  applicant,  for  every  diploma  granted  to  a  member  of  a  Subordi- 
nate Lodge,  (four  dollars  for  the  Grand  Secretary  ;)  but  no  diploma  shall  issue 
except  upon  the  presentation  of  a  certificate  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge, 
of  which  the  applicant  is  a  member,  of  his  good  and  regular  standing  therein. 
Such  diploma,  when  issued,  shall  be  signed  by  the  Grand  Master,  or  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  and  countersigned  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  who  shall  affix 
thereto  the  Seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  4.  For  every  copy  of  any  portion  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  or  any  document  in  possession  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  which  he  shall 
be  required  to  make,  he  may  demand  and  receive  for  his  use  fifty  cents  for 
every  one  hundred  words. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Subordinate  Lodges. 

Sec.  1.  Every  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  elect  its  officers  annually  by  ballot, 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present,  at  the  stated  meeting  next 
preceding  the  anniversary  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  (excepting  in  oas<  ^ 
hereinafter  provided,)  who  shall  be  installed  on  the  evening  of  their  election. 
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or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  and  shall  retain  their  respective  offices 
Until  their  successors  in  office  shall  be  elected  and  duly  installed. 

Sec.  2.  Each  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  have  the  right  to  adopt  by-laws  for 
its  own  government,  which  shall  be  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  ;  and,  if  approved,  no  amendment  thereto  shall  be  valid,  until  it  shall 
have  received  the  sanction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Master,  or  Deputy 
Grand  Master. 

Sec.  3.  Each  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  assemble  for  work  at  least  once  in 
every  calendar  month  ;  and,  if  any  Lodge  shall  fail  to  meet  for  six  successive 
months,  it  shall  forfeit  its  Charter. 

Sec.  4.  All  the  proceedings,  ballotings,  and  business  of  the  Lodge,  except 
that  of  conferring  subordinate  degrees,  shall  be  had  and  done  in  a  Lodge  of 
Master  Masons. 

Sec  5.  No  Lodge  within  this  State  shall  confer  the  three  degrees  of  Ma- 
sonry for  a  less  sum  than  seventy-five  dollars  ;  and  no  Lodge  under  the  juris- 
diction of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  out  of  the  State,  shall  confer  the  three 
decrees  of  Masonry  for  a  less  sum  than  thirty-five  dollars  ;  and,  in  each  case, 
the  fee  for  each  degree,  as  regulated  by  the  Lodge,  shall  invariably  accom- 
pany the  application. 

Sec.  G.  All  applications  for  initiation  or  membership  shall  be  made  in  wri- 
ting, at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Lodge  ;  but  shall  not  be  acted  upon  until  after 
the  expiration  of  four  weeks,  and  then  only  at  a  stated  meeting.  Nor  shall 
there  be  conferred  more  than  one  degree  upon  the  same  candidate,  at  any 
one  meeting  of  the  Ledge  ;  and  no  Lodge  shall  confer  the  degrees  upon  more 
than  five  candidates,  at  any  one  meeting  ;  nor,  shall  more  than  one  candidate 
be  initiated,  passed,  or  raised,  at  one  and  the  same  time. 

Sec  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Lodge  working  under  a  Dispensation, 
on  an  application  for  an  extension  of  such  Dispensation,  or  for  a  Charter,  to 
submit  its  Book  of  Records  for  the  inspection  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec  8.  Each  Lodge  shall  be  represented  in  every  Annual  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  furnish  a  correct  account  of  its  proceedings  during 
the  past  year,  in  a  form  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  make  pay- 
ment of  its  regular  dues  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  non-performance  of  these  duties, 
its  representatives  may  be  debarred  from  all  the  privileges  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  and  its  Charter  may  be  declared  forfeited  by  a  vote  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

Sec  9.  It  is  not  competent  for  a  Lodge  to  expel  or  suspend  a  member 
from  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  for  the  non-payment  of  dues;  but 
any  member  who  shall  have  neglected  to  make  payment  of  his  dues  for  the 
space  of  six  months,  except  in  case  of  protracted  illness,  or  absence  from  the 
State,  may  be  summoned  to  appear  before  the  Lodge,  to  show  cause  why  his 
name  shall  not  be  stricken  from  the  roll  of  members.  And  any  Mason  whose 
name  shall  be  stricken  from  the  roll,  shall  not  be  received  as  a  member  of 
any  other  Lodge,  until  he  shall  have  paid  up  all  arrearages  to  the  Lodge  of 
which  he  was  last  a  member ;  and,  in  the  event  of  the  non-existence  of  said 
Lodge,  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec  10.  All  complaints  and  charges  brought  against  a  brother  before  a 
Lodge,  proper  to  be  written,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  filed  with  the 
Secretary  ;  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  served  upon  the  accused,  at  least  ten 
days  before  he  is  arraigned  for  trial  :  and  after  trial  had,  should  the  accused 
be  suspended  or  expelled  from  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Lodge  to  report  the  fact  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next 
stated  meeting. 

Sec  11.  In  all  cases  of  suspension  or  expulsion  by  a  Subordinate  Lodge, 
the  right  of  appeal  lies  to  the  Grand  Lodge;  but,  no  such  appeal  shall  be 
entertained  unless  prosecuted  at  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  next 
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ensuing  the  time  of  the  decision  from  which  the  appeal  is  made  :  and  no 
suspension  or  expulsion  shall  be  published  until  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  have 
cognizance  thereof.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  prescribe  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  trial  of  appeals. 

Sec.  12.  No  appeal  from  any  decision  of  the  Master  of  a  Lodge  shall  be 
taken  to  the  body  of  the  Lodge  ;  but  five  members  of  any  Subordinate  Lodge 
may  prefer  charges  to  the  Grand  Master,  or  in  his  absence  to  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  against  the  Master  of  said  Lodge,  who,  upon  the  hearing  of 
said  charges,  shall,  if  he  deem  necessary,  suspend  such  Master  from  the 
exercise  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  until  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communi- 
cation. 

Sec.  13.  No  Entered  Apprentice,  or  Fellow  Craft  Mason,  shall  be 
advanced  to  a  superior  degree,  in  any  Lodge  other  than  that  in  which  he 
received  the  previous  degree,  unless  by  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  that  Lodge, 
if  said  Lodge  be  at  the  time  in  existence. 

Sec.  14.  On  the  rejection  of  an  applicant  for  initiation  by  any  Lodge 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  Secretary  of  said  Lodge  shall 
forthwith  notify  all  the  Lodges  in  said  jurisdiction  thereof,  and  no  Lodge  shall 
be  allowed  to  receive  his  petition  short  of  one  year  from  such  rejection. 
~  Sec.  15.  A  book  shall  be  kept  by  the  Secretary  of  each  Subordinate  Lodge, 
alphabetically  arranged,  in  which  shall  be  registered  the  names  of  all  persons 
stricken  from  the  roll,  expelled,  suspended  or  rejected,  together  with  the  name 
of  the  Lodge,  and  date  of  the  event  so  recorded. 

ARTICLE  XL 

Miscellaneous. 

Sec  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  early  as  prac- 
ticable, after  each  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  cause  to  be  published, 
in  pamphlet  form,  all  such  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ns 
are  proper  to  be  published  ;  appended  to  which,  he  shall  also  publish  all 
standing  rules  and  orders  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  together  with  a  list  of  officers 
and  members  of  each  Subordinate  Lodge,  according  to  the  last  returns,  the 
times  of  the  stated  meetings  of  said  Lodges,  and  the  places  where  they  are 
respectively  located  ;  copies  of  which  publication  shall  be  forwarded  to  each 
Grand  Officer,  and  to  each  Subordinate  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction,  and 
each  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in  communication  with  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  the  forfeiture  of  the  charter,  or  dissolution  from  any 
cause  whatever  of  a  Lodge,  all  its  books,  papers,  jewels,  funds,  and  other 
property,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Grand  Master,  or  Grand  Secretary,  to  take  charge  of  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  When  a  dispensation  shall  issue  to  open  and  hold  a  Lodge,  the 
officers  therein  named  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until  the  time  of  the 
expiration  of  the  dispensation  ;  and,  upon  the  issuing  of  a  charter,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Master,  or  Deputy  Grand  Master,  in  person  or  by 
proxy,  (upon  notice  that  the  brethren  desire  to  have  the  Lodge  constituted,) 
to  convene  said  brethren  at  such  time  as  may  suit  his  and  their  convenience  ; 
and  when  so  convened,  to  hold  an  election  of  officers,  according  to  the 
ancient  regulations  and  usages  of  the  craft. 

Sec  4.  It  shall  be  competent  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  adopt  such  other 
rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitution  and  ancient  rules  and  regulations  of  Freemasonry. 

Sec  5.  The  Master,  or  Past  Master,  by  service,  of  any  Lodge  under  this 
jurisdiction^  who  has  faithfully  discharged  his  duties,  and  complied  with  Ihe 
laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall,  on  application  10   the   (J rand    Secretary) 
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presented  with  a  Past  Master's  Diploma,  signed  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  with 
the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  affixed  thereto  ;  for  which  he  shall  pay  the 
Grand  Secretary  live  dollars. 

ARTICLE  XII. 
Definitions, 

Sec.  1.  The  stated  meetings  of  Subordinate  Lodges  referred  to  in  this 
Constitution,  shall  not  be  construed  to  mean  any  other  than  the  meeting 
specified  in  the  by-laws  of  the  Lodge  ;  and  no  adjourned  or  called  meeting 
shall  be  considered  to  be  part  of  said  stated  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  A  Past  Master  is  only  one  who  has  been  regularly  elected,  installed, 
and  served  for  one  term  as  Worshipful  Master  of  a  Lodge. 

ARTICLE   XIII. 

Amendments  and  Alterations. 

Sec.  1.  Any  proposed  amendment  or  alteration  to  this  Constitution  may 
be  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  a  regular  communication,  by  the  repre- 
sentatives of  three  Subordinate  Lodges,  and  if  sanctioned  by  a  majority  of 
the  members  present,  shall  be  published  with  the  minutes  as  a  subject  for 
future  action,  and  upon  its  adoption  at  the  next  regular  communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  by  two-thirds  of  the  votes  given  thereon,  the  same  shall  become 
a  part  of  this  Constitution.

ent Communication. 


1.  Resolved,  That  each  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction  .shall  transmit  a 
copy  of  its  By-Laws  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  to  he  filed  in  his  office,  after 
being  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge.     [May,  1851.] 

2.  Besot  red,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  adopt,  as  the  true  meaning  of  the 
1st  Sec.  of  Art.  5th  of  the  Constitution  :  ''That  the  legal  representative  of  any 
Lodge,  represented  in  this  Grand  Lodge,  shall  cast  the  three  votes  to  which 
the  Lodge  is  entitled."'     [May,  1851.  | 

o.  Resolved,  That  every  Subordinate  Lodge,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  be  required  to  haYe  read  in  open  Lodge,  on  the  first  meeting 
after  their  reception,  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge:  as  well  as  every 
circular  issued  by  the  Grand  Secretary.     [May,  1851.] 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary,  when  communicating  to  the  re- 
spective Grand  Lodges,  with  whom  a  correspondence  is  preserved,  the  result 
of  an  election  of  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  wherein  a  change  may  have 
been  made,  shall  accompany  the  same  with  the  signatures  of  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter, Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  Grand  Wardens,  written  with  their  own  proper 
hand,  and  duly  authenticated  under  the  seal  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  together 
with  a  request  to  each  and  every  such  Grand  Lodge,  that  they  will,  hereafter, 
so  often  as  by  any  change  of  Grand  Officers  it  may  become  important,  furnish 
this  Grand  Lodge  with  a  similar  document.     [May,  1851.] 

5.  Resolved,  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Master  of  each  Sub- 
ordinate Lodge  within  this  jurisdiction,  immediately  upon  the  death  of  a  reg- 
ular member  of  the  same,  in  good  standing,  to  have  a  record  of  said  death 
entered  upon  the  Lodge  Book  of  his  Lodge,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  who  thereupon  shall  transmit  to  the  Master  of  said  Lodge  a  Grand 
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Lodge  Diploma,  tilled    up   with  the  name  of  the  deceased  brother,  free  of 
expense,  for  the  benefit  of  his  widow  and  orphans,  or  either.     [May,  1851.'] 

6.  Resolved,  That  there  is  no  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Grand 
Master  in  any  matter  coming  before  him  for  his  decision  in  Grand  Lodge. 
and  that  the  same  rule  obtains  with  the  Master  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  over 
which  he  nresides,  or  from  that  of  any  other  officer  while  presiding.  [Nov., 
1851.] 

7.  Resolced,  That  no  member  of  a  Lodge  can  be  required  to  divulge  hi.s 
vote  on  balloting  for  a  candidate  for  the  degrees  in  Masonry,  or  for  member- 
ship, nor  to  assign  reasons  for  his  vote,  if  known.     [Nov.,  1851.] 

8.  Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  Lodge  to  take  cognizance  of 
the  conduct  of  any  brother  or  brethren  not  attached  to  any  Lodge  under  this 
jurisdiction,  on  a  charge  of  unmasonic  conduct,  and  reprimand,  suspend,  or 
expel  him  from  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry.     [Nov.,  1851.] 

9.  Resolved,  That  no  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  receive  a  petition  for  initia- 
tion, unless  the  Lodge  be  fully  satisfied  that  the  petitioner  has  been  a  resident 
within  the  State  twelve  months,  and  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Lodge  three 
months.     [Nov.,  1851.] 

10.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  nominate,  and  the  Grand  Lodge 
appoint,  a  Deputy  Grand  Secretary,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  of  said 
office  in  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  for  whose  acts  the  Grand 
Secretary  shall  be  responsible.     [Nov.,  1851.] 

11.  Resolved,  That  a  Grand  Lodge  is  the  Supreme  Head  of  Symbolic  Ma- 
sonry, and  that  it  has  exclusive  right  to  establish  Lodges,  to  confer  the 
three  Symbolic  Decrees  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  within  her  jurisdiction. 
[May,  1852.  J 

12.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  it  is  con- 
trary to,  and  inconsistent  with  the  ancient  usages  and  precepts  of  our  Order, 
to  withdraw  from  a  Subordinate  Lodge  without  some  good  cause,  or  to 
remain  in  the  neighborhood  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  without  becoming  a 
member  thereof.     [  May,  1852.] 

13.  Resolved,  That  hereafter,  no  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  advance 
a  candidate  to  a  superior  degree  unless  he,  in  open  Lodge,  satisfy  the  mem- 
bers present  that  he  is  fully  qualified  in  his  work  to  enable  him  to  progress. 
[May,  1852.] 

14.  Resolved,  That  no  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  receive  lectures  from 
any  person,  as  the  authorized  work,  unless  under  the  sanction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  or  Grand  Master.     [May,  1852. J 

15.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  take  charge  of  the  jewels,  cloth- 
ing, and  furniture  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  deposit  them  in  some  secure  place 
for  safe  keeping.     [May,  1852.] 

16.  Resolved,  That  after  the  present  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  none 
but  the  actual  expenses  of  the  Elective  Grand  Officers  for  attending  the  Grand 
Lodge,  be  allowed.     [May,  1852.] 

17.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  removal 
of  a  Warden  without  the  jurisdiction,  does  not  affect  his  right  to  representa- 
tion in  the  Grand  Lodge,  so  long  as  he  remains  a  member  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  by  virtue  of  being  a  Warden  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  under  this 
jurisdiction.     [May,  1852.] 

18.  Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  at  the 
close  of  each  session,  to  notify  all  Lodges  in  arrears,  and  request  the  settle- 
ment of  their  dues.     [May,  1853.] 

19.  Resolved,  That  no  books  or  papers,  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
shall  be  taken  from  the  Grand  Secretary's  office,  except  it  be  to  the  use  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  or  Grand  Officers.     [May,  1853.  | 

20.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  furnish  every  brother  elected,  or 
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appointed,  to  fill  any  office  or  station  in  the  Grand   Lodge,  with  a  certificate 
of  his  election  or  appointment,  under  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge.    [May,  1853.] 

21.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to  procure  an  office 
in  a  fire-proof  building,  for  the  better  preservation  of  the  archives  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.     [May,  1853.] 

22.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  any  mem- 
ber of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  under  another  jurisdiction  may  become,  by  affilia- 
tion, a  member  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction,  provided  he 
be  in  good  standing  in  his  original  Lodge,  and  pays  his  clues  regularly  in  both. 
[May,  1853.] 

23.  Resolved,  That  no  money  or  fund  in  the  Treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
held  in  trust,  or  specially  appropriated,  shall  be  paid  out  on  any  order  or 
draft,  not  made  applicable  to  the  same  by  the  terms  of  such  order  or  draft. 
[May,  1853.] 

24.  Resolved,  That  the  By-Laws  of  any  Lodge  that  may  be  approved  by 
the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  or  Deputy  Grand  Master,  during  the  recess  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  shall  be  presented  at  the  next  annual  communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  its  approval.     [May,  1853.] 

25.  Resolved,  That  all  chartered  Lodges,  hereafter,  in  issuing  any  and  all 
notices  or  other  documents  therefrom,  shall  attach  the  Lodge  seal  thereto, 
otherwise  not  to  be  acted  upon  by  the  Lodge  to  whom  sent;  and  all  returns, 
or  other  papers  returnable  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  bear  such  impress  : 
allowing-  such  Lodges  as  have  no  seals,  three  months  to  procure  the  same. 
(May,  1853,] 

26.  Whereas,  A  custom  prevails, in  some  Subordinate  Lodges,  to  convert  the 
funds  of  the  Lodge  to  the  purchase  of  jewels,  or  other  appropriate  mementoes, 
to  be  presented  to  distinguished  brethren,  as  an  expression  of  the  esteem  and 
confidence  of  the  Lodge ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  thus  convert- 
ing the  charity  fund  of  Subordinate  Lodges  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  true 
interpretation  of  the  Constitution  in  reference  to  the  disbursement  of  that 
fund  ;  therefore,  prohibit  its  practice.     [May,  1853.] 

27.  Resolved,  That  a  petition  for  initiation  or  membership,  presented  to  a 
Lodge,  immediately  becomes  the  property  of  the  Lodge,  and  can  on  no  con- 
sideration be  withdrawn  ;  but  a  ballot  in  all  cases  must  be  had  on  the  report 
of  the  committee.     [May,  1854.] 

28.  Resolved,  That  to  all  petitions  for  dispensation,  there  shall  be  attached 
the  certificate  of  a  Master  of  a  chartered  Lodge,  that  the  Worshipful  Master, 
named  in  the  petition,  is  competent  to  confer  the  three  degrees  of  Masonry. 

[May,  1854.] 

29.  Resolved,  That  no  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction  shall  ballot  for  con- 
ferring any  degree,  or  approve  its  records  at  any  other  time  than  a  stated 
meeting.     [May,  1854.] 

30.  Resolved,  That  any  Subordinate  Lodge  recommending  a  petition  for  a 
new  Lodge,  shall  state  explicitly  that  the  brethren  whose  petition  they  recom- 
mend, have  provided  a  suitable  and  safe  Lodge  room.     [May,  1854.] 

31.  Resolved,  That  the  practice  of  dueling  is  repugnant  to  the  principles 
of  Freemasonry,  and  in  all  cases  where  two  brethren  resort  to  this  mode  of 
settling  their  disputes,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Lodire,  or  Lodges,  of  which 
they  are  members,  or  under  whose  jurisdiction  they  may  be,  forthwith  to  expel 
them  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  subject  to  the  confirma- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  no  brother  who  may  fall  in  a  duel,  shall  be 
buried  with  Masonic  honors.     [May,  1854.] 

32.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  is  hereby  constituted  Grand  Li- 
brarian, and  directed  to  take  charge  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Library,  subject  to 
such  regulations  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  hereafter  prescribe.     [May,  1854.] 
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33.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge  that  the  future 
establishment  of  Subordinate  Lodges  should  be  restricted  to  cases  of  manifest 
propriety  and  necessity.     [May,  1854.] 

34.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  use  of 
Masonic  emblems  upon  sign-boards  is  unmasonic,  and  in  open  violation  of  the 
spirit  of  Freemasonry.     [May,  1854.] 

35.  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  recognize,  as  the  only  legitimate 
Masonic  power  in  New  York,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  which  Bro.  Walworth  is  M. 
W.  G.  M.,  and  the  Subordinate  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  thereof;  and 
that  this  Grand  Lodge  repudiates,  and  declares  to  be  illegal  and  spurious,  all 
other  bodies  and  members  thereof,  pretending  to  exercise  Masonic  authority, 
Avithin  the  State  of  New  York.     [May,  1854.] 

3G.  Resolved,  That  Masonic  communication  on  the  part  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  and  Lodges  subordinate  thereto,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  interdicted, 
with  all  bodies  or  persons  claiming  or  pretending  to  be  Lodges  or  Masons, 
deriving  authority  under  or  through  such  illegal  sources.     [May,  1854.  | 

37.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge  that  all  persons 
claiming  to  hold  Masonic  Lodges  in  the  United  States,  or  its  Territories, 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Grand  Lodge  of  any  State  or  Territory,  without 
authority  from  such  Grand  Lodge,  are  illegal  and  clandestine.     (May,  1854.] 

38.  Resolved,  That  a  certificate,  or  other  satisfactory  evidence,  of  having 
taken  the  former  degree,  or  degrees — the  residence  as  required  by  the  Con- 
stitution of  our  Grand  Lodge — with  the  examination  provided  for  in  standing 
resolution,  No.  13,  together  with  the  balloting,  is  all  we  deem  necessary; 
provided,  that  in  all  such  cases  the  petition  shall  take  the  same  course  as  that 
for  initiation.     [May,  1854.] 

39.  Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  Subordinate  Lodges  under  this 
jurisdiction,  to  notify  the  Lodges  in  their  immediate  vicinity  of  the  names  of 
all  applicants  for  initiation  and  membership  :  this  resolution  to  apply  to  city 
Lodges  only.     [May.  1854.] 

40.  Resolved,  That  the  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction  be,  and  are  hereby 
permitted  to  amend  their  By-Laws,  so  as  to  have  but  one  ballot  for  the  three 
degrees.     [May,  1854.] 

41.  Resolved,  That  each  subordinate  Lodge  shall  have  a  book  in  which  to 
record  all  rejections,  suspensions,  expulsions,  and  names  stricken  from  the 
roll.     [May,  1854.] 

42.  Resolved,  That  the  Subordinate  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby  required  to  alter  their  By-Laws,  so  as  to  hold  but  one  stated 
meeting  in  each  month.     [May,  1854.] 

43.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  degrees 
conferred  without  the  lectures  are  incomplete,  and  this  Grand  Lodge  hereby 
requires  the  lectures  to  be  always  given.     [May,  1854.] 

44.  Resolved,  1.  That  all  non-affiliated  Masons  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  be  warned  and  summoned  to  present  themselves  at  the 
nearest  Lodge  to  their  respective  places  of  abode,  and  affiliate  with  said 
Lodge,  or  show  good  cause  for  the  contrary : 

2.  That  all  Masons  within  this  Grand  Lodge  jurisdiction,  who,  after  having 
been  faithfully  and  fully  warned  and  summoned,  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  appear 
as  required  in  first  resolution,  or  appearing,  refuse  to  affiliate,  or  show  cause 
lor  the  contrary,  ought  not  to  be  regarded  as  worthv  of  our  Masonic  charities. 
JMay,  1854.J 

45.  Resolved,  By  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  that  the  stern  morality 
of  Masonry  is  practicable,  and  'that  we  pledge  the  influence  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  in  sustaining  it,  and  recommend  to  all  Subordinate  Lodges  to  see  that 
iheir  members  exemplify  the  same  in  their  lives  and  conduct.     [May,  1854.  | 

46.  Resolved,  That  hereafter  no  non-affiliated  Mason  shall  be  permitted 
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more  than  twice  to  visit  any  of  the  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction,  nor  shall 
be  allowed  to  participate  in,  or  be  the  recipient  of  any  of  the  rights,  privileges 
or  charities  of  any  Lodge  within  this  State,  unless  he  produce  a  certificate 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  nearest  his  place  of  residence,  (if  in  a  city — 
of  any  Lodge  therein,)  cr  from  the  Grand  Secretary,  that  he  has  paid  up  from 
this  date,  to  the  one  or  the  other,  an  amount  equivalent  to  the  regular  dues 
prescribed  by  the  Lodge  or  Lodges,  nearest  his  said  residence.  Provided, 
however,  that  this  rule  may  be  relaxed  by  the  Masters  of  Lodges,  where  the 
inability  to  make  such  payment  is  made  manifest.     [May,  1855.] 

47.  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  does  not  acknowledge  the  doctrine 
that  a  Grand  Master  may  make  Masons  at  sight,  or  at  will,  except  in  a  regu- 
lar Lodge,  with  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  thereof  present,  and 
that,  in  its  opinion,  Grand  Masters  possess  no  powers  except  those  contained 
in  the  Constitutions  of  Masonry,  and  those  clearly  and  expressly  delegated  to 
them  by  their  brethren.     [May,  1855.] 

48.  Resolved,  That,  in  conformity  with  the  nineteenth  of  the  u  Old  Regu- 
lations,'' w7hich  decrees  that  "  If  a  Grand  Master  should  abuse  his  great  power, 
and  render  himself  unworthy  the  obedience  and  submission  of  the  Lodge,  he 
shall  be  treated  in  a  manner  to  be  agreed  upon  in  a  new  regulation,*'  this 
Grand  Lodge  does  now  agree  upon  and  enact  this 

New  PwEgulatiox.  The  Grand  Master  of  Masons  for  the  State  of  California 
may  hereafter  be  proceeded  against  and  tried  for  unmasonic  conduct,  in  the 
following  manner: — Charges  may  be  presented  against  him  to  any  Past 
Grand  Master,  by  service,  within  this  State,  who  is  an  affiliated  Mason  within 
this  jurisdiction,  by  not  less  than  five  Masters  of  Lodges,  which  charges  shall 
be  in  writing,  if  proper  to  be  written,  or  oral,  if  otherw-ise  :  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  Past  Grand  Master  to  transmit  a  copy  of  said  charges,  if 
written,  or  to  convey  the  same  personally,  if  oral,  to  the  accused,  together 
with  a  notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  trial,  at  least  twenty  days  before 
The  day  appointed  therefor.  And  the  said  Past  Grand  Master  shall  then  sum- 
mon four  or  more  other  Past  Grand  Masters,  who  shall  be  members  of  some 
Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction,  (the  tribunal  to  consist  of  not  less  than  five,)  to 
assemble  with  him  at  the  time  and  place  so  designated,  and  they  shall  hear 
and  decide  upon  the  case — the  sentence  of  a  majority  being  decisive.  Pro. 
videdj  however,  that  for  just  reasons  a  new  trial  may  be  granted. 

All  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  the  members  of  such  tribunal  shall 
be  paid  by  the  Grand  Lodge.     [May,  1855.] 

49.  Resolved,  That  the  right  (so  called)  to  visit  Masonically,  is  not  an  ab- 
solute right,  but  is  a  favor  which  every  lawful  Mason  in  good  standing  is  enti- 
tled to  ask,  and  which  the  Lodges  may  concede  or  refuse,  at  their  discretion  : 
and  that  no  Master  of  a  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction  shall  admit  a  visitor 
when  positive  objection  to  such  admission  is  made  by  a  regular  member. — 
[May,  1855.] 

50.  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge,  having  recognized  the  principle 
that  no  man  shall  be  initiated  into  the  mysteries  of  our  Order,  except  in  the 
Lodge  nearest  his  place  of  residence  ,  (unless  by  the  proper  permission)  and 
having,  by  an  established  regulation,  taken  care  to  avoid  infringing  upon  the 
jurisdictional  rights  of  others,  will  not  tolerate  that  its  own  be  invaded  :  and 
it  is  therefore  ordered  that  no  Lodge  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Cal- 
ifornia shall  admit,  or  receive  to  Masonic  communication  in  any  form  what- 
ever, any  person  w^ho,  being  at  the  time  a  resident  of  this  State,  has  received, 
or  claims  to  have  received  the  degrees  of  Masonry  from  any  source  beyond 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  without  proper  permission  from  the 
Lodge  nearest  his  place  of  residence.  Provided,  however,  that  any  Mason 
rhus  irregularly  made,  may  be  healed  by  such  Lodge,  after  a  petition  for  that 
purpose  shall  have  been  presented  and  acted  upon  in  the  manner  prescribed 
for  initiation,  and  by  an  unanimous  ballot.     [May,  1855.] 
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51.  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  no  degree  of  Present  or 
Past  Master  conferred  by  any  authority  not  holden  under  a  legitimate  Grand 
Lodge  ;  acknowledging  only  the  Order  of  that  name  as  it  exists  in  the  cere- 
monies attending  the  installation  of  the  Master  elect  of  a  chartered  Lodge  ; 
which  Order  shall  be  conferred  only  by  a  convocation  of  Present  or  Past 
Masters,  not  less  than  three  in  number,  who  have  thus  regularly  received  it. 
[May,  1855.] 

52.  Resolved,  That  all  Masonic  communication  between  the  Lodges  and 
brethren  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  those  hailing  from 
the  jurisdiction  of,  or  acknowledging  allegiance  to,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ham- 
burg, is  hereby  strictly  forbidden,  so  long  as  that  body  shall  continue  to 
maintain  its  flagrant  violation  of  the  jurisdictional  rights  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York.     [May,  1855.] 

53.  Resolved,  That  a  Lodge  under  dispensation  is  but  a  temporary  and 
inchoate  body,  and  is  not  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and 
those  who  work  it  do  not  forfeit  their  membership  thereby  in  any  other  Lodge 
while  it  so  continues,  but  such  membership  is  thereby  suspended.  [May, 
1855.] 

54.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  does  agree  to  and 
adopt  the  plan  for  a  National  Confederation  for  Grand  Lodges,  as  submitted 
by  the  National  Masonic  Convention  held  in  the  city  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
on  the  third  day  of  January,  1855  ;  and  will  hold  itself  bound  by  the  u  Articles 
of  Confederation  "  therein  set  forth,  so  soon  as  twenty  of  the  Grand  Lodges 
in  the  United  States  shall  have  signified  their  assent  thereto.     [Ma}T,  1855.] 

55.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  a  Lodge  ;mder 
charges  cannot  be  tried  except  by  the  Grand  Lodge.     [May,  1855.] 

50.  Resolved,  That  the  Masters  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  under  this 
jurisdiction  be,  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  have  read  in  their  respective 
Lodges,  quarterly,  the  Constitution,  Regulations  for  Trials,  and  Standing 
Resolutions  of  this  Grand  Lodge.     [May,  1855.] 

57.  Resolved,*  That  hereafter  no  other  is  authorized  or  permitted  to  confer 
degrees,  or  preside  in  a  Subordinate  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction,  but  its  officers, 
or  one  who  is  a  Past  Master  as  defined  in  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand 
Lodge.     [May,  1855.] 

58.  Resolved,  That  the  Subordinate  Lodges  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
required  to  transmit  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  under  seal,  a  list  of  the  officers 
elected  annually,  immediately  after  their  election.     [May,  1855.] 

59.  Resolved,  That  the  Subordinate  Lodges  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
required  to  forward  their  Annual  Returns  to  the  Grand  Secretary  on  or  before 
the  4th  day  of  March  in  each  year.     [May,  1855.] 

60.  Resolved,  That  hereafter  no  Subordinate  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction 
shall  suspend  a  member  for  a  definite  period,  but  all  suspensions  shall  simply 
be  recorded  that  the  offender  "  be  and  is  hereby  suspended  from  all  the 
rights,  benefits  and  privileges  of  Masonry."     [May,  1855.] 

61.  Resolved,  That  in  all  cases  of  a  restoration  of  a  suspended  Mason,  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  be  requisite,  and  the  proceed- 
ings shall  be  had  at  a  meeting  of  which  the  members  of  the  Lodge  shall  have 
had  due  notice.     [May,  1855.] 

*  The  Grand  Master  rules  that  the  above  resolution  is  not  intended  to  prevent,  nor  shall  it 
be  construed  so  as  to  prevent  any  Deput}T  Grand  Lecturer,  or  other  skillful  Master  Mason,  from 
conferring  the  degrees,  or  performing  any  part  of  the  Masonic  ritual,  in  the  presence  and  under 
the  supervision  of  an  officer  of  the  Lodge  entitled  to  preside,  which  presiding  officer  shall,  in  such 
case,  be  seated  in  the  East,  either  in  or  at  the  side  of  the  Master's  chair.

I.   Concerning  God  and  Religion. 

A  Mason  is  obliged  by  his  tenure,  to  obey  tbe  moral  law ;  and  if  he  rightly 
understands  the  art,  he  will  never  be  a  stupid  atheist,  nor  an  irreligious  liber- 
tine. But  though  in  ancient  times  Masons  were  charged  in  every  country  to 
be  of  the  religion  of  that  country  or  nation,  whatever  it  was,  yet  it  is  now 
thought  more  expedient  only  to  oblige  them  to  that  religion  in  which  all  men 
agree,  leaving  their  particular  opinions  to  themselves  5  that  is,  to  be  good 
men  and  true,  or  men  of  honor  and  honesty,  by  whatever  denominations  or 
persuasions  they  maybe  distinguished;  whereby  Masonry  becomes  the  centre 
of  union,  and  the  means  of  conciliating  true  friendship  among  persons  that 
must  else  have  remained  at  a  perpetual  distance. 


II.  Of  the  Civil  Magistrate,  Supreme  and  Subordinate. 

A  Mason  is  to  be  a  peaceable  subject  to  the  civil  powers,  wherever  he 
resides  or  works,  and  is  never  to  be  concerned  in  plots  and  conspiracies, 
against  the  peace  and  welfare  of  the  nation,  nor  to  behave  himself  unduti- 
fully  to  inferior  magistrates  ;  for  as  Masonry  hath  been  always  injured  by 
war,  bloodshed  and  confusion,  so  ancient  kings  and  princes  have  been  much 
disposed  to  encourage  the  craftsmen,  because  of  their  peaceableness  and  loy- 
alty, whereby  they  practically  answered  the  cavils  of  their  adversaries  and  pro- 
moted the  honor  of  the  Fraternity,  which  ever  flourished  in  times  of  peace.  So 
that  if  a  brother  should  be  a  rebel  against  the  State,  he  is  not  to  be  counte- 
nanced in  his  rebellion,  however  he  may  be  pitied  as  an  unhappy  man  ;  and, 
if  convicted  of  no  other  crime,  though  the  loyal  brotherhood  must  and  ought 
to  disown  his  rebellion,  and  give  no  umbrage  or  ground  of  political  jealousy 
to  the  government  for  the  time  being,  they  cannot  expel  him  from  the  Lodge, 
and  his  relation  to  it  remains  indefeasible. 
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IIL  Of  Lodges. 

A  Lodge  is  a  place  where  Masons  assemble  and  work :  Hence,  that  assem- 
bly, or  duly  organized  society  of  Masons  is  called  a  Lodge,  and  every  brother 
ought  to  belong  to  one,  and  be  subject  to  its  by-laws  and  general  regulations. 
It  is  either  particular  or  general,  and  will  be  best  understood  by  attending  it, 
and  by  the  regulations  of  the  General  or  Grand  Lodge  hereunto  annexed.  In 
ancient  times,  no  Master  or  Fellow  could  be  absent  from  it,  especially  when 
warned  to  appear  at  it,  without  incurring  a  severe  censure,  until  it  appeared 
to  the  Master  and  Wardens,  that  pure  necessity  hindered  him. 

The  persons  admitted  members  of  a  Lodge  must  be  good  and  true  men, 
free-born,  and  of  mature  and  discreet  age,  no  bondmen,  no  women,  no  im- 
moral or  scandalous  men,  but  of  good  report. 


IV.  Of  Masters,  Wardens,  Fellows,  and  Apprentices. 

All  preferment  among  Masons  is  grounded  upon  real  worth  and  personal 
merit  only ;  that  so  the  lords  may  be  well  served,  the  brethren  not  put  to 
shame,  nor  the  Royal  Craft  despised  :  Therefore,  no  Master  or  Warden  is 
chosen  by  seniority,  but  for  his  merit.  It  is  impossible  to  describe  these 
things  in  writing,  and  every  brother  must  attend  in  his  place,  and  learn  them 
in  a  way  peculiar  to  this  fraternity :  Only  candidates  m  ay  know,  that  no  Mas- 
ter should  take  an  Apprentice,  unless  he  has  sufficient  employment  for  him, 
and  unless  he  be  a  perfect  youth,  having  no  maim  or  defect  in  his  body,  that 
may  render  him  incapable  of  learning  the  art,  of  serving  his  Master's  lord, 
and  of  being  made  a  brother,  and  then  a  Fellow  Craft  In  due  time,  even  after 
he  has  served  such  a  term  of  years  as  the  custom  of  the  country  directs ;  and 
that  he  should  be  descended  of  honest  parents  ;  that  so,  when  otherwise  qual- 
ified, he  may  arrive  to  the  honor  of  being  the  Warden,  and  then  the  Master  of 
the  Lodge,  the  Grand  Warden,  and  at  length  the  Grand  Master  of  all  the 
Lodges,  according  to  his  merit. 

No  brother  can  be  a  Warden  until  he  has  passed  the  part  of  a  Fellow 
Craft ;  or  a  Master  until  he  has  acted  as  a  Warden,  »ior  Grand  Warden  until 
he  has  been  Master  of  a  Lodge,  nor  Grand  Master  unless  he  has  been  a  Fel- 
low Craft  before  his  election,  who  is  also  to  be  nobly  Lorn,  or  a  gentleman  of 
the  best  fashion,  or  some  eminent  scholar,  or  some  curious  architect,  or  other 
artist,  descended  of  honest  parents,  and  who  is  of  singular  great  merit  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Lodges.  And  for  the  better  and  easier  and  more  honorable 
discharge  of  his  office,  the  Grand  Master  has  a  power  to  choose  his  own 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  who  must  be  then,  or  must  lave  been  formerly,  the 
Master  of  a  particular  Lodge,  and  has  the  privilege  of  acting  whatever  the 
Grand  Master,  his  principal,  should  act,  unless  the  said  principal  be  present, 
or  interpose  his  authority  by  a  letter. 

These  rulers  and  governors,  supreme  and  subordinate,  of  the  Ancient 
Lodge,  are  to  be  obeyed  in  their  respective  stations  by  all  the  brethren,  ac- 
cording to  the  old  charges  and  regulations,  with  all  humility,  reverence,  love 
and  alacritv. 


V.  Of  the  management  of  theCrrift  in  Working. 

All  Masons  shall  work  honestly  on  working  da  ys.  that  they  may  live  credit- 
ably on  holy  days  ;  and  the  time  appointed  by  the-  law  of  the  land  or  confirmed 
by  custom,  shall  be  observed. 

The  most  expert  of  the  Fellow  Craftsmen  shall  fee  appointed  the  Master,  or 
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Overseer  of  the  lord's  work,  who  is  to  be  called  Master  by  those  that  work 
under  him.  The  Craftsmen  are  to  avoid  all  ill  language,  and  to  call  each 
other  by  no  disobliging  name,  but  brother  or  fellow  ;  and  to  behave  them- 
selves courteously  within  and  without  the  Lodge. 

The  Master,  knowing  himself  to  be  able  of  cunning,  shall  undertake  the 
lord's  work  as  reasonably  as  possible,  and  truly  dispend  his  goods  as  if  they 
were  his  own  5  nor  to  give  more  wages  to  any  brother  or  apprentice  than  he 
really  may  deserve. 

Both  the  Master  and  the  Masons,  receiving  their  wages  justly,  shall  be  faith- 
ful to  the  lord,  and  honestly  finish  their  work,  whether  task  or  journey,  nor 
put  the  work  to  task,  that  hath  been  accustomed  to  journey. 

None  shall  discover  envy  at  the  prosperity  of  a  brother,  nor  supplant  him 
or  put  him  out  of  his  work,  if  he  be  capable  to  finish  the  same  :  for  no  man 
can  finish  another's  work  so  much  to  the  lord's  profit,  unless  he  be  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  designs  and  drafts  of  him  that  began  it. 

When  a  Fellow  Craftsman  is  chosen  Warden  of  the  work  under  the  Master, 
he  shall  be  true  both  to  Master  and  Fellows,  shall  carefully  oversee  the  work 
in  the  Master's  absence  to  the  lord's  profit,  and  his  brethren  shall  obey  him. 

All  Masons  employed  shall  meekly  receive  their  wages,  without  murmuring 
or  mutiny,  and  not  desert  the  master  till  the  work  is  finished. 

A  younger  brother  shall  be  instructed  in  working,  to  prevent  spoiling  the 
materials  for  want  of  judgment,  and  for  increasing  and  continuing  of  broth- 
erly love. 

All  the  tools  used  in  working  shall  be  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

No  laborer  shall  be  employed  in  the  proper  work  of  Masonry;  nor  shall 
Freemasons  work  with  those  that  are  not  free,  without  an  urgent  necessity  : 
nor  shall  they  teach  laborers  and  unaccepted  Masons,  as  they  should  teach  a 
brother  or  fellow. 


VIi  Of  Behavior,  viz. : 

1.  In  the  Lodge  w  hide  constituted. — You  are  not  to  hoid  private  com- 
mittees, or  separate  conversation,  without  leave  from  the  Master,  nor  to  talk 
of  any  thing  impertinent  or  unseemly,  nor  interrupt  the  Master  or  Wardens, 
or  any  brother  speaking  to  the  Master:  Nor  behave  yourself  ludicrously  or 
jestingly  while  the  Lodge  is  engaged  in  what  is  serious  and  solemn  ;  nor  use 
any  unbecoming  language  upon  any  pretence  whatsoever;  but  to  pay  due 
reverence  to  your  Master,  Wardens,  and  Fellows,  and  put  them  to  worship. 

If  any  complaint  be  brought,  the  brother  found  guilty  shall  stand  to  the 
award  and  determination  of  the  Lodge,  who  are  the  proper  and  competent 
judges  of  all  such  controversies,  (unless  you  carry  it  by  appeal  to  the  Grand 
Lodge.)  and  to  whom  they  ought  to  be  referred,  unless  a  lord's  work  be  hin- 
dered the  meanwhile,  in  which  case  a  particular  reference  maybe  made ;  but 
you  must  never  go  to  law  about  what  concerneth  Masonry,  without  an  abso- 
lute necessity  apparent  to  the  Lodge. 

2.  Behavior  after  the  Lodge  is  ovek,  and  the  Bkethjien  not  cone. — 
^  on  may  enjoy  yourselves  with  innocent  mirth,  treating  one  another  ac- 
cording to  ability,  but  avoiding  all  excess,  or  forcing  any  brother  to  eat  or 
drink  beyond  his  inclination,  or  hindering  him  from  going  when  his  occasions 
call  him,  or  doing  or  saying  any  thing  offensive  or  that  may  forbid  an  easv 
and  free  conversation  ;  for  that  would  blast  our  harm  on v,  and  defeat  our  lau- 
dable purposes.  Therefore,  no  private  piques  or  quarrels  must  be  brought 
within  the  door  of  the  Lodge,  far  less  any  quarrels  about  religion,  or 
nations,  or  State  policy,  we  being  onlv,  as  Masons,  of  the  Catholic  Religion 
21     " 
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above  mentioned  ;  we  are  ako  of  all  nations,  tongues,  kindreds,  and  lan- 
guages, and  are  resolved  against  all  polities,  as  what  never  yet  conduced  to 
the  welfare  of  the  Lodge,  nor  ever  will.  This  charge  has  been  always  strictly 
enjoined  and  observed  :  but  especially  ever  since  the  reformation  in  Britain, 
or  the  dissent  and  secession  of  these  nations  from  the  communion  of  Rome. 

o.  Behavior  when  Brethren  meet  without  Strangers,  but  not  in  a 
Lodge  formed. — You  are  to  salute  one  another  in  a  courteous  manner, 
as  you  will  be  instructed,  calling  each  other  brother,  freely  giving  mutual 
instruction,  as  shall  be  thought  expedient,  without  being  overseen  or  over- 
heard, and  without  encroaching  upon  each  other,  or  derogating  from  that  re- 
spect which  is  due  to  any  brother,  were  he  not  a  Mason  :  for  though  all  Ma- 
sons are  as  brethren  upon  the  same  level,  yet  Masonry  takes  no  honor  from 
a  man  that  he  had  before  :  nay,  rather  it  adds  to  his  honor,  especially  if  he 
has  deserved  well  of  the  brotherhood,  who  must  give  honor  to  whom  it  is 
due,  and  avoid  ill  manners. 

4.  Behavior  in  presence  of  Strangers  not  Masons. — You  shall  be 
cautious  in  your  words  and  carriage,  that  the  most  penetrating  stranger  shaR 
not  be  able  to  discover  or  find  out  what  is  not  proper  to  be  intimated  :  and 
sometimes  you  shall  divert  a  discourse,  and  manage  it  prudently  for  the  honor 
of  the  worshipful  Fraternity. 

5.  Behavior  at  home  and  in  your  neighborhood. — You  are  to  act  as 
becomes  a  moral  and  wise  man  ;  particularly,  not  to  let  your  family,  friends 
and  neighbors,  know  the  concerns  of  the  Lodge.  '&c,  but  wisely  to  consult 
your  own  honor,  and  that  of  the  ancient  brotherhood,  for  reasons  not  to  be 
mentioned  here.  You  must  also  consult  your  health,  by  not  continuing  to- 
gether too  late,  or  too  long  from  home,  after  Lodge  hours  are  past :  and  by 
avoiding  gluttony  or  drunkenness,  that  your  families  be  not  neglected  or 
injured,  nor  you  disabled  from  working. 

6.  Behavior  towards  a  strange  Brother. — You  are  cautiously  to  ex- 
amine him,  in  such  a  method  as  prudence  shall  direct  you,  that  you  may 
not  be  imposed  upon  by  an  ignorant  false  pretender,  whom  you  are  to  reject 
with  contempt  and  derision,  and  beware  of  giving  him  any  hints  of  know- 
ledge. 

But  if  you  discover  him  to  be  a  true  and  genuine  brother,  you  are  to 
respect  him  accordingly :  and  if  he  is  in  want,  you  must  relieve  him  if  you 
can,  or  else  direct  him  how  he  may  be  relieved:  You  must  employ  him  some 
days,  or  else  recommend  him  to  be  employed.  But  you  are  not  charged  to 
do  beyond  your  ability,  only  to  prefer  a  poor  brother,  that  is  a  good  man  and 
true,  before  any  other  poor  people  in  the  same  circumstances. 

Finally,  all  these  charges  you  are  to  observe,  and  also  those  that  are  to  be 
communicated  to  you  in  another  way  :  cultivating  hrotlierly  love,  the  founda- 
tion and  cap-stone,  the  cement  and  glory  of  this  ancient  Fraternity,  avoiding 
all  wrangling  and  quarreling,  all  slander  and  backbiting,  nor  permitting  oth 
ers  to  slander  any  honest  brother,  but  defending  his  character,  and  doing  him 
all  good  offices,  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  your  honor  and  safety,  and  no 
further.  And  if  any  of  them  do  you  injury,  you  must  apply  to  your  own  or 
his  Lodge ;  and  from  thence  you  may  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  quar- 
terly communication,  and  from  thence  to  the  annual  Grand  Lodge,  as  has 
been  the  ancient  laudable  conduct  of  our  forefathers  in  every  nation  ;  never 
taking  a  legal  course  but  when  the  case  cannot  be  otherwise  decided,  and 
patiently  listening  to  the:  honest  and  friendly  advice  of  Master  and  Fellows, 
when  they  would  prevent  your  going  to  law  with  strangers,  or  would  exeite 
you  to  put  a  speedy  period  to  all  law  suits,  that  so  you  may  mind  the  affairs 
of  Masonry  with  more  alacrity  and  success;  but  with  respect  to  brothers  or 
fellows  at  law,  the  Master  and  brethren  should  kindly  offer  their  mediation. 
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which  ought  to  be  thankfully  submitted  to  by  the  contending  brethren  ;  and  it' 
that  submission  is  impracticable,  they  must  however,  carry  on  their  process, 
or  law  suit,  without  wrath  and  rancor,  (not  in  the  common  way,)  saying  or 
doing  nothing  which  may  hinder  brotherly  love,  and  good  offices  to  be  re- 
newed and  continued  ;  that  all  may  see  the  benign  influence  of  Masonry,  as 
all  true  Masons  have  done  from  the  beginning  of  the  world,  and  will  do  to 
the  end  of  time.     Ament,  so  mote  it  be.

Article  I.  The  Grand  Master,  or  his  Deputy,  hath  authority  and  right, 
not  only  to  be  present  in  any  true  Lodge,  but  also  to  preside  wherever  he  is, 
with  the  Master  of  the  Lodge  on  his  left  hand,  and  to  order  his  Grand  War- 
dens to  attend  him,  who  are  not  to  act  in  particular  Lodges  as  Wardens,  but 
in  his  presence,  and  at  his  command  ;  because  there  the  Grand  Master  may 
command  the  Wardens  of  that  Lodge,  or  any  other  brethren  he  pleaseth.  to 
attend  and  act  as  his  Wardens  pro  tempore. 

Art.  II.  The  Master  of  a  particular  Lodge  has  the  right  and  authority  of 
congregating  the  members  of  his  Lodge  into  a  Chapter  at  pleasure,  upon  any 
emergency  or  occurrence,  as  well  as  to  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  their 
usual  forming  :  and  in  case  of  sickness,  death,  or  necessary  absence  of  the 
Master,  the  Senior  Warden  shall  act  as  Master  pro  tempore,  if  no  brother  is 
present  who  has  been  Master  of  that  Lodge  before  :  for  in  that  case,  the  ab- 
sent Master's  authority  reverts  to  the  last  Master  then  present,  though  he 
cannot  act  until  the  said  Senior  Warden  has  once  Congregated  the  Lodge,  or 
in  his  absence  the  Junior  Warden. 

Art.  II L  The  Master  of  each  particular  Lodge,  or  one  of  the  Wardens, 
or  some  other  brother  by  his  order,  shall  keep  a  book  containing  their  by-laws, 
the  names  of  their  members,  with  a  list  of  all  the  Lodges  in  town,  and  the 
usual  times  and  places  of  their  forming,  and  all  their  transactions  that  art- 
proper  to  be  written. 

Art.  IV.  Xo  Lodge  shall  make  more  than  five  new  brethren  at  onetime, 
nor  any  man  under  the  age  of  twenty-five,  who  must  also  be  his  own  master : 
unless  by  a  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Master  or  his  Deputy. 

Art.  V.     No  man  can  be  made  or  admitted  a  member  of  a  particular 
Lodge  without  previous  notice,  one  month  before   given  to  the  said  Lode 
order  to  make  due  inquiry  into  the  reputation  and  capacity  of  the  candidate  : 
unless  by  the  dispensation  aforesaid. 
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Art.  VI.  But  no  man  can  be  entered  a  Brother  in  any  particular  Lodge, 
or  admitted  to  be  a  member  thereof,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  all  the 
members  of  that  Lodge  then  present,  when  the  candidate  is  proposed,  and 
their  consent  formally  asked  by  the  Master  ;  and  they  are  to  signify  their  con- 
sent or  dissent  in  their  own  prudent  way,  either  virtually  or  in  fori  q,  but  with 
unanimity  ;  nor  is  this  inherent  privilege  subject  to  a  dispensation.  ;  because 
the  members  of  a  particular  Lodge  are  the  best  judges  of  it ;  and  if  a  fractious 
member  should  be  imposed  on  them,  it  might  spoil  their  harmony,  or  hinder 
their  freedom  ;  or  even  break  and  disperse  the  Lodge,  which  ought  to  be 
avoided  by  all  good  and  true  brethren . 

Art.  VII.  Every  new  brother  at  his  making  is  decently  to  clothe  the 
Lodge,  that  is,  all  the  brethren  present,  and  to  deposit  something  for  the  re- 
lief of  the  indigent  and  decayed  brethren,  as  the  candidate  shall,  think  fit  to 
bestow,  over  and  above  the  small  allowance  stated  by  the  by-laws  of  that  par- 
ticular Lodge :  which  charity  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Master  or  Wardens,  or 
the  cashier,  if  the  members  think  fit  to  choose  one.  And  the  candidate  shall 
also  solemnly  promise  to  submit  to  the  Constitutions,  the  Charges,  and  Regu- 
lations, and  to  such  other  good  usages  as  shall  be  intimated  to  them  in  time 
and  place  convenient. 

Art.  \  III.  No  set  or  number  of  brethren  shrill  withdraw  or  separate 
Themselves  from  the  Lodge  in  which  they  were  made  brethren,  or  were  after- 
wards admitted  members,  unless  the  Lodge  becomes  too  numerous,  nor  even 
1  hen,  without  a  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Master  or  his  Deputy :  And 
when  they  are  thus  separated,  they  must  either  immediately  join  themselves 
to  such  other  Lodge  as  they  shall  like  best,  with  the  unanimous  consent  of 
that  other  Lodge  to  which  they  go  (as  above  regulated),  or  else  they  must 
obtain  the  Grand  Master's  warrant  to  join  in  forming-  a  new  Lodge.  If  any 
set  or  number  of  Masons  shall  take  upon  themselves  to  form  a  new  Lodge 
without  the  Grand  Master's  warrant,  the  regular  Lodges  are  not  to  counte- 
nance them,  nor  own  them  as  fair  brethren  and  duly  formed,  nor  approve  of 
their  acts  and  deeds  :  but  must  treat  them  as  rebels,  until  they  humble  them- 
selves, as  the  Grand  Master  shall,  in  his  prudence  direct,  and  until  he  approve 
of  them  by  his  warrant,  which  must  be  signified  to  the  other  Lodges,  as  the 
custom  is  when  a  new  Lodge  is  to  be  registered  in  the  list  of  Lodges. 

Art.  IX.  But  if  any  brother  so  far  misbehave  himself  as  to  render  his 
Lodge  uneasy,  he  shall  be  twice  duly  admonished  by  the  Master  or  Wardens 
in  a  formed  Lodge  ;  and  if  he  will  not  refrain  his  imprudence,  and  obediently 
submit  to  the  advice  of  the  brethren,  and  reform  what  gives  them  offence,  he 
shall  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  by-laws  of  that  particular  Lodge,  or  else 
in  such  a  manner  as  the  Quarterly  Communication  shall  in  their  great  pru- 
dence think  fit ;  for  which  a  new  regulation  may  be  afterwards  made. 

Art.  X.  The  majority  of  every  particular  Lodge,  when  congregated,  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  giving -instructions  to  their  Master  and  Wardens,  before 
the  assembling  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  or  Lodge,  at  the  three  Quarterly  Com- 
munications hereafter  mentioned,  and  of  the  Annual  Grand  Lodge  too  ;  lie- 
cause  their  Master  and  Wardens  are  their  representatives,  and  are  supposed 
to  speak  their  mind. 

Art.  XI.  Ail  particular  Lodges  are  to  observe  the  same  usages  as  much 
as  possible  ;  in  order  to  which,  and  for  the  cultivating  a  good  understanding 
among  Freemasons,  some  members  out  of  every  Lodge  shall  be  deputed  to 
visit  the  other  Lodges  as  often  as  shall  be  thought  convenient. 

Art.  Xll.  The  Grand  Lodge  consists  of,  and  is  formed  by  the  Masters 
and  Wardens  of  all  the  regular  particular  Lodges  upon  record,  with  the  Grand 
Master  at  their  head,  and  his  Deputy  on  the  left  hand,  and  the  Grand  War- 
dens in  their  proper  places  :  and  must  have  a  Quarterly  Communication  about 
Michaelmas,  Christmas,  and   Lady-Day,  in   some  convenient  place,  as  the 
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Grand  Master  shall  appoint,  where  no  brother  shall  be  present,  who  is  not  at 
that  time  a  member  thereof,  without  a  dispensation ;  and  while  he  stays,  he 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  vote,  nor  even  give  his  opinion,  without  leave  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  asked  and  given,  or  unless  it  be  duly  asked  by  the  said  Lodge. 
All  matters  are  to  be  determined  in  the  Grand  Lodge  by  a  majority  of  votes, 
each  member  having  one  vote,  and  the  Grand  Master  having  two  votes,  unless 
the  said  Lodge  leave  any  particular  thing  to  the  determination  of  the  Grand 
Master,  for  the  sake  of  expedition. 

Art.  XIII.  At  the  said  Quarterly  Communication,  all  matters  that  con- 
cern the  Fraternity  in  general,  or  particular  Lodges,  or  single  brethren,  are 
quietly,  sedately,  and  maturely  to  be  discoursed  of  and  transacted :  Appren- 
tices must  be  admitted  Masters  and  Fellow  Crafts  only  here,  unless  by  a  dispen- 
sation. Here  also  all  differences,  that  cannot  be  made  up  and  accommodated 
privately,  nor  by  a  particular  Lodge,  are  to  be  seriously  considered  and  decid- 
ed. And  if  any  brother  thinks  himself  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  this 
board,  he  may  appeal  to  the  Annual  Grand  Lodge  next  ensuing,  and  leave 
his  appeal  in  writing,  with  the  Grand  Master,  or  his  Deputy,  or  the  Grand 
Wardens. 

Here  also,  the  Master  or  Wardens  of  each  particular  Lodge  shall  bring 
and  produce  a  list  of  such  members  as  have  been  made,  or  even  admitted  in 
their  particular  Lodges,  since  the  last  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  : 
And  there  shall  be  a  book  kept  by  the  Grand  Master,  or  his  Deputy,  or  rather 
by  some  brother  whom  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  appoint  for  Secretary,  wherein 
shall  be  recorded  all  the  Lodges,  with  their  usual  tinges  and  places  of  forming, 
and  names  of  all  the  members  of  each  Lodge  :  and  all  the  affairs  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  that  are  proper  to  be  written. 

They  shall  also  consider  of  the  most  prudent  and  effectual  methods  of  col- 
lecting and  disposing  of  what  money  shall  be  given  to.  or  lodged  with  them  in 
charity,  towards  the  relief  only  of  any  true  brother,  fallen  into  poverty  or  de- 
cay, but  of  none  else  ;  But  every  particular  Lodge  shall  dispose  of  their  own 
charity  for  poor  brethren,  according  to  their  own  by-laws,  until  it  be  agreed 
by  all  the  Lodges  (in  a  new  regulation)  to  carry  in  the  charity  collected  by 
them  to  Grand  Lodge  at  the  Quarterly  or  Annual  Communication,  in  order  to 
make  a  common  stock  in  it,  for  the  more  handsome  relief  of  poor  brethren. 

They  shall  also  appoint  a  Treasurer,  a  brother  of  good  worldly  substance, 
who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  by  virtue  of  his  office,  and  shall 
be  always  present,  and  have  power  to  move  to  the  Grand  Lodge  anything, 
especially  what  concerns  his  office.  To  him  shall  be  committed  all  money 
raised  for  charity,  or  for  any  oilier  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  he  shall 
write  down  in  a  book,  with  the  respective  ends  and  uses  for  which  the  several 
.sums  are  intended  ;  and  shall  expend  or  disburse  the  same  by  such  a  certain 
order  signed,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  agree  to  in  a  new  regulation  :  But 
he  shall  not  vote  in  choosing  a  Grand  Master  or  Wardens,  though  in  every 
other  transaction.  As  in  like  manner  the  Secretary  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  by  virtue  of  his  omce,  and  vote  in  every  thing  except  in  choos- 
ing a  Grand  Master  or  Wardens. 

The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  shall  each  have  a  clerk,  who  must  be  a  brother 
and  Fellow  Craft,  but  neve?  must  be  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  nor  sneak. 
without  being  allowed  or  desired. 

The  Grand  Master,  or  his  Deputy,  shall  always  command  the  Treasurer 
and  Secretary  with  their  clerks  and  books,  in  order  to  see  how  matters  go  on, 
and  to  know  what  is  expedient  to  be  done  upon  any  emergent  occasion. 

Another  brother  (who  must  be  a  Fellow  Craft)  should  be  appointed  to  look 
after  the  door«of  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  but  shall  be  no  member  of  it. 

But  these  offices  may  be  farther  explained  by  a  new  regulation,  when 
necessity  and  expediency  of  them  may  more  appear  than   at  present  to  the 
Fraternity. 
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Art.  XIV.  If  at  any  Grand  Lodge,  stated  or  occasional,  quarterly  or 
annual,  the  Grand  Master  and  his  Deputy  should  be  both  absent,  then  the 
present  Master  of  a  Lodge,  that  has  been  the  longest  a  Freemason,  shall  take 
the  chair,  and  preside  as  Grand  Master  pro  tempore  ;  and  shall  be  vested  with 
all  his  power  and  honor  for  the  "time  ;  Provided  there  is  no  brother  present 
that  has  been  Grand  Master  formerly,  or  Deputy  Grand  Master  ;  for  the  last 
Grand  Master  present,  or  else  the  last  Deputy  present,  should  always  of  right, 
take  place  in  the  absence  of  the  present  Grand  Master  or  his  Deputy. 

Art.  XV.  In  the  Grand  Lodge  none  can  act  as  'Wardens  but  the  Grand 
Wardens  themselves,  if  present )  and  if  absent,  the  Grand  Master,  or  the  per- 
son who  presides  in  his  place,  shall  order  private  Wardens  to  act  as  Grand 
Wardens  pro  tempore,  whose  places  are  to  be  supplied  by  two  Fellow  Crafts 
of  the  same  Lodge,  called  forth  to  act,  or  sent  thither  by  the  particular  Mas- 
ter thereof:  or  if  by  him  omitted,  then  they  shall  be  called  by  the  Grand 
Master,  that  so  the  Grand  Lodge  may  be  always  complete. 

Art.  XVI.  The  Grand  Wardens  or  any  others,  are  first  to  advise  with  the 
Deputy  about  the  affairs  of  the  Lodge  or  of  the  brethren,  and  not  to  apply  to 
the  Grand  Master  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Deputy,  unless  he  refuse  his 
concurrence  in  any  certain  necessary  affair ;  in  which  case,  or  in  case  of  any 
difference  between  the  Deputy  and  the  Grand  Wardens,  or  other  brethren, 
both  parlies  are  to  go  by  eoncert  to  the  Grand  Master,  who  can  easily  decide 
the  controversy,  and  make  up  the  difference  by  virtue  of  his  great  authority. 

The  Grand  Master  should  receive  no  intimation  of  business  concerning 
Masonry,  but  from  his  Deputy  iirst,  except  in  such  certain  cases  as  his  Wor- 
ship can  well  judge  of;  for  if  the  application  to  the  Grand  Master  be  irregular, 
he  can  easily  order  the  Grand  Wardens  or  any  other  brethren  thus  applying, 
to  wait  upon  his  Deputy,  who  is  to  prepare  the  business  speedily,  and  to  lay 
it  orderly  before  his  Worship. 

Art.  XVII.  No  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Grand  Wardens, 
Treasurer,  Secretary,  or  whoever  acts  for  them,  or  in  their  stead,  pro  tempore, 
can  at  the  same  time  be  the  Master  or  Warden  of  a  particular  Lodge  ;  but 
as  soon  as  any  of  them* has  honorably  discharged  his  Grand  Office,  he  returns 
to  that  post  or  station  in  his  particular  Lodge,  from  which  he  was  called  to 
officiate  above. 

Art.  XVIII.  If  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  be  sick,  or  necessarily  absent, 
the  Grand  Master  may  choose  any  Fellow  Craft  he  pleases,  to  be  his  Deputy 
pro  tempore:  but  he  that  is  <  chosen  Deputy  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the 
Grand  Wardens  too.  cannot  be  discharged  without  the  cause  fairly  appear  to 
the  majority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  :  and  the  Grand  Master,  if  he  is  uneasy, 
may  call  a  Grand  Lodge  on  purpose  to  lay  the  cause  before  them,  and  to 
have  their  advice  and  concurrence:  In  which  case, the  majority  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  if  they  cannot  reconcile  the  Master  and  his  Deputy  or  his  Wardens, 
are  to  concur  in  allowing  the  Master  to  discharge  his  said  Deputy  or  his  said 
Wardens,  and  to  choose  another  Deputy  immediately 5  and  the  said  Grand 
Lodge  shall  choose  other  Wardens  in  that  case,  that  harmony  and  peace  may 
be  preserved. 

^  Art.  XIX.  If  the  Grand  Master  should  abuse  his  power,  and  render 
himself  unworthy  of  the  obedience  and  subjection  of  the  Lodge,  he  shall  be 
treated  in  a  way  and  manner  to  be  agreed  upon  in  a  new  regulation ;  because 
hitherto  the  ancient  Fraternity  have  had  no  occasion  for  it,  their  former 
Grand  Masters  having  all  behaved  themselves  worthy  of  that  honorable  office. 

Art.  XX.  The  Grand  Master  with  his  Deputy  and  Wardens,  shall  (at 
least  once)  go  round  and  visit  all  the  Lodges  about  town  during  his  Master- 
ship. 

Art.  XXI.  If  the  Grand  Master  die  during  his  Mastership,  or  by  sick- 
ness, or  by  being  beyond  sea,  or  any  other  way  should  be  rendered  incapable 


of  discharging  Lib'  oihce,  the  Deputy,  or  in  his  absence,  the  Senior  Grand 
Warden,  or  in  his  absence,  the  Junior,  or  in  his  absence,  any  three  present 
.Masters  of  Lodges,  shall  join  to  congregate  the  Grand  Lodge  immediately, 
to  advise  together  upon  that  emergency,  and  to  send  two  of  their  number  to 
invite  the  last  Grand  Master  to  resume  his  office,  which  now  in  course  reverts 
to  him  ;  or  if  he  refuse,  then  the  next  last,  and  so  backward  :  But  if  no  for- 
mer Grand  Master  can  be  found,  then  the  Deputy  shall  act  as  principal,  until 
another  is  chosen  :  or  if  there  be  no  Deputy,  then  the  oldest  Master. 

Art.  XXII.  The  brethren  of  all  the  Lodges  in  and  about  London  and 
Westminster,  shall  meet  at  an  Annual  Communication  and  Feast,  in  some 
convenient  place  on  St.  John  Baptist's  day,  or  else  on  St.  John  Evangelist's 
day,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  Ihink  fit  epilation,  having  of  late 

years  met  on  St.  John  .Baptist's  day:  Provided,  the  majority  of  the  Masters 
and  Wardens,  with  the  Grand  Master,  Lis  Deputy  and  Wardens,  agree  at 
their  Quarterly  Communication,  three  months  before,  that  there  shall  be  a 
feast,  and  a  General  Cornuiunica  tion  of  all  the  brethren  :  For,  if  cither  the 
Grand  Master,  or  a  majority  of  "the  particular  Masters,  are  against  it,  it  must 
be  dropped  for  that  time.  But  '.whether  there  shall  be  a  feast  for  ail  the  breth- 
ren, or  not,  yet  the  Grand  Lodge  must  meet  in  some  convenient  place  annu- 
ally on  St.  John's  day ;  or  if  it  ]>e  Sunday,  then  on  the  next  day,  in  order  to 
choose  every  year  a  new  Grand  Master.  Deputy  and  Wardei 

Art.  XXIII.  If  it  be  thought  .expedient,  and  the  Grand  Master,  with  the 
majority  of  the  Masters  and  Wardens,  agree  to  hold  a  Grand  Feast,  accord- 
ing to  the  ancient  laudable  custom  of  Masons,  then  the  Grand  Wardens 
shall  have  the  care  of  preparing  the  tickets,  sealed  with  the  C^rand  Haste 
seal,  of  disposing  of  the  tickets,  c(  receiving  the  money  for  the  tickets,  of 
buying  the  materials  of  the  feast,  of  rnding  out  a  proper  and  convenient 
place  to  feast  in,  and  of  every  other  thing  that  concerns  the  entertainment. 
But  that  the  work  may  net  be  too  burl  hensome  to  the  two  Grand  Wardens, 
and  that  all  matters  may  bo  expeditiously  and  safely  managed,  the  Grand 
Master  or  his  Deputy,  shall  have  power  to  nominate  and  appoint  a  certain 
number  of  Stewards,  as  his  Worship  shall  think  fit,  to  act  in  concert  with  the 
two  Grand  Wardens:  all  things  relating  to  the  feast  being  decided  anio ;.  \ 
them  by  a  majority  of  voices;  except  the  Grand  Ms.ster  or  his  Deputy  inter- 
pose by  a  particular  direction  or  appointment. 

ApwT.  XXIV.     The  Warden  wait   upon 

the  Grand  Master,  or  his  Deputy,  for  directions  an»d  orders  about  the  premi- 
but  if  his  Worship  and  his  Deputy  are  sick,  or  necessarily  absent,  they   shall 
call  together  the  Masters  and  Wardens  of  Lodges    to   meet   on   purpose   for 
their  advice  and  orders  ;  or  else  they  may  take-  tin  )  matter  wholly  upon  them- 
selves, and  do  the  best  they  can.     The  Grand  "Wai  dens  and  the  Stewards  are 
to  account  for  all  the   money  they  receive,  or    es  pend.  to  the  Grand  Lot: 
after  dinner,  or  when  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  s<  ?e  .lit  to  receive  their  accoui 
If  the   Grand  Master   pleases,  he  may  in  due  tin  .e  summon  all  the   Masters 
and  Wardens  of  Lodges  to  consult  with  them  a  bout  ordering  the  Grand  Fes 
and  about  any  emergency  or  accidental  thing  i  els  ting    thereunto,    that   may 
require  advice  ;  or  else  to  take  it  upon  himself  altogether. 

Art.  XXV.     The  Masters  of  Lodges  shall  e  aclt  appoint  one   experienced 
and  discreet  Fellow  Craft  of  his  Lodge,  to  conn  K)S  e  a  committee  consisting  of 
one  from  every  Lodge,  who  shall  meet  to  receiv  e,  in  a  convenient  apartim 
every  person  that  brings  a  ticket,  and  shall  hav  >  power  to    discourse  him,    if 
they  think  fit,  in  order  to  admit  him,  or  debar  Innm,  as    they  shall  see   cai, 
Provided,  they  send  no  man  away  before  they  h  ive  acquainted  all  the  brethren 
within  the  doors  with  the  reason  thereof,  to  avo  id  r  mistakes  :  that  so   no   t 
brother  may  be  debarred,  nor  a  false  brother,     or  mere   pretender  admitted. 
This  committee  must  meet  very  early  on  St.  Jc  Jm'js    day    at  the   place,  c 
before  any  persons  come  with  tickets. 
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Art.  XXVI.  The  Grand  Master  shall  appoint  two  or  more  trusty  brethren 
to  be  porters,  or  door-keepers,  who  are  also  to  be  early  at  the  place,  for  some 
good  reasons  ;  and  who  are  to  be  at  the  command  of  the  committee. 

Art.  XXVII.  The  Grand  Wardens,  or  the  Stewards,  shall  appoint  before- 
hand such  a  number  of  brethren  to  serve  at  table  as  they  think  fit  and  proper 
for  that  work  ;  and  they  may  advise  with  the  Masters  and  Wardens  of  Lodges 
about  the  most  proper  persons,  if  they  please,  or  may  take  in  such  by  their 
recommendation  ;  for  none  are  to  serve  that  day,  but  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  that  the  Communication  may  be  free  and  harmonious. 

Art.  XXVIII.  All  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  must  be  at  the  place 
long  before  dinner,  with  the  Grand  Master,  or  his  Deputy,  at  their  head,  who 
shall  retire,  and  form  themselves.     And  this  is  done  in  order — 

1.  To  receive  any  appeals  duly  lodged,  as  above  regulated,  that  the  appel- 
lant may  be  heard,  and  the  affair  may  be  amicably  decided  before  dinner,  if 
possible  ;  but  if  it  cannot,  it  must  be  delayed  till  after  the  new  Grand  Master 
is  elected;  and  if  it  cannot  be  decided  after  dinner,  it  may  be  delayed,  and 
referred  to  a  particular  committee,  that  shall  quietly  adjust  it,  and  make  report 
to  the  next  Quarterly  Communication,  that  brotherly  love  may  be  preserved. 

2.  To  prevent  any  difference  or  disgust  which  may  be  feared  to  arise  that 
day  ;  that  no  interruption  may  be  given  to  the  harmony  and  pleasure  of  the 
Grand  Feast. 

3.  To  consult  about  whatever  concerns  the  decency  and  decorum  of  the 
Grand  Assembly,  and  to  prevent  all  indecency  and  ill  manners,  the  assembly 
being  promiscuous. 

4.  To  receive  and  consider  of  any  good  motion,  or  any  momentous  and 
important  affair,  that  shall  be  brought  from  the  particular  Lodges,  by  their 
Representatives,  the  several  Masters  and  Wardens. 

Art.  XXIX.  After  these  things  are  discussed,  the  Grand  Master  and  his 
Deputy,  the  Grand  Wardens,  or  the  Stewards,  the  Secretary,  the  Treasurer, 
the  Clerks,  and  every  other  person,  shall  withdraw,  and  leave  the  Masters  and 
Wardens  of  the  particular  Lodges  alone,  in  order  to  consult  amicably  about 
electing  a  new  Grand  Master,  or  continuing  the  present,  if  they  .  have  not 
done  it  the  day  before :  and  if  they  are  unanimous  for  continuing  the  present 
Grand  Master,  his  Worship  shall  be  called  in,  and  humbly  desired  to  do  the 
Fraternity  the  honor  of  ruling  them  for  the  year  ensuing :  and  after  dinner 
it  will  be  known  whether  he  accepts  of  it  or  not:  for  it  should  not  be  discov- 
ered but  by  the  election  itself. 

Art.  XXX.  Then  the  Masters  and  Wardens,  and  all  the  brethren,  may 
converse  promiscuously,  or  as  they  please  to  sort  together,  until  the  dinner  is 
coming  in,  when  every  brother  takes  his  seat  at  table. 

Art.  XXXI.  Some  time  after  dinner  the  Grand  Lodge  is  formed,  not  in 
retirement,  but  in  the  presence  of  all  the  brethren,  who  yet  are  not  members 
of  it,  and  must  not  therefore  speak  until  they  are  desired  and  allowed. 

Art.  XXXII.  If  the  Grand  Master  of  last  year  has  consented  with  the 
Masters  and  Wardens  in  private,  before  dinner,  to  continue  for  the  year  ensu- 
ing, then  one  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  deputed  for  that  purpose,  shall  represent  to 
all  the  brethren  his  Worship's  good  government,  &c.  And  turning  to  him, 
shall,  in  the  name  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  humbly  request  him  to  do  the  Frater- 
nity the  great  honor  (if  nobly  born,  if  not)  the  great  kindness,  of  continuing 
to  be  their  Grand  Master  for  the  year  ensuing.  And  his  Worship  declaring 
his  consent  by  a  bow  or  speech,  as  he  pleases,  the  said  deputed  member  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  shall  proclaim  him  Grand  Master,  and  all  the  members  of' 
the  Lodge  shall  salute  him  in  due  form.  And  all  the*brethren  shall  for  a  few 
minutes  have  leave  to  declare  their  satisfaction,  pleasure,  and  congratulation. 

Art.  XXXIII.  But  if  either  the  Master  and  Wardens  have  not  in  private, 
this  day  before  dinner,  nor  the  day  before,  desired  the  last  Grand  Master  to 
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continue  in  the  Mastership  another  year ;  or  if  he,  when  desired,  has  not 
consented :  then,  the  last  Grand  Master  shall  nominate  his  successor  for  the 
year  ensuing,  who,  if  unanimously  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  if 
there  present,  shall  be  proclaimed,  saluted,  and  congratulated  the  new  Grand 
Master  as  above  hinted,  and  immediately  installed  by  the  last  Grand  Master, 
according  to  usage. 

Art.  XXXIV.  But,  if  that  nomination  is  not  unanimously  approved,  the 
new  Grand  Master  shall  be  chosen  immediately  by  ballot,  every  Master  and 
Warden  writing  his  man's  name,  and  the  last  Grand  Master  writing  his  man's 
name  too  ;  and  the  man,  whose  name  the  last  Grand  Master  shall  first  take 
out,  casually  or  by  chance,  shall  be  Grand  Master  for  the  year  ensuing  :  and 
if  present,  he  shall  be  proclaimed,  saluted,  and  congratulated,  as  above  hinted, 
and  forthwith  installed  by  the  last  Grand  Master,  according  to  usage. 

Art.  XXXV.  The  last  Grand  Master  thus  continued,  or  the  new  Grand 
Master  thus  installed,  shall  next  nominate  and  appoint  his  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  either  the  last  or  a  new  one,  who  shall  be  also  declared,  saluted,  and 
congratulated,  as  above  hinted.  The  Grand  Master  shall  also  nominate  the 
new  Grand  Wardens,  and  if  unanimously  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge, 
shall  be  declared,  saluted,  and  congratulated,  as  above  hinted  ;  but  if  not, 
they  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Grand  Master  :  As 
the  Wardens  of  private  Lodges  are  also  to  be  chosen  by  ballot  in  each  Lodge, 
if  the  members  thereof  do  not  agree  to  their  Master's  nomination. 

Art.  XXXVI.  But  if  the  brother  whom  the  present  Grand  Master  shall 
nominate  for  his  successor,  or  whom  the  majority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall 
happen  to  choose  by  ballot,  is,  by  sickness  or  other  necessary  occasion,  absent 
from  the  Grand  Feast,  he  cannot  be  proclaimed  the  new  Grand  Master, 
unless  the  old  Grand  Master,  or  some  of  the  Masters  and  Wardens  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  can  vouch,  upon  the  honor  of  a  brother,  that  the  said  person, 
so  nominated  or  chosen,  will  readily  accept  of  the  said  office ;  in  which  case 
the  old  Grand  Master  shall  act  as  proxy,  and  shall  nominate  the  Deputy  and 
Wardens  in  his  name,  and  in  his  name  also  receive  the  usual  honors,  homage, 
and  congratulations. 

Art.  XXXVII.  Then  the  Grand  Master  shall  allow  any  brother,  Fellow 
Craft,  or  Apprentice,  to  speak,  directing  his  discourse  to  his  worship  ;  or  to 
make  any  motion  for  the  good  of  the  Fraternity,  which  shall  be  either  imme- 
diately considered  and  finished,  or  else  referred  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  their  next  communication,  stated  or  occasional.  When  that 
is  over, 

Art.  XXXVIII.  The  Grand  Master  or  his  Deputy,  or  some  brother 
appointed  by  him,  shall  harangue  all  the  brethren,  and  give  them  good  advice  : 
And  lastly,  after  some  other  transactions,  that  cannot  be  written  in  any  lan- 
guage, the  brethren  may  go  away  or  stay  longer,  as  they  please. 

Art.  XXXIX.  Every  annual  Grand  Lodge  has  an  inherent  power  and 
authority  to  make  new  regulations  or  to  alter  these,  for  the  real  benefit  of  the 
ancient  Fraternity :  Provided  always,  that  the  old  landmarks  be  carefully 
preserved,  and  that  such  alterations  and  new  regulations  be  proposed  and 
agreed  to  at  the  third  Quarterly  Communication  preceding  the  annual  Grand 
Feast  5  and  that  they  be  offered  also  to  the  perusal  of  all  the  brethren  before 
dinner,  in  writing,  even  of  the  youngest  Apprentice  ;  the  approbation  and 
consent  of  the  majority  of  all  the  brethren  present  being  absolutely  necessary 
to  make  the  same  binding  and  obligatory ;  which  must  after  dinner,  and  after 
the  new  Grand  Master  is  installed,  be  solemnly  desired  ;  as  it  was  desired 
and  obtained  for  these  regulations,  when  proposed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  to 
about  one  hundred  and  fifty  brethren,  on  St.  John  Baptist's  day,  seventeen 
hundred  and  twentv-one.

Whereas,  by  the  confusion  occasioned  in  the  Saxon.  Danish,  and  Norman 
wars,  the  records  of  Masons  have  been  much  vitiated,  the  Freemasons  of 
England  twice  thought  it  necessary  to  correct  their  Constitutions,  Charges, 
and  Regulations  $  first  in  the  reign  of  King  Athelstan,  the  Saxon,  and  long 
after  in  the  reign  of  King  Edward  IV.,  the  Norman  :  And.  whereas,  the  old 
Constitutions  in  England  have  been  much  interpolated,  mangled, and  miserably 
corrupted,  not  only  with  false  spelling,  but  even  with  many  false  facts  and 
gross  errors  in  history  and  chronology,  through  length  of  time,  and  the  igno- 
rance of  transcribers  in  the  dark  illiterate  ages,  before  the  revival  of  geom- 
etry and  ancient  architecture,  to  the  great  offence  of  all  the  learned  and  judi- 
cious brethren,  whereby  also  the  ignorant  have  been  deceived. 

And  our  late  Worthy  Grand  Master,  his  grace,  the  Duke  of  Montagu,  hav- 
ing ordered  the  Author  to  peruse,  correct,  and  digest,  into  a  new  and  better 
method,  the  history,  charges,  and  regulations,  of  the  ancient  Fraternity  j  he 
has  accordingly  examined  several  copies  from  Italy  and  Scotland,  and  sundrv 
parts  of  England,  and  from  thence,  (though  in  many  things  erroneous,)  and 
from  several  other  ancient  records  of  Masons,  he  has  drawn  forth  the  above 
new  written  Constitutions,  with  the  Charges  and  General  Regulations.  And 
the  Author  having  submitted  the  whole  to  the  perusal  and  corrections  of  the 
late  and  present  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  and  of  other  learned  brethren  :  and 
also  of  the  Masters  and  Wardens  of  particular  Lodges  at  their  Quarterly 
Communication  ;  he  did  regularly  deliver  them  to  the  late  Grand  Master 
himself,  the  said  Duke  of  Montagu,  for  his  examination,  correction,  and  ap- 
probation ;  and  his  grace,  by  the  advice  of  several  brethren,  ordered  the  same 
to  be  handsomely  printed  for  the  use  of  the  Lodges,  though  they  were  not 
quite  ready  for  the  press  during  his  Mastership. 

Therefore,  we,  the  present  Grand  Master  of  the  Right  Worshipful  and  most 
ancient  Fraternity  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
the  Grand  Wardens,  the  Masters  and  Wardens  of  particular  Lodges  (with 
the  consent  of  the  brethren  and  fellows  in  and  about  the  cities  of  London  and 
Westminster)  having  also  perused  this  performance,  do  join  our  laudable  pre- 
decessors in  our  solemn  approbation  thereof,  as  what  Ave  believe  will  fullv 
answer  the  end  proposed  5  all  the  valuable  things  of  the  old  records  being 
retained,  the  errors  in  history  and  chronology  corrected,  the  false  facts  and 
the  improper  words  omitted,  and  the  whole  digested  in  a  new  and  better 
method. 

And  we  ordain,  that  these  be  received  in  every  particular  Lodge  under  our 
cognizance,  as  the  only  Constitutions  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  amongst 
us,  to  be  read  at  the  making  of  new  brethren,  or  when  the  Master  shall  think 
fit :  and  which  the  new  brethren  should  peruse  before  they  are  made.

REGULATION 

OF    THE 

(SI>r  an  b  Coirgc  of  California, 

RELATIVE  TO  TRIALS. 
Adopted  May,  1854. 


SECTION  I. 

Whenever  a  member  of  a  Lodge,  or  a  Brother,  under  this  jurisdiction,  shall 
be  accused  of  any  offence  which;  it*  proved,  would  subject  him  to  suspension 
or  expulsion,  the  proceedings  in  the  premises  shall  be  conducted  agreeably 
to  the  following  rules  : — 

Rule  1.  The  accusation  shall  be  made  in  writing,  under  the  signature  of 
a  Master  Mason,  and  given  in  charge  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge,  who, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Master,  shall  serve,  or  cause  the  accused  to  be 
served,  with  an  attested  copy  of  the  charges,  ten  days  at  least,  previous  to  the 
time  appointed  for  the  examination  :  Provided,  The  residence  of  the  accused 
shall  be  known,  and  shall  lie  within  the  distance  of  fifty  miles  of  the  place 
where  the  Lodge,  having  the  matter  in  hand,  is  located.  If  the  residence  of 
the  accused  be  at  a  greater  distance  than  fifty  miles,  but  within  the  State, 
theiij  and  in  that  case,  a  summons  to  appearand  show  cause,  forwarded  to  him 
by  mail,  or  other  conveyance,  twenty  days  at  least,  before  the  time  of  trial, 
shall  be  considered  sufficient  service.  If  his  residence  be  out  of  the  State, 
and  unknown,  the  Lodge  may  proceed  to  examine  the  charges,  ex  parte  ;  but 
if  known,  a  summons  shall  be  sent  him  by  mail,  or  otherwise,  four  months,  at 
least,  before  the  time  appointed  for  the  examination. 

Rule  '2.  The  examination  of  the  charges  shall  be  had  in  a  Lodge  special- 
ly notified  and  convened  for  the  purpose,  at  which  no  visitors  shall  be  ad- 
mitted, except  as  counsel  or  witnesses. 

Rule  ;>.  The  accused  may  select  any  brother  for  his  counsel,  and  the  wit- 
nesses shall  testify,  if  Masons,  on  their  honor,  as  such.  Hearsay  evidence 
shall  be  excluded. 

Rule  A.  The  question,  uls  the  accused  guilty  or  not  guilty  V  shall  be  dis- 
tinctly put  to  each  member  of  the  Lodge,  by  name,  commencing  with  the 
youngest.  The  answer  shall  be  given  standing,  and  in  a  distinct  and  audible 
manner.     The  Secretary  shall  record  the  answer  as  given. 

Rule  5.  If  the  verdict  be  suspension  or  expulsion,  the  name  of  the  per- 
son so  suspended  or  expelled  shall  be  sent  up  at  the  ensuing  meeting  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  for  examination  :  and  if  no  appeal  be  taken,  the  action  shall 
be  final. 

Rule  <>.  A  sentence  of  expulsion  shall  not  take  effect  until  confirmed  by 
this  Grand  Lodge  ;  but  shall  operate  as  a  suspension  of  the  delinquent,  in  the 
meantime.  In  all  cases  a  majority  of  two-thirds  shall  be  necessary  to  sus- 
pend or  expel. 

SECTION  LL 

A  suspension  or  expulsion  of  a  Brother  from  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  or  an 
Encampment  of  Knights  Templars,  shall  not  operate  as  an  expulsion  from 
the  Lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member.

The  foregoing  report  was  received  and   concnrred  in,  and   the  brethren 
therein  named  were  admitted  to  seats. 

The  Grand  Master  then  delivered  his  Annual  Address  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  California,  as  follows:  — 
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ADDRESS. 


Brethren  of  the  Most  Worshipful 

Grand  Lodge  of  California  : 

The  duty  again  devolves  upon  me  to  lay  before  you  an  account  of  my  official 
acts  since  last  I  had  the  honor  of  addressing  you.  and  to  make  such  further  re- 
commendations for  your  consideration  and  notion  as  would,  in  my  opinion, 
accord  with  the  interests  of  the  Graft,  and  meet  the  local  wants  of  our  own 
jurisdiction. 

If,  on  a  former  occasion,  1  had  abundant  reason  to  congratulate  you  on  the 
prosperous  condition  of  our  beloved  Order,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  I  am  happy 
in  being  able  to  add  that  the  experience  of  another  year  has  only  increased  the 
just  causes  for  a  renewal  of  those  congratulations  :  for  we  have  again  been  bless- 
ed with  health  and  plenty,  and  the  seething  elements  of  discord  and  confusion 
have  found  no  abiding  place  within  our  peaceful  borders.  May  I  hope  that  the 
deliberations  of  this  Grand  Body  may  be  promotive  of  a  like  result,  and  that  its 
every  act  will  be  such  as  may  safely  be  subjected  to  the  most  rigid  scrutiny,  under 
the  acknowledged  teachings  and  requirements  of  the  Order,  and  meet  with  the 
approval  of  Him  whom  we  have  addressed  as  our  Supreme  Head. 

But  although  we  have  been  signally  blessed,  as  in  times  past,  amid  the  sur- 
rounding elements  of  happiness  and  prosperity,  and  the  pathway  of  the  depart- 
ing year  lias  been  strewn  with  many  pleasant  reminiscences  and  grateful  re- 
membrances, yet  am  I  reminded  by  the  absence  of  at  least  one  familiar  face,  that 
death  has  been  among  us.  and  that  even  in  our  own  sunny  clime,  where  the  rav- 
ages of  the  pestilence  which  has  so  cruelly  decimated  our  brethren  abroad,  has 
scarce  been  known  or  felt,  the  mildew  blight  of  disease  will  occasionally  fasten 
upon  the  vitals  of  its  victim  and  do  its  sad  workings,  as  if  to  remind  us  of  the 
Frail  tenure  by  which  our  earthly  existence  is  held,  and  to  admonish  us  to  be 
ever  ready  for  the  change  which  sooner  or  later  awaits  us.  It  is  Levi  Stowell,  so 
Song  oni'  Grand  Secretary,  whose  name  has  been  added  to  the  slowly  accumula- 
ting list  of  our  departed  friends,  and  whose  well  known  and  familiar  face  is  no 
longer  seen  among  u^.  The  earth  has  closed  over  his  remains,  and  the  tears  of 
affection  have  fallen  as  the  dew-drops  that  nightly  gather  on  the  green-sward 
that  covers  his  last  resting  place.  But  Masonry  mourns  not  her  lost  ones  as 
those  who  have  no  hope.  Her  teachings  admonish  us  that  death  is  but  a  change 
of  condition  :  a  transition  through  darkness  to  light :  a  removal  of  the  veil  and 
casting  off  of  the  shackles  that  obscure  the  vision  and  fetter  the  immortal  ener- 
gies of  the  spirit.  May  it  have  been  thus  with  our  departed  Brother,  and  may 
we  meet  him  in  that  holy  and  happy  laud,  where  life  is  immortality  and  the  con- 
sciousness of  its  existence  eternal. 

In  consequence  of  the  death  of  Brother  Stowell  it  became  necessary  for  me  to 
appoint  a  successor  to  discharge  the  arduous  and  responsible  duties  of  his  sta- 
tion during  the  interim  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  My  knowledge  of  the  fitness  of 
Brother  Alex.  G.  Abell,  the  present  Acting  Grand  Secretary,  suggested  him  to 
me  as  a  peculiarly  appropriate  person  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Hence  iiis  appoint- 
ment, which  1  believe  lias  given  general  satisfaction. 

In  my  annual  address  of  last  year.  I  made  several  suggestions  and  recommend- 
ations relative  to  our  internal  polity,  as  well  as  to  the  subject  of  Masonry  in 
connection  with  its  teachings  and  requirements.  The  experience  of  another 
year  has  wrought  no  material  change  in  any  views  therein  expressed,  and  their 
endorsement  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  so  far  as  action  was  had  relative  thereto,  in- 
duces the  belief  that  I  may  with  propriety  recommend  again  to  your  considera- 
tion such  portions  of  them  as  were  not  finally  disposed*  of  at  that  Communication. 
The  Committee  to  whom  they  were  referred  will  doubtless  report,  in  due  season. 
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and  it  is  but  proper  to  remark,  that  such  of  them  as  should  have  reported  last 
year  were  prevented  from  doing  so  by  the  final  closing  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at 
an  earlier  hour  than  was  anticipated. 

Since  the  close  of  our  last  Communication  I  have  issued  Dispensations  to  open 
and  hold  twenty-three  Lodges,  a  list  of  which  is  herewith  submmitted. 

These,  in  addition  to  the  Chartered  Lodges,  and  the  three  whose  Dispensations 
were  continued  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  make  the  present 
number  of  working  Lodges  one  hundred,  with  an  aggregate  membership  of 
about  four  thousand.  This  exhibition  shows  the  usual  rapid  increase  that  has 
heretofore  characterized  our  jurisdiction,  though  not  calculated,  in  my  opinion, 
to  give  rise  to  just  grounds  of  apprehension,  further  than  may  naturally 
attach  to  a  rapid  growth  ;  for  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  doors  of  our 
Lodges  have  been  guarded  with  increased  vigilance,  and  that  Dispensations  for 
new  Lodges  have  been  applied  for  only  under  circumstances  that  suggested  the 
manifest  propriety  of  granting  them. 

In  view,  however,  of  the  importance  of  a  matter  that  has  been  so  frequently 
adverted  to,  and  has  awakened  the  apprehensions  of  the  reflecting  and  experi- 
enced Mason,  both  here  and  elsewhere,  as  to  the  probable  result,  it  may  not  be 
deemed  inappropriate  to  allude  again  to  the  danger  that  naturally  attaches  to 
such  an  accession  to  our  ranks,  and  the  remissness  that  is  too  apt  to  obtain  where 
a  Lodge  is  crowded  with  applications  for  the  mysteries  of  Masonry.  I  would 
through  this  channel  also  admonish  the  Brethren  of  the  jurisdiction  to  look  well 
to  the  material  they  are  working  into  the  Masonic  edifice.  If  there  be  any 
defect,  such  as  will  not  stand  the  test  of  the  most  rigid  scrutiny,  reject  it. —  it  is 
unfit  for  use.  It  is  better  in  a  matter  of  such  grave  importance  to  reject, 
through  the  operation  of  a  safe,  even  though  stringent  course  of  policy,  several 
worthy  applicants,  than  by  its  converse  to  admit  one  of  doubtful  reputation, 
whatever  may  be  the  motive  for  so  doing.  The  former  class  may  renew 
their  applications  in  due  course  of  time  ;  and  with  the  more  intimate  knowledge 
of  their  true  character  that  would  naturally  obtain  after  the  occurrence  of  such 
an  event,  are  more  than  likely  to  have  justice  done  them  :  while  the  latter,  when 
once  invested  with  power,  are  not  apt  to  be  over  scrupulous  as  to  its  use.  either 
within  or  without  the  Lodge,  for  the  accomplishing  of  any  desired  object,  and 
sometimes  injure  both  the  Lodge  and  the  Fraternity  by  a  general  reputation  for 
unworthiness,  without  the  ability  to  define  any  particular  act  that  would  secure 
their  ejection. 

Nor  does  it  suffice  that  nothing  can  be  said  against  an  applicant  for  our  mys- 
teries. Equal  diligence  should  be  exercised  in  ascertaining  what  can  be  urged 
in  his  favor.  Negative  virtues  will  not  answer.  His  recommendations  should 
be  of  a  positive  nature,  and  show  that  he  could  add  to  the  reputation  of  the  In- 
stitution instead  of  havingto  borrow  from  it.  Otherwise,  he  had  better  remain 
without  the  Lodge  until  better  qualified  to  prove  useful  within  it. 

Beware,  also,  of  any  temptation  to  do  work  for  the  sake  of  adding  to  the  pe- 
cuniary resources  of  the  Lodge,  or  including  among  its  members  those  who 
would  wield  influence  by  means  of  either  wealth  or  station.  Forget  not  to  try 
the  rich  and  the  poor,  the  man  of  influence  and  him  of  humble  station  by  the 
same  standard,  and  fearlessly  reject  both  alike,  where  there  is  any  moral  unfit- 
ness that  would  require  correction  in  the  Lodge.  A  Masonic  Lodge  is  not  a 
proper  place  to  admit  an  unworthy  applicant  for  the  purpose  of  correcting 
errors  and  irregularities  that  existed  previous  to  his  proposed  introduction. 
There  is  danger  in  the  experiment. 

In  addition  to  the  Dispensations  already  enumerated.  I  have  issue* 
for  special  purposes,  where,  in  my  opinion,  there  were  good  and  sufficienj 
sons  for  doing  so,  without  interfering  with  any  provisions  of  the  Constitution  or 
Regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge.    I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  enumerate  them  on 
this  occasion,  as  their  general  tenor  can  be  judged  of  by  reference  to  those 
granted  during  my  first  term  of  service:  and  my  correspondence  during 
past  year  will  exhibit  them,  together  with  most  of  my  official  acts,  should  any 
occurrence  render  such  exhibition  desirable. 

I  should  not  omit,  however,  to  mention  that  1  have  granted  one  Di

of  peculiar  importance  :  more  so,  perhaps,  than  any  other  during  my  official 
connection  with  this  Grand  Lodge.  I  allude  to  one  granted  on  the  29th  day  of 
February  last,  to  open  and  hold  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco  a  Lodge  of  instruc- 
tion, to  be  composed  of  the  officers  and  such  of  the  members  of  the  Subordinate 
Lodges  as  saw  proper  to  unite  with  them,  for  exemplifying  the  work,  teaching 
the  lectures,  and  giving  instruction  relative  to  all  the  rites  and  ceremonies  of 
the  Order  that  can  properly  be  exhibited  before  Master  Masons.  I  allude  to 
this  Dispensation  as  one  of  more  than  usual  interest,  for  several  reasons,  not 
the  least  prominent  of  which  is,  that  Lodges  of  this  description  will,  in  my  opin- 
ion, prove  valuable  auxiliaries  towards  the  establishing  of  uniformity  of  work,  a 
desideratum  once  deemed  almost  beyond  the  possibility  of  accomplishment, 
though,  of  late,  proving  itself  to  be  of  practical  attainment.  I  have  no  doubt  but 
that  the  formation  of  this  Lodge,  vested  as  it  is,  with  such  powers  only  as  are 
necessary  to  the  consummation  of  its  purposes,  will  lead  to  the  establishing  of 
others  of  like  character  in  other  parts  of  the  State,  and  increased  facilities  for 
the  more  easy  attainment  of  the  work  and  lectures  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  will 
thereby  be  afforded  the  Brethren,  generally,  of  the  jurisdiction. 

There  are  other  benefits  which  will  naturally  follow  the  more  frequent  assem- 
bling together  in  one  body  of  the  members  of  the  different  Lodges,  united 
together,  as  they  will  be,  for  the  accomplishment  of  a  particular  object,  and  by 
unity  of  purpose  and  action  engendering  and  promoting  unity  of  feeling  and 
sentiment,  and  preserving  that  peace  and  harmony  which  are  the  acknowledged 
strength  and  support  of  the  Institution.  I  trust  that  the  Grand  Lodge  will,  by 
its  continuance  of  this  Dispensation,  encourage  the  establishing  of  other  Lodges 
of  Instruction  ;  a  result  which  would  doubtless  follow  its  favorable  action. 

I  have  visited  a  number  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  during  the  past  year,  and 
have  held  converse  with  many  of  the  Brethren,  both  within  and  without  the 
Lodge.  I  have  met  with  no  violations  of  Masonic  Law  or  departure  from  estab- 
lished usage,  of  sufficient  magnitude  to  demand  a  special  notice  through  this 
channel  of  communication.  Wherever  there  was  any  matter  requiring  either 
correction,  counsel  or  advice,  the  true  Masonic  spirit  was  always  evinced  in  the 
alacrity  with  which  it  was  received  and  acted  upon.  I  am  therefore  enabled  to 
report  favorably  ;  and  if  I  may  be  permitted  to  judge  of  the  remaining  Lodges 
from  those  which  I  have  visited,  I  feel  no  hesitation  in  expressing  the  belief  that 
Masonry  is  in  a  more  prosperous  condition  in  our  jurisdiction  than  at  any  pre- 
vious time.  I  have  met,  too,  with  the  assurance  on  every  hand,  that  the  doors 
of  the  Lodges  were  guarded  with  more  than  ordinary  care,  and  kept  closed 
against  the  admission  of  improper  applicants.  I  have  equal  reason  for  believing 
that  the  moral  land-marks  of  the  Order,  wherein  are  embodied  its  life-giving 
principles,  are  receiving  more  and  more  attention,  and  I  trust  working  their 
way  to  their  rightful  supremacy  over  the  Masonic  heart.  Taking  into  consider- 
ation, also,  the  numerous  rejections  reported  to  the  Lodges,  as  well  as  the  strong 
desire  every  where  manifested  to  admit  worthy  applicants  only,  I  feel  justified 
in  my  opinion  of  the  improved  condition  of  Masonry  in  California. 

On  looking  over  the  Constitution,  Standing  Resolutions,  and  other  regulations 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  well  as  the  proceedings  had  at^its  last  Annual  Commu- 
nication, I  find  several  matters  of  interest,  some  of  which  will  necessarily  en- 
gage the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  during  its  present  Communication,  and 
others  that  might  appropriately  be  presented  for  its  future  action.  It  will  prob- 
ably be  unnecessary  to  notice  them  otherwise  than  in  their  present  existing 
sbape,  and  which  I  will  do  for  the  purpose  of  suggesting  such  emendations  as, 
in  my  opinion,  might  be  made,  both  with  propriety  and  advantage.  And  al- 
though the  Constitution  and  Standing  Resolutions  seem  to  require  a  thorough 
revision,  such  as  will  prevent  either  from  encroaching  on  the  ground  that  should 
be  occupied  by  the  other,  and  such  as  can  be  made  with  propriety  only  by 
reference  to  a  Committee  appointed  for  that  particular  purpose  ;  yet  would  I 
st  that  some  additional  action  be  had  at  the  present  Communication,  by 
way  of  revising  and  remodeling  the  latter,  as  well  as  taking  the  necessary  steps 
for  the  revision  or'  the  former,  so  far  as  it  may  be  deemed  advisable  to   do 
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I  will  commence  with  such  amendments  to  the  Constitution  as  have  already 
been  proposed,  and  follow  with  suggestions  relative  to  one  or  two  others,  thai 
1  think  might  be  proposed  and  made  with  both  propriety  and  advantage. 

It  has  been  proposed  to  amend  See.  5  of  Art.  X.  so  as  to  reduce  the  minimum 
price  for  conferring  the  degrees  to  either  fifty  or  forty  dollars.  The  contem- 
plated reduction  could  in  my  opinion  be  made  with  manifest  propriety,  in  the 
present  financial  condition  of  the  country,  which  is  by  no  means  so  favorable  as 
when  this  feature  of  the  Constitution  was  originally  introduced.  To  country 
Lodges,  particularly,  would  the  proposed  reduction  prove  both  acceptable  and 
advantageous.  There  are  many  good  and  worthy  men.  and  of  a  class  that  fur- 
nishes the  best  of  material  for  usefulness,  who  would  become  applicants  for  the 
degrees  were  their  means  of  payment  more  ample,  or  the  minimum  cost  reduced. 
so  as  to  admit  of  Lodges  conferring  them  for  a  smaller  sum.  Experience  has 
shown,  also,  that  a  high  rate  of  charges  has  not  prevented  the  introduction  into 
the  fraternity  of  unworthy  men.  who.  when  prompted  by  mercenary  motives,  are 
not  apt  to  withhold  their  applications  on  account  of  fee  cost.  The  proposed 
amendment  seems  to  me  to  be  unexceptionable  in  its  general  application,  from 
its  not  preventing  Lodges  from  either  establishing  or  continuing  a  higher  rate 
of  charges,  at  their  option. 

A  new  Section  has  been  proposed  to  be  added  to  Art.  X.  of  the  <  Constitution. 
providing  that  ';  No  Brother  shall  become  eligible  to  the  office  of  Master  of  a 
chartered  Lodge,  unless  he  shall  have  served  as  a  Warden  of  some  Lodge."  My 
opinion  being  adverse  to  the  propriety  of  introducing  such  a  feature  into  the 
Constitution.  1  feel  called  upon  to  express  it.  even  though  it  may  run  counter  to 
an  ancient  regulation  of  the  Craft.  The  bare  fact  of  its  being  found  among  the 
ancient  regulations  is  not  sufficient  to  demand  a  blind  adherence  to  any  rule  of 
action,  where  it  can  be  shown  to  be  of  doubtful  propriety.  Were  such  the  case. 
candidates  for  the  mysteries  of  Masonry  would  still  lie  required  to  have  attained 
the  age  of  twenty-live  instead  of  twenty-one  years,  before  they  could  be  admit- 
ted ;  and  various  other  minutiae  would  have  to  be  complied  with,  that  are  wholly 
inapplicable  to  our  present  condition.  The  ancient  regulations  are  certainly  an 
excellent  general  guide,  and  should  not  be  departed  from  unless  good  and  suffi- 
cient reasons  can  be  shown  for  such  departure,  as  1  believe  can  be  done  in  the 
present  instance.  I  believe  this  departure,  which  has  already  been  sanctioned 
by  custom,  to  be  necessary  to  prevent,  under  certain  circumstances,  incompe- 
tency and  secure  efficiency  in  the  presiding  officer  of  a  Lodge.  For  it  is  a 
notorious  fact,  that  a  Warden,  of  a  Lodge  is  not  always  chosen  on  account  of  his 
capability,  however  desirable  that  such  should  be  the  case  :  and  it  is  surely 
enough  that,  in  such  event,  the  Lodge  should  have  to  bear  with  his  incapacity 
for  one  year,  without  providing  a  contingency,  by  the  operation  of  which  his 
official  connection  with  the  Lodge  may  be  continued,  and  even  rendered  the  Less 
acceptable,  by  its  increased  responsibilities.  The  claims  of  a  Warden  to  official 
advancement,  when  properly  grounded,  are  not  apt  to  be  overlooked  by  xhv 
Brethren  of  his  Lodge,  and  I  think  it  better  to  leave  the  matter  in  their  hands, 
to  be  disposed  of  according  to  their  own  liking,  as  has  heretofore  been  the  case 
in  this  jurisdiction. 

My  opinion  is  also  adverse  to  the  proposed  amendment  to  See.  V>.  of  Art.  ill.. 
of  the  Constitution,  which  would  require  that  u  No  Communication  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  shall  be  continued  for  a  longer  period  than  six  days."  I  do  not 
think  that  its  adoption  would  prove  of  any  practical  benefit,  and  am  apprehen- 
sive that  it  would  have  a  contrary  tendency.  We  have  no  assurance  that  tin- 
business  of  the  Grand  Lodge  can  be  properly  disposed  of  within  any  rea- 
ble  given  period,  such  as  would  render  it  advisable  to  define  the  precise  time 
of  the  duration  of  each  Communication,  and  I  therefore  think  that  we  would 
act  unwisely  in  attempting  to  force  such  a  result,  in  the  manner  proposed  :  and 
more  especially  within  a  period,  the  shortness  of  which  might  hurry  its  action, 
and  induce  hasty  legislation — an  evil  of  which  we  have  already  had  reason  t<> 
complain.  And  I  will  take  occasion,  in  this  connection,  to  remark,  that  the 
attempts  so  frequently  made  to  shorten  the  Communications  of  Grand  Lodgjtt* 
by  the  introduction  of  motions;  to  close  at  a  given  hour,  in  advance  of  the  proper 
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disposal  of  its  business,  are  regarded  as  so  many  hindrances  to  their  deliberate 
and  orderly  procedure,  and  of  unfavorable  tendency,  as  they  involve  an  unne- 
cessary expenditure  of  time,  as  well  as  conduce  to  hasty  and  immature  action. 
The  saving  of  time,  and  consequent  shortening  of  the  Annual  Communications. 
being  the  objects  aimed  at,  I  hope  I  will  be  excused  for  suggesting-  that  it 
probably  could  be  more  profitably  as  well  as  more  appropriately  accomplished 
in  a  manner  that  will  naturally  and  readily  suggest  itself  to  the  working  por- 
tion of  the  members,  and  those  who  are  not  prone  to  either  useless  or  profitless 
discussion. 

The  amendments  which  J  would  propose  are  the  following  :  — 

See.  1  of  Art.  II..  so  as  to  require  of  subordinate  Lodges  to  elect  their  officers 
at  the  stated  meeting  next  preceding  the  anniversary  of  St.  John  the  Baptist 
instead  of  St.  John  the  Evangefisl  ;    and 

Sec.  I  of  Art.  III.,  so  as  to  require  the  Annual  Communications  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  be  hold  on  the  second  Monday  in  August,  instead  of  the  first  Tuesday 
in  May. 

Both  amendments  would  be  necessary  to  the  full  aceomplishment  of  the  ob- 
jects aimed  at,  and.  if  adopted,  will  involve  the  necessity  of  a  suitable  altera- 
tion of  Standing  Resolution  Xo.  59,  so  as  to  make  its  provisions  of  proper  ap- 
plication. 

My  reasons  for  suggesting  the  foregoing  amendments  are  the  following  :  — 

It  is  desirable  that  eacli  presiding  officer  should  certify  to  the  returns  of  his 
Lodge  during  his  actual  term  of  service,  and  that  as  full  an  attendance  of 
the  members  should  be  had  at  the  election  of  officers  as  circumstances  will  rea- 
sonably admit  of.  This  can  be  best  effected  by  closing  his  term  of  service  witli 
the  close  of  the  Masonic  year,  and  bringing  on  the  elections  at  a  season  of  the 
year  when  they  will  not  be  liable  to  be  interfered  with  by  the  inclemency  of 
the  weather,  as  is  evidently  the  case  in  December.  It  will  also  afford  the  Grand 
Secretary  some  facilities,  otherwise  unattainable,  towards  the  orderly  and  sys- 
tematic arrangement  of  the  affairs  of  his  office  generally,  as  well  as  in  reference 
to  each  following  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Ample  time,  it  is  thought,  will  be  afforded  the  Secretaries  of  the  Lodges  to 
make  out  and  forward  their  returns  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  previous  to  the 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  :  and  which  they  should  be  required  to  do  imme- 
diately after  each  election,  and  before  the  uewly-elected  officers  enter  upon 
the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

If  I  am  rightly  informed,  the  time  proposed  for  the  Annual  Communications 
will  better  comport  with  the  convenience  and  wishes  of  the  country  Lodges. 
A  majority  of  their  representatives  are  generally  from  the  business  portion  of 
the  community,  and  can  be  better  spared  from  their  usual  avocations  in  Au- 
gust than  in  May.  Moreover,  a  free  communication  with  the  extreme  northern 
portions  of  the  State  is  not  always  opened  as  early  as  during  the  first  week  in 
May.  and  Lodges  located  there  are  liable  to  inconvenience  on  that  account,  as 
well  as  the  possibility  of  being  deprived  of  their  representation. 

In  proposing  to  bring  on  the  elections  in  the  subordinate  Lodges  in  June  in- 
stead of  December.  I  have  endeavored  also  to  consult  the  convenience  of  the 
Brethren,  where  they  might  wish  to  make  any  suitable  demonstration  in  con- 
nection with  their  installation  ceremonies,  or  otherwise  appropriate  to  the  day 
usually  set  apart  for  them.  The  Lodges  are.  in  my  opinion,  the  proper  judges 
of  the  expediency  of  such  manifestations,  as  well  as  whether  they  should  be 
public  or  private.* 

f  have  alluded  to  the  Standing  Ivesolution--  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  requiring 
a  thorough  revision.  Some  of  them  seem  to  me  to  be  wholly  unnecessary,  and 
might,  therefore,  be  repealed.  Others  either  require  changing  so  as  to  render 
their  provisions  advisable  or  efficient,  or  remodeling,  so  as  to  put  them  in  bet- 
ter shape  :  while  there  are  few  of  them  but  might  with  propriety  be  condensed. 
and  thereby  rendered  less  amenable  to  the  charge  of  a  redundancy  of  verbiage. 

Should  the  Grand  Lodge  see  proper  to  order  a  committee  for  that  purpose.  I 
have  notes  in  my  possession  that  might  possibly  facilitate  its  labors,  and  which 
would  lie  cheerfully  placed  at  its  disposal. 
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I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  changing  a  feature  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
••  Regulations  relative  to  trials/'  so  as  to  substitute  a  secret  ballot  in  the  place 
of  the  viva  voce  vote,  which  is  at  present  required  to  be  given.  I  concur  in 
opinion  with  a  distinguished  brother  who  has  noticed  this  feature  of  the  Regu- 
lations referred  to.  that  "  it  is  contrary  to  Masonic  usage,,  and  of  mischievous 
tendency."  The  reasons  assigned  are  such  as  would  apply  in  cases  of  appli- 
cants for  initiation,  the  feature  becoming  only  the  more  objectionable  on  ac- 
count of  the  relationship  existing  between  the  parties. 

My  attention  has,  in  like  manner,  been  directed  to  the  expression,  -;  Previous 
Question,"'  as  "  new  in  the  Masonic  nomenclature, ■'  and  smacking  of  the  leaven 
of  legislative  infusion.  I  do  not  notice  this  expression  for  the  purpose  of  either 
approving  or  condemning  it,  as  certain  rules  of  order  and  propriety  are  n 
sary  to  the  government  of  all  deliberative  assemblies,  and  the  body  to  be  gov- 
erned is  the  proper  judge  as  to  what  they  should  be.  Where  they  either  do  not 
exist,  or  are  deficient  in  their  provisions,  such  absence  or  deficiency  should,  of 
course,  be  supplied. 

To  guard,  however,  against  ;i  innovations  in  the  body  of  Masonry  "  that 
might  grow  out  of  a  proneness  to  departure  from  established  usage  and  the 
introduction  of  new  features,  borrowed  from  organizations  of  a  wholly  different 
character  and  tendency,  I  would  suggest  that  wherever  there  is  a  departure 
from  the  old  beaten  track,  the  necessity  and  propriety  should  be  manifest  and 
positive,  and  not  the  result  of  extraneous  influences  of  that  progressive  charac- 
ter that  attach  more  appropriately  to  political  organizations.  Justice  and 
right,  the  paramount  governing  principles  of  a  Masonic  assemblage,  are  not,  by 
being  circumscribed  within  the  boundary  of  restrictive  regulatk  made 

to  swerve  from  their  appropriate  application  for  the  sake  of  conforming  to  par- 
liamentary usage  or  technical  requirements.  Their  due  enforcement  may  some- 
times even  require  a  departure  from  such  usage  ;  and  when  of  otherwise  mani- 
fest propriety,  and  not  contrary  to  an  express  regulation,  such  departure  should 
be  had. 

The  subject  of  border  jurisdiction  should,  in  my  opinion,  engage  the  attention 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  during  the  present  Communication.  Some  reguls 
should  be  established  to  prevent  any  difficulty  that  might  by  possibility  occur, 
and  do  away  with  the  inconvenience  of  a  too  strict  application  of  geographical 
lines.  Proximity  of  residence,  and  convenience  of  application,  would.  I  think, 
prove  a  better  governing  rule  than  mere  geographical  lines.  A  strict  adher- 
ence to  the  latter  might  prove  a  matter  of  serious  inconvenience  to  applicants, 
and  not  promotive  of"  the  interests  of  the  Lodge. 

My  attention  has  been  more  particularly  directed  to  the  foregoing  subject  in 
consequence  of  a  desire  on  the  part  of  one  of  our  Lodges  {Crescent.  \ 
make  Masons  of  citizens  of  Oregon,  residing  near  the  Lodge,  and  far  removed 
from  any  Lodge  in  Oregon.  I  addressed  a  communication  in  its  behalf,  to  the 
M.  W.  Brother  Jxo.  C.  Aixswoetu.  Grand  Master  of  Oregon,  asking  his  favora- 
ble consideration  of  the  matter,  and  suggesting  the  propriety  of  reciprocal  ac- 
tion on  the  part  of  our  respective  Grand  Lodges,  relative  to  border  jurisdiction. 
The  request  was  promptly  and  courteously  granted,  and  the  attention  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon  will  be  directed  to  the  subject  by  Bro.  Aixswokth. 
whose  views  coincide  with  those  herein  expressed. 

I  received  sometime  during  the  past  fall,  from  the  M.  W.  Brother  Joseph  D. 
Evans,  Grand  Master  of  New  York,  a  Circular  on  the  subject  of  Grand   L 
representation,  and  proposing  an  interchange  of  representatives,  to  which  I 
would  respectfully  ask  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  :  and  would  also  re- 
commend to  its  favorable  consideration,  so  far  as  circumstances  may  justify,  a 
compliance.     The  arguments  adduced  by  the  distinguished  Brother  alhul 
in  favor  of  a  general  system  of  Grand  Lodge  representation,  are.  in  my  opinion, 
good  and  sufficient  :  though  I  could  not  recommend  its  full  adoption  at  pn 
with  the  expense  that  must  necessarily  attend  it.     Our  resources  are  almost  lim- 
ited to  our  unavoidable  wants,  owing  to  the  constant  drain  upon  the 
of  the  subordinate  Lodges  for  charitable  and  other  purposes,  and  which  r< 
it  advisable  that  the  Grand  Lodge  should  continue  to  di'aw  upon  then 
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as  lightly  as  possible.  Hence  the  paucity  of  our  means.  An  exception,  however, 
might,  I  think,  be  made  with  propriety  in  favor  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
York,  on  account  of  the  constant  intercourse  between  the  citizens  of  New  York  and 
California,  and  the  consequent  greater  necessity  that  exists  for  an  interchange  of 
Representatives.  This  necessity  is  rendered  only  the  more  apparent,  by  recur- 
r'ng  to  the  existing  difficulties  between  that  Body  and  the  spurious  and  clandes- 
tine organizations  professing  to  exercise  lawful  authority  in  New  York,  and  in 
which  the  lawful  Grand  Lodge  has  ever  shared  our  sympathies  and  received  our 
undivided  support.  An  interchange  of  Representatives,  under  the  circumstances, 
would  be  bidding  her  an  additional  "  God  speed,'-  in  her  noble  struggle  for 
rightful  supremacy,  and  might  strengthen  her  cause,  while  it  would  benefit 
ourselves,  by  placing  us  in  still  closer  bonds  of  union  with  a  Masonic  Body 
whose  dignity  and  intelligence  and  just  appreciation  of  right,  have  long  since 
won  our  confidence  and  esteem. 

The  subject  of  uniformity  of  work  will,  I  presume,  engage  the  attention  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  during  its  present  Communication.  It  has  heretofore  been 
left  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  to  which  it  was  referred,  without  exemplifi- 
cation, and  with  no  further  action  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  than  the 
adoption  of  the  committee's  report.  Sufficient  time  has  now  elapsed  to  enable 
the  Lodges  to  judge  of  its  relative  merits,  and  to  require  an  investigation  of  its 
claims  to  propriety  and  correctness.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  set  apart  a  certain  portion  of  its  time  for  the  exemplification  of 
the  work,  and  the  rehearsal  of  the  lectures  of  each  degree,  so  as  to  enable  the 
Representatives  of  the  Lodges  to  take  such  action  thereon  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  and  proper.  1  see  no  obstacle  in  the  way  of  a  proper  disposition  of 
the  matter,  under  a  candid  and  dispassionate  investigation,  such  as  is  justly  its 
due.  Masonry  has  nothing  to  fear  from  such  investigation.  There  is  nothing 
within  its  body  that  can  not  with  propriety  be  subjected  to  the  test  of  reason  and 
common  sense,  and  where  anything  is  found  incapable  of  abiding  such  test,  it 
should  be  rejected  as  unworthy  our  consideration.  These  remarks  I  conceive  to 
be  particularly  applicable  to  its  Ritual,  where  it  is  amenable  to  the  objection  of  a 
redundancy  of  verbiage,  or  inappropriateness  of  diction.  It  should,  I  think, 
be  composed  of  the  fewest  number  of  words,  fraught  with  the  most  appropriate 
and  significant  meaning,  and  arranged  with  due  reference  to  the  grammatical 
structure  and  requirements  of  the  language. 

I  would  recommend  an  appropriation  for  the  support  of  Madame  Colas,  simi- 
lar to  the  one  made  at  our  last  Communication.  The  worthy  beneficiary  is  both 
aged  and  destitute,  and  disqualified,  by  decrepitude,  from  earning  a  livelihood. 
It  is  therefore  that  I  recommend  a  donation  in  her  favor. 

Having  directed  your  attention  to  such  matters  of  interest  as  have  suggested 
themselves  to  my  mind,  and  not  already  included  in  a  former  address,  in  bring- 
ing this  to  a  close  I  can  not  refrain  from  asking  again  your  kind  indulgence  to- 
wards official  acts,  which,  however  well  meant,  may,  in  a  greater  or  less  degree, 
have  been  imbued  with  the  imperfections  attaching  to  their  source  of  origin. 
To  supply  my  own  deficiencies,  your  active  cooperation  will  be  no  less  needed 
than  on  former  occasions  :  and  I  believe  you  will  credit  the  assurance  that  it 
will  be  fully  met  and  reciprocated,  in  that  mutual  aid  that  is  necessary  to  har- 
monious and  effective  action,  and  the  proper  consummation  of  the  purposes  of 
our  assemblage. 

You  will  pardon  me  for  again  alluding  to  the  weighty  responsibility  resting 
upon  you,  no  less  than  myself,  as  representatives  of  a  wide-extended  and  rapidly 
increasing  brotherhood,  whose  interests  are  necessarily  involved  in  our  action, 
and  their  prosperity  and  well-being  dependent  upon  the  faithful  and  efficient 
discharge  of  the  trust  which  they  have  committed  to  our  care. 

This  can  be  done  only  by  the  exercise  of  extreme  caution  and  circumspection 
in  all  our  acts,  whether  of  a  local  or  general  character,  and  with  an  eye  to  the 
general  good,  no  less  than  the  local  benefit  to  be  conferred. 

In  the  pursuit  of  any  favorite  object,  and  with  the  imperfections  naturally 
attaching  to  us,  our  feelings  are  ever  prone  to  enlistment,  and  are  liable  to  re- 
ceive a  prejudicial  tinge,  if  care  be  not  taken  to  circumscribe  them  within  the 
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due  bounds  of  Masonic  propriety.  When  of  a  local  origin  and  character,  and 
tinctured  with  an  illiberal  and  sectional  prejudice,  they  become  unworthy  alike. 
both  of  the  Lodge  and  the  individual  member  who  may  entertain  them,  and  should 
be  discarded  as  inimical  to  our  best  interests,  wherever  or  however  they  may  be 
exercised.  There  should  be  no  benefit  sought  for  or  conferred,  that  would  in  the 
slightest  degree  involve  the  sacrifice  of  a  correct  principle,  or  infringe  upon  a 
just  right.  Our  highest  and  most  legitimate  benefits  are  of  a  social  and  moral 
character,  and  arc  founded  in  interests  that  are  not  liable  to  clash  when  their 
pursuit  is  divested  of  all  impropriety  of  motive.  Corresponding  action  is  like- 
ly to  follow  what  may  be  regarded  as  the  originating  and  governing  motive 
that  led  to  it.  While  then  our  motives  are  pure  and  correct,  we  may  with  con- 
fidence expect  to  realize  the  acknowledged  purposes  of  our  organization,  and 
confer  benefits  of  a  character  that  will  meet  with  a  just  appreciation  on  the  part 
of  a  numerous  and  enlightened  constituency.  It  is  thus.  too.  that  we  may  ex- 
pect to  gain  the  approval  and  secure  the  aid  of  Him.  whom  to  invoke  as  our 
Supreme  Head  is  but  a  solemn  mockery,  unless  the  sincerity  of  our  motives  can 
be  evinced  by  the  correctness  of  our  action.  May  such  be  our  course,  and  may 
He,  whose  aid  we  have  invoked,  and  who,  as  an  auxiliary  towards  the  accom- 
plishment of  His  all-wise  purposes,  has  brought  us  safely  through  the  trials  of 
the  past,  and  spread  before  us  the  anticipations  of  a  bright  and  useful  future, 
watch  over  our  deliberations,  purify  our  hearts  with  the  controlling  influences 
of  those  immutable  principles  by  which  we  profess  to  be  governed,  and  prom  pi 
us  continually  to  the  exercise  of  every  feeling  of  heart  and  faculty  of  mind,  that 
will  promote  the  true  interests  of  the  Craft,  and  make  onr  deliberations  a  I 
ing  to  the  Lodges  and  Masons  of  our  jurisdiction.

At  the  request  of  Bro.  J.  D.  Creigh,  he  was  excused  from  serving  upon  the 
Committee  on  Grievances.  Bro.  C.  R.  Saunders  was  named  as  Chairman  of 
that  committee  in  his  stead,  and  Bro.  H.  G.  Piatt  was  added  thereto. 

The  Grand  Secretary  then  presented  his  Annual  Report,  as  follows  :  — 
To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  California :  — 

In  accordance  with  a  provision  in  the  Constitution,  the  undersigned,  who  was 
appointed  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  May  last,  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the 
death  of  the  R.\  TT.-.Levi  Stowell,  your  late  Grand  Secretary,  herewith  presents 
the  Annual  Report  required  from  that  officer. 

Soon  after  the  close  of  the  last  Communication,  in  obedience  to  an  order  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  letters  were  addressed  to  all  the  Grand  Secretaries  in  the 
United  States,  soliciting  the  printed  proceedings  of  their  Grand  Lodges,  as  far 
back  as  it  was  practicable  to  furnish  them  complete.  These  have  been  kindly 
responded  to  by  Delaware,  Indiana,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  New  Jersey,  North 
Carolina,  Oregon  and  Vermont ;  and  it  is  believed  that  in  the  course  of  another 
year,  all  will  have  been  received  that  it  will  be  possible  to  obtain,  and  these  im- 
portant acquisitions  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Library  may  be  bound  in  a  uniform 
style  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  No  other  additions  have 
been  made  to  the  library  during  the  year,  excepting  the  current  periodicals  re- 
ceived. As  the  files  of  most  of  these  were  very  incomplete,  and  as  (even  were  it 
otherwise,)  the  cost  of  binding  them  here  would  be  greater  than  that  of  the  vol- 
umes bound  and  delivered  here,  orders  have  been  transmitted  for  complete  edi- 
tions of  "  The  Masonic  Review?1  by  Bro.  C.  Moore,  of  Cincinnati ;  "  The  Masonic 
Union?'  and  its  successor,  "  The  Masonic  Register  and  Union?'  by  Bro.  Finlay  M. 
King,  of  New  York,  and  "  The  Masonic  Signet  and  Literary  Mirror?-  by  Bro.  J.  W. 
S.  Mitchell,  now  of  Marietta,  Georgia.  ';  The  Freemason1  s  Monthly  Magazine?'  by 
Bro.  Chas.  W.  Moore,  of  Boston,  is  already  in  the  library,  bound,  to  the  eleventh 
volume,  and  the  files  for  the  three  succeeding  ones  are  complete.  Back  numbers 
of  the  "  Temple?1  and  "  Masonic  Signet  and  Journal  "  have  been  written  for,  and  it 
is  recommended  that  authority  be  given  to  procure  such  other  Masonic  works, 
as  it  may  be  thought  expedient  to  place  in  our  already  handsome  and  well-se- 
lected Library. 

In  accordance  with  another  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  last  Annual 
Communication,  the  accounts  of  the  several  Lodges  in  arrears  were  transmitted 
to  them,  and  it  gives  the  writer  great  pleasure  to  announce  that  nearly  all  have 
paid  up  the  balances  due  for  the  preceding  year  ;  some  of  them,  in  fact,  having- 
overpaid.  A  statement  of  the  balances  of  debits  and  credits  to  the  4th  of 
?»Iarch,  1856,  as  appears  from  the  books,  is  herewith  submitted,  from  which  it 
will  be  seen  that  on  that  date  the  balances  of  debits  were  $348.  and  the  balances 
of  credits  843  50.  These  will  probably  all  be  settled  at  the  present  Commu- 
nication. 

In  September  last,  the  plate  for  the  new  Grand  Lodge  Diploma,  which  had 
been  ordered  long  ago,  was  completed,  and  a  supply  of  parchment  having  been 
obtained  from  New  York,  notice  was  given  to  the  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction 
that  the  new  diplomas  were  ready  for  issue,  and  a  copy  of  the  impression  was 
sent  to  each.  From  the  memoranda  kept  by  the  late  Grand  Secretary,  it  appedto 
that  one  hundred  and  seventeen  of  tiie  old  ones  had  been  issued  i<»  the  LSHli  "t 
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May,  1855.  These  have  been  transferred  to  a  book  of  registry  prepared  for  that 
purpose,  and  the  numbers  have  been  continued.  On  the  4th  of  March  last  they 
reached  to  two  hundred  and  twelve,  making  ninety-five  which  have  been  issued 
to  that  date  with  the  signature  of  the  present  Grand  Secretary,  twelve  of  which 
were  for  the  widows  or  children  of  deceased  brethren.  The  fees  therefor  will 
be  found  accounted  for  in  the  financial  accounts  herewith  presented. 

Sacramento  Lodge,  No.  40,  made  no  return  at  the  last  Communication,  nor  did 
Temple  Lodge,  No.  14,  either  at  that  or  the  one  preceding,  but  both  these  Lodges, 
since  the  close  of  the  last  session,  have  made  full  returns,  and  paid  up  all  their 
dues  to  March  4th,  1855.  Franklin  Lodge,  No.  53,  made  no  return  at  the  last 
Communication,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  having  been  informed  that  it  had 
ceased  labor  and  intended  to  surrender  its  charter,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Dep- 
uty Grand  Master,  addressed  a  letter  to  Bro.  Geo.  E.  Montgomery,  the  last 
Senior  Warden  of  that  Lodge,  requesting  that  its  charter,  books  and  property 
be  deposited  in  his  office.  A  copy  of  this  will  be  found  in  the  correspondence 
herewith  submitted  for  examination.  A  verbal  answer  was  given  by  Bro.  Mont- 
gomery, that  it  was  possible  the  Lodge  might  be  revived  before  the  present 
Communication,  and  its  name  is  therefore  continued  on  the  register,  that  such 
action  may  be  taken  by  you  in  regard  to  it  as  shall  be  considered  necessary. 
Aside  from  this,  there  are  but  five  vacancies  in  the  numbers  on  our  Registry, 
viz.  :  Jennings  Lodge,  No.  4,  Sutter  Lodge,  No.  6,  and  Grass  Valley  Lodge,  No.  48, 
whose  charters  have  been  surrendered,  and  Willamette  Lodge,  No.  11,  and  La- 
fayette Lodge,  No.  15,  in  Oregon,  wThich,  upon  the  organization  of  a  Grand  Lodge 
in  that  Territory  in  1851,  retired  from  this  jurisdiction. 

Soon  after  the  last  Communication,  in  accordance  with  a  resolution  then 
adopted,  charters  were  issued  to  Calaveras  Lodge,  No.  78,  and  Humboldt  Lodge. 
No.  79,  the  examination  of  their  records  during  their  period  of  dispensation 
having  proved  satisfactory  to  the  Grand  Master. 

Upon  entering  on  the  duties  of  this  office,  the  present  incumbent  found  several 
communications  from  Bro.  C.  T.  Ward,  Jr.,  the  former  Secretary  of  the  late 
Pacific  Lodge,  U.  D.,  at  Valparaiso,  Chile,  in  which  he  complained  of  the  harsh 
proceedings  of  this  body,  at  its  session  of  1854,  in  reference  to  that  Lodge.  Be- 
lieving from  the  representations  made  in  those  letters,  that  injustice  might  pos- 
sibly have  been  done  under  a  wrong  impression  relative  to  the  conduct  of  Pacific 
Lodge,  the  undersigned  wrote  to  Bro.  Ward  that  if  he  would  send  a  full  state- 
ment of  those  matters  wherein  he  thought  the  brethren  at  Valparaiso  had  been 
aggrieved,  it  would  afford  him  much  pleasure  to  lay  the  subject  before  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  to  lend  his  assistance  for  the  redress  of  any  injury  which 
might  have  been  committed.  Several  papers  were  transmitted  in  reply  to  this 
communication,  and  they  are  now  all  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

In  February  last  a  communication  was  received  from  the  Ms .  TT.-.Edward 
Stewart,  Grand  Master  of  New  Jersey,  enclosing  $oQ,  —  it  being  for  $50,  which 
had  been  voted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey  two  years  before,  on  ac- 
count, as  is  supposed,  of  the  4i  Sacramento  Relief  Fund,"  and  for  two  years' 
interest  thereon  ;  the  Grand  Master  stating  that  through  an  oversight  on  his 
part,  the  sum  appropriated  had  not  been  sent  at  the  proper  time,  and  that 
therefore  the  amount  for  interest  had  been  added.  The  receipt  of  this  sum  was 
acknowledged  by  the  undersigned,  in  a  letter  expressive  of  our  appreciation  of 
this  kindness  on  the  part  of  the  brethren  of  New  Jersey  ;  and  as  it  was  not  sup- 
posed that  the  Grand  Lodge  would  desire  to  keep  this  money,  it  was  added  that 
the  communication  would  be  laid  before  you,  and  that,  though  the  donation 
would  doubtless  be  returned,  "  the  day  of  our  urgent  need  having  passed  away, 
yet  the  good  feeling  which  prompted  the  offering  would  be  none  the  less  remem- 
bered."    The  letter  and  reply  are  herewith  submitted. 

Pursuant  to  the  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session,  fifteen  hundred 
copies  of  its  proceedings  were  printed.  These  have  been  distributed  in  the  usual 
manner,  with  the  exception  of  those  necessary  for  reference  at  this  Communica- 
tion, and  five  hundred  copies  which  have  been  preserved  for  future  binding.  It 
is  suggested  whether  it  would  not  be  well  to  re-print  that  number  of  copies  of 
the  transactions  of  previous  years,  since  the  organization  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 
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Very  few  have  been  preserved,  and  it  certainly  is  desirable  that  we  should  not 
depend  upon  tradition  alone  for  the  history  of  Masonry  in  this  State.  It  has 
been  a  subject  of  great  regret  in  many  of  the  older  jurisdictions,  that  their  pub- 
lished records  are  so  incomplete  ;  and  we.  at  this  comparatively  early  period  of 
our  existence,  have  now  an  opportunity  to  profit  by  their  experience.  The 
transactions  from  1850  to  1854,  inclusive,  would  make  a  handsome  volume,  oc- 
tavo, of  about  400  pages,  and  the  cost  of  its  preparation  would  eventually  be 
defrayed  by  the  sale  of  the  books,  —  as  every  Lodge,  and  many  of  the  brethren, 
would  doubtless  be  very  glad  thus  to  be  enabled  to  procure  a*  complete  record 
of  the  proceedings  in  a  durable  form.  Should  this  suggestion  meet  the  appro- 
bation of  the  Grand  Lodge,  500  copies  of  the  annual  transactions  may  hereafter 
be  laid  aside  each  year,  and  bound  as  often  as  a  suitably  sized  volume  shall  have 
accumulated  ;  —  the  only  additional  expense  then  incurred  being  that  for  bind- 
ing and  the  extra  copies. 

During  the  period  from  the  close  of  the  last  communication  to  the  4th  March. 
1856,  there  were  issued  twenty-two  Dispensations  to  open  and  hold  new  Lodges, 
The  fees  for  two  of  them,  u  Rising  Star  "  and  ;*  Vt*par,"  were  accounted  for  in 
the  supplemental  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  published  last  year.  No  fee 
has  been  received  by  the  present  Secretary  for  Lexington  Lodge,  it  being  averred 
that  it  had  been  remitted  to  his  predecessor  some  time  in  November.  1854,  when 
the  petition  was  first  presented.  At  that  time  some  requirement  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  had  not  been  complied  with,  and  it  was  not  until  the  14th  August,  1855, 
that  the  proper  recommendations  were  furnished,  and  the  Dispensation  issued. 
For  the  remaining  nineteen  the  fees  were  paid  upon  their  issue,  amounting  to 
$1425  ;  and  they  will  be  found  accounted  for  in  the  statement  marked  A,  ac- 
companying this  report. 

During  the  same  period  there  has  been  received  for  back  dues,  Diplomas,  and 
from  other  sources,  the  sum  of  $1259  50.  as  will  be  found  detailed  in  statement 
B,  herewith  appended.  Since  the  4th  March,  two  other  Dispensations  have  been 
issued,  the  fees  for  which,  as  well  as  all  other  moneys  received  since  that  time, 
will  be  accounted  for  in  a  supplemental  report  to  be  presented  on  a  later  day  of 
this  Communication. 

The  books,  papers  and  correspondence  of  the  Grand  Secretary rs  oflicc  are 
herewith  presented,  and  a  thorough  examination  thereof  is  earnestly  invited. 

All  of  wThich  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  on  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.,  the  Grand  Master 
presiding. 

After  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  the  minutes  of  the  sessions  of  yester- 
day were  read  and  approved. 

Bro.  Zenas  Wheeler,  from  the  Committee  on   Unfinished  Business,  pre- 
sented the  following  report : 
To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  California :  — 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  report  that  they  have  carefully  exam- 
ined the  proceedings  at  the  last  Communication  of  this  body,  and  find  the  fol- 
lowing business  still  unfinished,  as  appears  by  the  record,  viz.  : 

No  report  was  made  by  the  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  por- 
tion of  the  Grand  Master's  Address  relating  to  the  subject  of  a  Masonic  Hall  and 
Hospitals.  The  committee  was  appointed  May  2d.  1855.  (See  Proceedings, 
page  46.) 

Certain  differences  between  Mount  Moriah  Lodge,  No.  44,  and  Golden  Gate 
Lodge.  No.  30,  were  referred  to  a  Committee  of  Reconciliation,  who  have  yet  to 
report.  The  committee  was  appointed  May  7th,  1855.  (See  Proceedings,  page 
113.) 

The  complaint  of  Past  Grand  Master  J.  D.  Stevenson  against  San  Francisco 
Lodge,  No.  7,  was  recommitted  to  the  special  committee  appointed  May  4th. 

1854,  (see  Proceedings  of  1854,  page  17.)  with  instructions  to  report  to  the 
Grand  Master  during  the  recess.  (See  Proceedings,  May  7th.  1855,  page  112.) 
No  report  has  yet  been  made. 

Action  upon  the  appeal  of  Jesse  Morrill,  expelled  by  Washington  Lodge,  No. 
20,  was  postponed  until  the  present  communication.  (See  Proceedings,  May 
7th,  1855,  page  111.) 

Action  upon  the  appeal  of  George  Maderia,  expelled  by  Volcano  Lodge,  No. 
.*)(),  was  postponed  in  like  manner.     (See  Proceedings  same  date,  page  115.) 

Gravel  Range  Lodge,  No.  59,  was  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  case  of  Chris- 
tian Kintz,  as  requested  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  and  report  at  this 
Communication.     (See  Proceedings,  May  5th,  1855,  page  109.) 

No  report  was  made  by  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  upon  those 
portions  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address  which  were  referred  to  them  May  2d, 

1855.  (See  Proceedings,  page  46.)  It  is  proper  to  state,  however,  that  the 
committee  on  thai   subject  was  appointed  at  so  late  a  period  of  the  last  Com- 
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munlcation,  that  a  report  was  scarcely  to  have  been    expected.    (See  Pro- 
ceedings, May  7th,  1855,  page  110.) 

No  report  was  made  by  the  Committee  on  Uniformity  of  Work  upon  those 
portions  of  the  Grand  Master's  address  which  were  referred  to  them,  May  2d. 
1855,  (see  Proceedings,  page  46  ;)  but  in  this  case,  too,  it  is  just  to  add  that 
that  committee  was  appointed  at  too  late  a  period  to  expect  a  report  at  that 
Communication.     (See  Proceedings,  May  7th,  1855,  page  110.) 

The  special  Committee  appointed  at  a  previous  Communication  to  procure 
funds  for  the  preparation  of  a  suitable  stone  for  the  National  Washington  Monu- 
ment, made  a  partial  report,  and  asked  further  time.  (See  Proceedings  May 
7th,  1855,  page  111.)     They  are  yet  to  be  heard  from. 

The  special  Committee  appointed  to  collect  the  existing  resolutions  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  <fcc,  were  directed  to  report  at  this  Communication.  (See  Pro- 
ceedings, May  8th,  1855.) 

The  special  Committee  apointed  to  prepare  a  uniform  code  of  By-laws  for  the 
government  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  were  directed  to  report  at  this  Commu- 
nication.    (See  Proceedings  May  8th,  1855,  page  133.) 

The  special  Committee  appointed  in  reference  to  the  donation  of  certain  lands 
by  Bro.  Wrxx,  it  is  supposed  are  to  report  at  this  Communication.  (See  Pro- 
ceedings May  8th,  1855,  page  133.) 

The  following  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  proposed  at  the  last  session, 
and  having  received  the  necessary  vote,  will  come  up  for  adoption  or  rejection 
at  the  present  Communication,  viz. : 

To  amend  Section  1,  of  Article  VII.,  by  inserting  after  the  words,  "from  the 
State,"  in  the  second  line  thereof,  the  words — "  or  inability  from  any  cause." 

To  amend  Section  5,  of  Article  X.,  by  striking  out  the  words  u  seventy-five.'" 
in  the  second  line  thereof,  and  inserting  in  their  stead  the  word  "fifty." 

To  amend  the  same  section  in  the  same  manner,  substituting  for  "  fifty,'*  the 
word  "forty." 

To  amend  Section  1,  of  Article  XIII.,  by  a  proviso  that  any  proposed  amend- 
ment or  alteration  of  the  Constitution  shall  be  presented  before  the  election  of 
Grand  Officers ;  and,  at  the  succeeding  Communication,  shall  be  voted  on  prior 
to  such  election. 

To  amend  Article  X.,  by  adding  a  new  section  thereto,  as  follows  : 

"  Sec.  — .  No  brother  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Master  of  a  Chartered 
Lodge,  unless  he  shall  have  served  as  Warden  of  some  Lodge/" 

To  amend  Article  III.,  by  striking  out  the  first  section  thereof,  and  inserting  in 
its  stead  the  following  : 

"  Sec.  1.  The  Annual  Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of 
California,  shall  be  held  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
May  of  each  year.'- 

To  amend  the  same  Article  in  a  similar  manner,  substituting  for  ,;San  Fran- 
cisco/' "  Sacramento."'' 

To  amend  Section  1,  of  Article  III.,  by  striking  out  the  word  "  first.'7  before 
4i  Tuesday,"  and  inserting  instead  thereof,  the  word  "second." 

To  amend  Article  III.,  by  adding  thereto  the  following  section  : 

';  Sec.  3.  No  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  continued  for  a 
longer  period  than  six  days.'- 

The  foregoing  is  believed  to  include  all  the  unfinished  business  of  the  last 
Communication,  and  your  Committee  respectfully  submit  the  same,  with  the  re- 
quest to  be  discharged  from  its  further  consideration.

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  again  present  the  result  of  then- 
labors,  after  a  careful  and  toilsome  examination  of  the  printed  proceedings  of 
twenty-seven  American  Grand  Lodges,  and  sundry  communications  from  foreign 
bodies,  received  since  the  close  of  the  last  session.    These  are

Together  with  the  Annual  Circular  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  for  1855, 
several  communications  from  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium,  and  certain  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany,  and  of  the  National  Mother  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Three  Globes,  at  Berlin,  Prussia. 

No  intelligence  has  been  received  during  the  past  year  from  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Delaware,  Illinois,  New  Hampshire,  Ohio,  Tennessee,  or  Wisconsin  ; 
and  this  frequent  failure  of  the  transactions  of  our  sisters  is  not  more  a  source 
of  regret  than  the  tardy  appearance  of  many  of  those  which  do  arrive.  The 
task  of  reading  and  collating,  laborious  enough  at  best,  becomes  even  more  irk- 
some when  bestowed  upon  publications  almost  as  ancient  as  our  own  traditions. 

It  had  been  the  intention  of  your  Committee  to  present  but  a  brief  report  this 
year,  their  experience  in  the  last,  disposing  them  to  shrink  from  the  great  labor 
required  for  the  production  of  such  a  paper  as,  in  their  opinion,  a  Report  on 
Foreign  Correspondence  ought  to  be.  This  they  were  the  more  inclined  to  do. 
as  most  of  the  subjects  of  discussion  which  have  engaged  the  attention  of  Ma- 
sonic writers  during  the  past  three  or  four  years,  seemed  pretty  generally 
settled ;  and  as,  whether  they  are  or  not,  upon  the  greater  portion  of  them  your 
Committee  have  heretofore  written  all  they  know.  But,  upon  an  examination 
of  the  immense  mass  of  printed  matter  placed  before  them  in  the  volumes  given 
above,  it  became  evident  that  a  4i  brief  report  "  in  regard  to  them  would  be  im- 
possible —  would  be  in  fact  a  solecism  in  terms.  Believing,  too,  that  the  prime 
object  in  the  formation  of  such  Committees  was  that  of  enabling  those  within 
their  own  jurisdiction  to  become  acquainted  with  the  transactions,  decisions  and 
regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodges  elsewhere,  by  their  reproduction  in  a  condensed 
and  attainable  form,  your  Committee  address  themselves  to  the  toil  imposed 
thereby,  and  will  endeavor  to  give  a  faithful  reflex  of  the  condition  of  the  Fra- 
ternity in  other  States,  as  exhibited  by  their  own  published  proceedings.  They 
commence  with 

ALABAMA. 

The  latest  proceedings  received  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State,  are  those 
of  its  Annual  Communication  for  1854,  begun  at  the  City  of  Montgomery,  on  the 
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fourth  day  of  December,  the  M.\  W.\  David  Clopton,  Grand  Master,  presiding, 
and  the  R.\  W.\  Abmand  P.  Pfister,  Grand  Secretary.  Of  the  two  hundred  and 
eight  Lodges  then  existing  under  this  jurisdiction,  one  hundred  and  seventy-five 
were  represented,  the  number  of  Lodges  having  been  increased  by  twenty  since 
our  last  Report. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  like  that  of  the  preceding  year,  is  an  able 
and  instructive  paper,  the  earlier  portion  of  it  being  a  recommendation  of  such 
careful,  just  and  harmonious  action  as  should  characterize  the  proceedings  of  a 
body  representing  the  Masonic  intelligence  of  a  great  State.     i;  Other  assem- 
blies," writes  he,  "  may  indulge  in  partial  legislation,  and  yield  themselves  to 
be  controlled  by  motives  of  selfishness.     The  partisan  legislator  may  stop  to 
inquire  how  this  or  that  measure  may  affect  the  dominancy  of  his  party  :  and, 
even  when  questions  of  state  or  national  importance  arise,  may  draw  a  screen 
between  his  vision  and  every  other  portion  of  the  country,  and  look,  with  steady 
eye,  to  his  particular  section  only.  Not  so  in  places  or  on  occasions  like  the  pres- 
ent.    Every  Brother,  when  he  enters  the  door  of  this  Hall,  should  be  impressed 
as  if  there  were  inscribed  in  legible  characters  above  it,  Equality  and  Justice ; 
and,  whilst  within,  should  keep  in  mind  that  we  are  all  engaged  in  the  same 
mission,  and  all  advancing  to  the  same  destiny."'    He  announces  the  death  of 
the  Ms.  W.\  Nimrod  E.  Benson,  a  Past  Grand  Master  of  that  State,  and  gives  a 
beautiful  and  feeling  tribute  to  his  memory.    He  adverts  to  the  proposition 
presented  in  1853,  by  Bro.  Foster,  of  Missouri,  for  the  settlement  of  the  difficul- 
ties in  the  jurisdiction  of  New  York,  by  their  reference  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
Virginia  and  Massachusetts ;  and  declares  his  satisfaction  with  the  reasons  of- 
fered by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  for  refusing  the  suggested  mediation. 
We  are  pleased  to  see  that  the  opinion  of  a  Mason  so  distinguished  as  Bro. 
Clopton,  corresponds  with  that  which  we  presented  in  our  report  at  the  last 
communication.    We  then  quoted  at  some  length  from  the  report  of  the  New 
York  Committee  on  that  subject,  and  think  now,  as  we  did  then,  that  the  argu- 
ments it  contained  against  treating  in  any  manner  with  the  rebellious  and  un- 
lawful   organizations    within  that   jurisdiction,  were    good,  conclusive    and 
unanswerable.    He  recommends  the  concurrence  of  that  Grand  Lodge  in  the 
project  for  the  establishment  of  a  National  Confederation  of  Grand  Lodges,  and 
was  himself  named  as  a  delegate  from  Alabama  to  attend  the  Convention  held  at 
"Washington  in  January,  1855,  the  proceedings  of  which  were  laid  before  this 
Grand  Lodge  and  assented  to,  at  its  last  Annual  Communication.    A  great  por- 
tion of  his  address  is  given  to  the  consideration  of  the  proper  disposition  of  a 
fund  which  had  accumulated  in  the  treasury,  and  which,  it  appears,  was  origi- 
nally intended  to  be  used  by  the  Grand  Lodge  for  educational  purposes.     The 
disposal  of  this  fund,  now  amounting  to  about  $17,000,  has  for  some  time  past 
been  a  vexed  question  with  our  Alabama  Brethren.    At  a  preceding  Communi- 
cation, a  Committee  reported  in  favor  of  its  distribution  among  the  subordinate.' 
Lodges,  and  this  proposition  having  been  adopted,  another  Committee^was  ap- 
pointed to  carry  out  the  project  of  the  first,  as  soon  as  the  views  of  the  various 
Lodges  in  the  State  thereupon  could  be  ascertained.     These  were  found,  at  this 
Communication,  to  be  largely  in  favor  of  the  proposed  division,  and  a  third 
Committee  was  directed  to  make  the  requisite  apportionment.     But  we  learn 
from  an  appendix  to  the  proceedings,  that,  owing  to  some  oversight  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  rejecting  a  portion  of  the  resolutions  under  which  they  were 
authorized  to  act,  this  last  Committee  found  themselves  unable  to  proceed,  and 
thus  the  money  still  remained  in  the  treasury  for  another  year.  We  cannot  avoid 
expressing  the  opinion  that  this  is  fortunate  for  Alabama,  and  we   hope   thai 
other  counsels  will  have  prevailed  at  the  succeeding  session  :  for  it  certainh 
seems  to  be  a  subject  for  regret  that  a  fund  so  handsome,  and  which  might  be  bo 
beneficially  employed,  if  held  together,  should  be  frittered  away  and  wasted,  in 
effect,  by  being  scattered  among  more  than  two  hundred  subordinate  Lodg 
Bro.  Clopton  retired  from  the  Grand  Mastership  at  this  Communication,  he 
having  served  three  years,  and  being,  by  the  Constitution  of  that  Grand  Lo< 
ineligible  for  a  further  period. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  as  was  that  of  the 
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year  preceding,  is  from  the  pea  of  Bro.  Daniel  Sayre.  We  perceive  that  he 
quotes  at  length  from  that  portion  of  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Flori- 
da, in  1854,  which  treats  of  the  so  called  prerogative  of  Grand  Masters  "  to 
make  Masons  at  sight  ;■'  and  agrees  with  him  in  the  opinion  expressed  by  this 
Committee  at  your  last  Communication,  that  no  such  act  can  lawfully  be  done, 
except  in  the  presence,  and  by  the  consent  of  a  regularly  convened  Grand  or 
subordinate  Lodge.  A  wise  and  useful  notice  is  given  to  the  too  great  fa- 
cility with  which  Dispensations  to  form  new  Lodges  are  obtained,  there  being 
no  regulation  by  which  it  could  be  ascertained  whether  the  Brethren  making 
application  for  that  purpose  were  regular  Masons  and  in  good  standing  :  and 
we  observe  that  a  resolution  upon  the  subject  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge, 
requiring,  among  the  other  pre-requisities  for  the  issue  of  a  Dispensation,  that 
the  petitioners  should  deposit  with  the  Grand  Secretary  certificates  of  dismissal 
from  the  Lodges  of  which  they  were  last  members.  As  our  own  practice  in 
this  respect  is  somewhat  loose,  your  Committee  suggest  that  it  would  per- 
haps be  well  to  adopt  some  similar  provision  in  this  jurisdiction.  Bro.  Sayre 
is  opposed  to  the  formation  of  a  Grand  Lodge  Library.  The  recommendation 
not  to  establish  so  useful,  and  indeed  so  necessary  an  adjunct  to  intelligent  Ma- 
sonic legislation,  from  one  who,  like  our  learned  Brother  of  Alabama,  has  evi- 
dently been  taught  the  value  of  books,  strikes  us  with  some  surprise  ;  and  this 
is  not  lessened  by  the  reason  given,  more  facetious  than  satisfactory,  that  books 
and  umbrellas  have  never  been  known  to  be  returned  when  borrowed.  Quot 
homines  tot  sententiae.    We  are  in  favor  of  the  books. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  shows  the  revenue  for  the  year  preceding  to 
have  been  $4,477.  The  Communication  lasted  during  five  days  —  the  M.\  W.\ 
S.  A.  M.  Wood  having  been  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Armand  P. 
Pfister  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

ARKANSAS. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State,  like  that  of  Alabama,  holds  its  Communica- 
tions at  so  late  a  period  that  we  seldom,  if  ever,  obtain  its  proceedings  during 
our  current  year.  The  latest  we  have  from  Arkansas  are  those  of  the  Annual 
Communication  commenced  at  the  City  of  Little  Rock,  on  the  sixth  day  of  No- 
vember, 1854,  the  M.\  W.\  Luke  E.  Barber,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\ 
W.\  Thomas  D.  Merrick,  Grand  Secretary.  There  were  then  eighty-six  Lodges 
under  this  jurisdiction,  sixty-one  of  which  were  represented ;  showing  an  increase 
of  twelve  Lodges  during  the  year  preceding. 

Your  Committee  were  struck  last  year  with  the  beauty  of  the  Address  present- 
ed by  the  Grand  Master  of  Arkansas,  and  the  one  we  now  have  before  us  is  none 
the  less  entitled  to  our  praises  and  respect.  In  felicity  of  diction  and  argument- 
ative ability,  it  is  equaled  by  few  and  excelled  by  none  of  the  many  papers 
emanating  from  similar  sources  which  have  come  before  our  eyes.  A  great  por- 
tion of  that  for  the  present  year  is  devoted  to  the  discussion  of  a  domestic  matter 
—  the  refusal  of  two  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  to  obey  an  edict  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  imposing  a  specific  tax  upon  the  members  within  its  jurisdiction.  This, 
as  our  last  report  exhibited,  was  a  levy  of  two  dollars  per  annum  on  each  affili- 
ated Mason  in  the  State  ;  and  was  voted  at  the  preceding  Communication,  for 
the  purpose  of  increasing  the  fund  for  the  erection  and  endowment  of  St. 
John's  College  —  a  Masonic  Institution  projected  and  already  commenced  by 
the  Grand  Lodge.  As  your  Committee  understand  the  matter,  the  disobedient 
Lodges  refused  compliance  with  the  requisition  of  that  body,  not  because  they 
were  hostile  to  the  purpose  for  which  the  proceeds  of  the  taxation  were  to  be 
employed  —  for  the  projected  College  seems  to  have  met  with  general  favor  — 
but  from  a  belief  that  to  impose  a  tax.  for  any  purpose,  beyond  the  amount  re- 
quired for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  was  unlawful,  unauthor- 
ized, and,  in  the  language  of  the  resolutions  which  they  presented,  "  subversive 
of  the  true  and  genuine  principles  of  Free  Masonry."  This  question  is  one  of 
no  ordinary  importance.  Although  there  is  little  necessity  existing  in  this 
jurisdiction  at  the  present  day  for  an  expression  of  the  conviction  forced  upon 
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us  after  reading  Bro.  Barber's  argument,  there  may  come  a  time  when  the  sub- 
ject will  be  mooted  in  this  body,  and  were  it  not  for  the  rule  we  have  laid  down 
for  our  own  governance  —  not  to  enlarge  our  report  by  lengthy  extracts  —  your 
Committee  would  be  tempted  to  transcribe  entire  his  clear  and  convincing  re- 
marks upon  the  questions  arising  consequent  upon  this  occurrence.  The  whole, 
however,  would  be  too  long  for  the  limits  of  this  paper,  and  less  than  all  would 
necessarily  be  too  imperfect.  Suffice  it  that  after  fully  discussing  the  two 
points  —  First,  In  what  position  the  two  Lodges  had  placed  themselves  by  their 
refusal  to  obey  the  edict  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  what  was  the  duty  of  that 
body  in  consequence  of  their  refusal  ?  and  Second.  Was  the  edict  a  violation  of 
any  ancient  landmark  or  usage,  or,  in  other  words,  a  usurpation  of  power?  —  he 
arrives  at  the  conclusion  thatT  the  Grand  Lodge  owed  it  to  itself  to  vindicate  it? 
insulted  sovereignty  by  punishment  of  the  disobedient  subordinates  :  and  that, 
being  the  legislative  body  of  the  Fraternity,  composed  of  representatives  from 
every  Lodge,  it  ursurped  no  power,  but  only  exercised  a  right,  in  levying  a  tax 
upon  the  Lodge  for  any  purpose  which  was  undoubtedly  Masonic.  Yet.  after 
all,  he  suggests  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  that,  even  if  convinced  beyond  all  doubt 
of  the  correctness  of  his  conclusions,  should  discord  be  likely  to  arise  in  the  ju- 
risdiction in  consequence  of  the  maintenance  of  the  law,  however  rightful  it 
might  be,  it  would  be  better,  for  the  sake  of  peace  and  harmony,  that  it  be  re- 
pealed. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Law  and  Usage,  to  whom  this  portion  of  the 
Grand  Master's  address  was  referred,  reported  it  as  their  opinion  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  had  the  power  to  pass  and  enforce  the  edict,  leaving  the  question  of  its 
proposed  repeal  to  be  based  simply  upon  motives  of  expediency  :  and  they  ap- 
pend a  resolution  that  one  of  the  refusing  Lodges  be  suspended  until  the  next 
Communication,  but  that  the  other  be  relieved  from  censure,  as  its  representa- 
tives had  avowed  its  sorrow  for  the  hasty  and  inconsiderate  action  had,  and 
expressed  its  willingness,  upon  reflection,  to  abide  by  the  law.  The  report  and 
resolution  were  adopted,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  thus  coincided  with  the  opinions 
of  the  Grand  Master,  though  the  tax  was  afterwards  repealed,  probably  for  the 
considerations  last  presented  by  him. 

We  perceive  that  this  Grand  Lodge  has  appointed  a  committee  to  prepare 
:i  a  system  of  laws  and  by-laws  for  the  Government  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  *' 
within  its  jurisdiction.  The  project  of  a  uniform  code  of  this  description  seems 
to  be  meeting  with  much  favor  among  our  sisters,  and  it  is  only  remarkable  that 
a  system  so  calculated  to  insure  uniformity  of  action,  to  prevent  error,  and  to 
save  time  and  labor  for  committees  in  Grand  Lodge,  should  not  earlier  have 
been  suggested.  We  last  year  introduced  a  resolution  for  this  purpose,  and  ex- 
pect, at  the  present  Communication,  to  see  a  satisfactory  report  from  the  intelli- 
gent and  experienced  committee  to  whom  it  was  given  to  carry  into  effect. 

Respecting  Lodges  U.  D.,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

"Resolved.  That  a  Lodge  working  under  dispensation,  or  warrant,  from  the  Grand 
Master,  is  a  regular  and  constitutional  Lodge,  and  not  merely  a  number  of  Masons  work- 
ing after  the  manner  of  a  Lodge  5  that  it  is  not  composed  only  of  the  Master  and  Wardens 
named  in  the  warrant,  but  of  all  brethren  who  affiliate  with  it  ;  that  brothers  may  affiliate 
with,  and  candidates  be  admitted  members  of  such  Lodge :  and  that  the  charter,  when 
granted,  is  but  a  continuance  of  the  warrant,  and  does  not  create  a  new  Lodge,  although 
the  existence  of  a  Lodge  U.  D.  terminates  at  the  end  of  the  next  Commnnication  after  the 
dispensation  was  issued,  if  not  continued  or  a  charter  granted." 

The  usage  in  our  own  jurisdiction  corresponds  with  the  general  tenor  of  the 
foregoing  resolution,  unless  by  the  words  "  regular  and  constitutional  Lodge  " 
is  meant  a  body  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  right  we  do 
not  accord  to  Lodges  under  dispensation. 

A  resolution  was  also  adopted,  that  no  petition  for  initiation  should  be  re- 
ceived until  the  applicant  had  resided  at  least  one  year  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Lodge  to  which  it  was  presented,  unless  it  was  accompanied  by  a  recom- 
mendation from  the  Lodge  nearest  his  former  residence.  As  a  complaint  had 
just  been  made  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut,  in  consequence  of  one  of 
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her  subordinates  having  conferred  the  degrees  upon  a  citizen  of  Arkansas,  we 
are  pleased  to  see  such  a  resolution,  showing,  as  it  does,  that  this  Grand  Lodge 
is  as  anxious  to  avoid  infringement  upon  the  rights  of  others,  as  she  is  jealous 
of  any  invasion  of  her  own. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  presented  by  our 
well-known  brother,  Albert  Pike,  who  was  last  year  at  the  head  of  the  Committee 
on  Masonic  Law  and  Usage.  It  is  an  able  and  complete  review  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  various  Grand  Lodges,  and  is  of  great  length,  comprising  one  hundred  and 
forty-five  pages.  Unlike  some  other  long  reports,  however,  which  your  committee 
have  encountered,  it  is  ?wt  made  with  scissors,  but  gives  general  summaries  of 
the  action  of  other  bodies,  with  opinions  thereupon  of  the  writer's  own.  Unlike 
some  others,  too,  the  opinions  presented  are  not  unsupported  and  rude  asser- 
tions, but  are  ever  set  forth  with  deference,  and  maintained  with  arguments 
and  references  to  authority.  The  Committee  proposed  a  plan  for  the  creation 
of  a  Supreme  Masonic  Tribunal,  (instead  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  or  Nation- 
al Confederation  of  Grand  Lodges.)  to  be  called  the  "  Supreme  Judicial  Masonic 
Council,"  and  to  be  composed  of  two  delegates  from  each  Grand  Lodge  — 
which  should  assemble  annually  in  Washington,  D.  C.  This  body  was  to  have 
appellate  jurisdiction  in  all  questions  involving  Masonic  law  or  practice,  to 
take  cognizance  of  all  disputes  between  Grand  Lodges,  and  to  have  power  to 
regulate  the  work  of  the  Order  in  the  United  States.  Its  details  we  have  not 
space  to  give.  Suffice  it  that  it  did  not  meet  with  approval  in  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Arkansas,  and  it  too  nearly  approaches  in  character  to  a  General  Grand 
Lodge,  to  expect  that  it  will  find  much  favor  elsewhere.  Though  our  own  pre- 
dilections wTere,  and  still  are  inclined  towards  the  establishment  of  the  last 
named  body,  experience  has  shown  that  such  an  organization  is  hopeless  at  the 
present  time,  and  we  look  upon  the  Confederation  to  which  this  Grand  Lodge 
last  year  gave  its  assent,  as  the  only  project  of  the  kind  at  all  likely  to  be  car- 
ried into  effect. 

The  Arkansas  Committee  justly,  as  we  think,  condemns  a  recommendation  by 
the  Grand  Master  of  Illinois,  that  a  regulation  authorizing  the  reconsideration 
of  a  ballot  by  the  Lodges  be  enacted  ;  aud  rejoices  that  it  was  not  adopted  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  State.  In  discussing  this  subject,  it  is  declared  that 
although  an  applicant  for  admission  may  be  of  good  moral  character,  of  honesty 
unimpeached.  and  of  respectable  standing  in  the  community  in  which  he  lives, 
there  are  yet  many  reasons  which  might  justify  his  rejection.  '•  Masonic  obli- 
gations,- says  Bro.  Pike,  i;  impose  higher  duties  than  the  amenities  and  confi- 
dence of  social  life.  Mere  freedom  from  general  moral  delinquency,  does  not 
compel  me  to  assume  towards  the  party  thus  free,  those  stringent  obligations. 
If  I  believe  that  a  man  will  not,  in  good  faith,  and  with  all  his  heart,  comply 
with  all  his  Masonic  obligations  to  me,  through  penuriousness,  selfishness,  indo- 
lence, personal  antipathy,  or  other  like  defect  of  character,  I  not  only  may,  but 
ought  to  refuse  to  assume  those  obligations  towards  him  ;  and  none  have  a  right 
to  ask  my  reasons."  With  this  we  most  cordialty  agree,  as  our  personal  experi- 
ence has  taught  us  how  unfortunate  it  is  that  Masons  generally  do  not  look  with 
more  jealous  care  to  the  avoidance  of  the  introduction  of  disagreeable  and  dis- 
cordant, if  not  disreputable  members  to  our  Order. 

A  favorable  opinion  is  expressed  in  regard  to  the  resolution  adopted  by  Mary- 
land, making  "  the  suspension  or  expulsion  of  a  reputed  Royal  Arch  Mason  by 
a  reputed  Royal  Arch  Chapter,''  a  sufficient  interdiction  of  all  Masonic  inter- 
course with  him  ;  and  upon  the  question  of  definite  and  indefinite  suspensions, 
they  suggest  that  the  latter  is  the  more  fit  and  appropriate  penalty  when  sus- 
pension is  to  be  adjudged  at  all. 

We  observe  that  Bro.  Pike  entertains  the  same  views  as  those  presented  last 
year  by  ourselves,  upon  the  doctrine  of  absolute  perfection  in  the  physical  qualifi- 
cations of  candidates,  which  is  maintained  by  the  distinguished  Grand  Secretary 
of  South  Carolina.  Having  then  written  at  some  length  upon  this  subject,  we 
shall  only  repeat  the  opinion  that  the  Ancient  Charges  are  fully  complied  with 
when  the  candidate  has  no  "  maim  or  defect  "  which  will  interfere  with  or  pre* 
vent  the  discharge  of  any  of  his  Masonic  duties.  * 
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This  Grand  Lodge  publishes  an  abstract  of  all  decisions  given  by  the  Grand 
Master  during  the  year  —  a  useful  regulation,  in  our  opinion,  and  one  which  we 
have  heretofore  recommended  for  our  own  jurisdiction.  It  also  prints  this  year 
all  the  old  Charges  and  Regulations,  and  the  Ancient  Constitutions.  The  re- 
ceipts since  the  last  Communication,  according  to  the  Secretary's  report,  were 
$2,495.  The  Grand  Lodge  was  in  session  five  days  ;  the  M.\  W.\  Nat.  G.  Smith 
having  been  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Thos.  D.  Merrick  re- 
elected Grand  Secretary. 

CONNECTICUT. 

This  Grand  Lodge  commenced  its  Annual  Communication  for  the  year  1855. 
at  the  City  of  Hartford,  on  the  ninth  day  of  May  ;  the  3L\  W.\  David  Clark, 
Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.-.  Eliphalet  G.  Storer,  Grand  Secre- 
tary. As  well  as  your  committee  can  ascertain  from  the  returns  exhibited, 
there  are  now  forty-four  Lodges  in  existence  in  the  State,  forty  of  which  were 
represented.  It  is  stated  that  the  Grand  Master  submitted  a  report  of  his  offi- 
cial acts  and  observations  during  the  year,  but  no  publication  of  it  is  made. 
The  Grand  Secretary,  in  a  report  from  the  committee  on  the  subject  of  a  Grand 
Lodge  Library,  expresses  regret  that  the  depressed  state  of  the  finances  has  not 
permitted  much  to  be  done  towards  the  accomplishment  of  the  purpose  for  which 
they  were  appointed  :  but  looks  hopefully  to  the  future,  and  meantime  recom- 
mends that,  until  they  get  a  library,  no  action  be  had  upon  the  proposition  to 
establish  "  rules  and  regulations  "  for  its  government ! 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is,  as  heretofore,  by 
Bro.  William  Storer.  It  is  of  greater  length  even  than  that  of  the  preceding 
year,  comprising  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  pages  :  the  greater  portion,  how- 
ever, being  composed  of  extracts  from  the  proceedings  of  other  bodies.  He 
coincides  with  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  that  there  is  no 
impropriety  in  a  Mason's  holding  membership  in  two  Lodges  at  the  same  time  : 
but  takes  issue  with  Arkansas,  ourselves  and  others,  whose  usage  it  is  to  permit 
Lodges  U.  D.  to  receive  Masons  to  membership,  believing  that  such  a  Lodge  "is 
not  really  and  in  fact  a  Lodge,  but  only  a  temporary  association  of  Masons  em- 
powered by  the  Grand  Master  to  meet  for  special  purposes.77  If  this  be  true, 
why  is  such  an  association  styled  a  Lodge  in  the  very  warrant  by  authority  of 
which  it  assembles  ?  And  if  it  be  no  Lodge,  in  what  position  are  those  Masons 
placed  who  have  received  their  degrees  in  such  a  body,  when  called  upon  to 
answer  the  inquiry  where  they  were  made  ?  Bro.  Storer  also  notices  the  decis- 
ion of  the  Grand  Master  of  Delaware,  referred  to  in  our  last  report,  and  is  of 
the  opinion  that,  in  view  of  the  prevailing  sentiment  and  usage,  no  Grand  Lodge 
should  permit  the  initiation  of  other  than  resident  applicants,  without  the  con- 
sent of  that  Grand  Lodge  within  whose  jurisdiction  they  reside. 

Although  Connecticut  last  year  resolved  to  agree  to  and  abide  by  the  pro- 
posed plan  for  a  National  Confederation  of  Grand  Lodges,  the  completed  pro- 
ject, as  presented  by  the  Convention  which  assembled  in  Washington  on  the  third 
day  of  January,  1855,  was  not  acted  upon  at  this  session  ;  but  its  consideration 
was  deferred  until  the  next  Communication,  in  consequence,  as  was  stated,  of 
the  lateness  of  the  period  at  which  it  was  received.  It  should  be  a  subject  for 
congratulation  with  us  that  we  are  apparently  blessed  with  much  greater  mail 
facilities  than  our  brethren  of  the  "  steady  habits  ;  "  as  the  proceedings  of 
the  Washington  Convention  did  reach  us  in  time  for  action  at  our  last  Commu- 
nication, begun  eight  days  earlier  than  that  of  Connecticut.  The  Articles  of 
Confederation  are  published,  together  with  the  Address  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
the  United  States,  prepared  by  order  of  the  Convention.  The  financial  reports 
show  the  receipt  during  the  year  of  $338.  The  Communication  terminated  on 
the  second  day,  the  M.\  TF/.Theodore  Spexcer  having  been  elected  Grand  Mas- 
ter, and  the  R.\  IT.'.E.  G.  Storer,  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

DISTRICT    OF    COLUMBIA. 

The  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  now  before  us,  embrace  its  transact ion« 
fromfhe  first  of  May  to  the  twenty-seventh  of  December.  1855.    On  the  first  of 
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these  dates  the  Semi- Annual  Communication  was  held  at  the  City  of  Washington, 
the  M.\  TT.'.Charles  S.  Frailey.  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  E.:W.\S.  T. 
Shugert,  Grand  Secretary.  All  the  Lodges  in  the  District  were  represented, 
they  being  now  ten  in  number. 

The  Grand  Master  congratulates  his  brethren  upon  the  occupation  of  a  new 
Hall,  and  our  recollection  of  the  old  place  of  meeting  enables  us  to  appreciate 
the  gratification  they  must  feel  at  the  removal.  He  announces  the  failure  of  the 
project  for  the  erection  of  a  Masonic  Temple  in  Washington,  the  contributions 
having  been  so  few  as  to  induce  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  abandon  all  hope  of 
success,  and  return  the  little  which  had  been  received,  to  the  donors.  He  de- 
votes some  space  to  the  subject  of  a  Grand  Lodge  Library,  and  calls  attention 
to  a  communication  from  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  inviting  the  body  over 
which  he  presides  to  be  represented  at  the  proposed  Universal  Masonic  Congress, 
to  be  held  at  Paris  on  the  1st  day  of  June,  1855.  As  this  is  the  first  of  those 
invitations  we  have  seen,  we  append  a  copy  of  the  decree  of  the  Grand  Master 
of  France,  issued  after  a  report  made  to  him  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and 
certain  members  of  a  Commission  appointed  for  the  purpose,  setting  forth  the 
beneficial  results  which  would  probably  attend  such  a  universal  gathering  of 
the  Order. 

"GRAND  ORIENT  OF  FRANCE. 

Supreme  Council  for  France  and  the  French  Possessions. 

DECREE. 

We,  Prince  Lucien  Murat,  Grand  Master  of  the  Masonic  Order  in  France,  in  view 
of  the  preceding  report,  and  in  approval  of  its  objects,  have  decreed  and  decree — 

1.  An  Universal  Masonic  Congress  will  assemble  at  Paris  on  the  1st  of  June,  1855,  in 
the  Hotel  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France. 

2.  All  Foreign  Masonic  Powers,  with  whom  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  is  in  corres- 
pondence, shall  be  invited  to  a  representation  therein,  by  a  deputation  clothed  with  reg- 
ular powers. 

3.  The  Grand  Orient  of  France  shall  be  represented  in  it  by  our  two  Deputy  Grand 
Masters,  and  by  the  members  of  our  Council. 

4.  We  reserve  to  ourselves,  to  make  a  part  of  this  Congress,  the  invitation  of  such 
Masons  as  we  may  deem  worthy. 

5.  The  Commission,  already  named,  will  submit  to  us  the  programme  of  the  Congress 
convoked  by  the  present  decree. 

6.  Our  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Heullant,  is  charged  with  the  execution  of  this  de- 
cree. 

Given  at  the  Orient  of  Paris,  27  February,  1855. 

The  Grand  Master, 

L.  MURAT." 

We  perceive,  at  a  later  period,  that  the  invitation  was  accepted,  and  that  Bro. 
G.  Parker  Cummings,  formerly  of  San  Francisco,  and  then  in  Paris,  was  named 
as  the  Representative  of  that  Grand  Lodge.  We  have  no  information  relative 
to  the  transactions  at  this  "  Congress,"  but,  from  the  brief  period  of  notice  giv- 
en, think  it  very  probable  that  it  fell  short  of  the  useful  results  hoped  to  be 
reached  by  its  convention. 

The  "  Articles  of  Confederation  'J  were  adopted,  as  proposed  by  the  Washing- 
ton Convention.  A  decision  was  made  by  the  Grand  Master  that  it  was  not  ne- 
cessary for  a  subordinate  Lodge  to  apply  for  and  receive  the  sanction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  the  re-admission  of  an  expelled  member  ;  but  that  he  might 
be  at  once  admitted  by  an  unanimous  vote,  as  upon  his  first  application,  and  the 
approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge  would  be  inferred,  if  no  action  to  the  contrary 
should  be  had  at  the  next  Communication.  We  suppose  that  this  is  of  course 
intended  to  apply  only  to  those  who  were  expelled  by  the  particular  Lodge 
proposing  to  restore. 

A  Special  Communication  was  held  on  the  thirteenth  of  August  for  the  pur- 
pose of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  a  new  church.  It  is  pleasant  to  see  that 
there  is  one.  Grand  Lodge  which  still  performs  this  ancient  duty  of  the  Craft. 
We  remember  that  the  proceedings  of  last  year  recorded  three  meetings  for  a 
similar  purpose. 
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The  Annua!  Communication  was  held  on  the  sixth  day  of  November.  1855. 
when  the  Grand  Officers  were  elected  and  the  financial  reports  presented.  We 
perceive  that  the  Grand  Treasurer  exhibits  the  monetary  condition  of  each 
Lodge,  showing  the  amount  of  their  several  receipts  and  disbursements, 
and  their  condition  at  the  end  of  the  year  ;  and  the  Grand  Master  notices 
the  creditable  and  unusual  fact  in  regard  to  one  Lodge,  that  not^  member 
owed  a  cent  of  dues.  The  revenue  for  the  year  was  $535,  the  disbursements 
about  the  same  amount,  and  there  remained  $558  in  the  Treasury.  The  M.\ 
W.\  Chas.  S.  Frailey  was  reelected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Geokgk 
C.  Whiting  was  elected  Grand  Secretary. 

The  "  Installation  Communication  "  was  held  on  the  twenty-seventh  of  Decem- 
ber, when  Bro.  Frailey  again  delivered  an  able  and  eloquent  address.  In  it 
he  announces  the  death  of  Bro.  Oliver  Whittlesey,  a  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master 
of  that  body,  and  pays  a  proper  tribute  to  his  memory.  He  congratulates  the 
Grand  Lodge  upon  the  healthy  and  prosperous  condition  of  the^Order  in  the 
District,  and  urges  a  careful  adherence  to  the  principles  and  ancient  landmarks 
of  the  Institution.  He  presents  the  undoubtedly  correct  decision  made  by  him 
during  the  recess,  that  any  member  could  object  to  the  conferring  of  a  degree, 
—  though  the  candidate  had  been  regularly  elected  —  without  being  compelled 
to  make  known  his  reasons  therefor,  and  that  the  Lodge  should  not  proceed  in 
the  work  until  the  objection  was  withdrawn  :  and  he  censures  the  action  of 
a  Lodge  which  had  been  opened  by  a  Past  Master,  in  the  absence  of  the  Master 
and  Wardens. 

The  proceedings  of  this  meeting  concluded  with  the  presentation  of  a  Banner 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  by  certain  of  the  Lodges  and  Brethren,  and  in  the 
course  of  the  remarks  of  Bro.  Cammack,  by  whom  it  was  presented,  we  no- 
tice the  following  relative  to  ourselves  :  "  Small  as  is  our  jurisdiction,  in  respec- 
tability and  usefulness  we  fear  not  a  comparison  with  those  of  larger  limits  : 
and  it  is  no  small  satisfaction  to  us  to  know  that  one  of  them,  now  outstripping 
us  in  numbers,  had  for  its  nucleus  a  Lodge  whose  charter  emanated  from  this 
Grand  Lodge  —  California  Lodge,  No.  13,  now  No.  1,  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  —  and  that  from  that  germ*  Free  Masonry  has 
spread  throughout  that  vast  region  and  to  the  isles  of  the  sea." 

FLORIDA. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida  for  the  year  1855, 
was  begun  in  the  City  of  Tallahassee,  on  the  8th  day  of  January,  the  Mr,  TF.\ 
Thomas  Hayward,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  W,\  John  B.  Taylor,  Grand 
Secretary.  The  representatives  of  twenty  Lodges  were  present.  Twenty-eight 
now  exist  in  this  jurisdiction,  being  an  increase  of  four  since^our  last  report. 
The  Grand  Master's  Address  opens  with  a  pious  thanksgiving  to  the  Great  Au- 
thor of  all  good  for  his  merciful  care  during  the  period  since  their  last  convoca- 
tion, and  congratulations  to  his  brethren  upon  the  contrast  afforded  by  ojur 
happy  condition — peace,  plenty,  and  tranquility  surrounding  us, — with  that  of 
the  inhabitants  of  a  large  portion  of  the  old  world,  where  desolating  wars  and 
their  accompanying  horrors  now  curse  the  land.  He  records  the  death  of  tho 
Mr.  TF.'.John  P.  Duval,  the  first  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  that  State,  and  no- 
tices also  the  demise  of  two  other  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  recom- 
mends that  stringent  resolutions  be  adopted  for  the  enforcement  of  the  moral 
law  among  the  brethren,  and  for  the  punishment  of  profane,  intemperate,  and 
un-masonic  conduct  ;  and  closes  his  Address  with  some  remarks  upon  the  ori- 
gin, foundation,  precepts  and  example  of  our  time-honored  Institution. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  ie  by  Bro.  Thomas 
Douglass.  It  is,  as  compared  with  many  other  papers  of  this  description,  some- 
what brief,  the  Committee  saying  that  they  feel  relieved  from  the  examination 
of  most  of  the  important  questions  upon  which  other  Grand  Lodges  are  still  at 
issue,  they  having  heretofore  been  fully  discussed  and  satisfactorily  settled,  so 
far  as  Florida  is  concerned.  It  is  refreshing  to  hear  that  something  is  settled 
somewhere  ;  and  we  congratulate  our  Peninsular  brethren  upon  being  favored 
with  a  period  of  quiet.     We  ardentlv  hope  that   at  some  future  time,  manv 
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dreadfully  agitating  subjects  which  now  do  sorely  trouble  us,  will  be  laid  a1 
rest,  and  the  Masonic  world  comforted  with  satisfactory  information  whether  a 
Lodge  U.  D.  is  a  Lodge,  or  only  a  premonitory  symptom  —  whether  an  Entered 
Apprentice  is  a  Mason,  or  but  a  coming  event  —  whether  Lodges  should  open 
•*  up  "  or  "  down,"  and  should  ;-  close,'7  "  call  off,"  "  adjourn,"  or  "  stand  ad- 
journed," —  and  whether  a  pimple  on  the  nose  would  or  would  not  fatally  mar 
the  Masonic  beauty  of  an  otherwise  i;  perfect  youth."  Seriously,  we  think 
our  Florida  brethren  are  wiser  than  many  others  of  us,  in  thus  acting  after  Pro- 
fessor Witherspoon?s  last  advice  to  his  pupils  in  the  law  —  "  quit  talking  when 
you  are  done,"  —  and  we  mean  hereafter  to  profit  by  their  example. 

Bro.  Douglass,  a  Past  Grand  Master  himself,  recommends  the  resolution  of 
Indiana,  providing  for  the  trial  of  Grand  Masters  in  a  way  similar  to  our  own 
regulation.  He  concurs  in  the  propriety  of  the  edict  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
California,  which  permits  a  Mason  to  hold  membership  in  this,  at  the  same  time 
as  in  another  jurisdiction,  —  mentioning  the  fact  that  Maryland  and  New  York, 
through  their  committees,  have  also  thus  agreed,  and  citing  the  opinion  of  Bro. 
John  Dove,  the  distinguished  Grand  Secretary  of  Virginia,  wiio  in  his  Text 
Book  says,  "  Any  brother  may  be  a  member  of  as  many  Lodges  as  may  choose  to 
admit  him,  and  ought  always  to  be  a  member  of  some  Lodge."  The  subject  of 
the  powers  of  a  Grand  Master  is  again  adverted  to  in  reviewing  the  proceedings 
of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  our  former  resolutions  in  that  respect  are  disapprov- 
ed, as  indeed  theyTiave  been  almost  universally.  We  are  happy  in  the  belief 
that  their  removal  from  our  statute  book  will  give  pleasure  to  Bro.  Douglass, 
though  wre  hardly  hope  that  their  substitute  will  find  so  much  favor  with  him  as 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  which  he  is  so  able  and  useful  a  member.  The  Florida 
Committee  hold  the"  same  opinions  as  those  we  last  year  presented,  respecting 
the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Delaware,  before  referred  to,  which  permit- 
ted a  subordinate  Lodge  in  that  jurisdiction  to  make  Masons  of  those  residing 
in  another  ;  considering  the  act  not  only  a  lack  of  courtesy  to  a  sister  Grand 
Lodge,  but,  with  the  present  general  opinion  on  that  subject  in  the  United 
States,  an  absolute  usurpation  :  For,  say  they,  "  we  cannot  conceive  that  any 
body  of  Masons  can  have  a  right  to  do  an  act,  the  natural  tendency  of  which  is 
to  produce  jealousy,  disputes  and  discord  amongst  a  Craft  whose  strength  and 
support  is  harmony  and  peace.'' 

We  observe  that  by  a  resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Bro.  Douglass  and  four 
other  members  of  that  body  were  appointed  to  prepare  a  History  of  Free  Ma- 
sonry in  Florida.  The  financial  reports  show  that  the  receipts  during  the  year 
were  $1,334.  The  Communication  was  continued  for  five  days,  during  which 
the  Jf.\  W.\  R.  A.  Shine  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  W.\  John  B.  Tay- 
lor reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

GEORGIA. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  commenced  its  Annual  Communication  at  the 
City  of  Macon,  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  October,  1854  ;  the  proceedings  of  that 
date  being  the  last,  and  indeed  the  only  ones  received  by  us  during  the  past 
two  years.  The  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master,  William  C.  Dawson,  presided,  and  the 
W.\  Simri  Rose  was  Grand  Secretary.  One  hundred  and  seventy-one  Lodges 
were  represented,  there  being  in  all  one  hundred  and  ninety-four.  It  is  stated 
that  the  Grand  Master  addressed  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  opening,  but  no  publi- 
cation is  made,  and  we  perceive  at  a  later  period,  a  resolution  that  a  lecture 
upon  the  Symbolic  degrees  of  Masonry  be  given  hereafter,  instead  of  the  Annual 
Address.    No  reason  for  the  change  appears  in  the  proceedings. 

There  are  four  Deputy  Grand  Masters  in  this  jurisdiction,  each  of  whom  exer- 
cises the  power  to  grant  dispensations  in  his  particular  district ;  and  from  three 
of  them  reports  were  received  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  one  of  these  we  notice 
a  novel  incident  in  Masonry  —  the  relation  of  a  contested  election  in  one  of  the 
Lodges  under  the  superintendence  of  the  writer.  In  another  w*e  remark  the 
opinion  that  "  any  member  in  good  standing,  who  has  paid  up  his  dues,  is  en- 
titled to  a  demit. "  This  is  laid  down  as  the  general  rule,  but  it  is  added  that 
the  subject  is  entirelv  within  the  control  of  the  constituted  authorities  of  the 
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Order,  and  that  any  Grand  Lodge  may  so  regulate  the  conduct  of  its  subordi- 
nates in  this  respect,  as  to  it  shall  seem  most  proper.  The  reasons  given  for  this 
opinion  appear  to  your  Committee  to  be  good,  and  until  better  ones  are  pre- 
sented for  a  different  belief,  we  shall  incline  to  the  doctrine  offered  by  Bro. 
Rockwell. 

An  amendment  to  the  Constitution  was  adopted,  providing  that  any  Master 
Mason  who  neglects  for  twelve  months  to  become  a  member  of  some  Lodge  in 
that  jurisdiction,  shall  not  be  permitted  to  visit,  nor  be  entitled  to  any  of  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry.  Having  written  at  length  last  year  upon  the 
subject  of  non-affiliation,  we  shall  only  add  the  expression  of  our  gratification  at 
seeing,  not  only  in  Georgia,  but  in  so  many  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United 
States,  a  stern  and  increasing  determination  to  combat  this  gigantic  evil. 
When  such  a  law  shall  have  become  universal  in  the  land,  a  great  support  will 
have  been  added  to  our  ancient  edifice. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Southern  Masonic  Female  College,  we 
observe  that  this  Institution,  under  the  care  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  is  apparently 
prospering  and  increasing  in  usefulness.  A  certain  number  of  the  daughters  of 
Masons  in  indigent  circumstances  are  to  be  educated  free  of  charge,  to  be  added 
to  hereafter,  as  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  enable  it  to  do  so.  Five 
only  are  now  proposed  ;  one  to  be  selected  by  tbe  Grand  Master  from  the  State 
at  large,  and  one  by  each  of  his  Deputies  from  his  particular  District. 

No  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  presented.  The  revenue  for  the 
year  was  $8,969,  and  the  funds  in  the  treasury,  as  appears  by  the  Report  of  the 
Grand  Treasurer,  amount  to  $11,433.  The  Communication  was  closed  on  the 
fourth  day,  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  having  both  been  reelected. 

INDIANA. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  year  1855,  was  held 
at  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  commencing  on  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  May  — 
the  M.\  W.\  Henry  C.  Lawrence,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\ 
Francis  King,  Grand  Secretary.  There  are  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  Lodges 
in  this  jurisdiction,  of  which  all  but  six  were  represented.  This  Grand  Lodge, 
by  its  Constitution,  consists  only  of  its  present  Grand  Officers,  its  Past  Grand 
and  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  and  the  Masters  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  or  their 
proxies.  The  Grand  Master's  Address  is  a  very  business-like  paper,  devoted 
altogether  to  the  actual  state  of  affairs  within  his  jurisdiction,  and  not  elongated 
by  prosy  disquisitions  on  abstract  questions.  He  pays  a  feeling  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  Past  Grand  Master  Elizur  Deming,  a  distinguished  Mason  of  that 
State,  who  had  departed  this  life  since  the  last  Communication  ;  and  concludes 
his  own  Address  by  a  beautiful  quotation  from  the  last  one  delivered  from  the 
same  chair  by  the  deceased. 

We  remark  that  this  Grand  Lodge  resolves  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole  upon  the  Grand  Master's  Address,  the  Deputy  in  the  Chair,  a  practice  to 
which  some  Committees  on  Foreign  Correspondence  in  other  States  have  taken 
considerable  exception.  For  our  part  we  can  see  no  reason  why  our  brethren 
of  Indiana  should  not  be  permitted  to  do  their  legislation  in  their  own  way. 
There  is  too  frequent  a  disposition  to  find  fault  with  the  mere  local  practices  or 
regulations  of  other  bodies,  for  no  better  reason,  generally,  than  that  they  dif- 
fer from  those  of  the  body  to  which  the  writers  themselves  belong.  Taking  the 
printed  proceedings  before  us  as  a  test,  the  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  In- 
diana is  done  with  an  order  and  regularity  which  may  challenge  comparison 
with  that  of  any  in  the  Union  ;  and  abundant  evidence  is  given  that  it*  prepa- 
ration has  been  confided  to  an  able  and  skillful  Grand  Secretary. 

A  circular  has  been  issued  by  order  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  the  Masons  and 
citizens  generally  of  the  United  States,  soliciting  funds  to  aid  in  the  erection  of 
a  monument  upon  the  Battle  Ground  of  Tippecanoe.  This  is  to  be  seventy  feel 
in  height,  and  to  be  constructed  of  white  marble  from  Vermont,  in  the  Egyptian 
style  of  architecture.  The  ground  is  now  owned  by  the  State  of  Indiana,  hav- 
ing been  donated  many  years  ago  by  the  Hon.  John  Tipton,  who  was  a  soldier 
in  tne  battle  fought  thereon  ;  and  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  the  Grand  Lodge 
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is  given  the  right  to  erect,  and  is  made  the  perpetual  guardian  of,  the  proposed 
monument. 

A  plan  was  presented  for  the  establishment  of  that  great  desideratum,  uni- 
formity of  work.  The  jurisdiction  was  to  be  apportioned  into  eight  districts, 
from  each  of  which  one  delegate  was  to  be  elected  by  the  Lodges  comprised 
therein.  These  delegates  were  to  assemble  with  three  skillful  brethren  appoint- 
ed by  the  Grand  Lodge,  one  of  whom  to  be  the  Grand  Lecturer,  and  remain  in 
session  until  perfect  uniformity  and  agreement  in  the  work  and  lectures  should 
be  arrived  at.  Each  delegate  was  then  to  return  to  his  own  district  and  open 
a  Lodge  of  Instruction,  which  should  be  attended  by  the  Master  of  each  Lodge 
in  that  district,  or  some  one  by  him  appointed  for  that  purpose.  The  Grand 
Lodge  Committee  and  the  eight  delegates  to  be  paid  a  per  diem  and  mileage 
from  the  Grand  Treasury,  and  thereafter  no  dispensation  to  be  issued  to  form  a 
new  Lodge  unless  the  petitioners  presented,  in  addition  to  the  usual  recommen- 
dation, a  certificate  from  the  District  Instructor  that  one  or  more  of  them  under- 
stood the  work  thoroughly,  as  taught  by  him.  This  plan  was  adopted,  with  the 
cautious  proviso,  that  if  the  eight  delegates  should  adjourn  without  establishing 
some  system  and  perfecting  themselves  therein,  they  should  receive  no  pay. 

A  service  of  plate  costing  $1,320,  was  presented  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  Past 
Grand  Master  Wm.  Sheets,  as  a  token  of  its  appreciation  of  his  arduous  and 
successful  services  as  Commissioner  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall ;  and  a  very 
interesting  relation  of  the  manner  in  which  this  enterprise  had  been  conducted, 
is  given  in  the  Address  of  Grand  Master  Lawrence  on  the  occasion,  and  the 
response  of  Bro.  Sheets. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  is  a  paper  of  some 
thirty  pages,  by  Bro.  William  Hacker.  He  seems  not  to  have  been  in  very 
good  humor  with  many  other  similar  Committees,  and  appears  to  have  been 
greatly  exercised  in  spirit  by  some  naughty  things  some  of  them  have  said  about 
Indiana.  The  venerable  Grand  Master  of  Vermont  gets  a  rap  on  his  Masonic 
knuckles,  and  receives  the  startling  information  that  "  Indiana  is  located  in  the 
Western  States."  The  Connecticut  Committee,  having  noticed  the  Indiana  prac- 
tice of  going  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  had  remarked  that  the  usage  would 
be  rather  a  novel  one  to  Connecticut  Masons,  and  was  one,  if  they  mistook  not, 
altogether  unknown  to  the  ancients.  Whereupon  Bro.  Hacker  replies  most  un- 
answerably, in  italics,  that  "  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  is  altogether  unknown 
to  the  ancients."  The  Grand  Lodges  of  Michigan  and  Wisconsin  have  displeased 
him  greatly  by  the  adoption  of  a  Regalia  which  he  courteously  styles  "  an 
absurd  specimen  of  balderdash  ;  "  and  the  uniform  code  of  By-Laws  established 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  are  such  that  he  "  could  not  on  any  account 
be  induced  to  serve  as  Master  of  a  Lodge  to  be  governed  by  them."  What 
atrocities  they  contain  we  are  not  informed.  New  York  has  been  abusive,  and 
Massachusetts  has  enacted  an  "  absurdity,"  and  altogether  our  good  brother 
seems  to  have  been  in  rather  an  uncomfortable  state  of  mind.  Rejoicing  in  the 
fact  that  we  have  said  nothing  in  disparagement  of  the  Grand  Lodge  which  Bro. 
Hacker  defends  so  resolutely,  we  take  the  liberty  of  expressing  a  hope  that  we 
shall  find  him  more  composed  by  another  year. 

A  Resolution  was  adopted  forbidding  "  any  Member  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity 
to  engage  in  the  manufacture  or  traffic  of  ardent  spirits  as  a  beverage !"  And 
we  perceive  that  one  suspension  was  decreed  in  the  fullfilment  of  this  edict.  On 
this  subject  we  shall  take  a  future  occasion  to  express  an  opinion  or  two. 

The  financial  reports  exhibit  a  revenue  of  $8,893,  for  the  past  year.  The  Com- 
munication continued  during  five  days,  the  M.\  W.\  Alexander  C.  Downey 
having  been  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Francis  King  reelected 
Grand  Secretary. 

IOWA. 

The  twelfth  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  was 
commenced  at  the  town  of  Keosauqua,  on  the  fifth  day  of  June,  1855.  The 
Grand  Master,  M.\  \Y.\  J.  L.  Hogin.  being  absent  on  account  of  illness,  the  R.\ 
W.:  T.  W.  Williams.  Senior  Grand  Warden,  presided,  and  the  R.\  W.\  T.  S. 
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Parvin  was  Grand  Secretary.  Fifty-seven  Lodges  were  represented.  There 
are  now  sixty-seven  borne  upon  the  Register,  being  nineteen  more  than  we  last 
reported. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  announces  the  issue  of  twenty-three  Dis- 
pensations during  the  year.  He  states  that  he  had  directed  the  Masters  of 
Lodges  in  that  State  to  summon  all  non-affiliated  Masons,  in  accordance  with 
an  existing  regulation,  to  pay  dues  or  suffer  the  forfeiture  therein  prescribed  ; 
and  that  most  of  them  had  complied  with  the  order.  He  recommends  that  those 
Masters  who  had  not  obeyed  it,  be  promptly  dealt  with,  and  that  the  edict  be 
strictly  enforced,  believing  that  it  "  is  just  and  in  accordance  with  Ancient 
Masonry."  He  gives  some  earnest  admonitions  upon  the  care  which  should  be 
exercised  in  recommending  petition  for  new  Lodges,  as  well  as  in  presenting 
the  names  of  applicants  for  initiation  ;  and  concludes  by  declining  to  be  again 
a  candidatefor  the  Grand  Mastership. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  (the  first  since  1852)  is  by  Bro.  J.  H. 
Wallace,  who,  "  being  a  young  man  and  a  young  member  of  the  Order,"  craves 
indulgence  for  "  the  crudities  of  a  pen  hitherto  untried  in  the  great  field  of 
Masonic  literature."  We  do  not  perceive  that  the  brother's  modesty  has  stood 
seriously  in  his  way  while  writing,  for  it  is  not  in  our  recollection  to  have  seen 
opinions  more  positively  and  dogmatically  expressed,  nor  do  we  remember  many 
Masonic  papers  in  which  are  to  be  found  terms  so  harsh  as  are  sometimes  em- 
ployed in  this.  Commenting  upon  the  action  of  Arkansas,  heretofore  spoken  of, 
in  imposing  a  tax  to  raise  a  fund  for  the  erection  and  endowment  of  St.  John's 
College,  he  declares  it  "  an  exercise  of  power  without  a  precedent  in  the  knowl- 
edge of  your  Committee  in  all  our  Masonic  annals*7  :  and  proceeds  to  demolish 
the  Arkansas  edict  utterly  by  the  expression  of  his  intense  astonishment  that 
"  such  men  as  Pike,  Barber  and  their  compeers,  should  undertake  such  apiece  of 
nonsense !  In  the  language  of  Bro.  Pike  last  year  relative  to  Mississippi  — 
1,1  We  hope  our  Arkansas  brethren  will  survive  that.''  As  to  the  matter  of 
"  precedent,"  the  Iowa  Committee  need  not  have  gone  farther  than  Louisiana 
to  have  found  one,  last  year  and  the  year  before  ;  and  so  far  as  the  merits  of  the 
question  are  concerned,  Bro.  Wallace's  opinion  would  have  been  entitled  to 
more  consideration  had  it  been  accompanied  by  an  intelligent  and  skillfully 
written  argument  like  that  of  Grand  Master  Barber  upon  the  other  side.  Un- 
supported assertions,  especially  when  in  themselves  erroneous,  are  not  particu- 
larly convincing ;  and  the  broad-axe  style  of  composition  is  a  little  apt  to  lead 
to  forge tfulness  of  proper  courtesy. 

The  Iowa  Committee  agree  with  Bro.  Pike  in  regard  to  the  rights  and  powers 
of  Lodges  under  dispensation,  and  commends  the  project  introduced  by  him  for 
the  formation  of  a  "  Supreme  Masonic  Tribunal,"  as  being  just  such  an  organ- 
ization "  as  the  wants  of  the  Fraternity,  the  age  and  the  country  demand."  In 
noticing  the  proceedings  of  Delaware  for  1854.  by  which  it  appears  that  in  the 
absence  of  the  Grand  Master,  the  31.-.  IF.-.  Wm.  T.  Reed,  a  Past  Grand  Master, 
presided,  notwithstanding  the  presence  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  both 
Grand  Wardens,  Bro.  Wallace  declares  that  "  the  idea  of  a  Grand  Master  pro 
tern.,  under  the  circumstances,  is  truly  an  anomoly  in  Masonry.''  It  ought  not 
to  have  escaped  our  zealous  brother's  researches  among  the  old  Regulations  of 
1721,  that  article  XIV.  thereof  prescribes  that  "  the  last  Grand  Master  present, 
or  else  the  last  Deputy  present,  should  always  of  right  take  place  in  the  absence 
of  the  present  Grand  Master,  or  his  Deputy."  This  certainly  is  not  the  general 
usage  among  the  American  Grand  Lodges  at  the  present  day,  but  it  was  the 
ancient  law,  and  may  well  be  that  in  force  in  Delaware. 

It  having  been  proposed  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  to  create  a  new  test, 
by  requiring  an  applicant  for  initiation  "  distinctly  to  avow  his  belief  in  the 
Divine  authenticity  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,"  a  resolution  was  offered  that  "  such 
a  requirement  was  un-masonic  and  contrary  to  the  fundamental  law  of  Masonry; 
and  that  no  person,  in  making  application  for  the  mysteries  of  the  Order,  should 
be  interrogated  as  to  his  religious  belief  further  than  as  to  his  belief  in  a  Su- 
preme Being."  Hereupon  Bro.  Wallace  remarks  that  the  resolution  was 
doubtless  offered  by  some  one  who  was  influenced  "  not  so  much  bv  the  love  of 
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an  ancient  land-mark  as  by  a  hatred  to  that  blessed  Book  "  —  a  very  violent  and 
apparently  unauthorized  conclusion,  inasmuch  as  the  resolution  simply  embodies 
that  which  from  time  immemorial  has  been  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  law.  We 
have  yet  to  learn  that  Masonry  is  especially  a  Christian  institution,  or  that  it  is 
a  religious  one  at  all ;  and  while  we  doubt  not  that  our  own  faith  in  the  Divine 
authenticity  of  the  Holy  Writings,  both  Old  and  New,  is  quite  as  implicit  as 
that  of  our  Christian  brother  of  Iowa,  we  do  not  forget  that  there  is  a  very 
large  number  of  our  brethren,  as  good  and  worthy  Masons  as  ourselves,  whose 
belief  does  not  and  can  not  extend  so  far.  The  precepts  of  Masonry  are  moral, 
not  religious,  and  a  declaration  of  belief  in  God  is  required,  not  only  for  the 
reason  given  to  the  candidate  upon  his  entry,  but  because  there  is  little  guaran- 
ty that  a  man  will  obey  the  moral  law,  who  does  not  give  credence  to  the  exist- 
ence of  a  Divine  Arbiter  of  our  future  state  of  being.  "  Masonry,"  we  are 
told,  "  unites  men  of  every  country,  sect  and  opinion,"  and  as  our  own  tradi- 
tions date  its  origin  at  a  period  long  anterior  to  the  advent  of  the  Messiah,  the 
attempt  to  introduce  this  new  test  is  not  only  an  evident  invasion  of  the  primal 
law,  but  is  a  palpable  contradiction  of  the  very  history  which  we  teach  and 
profess  to  believe.  There  is  no  law  of  Masonry  which  should  prevent  the  fra- 
ternity of  Christians,  Jews  and  Mahometans  ;  and  that  Brotherly  Love,  "  by 
which  we  are  taught  to  regard  the  whole  human  species  as  one  family,"  and 
"which  conciliates  true  friendship  among  those  who  might,  (but  for  their 
Masonic  relationship,)  have  ever  remained  at  a  perpetual  distance,"  is  the  very 
foundation,  life  and  spirit  of  the  Institution. 

Bro.  Wallace,  however,  disposes  of  all  save  the  Christians  in  a  very  summary, 
and  not  particularly  flattering  manner.  In  his  opinion,  any  applicant  who 
does  not  believe  with  him  in  doctrine,  "  should  be  forever  rejected,  if  for  no  other 
reason  than  simply  because  he  is  a  fool  !"  Doubting  greatly  whether  that  is  much 
of  an  argument  for  subverting  the  plainest  and  best  established  regulation  of 
our  Order,  we  will  only  add  that  we  are  as  little  inclined  to  agree  with  the 
Iowa  Committee  because  Ohio  had  preceded  him  in  this  new  article  of  Masonic 
faith,  as  we  are  to  believe  that  we  have  swerved  from  that  Temperance  which 
our  lessons  teach,  because  the  Grand  Master  of  Illinois  has  chosen  to  declare 
that  uno  man  can  make  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  without  a  violation  of  his  Masonic  ob- 
ligations /" 

A  lengthy  review  of  the  troubles  in  New  York  is  presented,  and  our  brother 
is  not  at  all  favorably  impressed  with  the  conduct  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that 
State  —  considering  it  "  an  exhibition  of  dastardly  vascillation  and  wilful  de- 
sertion of  truth  which  deserves  a  reprimand  which  could  only  be  inflicted  with  a 
tongue  of  fire  !"  The  seceders  there  get  a  brickbat  or  two  also,  they  being  mildly 
set  down  as  "  a  set  of  scoundrels  unworthy  of  being  mentioned  where  Masons  are 
concerned  ;"  and  though  one  might  suppose  that  he  had  pretty  well  exhausted 
himself  of  hard  words  on  New  York,  he  yet  recovers  breath  sufficient  to  declare 
to  a  North  Carolina  Committee,  that  "  if  he  had  a  scorpion  tongue  he  would  lash 
them  "  till  they  gave  back  certain  moneys  collected  in  a  manner  of  which  he 
disapproved.  The  Report  concludes  with  a  brief  allusion  to  the  Masonic  Con- 
vention which  met  at  Washington,  and  summarily  disposes  of  the  proceedings 
of  that  body  by  the  oracular  declaration  that  "  all  their  lengthy  articles  of  con- 
federation amount  to  nothing!" 

More  space  has  been  given  to  a  review  of  this  report  than  we  have  usually  de- 
voted to  much  better  ones,  as  it  is  couched  in  language  such  as  we  do  not  often  see 
employed  in  Masonic  papers,  and  would  wish  never  to  see  again.  While  we  do  not 
think  it  the  proper  province  of  a  Committee  such  as  ours  to  indulge  in  ill-natured 
criticisms  upon  their  contemporaries  for  the  smaller  errors  of  unsuccessful  or- 
thography, or  un-Murray-like  English  grammar  (not  unfrequently  to  be  seen,) 
we  do  believe  that  a  mild  and  fraternal  reprehension  of  violent  words,  indicating 
bad  temper'  and  worse  taste,  and  calculated  to  bring  reproach  on  the  Order, 
will  not  be  greatly  stepping  aside  from  our  legitimate  pathway.  We  are  in- 
structed in  a  friendly  manner  to  admonish  brethren  of  their  errors,  and  with  the 
sincere  hope  that  our  brother  of  Iowa  will  not  be  offended  with  us  for  the  lib- 
erty, we  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  less  positiveness  in  assertion,  less  acerbity 
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of  tone,  and  less  vituperation  in  language,  will  afford  better  opportunity  for  the 
display  of  his  real  abilities,  the  next  time  he  "  tries  in  the  great  field  of  Masonic 
literature." 

Among  the  resolutions  appended  to  the  report,  was  one  providing  that  the 
ballot  for  each  degree  should  be  taken  in  a  Lodge  of  that  degree,  and  that  trials 
should  be  had  in  a  Lodge  corresponding  to  the  degree  of  the  accused.  This  we 
believe  to  be  good  and  proper  doctrine,  commending  itself  to  our  reason  and 
sense  of  justice  ;  but  so  far  as  the  balloting  is  concerned,  we  do  not  see  that 
much  harm  will  be  done  by  retaining  our  present  practice,  notwithstanding  its 
abstract  and  theoretical  injustice.  The  resolution  was  not  adopted.  Another 
was  passed,  making  it  the  duty  of  the  Master  of  a  Lodge  to  arraign  any  member 
for  un-masonic  conduct,  who  should  wilfully  disclose  his  own  ballot,  or  seek  to 
ascertain  that  of  another.  This  is,  beyond  doubt,  strictly  in  accordance  with 
the  intent  which  governed  the  establishment  of  the  secret  ballot  ;  for  that  which 
it  is  forbidden  to  do  directly,  it  is  certainly  unlawful  to  attempt  to  do  indirect- 
ly. The  Massachusetts  resolutions  were  adopted,  as  was  also  one  embodying 
the  views  of  Bro.  Wallace,  before  treated  of,  upon  the  new  test  to  be  required 
of  candidates  ;  and  a  Committee  was  instructed  to  report  a  uniform  code  of  by- 
laws to  be  recommended  to  the  Lodges. 

Our  brethren  in  Iowa  have  a  pretty  well  supplied  vocabulary,  which  is  some- 
times drawn  upon  with  "  a  perfect  looseness."  An  expelled  Mason  named 
Secrist,  having  petitioned  the  Grand  Lodge  for  restoration,  Bro.  Wells  Spicer 
was  directed  "  to  report  his  notorious  character,  &c,  that  the  same  might  be 
published  with  the  proceedings."  Whereupon  Bro.  Spicer.  among  much  more 
in  a  similar  style,  presented  the  following  : 

"  Whereas,  It  appearing  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  this  G.  L.,  that  Secrist  is  an 
old  offender,  and  known  throughout  the  Western  States  as  a  base  imposter,  an  unprinci- 
pled scoundrel,  a  pilfering  swindler,  and  a  black-hearted  vagabond,  whose  heart  is  du- 
plicity, whose  words  are  treachery,  whose  mind  is  knavery,  and  whose  face  is  brazened 
with  the  effrontery  and  impudence  of  Beelzebub  himself ;  that  he  is  a  stranger  to  truth  — 
unparalleled  in  his  impudence — unequaled  in  his  rascality  and  cunning  impositions  and 
swindling  operations  —  therefore 

"  Resolved,  That  such  communication  being  made  up  of  wilful  falsehoods  and  unpar- 
alleled impudence,  with  a  superior  contempt  for  truth,  or  respect  for  this  G.  L.,  be  stricken 
from  the  files  of  the  Secretary,  and  his  requests  be  not  entertained/'  &c,  &c. 

We  don't  wonder  that  Bro.  Spicer  got  out  of  hard  words  and  had  to  try  back 
on  some  of  them  towards  the  last,  for  since  the  famous  encounter  between  Dr. 
Johnson  and  the  fish-woman,  we  have  no  recollection  of  so  many  ever  having 
been  crowded  into  one  paragraph.  From  this  and  the  rest  of  the  report  your 
Committee  are  led  to  infer  that  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  in  re- 
gard to  "  the  said  Secrist,"  is  decidedly  unfavorable. 

We  remark  the  announcement  by  the  acting  Grand  Master,  upon  appointing 
a  Committee  of  Past  Grand  Masters  to  investigate  certain  matters  in  reference 
to  another  brother  of  that  rank,  that  such  a  Committee  was  appointed  through 
courtesy  only,  "  as  all  Master  Masons  were  the  '  peers  '  and  'equals  -'  of  Grand 
Masters."  Is  our  Rr.  W.\  brother  of  Iowa  quite  sure  of  that  ?  Are  all  Master 
Masons  the  peers  even  of  the  Master  of  a  subordinate  Lodge  ?  If  so,  why  can 
they  not  try  him  for  Masonic  offences  ?  And  why  is  there  no  appeal  from  his 
decisions  ?  If  we  remember  well,  one  of  the  objections  most  strongly  urged 
against  the  power  of  a  Grand  Lodge  to  try  its  Grand  Master,  was  that  even  that 
exalted  body  was  not  composed  of  his  peers  ;  and  hence  the  regulation,  which 
has  been  adopted  by  this  and  some  of  the  other  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United 
States,  establishing  a  tribunal  of  Past  Grand  Masters  for  such  a  purpose.  The 
announcement  seems  to  us  rather  more  democratic  than  Masonic. 

The  Committee  on  Work  of  Chartered  Lodges  note  the  case  of  a  Master  who, 
under  the  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  summon  all  non-affiliated  Masons  to  pay 
dues,  summoned  "  Bro.  Pritchard.  a  colored  Mason/'  for  that  purpose  !  The 
latter,  by  letter,  "  declined  coming  to  the  Lodge,  as  it  might  create  some  preju- 
dice amongst  his  brethren,"  he  being  a  "  member  of  Pine  Hall  Lodge,  No.  10.  St. 
Louis !"     The  Committee  added  the  opinion  that  "  this  was  a  very  black  trans- 
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action,"  and  that  the  Master  was  rightfully  served,  that  Grand  Lodge  not 
recognizing  negro  Masonry. 

This  is  perhaps  the  most  peripatetic  Grand  Lodge  in  the  country.  For  the 
first  four  years  it  was  stationary  at  Iowa  City,  but,  in  the  language  of  its  Grand 
Secretary*,  "it  was  then  put  upon  wheels,'7  and  during  eight  years  past  has  con- 
vened at  as  many  different  places,  and  has  now  announced  its  next  convocation 
at  a  ninth.  The  proceedings  of  this  year  are  exceedingly  well  prepared,  and 
much  labor  appears  to  have  been  bestowed  by  Bro.  Parvin  in  the  arrangement 
of  a  series  of  useful  tables  in  the  appendix.  The  financial  reports  exhibit  a  rev 
enue  of  $1910,  and  a  previous  balance  in  the  treasury.  Three  days  sufficed  for 
its  transactions  ;  and  the  M.\  W.\  A.  R.  Cotton  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and 
the  R.\   W.\  T.  S.  Parvin  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

KENTUCKY. 

This  Grand  Lodge  commenced  its  Annual  Communication  for  the  year  1855, 
at  the  City  of  Lexington,  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  August  —  the  M.\  W.\ 
Marcus  M.  Tyler,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  B.\  W.\  J.  M.  S.  Mc- 
Corkle,  Grand  Secretary.  The  representatives  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-one 
Lodges  were  present.  Two  hundred  and  seventy-five  are  now  subordinate  to 
this  Grand  Body,  being  thirty-one  more  than  were  reported  by  us  last  year. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  comparatively  brief.  He  states  that  he 
has  visited  and  lectured  many  of  the  Lodges  during  the  year  ;  recommends  that 
other  of  the  Grand  officers  do  the  same  more  frequently  ;  and  cautions  the  sub- 
ordinates against  the  employment  of  itinerant  lecturers,  or  of  any  who  have  not 
the  property  authority.  He  announces  the  issue  of  twenty-one  dispensations  ; 
and  urges  the  strictest  scrutiny  of  their  records,  and  the  refusal  of  charters  to 
all  where  these  are  found  incorrect  —  very  properly  declaring  that  by  doing 
otherwise  the  Grand  Lodge  virtually  encourages  irregularities,  and  thereby  ex- 
erts an  improper  influence  on  those  committed  to  its  care.  He  denounces  the 
use  of  Masonic  emblems  in  any  manner  except  for  Masonic  purposes  ;  is  averse 
to  the  granting  of  dispensations  to  confer  degrees  ;  and  recommends  some  ac 
tion  upon  the  subject  of  non-affiliated  Masons. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of  the  same  able 
writer  as  was  that  of  last  year  —  Bro.  Robert  Morris,  now  Junior  Grand  War- 
den of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky.  It  is  a  well-prepared  paper,  giving  an 
abstract  of  the  transactions  of  other  Grand  Bodies,  and  of  their  various  opin- 
ions upon  some  of  the  principal  subjects  of  discussion  during  the  past  two  or 
three  years.  We  observe  that  his  ideas  of  the  propriety  of  the  Massachusetts 
resolutions  relative  to  New  York,  are  in  consonance  with  our  own  ;  and  we  yet 
believe  that  some  of  the  Grand  Lodges  which  have  so  hurriedly  adopted  them, 
will  retrace  their  legislation  in  this  respect,  upon  more  mature  reflection.  He 
thinks  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Arkansas,  that  "  a  brother,  against 
whom  charges  have  been  preferred,  has  no  right  to  be  present  at  the  meeting  of 
investigation,"  to  be  erroneous ;  and,  if  by  "  meeting  of  investigation "  is 
meant  his  trial  by  the  Lodge,  we  think  so  too,  for  we  know  of  no  good  reason 
why  a  Mason,  accused  before  his  brethren,  should  be  deprived  of  the  privilege, 
which,  as  a  man,  he  is  entitled  to  among  his  fellows  —  that  of  confronting  his 
accusers.  The  Address  of  Grand  Master  Howard  is  spoken  of  in  flattering 
terms  ;  and  his  action,  and  that  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  in  reference 
to  the  case  of  Bro.  C.  M.  Cornell,  who  had  been  suspended  by  his  Lodge  in 
Kentucky,  is  warmly  praised.  It  is  due  to  that  brother  to  state,  that  the  pro- 
ceedings before  us  show  him  to  have  been  reinstated  by  his  Lodge  on  the  second 
day  of  October,  1854,  though  no  advice  of  that  fact  reached  here  until  their  re- 
ceipt. He  has  since  been  restored  to  his  rights  and  privileges  in  this  jurisdic- 
tion. 

Bro.  Morris  seems  to  coincide  in  the  doctrine  avowed  by  the  Grand  Master 
of  Delaware,  spoken  of  in  our  last  report,  — that  a  Lodge  in  that  State  had  the 
right  to  initiate  a  candidate  residing  in  another  ;  for  he  says  that  this  "  com- 
ports so  exactly  with  the  ideas  of  universality  and  unchangeability  essential  to 
the  Masonic  system,  that  we  regret  any  should  hold  a  contrarv  opinion."     And 
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yet,  he  approves  a  regulation  of  Arkansas  which  imperatively  requires  a  year's 
residence  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  subordinate  Lodge  to  which  application 
for  the  degrees  is  made  ;  and  appends  to  his  own  report  exactly  the  same  reso- 
lution, which  we  are  happy  to  see  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ken- 
tucky. We  are  rather  fearful  that  our  brother's  amiable  desire  not  to  differ 
with  any  body,  has  led  him  into  a  slight  inconsistency  here,  for  if  the  ••  un- 
changeability  "  of  the  idea  of  universal  jurisdiction  was  so  "  essential  "  as  to 
make  him  "  regret  that  any  should  hold  a  contrary  opinion,"  how  could  he  in 
the  same  paper  advocate  its  limitation  ?  The  fact  is,  that  Bro.  Morris  is  evi- 
dently a  very  good-natured  man,  for  he  has  a  complimentary  word  for  all  of 
whom  he  writes  ;  and  even  in  the  case  of  a  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence 
during  the  past  year,  which  certainly  i;  pitched  into  "  the  Kentucky  Code  of  By- 
Laws  for  the  subordinate  Lodges  not  a  little  —  said  Code,  if  we  recollect  aright, 
being  the  production  of  Bro.  Morris  himself —  his  universal  benevolence  leads 
him  to  say  that  the  writer  "  alludes  very  kindly  to  Kentucky  !  " 

He  refers  again  to  the  old  subject  of  discussion,  —  that  of  the  power  of 
Grand  Masters  to  make  Masons  at  sight,  —  and  gives  it  as  his  opinion  "  that 
there  has  been  no  historic  proof  advanced  that  they  exercised  this  power  be- 
yond any  other  Masons;"  adding  further  —  "as  we  perceive  no  reason  why 
they  ever  should  have  had  it — seeing  that  a  mere  handful  of  Masons  might,  in 
olden  time,  assemble  on  hill  or  in  valley,  and  make  Masons  at  sight  —  we  wait 
for  proof  before  joining  the  other  side.'7  This  question  is  probably  pretty  well 
settled  now  ;  and  our  brother  of  Kentucky  will  perceive,  from  the  proceedings 
at  our  last  Communication,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  has  been  willing 
to  listen  to  the  general  voice  of  her  sisters,  and  has  not  been  ashamed  to  recede 
from  a  position,  which  circumstances  of  a  peculiarly  exciting  character  led  her 
hurriedly  to  assume. 

il  Legislation  upon  temperance,"  says  Bro.  Morris,  "  has  become  quite  fash- 
ionable in  Grand  Lodges.  It  is  a  proof  of  what  our  Grand  Master  Todd  said 
last  year  relative  to  '  outside  pressure.'  Let  the  popular  ardor  become  aroused 
against  any  popular  evil,  as  drinking,  blasphemy,  religious  ignorance,  tobacco- 
using,  tight-lacing,  or  what  not,"  and  presently  Grand  Lodge  resolutions  on  the 
subject  may  be  looked  for.  True  enough.  Ohio  and  Iowa  have  in  effect  re- 
quired that  all  candidates  for  Masonry  must  be  Christians  ;  the  Grand  Master  of 
Illinois  has  declared  the  use  of  brandy  and  water  to  be  a  violation  of  Masonic 
obligations  ;  and  Indiana  has  suspended  one  or  more  Masons  for  trafficking  in 
ardent  spirits.  Verily  the  occult  science  is  becoming  i;  progressive  "  in  a  man- 
ner little  dreamed  of  by  those  who  first  used  the  word.  We  shall  look  next 
year  for  a  declaration  from  some  quarter  that  an  applicant  must,  or  must  not. 
be  a  "  Nebraska  man,"  or  that  he  believes,  or  does  not  believe,  in  i:  Spiritual- 
ism." 

A  brief  allusion  to  the  stereotyped  •* difficulties  in  New  York"  concludes 
with  the  very  sensible  remark  in  regard  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  State,  that 
it  would  be  wiser  "  to  pity  her  less,  respect  her  more,  and  leave  her  quietly  to 
work  out  her  own  designs.'-  The  Plan  for  a  National  Confederation  was  pre- 
sented, but  no  change  in  the  course  heretofore  pursued  by  Kentucky  is  recom- 
mended, and  we  do  not  perceive  that  any  action  was  had  upon  the  subject.  The 
Report  contains  some  interesting  historical  details  relative  to  the  establishment 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  in  the  year  1800  ;  and  concludes  with  a  poem 
upon  "The  Level  and  the  Square." 

Among  the  resolutions  appended,  we  notice  one  directing  that  thereafter  the 
names  of  rejected  applicants  should  not  be  published  :  but  we  are  sorry  to  add 
that  it  was  not  adopted.  The  persistence  of  Kentucky  in  her  peculiar  custom 
in  this  respect  is  not  a  little  singular.  To  publish  to  the  world,  and  thus  fasten 
a  stigma  upon,  the  names  of  those  whose  only  offence  has  been  that  somebody  did 
not  wish  them  to  become  Masons,  is  bad  enough  ;  but  when  the  publication  is 
accompanied  with  all  the  honors  which  pertain  to  an  advertisement  of  a  run- 
away-negro, —  his  age  and  height,  occupation  and  place  of  residence,  the  color 
of  his  hair  and  eyes,  whether  he  squinted  or  stammered,  how  much  he  weighed, 
and  what  he  had  on  when  last  seen  —  the  iniustice  becomes  monstrous  :  and  it 
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is  almost  inconceivable  that  a  body  of  Masons  so  enlightened  as  that  of  which 
Henry  Clay  was  once  Grand  Master,  should  continue  the  practice.  Honor  is 
due  to  Bro.  Morris  for  his  attempt  to  abolish  it ;  but  as  it  is  to  be  maintained, 
we  would  suggest  that  the  system  would  be  more  complete  by  prefixing  to  each 
announcement  one  of  those  newspaper  vignettes  which  usually  accompany  the 
advertisement  of  a  runaway. 

Resolutions  on  the  following  subjects  also  accompanied  the  Report,  and  were 
adopted  :  Requiring  a  year's  residence  before  application  for  initiation  ;  —  Per- 
mitting Lodges  in  adjoining  States  to  receive  applications  from  residents  of 
Kentucky,  when  such  Lodges  are  most  convenient  to  their  habitations,  upon 
their  obtaining  permission  of  the  Lodge  in  whose  jurisdiction  the  candidate  re- 
sides ;  and  requiring  the  subordinates  in  Kentucky  to  conform  to  the  same  rule 
in  regard  to  petitions  from  abroad  ; —  Directing  the  Grand  Secretary  to  have  the 
Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  printed  hereafter,  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  ;  —  And  returning  thanks  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  "  for 
its  prompt,  fraternal  and  honorable  procedure  "  relative  to  the  case  of  the  sus- 
pended brother  herein-before  spoken  of. 

We  remark  a  proposition  io  amend  the  Constitution  relative  to  representation 
in  the  Grand  Lodge,  which,  though  apparently  founded  in  strict  justice,  is  deci- 
dedly a  novelty  in  Masonry.  It  provides  that  each  Lodge  which  consists  of 
twenty-five  members,  or  less,  shall  have  one  vote,  and  when  it  consists  of  more, 
one  vote  besides  for  every  additional  twenty-five  members  borne  upon  the  roll. 
The  amendment  was  laid  over  under  the  rules,  until  the  next  Communication. 

A  very  pleasant  episode  in  the  transactions  of  this  body  occurred  in  the  pre- 
sentation of  a  beautiful  Jewel  to  Bro.  Philip  Swigert,  whose  retirement  from 
the  duties  of  Grand  Secretary,  performed  by  him  for  twenty-five  years  past,  we 
noticed  in  our  last  report.  An  engraving  of  the  Jewel  occupies  a  page  of  the 
proceedings.  A  graceful  address  from  the  Grand  Master  accompanied  the  gift, 
which  was  feelingly  and  eloquently  responded  to  by  its  recipient.  From  the 
Grand  Treasurer's  report,  it  appears  that  the  revenue  from  all  sources  was 
$11,069,  less  $588,  the  balance  of  cash  on  hand  last  year.  Of  this  sum,  $9,535, 
was  received  from  the  Lodges,  and  the  remainder  from  interest  upon  investments. 
These  latter  now  amount  to  the  handsome  sum  of  $14,805,  being  in  bank  stock, 
bonds  of  the  City  of  Frankfort,  and  stock  in  the  Masonic  Hall  at  Louisville. 
The  Grand  Lodge  was  five  days  in  session  ;  the  M.\  W.\  David  T.  Montsarrat 
was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  Bro.  John  M.  S.  McCorkle  was  reelected  Grand 
Secretary. 

LOUISIANA. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana  assembled  in  Annual  Communication  at  the 
City  of  New  Orleans,  on  the  twelfth  day  of  February,  1855,  the  3L-.  W.\  Wm. 
M.  Perkins,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  W.\  Samuel  G.  Risk,  Grand  Sec- 
retary. Fifty-eight  Lodges  appear  at  different  times  to  have  been  represented. 
There  are  now  ninety-six  subordinates  in  this  jurisdiction,  being  an  increase  of 
sixteen  since  our  last  report.  The  Grand  Master's  Address  opens  with  a  con- 
gratulation to  the  brethren  upon  the  fact  that  Masonry  is  once  more  united  in 
that  State,  and  that  there  no  longer  exists  there  any  illegal  Masonic  organiza- 
tion. It  will  be  recollected  that  there  were  three  Lodges  —  "  Polar  Star,  No.  1," 
"  Disciples  of  the  Masonic  Senate,  No.  5,"  and  "  Los  x\migos  del  Orden,  No.  5,'7 
which  a  few  years  ago  threw  off  their  allegiance  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and,  as 
well  as  we  recollect,  accepted  Warrants  from  the  so-called  Supreme  Council  of 
the  33d,  in  New  Orleans.  Last  year  we  had  the  pleasure  of  announcing  that 
the  second  named  of  these  had  returned,  and  reported  an  alteration  of  a  resolu- 
tion on  our  statute  book  in  consequence  ;  and  now  that  the  other  two  have  aban- 
doned their  unlawful  position  and  been  again  received  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Louisiana,  we  doubt  not  that  this  Grand  Lodge  will  approve  the  responsibility 
assumed  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  in  leaving  out  the  old  resolution  entirely  in 
the  last  published  proceedings,  —  this  information  having  authentically  reached 
him  before  they  came  from  the  press. 

Death  has  been  busy  among  our  brethren  in  Louisiana,  the  M.\  W.\  John* 
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Gedge,  Past  Grand  Master,  R.\  F.-.  Henry  W.  Huntington,  Senior  Grand 
Warden,  TT/.  Stephen  Harriman,  Grand  Treasurer,  and  R.\  W.\  Harry  L. 
Douglass,  a  District  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  Past  Grand  Master  of  Tennes- 
see, having  all  fallen  before  the  dread  destroyer  since  the  last  Communication. 
A  suitable  tribute  is  paid  by  the  Grand  Master  to  their  memory,  and  we  see 
that  the  remains  of  Bro.  Gedge  were  deposited  in  a  tomb  especially  provided 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  for  their  reception  —  a  proper  and  well-deserved  mark  of 
respect  to  one  who,  during  life,  had  been  so  useful  and  distinguished  a  member 
of  that  body. 

Grand  Master  Perkins  refers  to  the  too  common  error  that  the  work  of  Mason- 
ry is  Masonry  itself,  and  that  regular  attendance  and  familiarity  with  the  ritual, 
is  a  complete  fulfilment  of  a  Mason's  duties.  These,  certainly,  are  but  the 
means  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  Institution,  as  former  ages  have 
sent  it  down  to  us.  A  knowledge  of  the  sublime  principles  upon  which  it  is 
founded,  of  the  moral  obligations  which  it  prescribes,  and  of  the  practical  du- 
ties which  it  indicates,  are  absolutely  requisite  to  form  the  really  good,  true, 
and  accomplished  Mason.  He  recommends  the  publication  of  such  of  the  An- 
cient Charges  and  Regulations  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  deem  obligatory,  and 
we  observe  that  those  of  Anderson  are  presented  with  the  proceedings.  There 
can  be  little  excuse  for  ignorance  in  regard  to  the  Old  Constitutions  hereafter, 
as  within  the  past  two  years  half  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  country  have  repub- 
lished parts  or  all  of  them.  He  is  in  favor  of  a  strict  construction  of  the  lan- 
guage of  the  ancient  regulations  in  respect  to  the  physical  qualifications  of  can- 
didates, and  as  we  notice  in  the  report  of  a  Committee  that  one  of  the  Lodges 
had  initiated  a  man  who  had  no  legs,  it  may  be  well  to  allow  no  room  for  the 
exercise  of  discretion  (or  the  lack  of  it)  in  that  jurisdiction.  He  censures,  de- 
servedly, the  too  frequent  practice  among  the  brethren  of  exposing  their  own 
ballot,  and  endeavoring  to  ascertain  the  character  of  that  of  others  ;  and  a  sub- 
sequent resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  declares  such  conduct  un-masonic.  He 
declares  that  to  confer  the  degrees  upon  ministers  of  the  gospel,  without  fee, 
or  to  remit  the  fees  therefor  afterward,  is  in  violation  of  the  spirit  of  the  Con- 
stitution, and,  though  "  entertaining  the  most  profound  respect  for  the  sacred 
office,  and  being  always  willing  to  manifest  it  on  all  proper  occasions,  most 
positively  objects  to  the  recognition  of  any  such  distinctions  in  our  Lodges." 
He  announces  the  issue  of  eleven  Dispensations  for  new  Lodges,  and  mentions 
the  proceedings  at  the  healing  of  the  illegally-made  Masons  of  the  Lodge,  "  Dis- 
ciples of  the  Masonic  Senate,"  now  known  as  "  St.  Andre,  No.  5."  There  are 
now  two  of  this  number,  "  Los  Amigos  del  Orden  "  being  the  other  ;  and  two 
numbered  1,  —  "  Perfect  Union  "  and  "  Polar  Star.- '  He  declares  it  as  his  opin- 
ion that  the  system  of  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  has  proved  a  failure  in 
that  State,  and  we  remark  at  an  after  period  that  the  Grand  Lodge  has  abol- 
ished it,  giving  the  Grand  Master  authority  to  appoint  special  deputies  wher- 
ever he  might  think  it  proper. 

A  considerable  space  is  given  to  the  subject  of  the  accruing  liabilities  on  ac- 
count of  the  purchase  of  the  property  known  as  the  Grand  Lodge  Masonic  Hall, 
and  the  making  provision  for  their  payment.  This  was  bought  a  year  or  two 
ago,  at  a  cost  of  $55,000,  to  be  paid  in  sundry  annual  payments  ;  and  by  a  res- 
olution of  the  Grand  Lodge  heretofore,  a  special  tax  of  two  dollars  per  annum, 
for  five  years,  was  laid  upon  each  member  of  the  Lodges  in  the  State,  to  be  ap- 
plied to  the  liquidation  of  this  debt.  The  rental  of  the  building,  as  reported  by 
the  Board  of  Directors,  amounts  at  present  to  $7,285,  per  annum,  which  it  \s 
thought  will  be  considerably  increased  hereafter,  and  this  revenue,  when  the 
outstanding  indebtedness  shall  have  been  discharged,  it  is  proposed  to  dedicate 
entirely  to  the  charity  fund.  Some  few  of  the  Lodges  had  objected  to  the  tax. 
but  the  measure  appears  to  be  a  generally  popular  one,  and  the  Grand  Lodge 
seems  in  a  fair  way  to  carry  it  through  successfully. 

The  proceedings  of  "  Louisiana  Relief  Lodge,  No.  1,"  are  briefly  noticed  by 
the  Grand  Master,  and  in  a  more  extended  manner  by  the  Grand  Secretary  in 
his  report.  This,  it  will  be  recollected,  was  originally  an  association  of  seve- 
ral of  the  Lodges  in  New  Orleans,  similar  to  that  we  now  have  existing  in  San 
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Francisco,  under  the  same  name  —  "  the  Masonic  Board  of  Relief.- '  It  was  es- 
tablished some  two  or  three  years  ago,  and  its  signal  usefulness  during  the  great 
pestilence  of  1853,  and  since,  made  it  most  desirable  that  its  existence  should 
be  perpetuated  in  a  more  legal  form.  A  charter  was  consequently  ordered  for 
it,  under  its  present  name,  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge, —  its  sole 
business  being  the  charge  and  disbursement  of  the  charitable  fund  of  the  nine 
Lodges  represented  in  it.  The  published  statements  bear  ample  testimony  to 
the  faithfulness,  zeal,  and  genuine  Masonic  feeling  with  which  its  operations 
have  been  conducted. 

We  remark  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  which  we  think  an  ex- 
ceedingly proper  one,  and  likely  to  correct  or  restrain  much  looseness  and 
irregularity  of  action  among  the  subordinates,  viz.  : 

"  Resolved,  That  no  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction  shall  have  power  to  heal,  restore,  or 
affiliate  any  suspended,  expelled,  or  irregularly  made  Mason,  except  under  the  authority 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  that  express  purpose." 

It  would  have  been  better  to  have  inserted  after  "  Grand  Lodge,"  the  words 
"  or  Grand  Master,'7  so  that  no  unnecessary  delay  might  occur  in  obtaining  the 
authority  to  perform  such  acts,  when  a  proper  and  sufficient  statement  of  the 
facts  had  been  laid  before  him. 

We  have  noticed  before  the  fact  of  a  candidate  who  had  lost  his  legs,  having 
been  initiated  in  one  of  the  Lodges.  This  was  in  Regeneration  Lodge,  under 
Dispensation,  and  it  is  but  just  to  say,  that  the  Committee  on  Work  and  Re- 
turns, for  this  and  further  violations  of  the  Landmarks  and  Usages,  recommend- 
ed that  a  charter  be  refused,  and  no  further  dispensation  granted.  The  report 
was  concurred  in  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Bro.  Albert  Pike,  of  Arkansas,  who  was  a  visitor  at  this  Communication, 
announced  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  State  was  anxious  to  establish  a  sys- 
tem of  Representation  with  her  sister  Grand  Lodges,  and  requested  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Louisiana  to  appoint  a  representative  to  her  body  —  suggesting  the 
name  of  her  last  Grand  Master,  M.\  W.\  Luke  E.  Barber,  for  that  station.  He 
was  so  appointed. 

No  report  was  presented  from  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  the 
chairman,  Grand  Master  Perkins,  giving  as  the  reason  for  its  absence,  the  sud- 
den death  of  the  brother  who  had  undertaken  its  preparation.  The  revenue  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  amounted  to  $20,685,  but  a  large  portion  of  this 
was  on  account  of  the  special  tax  for  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall.  The  receipts  for 
annual  dues  appear  to  have  been  $5,504.  No  statement  of  disbursements  is 
published,  the  Grand  Treasurer  reporting  only  the  balance  in  his  hands  as  being 
$917.  The  Communication  continued  during  six  days,  and  the  Grand  Master 
and  Grand  Secretary  were  both  reelected. 

MAINE. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine,  was  commenced  at 
the  City  of  Portland,  on  the  third  day  of  May,  1855,  the  M.\  W.\  Timothy 
Chase,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Charles  B.  Smith,  Grand 
Secretary.  There  were  sixty-one  Lodges  represented.  Seventy-one  now  exist 
in  the  State,  being  an  increase  of  seven,  since  our  last  report. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  congratulates  the  brethren  upon  the  uni- 
versal prosperity  of  the  Order,  and  especially  upon  its  advancement  in  that 
jurisdiction,  where  but  six  years  ago  there  were  only  twenty-five  Lodges  repre- 
sented. He  calls  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  proceedings  of  the 
National  Masonic  Convention  held  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  in  January,  1855,  and 
gives  his  approval  of  the  "  Articles  of  Confederation  "  then  proposed.  At  a 
later  period  we  perceive  that  the  Grand  Lodge  gave  its  sanction  to  the  project. 

He  recommends  the  "  Freemason's  Monthly  Magazine,"  edited  by  Charles 
W.  Moore,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  as  a  most  useful  and  reliable  work  for  reference  ; 
and  suggests  the  propriety  of  amending  the  By-Laws  so  as  to  include  all  legis- 
lation necessary  for  the  government  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  and  thereby 
secure  uniformity  in  that  particular.  In  conclusion,  he  declines  being  a  candi- 
date for  reelection,  in  consequence  of  his  ill  health  and  increasing  infirmities. 
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The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is,  as  heretofore, 
from  the  instructive  pen  of  the  Rev.  Bro.  Cyril  Pearl.  He  quotes  at  some 
length  from  various  papers  treating  of  the  "  difficulties  in  New  York,"  with  all 
which  this  Grand  Lodge  is  already  familiar  ;  and  he  acknowledges  the  receipt 
of  certain  communications  from  the  so-called  "  Philips  Grand  Lodge  "  in  that 
State,  giving  extracts  from  them —  a  sort  of  quasi  recognition  of  that  body,  in- 
compatible, it  seems  to  us,  with  the  position  which  both  the  writer  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  which  he  is  so  eminent  a  member,  have  announced.  He  gives 
the  proceedings  of  the  Masonic  Convention  held  at  Washington,  in  full,  and 
urges  the  assent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  proposition  thence  sent  forth,  be- 
cause, in  his  opinion,  it  will  tend  "  to  remove  the  most  serious  hindrance  to  the 
formation  and  useful  action  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge,"  —  Maine,  like  our- 
selves, having  been  in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  such  a  National  organiza- 
tion. Some  ten  or  twelve  pages  are  occupied  with  extracts  from  the  decisions 
of  Grand  Master  Hubbard,  of  Ohio,  probably  one  of  the  best  authorities  on 
Masonic  Jurisprudence  in  the  United  States.  He  complains  of  the  non-receipt 
of  the  proceedings  of  many  of  the  Grand  Lodges,  and  as  we  can  sympathise  with 
him  in  that  respect,  we  commend  his  suggestion  that  two  copies  of  the  transac- 
tions of  each  Grand  Lodge,  mailed  at  different  times,  should  be  sent  by  their 
respective  Grand  Secretaries  to  each  of  the  Grand  Bodies  with  which  they  are 
in  correspondence.  The  ten  concluding  pages  of  Bro.  Pearl's  report  are  de- 
voted to  the  discussion  of  the  "  Objects  and  Aims  of  General  Education." 
These  are  viewed  in  "a  two-fold  aspect  —  the  training  of  the  human 
powers ;  and  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  ;"  which  are  again  subdivided 
into  numerous  distinctive  heads.  Interesting  and  instructive  as  his  disser- 
tation certainly  is,  we  are  as  much  at  a  loss  to  know  what  it  has  to  do  with 
matters  of  Masonic  correspondence,  as  we  were  last  year  in  regard  to  his  dis- 
quisition upon  "  The  foundation  for  the  existence  and  permanency  of  the  insti- 
tutions of  Freemasonry  in  the  essential  nature  and  necessities  of  man." 
Nevertheless,  as  he  informs  us  that  "  the  highest  approbation  has  been  bestowed 
by  our  sister  Grand  Lodges  on  those  portions  of  our  (his)  reports,  that  deal 
most  earnestly  with  man's  spiritual  nature  and  necessities,"  we  shall  be  obliged 
to  stand  corrected  in  our  idea  of  the  purposes  for  which  such  a  Committee,  as 
that  of  which  he  is  the  chairman,  was  intended. 

This  jurisdiction  is  divided  into  ten  districts,  and  the  reports  of  the  District 
Deputy  Grand  Masters,  show  more  practical  usefulness  than  we  have  heretofore 
discovered  in  any  State  where  that  system  prevails.  Like  Missouri,  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Maine  has  six  Grand  Chaplains.  No  financial  report  is  given  in  the 
proceedings.  Three  days  sufficed  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  including 
one  spent  in  the  exemplification  and  establishment  of  the  work  ;  and  the  Jf.\ 
W.\  John  Miller  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Charles  B. 
Smith  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

MARYLAND. 

The  latest  proceedings  received  from  this  State  are  to  November,  1854.  These, 
besides  the  transactions  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  include  those  of  the  Grand 
Steward's  Lodge,  since  May  of  that  year,  and  a  Special  Convocation  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  on  the  first  day  of  June,  called  to  pay  proper  honors  to  the  remains  of 
Bro.  John  D.  Readel,  a  Past  Grand  Master  of  Maryland. 

The  Annual  Communication  was  commenced  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  on  the 
twentieth  day  of  November,  the  M.\  W.\  Charles  Webb,  Grand  Master,  presid- 
ing, and  the  R.\  W.\  Joseph  Robinson,  Grand  Secretary.  Twenty-nine  Lodges 
appear  to  have  been  represented.  What  the  whole  number  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion may  be,  we  have  no  means  of  ascertaining.  The  Address  of  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter is  very  brief,  covering  little  more  than  a  single  page.  He  represents  the 
Order  as  prosperous  in  that  State  ;  announces  the  issue  of  one  Dispensation 
for  a  new  Lodge  since  the  last  Communication ;  and  seems  pleased  with  the 
result  consequent  upon  the  opening  of  a  School  of  Instruction  in  Baltimore. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is,  as  usual,  by  Bro. 
Charles  Gilman,  well  known  to  us  formerly  as  a  member  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 
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His  long  experience  and  exalted  position  iii  Masonry  entitle  his  opinions  to  no 
little  consideration,  and  though  they  do  not  always  accord  with  the  conclusions 
arrived  at  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  we  take  none  the  less  pleasure  in 
recording  them.  Alluding  to  the  passage  in  Grand  Master  Radcliffe's  Address 
in  1854,  where  he  remarks  that  the  right  of  Lodges  under  dispensation  to  ad- 
mit members  by  affiliation  "  is  an  open  question,  and  one  about  which  there  is  a 
diversity  of  opinion,"  Bro.  Gilman  says  that  it  ought  not  to  be  deemed  an 
••  open  question."  That  if  the  dispensation  were  a  matter  of  right,  upon  appli- 
cation, then  it  might  be  supposed  that  the  new  Lodge  could  add  to  its  member- 
ship by  affiliation  5  but  that  such  is  not  the  fact.  That  a  recommendation  must 
be  had  from  a  chartered  Lodge,  and  the  Grand  Master  must  be  satisfied  that  it 
is  expedient  to  open  a  new  one  ;  and  that  if  the  names  of  those  whom  the  new 
Lodge  might  affiliate  had  appeared  among  the  petitioners,  their  application 
might  not  have  been  recommended  by  the  old  Lodge,  nor  assented  to  by  the 
Grand  Master. 

It  seems  to  your  Committee  that  this  reasoning  is  not  so  satisfactory  as  might 
have  been  looked  for  from  the  pen  of  Bro.  Gilman,  and  is  not  enough  in  itself 
to  condemn  the  usage  which  common  consent,  rather  than  any  regulation  upon 
the  subject,  has  established  in  California.  Is  it  not  enough  in  reply  to  it  to  say. 
that  the  petitioners  whom  a  chartered  Lodge  can  recommend  as  being  able  and 
worthy  "  to  discharge  the  duties  of  Masonry  in  a  regular  and  constitutional 
manner,"  and  in  whose  " Masonic  integrity  and  ability"  the  Grand  Master  has 
sufficient  confidence  to  justify  the  issue  of  a  Dispensation,  will  be  as  little  likely 
to  receive  unworthy  brethren  into  membership  as  any  other  Lodge  ?  Certainly 
a  far  greater,  and,  in  inexperienced  hands,  much  more  dangerous  power  is  given 
them  in  the  authority  to  "  initiate,  pass  and  raise  ;  "  and  if  they  can  safely  be 
entrusted  with  the  power  to  make  Masons,  it  does  not  appear  very  dangerous 
that  they  should  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  admitting  those  already  made  to 
membership.  That  Bro.  Radcliffe  was  justified  in  considering  this  "  an  open 
question,"  the  different  opinions  exhibited  by  the  records  of  the  various  Grand 
Lodges  of  the  country  will  abundantly  show.  We  believe,  however,  that  in  a 
majority  of  them  the  usage  is  that  which  Bro.  Gilman  maintains ;  but  what 
good  reasons  there  are  for  the  restriction,  we  have  yet  to  be  made  acquainted 
with. 

The  Maryland  Committee,  in  noticing  the  resignation  of  the  Grand  Master  of 
Missouri,  expresses  the  opinion  that  no  installed  officer  of  a  Masonic  Lodge  can 
resign  his  office  during  the  time  for  which  he  was  elected  ;  but  that,  if  from  any 
cause  he  attend  not  to  its  duties,  the  officer  next  in  rank  shall  take  his  place. 
This  is  as  we,  too,  have  been  taught.  The  ancient  Regulations  make  no  provis- 
ions for  resignations,  nor  do  they  seem  to  have  been  contemplated ;  and  as  the 
succession,  in  case  of  absence,  has  been  amply  provided  for,  it  does  not  appear 
necessary  that  old  and  generally  received  usage  should  be  interfered  with. 

The  "  Protest  "  against  the  ruling  of  the  Acting  Grand  Master  of  New  York, 
which  was  permitted  to  be  placed  upon  the  record  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that 
State  at  its  Quarterly  Communication  in  November,  1853,  and  that  which  was 
previously  presented,  by  certain  of  its  members,  against  the  election  of  Grand 
Master  Walworth,  are  commented  upon  with  some  severity  by  Bro.  Gilman  ; 
not  only  on  account  of  the  disorganizing  doctrines  they  contained,  but  because 
they  were  permitted  to'be  received,  and  were  allowed  a  place  in  the  proceedings 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Such  papers  he  considers  as  inconsistent  with  the  accus- 
tomed laws  of  the  Order,  calculated  to  lower  the  dignity  of  Grand  Lodges,  and 
savoring  too  much  of  :-  the  spirit  of  the  age  "  for  the  safety  of  the  Institution. 

We  have  noticed  the  intemperate  resolution  of  Indiana  upon  the  subject  of 
temperance.  In  regard  to  this,  our  brother  of  Maryland  entertains  views  simi- 
ilar  to  those  we  have  hereinbefore  expressed,  very  properly  remarking  that  if 
the  statutes  of  the  State  of  Indiana  prohibit  the  traffic  in  spirituous  liquors,  then 
such  traffic  would  be  un-masonic,  as  every  Mason  is  bound  to  obey  the  laws  of 
the  land  where  he  dwells.  But  if  such  be  not  the  fact,  then  a  new  feature  has 
been  introduced  into  Masonic  legislation,  as  unwise  as  it  is  unauthorized,  inas- 
much as  it  presents  a  new  test,  unknown  and  repugnant  to  the  ancient  lessons  of 
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the  Order.  And  he  thinks  that  it  is  as  little  the  province  of  Masonry  to  pre- 
scribe what  its  members  shall  not  drink,  as  what  they  shall  not  eat  or  be  clothed 
withal.     Amen ! 

The  "  Regulations  for  Trials  "  established  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California, 
are  condemned  by  the  Maryland  Committee,  for  the  clause  which  requires  that 
the  vote  as  to  "  guilty''  or  "not  guilty"  shall  be  given  viva  voce.  This  is 
thought  to  be  contrary  to  Masonic  usage,  and  likely  to  be  productive  of  great 
mischief.  As  to  the  first  proposition,  we  are  too  little  acquainted  with  the  an- 
cient usages  at  trials  for  Masonic  offences  to  venture  an  opinion  ;  but  that  the 
last  is  true  we  are  abundantly  satisfied.  There  are  too  frequently  those  suffi- 
ciently zealous  in  behalf  of  the  friend  who  may  be  accused,  and  forgetful  of  the 
duties  of  silence  and  circumspection,  to  relate  the  manner  in  which  different  mem- 
bers voted  on  this  question,  and  thus  produce  no  little  ••mischief;"  and  we 
earnestly  recommend  that  in  these  trials  the  vote  by  ballot  may  be  substituted. 

That  portion  of  the  By-Laws  of  our  Grand  Lodge  which  permits  a  call  for 
the  "  previous  question,7'  he  objects  to.  This  he  considers  "  a  new  phrase  in 
Masonic  nomenclature,"  and  thinks  the  article  must  have  been  introduced  by 
some  brother  fresh  from  legislative  halls.  The  practice  of  going  into  "  Com- 
mittee of  the  whole,"  noticed  in  two  or  three  of  the  Grand  Lodges,  is  also  look- 
ed upon  as  savoring  too  much  of  the  spirit  of  progress,  and  unwisely  and  unnec- 
essarily copying  after  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  modern  legislative  bodies. 
The  prevalent  mania  for  establishing  Masonic  Schools  and  Colleges  is  adverted 
to,  and  we  heartily  coincide  with  his  opinion,  that  as  in  most  of  the  States  ample 
means  for  education  are  provided  at  the  public  expense,  provision  by  the  Order 
for  Masonic  Hospitals  and  Asylums  would  be  far  more  wise  and  beneficial. 
The  report  concludes  with  a  resolution  "  that  a  Committee  of  three  be  appoint- 
ed to  employ  some  suitable  person  to  prepare  a  history  of  Masonry  in  Maryland." 
This  was  adopted,  and  the  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Charles  Gilmax  and  Bro.  J.  N. 
McJilton  were  named  as  such  Committee. 

At  this  session  the  regulation  was  repealed  which  required  adherence  to  the 
ancient  law  in  the  respect  that  a  candidate  should  be  of  "  entire  limbs  ;  "  and 
in  its  stead  was  adopted  one  similar  to  that  set  forth  by  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  of  the  United  States  at  its  last  convocation.  This  requires  that  no 
candidate  shall  be  initiated,  passed  or  raised,  "  whose  physical  defects  are  such 
as  to  prevent  him  from  conforming  literally  to  all  the  requirements  of  the  sev- 
eral degrees  in  Ancient  Craft  Masonry." 

Old,  and  wise  in  the  ways  of  Masonry,  as  is  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland,  it 
has  just  arrived  at  the  proposition  that  not  more  than  one  degree  shall  be  con- 
ferred upon  the  same  individual  at  one  sitting,  and  that  examination  shall  be 
had,  and  proficiency  proven,  before  advancement.  There  are  sixteen  "  Grand 
Inspectors  "  elected  in  this  jurisdiction,  whose  duties  we  suppose  to  be  similar 
to  those  of  Grand  Visitors  or  Lecturers.  The  Grand  Lodge  assembles  twice  a 
year,  the  meeting  in  November  being  called  the  "  Annual  "  one,  and  that  in 
May  the  "  Semi- Annual. "  The  financial  reports  show  the  receipts  from  all 
sources  for  the  half  year  to  have  been  $2,243.  There  appears  to  be  a  "  Grand 
Lodge  Fund"  of  $36,600,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  "  Grand  Charity  Fund  "  ex- 
hibit investments  and  cash  to  the  amount  of  $13,995.  The  Communication  was 
continued  during  three  days,  and  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were 
both  reelected. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  latest  proceedings  received  from  this  ancient  Grand  Lodge  are  those  of 
its  "  Annual  Communication"  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  December,  1854,  and  its 
i;  Regular  Communication"  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  the  same  month. 
These  were  held  at  the  City  of  Boston,  the  M.\  W.\  George  M.  Randall,  Grand 
Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\W.\  Charles  W.  Moore.  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  unlike  most  others  in  the  United  States, 
publishes  only  an  abstract  of  its  transactions,  and  in  this  the  number  of  Lodges 
represented  is  not  given.  The  number  in  existence  in  that  State  is  eighty.  The 
system  of  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  obtains  here,  there  being  ten,  beside   the 
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two  Special  Deputies  for  Nantucket  and  Provincetown.  Of  these  only  four  made 
reports  during  the  year,  and  this  appears  to  be  about  a  fair  average  of  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  duties  of  such  officers  are  performed  in  all  the  jurisdictions 
where  they  exist.  No  Address  is  given  at  the  Annual  Session,  it  being  the  cus- 
tom to  present  it  at  the  Communication  on  St.  John's  Day. 

We  remark  a  subject  of  some  interest,  upon  which  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
Grand  Master  entertained  very  opposite  views.  Some  months  previously  an 
application  had  been  made  to  the  latter  by  certain  German  brethren  residing  in 
Boston,  for  a  Dispensation  to  open  a  new  Lodge  called  Germania  Lodge,  to 
work  in  the  German  language.  This  was  denied  by  the  Grand  Master,  for  the 
following  reasons,  as  subsequently  set  forth  in  his  Annual  Address :  —  That  to 
grant  a  Dispensation  to  work  exclusively  in  the  German,  or  any  other  foreign 
language,  would  be  to  establish  an  entirely  new  precedent  in  that  jurisdiction  ; 
that  the  experiment  in  other  States,  of  chartering  Lodges  to  foreigners  to  work 
in  their  own  language,  had  been  attended  with  mischievous  results  ;  that  if  the 
German  brethren  were  allowed  that  privilege,  it  could  not  consistently  be  de- 
nied to  those  of  other  nations  who  might  happen  to  reside  in  the  Commonwealth, 
and  thus  they  might  soon  have  Lodges  at  work  in  French,  Italian,  Scotch  and 
other  languages  ;  that  it  would  consequently  be  impossible  to  preserve  uniform- 
ity of  work,  or  the  necessary  supervision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  over  the  ritual 
and  lectures,  the  inspecting  officers  not  being  supposed  to  be  versed  in  all  the 
modern  tongues  ;  that  it  was  not  politic  or  proper  that  Masonry  should  thus 
contribute  to  the  perpetuation  of  national  distinctions,  and  the  maintenance  of 
a  clannish  feeling  among  the  foreign  born  citizens  of  the  country  ;  and  that  it 
would  be  more  patriotic,  as  well  as  more  Masonic,  that  they  be  distributed 
among  the  Lodges  working  in  the  language  of  the  land  which  they  proposed  to 
make  their  future  home. 

The  application  was  renewed  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Committee  to 
whom  it  was  referred,  at  the  head  of  which  was  the  E.\  W.\  Winslow  Lewis, 
(the  present  Grand  Master,)  reported  in  favor  of  granting  the  prayer  of  the  pe- 
titioners. They  say  that  Masonry  is  cosmopolitan,  and  requires  not  that  her 
votaries  be  of  any  particular  tongue  or  nation  ;  that  her  portals  are  open  for  all, 
if  worthy  and  well  qualified,  and  that  she  but  teaches  and  demands  that  univer- 
sal language  which  is  in  use  wherever  her  influence  is  diffused  ;  that  they  are 
not  aware  of  any  regulation  of  any  Grand  Lodge  in  the  world  which  requires 
the  applicants  for  a  warrant  to  state  in  what  language  they  propose  to  converse 
or  administer  the  rituals  of  the  Institution  ;  that  there  are  in  Boston  and  its  vi- 
cinity some  twenty-two  thousand  Germans,  among  whom  are  many  Masons 
greatly  attached  to  the  Order,  but  who  are  debarred  from  the  enjoyment  of  its 
social  privileges  by  their  ignorance  of  our  language  ;  that  the  favor  they  ask 
has  always  been  granted  elsewhere  5  and  that  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England,  the  degrees  are  conferred  not  only  in  the  English,  but 
in  the  German,  French  and  Hebrew  tongues. 

The  reasoning  is  good  on  both  sides,  but  that  of  the  Committee  seems  to  have 
prevailed,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  ordered  the  Dispensation  to  be  issued.  Though 
it  is  doubtless  somewhat  objectionable  that  the  work  of  a  Lodge  should  be 
done  in  a  language  known  to  but  few,  comparatively,  without  its  own  mem- 
bership, we  think,  nevertheless,  that  the  conclusion  arrived  at  was  correct. 
There  is  great  force  in  the  Grand  Master's  concluding  argument,  relative  to 
the  impolicy  and  impropriety  of  doing  aught  as  Masons  which  might,  in  any 
degree,  tend  towards  keeping  alive  national  distinctions  among  those  who  have 
come  to  fraternize  with  us,  not  only  in  Masonry  but  in  citizenship.  But  it  is  of 
no  avail  to  say  to  those  who  do  not  understand  our  language,  that  they  must 
distribute  themselves  among  Lodges,  the  members  of  which  could  not  examine 
them,  prior  to  their  admission,  and  the  proceedings  of  which  they  could  not 
comprehend,  even  if  admitted.  To  such  it  could  only  remain,  either  that  they 
be  deprived  of  all  regular  Masonic  intercourse,  or  that  they  be  suffered  to  estab- 
lish it  in  the  language  of  their  native  land.  The  last  alternative  is  beyond 
doubt  the  most  fraternal,  and  the  most  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  our  in- 
stitutions.    Under  this  jurisdiction  we  have  one  Lods:e.  La  Parfaite  Union,  No. 
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17,  the  Work  of  which  is  generally  done  in  the  French  language  ;  yet  we  have 
seen  no  evil  resulting  from  this  fact,  and  are  personally  aware  that  the  ritual 
and  lectures  prescribed  by  this  Grand  Lodge  are  as  closely  adhered  to  there  as 
in  most  of  the  Lodges  of  the  State.  It  is  but  just  to  say  that  this  is  in  a  great 
measure  owing  to  the  supervision  of  a  Deputy  Grand  Lecturer  residing  here,  who 
is  familiar  with  the  French  tongue,  and  whose  fraternal  services  are  ever  wil- 
lingly at  the  disposal  of  his  brethren.  We  trust  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mas- 
sachusetts will  be  enabled  to  find  some  brother  well  skilled,  among  other  arts 
and  sciences,  in  the  German  language,  who  may  properly  supervise  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  new  Lodge. 

The  Committee  on  the  Library  report  a  collection  of  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  Masonic  works,  besides  numerous  manuscripts  and  diplomas  ;  and  propose 
measures  still  further  to  increase  the  number.  A  charter  was  granted  to  Beth- 
esda  Lodge,  at  Valparaiso,  Chile,  which,  it  will  be  recollected,  is  the  successor 
of  Pacific  Lodge  at  that  place,  formerly  under  this  jurisdiction.  The  proceed- 
ings of  the  Annual  Meeting  were  closed  by  the  election  of  3I.\  W.\  Wixslow 
Lewis,  as  Grand  Master,  and  the  reelection  of  the  E.\  W.\  Charles  W.  Moore. 
as  Grand  Secretary. 

At  the  Regular  Communication  on  the  Day  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist. 
Grand  Master  Randall  delivered  his  annual  and  valedictory  Address.  Having 
been  continued  three  years  in  that  high  position,  the  limit  prescribed  in  the 
Constitution  forbade  his  reelection  ;  and  he  took  his  official  leave  of  his  breth- 
ren in  his  usual  felicitous  language.  He  notices  with  appropriate  honors  the 
decease,  during  the  preceding  year,  of  two  Past  Grand  Masters  of  Massachusetts, 
the  R.\  W.\  Brothers,  John  Abbott  and  Caleb  Butler  ;  and  remarks  the  fact, 
that  of  the  long  line  of  Grand  Masters  of  Masons  in  that  Commonwealth,  but 
seven  now  survive.  He  describes  the  Fraternity  as  prospering  greatly  in  that 
jurisdiction  ;  announces  the  issue  of  five  Dispensations  to  open  new  Lodges  du- 
ring the  year  ;  and  mentions  four  defunct  Lodges  which  had  been  resuscitated 
and  received  back  their  charters  during  his  administration.  He  cautions  the 
brethren  against  the  improper  use  of  Masonic  influence,  not  unfrequently 
practiced  by  the  unworthy  among  the  Craft.  "  No  member/7  says  he,  "  should 
take  advantage  of  a  new  Masonic  acquaintance  to  further  ends  and  interests 
which  are  strictly  personal.  A  newly  initiated  brother  may  be  led  to  feel  that 
he  is  under  some  sort  of  obligation  to  do  business  or  political  favors,  which,  un- 
der other  circumstances,  he  would  positively  decline  doing,  when  really  no 
such  obligation  whatever  exists.  By  such  an  abuse  of  our  privileges,  new  mem- 
bers may  have  sometimes  suffered  no  little  inconvenience,  and  such  un-masonic 
conduct  is  reprehensible  in  itself,  while  it  serves  to  bring  reproach  upon  the 
Fraternity."  We  quote  this  for  the  benefit  of  the  less  informed  among  our 
brethren  here,  as  we  ourselves  have  been  made  aware  of  many  cases  where  the 
uses  of  the  Institution  have  been  thus  unworthily  perverted,  and  a  most  un- 
pleasant state  of  feeling  thus  produced  in  the  minds  of  the  newly  initiated 
Masons  who  had  been  made  the  victims  of  the  imposition. 

He  reminds  the  Lodge  that  to  initiate,  pass,  and  raise  candidates,  is  not  the 
sole  business  for  which  they  were  created,  nor  the  great  purpose  of  Freema- 
sonry 5  but  that  it  "  is  preeminently  a  social  institution,  where  brethren  meet 
on  a  level,  to  cultivate  the  better  feelings  of  the  heart,  and  to  promote  the  love 
and  practice  of  that  morality  which  is  founded  on  the  principles  of  divine 
truth."  And  he  closes  his  address  by  an  eloquent  admonition  that  our  present 
state  of  prosperity  and  success  may  but  prove  the  precursor  of  a  period  of 
trial  and  danger. 

"  I  feel  called  upon/7  says  he,  "  to  remind  you  that  we  are  at  this  present  day  in  the 
midst  of  most  extraordinary  movements.  There  is  a  state  of  things  in  this  country  which 
is  utterly  unprecedented.  Only  a  few  years  ago,  such  was  the  insane  fury  of  popular 
opinion,  that  Freemasonry  was  regarded  as  an  abomination  which  it  was  a  moral  and 
political  wrong  to  tolerate  5  and  men  who  upheld  and  defended  it  were  reviled  and  perse- 
cuted with  a  degree  of  violence,  which  threatened  to  drive  them  from  all  posts  of  honor 
and  profit,  and  to  exclude  them  from  the  pale  of  the  society  of  honorable  men.  Bui 
what  do  we  now  behold  ?     Not  merelv  the  calm  which  is  always  sure  to  follow  such  like 
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tempests—  a  season  of  quietude  and  indifference  in  which  Masonry  is  treated  as  a  de- 
funct thing,  and  Masons  are  permitted  to  pursue  their  business  or  their  pleasures  without 
molestation  5  but  we  see  a  reacting  tide  sweeping  over  the  country,  which  is  exalting  se- 
cret societies  into  the  highest  degree  of  popular  favor.  If  men  would  unite  for  charita- 
ble purposes  —  to  feed  the  hungry,  clothe  the  naked,  and  protect  the  orphan— they  con- 
ceal their  doings  in  secresy,  clothe  themselves  in  collars  and  aprons,  and  call  it  Odd 
Fellowship.  If  they  would  check  the  spread  of  intemperance  and  promote  sobriety, 
they  shut  themselves  out  from  the  world,  put  on  a  showy  regalia,  and  call  their  places  of 
meeting  Encampments,  and  themselves  the  Sons  of  Temperance.  But  last  of  all,  and 
more  extraordinary  than  all,  men  who  aim  at  revolutionizing  the  political  parties  of  the 
country,  and  who  therefore  must  move  the  masses,  taking  advantage  of  this  state  of  pop- 
ular feeling,  associate  in  secret  conclave  —  bind  themselves  with  an  oath  not  to  reveal 
their  doings  —  call  their  places  of  assembly  Lodges,  into  which  none  can  enter  without  a 
password — and  surname  themselves  the  Sons  of  Liberty! 

"  Such  a  state  of  things  can  not  long  continue.  There  will  surely  be  a  reaction,  which 
may  be  both  sudden  and  violent.  For  such  a  change  we  must  not  only  look,  but  prepare. 
Let  there  be  no  indifference  in  respect  to  the  importance  of  this  crisis,  and  no  delay  in 
taking  measures  to  protect  ourselves  against  the  disastrous  mischiefs  which  may  attend 
it.  The  popular  indignation  may  not  only  rise  to  a  degree  which  shall  blind  the  public 
mind  to  any  just  discrimination  between  an  ancient  fraternity  and  societies  of  mushroom 
growth,  but  may  charge  upon  Freemasonry  the  parentage  of  all  these  secret  associa- 
tions :  and  we  may  then  be  called,  much  sooner  than  we  anticipate,  to  feel  the  fire  whose 
flames  raged  so  furiously  twenty-five  years  ago.  Let  us  be  careful,  then,  to  keep  our 
institution  where  it  ever  belongs  —  entirely  aloof  from  all  such  associations  —  and  mani- 
fest its  true  character  to  the  world  by  illustrating  its  real  principles  in  all  our  doings." 

Upon  his  installation  the  Grand  Master  elect  delivered  a  brief,  but  interest- 
ing and  appropriate  address,  acknowledging  his  sense  of  the  high  dignity  con- 
ferred upon  him  by  thus  placing  him  at  the  head  of  the  oldest  Grand  Lodge — 
the  "  Mater  Latomiae"  —  of  the  United  States*  The  ancient  custom  that  the 
Grand  Master  appoint  his  Deputy,  is  adhered  to  in  this  jurisdiction  ;  and  the 
District  Deputies  are  also  District  Grand  Lecturers.  A  Committee,  appointed 
last  year  for  the  purpose,  reported  that  they  had  procured  thus  far  the  portraits 
of  eight  of  the  Past  Grand  Masters  of  Massachusetts,  besides  several  busts,  and 
hoped  to  be  enabled,  ere  long,  to  make  the  whole  series  nearly  perfect.  This 
Grand  Lodge  gives  no  reports  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  No  statements  of 
the  revenue,  or  any  financial  reports  are  published ;  and  the  two  Communica- 
tions occupied  but  a  single  day  each. 

MICHIGAN. 

The  transactions  of  this  Grand  Lodge  before  us,  are  those  of  the  Annual  Com- 
munication commenced  at  the  City  of  Detroit,  on  the  tenth  day  of  January,  1855 
—  the  if.-.  TT.*.  George  W.  Peck,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\ 
James  Fentox,  Grand  Secretary.  Of  the  seventy-seven  Lodges  now  borne 
upon  the  register  of  this  body,  fifty-nine  were  represented.  No  Address  from 
the  Grand  Master  is  published,  though  one  appears  to  have  been  presented,  as 
we  see  that  it  was  referred  to  Committees. 

An  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  having  for  its  object  the  making  all  Past 
Masters  full  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  was  negatived  by  the  decisive  vote 
of  seventy-four  to  seventeen  ;  and  thus  this  question  is  probably  put  at  rest  in 
Michigan.  We  are  not  acquainted  with  the  present  regulation  there  upon  this 
subject,  but  suppose,  from  the  language  used  in  the  proceedings,  that  it  is  the 
same  as,  or  similar  to  our  own,  by  which  every  Past  Master  is  entitled  to  a  seat 
and  to  speak  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  their  votes  are  restricted  to  a  single  one 
from  each  Lodge.  This  is  probably  the  most  just  and  expedient  rule  to  adopt 
in  regard  to  this  heretofore  vexed  question,  for,  wrhile  on  the  one  hand  it  does 
not  materially  infringe  upon  the  doctrine  of  equal  representation  —  its  general 
effect  being  only  to  give  four  votes  to  a  Lodge  instead  of  three  —  on  the  other, 
it  keeps  within  the  Grand  Lodge  a  body  of  old  and  experienced  Masons,  whose 
counsel  and  example  may  be  most  useful  to  the  younger  members. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  the  Grand 
Secretary,  Bro.  Fentox.  It  is  a  brief  collection  of  the  views  entertained  by 
other  Grand  Lodges  and  their  Committees  on  a  few  of  the  late  leading  subjects 
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of  discussion,  offering  no  opinions  or  suggestions  of  its  own,  except  in  a  single 
instance  relative  to  usage  in  this  jurisdiction.  Noticing  our  regulation  permit- 
ting the  Lodges  to  have  but  one  ballot  for  the  three  degrees,  Bro.  Fenton 
deprecates  the  practice,  and  is  surprised  to  find  that,  after  our  Grand  Master 
had  lamented  the  too  great  desire  to  make  Masons,  we  "  should  thus  have  with- 
drawn two  of  the  three  bolts  which  should  always  guard  the  approaches  to  the 
inner  temple."  Had  our  zealous  brother  reflected,  he  would  have  remembered 
that  a  single  brother  could  at  any  time  stop  the  advancement  of  a  candidate, 
although  he  had  been  elected  to  receive  the  three  degrees.  The  usage  is  one  of 
convenience  only,  to  save  time  and  avoid  unnecessary  delay.  With  us  no  ballot 
can  be  taken,  except  at  the  stated  monthly  meetings,  and  thus  three  months 
would  be  required  to  reach  the  Master's  degree,  when  the  candidate  might  be 
perfectly  qualified  to  receive  it  within  less  than  one.  The  usage  complained  of 
commends  itself  simply  for  its  convenience,  as  we  do  not  presume  an  applicant's 
proficiency  in  a  preceding  degree  from  the  fact  of  his  having  been  caused  to 
wait  a  prescribed  number  of  weeks  before  taking  the  next ;  but  we  ascertain  it 
by  a  strict  and  thorough  examination  in  open  Lodge,  and  permit  him  to  pro- 
ceed when  that  shall  satisfactorily  have  been  passed. 

Bro.  Fenton  concludes  his  report  by  saying  that  he  had  been  guided  by  a 
wish  "  to  present  a  bird's-eye  view  of  the  opinions  and  practice  of  sister  Grand 
Lodges,  to  correct  our  own  work  and  suggest  suitable  legislation,"  and  had 
"  abstained  from  offering  his  opinion  on  every  question  presented,  preferring 
to  submit  the  facts  to  the  Grand  Lodge,"  for  such  action  as  it  might  deem 
proper. 

Another  amendment  to  the  Constitution  was  adopted,  declaring  that  "  Lodges 
U.  D.  are  considered  as  Agents,  and  their  officers  are  not  privileged  with  a  vote 
in  the  Grand  Lodge,  until  the  said  Lodge  shall  have  received  its  warrant,  and 
the  officers  thereof  been  duly  installed.  They  may  be  allowed  to  speak  to  all 
questions,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  mileage  and  per  diem  attendance  as 
members." 

We  hardly  understand  the  meaning  of  the  word  "  agents,"  as  used  above,  and 
beg  leave  to  suggest  the  inquiry  whether  there  is  not  some  Hibernicism  in  the 
language  which  declares  that  a  Lodge  U.  D.  shall  possess  certain  privileges  when 
it  is  no  longer  a  Lodge  U.  D.  ? 

We  are  happy  to  perceive  that  our  brethren  in  Michigan  are  adopting  meas- 
ures, to  some  extent,  to  correct  the  evil  of  non-affiliation.  By  another  amend- 
ment to  their  Constitution,  it  is  provided  that  "no  Mason,  residing  within  the 
accredited  jurisdiction  of  a  working  Lodge,  shall  visit  the  same  more  than  three 
times  without  becoming  a  member  thereof,  (except  sojourners)  except  they  be 
members  in  good  standing  of  some  Lodge  within  this  jurisdiction." 

A  case  was  presented  in  which  a  resident  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Grand 
River  Lodge,  No.  34,  Michigan,  had  received  the  degrees  of  Masonry  in  Adelphic 
Lodge,  U.  D.,  New  York,  and  a  resolution  was  adopted  requesting  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  latter  State,  if  Adelphic  Lodge  was  a  legal  one,  to  cause  said  Lodge 
to  IJ  refund  "  to  Grand  River  Lodge  the  sura  received  for  fees  in  that  case,  and 
"  to  render  to  said  Lodge  a  suitable  apology  for  a  violation  of  their  Masonic 
rights  and  privileges*"  We  are  glad  to  see,  from  the  proceedings  of  New  York, 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  State  does  not  countenance  any  such  infringement 
of  jurisdiction.  This  matter  was  referred  to  the  Grand  Officers,  with  power, 
and  by  them  it  was  ordered  "  that  when  Adelphic  Lodge,  if  it  shall  be  required 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  shall  have  made  the  restitution  proposed  in 
the  report  of  its  Committee,  this  Grand  Lodge  will  be  satisfied,  believing  that 
Adelphic  Lodge  was  not  guilty  of  any  intentional  error." 

The  proposed  National  Confederation  of  Grand  Lodges  is  agreed  to  by  Michi- 
gan. A  resolution,  requiring  the  Grand  Lecturer  to  visit  all  such  Lodges  as 
should  be  indicated  by  the  Grand  Master,  was  adopted.  A  gold  watch,  of  the 
value  of  $200,  was  voted  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  a  Jewel  and  Collar  to 
cost  $100,  was  ordered  for  the  Grand  Tyler.  The  Treasurer's  report  shows  the 
current  receipts  to  have  been  $1373;  the  disbursements  $1278,  of  which  $580 
was  for  pay  and  mileage  last  vear  ;  and  the   balance  on  hand  $1728.    The 
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Grand  Lodge  was  in  session  three  days,  and  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Sec- 
retary were  both  reelected. 

MINNESOTA. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Territory  assembled  at  the  City  of  St.  Paul,  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  1855,  the  R.\  W.\  D.  F.  Brawley,  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Henry  Reynolds,  Grand  Secretary.  The  Grand 
Master,  M.\  W.\  A.  E.  Ames,  was  in  Washington,  D.  C,  he  having  been  ap- 
pointed to  attend  the  Masonic  Convention  then  in  session  at  that  city.  The 
representatives  of  five  Lodges  were  present,  that  being  the  whole  number  in  the 
jurisdiction.  Another  was  chartered  at  this  Communication,  and  this  is  the  only 
increase  since  our  last  report  —  a  rate  of  progress  not  indicative  that  our  young 
sister  of  Minnesota  will  rapidly  "  rise  and  shine  "  in  response  to  the  invocation 
of  the  Grand  Master  last  year.  No  Address  is  given  in  the  proceedings.  A  re- 
port was  presented  by  a  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  which  was 
referred  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  a  select  Committee  of  th»ee.  These  reported 
that  they  found  it  "  not  strictly  in  conformity  with  Masonic  usage,"  and  recom- 
mended that  it  be  recommitted  to  its  authors.  Of  course  it  was  not  again  heard 
of.  We  have  a  recollection  of  some  reports  elsewhere,  which  it  would  have 
been  well  for  the  Grand  Lodges  to  which  they  were  presented  to  have  taken 
similar  action  upon,  —  bad  temper  and  worse  grammar  not  greatly  ornamenting 
their  published  proceedings. 

A  very  good  Code  of  Regulations  for  trials  was  adopted,  and  a  resolution  was 
passed,  authorizing  an  inquiry  into  certain  irregularities  and  violations  of  the 
landmarks  and  usages  of  the  Order,  which  appear  to  be  suspected  to  have  oc- 
curred. The  Secretary's  report  shows  the  receipts  for  the  year  to  have  been 
$320,  and  by  the  Treasurer's  statement  $359  now  remain  in  the  Treasury. 
There  must  be  some  "  powerful  "  speakers  in  this  Grand  Lodge,  as,  though  it  had 
a  constituency  of  only  five  subordinates,  and  appears  to  have  had  very  little 
business  to  transact,  it  remained  five  days  in  session.  The  M.\  W.\  Moses  Sher- 
burne was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  i?.\  W.\  Henry  Reynolds  was  by 
him  reappointed  Grand  Secretary,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota  taking  this 
unusual  course  in  the  selection  of  this  officer  and  the  Grand  Treasurer,  while  it 
elects  a  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

MISSISSIPPI. 

This  Grand  Lodge  commenced  its  Annual  Communication  for  the  year  1855, 
at  the  City  of  Vicksburg,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  ;  the  Jf.\  W.\  Carnot 
Posey,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Wm.  P.  Mellen,  Grand  Sec- 
retary. One  hundred  and  five  Lodges  were  represented.  One  hundred  and 
seventy-nine  are  now  borne  upon  the  register,  being  sixteen  more  than  were  re- 
ported by  us  last  year. 

The  Grand  Master,  after  the  customary  congratulations,  announces  the  result 
of  a  convention  of  the  D.  D.  G.  Masters  called  together  by  him  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  a  uniform  system  of  work,  and  expresses  his  satisfaction  there- 
at. He  mentions  that  some  objections  had  been  made  to  the  uniform  code  of 
by-laws  ordered  at  the  last  session,  because  one  clause  imposed  the  penalty  of 
suspension  upon  those  non-affiliated  Masons  who  refused  to  contribute,  when 
able  so  to  do.  He  defends  the  propriety  of  adopting  severe  measures  to  rid  the 
Masonic  hive  of  the  drones  which  eat  out  its  substance  and  add  nothing  to  its 
stores  ;  and  thinks  that  too  much  latitude  is  allowed  in  demissions.  He  recom- 
mends that  the  physical  disabilities  of  candidates  should  be  more  particularly 
defined,  and  suggests  that  the  most  rigid  construction  should  be  given  to  the 
Ancient  Constitutions,  where  they  treat  upon  that  subject.  He  proposes  that 
the  opinions  given  by  the  Grand  Master  during  the  year  should  be  presented  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  at  each  Annual  Communication,  and  that  a  Committee  should 
select  therefrom  such  as  should  be  considered  of  sufficient  general  importance 
to  be  published.  This  is  similar  to  the  course  pursued  by  Arkansas,  and  your 
Committee  thought  it  so  likely  to  be  productive  of  good,  that  last  year  they 
presented  a  resolution  on  the  subject,  but  it  did  not  commend  itself  to  the  favor- 
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able  consideration  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  In  conclusion,  he  is  in  favor  of  the 
establishment  of  a  Masonic  College,  and  states  that  thirteen  out  of  the  seventeen 
District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  had  reported.  This  is  a  most  unusual  evidence 
of  attention  to  duty  on  the  part  of  such  officers,  as  the  proceedings  of  the  various 
Grand  Lodges  where  they  exist  will  amply  testify. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is,  as  usual,  by  the  able  and  accom- 
plished Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Mellex,  he  being,  by  a  standing  resolution  of  that 
Grand  Lodge,  the  permanent  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  that  subject.  His 
report  is  in  consonance  with  our  own  ideas  of  what  such  a  paper  was  intended 
to  be  —  a  compact  resume  of  the  transactions  of  other  Grand  bodies  during  the 
year,  with  such  remarks  thereon,  where  subjects  of  general  importance  to  the 
Craft  had  been  discussed  or  acted  on,  as  a  proper  regard  for  duty  as  a  Committee, 
might  render  necessary.  He  gives  a  nattering  account  of  the  efficiency  of  the 
Order  in  that  State.  Alluding  to  a  late  retrograde  movement  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Illinois,  in  repealing  a  resolution  which  required  of  a  candidate  pro- 
ficiency in  the  work  and  lectures  before  advancement,  and  substituting  therefor 
one  only  requiring  that  he  should  be  enabled  to  make  himself  known,  he  suggests 
the  possibility  that  the  difficulty  in  carrying  into  effect  the  first  (and  only  proper 
one)  was  to  be  found,  not  with  the  candidates,  but  in  the  lack  of  teachers  ;  and 
adds,  that  in  his  own  State  no  difficulty  has  been  found  in  the  enforcement  of 
the  regulation,  and  that  in  consequence  "  all  the  young  Masons  of  Mississippi 
are  capable  of  performing  all  the  duties  of  the  several  offices  of  the  Lodge, 
even  to  giving  all  the  lectures." 

Some  differences  of  opinion  have  been  heretofore  expressed  by  the  Committees 
of  Indiana  and  Mississippi,  in  relation  to  the  propriety  of  Lodges  LT.  D.  re- 
ceiving members,  —  the  former  advocating,  the  latter* denying  it.  A  consid- 
erable space  is  again  given  the  subject  by  Bro.  Mellex,  and  he  about  half  yields 
the  point  by  proposing  a  regulation  that  all  those  '•'raised77  in  a  Lodge  under 
dispensation  shall  be  considered  as  members  of  that  Lodge ;  and  suggests,  as 
the  necessary  consequence  of  such  a  resolution,  that  such  Lodge  have  power  to 
grant  demits.  What  is  the  reasonable  objection  to  a  Lodge,  U.  D.,  doing  all 
that  a  Lodge  of  Masons  may  ?  The  answer  probably  will  be  that  very  ready 
phrase,  "  because  it  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  ancient  usages,77  —  this  being 
the  constant  reason  offered  for  many  existing  customs,  by  those  whose  organs  of 
veneration  are  perhaps  more  largely  developed  than  those  which  indicate  the 
reasoning  powers.  We  would  not  on  any  account  have  it  supposed  that  in  this 
category  we  class  the  intelligent  Chairman  of  the  Mississippi  Committee  :  for 
he  has  shown  not  only  that  he  can  reason  well  himself,  but  that  he  possesses  that 
more  unusual  accomplishment,  a  willingness  to  listen  to  and  be  convinced  by 
the  reasons  of  others.  A  case  from  South  Carolina,  where  he  handsomely  yields 
to  the  argument  of  Bro.  Mackey,  and  this  from  Indiana,  where  he  certainly  gives 
way  some,  are  evidences  that  he  is  not  stubborn  in  his  opinions  :  and  there  is  a 
glimmering  of  hope,  in  a  portion  of  his  report,  that  he  may  yet  abandon  his 
position  on  the  subject  of  Masonry  in  New  York.  And  now  to  return  to  the 
-l  ancient  usages.77  We  have  as  much  veneration  for  the  <;  land-marks  which  our 
fathers  have  set,77  and  as  little  desire  "  to  make  innovations  upon  the  body  of 
Masonry,77  as  any  of  our  brethren  can  possibly  evince.  But  we  most  modestly 
suggest  that  every  custom  which  a  few  years  have  sanctioned,  and  which  relates 
only  to  the  local  mode  of  government  and  to  the  police  regulations  of  the  Or- 
der, is  not  a  " land-mark  77  or  a  portion  of  the  ''body  of  Masonry.77  Even  if 
antiquity  is  to  be  considered  a  sufficient  argument  in  the  maintenance  of  any 
Masonic  custom,  however  repugnant  to  the  common  sense  of  the  present  day. 
we  are  yet  to  learn  that  it  can  properly  be  offered  in  the  present  case.  So  far 
as  we  can  learn,  the  practice  of  issuing  "  Dispensations  "  to  open  new  Lodges,  as 
in  use  in  the  United  States,  is  of  American  origin,  and  Masonry  has  not  yet  be- 
come so  ancient  on  this  continent,  as  to  authorize  the  setting  up  of  its  usages  as 
land-marks.  It  is  our  impression  that  in  England,  the  country  whence  we  derive 
the  "  Regulations 77  by  which  we  profess  to  be  governed,  such  instruments  are 
only  issued  by  the  Provincial  Grand  Master,  for  a  brief  period,  until  the  will  Of 
the  Grand  Master  can  be  ascertained.    If  that  be  favorabe,  a  Warrant  is  given 
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by  him,  which  fully  empowers  those  to  whom  it  is  granted  to  do  all  that  a 
Lodge  of  Masons  of  right  may  do,  and  its  only  qualification  is  that  the  next 
succeeding  Grand  Lodge  has  the  power  either  to  confirm  or  annul  it,  a  power 
which,  after  all,  any  Grand  Lodge  has  over  the  charters  of  all  its  subordinates 
at  any  time.  It  would  seem  then,  that  if  there  be  "  innovation  "  any  where,  it 
is  not  in  the  addition  to  the  limited  privileges  by  some  so  stoutly  maintained  as 
necessary  to  the  lawfulness  of  Lodges  under  dispensation,  but  is  really  in  that 
very  limitation  itself.  The  practice  is  doubtless  a  good  one  that  Lodges  in  their 
infancy  should  be  more  particularly  subjected  to  the  scrutiny  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
that  it  may  determine  by  the  evidences  offered  whether  the  new  creation  should 
be  continued  in  existence.  But  by  whatever  name  their  tenure  may  be  known, 
whether  Dispensation,  Charter  or  Warrant,  we  can  see  no  reason  and  have  heard 
of  no  law  why  they  should  not  be  Lodges  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name,  and  while 
they  exist,  do  all  that  a  regular  Lodge  is  empowered  to  do  by  the  ancient  laws. 
We  have  once  or  twice  before  alluded  to  this  subject  in  this  report,  but  believe 
that  we  have  not  made  any  unnecessary  repetition  ;  and  we  take  the  occasion 
to  say  that  should  any  good  reason  be  presented  us  for  a  change  of  the  opinions 
we  now  entertain,  we  will  as  frankly  record  such  change,  as  has  our  brother  of 
Mississippi  in  the  South  Carolina  case. 

Bro.  Mellen  maintains  the  proposition,  in  opposition  to  the  views  of  the  Mary- 
land Committee,  that  a  Grand  Lodge  has  as  much  right  to  require  and  compel 
payment  of  dues  from  those  who  are  non-affiliated,  as  it  has  to  suspend  or  expel 
them  for  any  other  Masonic  offence ;  and  in  this  respect  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
California  agrees  with  him,  though  she  has  decided  that  the  penalty  for  such 
neglect  shall  be  a  deprivation  of  all  Masonic  privileges  within  her  jurisdiction, 
instead  of  the  severe  one  of  suspension  or  expulsion. 

In  another  case  the  Mississippi  Committee  takes  issue  with  Bro.  Gilmax,  of 
Maryland,  the  former  considering  the  right  of  every  Mason  to  visit  any  Lodge  to 
be  absolute  and  indefeasible.  Having  fully  expressed  our  ideas  on  this  subject 
in  our  last  report,  we  only  take  occasion  to  say  that  the  existing  regulations  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  correspond  with  the  opinions  held  by  the  Maryland  Committee 
and  by  Grand  Master  Hubbard,  of  Ohio.  Both  Bro  Mellex  and  Bro.  Gilmax 
condemn  our  resolutions  of  1854,  relative  to  the  powers  of  a  Grand  Master,  and 
as  most  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  country  did  the  same,  we  are  happy  to  be 
enabled  to  point  to  the  action  of  the  last  year  as  evidence  that  we  are  willing 
to  abide  by  the  opinions  of  a  well  ascertained  majority  of  our  brethren.  The 
resolutions  which  now  stand  in  the  place  of  those  repealed,  we  believe  will  stand 
such  a  test. 

It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  note  an  opinion  of  the  Mississippi  Committee  in 
regard  to  the  Massachusetts  resolutions,  which  we  presented  last  year,  concern- 
ing the  Masons  of  New  York  ;  not  only  because  it  supports  that  we  then  ex- 
pressed, but  because  it  exhibits  a  spirit  of  fairness,  which  in  the  existing  relations 
of  Mississippi  to  New  York,  it  is  refreshing  to  behold.  Bro.  Mellen  says  that 
the  question  raised  by  the  resolutions  is  this  —  "  When  two  Grand  Lodges  in  the 
same  State  unite  —  although  one  may  be  a  spurious  Grand  Lodge  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Grand  Lodges  generally  —  yet,  if  the  supposed  genuine  Grand  Lodge 
chooses  to  recognize  the  spurious  body,  treats  and  unites  with  it  on  equal  terms, 
and  receives  its  members  into  fellowship  as  equals  in  all  respects,  does  it  require 
the  special  healing  of  each  member  of  either  body  before  their  Lodges  can  recog- 
nize them  as  brethren?  Our  own  opinion  is  that  it  does  not;  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  each  State  determines,  authoritatively,  ivho  are  the  qualified  members  of  its  own 
Lodges ;  and  that  if  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  State  is  recognized  by  any  other 
Grand  Lodge,  the  latter  must  abide  by  the  decision  of  the  former,  on  those  subjects  within 
its  exclusive  jurisdiction."  Unquestionably,  and  we  can  only  add  to  the  remarks 
we  submitted  upon  this  subject  in  our  last  report,  the  continuance  of  our  opinion 
that  the  action  of  Massachusetts  was  not  only  inexpedient  and  unnecessary,  but 
in  violation  of  the  well  recognized  principle  in  America,  that  each  Grand  Lodge 
is  sovereign  and  independent,  so  far  as  concerns  all  matters  within  its  own 
dominion. 

Your  Committee  notice  in.  Bro.  Mellex's  comments  upon  a  communication. 
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which  he  copies,  from  the  Secretary  of  the  so-called  "  St.  John's  Grand  Lodge  '■ 
in  New  York,  the  remark  that  "  the  Grand  Lodge  (of  Mississippi)  cannot  recog- 
nize the  right  of  a  minority  of  Masons  in  a  State  to  organize  a  Grand  Lodge, 
without  the  consent  of  the  majority,  expressed  or  implied  :  v  and  as  there  can 
be  no  doubt  where  the  majority  really  is  in  New  York,  we  are  inclined  to  look 
upon  this  as  an  indication  of  a  coming  change  of  opinion,  in  our  Mississsppi 
brethren,  upon  matters  in  that  State.  We  are  the  more  readily  lead  to  this  be- 
lief from  a  subsequent  allusion  which  he  makes  to  that  communication,  wherein 
he  says  that  "  our  brethren  (those  of  St.  John's)  having  acknowledged,  and  still 
acknowledging,  the  legality  of  the  Willard  Grand  Lodge,  we  know  of  no  way 
by  which  they  can  escape  its  jurisdiction."  We  take  pleasure  in  recording  these 
expressions,  and  hope  we  may  not  be  mistaken  in  our  supposition  that  they  indi- 
cate an  alteration  of  the  position  heretofore  maintained  by  Mississippi  towards 
New  York. 

The  opinion  is  given  that  one  Past  Master  may  confer  the  degree  of  that  name. 
"  but  that  more  are  better."  The  views  entertained  by  Virginia,  Maryland,  and 
other  States,  condemnatory  of  the  "  Protests  "  in  New  York,  do  not  find  favor 
with  Bro.  Mellen,  who  seems  inclined  to  maintain  that  there  is  no  impropriety 
in  such  an  act ;  and  the  Report  concludes  with  the  hope  "  that  all  discontent 
and  discord,  in  whatever  jurisdiction  they  may  exist,  may  be  made  to  give  way 
by  the  exercise  of  justice  on  the  one  hand,  by  a  due  submission  to  the  proper 
authorities  on  the  other,  and  by  the  entertainment  of  charity  by  both  "  —  lan- 
guage, which,  taken  in  connection  with  that  we  have  already  quoted,  seems 
possessed  of  more  than  usual  significance. 

^  A  resolution  was  adopted  depriving  all  Master  Masons  within  that  jurisdic- 
tion, who  should  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  ordinary  Lodge  dues,  of  the 
"  rights,  privileges,  and  benefits  of  the  Lodge  ;  "  and  these  were  defined  to  be 
the  right  to  visit  —  the  right  to  ask  or  receive  charity  —  the  right  to  appear  in 
procession  —  and  the  right  of  Masonic  burial.  There  was  a  proviso,  however, 
exempting  from  these  penalties  those  who  were  actually  unable  to  pay,  or  who 
had  applied  for  membership  and  been  refused.  This  resolution  is  similar  to  our 
own  regulation,  and  the  definition  of  our  "  rights,  privileges,  and  charities/'  we 
understand  to  be  precisely  that  given  above. 

This  Grand  Lodge,  too,  requires  that  the  certificates  of  demit  of  those  who 
petition  for  a  Dispensation  to  open  a  new  Lodge,  shall  be  presented  with  the  ap- 
plication. The  resolution  proposed  by  Bro.  Mellen  was  adopted,  —  declaring 
all  Master  Masons  raised  in  a  Lodge  U.  D.  to  be  members  of  such  Lodge  :  and 
authorizing  it  to  grant  certificates  of  demit,  and  have  a  seal.  Another  regula- 
tion prescribes  that  no  new  Lodge  shall  be  established  unless  recommended  by 
the  two  nearest  Lodges ;  and  it  is  made  their  duty  to  certify  that  "  the  harmony 
and  welfare  of  the  Fraternity  would  be  promoted"  thereby — that  '•  they  are 
satisfied  as  to  the  good  Masonic  standing  of  the  petitioners  ''  —  and  that  "  a 
sufficient  number  of  them  are  competent  to  take  charge  of  the  new  Lodge,"  as 
had  been  made  evident  by  open  examination. 

"We  observe  that  on  the  last  day  of  the  session  a  resolution  was  offered  to  rec- 
ognize the  only  legitimate  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  but  the  time  is  not  yet 
ripe  in  Mississippi,  and  the  resolution  was  laid  on  the  table.  We  are  induced  to 
hope  that  by  another  year  or  two,  better  counsels  will  prevail.  The  financial 
report  shows  the  total  receipts  from  all  sources  to  have  been  S7.G99  :  and  the 
expenditures  $8,724,  there  having  been  a  balance  on  hand  the  preceding  year. 
The  Communication  continued  four  days.  The  M.\  IF.-.  Giles  M.  Hillyer  was 
elected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.\  IT.-.  William  P.  Mellen  was  reelected  Grand 
Secretary. 

MISSOURI. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State,  for  the  year 
1855,  was  commenced  at  the  City  of  St.  Louis,  on  the  twenty- eighth  day  of  May  ; 
the  Mr.  W.\  L.  S.  Cobnwell,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.'.  TF.\  A. 
O'Suluvan,  Grand  Secretary.    Fifty-three  Lodges  only  appear  to  have  born

represented.    There  are  now  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  subordinates  in  this 
jurisdiction,  being  an  increase  of  fifteen,  since  we  last  reported. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address  commences  with  the  usual  congratulations  upon 
the  peace  and  prosperity  of  the  Order  in  that  State.  The  affairs  of  the  Masonic 
College  are  commented  upon  at  some  length,  and  it  would  seem  that  its  finan- 
cial matters,  managed  by  some  half  dozen  different  "  Boards,"  are  in  a  condi- 
tion, the  knowledge  of  which  "  cannot  be  arrived  at  with  any  degree  of 
exactness."  He  states  that  thirteen,  out  of  the  twenty-five  District  Deputy 
Grand  Masters,  had  reported,  and  that  there  was  great  complaint  of  the  want  of 
uniformity  in  the  work  and  lectures,  "  but  few,  if  any,  of  the  Lodges  being  able 
to  determine  what  the  work  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  "  really  was.  He 
censures  those  Masonic  publications  "  whose  columns  are  filled  from  month  to 
month  with  queries  and  replies,  thereby  divulging  to  the  idle  gaze  of  the  world 
any  little  difficulties  which  unhappily  exist  in  the  subordinate  Lodges  ;  "  and 
he  reprehends  the  absurd  inquisitiveness  of  many  of  their  correspondents,  a 
goodly  portion  of  whose  questions  are  almost  as  important  as  that  of  one  who  in- 
quired "  in  what  part  of  a  Lodge  room  should  the  stove  be  placed  V  A  strange  evil 
is  complained  of  —  the  existence  in  Missouri  of  "  Adoptive  "  or  "  Female  Mason- 
ry," by  which  it  appears  that  the  "  credulity  and  intelligence  "  of  the  wives  and 
daughters  of  the  brethren  had  been  much  imposed  on  —  and  it  would  seem  that 
this  puerile  nonsense  had  been  dealt  in  by  some  whose  high  position,  if  not  their 
common  sense,  should  have  taught  them  better  ;  for  the  Grand  Master  "  sug- 
gests the  propriety  of  prohibiting  the  authorized  Lecturer  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
from  conferring  "  its  degrees.  He  concludes  by  presenting  the  plan  for  a  "  Na- 
tional Confederation,"  with  the  opinion  that  a  great  many  of  the  objections 
heretofore  urged  against  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  are  obviated  by  this  proposi- 
tion. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is,  as  usual,  by  Bro.  Joseph  Foster. 
and  covers  some  forty-five  pages.  He  disapproves  the  usage  in  Massachusetts, 
where  the  reception  of  the  degrees  in  a  Lodge  does  not  entitle  the  recipient  to 
membership  therein.  Without  pretending  to  set  up  an  opinion  against  the  old- 
est Grand  Lodge  in  the  country,  as  to  the  right  she  may  have  to  do  this,  we  agree 
with  Bro.  Foster,  that  it  is  a  most  pernicious  practice.  Certainly  no  Lodge 
should  make  a  Mason  of  one  whom  it  did  not  deem  fit  to  associate  with  its  mem- 
bers, and  we  recollect  noticing  last  year  that  such  appeared  to  be  the  opinion  of 
Grand  Master  Randall  himself.  The  proposition  of  Bro.  Morris,  of  Kentucky, 
that  the  several  Grand  Lodges  "  tabulate  their  printed  proceedings,"  so  as  to 
fully  exhibit  all  statistics  relative  to  membership,  progress,  &c,  &q.,  finds  no 
favor  with  the  chairman  of  the  Missouri  Committee,  who  thinks  that  very  "  evil 
consequences  may  result  from  the  acquisition  of  such  statistical  knowledge."  In 
what  manner  this  may  occur,  we  are  not  informed,  nor  can  we  perceive  how 
any  particular  damage  can  result  from  Bro.  Morris's  proposition,  though  prob- 
ably a  part  of  the  information  he  wishes  to  publish  is  simply  useless.  There  is 
a  just  medium  to  be  arrived  at  in  all  things,  and  it  can  probably  be  found  in  this. 

The  question  as  to  the  right  of  a  Lodge  to  try  a  Mason  for  misconduct  before 
he  became  a  member  of  the  Order,  is  discussed  by  Bro.  Foster  ;  and,  though  he 
says  that  Bros.  King,  of  New  York,  Mackey,  of  South  Carolina,  and  Pike,  of 
Arkansas,  manintain  the  right,  we  are  inclined  to  agree  with  him  in  its  opposi- 
tion. <*In  our  opinion."  says  he,  "  no  power  resides  in  the  Fraternity — not 
even  in  the  Lodge  which  made  him  —  to  expel  any  Mason  for  offences  commit- 
ted before  he  was  made,  or  even  to  take  them  under  consideration.  *  *  On 
his  petition,  he  was,  or  should  have  been  tried  according  to  rules  made  and  pro- 
vided, and  the  Lodge  solemnly  adjudicated  on  his  requisite  qualifications.  Be- 
hind that  award,  if  made  according  to  the  rule,  (and  if  not,  it  was  not  made  at 
all  in  good  faith)  we  are  not  to  look.  It  is  final,  and  unless  we  attack  the  error 
in  his  making,  there  can  be  no  further  adjudication.  *  *  The  true  doctrine 
is  that  a  Lodge  can  only  try  for  Masonic  offences,  and  those  it  is  of  course  im- 
possible for  any  man  to  commit  before  he  is  made  a  Mason." 

The  Missouri  Committee  "  regrets  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  has 
refused  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  resolutions  of  Massachusetts,"  of 
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which  we  spoke  last  year,  and  which  it  appears  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  has 
adopted !  Did  our  experienced  brother  ever  suppose  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
York  would  comply  with  any  "  requirement  "  which  contemplated  the  acknowl- 
edgment by  her  of  a  right  on  the  part  of  another  Grand  body  to  designate  for  her 
who  were  or  were  not  regular  Masons  in  her  own  jurisdiction  ?  So  long  as  she 
is  recognized  as  the  lawful  head  of  Masonry  in  that  State,  it  is  for  her,  and  her 
alone,  to  decide  who  are  good  men  and  true  within  her  dominion.  We  last  year 
expressed  our  opinions  at  some  length  on  this  subject,  and  we  still  think  that 
the  Massachusetts  resolutions,  so  far  as  they  affect  those  in  New  York  whom 
the  legitimate  Grand  Lodge  of  that  State  has  pronounced  in  good  standing, 
were  unnecessary  and  unjust,  and  calculated  to  produce  evil  rather  than  good. 

Bro.  Foster  devotes  much  space  to  the  consideration  of  that  constant  subject 
of  discussion  —  uniformity  of  work.  As  the  first  step  on  the  way  to  its  accom- 
plishment he  suggests  that  the  several  Grand  Lodges  select  some  one  of  the 
many  text  books,  and  burn  all  the  others  !  And  that  it  be  made  "  a  penal  offence, 
of  high  grade,"  to  get  up  another  thereafter  !  —  a  very  practicable  proposition 
certainly !  That  the  Order  is  overdosed  with  Manuals,  Text  Books,  Magazines 
and  newspapers  is  most  true,  and  the  only  mode  of  checking  the  evil  is  to  be 
found  in  the  exercise  of  proper  discrimination  in  our  patronage.  Let  only  those 
be  purchased  or  subscribed  for  which  shall  be  recommended  by  the  proper  au- 
thorities and  their  own  deserved  celebrity,  and  the  remainder  will  soon  enough 
die  a  natural  death,  without  the  aid  of  fire. 

The  Report  concludes  with  a  lengthy  review  of  the  proposed  plan  for  a  Con- 
federation of  Grand  Lodges,  to  which  the  writer  is  vehemently  opposed.  We 
perceive  that  the  subject  was  referred  to  a  special  Committee,  but  no  report  ap- 
pears to  have  been  made.  Nineteen  Dispensations  had  been  issued  during  the 
year,  as  exhibited  in  the  Grand  Secretary's  report,  upon  the  order  of  the  several 
District  Deputy  Grand  Masters.  A  very  excellent  report  was  presented  by  a 
special  Committee  on  the  "  subject  of  border  jurisdiction, "  which  discusses  cer- 
tain difficulties  with  Kentucky  relative  to  her  assumption  of  the  right  to  make 
Masons  of  residents  in  Missouri.  We  have  not  space  to  give  any  portion  of  it, 
but  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  our  opinion  that,  not  only  in  the  merits  of 
the  question  involved,  but  in  the  forbearing,  mild  and  truly  Masonic  spirit  in 
which  it  is  discussed,  our  brethren  of  Missouri  are  rather  ahead  of  those  "  across 
the  river." 

The  greater  portion  of  the  proceedings  at  this  Communication  are,  as  usual, 
occupied  with  reports,  propositions,  accounts,  &c,  from  the  various  ''Boards," 
which  form  a  part  of  the  machinery  of  the  "Masonic  College."  The  institution 
is  said  to  be  doing  tolerably  well,  but  the  Grand  Lodge  appears  to  be  constantly 
in  hot  water  on  its  account,  and  we  look  upon  this,  the  most  successful  of  all  the 
so-called  Masonic  institutions  for  learning  which  have  been  undertaken,  as  afford- 
ing one  of  the  best  arguments  against  the  expediency,  as  Masons,  of  attempting 
their  establishment.  The  financial  reports  show  the  receipt  during  the  year 
from  all  sources  of  $4,592.  The  Communication  lasted  six  days,  and  the  Grand 
Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  both  reelected 

NEW   JERSEY. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  was  held  at  the 
City  of  Trenton,  commencing  on  the  tenth  day  of  January,  1855  ;  the  M.\  W.\ 
Edward  Stew7 art,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Joseph  H.  Hough, 
Grand  Secretary.  Twenty-one  Lodges  were  represented,  there  being  thirty-five 
in  all  under  this  jurisdiction. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address  gives  a  brief  review  of  the  history  of  the  Order 
in  New  Jersey.  From  it,  it  appears  that  Masonry  had  slowly  but  constantly  ad- 
vanced in  that  State,  from  the  administration  of  Grand  Master  Brearley,  in 
1786,  to  the  year  1830,  when  upwards  of  thirty  Lodges  were  in  existence.  At 
this  time  came  the  anti-masonic  storm  which  swept  so  destructively  over  the 
land,  and  when  that  season  of  persecution  had  passed  away,  it  was  found  that  but 
a  very  few  of  the  Lodges  had  withstood  the  tempest.  Even  so  late  as  1848, 
there  were  only  seven  represented  in  Grand  Lodge  ;  but  since  that  year  a  com- 
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paratively  rapid  progress  has  been  made,  and  now  five  times  that  number  are 
borne  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  register.  He  recommends  a  very  comprehensive 
course  of  instruction  indeed,  in  the  suggestion  that  "  all  the  subordinate  Lodges 
observe  fully  that  the  candidates  whom  they  admit  are  well  instructed  in  all  the 
ancient  usages,  laws,  rules,  practices  and  customs  of  the  Fraternity,  as  well  as 
the  laws  of  the  ceremonies  of  initiation  and  the  pre-requisites  of  candidates." 
A  retrospect  of  his  labors  during  the  year  is  given,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  is 
congratulated  upon  the  harmony  and  unanimity  which  has  characterised  its  de- 
liberations during  the  five  years  he  has  had  the  honor  to  preside  over  it. 

Ths  Deputy  Grand  Master,  R.\  W.\  T.  R.  Varick,  calls  the  attention  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  in  his  report,  to  the  absence  of  uniformity  in  the  work  of  the 
Lodges  he  had  visited  ;  and  urges  the  appointment  of  Grand  Lecturers,  as  the 
only  practicable  method  of  accomplishing  that  desirable  result.  No  action  upon 
the  subject  was  had,  however,  the  Committee  to  whom  the  report  was  referred 
merely  directing  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Officers  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  by  which  it  is  made  their  duty  to  visit  the  subordinates.  Subsequently 
a  resolution  was  adopted,  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  of  three 
to  confer  with  the  Grand  Master  upon  the  establishment  of  a  uniform  and  correct 
system  of  work,  which,  when  agreed  upon,  was  to  be  exemplified  before  an 
"  emergent  Grand  Lodge." 

An  earnest  report  was  presented  by  a  Committee  on  the  subject  of  Education, 
appointed  at  the  preceding  Communication,  recommending  that  the  Lodge  dues 
be  increased,  and  other  measures  taken  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  fund  for 
the  establishment  of  an  Academy  under  the  charge  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  But, 
either  doubting  the  necessity  for  such  an  institution,  or  the  ability  to  put  it  into 
operation,  the  subject  was  indefinitely  postponed.  A  so-called  Lodge  having 
been  established  at  Hoboken,  in  New  Jersey,  under  authority  from  the  spurious 
organization  in  New  York,  known  as  St.  John's  Grand  Lodge,  a  resolution  was 
adopted  prohibiting  any  intercourse  with,  or  acknowledgment  of  that  body  or 
its  members,  and  requesting  the  Grand  Master  of  New  York  to  lend  his  assist- 
ance to  rebuke  the  illegal  movement.  The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence  was  presented  by  Bro.  J.  H.  Hough,  the  Grand  Secretary.  It  is 
comparatively  brief,  being  a  very  condensed  abstract  of  the  proceedings  of  those 
Grand  Lodges  from  which  communications  had  been  received.  The  financial 
report  shows  the  total  receipts  into  the  treasury  during  the  year  to  have  been 
$566.  Two  days  sufficed  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  this  body,  and 
after  the  passage  of  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Grand  Master,  both  he  and  the 
Grand  Secretary  were  reelected. 

NEW    YORE. 

The  transactions  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  always  most  interesting,  are  not  less  so 
the  present  year  5  and  it  is  pleasant  to  record  that,  so  far  as  they  are  published, 
there  appears  to  have  been  at  the  last  Annual  Communication  the  most  en- 
tire harmony  and  good  feeling  among  the  members  of  that  very  intelligent  and 
influential  body.  There  were  no  more  propositions  for  division  ;  no  more  pro- 
tests in  favor  of  the  "  privileges'7  of  Past  Masters,  or  against  the  election  of  a 
Grand  Master  ;  no  more  withdrawals  or  expulsions,  or  difficulties  of  any  kind  to 
disturb  its  peace  ;  and  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  unsuccessful  proposi- 
tions to  restore  fragments  of  the  Past  Master  regime,  there  remains,  to  all  ap- 
pearance, not  a  vestige  of  the  angry  elements  which  have  heretofore  so  frequent- 
ly been  loosed  in  that  Grand  Lodge,  and  which  had  not  entirely  subsided  at  the 
previous  convocation. 

The  volume  before  us  comprises,  in  addition  to  the  proceedings  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  in  June  last,  those  of  several  quarterly  and  special  meetings  of  the 
Grand  Stewards'  Lodge  from  August  to  November,  1854  ;  at  which  last  date  we 
infer  that,  under  the  new  Constitution,  that  organization  ceased  to  exist.  Of  these 
meetings  there  is  nothing  requiring  notice  here,  the  action  had  being  only  upon 
matters  of  domestic  import.  The  Annual  Communication  for  the  year  1855, 
was  commenced  in  the  City  of  New  York,  on  the  fifth  day  of  June,  the  M.\  W.-. 
Joseph  D.  Evans,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  Ws  James  M.  Austin. 
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Grand  Secretary.  Three  hundred  and  thirty-two  Lodges,  including  twelve 
under  dispensation,  now  yield  allegiance  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  be- 
ing forty-six  more  than  were  noted  in  our  last  report.  Of  these  two  hundred 
and  thirty-nine  were  represented  at  this  meeting. 

The  Grand  Master  announces  in  his  Address  that  they  are  now  at  labor  under 
their  new  regulations  ;  the  amended  and  revised  Constitution  which  had  receiv- 
ed the  affirmative  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session,  having  been 
agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  all  the  subordinate  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction,  and 
that  fact  having  been  promulgated  on  the  first  of  December,  preceding.  He 
congratulates  the  Fraternity  in  that  State  upon  being  thus  brought  so  much 
nearer  to  a  purely  representative  system,  and  upon  the  present  more  equitable 
distribution  of  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Lodges.  He  recommends  the 
appointment  of  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  the  better  to  extend  the  influ- 
ence and  power  of  the  supreme  government  throughout  the  State  ;  and  urges 
the  need  for  a  Grand  Lecturer,  to  be  located  in  the  City  of  New  York  at  a  fixed 
salary,  and  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  private  instruction.  He  laments  the  di- 
versity of  work  in  the  different  Lodges,  the  more  from  the  fact  "  that  the  teach- 
ings of  some  are  most  ridiculous  and  absurd,7'  and  expresses  a  surprise,  which 
we  ourselves  have  often  felt,  "  that  intelligent  men  can  consent  to  instruct  a 
candidate  in  a  lecture  which  does  violence  to  the  simplest  rules  of  grammar." 
He  reprobates  the  practice  of  passing  and  raising  candidates  without  proof  of 
proficiency  in  the  preceding  degree,  in  open  Lodge,  and  considers  it  a  violation 
of  Masonic  usages,  and  replete  with  evil  consequences.  He  suggests  the  propri- 
ety of  adopting  a  general  code  of  By-Laws  for  the  use  of  subordinates,  believing 
that  it  would  prevent  much  irregularity,  and  be  especially  beneficial  to  Lodges 
under  dispensation  ;  and  encourages  the  establishment  of  a  Masonic  Library, 
not  only  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  by  each  subordinate.  He  regrets  the  absence 
of  some  standard  authority  upon  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  which  might  overshadow 
the  contradictory  and  erroneous  opinions  of  the  legion  of  Masonic  journalists  : 
and  in  this  we  most  heartily  sympathize  with  him,  as  we  do  not  hesitate  to  ex- 
press the  opinion  that  Masonry  would  be  greatly  benefited  if  at  least  one  half 
of  the  periodicals  devoted  to  that  subject  were  to  close  their  oracular  mouths. 
He  disapproves  the  project  for  establishing  a  Confederation  of  Grand  Lodges, 
and  in  this  respect  only,  differs  with  the  Grand  Lodge  over  which  he  presides  ; 
it  having  adopted  a  resolution  similar  to  that  passed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
California  at  its  last  convocation.  He  announces  the  gratifying  fact  that  most 
of  the  old  members  of  Pythagoras  Lodge,  No.  86,  had  abandoned  their  ir- 
regular position,  acknowledged  allegiance  to  their  lawful  Grand  Lodge,  and 
applied  for  a  return  of  their  old  charter  ;  and  that  he  had  granted  them  a  Dis- 
pensation, returnable  at  the  present  Communication.  This,  it  will  be  recollect- 
ed, is  the  one  of  two  Lodges  under  the  patronage  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ham- 
burg, which  surrendered  its  charter  three  or  four  years  ago  to  the  legal  author- 
ities in  New  York,  and  accepted  one  from  that  foreign  Grand  Lodge.  It  still 
exists  under  that  filibustering  body,  by  the  name  of  Pythagoras,  No.  1,  (although 
many  of  its  members  have  left  it  as  above,)  as  does  also  the  other,  known  as 
Franklin,  No.  2.  He  further  announces  that  La  Sincerite,  No.  2,  one  of  the 
spurious  Lodges  of  Atwood's  creation  under  the  Scottish  rite,  has  disbanded, 
and  the  legitimate  Masons  among  them,  who  were  formerly  members  of  La 
Union  Franchise,  No.  17,  have  applied  for  and  received  a  Dispensation,  they  hav- 
ing previously  made  the  proper  acknowledgements  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  We 
perceive  in  a  subsequent  portion  of  thes  proceedings  that  both  these  Lodges  re- 
ceived their  old  charters  and  numbers. 

The  Grand  Master  reprehends  the  practice  of  wearing  Masonic  devices  con- 
spicuously upon  the  apparel,  as  being  one  which  good  Masons  should  avoid,  if  for 
no  better  reason  than  that  the  itinerant  mendicants,  peddlers  and  vagabonds  of 
the  Order,  most  extensively  patronize  it ;  andtioupled  with  this,  he  denounces  as 
still  more  offensive  and  unmasonic,  the  placing  of  Masonic  emblems  and  symbols 
upon  sign-boards,  cards  and  advertisements,  thus  openly  falsifying  the  first 
avowal  made  at  the  portal  of  the  Lodge — that  of  being  uninfluenced  by  any 
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mercenary  motive.    He  concludes  with  the  announcement  that  Dispensations  for 
thirty-five  new  Lodges  had  been  issued  since  the  last  Communication. 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  we  learn  that  the  total  revenue  for 
the  year  was  $17,396.  of  which  $14,304  was  for  dues  of  Lodges,  $1,340  for  Dis- 
pensations and  warrants  to  new  Lodges,  and  $850  for  Dispensations  to  confer 
degrees.  And  the  disbursements,  as  appears  by  the  Grand  Treasurer's  account, 
were  $19,306,  there  having  been  a  balance  of  $2,493,  on  hand  the  preceding 
year.  Of  this  expenditure,  $5,877  was  for  pay  of  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
$4,000  was  invested  in  a  Permanent  Fund,  and  $2,340  was  for  charity. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is,  as  heretofore, 
from  the  pen  of  the  R.\  W.\  Finlay  M.  King.  It  would  be  but  announcing  an 
annual  truism  to  say  aught  of  the  ability  which  ever  characterizes  the  New 
York  reports  on  this  subject,  and  the  interest  with  which  they  are  always  read. 
For  the  present  year  there  is  less  of  argument  and  discussion  than  heretofore, 
probably  from  the  fact  that  there  is  little  left  to  discuss,  most  of  the  topics 
which  have  engaged  the  attention  of  our  Masonic  writers  for  some  time  past, 
having  been  very  thoroughly  exhausted.  He  gives  a  copious  synopsis  of  the 
proceedings  of  nearly  all  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  and  notices 
the  transactions  of  several  Foreign  Grand  Bodies,  with  which  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  York  is  in  communication. 

He  quotes  a  case  from  the  Report  of  the  Maryland  Committee,  where  the 
Grand  Master  of  Ohio  was  asked  if  a  subordinate  Lodge  could  compel  a  demit- 
ted  Mason  living  within  its  jurisdiction,  to  pay  dues,  and  on  failure  to  do  so, 
suspend  or  expel  him  for  such  failure  ?  Bro.  Hubbard  having  answered  in  the 
affirmative,  the  Maryland  Committee  say  that  "  not  having  before  them  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  they  are  unable  to  determine  whether 
his  answer  is  in  accordance  therewith,  or  is  founded  on  what  he  deems  a  gene- 
ral principle.  If  the  former,  then  the  fault,  if  any  there  be,  lies  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  not  with  the  Grand  Master.  If  the  latter,  then  the  Committee,  much 
as  they  respect  the  high  Masonic  attainments  of  that  distinguished  and  veteran 
brother,  feel  compelled  to  differ  with  him  in  opinion."  They  think  the  princi- 
ple altogether  wrong,  —  one  which,  if  attempted  to  be  carried  out,  must  fail, 
and  end  in  discord  and  strife  —  and  that  no  compulsory  process  for  the  payment 
of  money  under  such  circumstances,  can  be  successful.  Bro.  King  agrees  with 
the  Maryland  Committee,  "  for  the  essential  reason,"  as  he  says,  *  that  the  foun- 
dation stone  of  Masonry  is  Charity ;  and  that  can  not  be  charity  which  coerces  a 
Mason  to  pay  dues,  when  the  promptings  of  humanity,  the  demands  of  indigence, 
the  wants  of  himself  and  family,  or  the  laws  of  his  Maker,  require  that  he  should 
appropriate  his  means  for  the  procurement  of  necessaries" 

There  is  perhaps  a  little  redundancy  of  expression  here,  and  some  unnecessary 
eloquence.  We  have  never  yet  known  of  a  case  where  real  inability  to  pay 
dues  was  made  known  to  a  Lodge,  that  they  were  not  at  once  remitted,  and 
where  this  course  is  universally  pursued  in  regard  to  members,  who  are  bound 
to  pay,  we  see  no  reason  to  suppose  that  it  would  be  altered  in  the  case  of  non- 
affiliated Masons,  who  should  take  the  proper  measures  to  exhibit  their  want  of 
means.  It  is  under  such  circumstances  that  the  Charity,  which  is  the  principal 
round  of  our  Masonic  ladder,  should  be  exhibited,  and  we  cannot  believe  that  it 
would  ever  be  refused.  But  we  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  it  is  a  misnomer  to 
designate  as  charity  that  which  would  refrain  from  enforcing  the  fulfillment,  by 
members  of  the  Order,  of  all  their  obligations  and  duties,  so  far  as  it  might  be  in 
their  power  to  accomplish  them.  He  who  is  able  to  pay  that  which  a  voluntary 
responsibility  has  rendered  him  liable  for,  should  be  made  to  pay,  and  he,  only, 
whom  poverty  renders  unable,  should  be  excused.  Yet,  withal,  we  are  not  in 
favor  of  expulsion  or  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues,  because  we  think  such 
penalty  too  great  for  the  offence,  and  not  more  likely  to  correct  it  than  one  of 
milder  form.  To  cut  a  man  off  from  Masonic  communication  throughout  the 
world  is  a  most  serious  matter  5  while  to  debar  him  from  all  the  benefits  and 
privileges  of  the  Order  within  the  jurisdiction  where  he  lives,  as  does  our  edict 
in  regard  to  non-affiliated  Masons,  is  likely  to  produce  all  the  good  results  which 
could  be  obtained  by  a  more  severe  proscription. 
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Bro.  King  endorses  the  opinion  "  that  a  member  of  a  Lodge  has  a  right  [to  de- 
mit when  he  pleases,  having  paid  all  dues,  and  there  being  no  charges  preferred 
against  him  ;  "  and  we  take  leave  to  say,  that  although  there  are  those  who  do 
not  consider  this  as  good  Masonic  law,  we  believe  it  to  be  most  excellent  com- 
mon sense,  and,  if  not  the  law,  that  it  ought  to  be. 

Several  of  the  Committees  on  Foreign  Correspondence  during  the  past  and  pres- 
ent year,  have  devoted  some  space  to  the  discussion  of  the  subject  whether  reports 
emanating  from  such  Committees  should  or  should  not  be  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Lodge.  The  first  is  probably  the  course  most  generally  pursued — more,  doubt- 
less, from  force  of  habit  and  from  courtesy  to  the  writers,  than  from  any  partic- 
ular consideration  of  its  propriety  or  impropriety.  The  Committee  of  Missouri, 
like  that  of  North  Carolina,  think  that  "  Reports  on  Foreign  Correspondence 
can  have  no  value,  except  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  give  by  its  adoption." 
From  this  Bro.  King  dissents,  as  he  considers  it  "  obviously  improper  for  one 
Grand  Lodge  to  legislate  or  adjudicate  upon  the  proceedings  of  all  other  Grand 
Lodges,  as  it  must  do  in  adopting  these  reports.7-  While  we  do  not  at  all  assent  to 
the  assertion  of  Missouri  on  the  one  hand,  we  do  not  clearly  perceive  the  force 
of  the  argument  of  New  York  on  the  other.  That  these  reports  have  no 
value  except  such  as  may  be  given  them  by  a  bare  majority  of  the  votes  of  a  Grand 
Lodge,  we  are  surprised  to  hear  from  one  who  has  earned  such  celebrity  as  a 
Masonic  writer,  as  has  Bro.  Foster,  of  Missouri.  Setting  ourselves,  for  the  mo- 
ment, beyond  the  pale  of  the  discussion,  it  is  usual  to  commit  the  preparation  of 
such  papers  to  the  hands  of  those  who  are  supposed  to  be  the  most  intelligent 
and  best  informed  among  the  brethren  ;  and  is  not  the  carefully  considered  and 
well  digested  opinion  of  five,  or  three,  or  even  one  such,  of  more  real  value 
than  twenty  or  fifty  hasty  and  inconsiderate  votes  in  opposition,  given  without 
reflection,  and  founded,  perhaps,  in  ignorance  ?  Would  any  intelligent  Mason 
reject  the  opinions  of  Bro.  Moore,  of  Massachusetts,  or  of  Bro.  Mackey,  of 
South  Carolina,  because,  perchance,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  their  respective 
States  might,  by  a  single  vote,  refuse  to  adopt  a  report  which  embodied  them  ? 
Would  Bro.  Foster  himself,  in  such  a  case,  think  any  the  less  of  his  own  well- 
deserved  reputation  for  Masonic  skill  and  ability,  or  be  induced  to  believe  that 
his  own  opinions  possessed  no  value  ?  Probably  not.  The  fact  is  that  those  re- 
ports are  entitled  to  such  consideration  as  the  known  reputation  or  apparent 
Masonic  intelligence  and  ability  of  the  authors  may  justify,  whether  they  are 
adopted  by  a  Grand  Lodge  or  not ;  and  the  vote  of  a  Grand  Lodge  is  quite  as 
likely  to  be  erroneous,  as  the  conclusions  of  such  a  Mason  as  ought  to  be  select- 
ed to  perform  a  duty  so  important.  Thus  much  for  our  opinion  that  an  able  re- 
port is  not  altogether  valueless,  even  though  it  bear  not  the  impress  of  the 
Grand  Lodge's  formal  approbation.  On  the  other  hand,  we  do  not  see  how  such 
a  body  "  legislates  or  adjudicates  upon  the  proceedings  of  all  other  Grand 
Lodges  "  by  adopting  such  a  report,  as  Bro.  King  declares  it  does.  Such  an 
act  is  simply  an  expression  of  approval  of  the  opinions,  conclusions  and 
recommendations  which  the  report  may  contain,  and  in  no  wise  concerns 
the  narrative  of  proceedings  of  other  jurisdictions,  or  the  quotations  there- 
from. Or  if,  by  a  too  literal  interpretation  of  the  word  "  adoption,"  it  does 
at  all  refer  to  such  portions  of  the  report,  it  can,  at  most,  express  a  belief  that 
they  are  correctly  quoted  or  related  by  the  narrator.  We  think,  then,  that  there 
is  no  more  impropriety  in  "  adopting  "  a  report  from  such  a  Committee,  than 
one  from  any  other,  except  that  which  grows  out  of  the  fact,  that  these  papers 
being  necessarily  of  much  greater  length  than  any  others  presented  to  a  Grand 
Lodge,  it  is  scarcely  possible  to  judge  advisedly  of  them  upon  a  single  hurried 
reading.  We  have  seen  some  reports  which,  in  our  humble  opinion,  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  whom  they  were  presented  ought,  not  only  to  have  refused  to  adopt, 
but  to  have  declined  to  publish ;  and  we  have  read  others,  to  which,  in  our 
judgment,  the  formal  sanction  of  such  a  body  would  have  lent  no  additional 
importance.  Our  opinion  is  that  all  reports  containing  matters  which  require 
legislative  action,  should  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  em- 
bodying, briefly  as  may  be,  the  decisions  sought  to  be  obtained  ;  the  report 
itself,  in  such  a  case,  being  only  the  reasons  presented  for  the  adoption  of  the 
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conclusions  arrived  at  by  the  Committee  in  the  resolutions.  And  where  no 
specific  action  is  necessary,  it  is  sufficient  that  the  report  be  "  received,"  though 
the  Grand  Lodge  may  concur  in  it,  if  such  approbation  is  thought  desirable. 

Bro.  King  devotes  a  couple  of  pages  to  the  proceedings  of  California  —  those 
of  May,  1854.  He  compliments  the  Address  of  Grand  Master  Radcliffe  at 
that  time,  and  is  pleased  to  see  that  a  list  of  the  regular  New  York  Lodges  was 
ordered  to  be  published  with  the  proceedings.  He  congratulates  us  upon  the 
regulation  restricting  the  establishment  of  new  Lodges  "  to  eases  of  manifest 
propriety  and  necessity,"  and  gives  his  approval  of  our  reprehension  of  "  the 
use  of  Masonic  emblems  upon  sign-boards."  Sundry  resolutions  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  presented  by  our  late  lamented  Bro.  Stowell,  relative  to  matters  con- 
cerning the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  are  warmly  commended,  both  as  to 
their  character  and  "  the  forcible  and  significant  language  in  which  they  are 
expressed."  He  speaks  of  our  new  Constitution  as  having  been  adopted  at  that 
session,  and,  as  it  was  printed  with  the  proceedings  at  that  time,  has  fallen  into 
the  error  of  supposing  that  the  old  one  gave  power  to  change  at  any  session  of 
the  Grand  Lodge.  Our  last  year's  proceedings  will  show  him  that,  after  being 
adopted  by  a  majority  at  our  Communication,  it  was  necessary  that  it  should 
receive  a  two-third  vote  at  the  next,  before  it  could  become  the  organic  law. 
He  commends  the  change  restricting  the  votes  of  Past  Masters  in  Grand  Lodge, 
and  gives  a  brief  notice  to  some  other  of  our  proceedings. 

A  list  of  the  Representatives  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  near  other 
Grand  Bodies  is  given,  by  which  it  appears  that  she  is  represented  at  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Eclectic  Union,  in  Germany,  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  the 
Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West,  the  Grand  Orient  of  Peru,  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ireland,  and  several  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States.  Most 
of  these,  and  some  others,  have  Representatives  accredited  to  New  York  —  Bro. 
King  himself  acting  in  that  capacity  for  the  Grand  National  Orient  of  Peru. 
Correspondence  is  presented  from  the  Grand  Orient  of  Carthagena,  in  New  Gra- 
nada, the  Grand  National  Mother  Lodge,  of  Prussia,  the  Grand  Orient  of  Brus- 
sels, and  other  foreign  bodies,  but  it  contains  nothing  that  would  particularly 
interest  this  jurisdiction.  The  report  concludes  with  several  resolutions,  among 
which  we  perceive  two  calling  for  action  in  the  case  of  complaints  made  by  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  Michigan  and  Vermont  for  infringement  of  their  jurisdiction 
by  subordinate  Lodges  in  New  York. 

From  a  communication  presented  by  the  attorney  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  we 
perceive  that  the  law-suit  instituted  by  it  long  since  for  the  recovery  of  certain 
funds  and  property  from  the  parties  who  seceded  in  1849,  still  drags  its  slow 
length  along,  and  is  to  all  appearance  no  nearer  a  conclusion  than  when  begun. 

We  observe  a  report  and  resolution  condemnatory  of  the  action  of  one  of  the 
subordinates,  in  having  initiated  a  candidate  physically  disqualified  by  lame- 
ness. Five  hundred  dollars''  were  appropriated  for  the  commencement  of  a 
Grand  Lodge  Library,  and  a  resolution  was  adopted  recommending  to  subordi- 
nates to  appropriate  an  annual  sum  for  the  purchase  of  books  and  periodicals 
for  their  own  use.  It  was  also  "  Resolved,  That  all  subordinate  Lodges  be  for- 
bidden the  giving  of  Masonic  relief  to  any  who  shall  not,  to  the  satisfaction  of 
such  Lodge,  have  proved  themselves  regularly  affiliated  Masons."  The  Com- 
mittee on  Work  reported  resolutions  "  that  the  Grand  Lodge  was  not  prepared 
to  adopt  and  authoritatively  enjoin  upon  the  Lodges,  any  particular  form  of 
work,"  although  in  its  judgment  "  uniformity  of  work  was  essential  to  the  high- 
est prosperity  of  the  Craft ;  "  which  were  adopted.  We  do  not  see  that  any 
measures  were  taken,  however,  to  provide  for  this  essential  in  the  future. 

The  Committee  on  the  Condition  of  Masonry,  to  whom  was  referred  a  ques- 
tion whether  a  subordinate  Lodge  had  the  right  to  furnish  Masonic  relief  to 
persons  not  members  of  the  Fraternity,  say  "  that  they  see  no  danger  of  mis- 
chief to  the  Order  by  the  exercise  of  charity  in  any  case.  That  it  is  always  to 
be  presumed  that  a  Lodge  will  not  encroach  upon  its  funds  by  recklessly  do- 
nating to  those  who  have  no  claim  upon  it,  either  as  non-affiliated  Masons  or 
strangers.  That  it  is  safe  to  permit  a  Lodge  to  exercise  its  own  discretion  in 
such  cases,  being  assured  that  a  regard  for  its  own  interests  will  insure  the  giv- 
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ing  from  its  abundance  only,  and  not  to  the  detriment  of  those  who  have  just 
claims  upon  it.  And  finally,  that  they  recognize  the  former  part  of  the  Apos- 
tle's teaching  — '  While  we  have  time,  let  us  do  good  unto  all  mm?  even  while 
they  give  the  heartiest  concurrence  to  its  latter  portion,  which  enjoins  us  to  prefer 
to  give, '  especially  unto  those  who  are  of  the  household  of  the  faith. '  "  We  are 
pleased  to  see  that  the  report  received  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  presented  an  amendment  to 
the  Constitution,  providing  that  all  the  Lodges  without  the  City  of  New  York 
and  its  environs,  be  apportioned  into  ten  Masonic  districts,  and  that  a  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master  be  appointed  for  each  by  the  Grand  Master.  This  is  re- 
quired to  lie  over  for  action  at  the  next  Communication,  before  it  can  become  a 
part  of  the  fundamental  law,  but  in  the  mean  time  it  was  ordered  to  be  in  force 
as  a  General  Regulation,  and  the  appointments  required  by  it  were  made. 

In  the  final  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Condition  of  Masonry,  they  sum 
up  the  principal  causes  for  congratulation  upon  the  present  prospects  of  the 
Fraternity  in  the  United  States,  as  follows  :  — 

*  1.    The  great  increase  of  Lodges. 

2.  The  great  increase  of  membership,  both  by  initiation  and  affiliation. 

3.  The  nigh  character  of  those  who  have  thus  become  members. 

4.  The  greater  attention  to  all  the  practical  and  moral  duties  of  the  Craft,  and  more 
especially  in  the  attendance  at  the  Lodges. 

5.  The  greater  study  of  standard  Masonic  works,  and  closer  inquiry  into  the  more 
hidden  mysteries  of  the  Fraternity/' 

And  upon  the  other  hand  they  set  forth  the  following  as  the  principal  evils 
which  threaten  danger  to  the  Institution  :  — 

u  1.  The  great  increase  of  Lodges.  (Lodges  being  too  frequently  established  in  lo- 
calities where  they  can  not  permanently  flourish.) 

2.  The  great  increase  of  membership  by  initiation.  (Too  little  regard  being  paid  to 
the  requisite  inquiries  as  to  the  character  of  the  candidate.) 

3.  The  tendency  to  ostentation  and  display  —  making  regalia  jewels  superior  to  em- 
blematic  jewels. 

4.  The  keeping  too  late  hours  at  the  Lodge  meetings. 

5.  The  haste  with  which  candidates  are  hurried  through  the  degrees,  and  the  too 
frequent  applications  for  dispensations. 

o.  The  carrying  of  differences  of  opinion  in  the  meetings  of  our  different  Masonic 
bodies  out  of  doors,  and  keeping  them  over  night. 

7.  The  want  of  uniformity  of  work. 

8.  The  want  of  firmness  in  administering  discipline  for  moral  delinquency. 

9.  The  shifting  of  individual  duty  and  responsibility  to  associated  irresponsibility. 
And  10.  Too  much  legislation. ,; 

These,  say  the  Committee,  are  presented  for  the  purpose  of  exciting  a  spirit 
of  inquiry  among  the  brethren  ;Jand  as  they  are  evils  which  concern  not  the  ju- 
risdiction of  New  York  alone,  we  set  them  forth  at  length  as  a  caution  to  those 
who  may  need  it  among  ourselves. 

We  notice  a  very  proper  report  from  the  Committee  on  Grievances.  A  peti- 
tioner set  forth  that  in  1837,  he  was  made  a  Mason,  as  he  supposes,  in  a  clandes- 
tine Lodge  ;  that  as  soon  as  he  was  made  aware  of  the  fact,  he  ceased  to  meet 
with  them  ;  that  he  had  since  been  expelled  by  that  body  ;  and  that  he  now  de- 
sired to  be  healed  by  being  allowed  to  unite  with  some  Lodge.  The  Committee 
were  of  the  opinion  that  the  Grand  Lodge  could  not  properly  entertain  such  a 
petition  :  that  it  had  no  cognizance  of  clandestine  Masons  ;  and  that  the  peti- 
tioner, if  he  desired  to  be  made  a  Mason,  must  apply  to  a  subordinate  Lodge  in 
the  usual  way,  by  petition,  and  with  the  regular  initiation  fee. 

We  had  omitted  to  record,  in  its  usual  place  in  our  summary,  the  death  of  the 
R.\  TF.\  John  Van  Bueen,  a  Past  Senior  Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York,  and  long  a  most  active  and  influential  member  of  that  body.  The 
customary  tribute  to  his  memory  was  paid  in  the  Address,  and  by  the  Committee 
to  whom  that  portion  of  it  was  referred. 

TKe  Grand  Lodge  was  in  session  five  days,  and  the  Grand  Master  and  G  and 
Secretary  were  both  reelected.   - 
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NORTH    CAROLINA. 

Our  latest  intelligence  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  is  found  in  the 
proceedings  of  the  Annual  Communication  for  1854,  held  at  the  City  of  Ra- 
leigh, on  the  fourth  day  of  December,  —  the  Mr.  W.\  Clement  H.  Jordan, 
Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  IrL-.  William  T.  Bain,  Grand  Secretary. 
Sixty-eight  Lodges,  out  of  one  hundred  and  two  existing  in  the  State,  were  rep- 
resented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  announces  the  decease  of  Bro.  Robert 
Strange,  a  Past  Grand  Master  of  North  Carolina,  and  a  gentleman  not  more 
distinguished  as  a  Mason  than  as  a  man.  He  alludes  to  the  "  moral  questions  ■  ■ 
now  so  frequently  the  subject  of  legislation  in  Grand  Lodges,  and  reprehends 
the  mistaken  zeal  of  those  who,  in  their  desire  to  do  good,  have  thus  exceeded 
the  limits  of  acknowledged  Masonic  law.  He  recommends  a  revision  of  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  stating  that  "  the  former  was  adopted  at  a  period 
when  self-government  was  less  understood,  and,  in  the  spirit  of  all  society  of 
the  day,  too  much  was  given  into  the  hands  of  the  few  ;  "  and  thinks  that  to 
make  it  harmonize  more  with  American  institutions  of  the  present  time,  u  would 
not  impair,  but  rather  enhance  its  value  as  a  Masonic  document.'7  Considera- 
ble space  is  given  in  the  Address,  as  well  as  in  the  general  proceedings,  to  the 
St.  John- s  College  of  North  Carolina,  which,  in  his  own  words,  "  has  had  a  place 
for  fourteen  or  fifteen  years  n  therein  ;  and  the  evidences  afforded  here,  as  else- 
where, convince  us  more  and  more  of  the  inexpediency  of  attempting,  and  the 
almost  certain  impracticability  of  successfully  establishing  this  sort  of  Masonic 
institution.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shows  that,  though  $23,398, 
have  been  subscribed  altogether  for  this  purpose,  $17,519  is  yet  unpaid  —  a 
most  unpromising  basis  for  a  contract  to  the  extent  of  $20,000,  as  was  author- 
ized by  a  resolution  at  this  session.  But  the  Grand  Lodge  has  "  Resolved,  That 
St.  John's  College  shall  be  built,"  and,  though  entertaining  views  different  from 
those  of  our  brethren  in  North  Carolina  upon  the  subject  of  so-called  "  IVftisonic 
Colleges,"  we  heartily  and  sincerely  wish  them  all  success. 

A  brief  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Bro.  R.  S. 
French,  but  as,  from  the  old  date  of  the  proceedings,  the  few  subjects  upon 
which  it  treats  have  been  heretofore  sufficiently  discussed,  we  may,  without  dis- 
courtesy to  its  writer,  forbear  comment  upon  its  contents. 

We  remark  a  somewhat  singular  occurrence,  which  is  recorded  in  the  pro- 
ceedings in  the  following  terms :  "  Bro.  Peter  Adams,  Grand  Senior  Warden, 
came  into  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  publicly  declined  acting  as  such  any  longer !  " 
No  comment  is  made  upon  the  act,  but  from  it,  it  would  appear  that  even  the 
quiet  and  order  which  the  Grand  Master  congratulates  his  brethren  upon,  as 
ever  existing  in  North  Carolina,  is  not  always  undisturbed. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  prohibiting  intercourse  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Hamburg  and  its  subordinates,  while  that  body  persisted  in  its  M  gross  and  inde- 
cent invasion  of  the  Masonic  rights  "  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York.  The 
Treasurer's  Report  shows  the  revenue  to  have  been  $1352,  and  the  expenditures, 
—  including  $1200  to  St.  John's  College,  —  $1769  ;  leaving  $492  still  in  the 
treasury.  The  Communication  continued  five  days,  and  the  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary  were  both  reelected. 

OREGON. 

The  Grand  Lodge  for  this  Territory  held  its  Annual  Communication  for  the 
year  1855,  at  the  town  of  Portland,  on  the  eleventh  day  of  June  ;  the  M.\  W.\ 
J.  C.  Ainsworth,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  TT.\  Benj.  Stark, 
Grand  Secretary.  Nine  Lodges  were  represented,  being  the  whole  number  ex- 
isting in  the  Territory,  and  an  increase  of  three  since  our  last  report. 

The  Address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  brief.  He  notices  a  questionable  discov- 
ery of  Masonry  in  Japan  ;  urges  great  care  in  the  admission  of  candidates  ;  is 
in  favor  of  stringent  resolutions  in  regard  to  those  who  deal  in  spirituous 
liquors  :  and  recommends  the  adoption  of  a  regulation  "  making  it  a  sufficient 
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offence  for  any  one  whose  general  reputation  for  morality  and  honesty  is  bad,  to 
be  suspended  or  expelled,  by  a  vote  of  the  Lodge,  without  requiring  charges  to  be  pre- 
ferred, and  specifications  made  out."  With  all  deference  to  the  Grand  Master  of 
Oregon,  we  would  venture  to  suggest  that  this  would  have  been  a  very  loose 
regulation  indeed  ;  and  it  is  probable  that  the  Grand  Lodge  thought  so  "too,  as 
no  action  appears  to  have  been  had  in  regard  to  it. 

A  short  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Bro,  Benj. 
Stark,  consisting  principally  of  a  transcript  of  the  "  Articles  of  Confederation  w 
proposed  by  the  Washington  Convention.  A  resolution,  disapproving  the 
plan  of  a  Confederacy  and  declining  to  concur  in  the  "  Articles,"  was 
adopted  ;  this  Grand  Lodge  still  adhering  to  its  first  love  —  a  General  Grand 
Lodge.  Another  resolution  declaring  "  that  intemperance  in  the  use  of  intoxi- 
cating drinks  is  an  infraction  of  Masonic  obligation,  and  should  be  punished  as 
other  offences,"  was  also  passed.  It  strikes  us  that  this  was  always  the  law, 
and  it  is  somewhat  doubtful  whether  any  additional  force  can  be  given  to  a 
fundamental  regulation  by  a  superfluous  resolution. 

A  Committee  appointed  at  the  previous  session,  reported  the  collection  of 
$525  in  aid  of  a  fund  for  educational  purposes.  The  revenue  for  the  year  was 
$495.  The  Communication  continued  four  days,  and  the  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary  were  both  reelected. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  favors  the  Order  outside  of  its  own  Hall  with 
very  little  information  concerning  its  transactions.  The  "  Abstract  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings for  1854,"  shows  that  the  M.\  W.\  James  Hutchinson  was  Grand  Master, 
and  the  R.\  W.\  Wm.  H.  Adams  was  Grand  Secretary.  At  the  Quarterly  Com- 
munication held  at  the  City  of  Philadelphia  on  the  fourth  day  of  December, 
both  these,  and  all  the  other  Grand  Officers  were  reelected  ;  and  at  the  Annual 
Communication  on  St.  John's  day  they  were  installed,  when  an  Address  was 
deliveited  by  the  Grand  Master. 

The  revenue  of  this  Grand  Lodge  is  perhaps  the  largest  in  the  Union.  For 
the  year  preceding  it  was  $18,476,  of  which  $700  was  for  "  dispensations  to  en- 
ter, pass  and  raise,"  and  $885  for  "  dispensations  to  pass  the  chair!"  The  dis- 
bursements, including  $10,000  invested  in  the  "  New  Masonic  Loan/7  reached 
the  sum  of  $19,829.    Eight  new  Lodges  had  been  constituted  during  the  year. 

RHODE  ISLAND. 

The  pamphlet  before  us  contains  the  transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this 
State,  from  June.  1852,  to  June,  1855  ;  and  from  them  it  appears  that  our  little 
sister  affords  her  constituents  very  frequent  opportunities  of  communication, 
there  having  been,  during  that  period,  no  less  than  twenty-two  convocations, 
annual,  quarterly  and  special.  The  Quarterly  meetings  are  held  at  the  City  of 
Providence,  while  the  Annual  Communications  seem,  like  a  country  schoolmas- 
ter, to  "  board  around,77  they  being  held  at  a  different  place  each  year.  The 
last  took  place  at  the  town  of  Lime  Rock,  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  June,  1855, 
the  M.\  W,\  George  W.  Marsh,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Wil- 
liam C.  Barber,  Grand  Secretary.  The  representatives  of  ten  Lodges  were 
present,  out  of  the  thirteen  now  existing  in  the  State.  The  transactions  were 
altogether  of  local  import. 

A  well-prepared  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  from  Bros.  C.  B.  Farns- 
worth  and  James  Hutchinson  is  appended,  but  as  it  treats  of  subjects  for  three 
years  past,  nothing  is  offered  that  we  have  not  already  sufficiently  discussed. 
A  single  day  suffices  to  accomplish  the  labors  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Ms. 
W.\  Oliver  Johnson  is  now  Grand  Master,  with  the  Grand  Secretary  before 
named. 

SOUTH   CAROLINA. 

The  latest  intelligence  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  is  contained  in  the 
abstract  of  its  proceedings  for  the  year  1854,  being  portions  of  its  transactions 
at  several  special  and  quarterly  meetings,  and  at  the  Annual  Communication 
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and  Festival  011  the  day  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist.  At  the  last  Quarterly  Meet* 
ing  of  the  year,  held  at  the  City  of  Charleston  on  the  fifth  day  of  December,  the 
M.\  W.\  Alfred  Price  was  reelected  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Albert  G. 
Mackey,  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary.  The  representatives  of  eighteen  Lodges 
only  appear  to  have  been  present.  Of  the  number  in  the  State  the  proceedings 
give  no  information. 

Bro.  Mackey  presented  the  Annual  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  which, 
though  comparatively  brief,  is,  as  usual  one  of  the  ablest  of  the  year.  Speaking 
of  the  necessity  for  a  most  rigid  scrutiny  in  the  examination  of  the  character  of 
applicants  for  admission  to  our  Order,  he  says :  — 

"  Borrowing,  as  we  do,  all  the  symbolism  of  our  speculative  science  from  the  operative 
art  of  our  ancient  brethren,  it  were  well  we  should  remember  that  as  the  material  stone, 
which  could  not  pass  the  overseer's  square  at  Jerusalem,  was  thrown  aside  as  unworthy 
to  form  a  component  part  of  the  House  of  the  Lord,  so  should  the  candidate,  whose  moral 
Qualifications  are  defective,  be  rejected  by  our  Lodges  because  unfitted  to.  occupy,  as  a 
living  stone,  any  portion  of  that  Symbolic  Temple—-"  that  house  not  made  with  hand*  " 
— which  it  is  the  constant  labor  of  every  Mason  to  erect." 

He  compliments  certain  resolutions  adopted  at  our  Communication  in  1854, 
and  notices  the  rapid  growth  of  the  Order  in  this  State.  He  approves  a  decis- 
ion in  North  Carolina  which  declares,  that  in  the  case  of  a  suspension  for  a  lim- 
ited time,  the  brother  suspended  is  entitled  to  all  his  former  rights  and  privileges 
at  the  expiration  of  that  period,  without  any  action  of  the  Lodge.  This  cer- 
tainly seems  to  us  to  be  correct,  though  a  different  opinion  is  entertained  by 
some.  The  very  terms  of  the  sentence  are  that  he  is  to  be  suspended  for  a  stated 
period,  and  not  longer  ;  and,  so  far  as  we  are  enabled  to  perceive,  it  would  be 
quite  as  reasonable  to  require  judicial  action  to  release  a  prisoner  from  the  Pen- 
itentiary, who  had  served  out  his  allotted  term,  as  to  make  a  ballot  in  the  Lodge 
necessary  for  the  restoration  of  a  Mason  thus  suspended.  Suppose  the  Lodge, 
as  might  frequently  happen,  were  to  refuse  him  re-admission.  Then  the  amount 
of  punishment  inflicted  would  be  greater  than  that  assessed  in  his  sentence  ; 
and  the  excess,  not  being  imposed  for  any  new  delinquency,  or  after  proper  trial, 
would  be  unlawful  and  an  illegitimate  exercise  of  power.  This  subject  has  been 
summarily,  and  we  think  well  disposed  of  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California, 
by  the  prohibition  of  definite  suspensions ;  thus  leaving  it  unquestionably  in  the 
power  of  the  Lodge  to  continue  punishment  as  long  as  it  shall  appear  to  be 
deserved. 

Though  the  subject  of  non-affiliation  has  been  written  threadbare,  we  cannot 
forbear  quoting  from  a  passage  of  Bro.  Mackey  in  this  respect,  so  well  and  bo 
distinctly  is  his  opinion  given,  and  so  entirely  does  it  accord  with  our  own.  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  had  adopted  a  resolution  declaring  that  no  Mason  has  a 
right  to  demit,  "  except  for  the  purpose  of  joining  another  Lodge,  or  when  about 
to  remove  from  the  jurisdiction  of  that  of  which  he  is  a  member"  ;  and  it  bad 
also  resolved  "  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every  Mason  to  belong  to  Borne  regular 
Lodge."    Upon  this  Bro.  Mackey  says  :  — 

u  With  the  latter  of  these  resolutions  every  one  must  cordially  concur.  I  regret  that  I 
cannot  subscribe  with  equal  alacrity  to  the  former.  A  careful  consideration  of  the  ancient 
charges  and  the  Old  Regulations,  compels  me  to  acknowledge  that  there  is  no  Masonic  duty 
more  explicitly  announced  in  these  authorities  than  that  which  requires  every  Mason  to 
belong  to  a  Lodge.  But  I  cannot  deny  to  any  man  the  right  of  withdrawing,  whensoever 
he  pleases,  from  a  voluntary  association.  The  laws  of  the  land  would  not  sustain  us  in 
the  enforcement  of  such  a  regulation,  and  our  own  self- respect  should  prevent  us  from 
attempting  it.  *  *  *  .  *  It  is  undoubted  that  every  Mason  should  belong 
to  a  Lodge,  and  when  he  permanently  withdraws  his  membership,  he  at  once,  and  while 
he  continues  unaffiliated,  dissevers  all  connection  between  himself  and  the  Lodge  organi* 
tation  of  the  Order.  He,  by  this  act,  divests  himself  of  all  the  rights  and  privileges  which 
belong  to  him  as  a  member  of  that  organization.  Among  those  rights  and  privileges  are 
those  of  visitation,  of  pecuniary  aid,  and  of  Masonic  burial.  Whenever  he  approaches 
the  door  of  a  Lodge,  asking  to  enter,  or  seeking  assistance,  he  is  to  be  met  in  tne  li^ht  of 
a  profane.  He  may  knock,  but  the  door  must  not  be  opened— -he  may  ask,  but  he  is  not* 
to  receive.  The  work  of  the  Lodge  is  not  to  be  shared  by  those  who  have  thrown  aside 
their  aprons  and  their  implements  and  Abandoned  the  labor  of  the  Temple  j  and  the  fund* 
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of  the  Lodge  are  to  be  distributed  only  among  those  who  are  aiding,  by  their  individual 
contributions,  to  the  formation  of  similar  funds  in  other  Lodges. 

"  But,  from  the  well  known  and  universally  admitted  maxim  of  '  once  a  Mason,  always 
a  Mason/  it  follows  that  a  demitted  brother  cannot,  by  such  demission,  divest  himself  of 
all  his  Masonic  responsibilities  to  his  brethren,  nor  be  deprived  of  their  correlative  respon- 
sibility to  him.  An  unaffiliated  Mason  is  still  bound  by  certain  obligations,  of  which  he 
cannot,  under  any  circnmstances,  divest  himself,  and  by  similar  obligations  are  the  Fra- . 
ternity  bound  to  him.  It  is  not  permitted  here  to  mention  all  these  obligations  in  detail, 
but  I  may  allude  to  some  of  them,  such  as  secrecy,  aid  in  the  hour  of  pressing  danger, 
and  reverence  and  respect  for  a  brother's  family.  In  relation  to  those  points  no  unaffili- 
ated Mason  can  claim  exemption,  and  he  has  therefore,  on  the  principles  of  equality,  a 
right  to  demand  their  observance  towards  himself  by  others.  In  conclusion,  I  may  add 
that  the  most  bitter  denouncer  of  the  practice  of  demitting  cannot,  and  shall  not,  go  far- 
ther than  myself  in  condemning  the  whole  tribe  of  unaffiliated  Masons,  as  men  regardless 
of  their  duties  and  unworthy  of  any  other  Masonic  consideration  than  that  which  is  ex- 
torted by  the  irresistible  force  of  inalienable  vows." 

At  a  preceding  Communication  we  notice  a  very  beautiful  "  descriptive  dis- 
course "  delivered  by  Bro.  Mackey,  upon  the  re-opening  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
Room  after  it  had  been  refitted  and  decorated  under  the  superintendence  of  a 
committee  appointed  for  the  pnrpose.  Much  useful  information,  conveyed  in  a 
very  attractive  form,  is  given  concerning  the  allegorical  figures  and  hieroglyph- 
ical  emblems  used  in  the  Symbolic  and  other  degrees  of  Masonry,  but  our  space 
will  not  permit  any  further  drafts  upon  our  erudite  and  distinguished  brother 
of  South  Carolina. 

It  was  ordered  by  this  Grand  Lodge  that  votes  thereafter  should  be  taken  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations  laid  down  in  the  Ancient  Book  of  Masonic  Con- 
stitutions, published  in  1754,  that  being  by  the  uplifted  hand.  A  case  occurred 
where  the  late  Master  of  a  Lodge  "  was  called  before  the  Pedestal  of  the  East 
and  publicly  reprimanded  by  the  Grand  Master,*'  in  accordance  with  a  resolu- 
tion previously  adopted.  The  revenue  for  the  year  was  $4,827,  of  which  $3,163 
was  derived  from  rents.    The  disbursements  were  $4,732. 

On  the  twenty-seventh  of  December,  1854,  the  Festival  of  St.  John  the  Evan- 
gelist was  celebrated  by  a  Grand  Annual  Communication  of  all  the  Lodges,  that 
being  the  Centennial  Anniversary  of  the  organization  of  the  Provincial  Grand 
Lodge  of  South  Carolina.  After  the  oration  and  other  proper  exercises  of  the 
day,  the  Brethren  partook  of  a  splendid  banquet,  at  which  many  toasts  were 
drunk,  speeches  made,  and  songs  sung  ;  and,  to  use  the  language  of  the  Grand 
Secretary,  "  St.  John's  Day  having  been  l  seen  through/  the  Craft  adjourned  at 
a  reasonable  hour — for  the  occasion  —  with  that  sobriety,  peace  and  harmony 
which  always  distinguish  Masonic  Banquets." 

TEXAS. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  commenced  its  eighteenth  Annual  Communication 
in  the  City  of  San  Antonio,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  January,  1855  —  the  M.\W.\ 
Wm.  M.  Taylor,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  E.\  W.\  A.  S.  Ruthyen,  Grand 
Secretary.  There  are  now  one  hundred  and  sixty-four  Lodges  in  this  State,  be- 
ing twenty-two  more  than  we  last  year  reported.  Of  these  one  hundred  and 
eleven  were  represented  at  this  meeting. 

The  Grand  Master's  Address  opens  with  an  eloquent  allusion  to  the  name  of 
the  Lodge  in  whose  Hall  they  were  assembled  —  Alamo  —  and  a  brief  tribute  of 
respect  to  the  memory  of  those  brave  men  who  fell  here  during  the  struggle  of 
Texas  for  her  independence.  He  refers  to  the  proposed  Confederation,  but  offers 
no  recommendation  concerning  it.  He  propounds  the  question  whether  a  Dis- 
trict Deputy  Grand  Master  has  the  right  to  suspend  the  existence  of  a  Lodge, 
and  alludes  to  an  instance  of  that  kind  which  had  occurred.  The  prerogative 
of  the  Grand  Master  appears  to  be  "  lyin'  round  loose  "  in  this  jurisdiction,  for 
the  right  to  grant  Dispensations  for  new  Lodges  and  other  purposes  is  not  only 
exercised  by  himself  and  his  Deputy,  but  by  thirteen  District  Deputies  ;  and  in 
one  case,  we  observe  that  a  brother  who  had  been  deputed  by  one  of  these  last 
to  constitute  a  Lodge,  himself  assumed  the  power  to  give  a  Dispensation  for 
conferring  three  degrees  in  one  night.     It  is  proper  to  state  that  the  act  was 
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censured  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  at  a  later  period  a  proposition  was  introduced 
to  abolish  the  District  system  entirely. 

The  ancient  practice  of  making  Masons  "  for  the  California  Market,"  we  had 
hoped  was  entirely  discontinued  among  our  brethren  "  on  the  other  side  of  Jor- 
dan." But  we  perceive  in  a  report  of  Bro.  B.  W.  Gray,  one  of  the  District 
Deputies,  that  he  had  granted  Dispensations  to  a  Lodge  to  confer  the  degrees 
upon  two  persons  "  who  were  about  leaving  for  California."  It  is  comforting, 
however,  to  have  Bro.  Gray's  assurance  that  he  "  feels  that  the  power  was 
judiciously  exercised." 

A  brief  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Bro.  H.  Yoakum  ; 
and  a  Report  from  the  Grand  Secretary  gives  some  account  of  his  late  travels 
in  Europe.  Among  the  standing  Regulations  we  remark  the  following  —  That 
an  applicant  for  the  degrees  shall  have  resided  in  the  State  twelve  months,  and 
be  personally  known  to  at  least  five  Master  Masons  :  —  That  an  expelled  Mason 
should  not  be  reinstated  by  any  other  Grand  Lodge  than  that  under  whose  juris- 
diction he  was  punished :  —  That  the  expulsion  of  a  Mason  residing  in  that 
State,  by  any  Lodge  without  it,  shall  have  no  effect  upon  him  there  until  ap- 
proved by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  :  —  That  a  Mason  may  be  a  member  of 
two  Lodges  at  the  same  time  :  —  That  the  officers  of  a  Lodge  under  dispensation 
should  not  be  installed,  and  that  such  a  Lodge  is  not  entitled  to  representation 
in  Grand  Lodge  ;  but  that  in  all  other  respects  its  rights,  duties  and  privileges 
are  the  same  as  those  of  a  chartered  Lodge,  and  it  may  affiliate  brethren,  try 
and  punish  members,  and  grant  demits.  This  corresponds  exactly  with  our  own 
ideas  upon  this  subject,  as  will  be  seen  from  that  we  have  heretofore  written  in 
regard  to  it. 

The  petition  of  a  Lodge  to  be  permitted  to  work  in  the  German  language  was 
granted,  with  the  proviso  that  the  returns  to  the  Grand  Lodge  should  be  pre- 
pared in  English.  A  Committee  reported  against  the  proposed  Confederation, 
and  a  resolution  in  its  favor  which  had  been  referred  to  them,  was  laid  on  the 
table.  We  remark  all  through  these  proceedings  that  the  words  "  Worthy  " 
and  li  Most  Worthy  "  are  used  instead  of  those  customary  among  Masons  as  a 
prefix  to  names  and  titles.  Is  this  the  usage  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  or  a 
mistake  in  a  copyist  or  printer  ?  The  financial  report  shows  a  revenue  during 
the  year  of  $3,575.  The  disbursements  were  $3,650,  and  there  remained  $3,378 
in  the  Treasury,  besides  an  Educational  Fund  of  $1,892.  The  Communication 
continued  six  days,  during  which  the  Mr.  TP.\  E.  B.  Nichols  was  elected  Grand 
Master,  and  the  R.\  W.\  A.  S.  Ruthven  was  reelected  Grand  Secretary. 

VERMONT. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont  assembled  in  Annual  Communication  for  the 
year  1855,  at  the  City  of  Burlington,  on  the  tenth  day  of  January  ;  the  M.\  W.\ 
Philip  C.  Tucker,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  John  B.  Hollen- 
beck,  Grand  Secretary.  Thirty-three  Lodges  were  represented.  There  are 
thirty-six  in  the  State,  being  an  addition  of  one  since  our  last  report. 

To  the  Grand  Master's  Address  no  higher  praise  can  be  given  than  to  say  that 
it  is  like  all  the  papers  which  have  come  from  the  hands  of  the  learned  and  ven- 
erable brother  who  has  so  long  occupied  the  exalted  position  of  Chief  of  the 
Order  in  Vermont.  He  laments  the  absence  of  some  familiar  faces,  removed  by 
the  hand  of  death  ;  and  regrets  that  certain  circumstances  prevented  Vermont 
from  being  represented  at  the  National  Convention  in  Washington.  He  again 
alludes  to  the  "  un-masonic  and  revolutionary  "  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Hamburg  in  persisting  in  its  invasion  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York  ;  and  takes  the  occasion  to  urge  the  duty  of  still  adhering  to  that 
body  in  opposition  to  the  several  lawless  organizations  with  which  it  is  afflicted. 
He  congratulates  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  the  present  aspect  of  Masonry  within 
their  own  limits.  i;  There  never  was  a  purer  body  of  men,"  says  he,  "  than  the 
present  aged  Masons  of  Vermont ;  there  never  was  a  body  of  men,  who,  having 
fought  out  a  long  battle  of  years  against  the  most  bitter  hostility,  and  at  last 
commanded  the  victory,  reestablished  themselves  in  honor,  and  again  thrown 
forth  their  unsullied  flag,  as  one  worthy  of  the  respect  of  mankind,  were 
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more  gloriously  proud  of  a  result,  or  more  thankful  to  a  beneficent  Providence 
for  it ;  and  there  never  was  any  body  of  men  more  anxious  than  they  to  insure 
the  protection  of  our  loved  Society  for  the  future,  by  seeing  it  pass  into  the 
care  of  such  men  only  as  are  worthy  and  true." 

He  mentions  a  case  which  had  been  submitted  to  him,  containing  inquiry  as 
to  the  duty  of  a  Lodge,  on  an  application  from  a  member  of  the  Roman  Catho- 
lic Church,  who  was  alleged  to  entertain  opinions  involving  unlimited  disclosure 
at  the  confessional.  u  I  advised,"  says  Bro.  Tucker,  "  that  a  Committee  should 
have  an  interview  with  the  petitioner,  and  ascertain  from  him  directly  whether 
he  believed  that  the  requirements  of  his  church,  in  this  respect,  were  paramount 
to  all  others ;  and  whether,  in  becoming  a  member  of  a  society  which  he  must 
know  required  secresy  of  its  members,  he  should  feel  himself  under  obligations 
to  impart  to  his  religious  adviser,  if  required,  those  things  which  were  commu- 
nicated to  him  as  secrets  in  the  Lodge.  I  gave  it  as  my  opinion  that,  if  he  an- 
swered affirmatively  to  these  inquiries,  it  would  be  as  improper  as  unsafe  to  ad- 
mit him  among  us."  The  Grand  Lodge,  of  course,  was  of  the  same  opinion, 
and  a  resolution  expressive  thereof  was  adopted.  It  only  surprises  us  that  a 
Lodge  could  have  had  a  moment's  hesitation  as  to  the  disposition  of  the  appli- 
cation of  any  man,  no  matter  what  his  religion,  who  acknowledged  any  '•  high- 
er law  -■  for  the  government  of  his  voluntary  promises  of  secresy,  than  his  own 
solemnly-plighted  word. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  a  well-prepared  summary  of  the 
proceedings  of  other  Grand  Lodges,  and  was  presented  by  Bro.  B.  Davenport. 
We  observe  that,  in  relation  to  the  "  Maine  liquor  law-'  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Iowa,  and  some  of  its  neighbors,  the  opinion  is  expressed  "  that  too 
much  legislation  in  Masonic  bodies  does  not  tend  to  increase  the  harmony,  or 
strengthen  the  bonds  of  union  in  our  associations."  This,  coming  from  a  State 
where  the  true  Temperance  taught  by  Masonry  is  probably  as  well  observed  as 
any  where  in  the  world,  is  recommended  to  our  brethren  in  the  Mississippi  val- 
ley as  entitled  to  no  little  weight. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  were  $314.  The  Communication  lasted  two  days, 
and  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  both  reelected. 

VIRGINIA. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  this  ancient  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  1855, 
was  begun  at  the  City  of  Richmond,  on  the  tenth  day  of  December,  the  if.*.  W.\ 
James  A.  Leitch,  Grand  Master,  presiding,  and  the  R.\  W.\  John  Dove,  Grand 
Secretary.  Seventy-three  Lodges  appear  to  have  been  represented.  One  hun- 
dred and  forty-two  are  in  existence,  according  to  the  published  register,  though 
three  or  four  are  mentioned  as  suspended. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  Address,  notices  the  decease  of  Bro.  German  B. 
Gill,  Senior  Grand  Warden,  and  Bro.  Jesse  Read,  Grand  Tyler  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Virginia,  and  gives  a  brief  but  appropriate  commentary  upon  the  Ma- 
sonic character  of  the  deceased.  He  announces  the  issue  of  ten  dispensations 
during  the  year,  and  states  that,  with  these,  the  number  of  working  Lodges 
under  that  jurisdiction  is  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine.  The  register  published, 
however,  gives  the  number  before  stated.  He  reprobates  the  laxity  of  Lodges 
in  not  making  regular  returns  ;  and  calls  especial  attention  to  that  universal 
subject  of  notice,  of  late,  non-affiliation.  He  reports  the  result  attending  the  la- 
bors of  a  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Communication  to  present  a  standard 
of  the  Work  and  Lectures  for  the  use  of  that  jurisdiction,  and  congratulates 
the  Grand  Lodge  upon  the  success  which  Jiad  crowned  their  efforts.  He  pre- 
sents the  plan  for  a  National  Confederation,  and,  though  that  Grand  Lodge  has 
always  been  averse  to  any  national  organization,  asks  for  it  the  respectful  con- 
sideration due  to  those  from  whom  it  emanated.  He  communicates  an  invitation 
received  from  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  for  a  representation  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Virginia  at  the  "  Universal  Masonic  Congress  "  before  spoken  of,  and  states 
that  Bro.  Dinwiddie  B.  Philips  had  been  delegated  for  that  purpose,  but  that 
nothing  had  been  heard  of  the  proceedings  of  that  Convention.  He  mentions 
his  presence  at  the  dedication  of  the  new  Hall  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsyl* 
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vania,  at  Philadelphia,  and  states  that  110  Masons  were  invited  from  New  York, 
to  partake  in  the  festivities  of  that  occasion,  because  Pennsylvania  "  has  not 
vet  decided  which  of  the  organizations  in  that  State  is  the  legitimate  Grand 
Lodge  ! "  Is  there  not  some  mistake  in  this  ?  We  have  been  under  the  im- 
pression that  every  Grand  Lodge  in  the  United  States,  except  that  of  Missis- 
sippi, recognizes  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  and  we  are  very  certain  that 
Bro.  Finlay  M.  King,  the  well-known  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence  of  New  York,  has  stated  that  all  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the 
world,  with  whom  they  have  ever  been  in  correspondence,  except  those  of  Mis- 
sissippi and  Saxony,  have  so  recognized  that  body.  In  conclusion,  the  Grand 
Master  calls  attention  to  the  present  too  great  popularity  of  Masonry,  and  while 
he  urges  the  necessity  of  increased  vigilance  in  scrutinizing  the  character  of 
those  who  present  themselves  as  candidates  for  our  mysteries,  he  cautions  the 
brethren  most  properly  against  the  introduction  of  any  new  tests  or  standards  of 
qualification. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  very  short,  con- 
taining only  a  notice  of  the  proceedings  of  certain  Lodges  in  Canada  West,  who 
have  proposed  to  establish  an  independent  Grand  Lodge,  without  awaiting  the 
assent  of  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England  or  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ire- 
land, to  whom  they  are  subordinate  ;  and  a  copy  of  the  letter  of  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter of  New  York  on  that  subjeet,  which  will  be  alluded  to  more  particularly 
when  reviewing  the  Canadian  proceedings.  It  is  proper  to  add  that  the  course 
of  Grand  Master  Evans  is  approved  by  the  Virginia  Committee,  as  it  doubtless 
must  be  by  every  Mason  who  holds  the  ancient  laws  in  veneration. 

A  second  edition  of  the  Virginia  "  Text  Book,''  by  Bro.  John  Dove,  the  able 
and  erudite  Grand  Secretary  of  that  State,  has  been  ordered  ;  and  we  perceive 
that  there  is  appended  to  it  a  "  History  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  from  its 
origin,"  by  the  same  writer.  Subscriptions  have  been  received  from  sundry 
Lodges  within  and  without  that  jurisdiction,  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  or- 
phans of  those  who  perished  by  the  dread  pestilence  which  almost  depopulated 
the  cities  of  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth,  during  the  past  year  ;  and  we  take  the 
occasion  to  suggest  to  this  Grand  Lodge  that  a  happy  opportunity  is  now  afford- 
ed, not  only  for  the  performance  of  the  Masonic  duty  to  relieve  the  distressed, 
but  to  repay,  in  part,  the  kindness  manifested  to  ourselves  by  our  Atlantic 
brethren  in  years  by-gone.  The  proposed  "  Confederation  "  was  deemed  inex- 
pedient by  the  Committee  to  whom  the  subject  was  referred.  The  Committee 
on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  reported,  in  answer  to  sundry  inquiries,  that  a  man 
with  a  metallic  leg  was  not  eligible  for  initiation  ;  —  that  a  Mason,  not  a  mem- 
ber of  a  Lodge,  though  holding  membership  in  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  was  cer- 
tainly to  be  considered  non-affiliated  ;  —  and  that,  as  a  general  principle,  a 
suicide  would  not  be  entitled  to  Masonic  burial,  though  circumstances  might 
arise  in  which  the  matter  should  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Lodge  within 
whose  jurisdiction  the  occurrence  should  happen.  To  these  decisions  your 
Committee  most  cordially  assent. 

A  masterly  report  is  presented  by  a  special  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  ap- 
pointed at  the  preceding  session  to  take  into  consideration  the  various  important 
questions  then  agitating  the  Fraternity,  and  we  do  not  recollect  a  Masonic  paper 
of  late  which  we  have  read  with  more  pleasure.  In  all  respects  save  one  or  two, 
the  results  to  which  its  reasoning  tends  correspond  with  our  own  opinions,  and 
even  in  those  we  hesitate  now  to  express  opposition,  in  so  great  esteem  do  we  hold 
conclusions  which  have  evidently  been  arrived  at  by  the  bestowal  of  thought, 
labor  and  research.  The  Committee  selected,  as  the  most  prominent  and  im- 
portant subjects  at  issue  among  the  Craft,  those  of  Non-Affiliation,  Petitions  and 
Balloting,  Cases  of  Emergency,  Honorary  Membership,  and  Re-instatement ; 
and  all  are  discussed  with  such  ability  that  we  regret  the  impossibility  of  trans- 
ferring the  entire  paper  to  our  pages.  Our  space,  however,  will  only  permit  a 
notice  of  two  or  three  of  the  most  prominent  features  of  their  argument,  and  of 
the  conclusions  to  which  they  reached.  Upon  the  subject  of  Non- Affiliation, 
they  are  decidedly  of  opinion  that  no  Mason  has  a  right  to  withdraw  from  a 
tiodge,  except  for  the  purpose  named  in  the  Ancient  Regulations  ;  and  tbev  be> 
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lieve  that  he  who  does  so,  acts  in  direct  violation  of  his  Masonic  duties,  and  is 
amenable  to  punishment  therefor,  as  for  any  other  Masonic  misdemeanor.  The 
word  ;-  demit,"  as  formerly  used,  they  think  was  only  asynonyme  for  "  demise," 
and  instead  of  withdrawal  meant  decease  ;  and  they  believe  that  its  use  at  pres- 
sent  is  derived  from  the  similar  word  "  dimit,"  employed  by  the  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows  and  by  the  Church  to  signify  dismission.  They  conclude  with  the  re- 
commendation that  every  non-affiliated  Mason  be  summoned  on  a  charge  of 
unmasonic  conduct ;  that  if  he  fail  to  appear  within  a  reasonable  time,  he  be 
suspended  for  twelve  months  ;  and  that,  if  at  the  end  of  that  time  he  still  neg- 
lects to  present  himself  or  show  good  cause  for  his  conduct,  he  be  expelled  for- 
ever. In  connection  with  this  subject  they  propose  an  alteration  of  that  portion 
of  the  Text-Book  which  permits  a  Mason  to  belong  to  more  than  one  Lodge  at 
the  same  time. 

Upon  the  subject  of  Petitions  the  Committee  express  surprise  to  hear  "  that  a 
custom  has  obtained  to  refer  them  to  Committees  for  investigation  and  report," 
and  they  declare  it  too  "  monstrous  and  absurd  "  to  find  favor  among  intelligent 
Masons.  This  certainly  takes  us  not  a  little  aback.  Our  limited  knowledge  of 
Masonic  usage  had  induced  us  to  suppose  that  this  was  the  general,  if  not  uni- 
versal custom,  and  that  its  omission,  not  its  practice,  should  be  legitimate  cause 
for  surpise  ;  and  in  all  our  reading  and  experience  we  have  never  before  known 
the  custom  to  be  attacked.  But  whether  it  be  old  or  new,  we  believe  it  to  be 
good  and  necessary,  notwithstanding  the  arguments  of  our  intelligent  brethren 
of  Virginia.  They  consider  it  improper  thus  to  place  upon  two  or  three  the 
responsibility  of  openly  reporting  unfavorably  upon  the  application  of  a  candi- 
date, and  thereby  perhaps  incurring  the  ill-will  of  those  who  recommended  him  ; 
and  they  think  it  is  properly  the  duty  of  every  member  of  the  Lodge  to  act  as  a 
special  Committee  in  such  case,  making  his  report  only  with  his  secret  ballot. 
The  old  adage  that  "  that  which  is  everybody's  business  is  nobody's,"  would 
probably  be  as  true  here  as  elsewhere,  and  thus  were  Committees  abolished, 
notwithstanding  the  abstract  truth  that  every  member  ought  to  examine  into  the 
character  of  the  applicant,  it  is  extremely  probable  that  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten 
no  such  examination  would  be  had  at  all.  As  to  the  fear  of  responsibility,  we 
do  not  think  that  such  an  argument  was  worthy  of  finding  place  in  such  a  re- 
port. 

Cases  of  Emergency,  so  called,  are  discussed  at  considerable  length,  and,  with 
the  exception  of  the  applications  of  military  or  sea- faring  men,  in  the  service  of 
their  country,  and  therefore  not  the  controllers  of  their  own  time  and  residence, 
they  discover  none  which  should  properly  be  classed  under  such  a  head.  "  The 
ordinary  excuse  of  being  about  to  travel  to  a  new  home,"  say  they,  "  is,  at  this 
day,  by  no  means  valid  ;  for  such  has  been  the  appreciation  of  Masonry  by  all 
civilized  countries  for  the  last  century,  that  there  is  scarce  a  neighborhood  to 
be  found  where  there  is  not  a  Masonic  Lodge.  And,  looking  at  the  question 
through  another  and  equally  justifiable  medium,  it  behooves  the  profane  to  con- 
tribute his  fees  for  initiation  to  that  Lodge  from  whose  stores  he  expects  to  derive  assistance, 
if  need  be."  A  morsel  of  good  doctrine  which  we  in  California,  who  have  been 
so  overstocked  with  Atlantic  off-hand  manufactures,  can  well  appreciate. 

The  practice  of  conferring  Honorary  Membership  upon  distinguished  brethren, 
or  those  who  have  long  and  faithfully  served  the  Fraternity.,  is  maintained  as 
just  and  proper ;  and  it  is  supported  by  reference  to  the  case  of  La  Fayette,  who, 
during  his  last  visit  to  this  country,  was  made  an  honorary  member  of  many 
Lodges,  and  of  one  or  two  Grand  Lodges,  and  to  the  more  recent  one  of  Le 
Blanc  de  Mar§onnay,  who  was  elected  an  honorary  member  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  with  the  rank  of  Senior  Grand  Warden!  The  Committee 
think,  however,  that  the  conferring  of  this  honor  should  not  exempt  the  recipient 
from  his  proper  contributions  to  the  Masonic  Craft,  if  his  ability  will  permit 
him  to  present  them,  nor  excuse  him  from  any  of  the  requirements  of  Masonry. 

Upon  the  subject  of  Re-instatement,  the  Committee  go  into  an  examination  of 
the  separate  questions  of  membership  in  the  Order,  and  membership  of  a  Lodge; 
very  properly  showing  that  there  are  some  faults  for  which  a  Mason  in  ay  be 
punished  by  &  forfeiture  of  the  last,  without  losing  his  position  in  th    first. 
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They  also  declare,  as  we  have  heretofore  written,  that  at  the  termination  of  the 
period  of  a  definite  suspension,  the  delinquent  is,  ipso  facto,  restored  to  all  his 
privileges,  both  in  the  Order  and  in  the  Lodge,  without  further  action.  But  in 
a  case  of  indefinite  suspension  they  say  he  can  only  be  restored  by  a  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Lodge,  and  that  after  petition,  which  must  lay  over  one  month,  that 
all  may  have  due  notice,  We  believe  this  to  be  correct,  though  our  own  regula- 
tions make  a  vote  of  two  thirds  sufficient  for  restoration.  That  which  follows 
in  the  report  upon  this  subject,  is  of  so  much  importance,  involving,  as  it  does, 
the  right  of  a  Grand  Lodge  to  restore  to  membership  in  a  subordinate,  that  we 
transcribe  it  entire. 

"  Where  the  brother,"  say  the  Committee,  "  appeals  from  the  decision  of  the  Lodge  to 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  they  decide  the  case  to  have  been  irregular  or  illegal,  and  on  that 
ground  reverse  the  decision,  the  case  stands  recommitted  for  new  trial,  and  the  party  is 
thereby  re-instated  to  the  position  he  occupied  when  the  charges  were  preferred  in  his 
Lodge.  If,  however,  the  Grand  Lodge  take  up  the  investigation  on  the  merits  of  the 
charges,  either  by  appeal,  memorial  or  petition  for  restoration,  the  Grand  Lodge  can  only 
confer  that  which  it  possesses  —  a  re-instatement  into  the  benefits  of  Masonry,  or  member- 
ship in  the  Institution.  Lodge-membership  being  predicated  upon  chartered  privileges, 
ana  the  result  of  voluntary  association  among  the  members,  can  only  be  conferred  by 
their  own  unanimous  consent ;  and  as  the  Grand  Lodge  has  no  power  to  compel  any 
number  of  Masons  to  form  or  continue  a  Lodge,  so  it  is  evident  that  it  has  no  power  to 
force  a  member  upon  one  already  formed,  thereby  destroying  that  harmony  which  is  the 
strength  and  support  of  all  Lodges.  We  have  confined  our  arguments  to  cases  of  sus- 
pension only.  Viewing  expulsion  in  the  light  of  a  capital  punishment,  there  can  be  no  re- 
instatement ;  and  if  a  case  shall  ever  arise  where  it  may  be  expedient  and  proper  to  restore 
an  expelled  Mason  to  his  former  position  in  the  Institution,  it  must  be  by  petition,  fee  and 
vote,  as  in  the  case  of  any  profane." 

All  this  but  the  last  paragraph  commends  itself  to  our  good  opinion.  But  has 
any  subordinate  Lodge  the  right  to  receive  the  petition  of  an  expelled  Mason, 
no  matter  what  the  "  fee  or  vote  "  which  might  attend  it  ?  Would  it  not  produce 
never-ending  difficulty  and  irregularity,  if  one  subordinate  Lodge  should  thus 
be  authorized  to  restore  a  Mason  who  had  been  expelled  by  another  ?  Or  did 
the  Committee  intend  that  this  power  should  be  confined  only  to  the  Lodge 
which  had  inflicted  the  punishment  ?  If  that  were  the  intention,  it  would  have 
been  better  to  have  said  so,  but  even  then  it  seems  to  us  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
only  has  power  over  such  a  case.  We  know  not  how  general  the  usage  is,  but 
in  this  jurisdiction  and  some  others,  an  expulsion  by  a  subordinate  Lodge  ope- 
rates only  as  a  suspension  until  confirmed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  either  expressly 
or  by  implication  through  default  of  appeal ;  and  then,  being  in  effect  the  act  of 
that  body,  we  do  not  see  how  any  subordinate  can  presume  to  reverse  its 
decisions. 

The  whole  report  was  laid  over  for  action  at  the  next  Communication.  In  ac- 
cordance with  a  resolution  passed  at  the  last  session,  the  Grand  Secretary  pre- 
sented a  report  upon  the  question  whether  a  Deputy  Grand  Master,  upon  the 
death  or  disability  of  the  Grand  Master,  should  succeed  by  virtue  of  his  office 
to  all  the  powers  and  privileges  of  that  officer,  without  other  installation.  After 
giving  at  some  length  the  history  of  this  office,  and  showing  that  in  its  origin, 
the  incumbent  was  the  real  Grand  Master,  the  sovereign  then  being  the  nominal 
one  only,  he  deduces  the  conclusion  that  it  is  useless  now,  and  offers  a  resolution 
that  hereafter  that  office  be  discontinued.  This  is  certainly  a  new  proposition, 
but  the  argument  is  a  good  one,  and  true  withal,  and  really  we  can  see  no  more  ne- 
cessity for  a  Deputy  Grand  Master  in  the  Grand  Lodge  than  for  a  Deputy  Master 
in  a  subordinate.  The  succession,  in  either  case,  is  amply  provided  for  in  the 
Wardens.    This  report  was  also  laid  over  till  the  next  meeting. 

The  financial  report  shows  the  receipts  for  the  year  to  have  been  $2,919,  and 
the  disbursements  $2,663,  leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $579,  besides 
funded  property  to  the  amount  of  $16,250.  The  Communication  lasted  four 
days,  and  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  were  both  reelected. 

CANADA   WEST. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  for  the  year 
1855,  now  before  us.  contains  the  transactions  at  the  Half- Yearly  Communication 
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held  in  the  City  of  London  on  the  tenth  and  eleventh  of  May,  —  at  a  Special 
Meeting  held  at  Niagara  Falls  on  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth  of  July,  —  and 
at  the  Half- Yearly  Meeting  holden  at  Toronto  on  the  twenty-third  of  October  ; 
at  all  of  which  the  R.\  W.\  Thomas  G.  Ridout,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  presided. 
This  body  gives  no  list  of  Lodges  represented,  or  of  those  on  the  Registry,  the 
record  simply  stating  that,  in  addition  to  the  Grand  officers,  there  were  present 
"  the  Masters,  Past  Masters,  and  Wardens  of  several  Lodges,  and  several  mem- 
bers of  Private  Lodges." 

At  the  meeting  first  named,  notice  was  given  that  at  the  next  Communication 
it  would  be  moved  that  a  petition  be  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England, 
praying  that  Upper  Canada  be  divided  into  three  Masonic  Divisions,  and  that  a 
Grand  Lodge  be  established  in  each.  A  resolution  was  also  adopted  requesting 
the  Grand  Master  to  summon  a  Lodge  of  Emergency  in  July,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  this  proposition  into  consideration. 

At  the  meeting  in  July,  a  motion  "  that  a  meeting  of  delegates  from  all  the 
Lodges  in  the  Province,  under  all  jurisdictions,  be  invited  to  take  the  necessary 
steps  for  communicating  with  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  Independent  Grand  Lodge,"  was  put  and  lost ; 
and  in  lieu  of  this,  and  of  the  propositions  submitted  at  the  previous  meeting,  it 
was  resolved  that  another  urgent  entreaty  be  sent  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Eng- 
land for  permission  to,  establish  an  independent  Grand  Lodge  in  that  Province, 
that  the  "  intense  excitement  already  too  prevalent  in  that  Provincial  Grand 
Lodge,"  might  be  allayed. 

Notwithstanding  this  action  of  their  Provincial  Head,  the  delegates  of  some 
forty  odd  Lodges,  tired  of  their  state  of  dependence  on  the  Mother  Grand  Lodge, 
assembled  at  the  City  of  Hamilton,  and  after  setting  forth  many  and  cogent 
reasons  for  the  course  they  were  about  to  pursue,  organized  an  independent 
Grand  Lodge  for  Canada  West,  and  elected  its  officers.  We  are  informed  that 
these  were  installed  by  the  M.\  W.\  H.  T.  Backus,  a  Past  Grand  Master  of  the 
State  of  Michigan,  although  it  would  seem  that  application  for  that  purpose 
had  first  been  made  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  as  appears  from  the  fol- 
lowing in  the  proceedings  of  the  October  session  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  : 

"  R.\  TV/.Bro.  Fitzgerald  Tisdall,  Representative  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York,  at  the  request  of  the  R.\  W.-.  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  read  to  the  Grand  Lodge  a  letter  from  the  M.-.  W.-.Bto.  Joseph  D.  Evans, 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York,  to  R.-.  W.-.Bro.  Ellicott 
Evans,  D.  D.  Grand  Master,  residing  in  Buffalo,  in  reply  to  an  application  made  b} 
certain  Masons  in  Canada  (who  had  formed  a  Convention  at  Hamilton,  on  the  10th 
instant,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  Independent  Grand  Lodge  for  Canada,)  for  as- 
sistance from  certain  Grand  or  rast  Grand  Officers  in  said  State  of  New  York,  in  in* 
stalling  the  Officers  of  said  Canadian  Grand  Lodge,  of  which  letter  the  following  is  a 
true  copy :  — 

J  Office  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Fret  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  State  of  New  York, ) 

New  York,  October  17,  1855.  / 

1  Dear  Brother  :— Your  esteemed  favor  of  the  15th  inst.  is  just  at  hand,  submitting 
the  inquiry  whether  it  would  be  proper  for  the  Ms.  W.-.  Bro.  Randall  to  install  the 
Grand  Officers  of  the  newly  formed  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  which  has  been  organized 
without  the  consent  of  their  Supreme  head,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  ;  and  submitting 
whether  there  would  not  be  utility  in  promptly  extending  to  them  the  hand  of  encourage- 
ment, and  a  full  recognition  of  their  Grand  Lodge  as  a  legitimate  organization.  This  if 
not  your  language,  but  embraces  your  ideas,  as  I  understand  them. 

'I  have  telegraphed  to  Mr.  W.-.Bro.  Randall  that  it  would  be  improper  for  him  to 
do  so ;  certainly  so,  if  by  the  act  our  Grand  Lodge  will  be  either  directly  or  indirectly 
identified  as  a  party  to  this  contemplated  movement  of  our  Canadian  brethren,  of  vio*- 
lently  severing  their  connection  with  the  author  of  their  Masonic  existence,  and  that  too 
without  the  express  consent  of  their  own  Provincial  Grand  Lodge. 

'I  have  not  yet  seen  our  Official  Brethren  who  are  in  the  City,  and  may  not  do  so  in 
time  to  give  you  their  views  — with  this  — on  the  subject,  but  will  do  so  the  first  opportu- 
nity that  offers. 

i  The  subject  involves  too  grave  and  important  a  principle  for  us  hastily  to  consider  and 
determine  it,  otherwise  than  to  withhold  our  participation  in  the  proposed  organization.  Our 
Grand  Lodge,  above  all  others,  should  not  tor  a  moment  countenance  rebellion — or,  if  you 
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prefer  a  modiiied  phrase,^  severance  by  violence  from  a  Grand  Lodge  to  which  they  are 
bound  by  the  most  solemn  obligations.  We  are  appealing  year  after  year  to  our  sister 
Grand  Lodges  to  assist  us  in  putting  down  rebellion  in  our  own  jurisdiction.  To  this 
end  we  have  virtually  appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  for  its  countenance  and 
support  in  maintaining  us  in  our  lawful  position  against  "  heresy  and  schism ; ;;  and  now, 
under  these  circumstances,  even  if  there  was  no  vital  principle  involved,  for  us  to  give 
encouragement  to  rebellion  in  her  jurisdiction,  would  be  the  very  height  of  ingratitude, 
and  would  display  a  most  unenviable  disposition,  in  the  total  want  of  moral  principle. 

'  We,  however,  concur  fully  that  the  separation  would  be  attended  with  the  most  favor- 
able advantages  to  them  in  every  particular,  both  as  Lodges  and  as  individuals,  and  that 
they  should  have  a  separate  and  distinct  organization  —  a  Grand  Lodge  of  their  own, 
independent  of  a  Grand  Lodge  located  in  a  foreign  land,  which,  from  its  inaccessibility, 
ran  not  afford  readily  the  facilities  necessary  for  a  healthful  existence  in  its  subordinates. 

1  Entertaining  these  views,  we  would  most  cheerfully  —  were  it  not  too  late— •  proffer 
our  services  as  mediator,  to  the  full  power  of  our  influence  and  persuasions,  that  the  de- 
sire of  our  Canadian  brethren  may  be  gratified  in  this  particular,  but  beyond  this  inter- 
cession we  can  not  go. 

'  Inasmuch  as  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Ireland  and  Scotland  have  given  their  consent  to 
their  subordinates  in  Canada  to  institute  a  Grand  Lodge,  independent  of  them,  we  will 
most  readily  render  to  them  every  assistance  in  our  power  in  giving  them  a  place  among 
the  Independent  Grand  Lodges  of  America.  We  can  greet  such  with  our  most  hearty 
congratulations,  and  receive  them  with  open  arms  to  our  warmest  sympathies  and  broth- 
erly affections. 

1  I  sincerely  hope  our  estimable  and  beloved  brethren  of  Canada,  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  will  not  persist  in  their  present  course,  and  that 
thej'  will  never  tire  in  their  endeavors  to  obtain  the  consent  of  their  Mother  Grand  Lodge 
to  their  Independence,  until  they  have  exhausted  fully  and  completely  the  means  they 
possess  of  accomplishing  the  end.  The  foregoing  is  written,  predicated  upon  the  present 
condition  of  affairs  5  circumstances  may  assume  a  different  phase  by  June  next;  but  un- 
til they  do  so,  it  will  be  very  impolitic  for  us  to  hazard  an  adventure  so  unpropitious  and 
baneful  in  its  tendencies.

"  On  motion,  it  was  Resolved, l  That  the  cordial  thanks  of  this  Provincial  Grand  Lodge 
be  given  to  M.-.  W.-.l&vo.  Evans,  Grand  Master  of  the  State  of  New  York,  for  the  ad- 
mirable and  truly  Masonic  letter  which  he  wrote  on  being  applied  to  to  countenance  the 
movement  to  form  an  Independent  Grand  Lodge  in  Canada.'7 

However  much  we  may  sympathize  with  the  condition  of  our  brethren  in  Can- 
ada, occupying,  as  they  do,  Masonically,  precisely  the  same  position  that  the 
people  of  the  American  provinces  did  politically,  before  the  Revolution,  that  of 
being  taxed  without  being  represented,  it  is  impossible  to  avoid  commending 
the  conduct  of  the  Grand  Master  of  New  York  in  this  case.  Though  we  think  the 
Canadian  Lodges  have  borne  almost  as  much  delay  in  the  consideration  of  their 
repeated  petitions,  as  even  Masonic  patience  is  capable  of  enduring,  and  would 
not  be  much  to  blame  if  they  at  last  declared  their  independence,  after  having 
exhausted  every  effort  of  supplication,  without  any  notice  of  their  entreaties, 
we  do  not  think  that  any  American  Grand  Lodge  should  even  seem  to  abet  the 
revolution,  but,  if  the  time  must  come,  look  to  the  brethren  in  Canada  to  ac- 
complish their  own  deliverance.  Least  of  all  would  it  have  become  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York  to  lend  its  aid  to  any  rebellion  against  lawful  authority, 
and  thus,  though  our  sympathies  are  certainly  with  our  brethren  "  across  the 
river,'7  we  congratulate  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  upon  the  wise  and  Ma- 
sonic action  of  her  Grand  Master  in  this  case. 

The  receipts  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  were  £237.  The  M.\  IF.*.  Sir 
Allan  Napier  MacNab  is  Provincial  Grand  Master,  and  the  F.\  ir.*.  Fran- 
cis Richardson  is  Grand  Secretary. 

SCOTLAND. 

AVe  have  received  the  Annual  Circular  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  con- 
taining the  principal  transactions  of  that  body  for  the  year  ending  May  seventh. 
1855.     It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  announce  this  opening  of  communication 
with  one  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  British  Empire,  and  we  hope  that  ere  long 
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the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  will  re- 
spond to  our  efforts  for  an  interchange  of  Masonic  information.  It  has  seemed 
to  us  a  little  remarkable  that,  while  the  Grand  Orients  of  France  and  Belgium, 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany  and  the  National  Mother  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Three  Globes  in  Prussia,  have  so  readily  recognized  our  offers  of  correspondence, 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  Kingdoms,  speaking  our  own  language,  and 
being,  in  fact,  the  Masonic  parents  of  the  Institution  in  America,  should  have 
been  so  backward  in  responding  to  our  humble  efforts  in  search  of  light  from 
those  ancient  sources.  The  increased  facilities  for  communication  between  the 
i  nhabitants  of  the  Old  and  New  World,  which  the  inventions  and  improvements 
of  the  past  few  years  have  brought  about,  and  the  constant  communion  between 
the  Masons  of  the  two  Hemispheres  which  has  been  the  consequence,  render  it 
most  important  that  a  more  general  knowledge,  both  of  the  local  transactions  of 
the  Craft,  and  of  the  legislation  which  affects  the  universal  welfare  of  our  An 
cient  Order  on  either  side  of  the  Atlantic,  should  be  disseminated  among  the 
brethren  in  Great  Britian  and  America.  We  are  willing  to  suppose  that  we  are 
not  likely  to  teach  them  much,  but  we  are  ourselves  most  anxious  to  learn  all 
that  may  be  taught  by  those  to  whom  antiquity  has  given  the  right  to  confer 
instruction,  and  whose  duty  it  is,  as  Most  Excellent  Masters,  to  dispense  light 
among  their  less  informed  brethren. 

On  the  twenty-fourth  of  February,  1855,  a  "  Funeral  Grand  Lodge  "  was  held 
in  the  City  of  Edinburg,  in  memory  of  Lord  Frederick  Fitzclarexce,  Past 
Grand  Master  Mason  of  Scotland  and  the  second  son  of  the  late  King  William 
IV.,  who  died  at  Bombay,  in  India,  in  October  of  the  year  preceding.  A  Fune- 
ral Oration  was  delivered  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  and  the  services,  both 
musical  and  Masonic,  appear  to  have  been  conducted  with  great  pomp  and  so- 
lemnity. The  Grand  Lodge  empowered  the  Grand  Officers  to  represent  that 
body  at  the  Masonic  Congress  in  Paris.  The  receipt  of  our  proceedings  in  May, 
1854,  is  acknowledged.  The  revenue  from  all  sources  appears  to  have  been 
£904,  during  the  year  ;  and  the  "  Realized  Funds  "  on  hand  are  set  down  at 
£2,074.  The  M.\  W.\  The  Duke  of  Athole  is  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.'. 
W.\  William  Alexander  Laurie  is  Grand  Secretary. 

BELGIUM. 

We  acknowledge  the  receipt  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Orient 
of  Belgium,  of  a  printed  communication  accompanying  three  ordinances  of 
that  body,  relative  to  the  establishment  and  continuance  of  certain  Lodges,  the 
suspension  of  several  others,  and  the  suppression  of  one  of  their  standing  Reg- 
ulations. This  last  is  a  matter  of  some  importance,  as,  so  far  as  we  understand 
its  effects,  it  is  intended  to  throw  open  in  the  Lodges  the  discussion  of  political 
and  religious  subjects,  heretofore  forbidden.  We  have  not  information  enough, 
however,  in  the  brief  communication  sent  us,  to  justify  comment.  Three  sub- 
jects are  presented  by  the  Grand  Orient  for  the  consideration  of  the  brethren 
in  the  Kingdom  : 

1.  By  what  means  can  the  principles  of  Free  Masonry  best  be  made  beneficial 
to  the  world  profane  ? 

2.  Of  the  indifference  existing  among  Masons  ;  its  causes,  character,  conse- 
quences, and  the  means  of  remedying  it. 

3.  Of  the  education  of  women,  in  a  Masonic  point  of  view. 

Theses  upon  these  questions  appear  to  be  expected  from  all  who  may  choose 
to  discuss  them,  and  directions  are  given  for  the  manner  in  which  they  shall  be 
prepared  and  addressed.  The  Senior  Grand  Warden,  Vkrhaegex,  Senr.  pre- 
sided, and  L.  Theremin  is  Grand  Secretary. 

GERMANY. 

The  printed  transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany,  for  the  months  of 
March,  June,  September  and  October,  1854,  have  been  received,  together  with 
its  Masonic  Calendar  for  the  years  1854  and  1855,  containing  a  complete  cata- 
logue of  the  officers  and  members  of  that  body,  and  a  list  of  the  Grand  and 
particular  Lodges  with  which  it  is  in  correspondence.      Its  Communications  are 
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held  at  Berlin,  in  Prussia.  We  remark  a  very  beautiful  custom  which  prevails 
here,  —  that  of  devoting  a  special  meeting  once  each  year  to  the  memory  of  the 
deceased  brethren  of  its  jurisdiction,  —  when  the  Grand  Secretary  calls  the 
names  of  all  those  who,  since  the  last  funeral  convocation,  have  ceased  labor  in 
the  Lodges  here  on  earth,  and  a  suitable  notice  is  given  to  their  memory. 

A  fraternal  circular,  issued  on  the  eve  of  the  day  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  by 
the  Grand  Officers,  accompanied  the  papers  above  mentioned.  The  3L\  W.\ 
Dietrich  Wilhelm  Heinrich  Busch  is  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Carl  Ed- 
uard  Maxche  is  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  National  Mother  Lodge  of  the  Three  Globes,  which  also  holds  its 
Communications  in  Berlin,  again  favors  us  with  its  proceedings.  Those  before 
us  are  for  the  months  of  September,  November,  and  December,  1854:,  and  Janua- 
ry, 1855. 

The  most  important  matter  we  note  among  them  is  the  action  taken  upon  a 
late  edict  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium.  This  was  referred  to  in  our  notice 
of  the  proceedings  of  that  body,  but  the  information  given  in  the  Arrete  sent 
us  was  so  meagre,  that  we  scarcely  comprehended  its  full  meaning.  It  appears, 
however,  that  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  has  not  only  repealed  the  ordinance 
which  prohibited  the  discussion  of  political  and  religious  questions  in  the  Lodg- 
es, —  declaring  that  such  a  regulation  was  simply  one  of  expediency  and  not 
necessarily  a  fundamental  law  —  but  has  actually  recommended  to  its  subordi- 
nates the  encouragement  of  such  discussions.  To  this  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Three  Globes  gives  its  most  unqualified  condemnation  ;  and,  letting  its  action 
keep  pace  with  its  opinion,  by  a  unanimous  vote  has  resolved  to  cease  all  com- 
munication with  the  Belgian  Grand  Orient,  and  has  forbidden  the  Freemasons 
within  its  jurisdiction  to  hold  any  intercourse  with  those  of  Belgium,  while  this 
doctrine  shall  prevail  in  the  Masonic  Senate  of  that  Kingdom.  A  similar  reso- 
lution had  previously  been  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Saxony. 

At  this  late  period  in  our  report,  neither  our  time  nor  inclination  permits  us 
to  indulge  in  any  extended  remarks  upon  the  important  question  thus  present- 
ed. The  action  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  strikes  us  as  likely  to  produce 
most  pernicious  effects  upon  the  Order  in  that  country,  and  is  absolutely  in  con- 
travention of  that  which  we  have  supposed  to  be  Masonic  law.  We  believe  that 
no  subject  should  ever  be  mooted  in  a  Lodge  of  Freemasons,  that  does  not  re- 
late to  Masonry  or  to  Masonic  objects.  Neither  political  opinions  nor  religious 
creeds  come  within  this  category,  for  with  neither  party  nor  sect  has  Masonry 
aught  to  do.  Our  nearest  approach  to  politics  is  the  requirement  that  every 
Mason  shall  be  a  good  and  peaceable  citizen  or  subject,  and  obey  and  support 
the  laws  of  the  land  in  which  he  lives ;  and  the  only  religion  we  demand  is  a 
belief  and  trust  in  the  Almighty  God.  Within  these  bounds  he  may  be  royalist 
or  republican,  protestant  or  papist,  Christian,  Jew,  or  Turk,  entertaining  any 
political  opinion  or  confiding  in  any  particular  form  of  religious  faith,  and  still 
meet  on  the  level  of  equality  with  his  brethren.  But  for  the  very  reason  that 
Masonry  embraces  men  of  so  many  different  countries,  sects,  and  opinions,  the 
discussion  of  subjects  upon  which  such  wide  and  impassable  differences  must 
ever  exist,  is,  and  ought  to  be  prohibited  in  our  assemblages —  peace  and  harmo- 
ny being  the  absolute  essentials  for  the  maintenance  of  our  Order  and  the  ful- 
filment of  its  charitable  and  fraternal  purposes.  We  regret,  therefore,  that  our 
Belgian  brethren  have  thus  invited  the  introduction  of  discord  where  naught 
but  harmony  should  be,  but  are  not  prepared  to  take  such  an  extreme  step  in 
regard  to  them  for  that  reason,  as  has  the  National  Mother  Grand  Lodge  in 
Prussia. 

We  notice  that  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  this  last  has  been  pro- 
posed, by  which  a  member  of  a  Lodge,  removing  to  another  place,  is  not  to  be 
charged  with  an  affiliation  fee,  upon  being  admitted  to  membership  in  another 
Lodge  under  that  jurisdiction. 

The  J/.-.  Wr.  Bro.  Messerschmidt  is  Grand  Master,  and  the  R.\  W.\  Bro.  Mer- 
tex  is  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  in  closing  this  notice  of 
these  two  German  Masonic  bodies,  we  take  the  occasion  to  express  our  obli- 
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gations  tu  the  R.\  W.'  Adolphus  Hollub,  a  Fast  Senior  Grand  Warden  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  for  the  translation  of  their  proceedings  which  he  has  kindly  fur- 
nished us. 

The  Committee  have  thus  concluded  the  labor  assigned  them,  having  endeav- 
ored to  give  a  faithful  abstract  of  the  transactions  of  all  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
the  world  which  have  favored  us  with  their  correspondence  during  the  past 
year,  that  the  brethren  in  this  jurisdiction  may  obtain  a  general  knowledge  of 
the  proceedings  and  condition  of  the  Order  abroad.  They  have  avoided  enter- 
ing into  lengthy  discussion  of  any  questions  which  have  presented  themselves 
during  the  examination  of  the  voluminous  mass  of  printed  matter,  —  compris- 
ing several  thousand  pages,  —  which  has  been  before  them,  most  of  them  having 
been  sufficiently  written  of  in  their  last  report,  and  the  remainder,  neither  the 
time  of  the  Committee  nor  a  reasonable  limit  for  this  paper,  permitted  them  to 
enlarge  upon.  The  Report  is  necessarily  imperfect,  the  duties  of  the  Grand 
Secretary's  office,  for  many  months  past,  having  engrossed  the  entire  attention 
of  the  writer  during  the  business  hours  of  the  day,  and  the  only  time  he  has  been 
enabled  to  bestow  upon  its  preparation  having  been  stolen  from  the  hours  of 
"  refreshment  and  repose."  Such  as  it  is,  it  is  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge  by 
the  Committee,  with  the  concluding  remark,  that  they  have  endeavored  to 
submit  such  opinions  as  they  have  felt  called  upon  to  express,  in  that  modest 
and  deferential  manner  which  became  the  comparative  inexperince  of  him  to 
whom  the  duty  of  preparing  it  was  assigned,  and  with  the  hope  that  in  no  case 
have  they  overstepped  the  bounds  of  that  fraternal  courtesy  and  friendly  for- 
bearance which  ought  ever  to  characterize  the  written  as  well  as  personal 
intercourse  of  Masons  with  each  other.

difficulties  referred  to  had  been  amicably  arranged  between  them.  Your  com- 
mittee would  therefore  recommend  that  all  papers  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  from  the  above  named  Lodges  relative  to  said  difficulties,  be  returned 
to  them,  with  the  request  that  they  destroy  the  same. 
All  of  which  is  most  respectfully  submitted.

Bro.  H.  H.  Hartley  presented  certain  papers  relative  to  the  petition  of 
Jesse  Morrill  to  Washington  Lodge,  No.  20,  for  restoration  to  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  Masonrv,  he  having  been  expelled  by  that  Lodge  on  the  2 2d 
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day  of  June,  A.  L.  j8j4  ;  which,  together  with  the  other  papers  presented  at 
the  last  Annual  Communication  upon  the  same  subject,  were  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Grievances. 

The  papers  presented  at  the  last  Annual  Communication,  relative  to  the 
expulsion  of  George  Maderia,  on  the  8th  day  of  February,  A.  L.  5855,  by 
Volcano  Lodge,  No.  56,  together  with  his  appeal  therefrom,  were  also  referred 
to  the  same  committee. 

A  communication  was  presented  from  Gravel  Range  Lodge,  No.  59,  rela- 
tive to  the  case  of  Christian  Kintz,  which  was  referred  to  that  Lodge  at  the 
last  Annual  Communication  ;  and  it  being  stated  therein  that  said  Kintz  had 
removed  to  the  neighborhood  of  Los  Angeles,  the  subject  was  referred  to 
Los  Angeles  Lodge,  No.  42,  with  instructions  to  report  at  the  next  Commu- 
nication.

virtually  trying  a  Lodge  under  charges,  and  that  the  same  must  be  tried,  if  tried 
at  all,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  as  they  have  not  heard  anything  of  the  matter 
since  the  last  Communication,  they  be.2;  to  be  discharged  from  its  further  consid 
eration.

F.  Knott  presented  the  appeal  of  O.  C.  Osborne  from  the  action  of 
San  Francisco  Lodge,  No.  7,  by  which  he  was  expelled  from  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  Masonry  on  the  20th  day  of  February  last ;  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Grievances. 

Bro.  A.  Hollub  presented  a  petition  from  San  Francisco  Lodge,  No.  7, 
asking  for  authority  to  elect  a  Worshipful  Master  to  fill  a  vacancy  alleged  to 
be  existing  in  that  orrice  :  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Masonic 
Jurisprudence. 

Bro.  P..W.  Handle  presented  a  transcript  of  the  proceedings  of  Marysvillt 
Lodge,  No.  9,  relative  to  the  expulsion  of  II.  II.  Sleith  from  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  Masonry,  by  that  Lodge,  on  the  4th  day  of  February  last ; 
which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Grievances. 
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The  petition  of  A.  Hass,  praying  for  restoration  to  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  Masonry,  he  having  been  expelled  therefrom  by  El  Dorado  Lodge,  No. 
26,  on  the  16th  day  of  July,  A.  L.  5853,  was  presented,  accompanied  by  cer- 
tain papers  from  that  Lodge,  recommending  his  reinstatement ;  all  which 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Grievances. 

A  transcript  of  certain  proceedings  of  Mountain  Forest  Lodge,  No.  75, 
relative  to  the  membership  of  Bro.  Thomas  Reynolds  in  that  Lodge,  together 
with  sundry  communications  from  the  Worshipful  Master  and  from  the  officers 
and  brethren  thereof,  were  presented  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ma- 
sonic Jurisprudence. 

A  transcript  of  the  proceedings  of  Ophir  Lodge,  No.  83,  relative  to  the 
suspension  of  A.  H.  Hall  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  by 
that  Lodge,  on  the  22d  day  of  September,  A.  L.  5855,  was  presented  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Grievances. 

A  transcript  of  the  proceedings  of  Mountain  Shade  Lodge,  No.  18,  restor- 
ing *L.  J.  Czapkay  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  and  praying  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  confirm  the  action  of  the  Lodge  in  his  case,  was  presented, 
and  after  the  reading  thereof,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  the  action  of  Mountain  Shade  Lodge.  No.  18.  by  which  Bro.  L.  J. 
Czapkay  was  reinstated  in  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  be  affirmed. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  the  appeal  of  Bro.  C.  L.  Parent,  of  Cali- 
fornia Lodge,  No.  1,  from  the  action  of  Golden  Gale  Lodge,  No.  30,  by  which 
a  member  of  that  Lodge  was  declared  not  guilty  of  certain  charges  which  had 
been  preferred  against  him  by  Bro.  Parent ;  which  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Grievances. 

Petitions  were  presented  from  Si.  James  Lodge,  No.  54,  and  Naval  Lodge, 
U.  D.,  praying  for  a  remission  of  their  dues  :  which  were  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  and  Accounts. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  L.  C.  Owen,  six  months  time  was  granted  respectively 
to  Parfaite  Union  Lodge,  No.  17,  and  to  Gold  Hill  Lodge,  No.  82,  for  the 
payment  of  their  dues. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Canada,  announcing  its  independent  organization,  and  requesting  a  re- 
ciprocation of  fraternal  regards  from  this  Grand  Lodge  5  which  was  read,  and 
on  motion  of  Bro.  J.  F.  Damon,  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  five. 

The  Grand  Master  announced  that  he  would  appoint  the  committee  at  a 
later  period. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  the  Grand  Lodge  ol 
Germany,  which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Cor- 
respondence.

That  portion  relative  to  the  regulations  concerning  trials,  to  the  Committee 
on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  ; 

That  portion  relative  to  a  circular  from  the  Grand  Master  of  New  York,  con- 
cerning Grand  Lodge  representation,  to  a  special  committee  ; 

That  portion  relative  to  the  subject  of  uniformity  of  work,  to  the  Committee 
on  Work  ; 

And  that  portion  recommending  an  appropriation  for  the  relief  of  Madam 
Colas,  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Accounts. 

Your  committee  would  further  recommend  that  the  foregoing  named  commit- 
tees be  requested  to  report  at  as  early  a  period  as  practicable.

Which  report  was  received  and  concurred  in,  and  the  committee  were  dis- 
charged. 

The  Grand  Master  having  called  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the 
4th  article  of  the  By-Laws,  which  requires  every  member  to  appear  with  his 
proper  jewel,  unless  a  satisfactory  excuse  be  offered, 

On  motion  of  Bro.  J.  D.  Creigh,  it  was  ordered  that  such  excuses  be  now 
received  from  those  who  have  not  thus  appeared  ;  whereupon,  after  sundry 
excuses  had  been  presented, 

On  motion  of  Bro.  S.  A.  Merritt,  all  who  were  thus  unprovided  were  ex- 
cused by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  communication  from  the  Grand  Master 
of  Oregon,  relative  to  a  claim  of  Bro.  B.  Jennings  against  this  Grand  Lodge, 
which  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Accounts. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  J.  D.  Creigh,  the  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge  by  which 

the  consideration  of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  made 
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the  special  order  for  to-morrow  at  11  o'clock,  A.  M.,  was  reconsidered,  and 
they  were  made  the  special  order  for  2  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  called  off  until  2  o'clock,  this  afternoon.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  called  on  at  2  o'clock,  P.  M.,  the  Grand  Master  pre- 
siding. 

The  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  which  were  ordered  to  be  spread  upon 
the  minutes  at  the  last  Communication,  were  taken  up  for  consideration. 

The  proposition  to  amend  Sec.  1,  of  Art.  VII.,  by  inserting  after  the  words 
u  from  the  State,"  in  the  second  line  thereof,  the  words  ':  or  inability  from 
any  cause,"  having  received  the  vote  required  by  the  Constitution,  was 
adopted. 

The  proposition  to  amend  Sec.  5,  of  Art.  X.,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  sev- 
enty-five/' in  the  second  line  thereof,  and  inserting  in  their  stead  the  word 
"fifty"  was  *n  like  manner  adopted. 

The  proposition  to  amend  the  same  Sec.  and  Art.  by  striking  out  the  words 
"  seventy-five,"  in  the  second  line  thereof,  and  inserting  in  their  stead  the 
word  "forty"  was  rejected. 

The  proposition  to  amend  Art.  XIII.,  by  striking  it  out,  and  inserting  in  its 
stead  the  following :  — 

"  Art.  XIII. — Sec.  1.  Any  proposed  amendment  or  alteration  of  this  Consti- 
tution shall  be  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  writing,  at  an  Annual  Commu- 
nication, before  the  election  of  Grand  Officers,  by  the  representatives  of  at  least 
three  subordinate  Lodges,  and,  if  sanctioned  by  a  majority  of  the  members  pres- 
ent, shall  be  published  with  the  proceedings  as  a  subject  for  future  action  :  and. 
upon  its  adoption  at  the  next  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  by 
two  thirds  of  the  votes  given  thereon,  the  same  shall  become  a  part  of  this  Con- 
stitution. Provided,  That  the  vote  on  such  proposed  amendment  shall  be  taken 
prior  to  the  election  of  Grand  Officers,- ' 

having  received  the  constitutional  vote,  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  II.  II.  Hartley,  the  consideration  of  the  remaining  pro- 
posed amendments  to  the  Constitution  was  postponed  until  2  o'clock,  P.  M.. 
to-morrow. 

The  Grand  Master  presented  the  following  communication  from  Hawaiian

To  the  3f.\  W.m.  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  California :  — 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  our  Lodge,  Hawaiian,  No.  21,  held  on  the  4th  Febru- 
ary, 185G,  the  undersigned  were  duly  appointed  a  committee  to  address  you,  and 
ask  your  advice  and  direction  on  a  matter  of  vital  importance  to  the  peace  and 
prosperity  of  the  craft  on  these  Islands.  * 

In  the  performance  of  this  duty  we  would  respectfully  represent  to  you  the 
following  facts  :  — 

In  the  year  1843,  a  Brother  named  Le  Tellier,  then  commanding  a  French 
whale  ship  in  this  ocean,  duly  empowered  by  the  Grand  Council  of  the  33d  of 
France  to  institute  Masonic  Lodges  in  the  Pacific,  in  places  over  which  no  other 
jurisdiction  had  previously  been  extended,  granted  a  warrant  to  certain  brethren 
to  open  a  Lodge  in  this  city  under  the  name  of  "  Le  Progres  de  LJ  Oceanic"  For 
some  years  this  Lodge  prospered  and  added  to  its  list  of  members  the  names  of 
many  of  our  first  and  most  estimable  citizens  ;  being  considered  a  legitimate 
Lodge  and  legally  constituted,  which,  indeed,  it  undoubtedly  was. 

About  the  year  1850  or  1851,  several  causes  combined  to  break  up  the  Lodge. 
and  it  ceased  to  work  or  to  meet ;  the  warrant  lay  neglected  in  the  Lodge  chest, 
and  the  Lodge  was  considered  extinct.  This  state  of  things  continued  for  nearly 
two  years,  when,  in  1852,  a  number  of  the  old  members  of  the  Lodge  "  Le 
Progres,"  together  with  a  few  recent  comers,  met  and  agreed  to  ask  for  the  juris- 
diction of  the  State  of  California  over  these  Islands.  For  this  purpose  they  ap- 
plied to  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  for  a  dispensation  to  open  a 
Lodge,  which  was  granted,  and  the  following  year  they  received  a  charter  under 
the  name  of  Hawaiian  Lodge,  No.  21,  which  is  our  present  nourishing  body.  At 
the  time  of  its  formation,  the  old  members,  then  surviving,  of  "  Le  Progres,"  for- 
mally made  over  the  jewels  and  appurtenances  of  that  Lodge  to  the  new  one. 
and  themselves  became  active  members,  to  a  man,  of  Hawaiian  Lodge.  These 
circumstances  we  have  thought  it  best  to  recapitulate,  although  you  are  doubt- 
less already  acquainted  with  them. 

Now  for  the  point  at  issue.  About  a  year  ago  several  members  of  Hawaiian 
Lodge,  for  reasons  best  known  to  themselves,  withdrew  from  that  body  and,  res- 
cuing the  old  Le  Tellier  warrant  from  the  oblivion  to  which  it  had  seemingly 
been  consigned,  organized  themselves  into  a  Lodge  under  it,  bearing  the  old 
name  of  t;  Le  Progres  de  VOceanie."  As  they  did  no  work  at  first,  but  gave  out 
that  they  had  applied  to  the  proper  authorities  in  France  for  a  new  charter,  or 
an  endorsement  of  the  old  one,  our  Lodge  continued  to  regard  them  with  frater- 
nal and  kindly  feelings.  Of  late,  however,  our  fears  have  been  excited  by  the 
fact  that  they  have  commenced  work  and  conferred  degrees  on  several  persons, 
some  of  whom  could  not  have  been  received  in  our  Lodge  ;  and,  feeling  it  our 
duty  at  least  to  inquire  into  their  authority,  our  Lodge,  at  its  meeting  in  Janu- 
ary, 1856,  appointed  a  committee  to  visit  the  Lodge  "Le  Progres"  and  examine 
their  warrant  or  charter. 

This  committee  performed  the  duty  assigned  them,  and,  at  the  conclusion  of 
their  examination,  presented  the  following  report :  — 

"  To  the  W.-.M.'.and  Brethren  of  Hawaiian  Lodge,  No.  21  :  — 

Two  of  your  committee  presented  themselves  as  visiting  brethren  at  the  Lodge  door 
on  an  evening  of  meeting  of  the  "  Progre's  de  VOceanie. ,"  and,  through  the  Tyler,  asked 
admission,  requesting,  however,  that  they  might  first  sec  the  charter  of  the  Lodge  before 
entering.  After  the  announcement  of  this  request,  and  some  delay,  we  were  invited  to 
enter,  but  without  previous  exhibition  of  the  charter.  This  invitation  we  declined  to  ac- 
cept, upon  the  ground  that  we  could  not  salute  the  chair  unless  we  knew  the  assemblage 
to  be  a  duly  constituted  Lodge.  After  some  further  delay  the  door  was  thrown  open  to 
us,  and  we  were  informed  that  the  so-called  Lodge  was  at  refreshment,  and  we  could  thus 
^ec  what  we  desired. 

The  brother  who  wore  the  jewel  of  Master  (R.  G.  Davis)  then  exhibited  to  us  a  roll  of 
documents,  and  accompanied  and  followed  this  exhibition  with  sundry  explanations.  The 
documents  were  in  French,  and  were  translated  at  the  time  in  whole,  and  mostly  aloud, 
by  Bro.  Guillou,  one  of  your  committee.     They  consisted  of  the  following:  — 

A  paper  empowering  one  Brother  Lo  Tellier  to  establish,  under  authority  and  jurisdic- 
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Hon  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  France,  Lodges  of  Freemasons  of  the  Scottish  rite,  in  such 
places  as  he  might  deem  useful  and  just,  throughout  the  Pacific  Ocean,  wherever  no  other 
Masonic  jurisdiction  at  the  time  existed.  This  paper  also  gave  him  the  privilege  of  wear- 
ing, under  certain  circumstances  and  for  certain  purposes,  a  flag  with  specified  Masonic 
symbols  and  import,  &c.  It  bore  a  seal  and  several  signatures,  and  purported  to  em- 
anate from  the  Supreme  Council  aforesaid;  and  it  bore  date  (as  nearly  as  we  remem- 
ber) in  April,  1842 : 

Another  paper  bearing  as  signature  the  name  of  Bro.  Le  Tellier,  empowered  cer- 
tain brethren  to  congregate  and  act  as  a  Lodge  of  Freemasons  at  Honolulu,  the  said 
Lodge  to  bear  the  distinctive  appellation  of  "  Le  Progris  de  L' Oceanic"  This  paper 
bore  date  (as  nearly  as  we  remember)  in  March,  1843  : 

A  third  paper  bearing  also  as  signature  the  name  of  Bro.  Le  Tellier,  informed  his 
brethren  of  the  "  Progres  de  L'  Oceanie  "  of  the  favorable  notice  taken  by  the  Supreme 
Council  of  his  (Le  TelTier's)  labors  in  the  cause  and  propagation  of  Masonry  in  the  Pacific 
Ocean.  It  stated  also  that  the  said  Supreme  Council  had  conferred  upon  him  (Le  Tellier) 
the  30th  degree  in  Masonry,  as  a  token  of  their  appreciation  of  his  services  rendered  : 

A  fourth  paper  bore  a  seal  and  signatures,  and  purported  to  emanate  from  the 
Grand  Orient  of  France.  Tnis  paper  bore  date  (as  nearly  as  we  remember)  in  Decem- 
ber, 1854,  and  appeared  from  its  tenor  to  be  in  answer  to  one  received  from  trie  brethren 
of  the  "  Progres  de  UOceanie"  and  contained  substantially  what  we  now  write  from 
memory. 

It  commenced  by  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  a  communication  (planche)  addressed 
to  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  and  then  proceeded 
as  follows :  — 

'  The  Grand  Orient  would  be  gratified  to  add  another  subordinate  Lodge  to  its  juris- 
diction. But  the  warrant  of  constitution  (le  pouvoir  constitutif) ,  of  which  you  have  sent 
us  a  copy,  does  not  emanate  from  this  body,  which  has  the  supreme  control  of  all  Masonry 
in  France.  There  exists  in  France  another  Masonic  power  which  has  created  your  craft. 
fcree  votre  metier.)  We  have  therefore  thought  it  our  duty  to  give  no  sequence  to  your 
request,  until  your  wishes  shall  have  been  more  definitely  expressed  to  us,  &c,  &c.7 

Bro.  Davis  informed  us  that  several  documents  had  been  from  time  to  time  received 
from  the  Supreme  Council,  and  that  in  them  all  the  legality  of  the  existence  of  "  Le 
Progres  de  JJ  Oceanic"  as  a  Lodge,  was  recognized  either  expressly  or  by  implication. 
But  all  these  papers  were  understood  to  be  of  date  prior  to  the  suspension  of  work  by 
"  Le  Progres"  and  they  were  not  asked  for  by  your  committee  because  they  seemed  to 
have  no  bearing  upon  that  which  your  committee  considered  to  be  the  special  object  of 
their  investigation,  namely  : — 

Whether  after  the  prolonged  suspension  of  all  work,  and  of  active  existence  as  a  cor- 
porate body,  the  "  Progres  de  V Oceanie"  still  preserved  its  original  powers  as  a  Lodge ; 
and  whether  those  powers  were  retained  by  a  specific  permission  from  its  parent,  or  by 
means  of  a  general  license  existing  under  the  dominion  of  that  parent,  by  which  a  subor- 
dinate Lodge  could  resume  work  of  its  own  impulse,  after  a  dormancy  of  indefinite  dura- 
tion ;  or  if  any  limit  existed,  then  what  was  that  limit. 

No  limit  of  time,  or  special  permission  for  resumption  was  shown  to  us,  or  contended 
for  as  existing  5  on  the  contrary,  the  resumption  of  work  was  justified  by  a  general  law  or 
rule  of  the  French  Masonic  authorities,  permitting,  or  at  least  tolerating,  resumption  of 
full  life  and  powers  after  any  suspension,  however  long,  provided  that  in  the  interim  nei- 
ther the  charter  had  been  returned  to  its  parent  by  the  subordinate  Lodge,  nor  had  been 
taken  from  the  latter  by  its  parent,  nor  publicly  declared  among  the  brethren  to  be  for- 
feited. 

Neither  of  these  bars  is  supposed  to  exist  in  the  case  of  the  "  Progres  de  V Oceanic" 
The  existence  of  such  a  general  law  or  rule  in  the  French  jurisdiction  was  confidently  as- 
serted by  Bro.  Davis  ;  but  upon  inquiry  from  us,  he  showed  us  neither  printed  nor  written 
recognition,  by  persons  of  apparent  Masonic  authority  and  high  standing,  of  either  law, 
rule,  or  usage  to  such  effect.  He  stated,  in  reply  to  our  inquiry,  that  after  consultation 
with  some  of  the  brethren  of  "  Le  Progres/'  they  had  decided  that  the  papers  already  ex- 
hibited to  us  were,  in  their  opinion,  all  that  courtesy  or  Masonic  fellowship  required  of 
them  to  show  us.  But  we  asked  further  of  Bro.  Davis  whether  among  the  papers  in  his 
possession,  as  a  Brother  Mason,  there  were  any  documents  from  the  Supreme  Council,  of 
date  subsequent  to  the  receipt  of  knowledge  by  that  Council  of  the  long  dormancy  and 
spontaneous  revival  of  the  "  Progres  de  L' Oceanie ;"  and  if  so,  whether  he  was  willing  to 
inform  us  how  the  acts  of  that  body  were  regarded  by  its  constituting  parent? 

No  such  letters  or  papers  were  shown  us,  and  we  were  left  to  conclude  that  none  such 
had  been  received,  and  that  no  sign  of  recognition  had  been  obtained  since  the  resump- 
tion of  work  by  "  Le  Progres." 

How  far  this  state  of  things  might  depend  upon  usage,  under  the  Scottish  rite  in  gen- 
eral, or  the  French  jurisdiction  in  particular;  or  how  far  it  might  depend  upon  want  <»t 
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punctuality  on  the  part  of  the  {Supreme  Council  or  of  the  Subordinate  Society,  we  had  no 
means  of  ascertaining.  And  although  such  information  might  have  been  interesting,  and 
indirectly  useful,  we  did  not  feel  clearly  how  far  it  might  be  decorous  to  urge  such  ques- 
tions, involving  the  internal  discipline  of  organizations  to  which  we  were  foreign. 

We  therefore  ceased  our  inquiries  here,  and  now  beg  leave  to  report,  as  above  stands 
narrated.

On  the  reading  of  this  report,  our  Lodge  at  once  passed  the  following  resolu- 
tion :  — 

a  Resolved,  That  the  Brethren  of  Hawaiian  Lodge,  No.  21,  be  requested  to  cease  visi- 
ting the  Lodge,  "  Le  Progre's  de  L'Oceanie,"  until  the  decision  of  the  M.\  W.\  Grand 
Master,  as  to  its  regularity,  be  received ;  and  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  address 
the  M.\W.\ Grand  Master  on  the  subject." 

On  the  question  being  put,  "  whether,  in  the  opinion  of  Hawaiian  Lodge,  the 
authority  of  '  Le  Progres '  was  satisfactory,"  the  answer  was  an  unanimous  No  ! 

Having  thus  laid  the  full  particulars  before  you,  we  would  respectfully  ask 
your  instruction  and  advice  for  our  guidance  in  this  matter,  expressing  at  the 
same  time  the  hope,  that  while  weighing  the  abstract  merits  of  the  question  pre- 
sented as  one  of  general  Masonic  interest,  the  Grand  Lodge  will  parentally  bear 
in  mind  the  local  peculiarities  of  our  position,  and  the  inevitable  excitement  at- 
tendant upon  an  open  rupture  between  ourselves  and  the  "  Progres  de  VOceanie," 
an  occurrence  which  would  be  eminently  injurious,  we  fear,  to  the  fraternal 
feeling  of  the  order  here,  and  painful  to  most  of  us  individually,  who  recognize 
among  the  officers  and  members  of  "  Le  Progres,"  men  of  the  highest  character 
and  standing  in  this  community  —  some  of  whom  are  members  of  our  own  Lodge, 
and  connected  with  us  by  ties  of  friendship  and  the  closest  business  relations. 

With  these  feelings  we  would  ask,  that  should  it  be  necessary,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  condemn  "  Le  Progres,"  or  check  fraternal  intercourse 
with  that  Lodge,  we  may  be  permitted  to  express  the  hope  that  you  will,  at  the 
same  time,  suggest  any  means  of  reconciliation  or  compromise  which  the  circum- 
stances may  justify. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Your  committee  find  that  the  books  of  these  Lodges  generally,  have  been 
kept  in  a  neat  and  orderly  manner,  but  they  observe  a  few  cases  where  the  Sec- 
retaries have  not  been  sufficiently  explicit  in  matters  of  importance,  while  their 
records  are  sometimes  blemished  with  useless  repetitions,  inappropriate  lan- 
guage, and  superfluous  and  improper  entries. 

While  gratified  to  find  that  so  much  Masonic  skill  and  experience  are  exhib- 
ited in  the  work  and  records  of  most  of  the  Lodges,  your  committee  are  com- 
pelled to  notice  a  few  exceptions,  where  a  want  of  such  experience  is  strongly 
indicated.  In  some  instances  Lodges  have  not  been  closed  from  one  regular 
meeting  to  another,  but  have  been  called  off  for  several  successive  meetings. 
In  some  cases  too  much  work  has  been  done  at  one  meeting  ;  —  business  has  been 
done  in  the  lower  degrees  which  belonged  only  to  the  higher  ;  and  work  has 
been  done  in  the  higher  degrees  which  should  have  been  done  in  the  lower. 

The  records  of  Mountain  Lodge,  in  several  instances,  do  not  show  the  names 
of  the  officers  arid  members  present,  nor  that  the  Lodge  was  duly  opened,  or  the 
business  properly  transacted  ;  and  it  is  necessary  to  say  that  the  books  of  that 
Lodge  have  been  very  badly  kept. 

The  records  of  Unity  Lodge  show  that  petitions  for  initiation  were  received 
and  referred  on  the  loth  and  18th  of  the  same  month.  They  also  show  that 
examinations  as  to  qualification  in  the  second  degree,  were  had  in  a  Master's 
Lodge  ;  and  the  records  generally  are  badly  kept. 

In  The  records  of  Clay  Lodge  show  that  petitions  were  received  and  referred, 
without  stating  whether  they  were  for  initiation  or  affiliation  ;  and  that  the 
Lodge  was  sometimes  opened  in  the  first  degree,  and  then  work  done  in  those 
above,  without  any  further  opening  of  the  Lodges.  In  some  cases,  too,  no  report 
of  a  committee  appeared,  before  the  ballot  for  a  candidate  was  had. 

Your  committee  are  convinced  that  the  errors  above  alluded  to,  were  the 
results  only  of  a  want  of  Masonic  instruction  and  experience,  and  not  of  any 
intention  to  violate  the  ancient  usages  of  Masonry,  or  the  Constitution  and  reg- 
ulations of  this  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  believing  that  the  foregoing  statement  will 
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be  an  admonition  sufficient  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  the  improper  practices 
alluded  to,  your  committee  most  cheerfully  recommend  that  charters  be  granted 
to  the  above  named  Lodges  U.  D.,  and  that  their  representatives  be  admitted  to 
seats  in  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  books  of  Areata  Lodge,  U.  D.,  and 
finding  that  no  work  has  as  yet  been  done,  they  recommend  that  the  dispensa- 
tion of  that  Lodge  be  contiuued  for  another  year. 

Your  committee  would  further  recommend  that  the  name  of  Unity  Lodge  be 
changed  to  that  of  Quitman  Lodge  —  the  members  of  that  Lodge  having  re- 
quested that  such  change  be  made. 

Your  committee  would  further  recommend  that  the  "  Lodge  of  Instruction," 
holden  at  San  Francisco,  under  a  Dispensation  from  the  M.\  W.'.  Grand  Master, 
be  continued  by  authority  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Your  committee,  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  "  to  prepare  a  draft  of  a  uniform  code  of  By-Laws,  for  the  government 
of  the  subordinate  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction,"  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  and  in  their  labors  have  examined  the 
By-Laws  of  a  large  number  of  Lodges,  from  different  parts  of  the  State  ;  and 
that,  in  their  preparation  of  the  accompanying  code,  they  have  endeavored  to 
meet  the  seeming  necessities  of  the  Lodges  in  all  the  different  localities.  In  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  greater  portion  of  the  Constitution  and  Standing  Resolutions 
of  this  Grand  Lodge,  refer  directly  to  the  government  of  its  subordinates,  your 
committee  have  endeavored  to  be  as  brief  as  possible  in  the  preparation  of  the 
code  they  now  submit  for  your  consideration;  and  to  further  more  completely 
the  object  of  their  appointment,  they  offer  the  following  resolution  :  — 

Resolved,  That  Lodges  throughout  this  jurisdiction,  be  recommended  to  adopt  for  the 
government  of  their  respective  bodies,  the  code  of  By-Laws  now  presented  to  this  Grand 
Lodge  5  and  that  those  Lodges  which  do  so,  be  required  to  have  printed  with  them,  such 
portions  of  the  Constitution  and  Standing  Resolutions  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  (a  condensed 
copy  of  which  is  herewith  presented.)  as  pertain  to  the  government  of  subordinate 
Lodges.

Upon  a  careful  exam- 
ination of  the  difficulties  with  which  the  foregoing  Lodge  has  to  contend,  spring- 
ing from  its  remote  relation  to  our  Grand  Lodge,  we  take  pleasure  in  re- 
commending it  to  your  most  fraternal  consideration. 

It  seems,  from  their  peculiar  situation  in  respect  to  the  whale  fisheries  of  the 
Pacific,  that  they  are  constantly  under  the  necessity  of  making  extraordinary 
exertions  to  meet  those  transient  calls  for  charity  with  which  we  became  so  pain- 
fully familiar  in  the  years  1849  and  1850.  And  in  addition  to  this  difficulty  of

Your  committee  are  strongly  imbued  with  that  idea  of  justice  and  fraternal 
kindness  which  will,  to  the  greatest  degree,  extend  the  benevolent  jurisdiction 
of  our  Order,  and  thereby  establish  the  universality  of  that  golden  element  which 
we  desire  to  see  encircling  the  world  in  the  embrace  of  good  neighborhood  and

Jennings  regards  this 
Grand  Lodge  as  responsible  to  him  for  the  payment  of  a  promissory  note,  bearing 
date  Sacramento,  March  (5,  1850,  for  the  sum  of  $3949,  at  a  rate  of  ten  per  cent, 
interest  per  month,  and  signed  by  certain  members  of  the  now  extinct  Joining* 
Lodge,  No.  4,  on  account  of  that  Lodge. 

The  interest  on  this  amount  for  the  six  years  which  have  elapsed,  would  foot 
up  the  delicate  little  sum  of  $28,432  80.  This,  added  to  the  principal,  would 
express  the  alleged  indebtedness  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  Bro.  Jennings  as  being 
$32,381  80. 

Now,  the  ground  upon  which  this  brother  holds  the  Grand  Lodge  responsible,  is 
this :  —  That  inasmuch  as  our  Grand  Lodge  accepted  the  charter  and  property  of 
Jennings  Lodge,  when  said  Lodge  was  compelled  to  suspend,  it  did,  by  this  ac- 
ceptance, acknowledge  the  liability  of  said  Lodge  to  Bro.  Jennings,  and  became 
thereby  a  party  to  the  debt,  and  legally  liable  for  the  amount  of  the  above  note, 
principal  and  interest. 

It  is  entirely  unnecessary  to  reason  against  a  proposition  so  absurd.  Common 
sense  would  hardly  attempt  to  hold  a  body  responsible  for  such  debts,  when  that 
body  was  but  exercising  the  common  office  of  an  assignee — receiving  the  assets 
of  an  association  for  the  express  purpose  of  paying  them  out  by  the  strictest  rule 
of  equity,  to  such  persons  as  had  just  and  legal  claims  against  them. 

It  has  been  an  immemorial  principle  of  our  Order,  that  required  any  and  all 
Lodges  which  could  not  maintain  themselves,  to  surrender  their  charters,  furni- 
ture, books,  etc.,  to  the  Grand  Lodge  from  which  those  charters  were  obtained. 
And  we  doubt  much  if  this  is  not  the  first  instance  in  which  constructive  ingenu- 
ity ever  attempted  to  make  a  Grand  Lodge  legally  responsible  for  the  debts  of  its 
subordinates.  But  without  any  disposition  to  dwell  upon  this  matter,  your  com- 
mittee would  report,  that  after  a  great  deal  of  trouble  and  research,  they  have 
discovered  the  following  facts,  bearing  upon  this  claim  of  Bro.  Jennings: 

We  find  from  the  records  of  this  Grand  Lodge  and  those  of  Tehama 
Lodge,  No.  3,  that  the  sum  of  $3,594.25  has  been  paid  to  the  aforesaid  brother, 
not  including  the  amounts  paid  him  by  Jennings  Lodge  itself,  nor  by  individuals, 
whose  memory  justifies  the  inference  that  he  has  received,  in  addition  to  the 
above  amount,  as  much  as  ten  or  fifteen  hundred  dollars  more. 

In  consideration  of  these  circumstances,  your  committee  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolution  :  — 
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Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  is  under  no  obligation  to  Bro.  Jennings,  and  that  it  will 
not  make  any  further  donations  to  said  brother  on  account  of  past  difficulties.

To  (he  M.'.  IF.*.  Grand  Lodge  of  California:  — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Grand 
Secretary,  would  submit  the  following  as  the  result  of  their  deliberations.  They 
would  remark  that,  upon  examining  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  for  the  last  two  fiscal  years,  they  have  had  their  minds  seriously  im- 
pressed with  fears  of  approaching  financial  calamities,  unless  an  immediate 
change  of  policy  be  adopted  in  connexion  with  the  expenditures  of  this 
Grand  Body. 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  it  is  the  peculiar  and  paramount  duty  of  all 
Grand  Lodges  to  exercise  their  legislative  and  necessary  functions,  not  only  with 
great  wisdom  and  fraternal  kindness  to  the  subordinate  Lodges  from  which  they 
derive  their  support,  but  to  exercise  it  also  with  a  sleepless  care  and  attention  to 
the  pecuniary  convenience  of  these  subordinate  Lodges,  which  are,  always  have 
been,  and  ever  will  be,  the  truest  exponents  of  the  practical  benevolence,  broth- 
erly love  and  protection  which  distinguish  and  vivify  the  reputation  of  legiti- 
mate Masonry. 

Your  committee  believe  that  liberal  sacrifices  should  be  made  by  the  officers 
and  members  of  this  Grand  Body,  in  order  that  the  annual  taxation  of  subordin- 
ates may  be  diminished,  and  that  this  Grand  Lodge  may  the  more  conveniently 
accumulate  a  fund  for  the  endowment  and  support  of  those  general  and  ennobling 
charities  which  are  more  appropriately  referred  to  the  legislative  head  of  our 
fraternity  upon  the  Pacific. 

With  such  considerations,  your  committee  proceed  to  give  a  succint  review 
of  the  Grand  Secretary's  Report,  in  order  to  enable  you  to  judge  for  your- 
selves as  to  the  habits  of  extravagance  into  which  we  are  running. 

We  do  not  mean  to  imply  that  the  habits  of  extravagance  to  which  we  allude 
have  any  special  reference  to  our  R.\  W.m .Grand  Secretary,  as  an  officer  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  ;  on  the  contrary,  they  have  been  matters  entirely  beyond  his  con- 
trol, and  for  which  the  Grand  Lodge  alone  is  responsible.  In  fact,  the  contingent 
expenses  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  office,  winch  was  the  only  department  of 
expenditure  over  which  he  could  have  exercised  any  management  or  control, 
have  been  materially  reduced  during  the  last  fiscal  year. 

From  the  Grand  Treasurer's  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  on  the  1st  of  May, 
1855,  wc  learn  that  the  complete  expenses  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  office,  includ- 
ing salary,  rent,  stationery,  and  incidental  expenses,  amounted  to  the 

sum  of $3,840  58 

A  reference  to  the  Grand  Treasurer's  report  for  the  past  year, 
will  show  that  the  expenses  of  that  office,  including  salary, 
rents,  stationery,  and  other  expenses,  amounted  to  the  gross 
sum  of $3,235  93 

Which  leaves  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  office 

for  this  year  of $604  Go 

But  while  the  Grand  Secretary's  office  has  been  marked  by  a  diminution  of  ex- 
penditures, we  find  that  the  extravagance  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  appropriations 
and  printing  has  gone  far  to  swell  the  annual  disbursements  to  a  most  unsound,  if 
not  ruinous  degree. 
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In  the  one  item  of  printing,  this  Grand  Lodge  incurred  the 
enormous  expense,  during  the  past  year  of §2.106  00 

To  this  amount  may  be  added  extraordinary  appropriations 
to  Grand  officers,  of $1,500  00 

And  also  an  expenditure  for  engraving  Diploma  plate,  of.  . .  .      500  00 

From  these  three  sources  of  expenditures  we  have  accumu- 
lated the  amount  of $4,106  00 

Of  these  heavy  expenses,  the  most  objectionable  extravagance  which  is  dis- 
closed is  traceable  to  the  printing  bill  of  32,106  ;  and  yet  the  difficulty  did  not 
lie  at  the  door  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  our  late  Bro.  Stowell,  who  made  the  con- 
tract for  the  work.  The  fault  was  due  and  chargeable  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 
which  so  unthinkingly  accumulated  so  much  matter  to  be  printed,  and  then, 
to  confirm  the  act  of  extravagance,  ordered  the  large  number  of  fifteen  hundred 
copies  of  our  proceedings  to  be  printed  and  bound  for  the  use  of  the  Order. 

The  importance  which  your  committee  attach  to  this  one  item  of  expenditure 
can  scarcely  be  objected  to,  when  the  printing  bill  of  the  last  fiscal  year  is  com- 
pared with  that  of  the  year  preceding,  when  the  cost  of  printing  and  binding 
was  considerably  higher  in  rates  of  charges. 

The  printing  and  binding  of  the  preceding  year  amounted  only  to  the  sum  of 
$816 50.  This  sum,  deducted  from  the  $2,106  of  this  year,  leaves  a  balance  of 
$1,290  50  as  an  exhibition  of  the  extravagance,  if  not  recklessness,  towards 
which  we  seem  to  be  tending. 

Your  committee  conceive  it  necessary  to  direct  your  special  attention  to  these 
matters,  in  order  that  you  may  the  better  appreciate  their  motives  in  suggesting 
such  remedies  as  they  believe  are  within  the  reach  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  fully 
adequate  to  the  accomplishment  of  retrenchment  and  economy.  Inasmuch  as  the 
necessity  for  supporting  a  traveling  Grand  Lecturer  has  subsided,  your  commit- 
tee would  recommend  that  while  that  office  be  retained,  the  salary  appertaining 
to  it  be  abolished  ;  and  that  hereafter,  if  any  Lodge  desires  special  instructions 
upon  work,  that  such  Lodge  defray  the  expense  incident  to  the  visit  and  labor 
of  the  Grand  Lecturer.  If  this  recommendation  be  concurred  in.  the  Grand 
Lodge  will  save  an  annual  expenditure  of  SI 000. 

And  in  order  to  place  some  restraint  upon  the  actions  and  appropriations  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  your  committee  would  recommend  the  following  sums  to  be  sei 
aside  for  the  special  purposes  designated:  and  that  the  expenditures  fur  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year  be  confined  to  their  limits,  to  wit  :  — 

Salary  of  Grand  Secretary. $1,700 

Salary  of  Grand  Treasurer. 100 

For  Printing.  Binding,  and  incidental  expenses   of  Grand  Secre- 
tary's office, 2,000 

For  expenses  of  Grand  Officers,  and  contingent  expenses  of  Grand 

Master, ' 500 

For  Relief  of  Madam  Colas, 250 

If  these  recommendations  prevail,  the  entire  expenses  of  the  Grand 

Lodge  during  the  coming  year  will  be  limited  to  the  sum  of.  ..$  I. .">."»" 

Before  concluding  this  report,  your  committee  desire  to  bear  testimony  to  the 
exceedingly  able  and  efficient  manner  in  which  the  acting  Grand  Secretary,  Bro. 

Alex.  G.  Abell.  has  discharged  the  duties  of  his  office.     We  may.  indeed,  defer 
to  him  the  credit  of  those  suggestions  of  retrenchment  which  are  embraced   in 
the  recommendations  submitted  to  your  consideration. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  O.  C.  Osborne,  from  the 
action  of  San  Francisco  Lodge,  No.  7,  by  which  he  was  expelled  from  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  on  the  20th  day  of  February  last,  begleave  to  re- 
port, that  they  have  no  other  means  of  judging  of  the  correctness  of  the  sentence 
of  expulsion  passed  against  him  than  his  own  statement,  as  contained  in  said  ap- 
peal. And  in  the  absence  of  any  record  transmitted  by  said  Lodge,  which  they 
might  investigate,  your  committee  must  conclude  that  the  proceedings  were  cor- 
rectly conducted ;  and,  indeed,  such  conclusion  seems  inferable  from  the  state- 
ment of  said  appellant.  Your  committee  have  no  doubt  that  there  may  be  indi- 
vidual cases  of  hardship  in  sentences  of  Lodges  ;  but  it  is  almost  invariably  the 
case  that  the  accused  feels  himself  aggrieved  and  that  great  injustice  has  been 
done  him.  We  regard  it  as  a  dangerous  precedent  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to 
interpose  its  clemency,  or  interfere  with  the  proceedings  of  a  subordinate  Lodge, 
unless  manifest  impropriety  has  marked  the  proceedings,  or  evident  injustice  has 
been  done  either  the  accused  or  the  accuser  ;  as  the  subordinate  Lodges  are  far 
more  competent  to  judge  of  the  virtues  or  criminalities  of  their  own  members 
than  this  Grand  Lodge  can  possibly  be.  Your  committee,  after  a  patient  exam- 
ination of  the  statement  of  the  appellant,  can  find  nothing  in  it  which  in  their 
opinion  would  warrant  this  Grand  Lodge  in  remanding  the  case  to  San  Francisco 
Lodge  for  a  new  trial ;  and  they  report,  therefore,  that  the  appeal  should  be  dis- 
missed, and  the  sentence  of  San  Francisco  Lodge  be  confirmed.

The  report  was  received,  and  Bro.  J.  E.  Stevens  moved  that  the  subject 

of  which  it  treated,  be  referred  to  a  special  committee,  with  instructions  to 

report  at  the  next  Annual  Communication  ;  which  motion  did  not  prevail. 
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After  some  discussion,  on  motion  of  Bro.  S.  S.  Todd,  the  further  consider- 
ation of  the  whole  subject  was  indefinitely  postponed. 

Bro:  C.  R.  Saunders,  from  the  same  committee,  presented  the  following  re- 
port :  — 
To  the  31.'.  W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :  — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Jesse  Morrill,  from  the 
sentence  of  expulsion  by  Washington  Lodge,  No.  20,  on  the  22d  day  of  June,  A.  L. 
5854,  beg  leave  to  report :  That  they  have  examined  what  purports  to  be  a 
transcript  of  the  proceedings  in  this  case,  and  are  unable  to  find  from  said 
papers  —  1st,  What  were  the  charges  preferred  against  said  Morrill.  2d,  That 
he  was  ever  notified  to  attend  at  the  special  Communication  at  which  he  was 
expelled.  3d,  From  an  examination  of  the  evidence  transmitted  to  this  Grand 
Lodge,  we  think  that  hearsay  and  irrelevant  evidence  was  admitted.  4th,  The 
vote  upon  his  expulsion  was  improperly  had.  5th,  The  vote  of  each  member 
was  not  recorded  as  required  by  the  rules  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Gth,  The  record 
does  not  show  that  two  thirds  voted  for  his  expulsion.  In  short,  we  find  that 
nearly  all  the  proceedings  had  against  him  were  conducted  without  regard  to 
the  regulations  governing  trials,  as  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge  at  its  Annual 
Communication,  in  May,  1854  ;  and  it  appears  from  the  records  sent  up  that 
there  have  already  been  three  trials  for  the  same  offence.  Your  committee  also 
find  that  this  matter  was  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session,  when 
a  decision  in  regard  to  it  was  postponed  until  this  Communication  ;  and,  in  the 
meantime,  the  sentence  of  expulsion  was  continued  in  force.  They  also  find  among 
the  papers  transmitted  to  them,  a  petition  signed  by  fifty-six  members  of  said 
Lodge,  (No.  20,)  recommending  that  the  sentence  of  expulsion  be  reversed,  and 
that  the  said  Jesse  Morrill  be  restored  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Mason- 
ry. In  view,  therefore,  of  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  —  of  the  irregularity 
of  the  trial  —  of  the  long  time  during  which  he  has  labored  under  sentence  of 
expulsion  —  and  of  the  earnest  recommendation  of  so  many  members  of  the 
Lodge  which  expelled  him  that  he  be  restored,  we  recommend  the  propriety  of 
reversing  the  decision  of  Washington  Lodge,  No.  20,  and  restoring  the  appellant 
to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  and  for  that  purpose  we  offer  the 
following  resolutions :  — 

Resolved,  That  the  sentence  of  expulsion  heretofore  passed  against  Jesse  Morrill,  by 
Washington  Lodge,  No.  20,  be  annulled,  and  the  said  Jesse  Morrill  be  restored  to  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  transmit  a  copy  of  the  foregoing 
resolution  to  Bro.  Jesse  Morrill,  under  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

On  motion  of  Bro.  T.  A.  Thomas,  leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  all  mem- 
bers who  should  leave  at  least  one  representative  from  their  respective  Lodges. 

Bro.  R.  E.  Cole,  from  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  appointed 
at  the  last  Communic  tion,  presented  the  following  report:  — 

To  the  Jf.\  W.-.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :  — 

Your  committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  appointed  at  the  last  Communi- 
cation, to  whom  was  referred  certain  portions  of  the  J/.*.  IF.-.Grand  Master's  Ad- 
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dress,  delivered  at  that  time,  respectfully  report ;  that,  owing  to  the  late  period 
of  the  session  when  they  were  appointed  (it  being  the  last  day)  they  were  unable 
to  make  any  report  at  that  time,  and  they  would  hardly  feel  authorized  to  do  so 
at  this  late  date,  were  the  subjects  referred  to  of  mere  ordinary  import.  But 
being  desirous  that  the  very  excellent  sentiments  and  recommendations  con- 
tained in  that  Address  should  none  of  them  pass  unnoticed,  but  receive  the  sanc- 
tion and  hearty  approval  of  this  Grand  Lodge — breathing,  as  they  do,  those 
pure  principles  of  our  time-honored  and  beloved  Order,  which  cannot  be  too 
freely  promulgated  —  your  committee  would  submit  the  following  for  your  con- 
sideration and  approval. 

For  those  portions  which  advert  to  the  government  of  Lodges  and  the  proper 
deportment  of  their  members,  and  to  the  manner  in  which  the  opening  and  closing 
ceremonies  should  be  conducted,  your  committee  would  bespeak  a  thorough  and 
careful  perusal  by  all  members  of  Lodges,  and  by  their  officers  in  particular  ;  as 
they  contain  most  excellent  and  timely  suggestions,  as  well  as  sound  masonic  doc- 
trines and  principles,  which  ought  to  be  strictly  observed  by  every  Mason. 

That  portion  which  refers  to  the  so-called  "  side  degrees/-  your  committee 
conceive  to  be  treated  of  in  the  true  light,  and  they  concur  with  the  Grand 
Master  in  the  opinion  that  we  cannot  with  propriety  legislate  upon  a  subject  so 
entirely  foreign  to  our  organization,  and  one  over  which  we  can  have  no  control. 

In  reference  to  the  non-payment  of  dues  by  members  of  Lodges,  your  com- 
mittee would  recommend  Lodges  to  enforce  most  rigidly  Sec.  9,  of  Article  X.  of 
the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  ;  for  the  non-payment  of  the  regular  dues 
by  members  when  they  are  able  to  comply  with  that  requisition,  would  seem  to 
indicate  that  there  was  a  want  of  that  high  standard  of  moral  integrity  which 
should  predominate  in  the  breast  of  every  Mason;  and  if  any  will  thus  easily  cut 
themselves  off  from  membership,  their  loss  will  undoubtedly  be  advantageous  to 
the  Lodge. 

That  portion  relative  to  the  too  rapid  advancement  of  candidates,  and  to  care- 
lessness in  regard  to  their  qualifications,  your  committee  think  fully  provided 
for  in  the  13th  standing  resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  would  Lodges  ad- 
here to  it  in  its  spirit  and  intent,  there  could  be  no  cause  of  complaint  in  that 
respect. 

That  portion  which  relates  to  the  making  of  Masons  in  one  jurisdiction,  of  per- 
sons residing  in  another,  your  committee  conceive  to  be  fully  provided  for  in 
the  50th  standing  resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  passed  at  its  last  session,  and 
since  (it  is  proper  to  say)  the  Address  under  consideration  was  presented. 

With  that  portion  alluding  to  profane  swearing,  intemperance  and  gaming, 
your  committee  most  heartily  concur  ;  but  they  conceive  that  the  entire  teach- 
ings and  principles  of  our  beloved  Order  are  so  utterly  averse  to  the  evils  in 
question,  that  they  deem  any  special  legislation  on  the  subject  altogether  super- 
fluous. 

On  the  subject  of  Lodges  of  Instruction,  your  committee  concur  in  the  recom- 
mendation, and  would  commend  for  it  an  earnest  consideration  by  all  members 
of  Lodges  in  the  jurisdiction;  and,  when  practicable,  would  advocate  their  estab- 
lishment under  special  dispensations. 

In  reference  to  Lodge  libraries,  your  committee  can  conceive  of  no  better 
means  for  diffusing  pure  masonic  light  and  knowledge  than  by  their  establish- 
ment, and  the  judicious  selection  of  such  books  as  will  tend  to  enlighten  and  en- 
noble the  mind.  They  therefore  would  earnestly  commend  the  subject  to  the 
attention  of  every  Lodge. 

With  the  views  of  the  Grand  Master,  on  the  subject  of  non-affiliated 
Masons,  your  committee  entirely  agree,  and  they  conceive  that  the  present 
Standing  Resolutions  relative  thereto  do  not  meet  the  subject  correctly.  They 
would  recommend,  therefore,  the  rescinding  of  the  resolutions  numbered  12,  44. 
and  46,  and  in  place  thereof  propose  the  following,  which,  in  their  opinion,  will 
better  serve  the  end  in  view  :  — 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  deems  it  obligatory  upon  all  Masons  to  be  contribut- 
ing members  of  some  Lodge  5  and  that  it  is  decidedly  un-masonic  to  reside  in  the  vicinity 
of  a  Lodge  without  either  becoming  a  member  thereof,  or  contributing  regularly  an 
amount  equal  to  its  customary  dues.    And  should  any  Mason  neglect  or  refuse  to  comply 
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with  the  foregoing,  he  shall  not  be  deemed  worthy  of  masonic  charity,  and  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  or  be  the  recipient  of  any  of  the  rights,  privileges  or  charities  of  any  Lodge  in 
(his  jurisdiction.  Provided,  however,  that  this  rule  may  be  relaxed  by  Lodges,  when  the 
inability  to  comply  with  the  foregoing  is  made  manifest. 

As  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  Lodges  under  dispensation,  your  committee  con 
ceive  that  the  views  contained  in  the  address  are  met  in  the  53d  Standing  Reso* 
lution,  (passed  since  the  Address  was  presented,)  so  far  as  representation  in  the 
Grand  Lodge  is  concerned;  but  upon  the  question  of  their  being  permitted  to  af- 
filiate members,  as  no  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge  has  yet  been  formally  ex- 
pressed, we  would  recommend  the  following  :  — 

Resolved,  That  hereafter,  in  issuing  dispensations  to  open  new  Lodges,  the  privilege  of 
receiving  members  by  affiliation  shall.be  granted.

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  application  of  Mountain  Lodge,  U. 
D.,  for  a  remission  of  dues  and  charter  fee,  if  one  be  granted,  submit  the  follow- 
ing report :  — 

The  grounds  upon  which  this  petition  is  based,  are,  that  the  expenses  of  build- 
ing have  entailed  upon  them  heavy  debts,  while  at  the  same  time  they  have 
"  made  but  eight  Master  Masons  "  during  the  year  past. 

Your  committee  reluctantly  refer  to  this  application  as  an  illustration  of 
those  insidious  dangers  to  which  our  Jf.\  W.\  Grand  Master  has  so  frequently 
called  our  attention.  We  mean  his  warning  against  an  injudicious  desire,  to  ac- 
cumulate Lodges,  or  to  hurriedly  and  incautiously  extend  the  membership  of 
our  noble  fraternity. 

Now,  it  seems  to  your  committee  that  a  Lodge  under  dispensation  is  in  such  a 
peculiarly  inchoate  condition  of  existence  as  to  suggest  the  necessity  of  infinite 
care  in  all  steps  that  tend  to  the  incurment  of  heavy  liabilities.  For,  in  the  first 
place,  it  must  be  remembered  that  there  is  no  positive  assurance  that  a  Lodge 
under  dispensation  can  obtain  a  charter  at  all  ;  and  if  obtained,  your  committee 
are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  an  instrument  too  sacred  and  important  in  its  char- 
acter to  be  made  at  once  the  subject  of  serious  and  embarrassing  liabilities. 

In  this  case,  the  petition  is  for  the  remission  of  dues,  which  are  known  and 
defined,  and  a  contingent  petition  for  the  remission  of  charter  fee.  should  a 
charter  be  granted. 

Your  committee  cannot  recommend  the  granting  of  the  requests  made,  and 
will  take  the  present  opportunity  of  expressing  what  will  be  their  rule  of  action 
in  these  cases  of  the  remission  of  dues. 

Where  the  embarrassments  of  a  Lodge,  upon  which  a  petition  for  the  remis- 
sion of  dues  is  made,  are  the  result  of  those  providential  injuries  or  destruction 
to  property  over  which  the  members  of  Lodges  cannot  exercise  any  control,  then 
your  committee  will  most  cheerfully  recommend  that  assistance  which  it  is  pe- 
culiarly the  province  of  Grand  Lodges  to  afford.  But  in  cases  where  liabilities 
have  been  voluntarily  and  deliberately  incurred,  your  committee  cannot  con- 
ceive it  to  be  the  duty  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  step  in  and  render  that  kind  of 
assistance  which  must  come  finally  from  the  subordinate  Lodges,  who  are  in- 
flicting upon  themselves  the  inconvenience  and  restraints  of  a  more  stringent  and 
rigid  economy.  Let  this  Grand  Lodge  begin  to  award  favorable  responses  to 
such  petitions  for  relief  as  those  necessarily  embraced  in  the  above  category,  and 
in  five  years  it  will  become  itself  a  petitioner,  or  the  paralyzed  supporter  of  a 
mass  of  impudent  legal  liabilities. 

These  remarks  your  committee  feel  called  upon  to  make  with  regard  to  the 
general  principles  involved  in  their  duties,  and  with  an  earnest  desire  that  they 
will  not  be  offensive,  or  made  the  subject  of  a  perverted  construction. 

With  respect  to  the  foregoing  application,  your  committee  offer  the  following 
resolution  :  — 

Resolved,  That  Mountain  Lodge  be  granted  twelve  months'  time  for  the  payment  of 
its  dues  and  charter  fee.

Bro.  W.  M.  Stafford,  from  the  same  committee,  presented  the  following  re- 
port :  — 

To  the  M.\  W.'. Grand  Lodgt  of  California :  — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  the  Senior  and  Junior 
Wardens  and  several  members  of  San  Irancisco  Lodge.  No.  7,  asking  permission 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  to  hold  an  election  for  a  Worshipful  Master  of  that 
Lodge,  to  fill  the  place  of  Bro.  J.  J.  Papy,  the  Master  elect  and  installed,  who 
has  tendered  his  resignation,  and  refuses  to  perform  the  duties  of  that  office  — 
have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  from  all  they  can  learn  of  the  facts 
of  the  case,  they  deem  it  improper  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners.  Your 
committee  doubt  the  right  of  an  elective  officer  of  a  chartered  Lodge  to  resign, 
after  installation,  unless  about  to  depart  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand 
Lodge.  There  is  ample  provision  made  by  our  Standing  Resolutions  and  by  the

H.  H.  Hartley,  from  the  Committee  on  Education,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report :  — 

To  the  31.'.  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California:  — 

The  Committee  on  Education,  appointed  at  the  present  Communication,  cannot 
permit  the  same  to  expire  without  presenting  a  short  report  upon  this  important 
and  interesting  subject.  Your  committee  are  gratified  to  learn,  from  communi- 
cation with  the  representatives  of  the  several  Lodges,  that  this  branch  of  Ma- 
sonic charity  has  received  from  the  fraternity  that  zealots  care  and  attention 
which  its  importance  demands.  We  congratulate  ourselves  that  but  very  few 
orphans  claim  our  fostering  protection,  and  that  those  who  are  so  unfortunate 
as  to  be  in  that  distressing  position,  fully  realize  from  the  protecting  influence 
of  our  Order,  that,  in  the  bosom  of  the  Masonic  family,  they  may  find  some  of 
the  lost  blessings  and  protection  of  home. 

The  propriety  of  endowing  and  erecting  Masonic  schools  or  colleges,  has  been 
frequently  commented  upon  in  connection  with  the  subject  of  Masonic  educa- 
tion, and  by  some  the  advantages  of  such  a  system  has  been  strongly  urged,  and 
the  advocates  thereof  point  with  pride  and  pleasure  to  the  magnificent  and  phil- 
anthropic institutions  of  Continental  Europe,  erected  by  zealous  Masons,  sup- 
ported by  an  ardent  brotherhood,  and  devoted  to  the  glorious  cause  of  develop- 
ing the  mind  and  intellect  of  the  rising  youth  of  our  Order.  But  while  we.  no 
less  than  they,  appreciate  the  importance  of  their  labors,  admire  the  genius  of 
their  institutions,  and  praise  the  ardor  with  which  their  almost  herculean  tasks 
are  accomplished,  still  have  we  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  that  under  the 
genius  of  the  watchful  and  provident  institutions  under  which  we  live,  our  du- 
ties upon  this  head  are  comparatively  trifling.  The  importance,  nay.  the  almost 
indispensability  of  education,  has  so  impressed  itself  upon  the  minds  of  our 
statesmen  and  law-makers,  that  it  has  almost  become  a  sacred  charge  and  trust 


*The  returns  for  Lexington  Lodge  have  since  been  received. 
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in  their  hands,  and  but  in  few  States  in  our  confederation  can  even  the  poorest 
and  most  destitute  complain  of  inability  to  obtain  this  great  boon.  State  vies 
with  State,  and  legislator  with  legislator,  in  endeavoring  most  favora- 
bly to  extend  to  all,  freely  and  abundantly,  this  glorious  privilege.  Our 
adopted  State  is  not  behind  the  rest ;  gradually  but  surely  is  she  perfecting  a 
thorough  system  of  general  education,  and  the  quiet  village  school-house  now 
dots  the  plains  and  springs  into  existence  in  the  gorges  of  the  mountains,  where 
but  a  few  years  past  all  was  quiet  aud  tranquility.  While  such  a  system  as  this 
prevails,  while  such  a  general  interest  is  manifested  upon  the  subject,  individual 
exertion  rarely  finds  scope  for  action  ;  for  all  enter  freely  and  voluntarily  into 
the  field  as  co-laborers  and  co-workers.  In  this  the  comparative  infancy  of 
our  State,  with  but  a  very  limited  number  even  of  the  youth  of  our  Order,  and 
more  especially  but  few  who  would  require  undivided  care  and  attention  at  our 
hands,  we  would  deem  it  impolitic  and  improvident  to  endeavor  to  establish  any 
peculiar,  special  Masonic  education,  or  endow  or  establish  any  school  or  schools 
exclusively  for  the  children  of  Masons.  The  different  Lodges  throughout  the 
jurisdiction,  we  are  satisfied,  fully  alive  to  the  sacred  task — nay,  the  solemn 
duty,  which  becomes  a  gratifying  privilege,  that  of  developing  the  mind  and  in- 
tellect of  those  entrusted  by  circumstances  to  their  charge — do  not  neglect  what 
they  owe  to  themselves  and  to  the  craft,  and  embrace  every  opportunity  offered 
them,  with  zeal  and  fidelity. 

In  their  hands,  then,  are  we  for  the  present  content  to  leave  this  portion  of  the 
great  work ;  in  their  charge  do  we  confide  the  watching,  the  dawning  and  bring- 
ing into  existence,  and  cultivation  of  the  minds  of  our  youth.  We  pray  them 
faithfully  to  guard  the  precious  talent  committed  to  their  care,  so  that  they  may 
ever  be  ready  to  render  a  just  and  satisfactory  account  of  their  stewardship. 

Your  committee,  in  conclusion,  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  most  solemn  manner  possible,  desires  to  im- 
press upon  the  subordinate  Lodges  the  urgent  necessity  which  exists  that  the  benefits  and 
privileges  of  education,  in  its  fullest  and  most  perfect  manner,  should  be  afforded  to  the 
children  of  all  Masons,  and  more  particularly  to  those  who  by  bereavement  of  parents  more 
especially  are  confided  to  our  care  and  guardianship. 

Resolved,  That  each  subordinate  Lodge,  with  its  annual  returns,  shall  forward  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  a  statement  of  all  orphans  or  children  of  Masons  under  their  care  and  pro- 
tection; particularly  setting  forth  the  measures  being  taken  to  supply  them  with  the  means 
of  receiving  a  proper  education. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Resolved,  That  no  dispensation  for  the  opening  of  new  Lodges  be  hereafter 
granted,  unless  the  Worshipful  Master  named  therein  be  competent  to  do  the 
work  of  the  three  degrees  of  Masonry,  as  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge  and 
taught  by  the  Grand  Lecturer. 

Which  was  referred  to  the  same  committee. 

Bro.  H.  H.   Hartley,  from  the  Committee  on  Grievances,  presented  the 

following  report :  — 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :  — 

The  Committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred  the  papers  and  corres- 
pondence relative  to  the  late  Pacific  Lodge,  U.  D.,  at  Valparaiso,  heretofore  un- 
der the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  report  as  follows  :  — 

We  find  that  at  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1853,  a  dispensation  was 
granted  to  certain  brethren  at  Valparaiso,  Chile,  to  open  a  Lodge  to  be  called 
Pacific  Lodge.  No  further  mention  of  this  Lodge  appears  upon  the  proceedings 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  until  the  session  of  1854,  when  we  find  a  report  from  the 
then  Grand  Secretary,  our  lamented  brother,  Levi  Stowell,  commenting  in 
rather  severe  and  harsh  terms  upon  the  action  of  said  Lodge,  in  having  returned 
her  dispensation,  dissolved  the  Lodge,  and  taken  a  new  dispensation  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  ;  alleging,  also,  that  said  Lodge  had  acted  in  bad 
faith  towards  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  hoping  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachu- 
setts would  revoke  their  dispensation  ;  and  requiring  that  the  jewels,  furniture, 
etc.,  etc.,  of  that  Lodge  should  be  forwarded  to  this  Grand  Lodge.  On  the 
presentation  of  this  report,  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  a  resolution  soliciting  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  to  instruct  Pacific  Lodge  to  comply  with  our  Con- 
stitution touching  its  dissolving  its  allegiance  to  this  Grand  Lodge.  Pacific 
Lodge  has  furnished  to  this  Grand  Lodge  duplicates  of  its  correspondence  with 
the  Grand  Secretary,  from  which  we  perceive  that  this  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  ses- 
sion of  1854,  did  injustice  to  that  Lodge.  Application  was  made  by  it  for  a  dis- 
pensation a  long  time  before  one  was  granted,  and  so  much  delay  occurred  in 
obtaining  it  that  another  application  was  made  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massa- 
chusetts for  a  similar  instrument.  The  dispensation  from  this  Grand  Lodge, 
however,  reached  them  first,  and  a  Lodge  was  instituted  under  it ;  subsequently,  » 
difficulties  having  arisen  in  the  Lodge,  and  another  dispensation  having  reached 
the  applicants  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  more  liberal  in  its  terms 
and  giving  greater  facilities  to  the  members  of  the  Lodge,  the  brethren,  several 
of  whom  hailed  previously  from  that  jurisdiction,  and  who  were  familiar  with  its 
work  and  ritual,  decided  to  relinquish  the  dispensation  held  by  them  from  this 
Grand  Lodge  ;  which  they  accordingly  did,  and  a  portion  of  the  members  of  the 
old  Lodge  coalesced  with  other  Masons  and  established  a  new  Lodge  under  the 
dispensation  from  Massachusetts.  This  course  we  do  not  think  was  improper  or 
in  violation  of  Masonic  usage  or  duty,  as  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that 
Pacific  Lodge,  while  under  dispensation  from  this  Grand  Lodge,  paid  all  the 
dues  and  charges  owing  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  probably  more  than  was  actu- 
ally due.  The  entire  correspondence  of  the  late  Secretary  of  that  Lodge,  Bro. 
C.  T.  Ward,  Jr.,  is  fraternal  and  courteous,  and  in  behalf  of  that  Lodge  exhibits 
towards  this  Grand  Lodge  the  proper  Masonic  spirit.  It  seems  to  assign  princi- 
pally as  the  cause  of  the  dissolution  of  the  connection  between  that  Lodge  and 
this  Grand  body,  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  information  from  it,  the 
want  of  knowledge  of  its  work  and  ritual,  and  the  superior  privileges  afforded 
to  them  by  the  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts.  These  rea- 
sons your  committee  consider  to  be  cogent  and  deserving  of  consideration,  and 
to  be  a  justification  of  the  course  taken  by  said  Lodge. 

Your  committee  are  further  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  require  the 
late  Pacific  Lodge  to  forward  to  this  Grand  Lodge  its  furniture,  jewels,  etc.,  as 
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it  appears  that  what  remains  of  them  is  entirely  useless  and  of  no  value,  and  has 
been  for  the  most  part  preserved  as  relics  by  the  new  Lodge. 

Upon  a  careful  review  of  all  the  facts  of  the  case,  your  committee  have  come 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  Annual  Communica- 
tion in  May,  1854:,  upon  this  subject,  was  taken  without  full  information  and  ex- 
planation from  Pacific  Lodge;  and  that  that  Lodge  was  not  justly  deserving  the 
censure  then  passed  upon  it.  The  committee  therefore  submit  the  subjoined  res- 
olutions as  expressive  of  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge  on  the  subject :  — 

Resolved,  That  on  further  and  careful  examination  of  all  the  acts  of  Pacific  Lodge, 
lately  under  dispensation  from  this  Grand  Lodge,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
that  the  action  had  at  the  Annual  Communication  of  1854,  relative  to  that  Lodge,  was 
based  upon  a  want  of  knowledge  of  the  entire  facts  of  the  case;  and  that  said  Lodge 
should  be  and  is  exonerated  from  any  intentional  discourtesy  or  want  of  respect  to  this 
Grand  Lodge,  from  whom  its  first  dispensation  emanated. 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  will  not  require  said  Lodge  to  forward  its  jewels,  fur- 
niture, etc.,  and  hereby  releases  it  from  all  claims. 

Resolved,  that  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  resolutions  be  forthwith  transmitted  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Massachusetts  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  late  Pacific  Lodge,  U.  D. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Which  report  was  received  and  concurred  in,  and  the  resolutions  accompa- 
nying it  were  adopted. 

Bro.  J.  F.  Morse,  from  the  Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Annual 
Communication,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Master's 
Address  at  that  time,  relative  to  the  subject  of  a  Masonic  Hall  and  Hos- 
pital, presented  the  following  report :  — 

To  the  Ms.  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California:  — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  a  Masonic  Hall  and 
Hospital,  submit  the  following  report :  — 

After  duly  considering  the  subject,  they  have  come  to  the  ensuing  conclu- 
sions. In  their  opinion,  it  is  not  in  any  way  expedient  for  this  Grand  Lodge  to  in- 
volve itself  in  the  expense  and  anxiety  necessarily  incurred  in  such  a  heavy  and 
responsible  undertaking,  as  the  founding  and  maintaining  of  a  Masonic  Hospi- 
tal. We  believe  it  much  more  judicious  for  our  Fraternity  throughout  its  mem- 
bership, to  take  especial  interest  as  citizens,  in  those  State  and  County  hospitals, 
the  object  of  which  is  to  meet  all  those  demands  for  relief  which  suggests  the 
establishment  of  a  special  Masonic  charity, 

With  regard  to  the  erection  of  a  Masonic  Hall,  your  committee  are  averse  to 
any  immediate  attempt  to  fulfil  the  natural  desires  of  the  Fraternity  in  that  par- 
ticular. We  believe  it  to  be  a  very  becoming  design,  and  one  worthy  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  to  accommodate  itself  with  a  permanent,  comfortable  and  beautiful 
home,  in  which  to  hold  its  Communications,  and  from  which  to  dispense  its  au- 
thority and  benefactions,  whenever  our  circumstances  give  us  the  necessary  en- 
couragement to  do  so. 

Hence,  your  committee  would  suggest  the  following  resolutions  :  — 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  continue  such  a  standard  of  revenue  as  experi- 
ence will  show  will  afford  an  annual  balance  of  at  least  $1,000  excess  of  revenue  over 
expenditures;  and  that  said  excess,  more  or  less,  be  set  aside  annually  as  an  accumulating 
fund,  for  the  erection  of  a  Masonic  Hall. 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  elect,  at  each  Annual  Communication,  a  Board  of 
Trustees,  consisting  of  three  members  of  the  aforesaid  Grand  Body,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  judiciously  invest  all  moneys  set  aside  for  such  accumulating  fund,  at  such  interest 
as  can  be  obtained  without  hazard  5  and  that  the  accruing  interest  shall  be,  as  fast  as  pos- 
sible, added  to  the  principal,  and  similarly  invested. 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Board  of  Trustees  shall  severally  execute  and 
file  bonds,  approved  by  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master,  R..W.-.  Grand  Secretarv,  and  R. 
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W.\  Grand  Treasurer,  in  the  amount  of  $5,000,  as  a  security  to  this  Grand  Lodge  that 
said  funds  shall  not  be  imperilled  or  improperly  invested.

Reynolds  claimed  his  right  to  membership  in  Mountain  Forest  Lodge  and  was 
denied  that  position  in  said  Lodge;  and  he  now  appeals  to  this  Grand  Lodg 
be  so  recognized  and  acknowledged.  Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion,  that, 
by  his  own  act.  he  has  forfeited  all  claim  to  membership  in  either  Mountain  For- 
est or  Mountain  Shade  Lodge.  In  the  first,  by  not  obtaining  a  demit  from  the 
elder  Lodge  at  the  time  a  charter  was  granted  to  the  new  one.  and.  in  the  last, 
by  demitting  without  first  ascertaining  whether  he  would  be  received  by  Moun- 
tain Forest  Lodge.  They  therefore  come  to  the  conclusion  that  Bro.  Reynolds 
simply  occupies  the  position  of  a  non-affiliated  Mason.

W.  M.  Stafford,  from  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  pre- 
sented the  following  report:  — 
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To  the  M.\  W.'.Grand  Lodge  of  California  :  — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  commuuicatioii  from  Hawaiian 
Lodge.  No.  21,  at  Honolulu,  in  the  Sandwich  Islands,  setting  forth  the  action 
which  that  Lodge  had  taken  in  respect  to  the  so-called  Lodge,  "  Le  Progrh  de 
L'Oceanie,"  at  that  place,  and  asking  the  advice  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  reference 
*  thereto,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  :  — 

The  communication  referred  to  was  evidently  prepared  with  much  care,  and 
is  characterized  by  such  a  spirit  of  Masonic  courtesy  and  fraternal  forbearance 
in  regard  to  those  towards  whom  a  feeling  of  duty  compelled  the  members  of 
Hawaiian  Lodge  reluctantly  to  place  themselves  in  a  position  of  antagonism, 
that  your  committee  cannot  for  a  moment  doubt  the  propriety  of  assuming  its 
statements  to  be,  in  all  respects  correct.  With  this  assumption,  the  only  ques- 
tion propounded  in  that  communication  which  it  is  necessary  to  determine,  is, 
whether  a  Lodge — which  had  for  several  years  ceased  to  work  or  to  meet— the 
members  of  which,  "  to  a  man/'  had  joined  in  procuring  a  charter  for  another 
Lodge,  or  had  affiliated  with  that  new  Lodge  after  it  had  been  established — and 
the  jewels,  furniture,  and  fixtures  of  which  had,  by  its  old  members,  unanimously 
been  turned  over  to  the  new  Lodge,  which  they  had  joined  in  creating — 
thus  being  by  all  its  previous  members  absolutely  and  unqualifiedly  de- 
clared extinct — could  be  revived  and  spring  again  into  legal  existence  by  any 
power  other  than  that  of  the  Grand  Body  which  first  created  it  ? 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  usage  of  most,  if  not  all,  of  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States  would  sanction  the  suggestion,  that,  where 
a  Lodge  had  for  many  years  lain  dormant,  had  failed  to  meet  or  perform  any  of 
the  duties  or  functions  for  which  it  was  established,  and  had  thus,  in  effect,  vio- 
lated the  implied  contract  under  which  it  was  created,  even  though  its  members 
might  still  nominally  have  their  names  retained  upon  its  rolls,  its  charter  might 
justly  be  declared  to  be  forfeited,  and  its  name  blotted  out  from  the  register  of 
Masonic  Lodges.  Your  committee,  however,  are  not  forgetful  of  the  fact  that  the 
usage  which  might  govern  in  such  a  case  among  the  Grand  Lodges  of  America, 
may  not  be  the  rule  of  action  in  the  Grand  Body  whence  the  authority  to  insti- 
tute the  Lodge,  k'  Le  Progres  de  L/ Oceanic;''  first  emanated.  Of  the  laws  in  this 
respect  which  are  acknowledged  by  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  (which  is  the  Su- 
preme Head  of  Symbolic  Masonry  in  that  empire)  or  by  the  '-Grand  Council  of 
the  33d,7'  your  committee  confess  themselves  entirely  ignorant  ;  and  yet  it  would 
be  by  those  laws  only,  whatever  they  may  be,  that  the  Lodge,  "  Le  Progrh  de 
VOceanie  "  should  be  judged,  were  it  within  the  purview  of  the  hypothesis  stated 
by  your  committee. 

Such,  however,  does  not  appear  to  be  the  fact.  That  Lodge  did  not  simply 
remain  dormant  and  inactive,  with  its  list  of  membership  remaining  unaltered  ; 
but  all  its  rnembers  left  it  and  enrolled  their  names  under  another  organization, 
held  under  authority  from  a  different  jurisdiction.  It  would  be  an  absurdity  to 
assert  that  a  Lodge  can  exist  without  a  single  member  upon  its  register  ;  and 
thus  the  Lodge,  "  Ije  Progrh  de  VOceanie''  could  not  be  considered  even  as  a  dor- 
mant Lodge,  it  having  absolutely  committed  a  political  suicide,  and  ceased  to 
exist  by  its  own  voluntary  and  unanimous  act.  Its  existence  thus  having  termi- 
nated, no  power  other  than  that  of  a  Grand  Lodge  could  revive  it ;  and  thus 
far  it  does  not  appear  that  any  such  exercise  of  power  has  been  successfully  in 
voked. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  not  only  approve  the  course  which  has  been  pur- 
sued by  Hawaiian  Lodge,  No.  21,  but  take  the  occasion  to  express  their  admira- 
tion of  the  Masonic  ability  and  zeal  evinced  in  its  action,  as  well  as  of  the  fra- 
ternal consideration  and  neighborly  forbearance  exhibited  under  these  unfortu- 
nate circumstances  toward  their  misguided  brethren  of  the  so-called  Lodge 
••  he  Progh  de  VOceanie" 

They  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  :  — 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  approves  the  action  of  Hawaiian  Lodge,  No.  21. 
relative  to  the  organization  at  Honolulu,  known  as  the  Lodge  "  Le  Proves  de  VOceanie ,  w

Bro.  W.  M.  Stafford,  from  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  pre- 
sented the  following  report :  — 

To  the  M.-.W:.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :  — 

Your  committee,  to  whoni  was  referred  the  communication  from  the  Junior 
Warden  of  Iowa  Bill  Lodge,  No.  63.  together  with  other  papers  relative  thereto, 
report,  that  from  the  papers  and  testimony  presented  to  them  they  find  the  fol- 
lowing facts  :  —  That  one  John  Tothill,  formerly  of  Holmesville,  Miss.,  but  now 
a  resident  of  Iowa  Hill,  under  the  assumed  name  of  J.  T.  Hill,  was  convicted  of 
larceny  and  sent  to  the  penitentiary  of  Mississippi  for  four  years  :  that  he  after- 
wards emigrated  to  this  State,  and  has  become  a  member  of  Iowa  Hill  Lodge,  and 
is  so  at  the  present  time.  That  the  brethren  of  that  Lodge,  as  soon  as  they 
learned  these  facts,  made  them  known  to  said  Tothill.  alias  Hill,  who  confessed 
that  the  same  were  true,  but  declared  that  he  was  innocent  of  the  crime  of  which 
he  had  been  convicted  ;  and  in  order  to  substantiate  his  innocence,  offered  the  af- 
fidavit of  one  H.  P.  Hall,  wiio  it  appears  knew  said  Tothill  in  Mississippi.  Your 
committee  find,  among  the  papers  referred  to  them,  various  communications  from 
Mississippi,  relative  to  Tothill,  and  particularly  one  from  Bro.  J.  A.  Matthews. 
Secretary  of  Holmesville  Lodge.  No.  69.  of  that  State,  and  Clerk  of  the  court  in 
which  said  Tothill  wTas  convicted  ;  all  of  which  substantiate  the  charges  beyond 
a  doubt,  and  prove  the  said  Tothill,  alias  Hill,  unworthy  in  every  respect  the 
position  of  a  Mason.  The  fact  of  holding  himself  out  to  the  world  at  large  under 
a  fictitious  name,  is  evidence  of  a  sufficiently  suspicious  character  to  warrant 
your  committee  in  the  opinion  that  he  is  of  bad  material,  and  should  be  thrown 
over  among  the  rubbish.  He  who  is  guilty  of  a  crime,  when  there  are  no  exten- 
uating circumstances,  has  no  right  among  us  ;  and  if  it  should  sometimes  unfor- 
tunately occur  that  such  an  one  gains  admission  to  our  halls,  it  is  our  imperative 
duty  to  rid  the  fraternity  of  him  without  delay.  With  these  circumstances,  and 
the  facts  above  set  forth,  your  committee  cannot  avoid  expressing  their  surprise 
that  the  brethren  of  Iowa  Hill  Lodge  should  have  hesitated  how  to  act.  or  should 
have  deemed  it  necessary  to  ask  what  course  they  should  pursue  :  there  was 
but  one,  and  that  was  plain  and  easily  understood — a  trial,  and  upon  convic- 
tion, expulsion  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry.  They  recommend 
such  action  on  the  part  of  Iowa  Hill  Lodge,  No.  63.

J.  F.  Morse,  from  the  Special  Committee  upon  the  Revision  of  the 
Standing  Resolutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  presented  the  following  report :  — 
To  the  3I.\  W.'.  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :  — 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  duty  of  revising  the  Standing  Reso- 
lutions, would  respectfully  submit,  that  upon  investigating  the  duty  assigned 
them,  at  the  late  hour  at  which  they  received  their  commission,  they  found  that  it 
would  be  impossible  to  attend  to  the  same  as  it  should  be  done.  While  your 
committee  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  the  object  in  the  appointment  of  the 
committee  is  one  which  demands  attention,  they  cannot  profitably  enter  upon 
the  work  without  sufficient  time  to  faithfully  and  carefully  elaborate  the  subjects 
submitted. 

We  would  therefore  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  at  this  Com- 
munication, whose  duty  it  shall  be,  during  the  recess  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to 
prepare,  and  present  at  our  next  Annual  Communication,  a  carefully  digested 
plan  of  condensation  of  said  Resolutions,  for  the  consideration  of  this  Grand 
Body. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  your  committee  have  had  before  them  several 
resolutions  referred  to  them  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  relative  to  which  they  present 
the  following  opinions  :  — 

The  resolution  offered  yesterday  morning  as  a  substitute  for  the  '27th  Standing 
Resolution,  is  not  regarded  as  an  improvement  upon  that  which  it  is  intended  to 
displace:  and  your  committee  recommend  that  it  be  not  adopted. 

The  resolution  offered  at  the  same  session,  to  repeal  the  .37th  Stand- 
ing Resolution,  it  is  considered  inexpedient  to  concur  in  :  and  they  recommend 
that  that,  too,  be  not  adopted. 

The  resolution  offered  at  the  same  session,  requiring  the  Secretaries  of  L< 
to  communicate  to  all  the  Lodges  within  the  jurisdiction,  the  names  of  all  mem- 
bers stricken  from  the  roll  for  non-payment  of  dues,  is  considered  as  cm 
sary,  inasmuch  as  the  intention  of  the  resolution  is  evidently  meant  i  \- 
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pressed  in  Section  15,  Article  X..  of  the  Constitution.  Your  committee  recom- 
mend, therefore,  that  it  be  not  adopted. 

The  resolution  offered  at  the  same  session,  relative  to  the  issue  of  dispensa- 
tions for  the  opening  of  new  Lodges,  is  also  regarded  as  unnecessary — the  28th 
Standing  Resolution  sufficiently  providing  for  the  object  therein  desired.  It  is 
therefore  recommended  that  it  be  not  adopted. 

The  resolution  offered  at  the  same  session,  relative  to  objections  made  to  the 
initiation  or  advancement  of  a  candidate  after  election,  your  committee  think 
may  be  sufficiently  expressed  by  the  following  proposed  addition  to  the  40th 
Standing  Resolution  :  — 

"  And  that  when  objection  is  made  before  the  initiation,  passing  or  raising  of  a  candi- 
date, his  petition  shall  be  recommitted  to  a  committee,  and  be  subject  to  a  second  invest- 
igation." 

They  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  resolution  be  not  adopted,  and  that  the 
amendment  above  suggested  be  approved. 

The  resolution  requiring  the.  Grand  Lecturer  to  exemplify  the  work  on  the 
second  day  of  each  Communication,  your  committee  consider  inexpedient,  inas- 
much as  it  should  be  left  to  each  successive  convocation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to 
prescribe  the  order  of  its  business. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  resolution  :  — 

Resolved,  That  any  Lodge  within  this  jurisdiction  which  shall  receive  a  brother  into 
membership  without  a  certificate  of  freedom  from  indebtedness  to  the  Lodge  of  which  he 
was  last  a  member,  shall  become  responsible  to  such  Lodge  for  any  dues  it  may  have 
against  him. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

"  Article  II.  That  the  Tyler  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Worshipful  Master. 

"  Article  V.,  Section  4.  That  any  member  against  whom  there  are  no  char- 
ges pending  may  demit  on  payment  of  his  dues,  but  a  certificate  of  good  stand- 
ding  shall  only  be  granted  to  him  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the 
Lodge  present  at  the  time  the  vote  is  taken. 

"  Art.  X.,  Sec.  2.  All  applications  for  the  remission  of  dues,  or  of  any  in- 
debtedness to  this  Lodge,  shall  be  presented  at  a  stated  meeting,  and  be  referred 
to  a  committee  of  three,  to  be  reported  on  by  them  at  the  next  stated  meeting." 

They  approve  the  amendment  to  Art.  VIIL,  Sec.  1,  of  the  By-Laws  of  Moktl- 
umne  Lodge,  No.  31,  reducing  the  monthly  dues  to  one  dollar.

— To  Art.  XVI.,  Section  1.  add  the  words,  "subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge." 

Oroville  Lodge,  U.  I).  —  To  Art.  IX.,  add  the  following  words  :  ••  subject  to  tin- 
approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge."' 

St.  Louis  Lodge,  U.  D.  —  In  Art.  XII.,  Sec.  3,  strike  out  the  wends.  ••  for  ■ 
definite  time.'-' 

Mount  IFermon  Lodge.  U.  D.  —  The  By-Laws  of*  this  Lodge  we  find  very  volu- 
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minous  and  exceptionable  throughout,  and  suggest  that  they  be  returned,  and

The  proposition,  above  referred  to,  to  add  a  new  Section  to  Art.  X.,  of  the 
Constitution,  as  follows  : —

Lodge,  unless  he  shall  have  served  as  Warden  of  some  Lodge," 

was  then  taken  up  and  rejected. 

The  hour  appointed  for  the  installation  of  the  Grand  Officers  having 
arrived,  the  M.\  W.\  John  A.  Tutt,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, installed  the  M.\W.\  Wm.  H.  Howard,  as  Grand  Master;  and  he  in- 
stalled the  other  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Bro.  J.  M.  Hinman  asked  and  obtained  leave  of  absence  for  the  remainder 
of  the  Communication. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  called  off  until  8  o'clock  this  evening.

report : — 
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To  the  M.-.W;. Grand  Lodge  of  California: 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Master's 
Address  relative  to  the  communication  from  the  M.\  W.\ Grand  Master  of  New 
York,  inviting  an  interchange  of  representatives  with  this  Grand  body,  would 
respectfully  report ;  that  while  they  believe  that  by  this  mode  of  intercourse 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  in  particular,  we  might  derive  much  bene- 
fit, yet,  owing  to  the  limited  revenue  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  they  do  not  feel  will- 
ing to  recommend  the  carrying  out  of  the  proposition  in  full,  as  suggested  by 
our  Grand  Master.  Your  committee  would  recommend,  however,  that  the 
Grand  Master  be  authorized  to  accredit  a  representative  near  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  York,  should  the  opportunity  to  do  so  occur  through  circumstances 
which  would  not  draw  upon  the  treasury  of  this  Grand  Lodge.

Which  report  was  received  and  concurred  in,  and  the  committee  were 
discharged. 

Bro.  N.  G.  Curtis,  from  the  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the 
communication  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  announcing  its  independ- 
ent organization,  and  requesting  a  reciprocation  of  fraternal  regard  with  this 
Grand  Lodge,  presented  the  following  report :  — 

To  the  Mr.  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  California  :  — 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  from  the  new 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Canada,  have  given  the 
subject  that  calm,  deliberate  and  dispassionate  consideration  which  its  import- 
ance demands  ;  and  they  find,  from  the  documentary  evidence  before  them, 
wherein  is  set  forth  the  causes  which  impelled  them  to  the  separation,  that 
they  have  severed  the  link  which  has  so  long  bound  them  to  their  parent  Grand 
Lodges  of  Great  Britain,  and  have,  in  the  most  solemn  manner,  assumed  the 
powers  of  a  separate  and  independent  organization  ;  and  now,  extending  to  this 
Grand  Lodge,  in  the  name  of  our  divine  art,  the  right  hand  of  brotherhood, 
they  confidently  claim  from  us  the  reciprocation  of  our  fraternal  regard. 

It  has  long  been  a  source  of  sorrow  to  our  Canadian  brethren,  that  the  pros- 
perity of  the  craft  in  that  noble  province  has  not  been  commensurate  with  the  rapid 
improvement  which  marked  every  other  branch  of  social  and  political  economy. 
Their  failure  to  realize  that  progress  in  the  art  which  has  attended  regular 
Lodges  in  other  countries,  is  mainly  attributable  to  the  following  alleged  griev- 
ances :  — 

The  want  of  harmony  in  action  and  in  working,  resulting  from  Lodges  hailing 
from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  different  countries,  perpetuating  local  and  national 
feelings  and  prejudices  and  conflicting  interests,  and  the  consequent  estrange- 
ment of  affection  among  the  brethren  of  an  Order  that  knows  no  country,  and  is 
confined  to  no  race  :  — 

The  manifest  injustice  of  Lodges  in  Canada  being  required,  out  of  their  lim- 
ited means,  to  contribute  to  the  accumulated  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
Great  Britain,  in  addition  to  having  to  support  their  Provincial  Grand  Lodges, 
and  especially  as  a  greater  proportion  of  the  claims  for  Masonic  assistance  are 
made  by  Masons  emigrating  from  the  mother  country,  whilst  instances  of  Masons 
leaving  Canada  for  Great  Britain  in  a  position  to  require  relief  are  rare,  if  they 
ever  occur  at  all.  The  Grand  Lodges  of  Great  Britain  thus  doubly  tax  the  fra- 
ternity in  Canada,  by  transferring  to  their  shores  numberless  claimants  for  Ma- 
sonic benevolence,  at  the  same  time  that  they  are  receiving  from  the  Canadian 
brethren  a  large  portion  of  their  means  of  affording  that  assistance  :  — 

The  great  inconvenience  consequent  upon  the  distance  between  the  mother 
Grand  Lodges  in  Great  Britain,  and  the  subordinates  in  Canada  ;  — 
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The  appointment  of  Provincial  Grand  Masters  by  the  Grand  Master  of  Eng- 
land, who,  at  a  distance  of  four  thousand  miles,  may  reasonably  be  supposed  to 
be  practically  ignorant  of  the  social  position  and  requirements  of  the  craft  in 
Canada  ;  and  the  nominations  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Officers  by  the  Provincial 
Grand  Masters,  made,  as  they  are,  without  reference  to  the  opinions  or  wishes  of 
the  governed. 

The  Provincial  Grand  Lodges,  thus  constituted,  are  placed  in  the  equivocal 
position  of  being  irresponsible  to  and  independent  of  the  craft  in  Canada. 

We  also  find,  from  the  record  before  us,  that  the  Masons  of  Canada  have  re- 
peatedly petitioned  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  to  remedy  the  evils  here  com- 
plained of ;  and  that  their  repeated  prayers  have  been  treated  with  cold  indif- 
ference and  neglect.  Finding  that  the  interests  of  the  craft  in  the  Province 
were  suffering  with  increased  severity  from  the  causes  of  which  they  had  com- 
plained, feeling  deeply  the  discourteous  neglect  they  had  experienced  from 
the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  and  believing  it  impossible  to  obtain 
those  concessions  which  their  position  rendered  indispensable,  it  was  deter- 
mined to  call  a  meeting  of  delegates  from  all  the  Canadian  Lodges,  to  consider 
the  expediency  of  establishing  an  independent  Masonic  Government. 

In  conformity  with  that  determination,  and  in  pursuance  of  a  summons  issued 
to  all  the  Lodges  in  Canada,  the  representatives  of  forty-one  Lodges,  hailing 
from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  England,  Ireland  and  Scotland,  assembled  in  the  City 
of  Hamilton,  on  the  10th  day  of  October,  1855,  and  in  the  most  solemn  manner 
passed  the  following 

RESOLUTIONS  : 

"  That,  in  order  to  apply  a  remedy  to  these  evils,  to  form  perfect  fraternal  union  and 
harmony,  establish  order,  ensure  tranquility,  provide  for  and  promote  the  general  welfare 
of  the  craft,  and  secure  to  the  fraternity  of  Canada  all  the  blessings  of  Masonic  privi- 
leges, it  is  expedient,  right,  and  our  bounden  duty  to  form  a  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada." 

"  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Canada  be,  and  is  hereby 
formed,  upon  the  ancient  Charges  and  Constitutions  of  Masonry." 

From  the  foregoing  statements  it  would  seem  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Eng- 
land— a  body  to  which  no  lover  of  our  holy  Order  can  look  without  the  deepest 
veneration — the  medium  through  which  has  flowed  all  the  Masonic  light  which 
now  blesses  a  world — the  most  magnificent  combination  of  the  work  of  the  old 
Masters — an  institution  which,  in  1717,  established  the  great  landmarks  and  fixed 
unalterably  the  true  principles  of  the  craft,  and  elected  Anthony  Sayer  its  first 
Grand  Master,  and  has  been  presided  over  by  the  brightest  intellects  of  the  realm 
down  to  that  bright  light  in  Masonry,  the  Earl  of  Zetland,  the  present  Grand  Mas- 
ter— has  not  treated  the  continued  supplications  of  those  who  only  asked  what 
was  reasonable  and  just,  with  that  respect  and  maternal  regard  which  was  to  have 
been  expected  from  her  exalted  position  and  distinguished  reputation. 

Yet,  the  statements  before  us  being  purely  exparte,  are  not  regarded  by  your 
committee  as  a  sufficient  ground  for  definite  action  at  the  present  time,  on  the 
part  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Thus,  while  we  extend  to  our  aggrieved  brethren  in 
Canada  all  the  sympathy  which  taxation  without  representation,  inconvenience 
without  recompense,  and  petitions  treated  with  coldness  and  neglect,  are  calcu- 
lated to  excite — while  we  would  extend  to  them  the  hand  of  fraternal  affection, 
and  desire  to  be  regarded  as  their  true  Masonic  brethren  and  co-workers — while 
we  will  ever  be  ready  to  come  to  their  assistance  in  the  great  struggle  of  mind 
with  mind  in  the  discussion  of  those  important  questions  which  can  only  be 
settled  by  such  a  course — and  while  wre  would  fondly  hope  for  the  time  speedily 
to  arrive  when  their  brightest  hopes  and  anticipations  will  be  realized,  we  are 
compelled  to  defer  a  formal  recognition  of  the  body  thus  created,  until  future 
developments  shall  make  that  duty  more  plain  and  imperative. 

Although  compelled,  with  painful  reluctance,  to  adopt  this  course,  we  are 
cheered  with  the  sincere  hope  that  before  our  next  Annual  Communication  all 
their  difficulties  will  have  been  fraternally  settled,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Can- 
ada found  in  the  great  constellation  of  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Universe,  receiving 
from  and  returning  to  the  others,  rays  of  ever  growing  brilliance,  which  will 
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continue  with  increasing  effulgence  to  light  up  the  world,  and  which  can  only  be 
dimmed  by  that  greater  light  of  the  Heavenly  Grand  Lodge  to  come.' 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ARTICLE  I. 

STYLE   AND  TITLE. 

Section  1.  The  style  and  title  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be,  "  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  State  of  California." 

ARTICLE  II. 

RANK  AND  TITLE   OF   OFFICERS   AND  MEMBERS. 

Section  1.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  consist  of  the  following  officers  and  mem- 
bers :  — 

The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master, 

The  Right  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand  Master, 

The  Right  Worshipful  Senior  Grand  Warden, 

The  Right  Worshipful  Junior  Grand  Warden, 

The  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Treasurer, 

The  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Secretary. 

A  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Chaplain, 

A  Grand  Marshal, 

A  Grand  Standard  Bearer, 

A  Grand  Sword  Bearer, 

A  Senior  Grand  Deacon, 

A  Junior  Grand  Deacon, 

Two  Grand  Stewards, 

A  Grand  Tyler, 
And  such  other  officers  as  the  Grand  Lodge  from  time  to  time  may  elect  or  ap- 
point ;  together  with 

The  Most  Worshipful  Past  Grand  Masters, 

The  Right  Worshipful  Past  Deputy  Grand  Masters, 

The  Right  Worshipful  Past  Grand  Wardens, 

The  Right  Worshipful  Past  Grand  Treasurers, 

And  the  Right  Worshipful  Past  Grand  Secretaries, 
who  remain  members  of  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction  ;   and  of  the  Worshipful 
Masters  and  Wardens,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  several  chartered  and  consti- 
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tuted  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  their  legally  ap- 
pointed proxies,  and  the  Past  Masters,  members  of  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  III. 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  GRAND  LODGE. 

Section  1.  The  Annual  Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  held  in 
the  City  of  Sacramento,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  May,  in  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  Grand  Master,  (or  in  his  absence  from  the  State,  or  inability  to 
attend,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,)  upon  the  application  of  the  presiding  officers 
of  any  three  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction,  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

EIECTION  OF  GRAND  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  Right  Worshipful  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  Right  Worshipful  Senior  and  Junior  Grand  Wardens,  Right 
Worshipful  Grand  Treasurer,  and  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Secretary,  shall  be 
elected  at  each  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  on  the  fourth  day 
of  its  sitting,  and  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until  their  successors  are 
duly  elected  and  installed.  A  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  an  election  for 
Grand  Officers,  shall  be  necessary  for  a  choice.  All  other  Grand  Officers  shall 
be  appointed  in  such  manner  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  direct. 

Sec.  2.  No  brother  shall  be  eligible  to  an  elective  office  unless  he  is  a  Present 
or  Past  Master,  nor  entitled  to  membership  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  unless  a  mem- 
ber of  a  subordinate  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction. 

ACTICLE  V. 

VOTING. 

Section  1.  Each  of  the  Grand  Officers  for  the  time  being,  and  every  elective 
Past  Grand  Officer,  if  present  at  a  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  each  be  en- 
titled to  one  vote.  Each  Lodge  shall  be  entitled  to  three  votes  by  its  proper  of- 
ficers, or  in  their  absence,  their  proper  representatives  ;  and  the  Past  Masters, 
by  service,  of  each  Lodge,  collectively,  to  one  vote.  No  member,  of  his  own 
right,  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one  vote. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  questions  except  those  decided  by  ballot,  in  the  event  of  a  tie, 
the  presiding  officer  shall  have  the  casting  vote. 

Sec.  3.  No  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction  and  within  this  State,  shall  be  repre- 
sented by  a  proxy  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
STANDING  committees. 
Section  1.  At  each  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master  or  pre- 
siding officer  shall  appoint  the  following  committees,  each  to  consist  of  not  less 
than  three  nor  more  than  five  members,  viz.  :  — 

A  Committee  on  Credentials. 

A  Committee  on  Grievances. 

A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

A  Committee  on  Finance  and  Accounts. 

A  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

A  Committee  on  Dispensations  and  Charters. 

A  Committee  on  Work. 

A  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence. 

A  Committee  on  Education. 

A  Committee  on  By-Laws. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

GRAND     OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  Grand  Master,  or,  in  the  event  of  his  absence  from  the 
State,   or  inability  from   any  cause,  the  Deputy  Grand   Master,   may,  upon 
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the  petition  of  seven  or  more  Master  Masons,  properly  recommended  by 
the  nearest  or  most  convenient  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  working 
under  Charter,  grant  Dispensations  to  form  new  Lodges  within  the  limits  of  this 
State,  or  in  the  adjoining  Territories,  where  no  Grand  Lodge  exists;  which  Dis- 
pensation shall  be  returnable  at  the  next  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  when  the  Grand  Lodge  may  order  a  perpetual  Charter,  or  continue  the 
Dispensation  until  the  next  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  :  Provided, 
That  when  application  is  made  for  a  Dispensation  to  form  a  new  Lodge  in  a 
town  or  city,  the  recommendation  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Lodges  in  such  town 
or  city  shall,  in  every  instance,  accompany  the  petition  ;  and  no  Dispensation 
shall  be  issued  to  the  petitioners,  unless  their  petition  be  also  accompanied  by 
the  certificate  of  the  Worshipful  Master  of  each  Lodge  recommending  it,  that 
the  Worshipful  Master  named  in  said  petition  is  fully  competent  to  confer  the 
three  degrees  of  Masonry. 

Sec.  2.  On  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  Grand  Master  shall  lay  before  the  Grand  Lodge 
a  written  message,  therein  detailing  an  account  of  his  official  acts  during  the  re- 
cess, and  the  state  and  condition  of  Masonry  in  his  jurisdiction  ;  and  shall  re- 
commend to  the  Grand  Lodge  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient  and  ne- 
cessary. 

Sec.  3.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master  shall  also  report,  in  writing,  at  every  An- 
nual Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  all  his  acts  and  doings,  relating  to  his 
office  during  the  vacation. 

Sec.  4.  The  Grand  Treasurer,  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Tyler  shall  receive 
such  compensation  for  their  services  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may,  from  time  to  time, 
determine. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  pay  over  to  the  Grand 
Treasurer  all  moneys  in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  each  An- 
nual Communication,  and  quarterly  during  the  recess  thereof ;  and  render  an 
account  of  the  same  at  each  Annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  6.  The  Grand  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  from  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  keep  a  correct  record  thereof,  and  at  each 
Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  render  an  account  of  all  his 
receipts  and  disbursements  ;  but  no  disbursements  shall  be  made  by  him  without 
an  order  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  signed  by  the  presiding  officer  and  the  Grand 
Secretary,  excepting  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  7.  The  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer,  prior  to  their  installation, 
shall  execute,  respectively,  to  the  Grand  Master,  or,  in  his  absence,  to  the  Depu- 
ty Grand  Master,  for  the  time  being,  to  the  use*  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  bond, 
with  such  security  and  for  such  sum  as  the  Grand  Master,  or,  in  his  absence,  the 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  may  approve,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
their  respective  duties. 

Sec.  8.  All  other  Grand  Officers  receiving  funds  belonging  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  shall  immediately  transmit  the  same  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

ARTICLE    VIII. 

POWERS  OF  THE   GRAND   LODGE. 

Section  1.  The  Grand  Lodge  has  original  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  all 
subjects  of  Masonic  legislation,  and  appellate  jurisdiction  only  from  the  decis- 
ions of  the  subordinate  Lodges  ;  and  its  enactments  and  decisions  upon  all  ques- 
tions shall  be  the  supreme  Masonic  law  of  the  State.  It  shall  also  prescribe  such 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  as  will,  in 
its  judgment,  conduce  to  the  welfare,  prosperity  and  happiness  of  the  Craft ;  and 
may  grant  Dispensations  and  Charters  for  the  establishment  of  new  Lodges,  and 
may  revoke  and  annul  the  same,  for  such  causes  as  it  may  deem  sufficient.  It 
shall  prescribe  the  manner,  and  shall  require  a  uniform  mode  of  working  ;  and 
may  require  from  the  subordinate  Lodges  such  reasonable  dues  and  fees,  as  will 
at  all  times  discharge  the  engagements  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 


Section  1.  The  fee  for  instituting  a  subordinate  Lodge,  shall  be  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  dollars  ;  seventy-five  dollars  of  which  shall  be  paid  on  the  issu- 
ing of  the  Dispensation,  and  fifteen  dollars  to  the  Grand  Secretary  ;  and  fifty 
dollars  when  the  Charter  is  granted,  and  ten  dollars  to  the  Grand  Secretary  for 
engrossing  the  same,  and  affixing  thereunto  the  Seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  2.  Each  Lodge  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  sum 
of  one  dollar  for  each  degree  conferred  on  candidates,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for 
each  adjoining  member,  and  one  dollar  annually  for  each  contributing  member. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary  five  dollars 
by  the  applicant,  for  every  diploma  granted  to  a  member  of  a  Subordinate 
Lodge,  (four  dollars  for  the  Grand  Secretary  ;)  but  no  diploma  shall  issue 
except  upon  the  presentation  of  a  certificate  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge, 
of  which  the  applicant  is  a  member,  of  his  good  and  regular  standing  therein. 
Such  diploma,  when  issued,  shall  be  signed  by  the  Grand  Master,  or  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  and  countersigned  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  who  shall  affix  thereto 
the  Seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  4.  For  every  copy  of  any  portion  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  or  any  document  in  possession  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  which  he  shall  be 
required  to  make,  he  may  demand  and  receive  for  his  use  fifty  cents  for  every 
one  hundred  words. 

ARTICLE  X. 

SUBORDINATE     LODGES. 

Section  1.  Every  subordinate  Lodge  shall  elect  its  officers  annually  by  ballot? 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present,  at  the  stated  meeting  next 
preceding  the  anniversary  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  (excepting  in  cases  here- 
inafter provided,)  who  shall  be  installed  on  the  evening  of  their  election,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  and  shall  retain  their  respective  offices  until  their 
successors  in  office  shall  be  elected  and  duly  installed. 

Sec.  2.  Each  subordinate  Lodge  shall  have  the  right  to  adopt  By-Laws  for  its 
own  government,  which  shall  be  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ; 
and,  if  approved,  no  amendment  thereto  shall  be  valid,  until  it  shall  have  re- 
ceived the  sanction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Master,  or  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

Sec.  3.  Each  subordinate  Lodge  shall  assemble  for  work  at  least  once  in  every 
calendar  month  ;  and  if  any  Lodge  shall  fail  to  meet  for  six  successive  months, 
it  shall  forfeit  its  Charter. 

Sec.  4.  All  the  proceedings,  ballotings  and  business  of  the  Lodge,  except  that 
of  conferring  subordinate  degrees,  shall  be  had  and  done  in  a  Lodge  of  Master 
Masons. 

Sec.  5.  No  Lodge  within  this  State  shall  confer  the  three  degrees  of  Masonry 
for  a  less  sum  than  fifty  dollars  ;  and  no  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  and  out  of  the  State,  shall  confer  the  three  degrees  of  Masonry 
for  a  less  sum  than  thirty-five  dollars  ;  and,  in  each  case,  the  fee  for  each  degree, 
as  regulated  by  the  Lodge,  shall  invariably  accompany  the  application. 

Sec  6.  All  applications  for  initiation  or  membership  shall  be  made  in  writing, 
at  a  stated  meeting  of  the  Lodge  ;  but  shall  not  be  acted  upon  until  after  the  ex- 
piration of  four  weeks,  and  then  only  at  a  stated  meeting.  Nor  shall  there  be 
conferred  more  than  one  degree  upon  the  same  candidate  at  any  one  meeting  of 
the  Lodge  ;  and  no  Lodge  shall  confer  the  degrees  upon  more  than  five  candi- 
dates at  any  one  meeting  ;  nor  shall  more  than  one  candidate  be  initiated, 
passed  or  raised  at  one  and  the  same  time. 

Sec  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Lodge  working  under  a  Dispensation,  on 
an  application  for  an  extension  of  such  Dispensation,  or  for  a  Charter,  to  submit 
its  Book  of  Records  for  the  inspection  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec  8.  Each  Lodge  shall  be  represented  in  every  Annual  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  furnish  a  correct  account  of  its  proceedings  during  the 
past  year,  in  a  form  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  make  payment  of 
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its  regular  dues  ;  and,  in  case  of  the  non-performance  of  these  duties,  its  repre- 
sentatives may  be  debarred  from  all  the  privileges  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  its 
Charter  may  be  declared  forfeited  by  a  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  9.  It  is  not  competent  for  a  Lodge rto  expel  or  suspend  a  member  from 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  for  the  non-payment  of  dues  ;  but  any 
member  who  shall  have  neglected  to  make  payment  of  his  dues  for  the  space  of 
six  months,  except  in  case  of  protracted  illness,  or  absence  from  the  State,  may 
be  summoned  to  appear  before  the  Lodge,  to  show  cause  why  his  name  shall 
not  be  stricken  from  the  roll  of  members.  And  any  Mason  whose  name  shall  be 
stricken  from  the  roll  shall  not  be  received  as  a  member  of  any  other  Lodge  un- 
til he  shall  have  paid  up  all  arrearages  to  the  Lodge  of  which  he  was  last  a  mem- 
ber ;  and,  in  the  event  of  the  non-existence  of  said  Lodge,  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  10.  All  complaints  and  charges  brought  against  a  brother  before  a  Lodge, 
proper  to  be  written,  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  filed  with  the  Secretary  ; 
a  copy  of  which  shall  be  served  upon  the  accused,  at  least  ten  days  before  he  is 
arraigued  for  trial,  and  after  trial  had,  should  the  accused  be  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled from  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Lodge  to  report  the  fact  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  stated  meeting. 

Sec.  11.  In  all  cases  of  suspension  or  expulsion  by  a  subordinate  Lodge,  the 
right  of  appeal  lies  to  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  but  no  such  appeal  shall  be  entertained 
unless  prosecuted  at  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  next  ensuing  the 
time  of  the  decision  from  which  the  appeal  is  made  ;  and  no  suspension  or  ex- 
pulsion shall  be  published  until  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  cognizance  thereof. 
The  Grand  Lodge  shall  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  for  the  trial  of  appeals. 

Sec.  12.  No  appeal  from  any  decision  of  the  Master  of  a  Lodge  shall  be 
taken  to  the  body  of  the  Lodge  ;  but  five  members  of  any  subordinate  Lodge 
may  prefer  charges  to  the  Grand  Master,  or,  in  his  absence,  to  the  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  against  the  Master  of  said  Lodge,  who,  upon  the  hearing  of  said  charges, 
shall,  if  he  deem  necessary,  suspend  such  Master  from  the  exercise  of  the  duties 
of  his  office,  until  the  next  Annual  Grand  Communication. 

Sec.  13.  No  Entered  Apprentice,  or  Fellow  Craft  Mason,  shall  be  advanced 
to  a  superior  degree,  in  any  Lodge  other  than  that  in  which  he  received  the  pre- 
vious degree,  unless  by  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  that  Lodge,  if  said  Lodge  be 
at  the  time  in  existence. 

Sec.  14.  On  the  rejection  of  an  applicant  for  initiation  by  any  Lodge  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  Secretary  of  said  Lodge  shall  forthwith 
notify  all  the  Lodges  in  said  jurisdiction  thereof,  and  no  Lodge  shall  be  allowed 
to  receive  his  petition  short  of  one  year  from  such  rejection. 

Sec.  15.  A  book  shall  be  kept  by  the  Secretary  of  each  subordinate  Lodge, 
alphabetically  arranged,  in  which  shall  be  registered  the  names  of  all  persons 
stricken  from  the  roll,  expelled,  suspended  or  rejected,  together  with  the  name 
of  the  Lodge,  and  date  of  the  event  so  recorded. 

ARTICLE  XL 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  early  as  practica- 
ble after  each  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  cause  to  be  published,  in 
pamphlet  form,  all  such  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  are 
proper  to  be  published  ;  appended  to  which  he  shall  also  publish  all  standing 
rules  and  orders  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  together  with  a  list  of  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  each  subordinate  Lodge,  according  to  the  last  returns,  the  times  of  the 
stated  meetings  of  said  Lodges,  and  the  places  where  they  are  respectively  lo- 
cated ;  copies  of  which  publication  shall  be  forwarded  to  each  Grand  Officer, 
and  to  each  subordinate  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction,  and  each  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  in  communication  with  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  of  the  forfeiture  of  the  charter,  or  dissolution  from  any  cause 
whatever  of  a  Lodge,  all  its  books,  papers,  jewels,  funds,  and  other  property, 
shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand 
Master,  or  Grand  Secretary,  to  take  charge  of  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  When  a  Dispensation  shall  issue  to  open  and  hold  a  Lodge,  the  officers 
therein  named  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until  the  time  of  the  expiration 
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of  the  Dispensation  ;  and,  upon  the  issuing  of  a  Charter,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Grand  Master,  or  Deputy  Grand  Master,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  (upon  notice 
that  the  brethren  desire  to  have  the  Lodge  constituted,)  to  convene  said  breth- 
ren at  such  time  as  may  suit  his  and  their  convenience  ;  and  when  so  convened, 
to  hold  an  election  of  officers,  according  to  the  ancient  regulations  and  usages 
of  the  craft. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  competent  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  adopt  such  other  rules 
and  regulations  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  ancient  rules  and  regulations  of  Freemasonry. 

Sec.  5.  The  Master,  or  Past  Master,  by  service,  of  any  Lodge  under  this  ju- 
risdiction, who  has  faithfully  discharged  his  duties,  and  complied  with  the  laws 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall,  on  application  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  be  presented 
with  a  Past  Master's  Diploma,  signed  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  with  the  seal  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  affixed  thereto  ;  for  which  he  shall  pay  the  Grand  Secretary 
five  dollars. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

DEFINITIONS. 

Section  1.  The  stated  meetings  of  Subordinate  Lodges  referred  to  in  this 
Constitution,  shall  not  be  construed  to  mean  any  other  than  the  meeting  speci- 
fied in  the  By-Laws  of  the  Lodge  ;  and  no  adjourned  or  called  meeting  shall  be 
considered  to  be  part  of  said  stated  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  A  Past  Master  is  only  one  who  has  been  regularly  elected,  installed, 
and  served  for  one  term  as  Worshipful  Master  of  a  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

AMENDMENTS  AND  ALTERATIONS. 

Section  1.  Any  proposed  amendment  or  alteration  of  this  Constitution  shall 
be  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  writing,  at  an  Annual  Communication, 
before  the  election  of  Grand  Officers,  by  the  representatives  of  at  least  three 
subordinate  Lodges,  and,  if  sanctioned  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present, 
shall  be  published  with  the  proceedings  as  a  subject  for  future  action  ;  and, 
upon  its  adoption  at  the  next  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  by 
two-thirds  of  the  votes  given  thereon,  the  same  shall  become  a  part  of  this  Con- 
stitution. Provided,  That  the  vote  on  such  proposed  amendment  shall  be  taken 
prior  to  the  election  of  Grand  Officers. 
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BY-LAWS

ARTICLE  L 

Section  1.  After  the  Grand  Lodge  is  opened,  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  call  a 
roll  of  the  members. 

Sec.  2.  The  Grand  Master  shall  then  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials. 

Sec.  3.  The  Grand  Master,  after  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  is 
returned,  shall  appoint  the  various  Committees,  as  provided  for  in  the  Constitu- 
tion. 

Sec.  4.  The  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer  shall,,  on  the  afternoon  of 
the  first  day  of  the  session,  make  their  reports,  which  shall  be  read  and  referred 
to  the  Finance  Committee. 

articlp:  n. 

Section  1.  After  the  business  is  completed  as  laid  down  in  the  foregoing  Ar- 
ticle, petitions  shall  be  read  and  referred  to  the  appropriate  committees. 

Sec.  2.  All  committees  shall  make  their  reports  in  writing,  before  the  final 
close  of  the  Communication,  and  be  discharged,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  This 
is  not  to  include  the  Committees  on  Foreign  Correspondence  and  Unfinished 
Business. 

ARTICLE  HI. 

The  order  of  business  at  each  session,  after  the  first  day,  shall  be  as  follows :  — 

Section  1.  Reading  and  approving  the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  session. 

Sec.  2.  Reports  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials. 

Sec.  3.  Reports  upon  Unfinished  Business  of  previous  Communication. 

Sec.  4.  Motions  and  resolutions,  and  reference  or  other  disposition  of  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees,  and  action  thereon.  The  Committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence  to  have  precedence. 

Sec.  6.  Reports  of  Special  Committees  of  last  and  present  Communication, 
and  action  thereon. 

Sec.  7.  Special  orders  and  motions,  (if  any.) 

Sec.  8.  Consideration  of  Amendments  to  the  Constitution,  General  Regula- 
tions and  Rules,  (if  any.) 

Sec.  9.  Unfinished  Business  of  previous  session,  (if  any.) 

Sec.  10.  Miscellaneous  business,  not  included  in  any  of  the  foregoing. 

Proviso.  Should  the  business,  as  laid  down,  not  be  concluded  at  the  session  at 
which  it  is  first  called  up,  it  shall  be  commenced  at  the  succeeding  session,  where 
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it  was  left  off,  and  bo  on  through  the  Communication,  taking  up  the  order  of 
business  as  set  forth, — Provided  further,  that  the  reading  of  the  minutes  be  first  in 
order,  at  each  session. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  1.  No  member,  representative  or  proxy  shall,  under  any  pretence,  be 
admitted  into  the  Grand  Lodge,  without  his  proper  clothing,  or  be  allowed  to 
vote  without  his  jewel,  unless  he  offer  a  satisfactory  excuse,  and  have  permission 
from  the  Grand  Lodge. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Section  1.  In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum  or  number,  and  the  longest  time 
shall  be  first  stated. 

Sec.  2.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  the  same  subject,  unless 
he  first  obtain  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  nor  then  more  than  five  minutes  at 
either  time. 

Sec.  3.  All  reports,  motions  and  resolutions  must  be  in  writing  before  being 
introduced. 

Sec.  4.  The  rules  of  order  shall  not  be  suspended  at  any  time,  except  by  unan- 
imous consent. 

Sec.  5.  No  new  motion  or  other  business  shall  be  received  except  in  regular 
routine. 

Sec.  6.  No  motion  to  reconsider  a  vote  or  motion  shall  be  entertained  unless 
made  at  the  same  session  of  the  same  day  on  which  the  question  shall  have  been 
decided  ;  nor  shall  it  be  in  order  unless  moved  by  one  of  the  majority,  and  duly 
seconded. 

Sec.  7.  If  the  previous  question  should  be  called  for  by  the  representatives  of 
one  Lodge,  and  duly  seconded  by  the  representatives  of  another,  and  the  major- 
ity of  the  members  present  sustain  such  call,  it  shall  be  put  in  this  form  :  — 
4i  Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?"  and  if  carried,  such  main  question  shall 
be  the  original  proposition  as  amended  at  the  time  of  adoption  of  the  call  for 
the  previous  question. 

Sec.  8.  Any  of  these  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  notice  in  writing  being 
given  at  one  session,  and  to  be  acted  upon  at  the  next,  and  it  shall  require  two 
thirds  of  all  present,  to  carry  such  amendment. 

Sec.  9.  All  other  By-Laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge  are  hereby  repealed,  from  and 
after  the  close  of  the  present  Communication. 
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REGULATION 

OF  THE 

(Btani  &ob$t  of  California, 

RELATIVE    TO    TRIALS, 

AS  AMENDED  MAY,  A.  L.  5856. 


SECTION  I. 

Whenever  a  member  of  a  Lodge,  or  a  Brother,  under  this  jurisdiction,  shall 
be  accused  of  any  offence  which,  if  proved,  would  subject  him  to  suspension  or 
expulsion,  the  proceedings  in  the  premises  shall  be  conducted  agreeably  to  the 
following  rules  :  — 

Rule  1.  The  accusation  shall  be  made  in  writing,  under  the  signature  of  a 
Master  Mason,  and  given  in  charge  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge,  who,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Master,  shall  serve,  or  -cause  the  accused  to  be  served,  with 
an  attested  copy  of  the  charges,  ten  days  at  least,  previous  to  the  time  appointed 
for  the  examination  :  Provided,  The  residence  of  the  accused  shall  be  known, 
and  shall  be  within  the  distance  of  fifty  miles  of  the  place  where  the  Lodge, 
having  the  matter  in  hand,  is  located.  If  the  residence  of  the  accused  be  at  a 
greater  distance  than  fifty  miles,  but  within  the  State,  then,  and  in  that  case,  a 
summons  to  appear  and  show  cause,  forwarded  to  him  by  mail,  or  other  con- 
veyance, twenty  days  at  least,  before  the  time  of  trial,  shall  be  considered  suf- 
ficient service.  If  his  residence  be  out  of  the  State,  and  unknown,  the  Lodge 
may  proceed  to  examine  the  charges,  ex  parte ;  but  if  known,  a  summons  shall 
be  sent  him  by  mail,  or  otherwise,  four  months,  at  least,  before  the  time  ap- 
pointed for  the  examination. 

Rule  2.  The  examination  of  the  charges  shall  be  had  in  a  Lodge  specially 
notified  and  convened  for  the  purpose,  at  which  no  visitors  shall  be  admitted, 
except  as  counsel  or  witnesses. 

Rule  3.  The  accused  may  select  any  brother  for  his  counsel,  and  the  wit- 
nesses shall  testify,  if  Masons,  on  their  honor,  as  such.  Hearsay  evidence  shall 
be  excluded. 

Rule  4.  The  question,  "Is  the  accused  guilty  or  not  guilty?"  shall  be  dis- 
tinctly put  to  each  member  of  the  Lodge,  by  name,  commencing  with  the 
youngest.  The  vote  of  each  member  shall  be  given  by  ballot,  and  the  Secretary 
shall  record  the  result  thereof,  which  shall  be  the  decision  of  the  Lodge. 

Rule  5.  If  the  verdict  be  suspension  or  expulsion,  the  name  of  the  person  so 
suspended  or  expelled  shall  be  sent  up  at  the  ensuing  meeting  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  for  examination  ;  and  if  no  appeal  be  taken,  the  action  shall  be  final. 

Rule  6.  A  sentence  of  expulsion  shall  not  take  effect  until  confirmed  by  this 
Grand  Lodge  ;  but  shall  operate  as  a  suspension  of  the  delinquent,  in  the  mean- 
time. In  all  cases  a  majority  of  two  thirds  shall  be  necessary  to  suspend  or 
expel. 

Rule  7.  When  a  sentence  of  expulsion  or  suspension  shall  be  pronounced 
by  any  Lodge,  the  Secretary  of  such  Lodge,  under  its  seal,  shall  immediately 
notify  all  the  subordinate  Lodges  and  the  Grand  Secretary  of  such  event. 

SECTION  II. 
Rule  1.     A  suspension  or  expulsion  of  a  Brother  from  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter? 
or  an  Encampment  of  Knights  Templar,  shall  not  operate  as  an  expulsion  from 
the  Lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member. 
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STANDING   RESOLUTIONS. 


1.  Resolved,  That  each  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction  shall  transmit  a  copy  of 
its  By-Laws  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  to  be  filed  in  his  office,  after  being  approved 
by  the  Grand  Lodge.     [May,  1851.] 

2.  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  adopt,  as  the  true  meaning  of  the  1st 
Sec.  of  Art.  V.,  of  the  Constitution  :  —  That  the  legal  representative  of  any 
Lodge,  represented  in  this  Grand  Lodge,  shall  cast  the  three  votes  to  which  the 
Lodge  is  entitled.     [May,  1851.] 

3.  Resolved,  That  every  Subordinate  Lodge,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  be  required  to  have  read  in  open  Lodge,  on  the  first  meeting  after 
their  reception,  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  as  well  as  every  circular 
issued  by  the  Grand  Secretary.     [May,  1851.] 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary,  when  communicating  to  the  respective 
Grand  Lodges,  with  whom  a  correspondence  is  preserved,  the  result  of  an  elec- 
tion of  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  wherein  a  change  may  have  been  made, 
shall  accompany  the  same  with  the  signatures  of  the  Grand  Master,  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  and  Grand  Wardens,  written  with  their  own  proper  hand,  and 
duly  authenticated  under  the  seal  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  together  with  a  request 
to  each  and  every  such  Grand  Lodge,  that  they  will,  hereafter,  so  often  as  by  any 
change  of  Grand  Officers  it  may  become  important,  furnish  this  Grand  Lodge 
with  a  similar  document.     [May,  1851.] 

5.  Resolved,  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Master  of  each  Subor- 
dinate Lodge  within  this  jurisdiction,  immediately  upon  the  death  of  a  regular 
member  of  the  same,  in  good  standing,  to  have  a  record  of  said  death  entered 
upon  the  Lodge  Book  of  his  Lodge,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Grand  Secretary, 
who  thereupon  shall  transmit  to  the  Master  of  said  Lodge  a  Grand  Lodge  Diplo- 
ma, filled  up  with  the  name  of  the  deceased  brother,  free  of  expense,  for  the 
benefit  of  his  widow  and  orphans,  or  either.     [May,  1851.] 

6.  Resolved,  That  there  is  no  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  in 
any  matter  coming  before  him  for  his  decision  in  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  the 
same  rule  obtains  with  the  Master  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  over  which  he  presides, 
or  from  that  of  any  other  officer  while  presiding.     [Nov.,  1851.] 

7.  Resolved,  That  no  member  of  a  Lodge  can  be  required  to  divulge  his  vote 
on  balloting  for  a  candidate  for  the  degrees  of  Masonry,  or  for  membership,  nor 
to  assign  reasons  for  his  vote,  if  known.     [Nov.,  1851,] 

8.  Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  Lodge  to  take  cognizance  of  the 
conduct  of  any  brother  or  brethren  not  attached  to  any  Lodge  under  this  juris- 
diction, on  a  charge  of  unmasonic  conduct,  and  reprimand,  suspend,  or  expel 
him  or  them  from  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry.     [Nov.,  1851.] 

9.  Resolved,  That  no  Subordinate  Lodge  shall  receive  a  petition  for  initiation, 
unless  the  Lodge  be  fully  satisfied  that  the  petitioner  has  been  a  resident  within 
the  State  twelve  months,  and  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Lodge  three  month*. 
[Nov.,  1851.] 

10.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  nominate,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  appoint, 
a  Deputy  Grand  Secretary,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  said  office  in  the 
absence  "of  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  for  whose  acts  the  Grand  Secretary  sbali 
be  responsible.     [Nov.,  1851.]

11.  Resolved,  That  a  Grand  Lodge  is  the  Supreme  Head  of  Symbolic  Masonry, 
and  that  it  has  exclusive  right  to  establish  Lodges,  to  confer  the  three  Symbolic 
Degrees  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  within  her  jurisdiction.     [May,  1852.] 

12.  Rescinded.  May  10,  1856. 

13.  Resolved,  That  hereafter,  no  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  advance  a 
candidate  to  a  superior  degree  unless  he,  in  open  Lodge,  satisfy  the  members 
present  that  he  is  fullv  qualified  in  his  work  to  enable  him  to  progress.  [May. 
1852.] 

14.  Resolved,  That  no  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  receive  lectures  from 
any  person,  as  the  authorized  work,  unless  under  the  sanction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  or  Grand  Master.     [May,  1852.] 

15.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  take  charge  of  the  jewels,  clothing, 
and  furniture  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  deposite  them  in  some  secure  place  for 
safe  keeping.     [May,  1852.] 

16.  Resolved,  That  after  the  present  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  none  but  the 
actual  expenses  of  the  Elective  Grand  Officers  for  attending  the  Grand  Lodge, 
be  allowed.     [May,  1852.] 

17.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  removal  of  a 
Warden  without  the  jurisdiction,  does  not  affect  his  right  to  representation  in 
the  Grand  Lodge,  so  long  as  he  remains  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  by 
virtue  of  being  a  Warden  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction.  [May. 
1852.] 

18.  Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  at  the  close 
of  each  session,  to  notify  all  Lodges  in  arrears,  and  request  the  settlement  of 
their  dues.     [May,  1853.] 

19.  Resolved,  That  no  books  or  papers,  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall 
be  taken  from  the  Grand  Secretary's  office,  except  it  be  for  the  use  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  or  Grand  Officers.     [May,  1853.] 

20.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  furnish  every  brother  elected,  or 
appointed,  to  fill  any  office  or  station  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  a  certificate  of 
his  election  or  appointment,  under  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge.     [May,  1853.] 

21.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to  procure  an  office  in  a 
fire-proof  building,  for  the  better  preservation  of  the  archives  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.     [May,  1853.] 

22.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  any  member  of  a 
subordinate  Lodge  under  another  jurisdiction  may  become,  by  affiliation,  a  mem- 
ber of  a  subordinate  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction,  provided  he  be  in  good 
standing  in  his  original  Lodge,  and  pays  his  dues  regularly  in  both.  [May, 
1853.] 

23.  Resolved,  That  no  money  or  fund  in  the  Treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  held 
in  trust,  or  specially  appropriated,  shall  be  paid  out  on  any  order  or  draft,  not 
made  applicable  to  the  same  by  the  terms  of  such  order  or  draft.     [May,  1853.] 

24.  Resolved,  That  the  By-Laws  of  any  Lodge  that  may  be  approved  by  the 
Grand  Master,  or  Deputy  Grand  Master,  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  shall  be  presented  at  the  next  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  its  approval.     [May,  1853.] 

25.  Resolved,  That  all  chartered  Lodges,  hereafter,  in  issuing  any  and  all  noti- 
ces or  other  documents  therefrom,  shall  attach  the  Lodge  seal  thereto,  otherwise 
not  to  be  acted  upon  by  the  Lodge  to  whom  sent ;  and  all  returns  or  other  pa- 
pers returnable  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  bear  such  impress  ;  allowing  such 
Lodges  as  have  no  seals,  three  months  to  procure  the  same.     [May,  1853.] 

26.  Whereas,  A  custom  prevails,  in  some  subordinate  Lodges,  to  convert  the 
funds  of  the  Lodge  to  the  purchase  of  jewels,  or  other  appropriate  mementoes, 
to  be  presented  to  distinguished  brethren,  as  an  expression  of  the  esteem  and 
confidence  of  the  Lodge  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  thus  converting  the 
charity  fund  of  subordinate  Lodges  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  true  interpre- 
tation of  the  Constitution  in  reference  to  the  disbursement  of  that  fund  ;  its 
practice  is  therefore  prohibited.     [May,  1853.] 

27.  Resolved,  That  a  petition  for  initiation  or  membership,  presented  to  a 
Lodge,  immediately  becomes  the  property  of  the  Lodge,  and  can  on  no  consid- 
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cration  be  withdrawn  ;  but  a  ballot,  in  all   cases,  must  be  had  on  the  report  of 
the  committee.     [May.  1854.] 

28.  Resolved,  That  to  all  petitions  for  dispensation,  there  shall  be  attached  the 
certificate  of  a  Master  of  a  chartered  Lodge,  that  the  Worshipful  Master  named 
in  the  petition  is  competent  to  confer  the  three  degrees  of  Masonry.  [May,  1854.] 

29.  Resolved,  That  no  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction  shall  ballot  for  conferring 
any  degree,  or  approve  its  records,  at  any  other  time  than  a  stated  meeting. 
[May,  1854.] 

30.  Resolved,  That  any  subordinate  Lodge  recommending  a  petition  for  a  new 
•  Lodge,  shall  state  explicitly  that  the  brethren  whose  petition  they  recommend, 

have  provided  a  suitable  and  safe  Lodge  room.     [May,  1854.] 

31.  Resolved,  That  the  practice  of  dueling  is  repugnant  to  the  principles  of 
Freemasonry,  and  in  all  cases  where  two  brethren  resort  to  this  mode  of  settling 
their  disputes,  it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Lodge  or  Lodges  of  which  they  are 
members,  or  under  whose  jurisdiction  they  may  be,  forthwith  to  expel  them  from 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  ;  and  no  brother  who  may  fall  in  a  duel  shall  be  buried  with  Masonic 
honors.     [May,  1854.] 

32.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  is  hereby  constituted  Grand  Librarian, 
and  directed  to  take  charge  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Library,  subject  to  such  regu- 
lations as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  hereafter  prescribe.     [May,  1854.] 

33.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge  that  the  future  estab- 
lishment of  subordinate  Lodges  should  be  restricted  to  cases  of  manifest  propriety 
and  necessity.     [May,  1854.] 

34.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  use  of  Ma- 
sonic emblems  upon  sign-boards  is  unmasonic,  and  in  open  violation  of  the  spirit 
of  Freemasonry.     [May,  1854.] 

35.  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  as  the  only  legitimate  Masonic 
power  in  New  York,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  which  Bro.  Walworth  is  M.  W.  G.  M., 
and  the  subordinate  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  thereof ;  and  that  this  Grand 
Lodge  repudiates  and  declares  to  be  illegal  and  spurious,  all  other  bodies  and 
members  thereof,  pretending  to  exercise  Masonic  authority  within  the  State  of 
New  York.     [May,  1854.] 

36.  Resolved,  That  Masonic  communication  on  the  part  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
and  Lodges  subordinate  thereto,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  interdicted  with  all 
bodies  or  persons,  claiming  or  pretending  to  be  Lodges  or  Masons,  deriving  au- 
thority under  or  through  such  illegal  sources.     [May,  1854.] 

37.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  all  persons  claim- 
ing to  hold  Masonic  Lodges  in  the  United  States  or  its  Territories,  within  the  ju- 
risdiction of  a  Grand  Lodge  of  any  State  or  Territory,  without  authority  from 
such  Grand  Lodge,  are  illegal  and  clandestine.     [May,  1854.] 

38.  Resolved,  That  a  certificate  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  taken 
the  former  degree  or  degrees — the  residence  as  required  by  the  Constitution  of 
our  Grand  Lodge — with  the  examination  provided  for  in  Standing  Resolution 
No.  13,  together  with  the  balloting,  is  all  we  deem  necessary  ;  provided,  that  in 
all  such  cases  the  petition  shall  take  the  same  course  as  that  for  initiation.  [Mav. 
1854.] 

39.  Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  subordinate  Lodges  under  this  juris- 
diction to  notify  the  Lodges  in  their  immediate  vicinity  of  the  names  of  all  ap- 
plicants for  initiation  and  membership.  This  resolution  to  apply  to  city  Lodges 
only.     [May,  1854,] 

40.  Resolved,  That  the  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction  be,  and  are  hereby  per- 
mitted to  amend  their  By-Laws,  so  as  to  have  but  one  ballot  for  the  three  degrees. 
[May,  1854.] — And  that  when  objection  is  made  before  the  initiation,  passing  or 
raising  of  a  candidate,  his  petition  shall  be  recommitted  to  a  committee,  and 
be  subject  to  a  second  investigation.     [Amendment,  May,  1856.] 

41.  Resolved,  That  each  subordinate  Lodge  shall  have  a  book  in  which  to  re- 
cord all  rejections,  suspensions,  expulsions,  and  names  stricken  from  the  roll. 
[May,  1854.] 

42.  Resolved,  That  the  subordinate  Lodges  in  this  jurisdiction  be.  and  the  same 
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are  hereby  required  to  alter  their  By-Laws,  so  as  to  hold  but  one  stated  meeting 
in  each  month.     [May,  1854.] 

43.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  degrees  con- 
ferred without  the  lectures  are  incomplete,  and  this  Grand  Lodge  hereby  re- 
quires the  lectures  to  be  always  given.     [May,  1854.] 

44.  Rescinded,  May,  10,  1856. 

45.  Resolved,  By  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  that  the  stern  morality  of 
Masonry  is  practicable,  and  that  we  pledge  the  influence  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in 
sustaining  it,  and  recommend  to  all  subordinate  Lodges  to  see  that  their  mem- 
bers exemplify  the  same  in  their  lives  and  conduct.     [Slay,  1854.] 

46.  Rescinded,  May,  10,  1856. 

47.  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  does  not  acknowledge  the  doctrine  that 
a  Grand  Master  may  make  Masons  at  sight,  or  at  will,  except  in  a  regular  Lodge, 
with  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  thereof  present ;  and  that,  in  its 
opinion,  Grand  Masters  possess  no  powers  except  those  contained  in  the  Consti- 
tutions of  Masonry,  and  those  clearly  and  expressly  delegated  to  them  by  their 
brethren.     [May,  1855.] 

48.  Resolved,  That  in  conformity  with  the  nineteenth  of  the  "  Old  Regula- 
tions,7' which  decrees  that  "  If  a  Grand  Master  should  abuse  his  great  power,  and 
render  himself  unworthy  the  obedience  and  submission  of  the  Lodge,  he  shall  be 
treated  in  a  manner  to  be  agreed  upon  in  a  new  regulation,"  this  Grand  Lodge 
does  now  agree  upon  and  enact  this 

New  Regulation.  —  The  Grand  Master  of  Masons  for  the  State  of  California 
may  hereafter  be  proceeded  against  and  tried  for  unmasonic  conduct,  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner  :  —  Charges  may  be  presented  against  him  to  any  Past  Grand 
Master,  by  service,  within  this  State,  who  is  an  affiliated  Mason  within  this  ju- 
risdiction, by  not  less  than  five  Masters  of  Lodges,  which  charges  shall  be  in 
writing,  if  proper  to  be  written,  or  oral,  if  otherwise  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  Past  Grand  Master  to  transmit  a  copy  of  said  charges,  if  written,  or  to 
convey  the  same  personally,  if  oral,  to  the  accused,  together  with  a  notification 
of  the  time  and  place  of  trial,  at  least  twenty  days  before  the  day  appointed 
therefor.  And  the  said  Past  Grand  Master  shall  then  summon  four  or  more  other 
Past  Grand  Masters,  who  shall  be  members  of  some  Lodge  under  this  jurisdic- 
tion, (the  tribunal  to  consist  of  not  less  than  five,)  to  assemble  with  him  at  the 
time  and  place  so  designated,  and  they  shall  hear  and  decide  upon  the  case — the 
sentence  of  a  majority  being  decisive  :  Provided,  however,  that  for  just  reasons  a 
new  trial  may  be  granted. 

All  necessary  traveling  expenses  of  the  members  of  such  tribunal  shall  be  paid 
by  the  Grand  Lodge.     [May,  1855.] 

49.  Resolved,  That  the  right  (so  called)  to  visit  Masonically,  is  not  an  absolute 
right,  but  is  a  favor  which  every  lawful  Mason  in  good  standing  is  entitled  to  ask, 
and  which  the  Lodges  may  concede  or  refuse,  at  their  discretion  ;  and  that  no 
Master  of  a  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction  shall  admit  a  visitor  when  positive 
objection  to  such  admission  is  made  by  a  regular  member.     [May,  1855.] 

50.  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge,  having  recognized  the  principle  that  no 
man  shall  be  initiated  into  the  mysteries  of  our  Order,  except  in  the  Lodge  near- 
est his  place  of  residence,  (unless  by  the  proper  permission)  and  having,  by  an 
established  regulation,  taken  care  to  avoid  infringing  upon  the  jurisdictional 
rights  of  others,  will  not  tolerate  that  its  own  be  invaded  ;  and  it  is  therefore 
ordered  that  no  Lodge  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  shall  admit, 
or  receive  to  Masonic  communication  in  any  form  whatever,  any  person  who. 
being  at  the  time  a  resident  of  this  State,  has  received,  or  claims  to  have  received 
the  degrees  of  Masonry  from  any  source  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  without  proper  permission  from  the  Lodge  nearest  his  place  of  residence  : 
Provided,  however,  that  any  Mason  thus  irregularly  made,  may  be  healed  by  such 
Lodge,  after  a  petition  for  that  purpose  shall  have  been  presented  and  acted  upon 
in  the  manner  prescribed  for  initiation,  and  by  an  unanimous  ballot.  [May, 
1855.] 

51.  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  no  degree  of  Present  or  Past 
Master  conferred  by  any  authority  not  holden  under  a  legitimate  Grand  Lodge  ; 
acknowledging  only  the  Order  of  that  name  as  it  exists  in  the  ceremonies  attend- 
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ing  the  installation  of  the  Master  elect  of  a  chartered  Lodge  ;  which  Order  shall 
be  conferred  only  by  a  convocation  of  Present  or  Past  Masters,  not  less  than 
three  in  number,  who  have  thus  regularly  received  it.     [May,  1855.] 

52.  Resolved,  That  all  Masonic  communication  between  the  Lodges  and  breth- 
ren under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  those  hailing  from  the  juris- 
diction of,  or  acknowledging  allegiance  to,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  is 
hereby  strictly  forbidden,  so  long  as  that  body  shall  continue  to  maintain  its 
flagrant  violation  of  the  jurisdictional  rights  of  the  Grand  Lodsre  of  New  York. 
[May,  1855.] 

53.  Resolved,  That  a  Lodge  under  dispensation  is  but  a  temporary  and  inchoate 
body,  and  is  not  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  those  who 
work  it  do  not  forfeit  their  membership  thereby  in  any  other  Lodge  while  it  so 
continues,  but  such  membership  is  thereby  suspended.     [May,  1855.] 

54.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California  does  agree  to  and  adopt 
the  plan  for  a  National  Confederation  of  Grand  Lodges,  as  submitted  by  the 
National  Masonic  Convention  held  in  the  city  of  Washington,  D.  C,  on  the  third 
day  of  January,  1855  ;  and  will  hold  itself  bound  by  the  "  Articles  of  Confed- 
eration "  therein  set  forth,  so  soon  as  twenty  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United 
States  shall  have  signified  their  assent  thereto.     [May,  1855.] 

oo.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  a  Lodge  under 
charges  cannot  be  tried  except  by  the  Grand  Lodge.     [May.  1855.] 

56.  Resolved,  That  the  Masters  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  under  this  jurisdic- 
tion be,  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  have  read  in  their  respective  Lodges, 
quarterly,  the  Constitution,  Regulations  for  Trials,  and  Standing  Resolutions  of 
this  Grand  Lodge.     [May,  1855.]

[May,  1855.] 

58.  Resolved,  That  the  Subordinate  Lodges  be,  and  they  are  hereby  required 
to  transmit  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  under  seal,  a  list  of  the  officers  elected  an- 
nually, immediately  after  their  election.     [May,  1855.] 

59.  Resolved,  That  the  Subordinate  Lodges  be,  and  they  are  hereby  required 
to  forward  their  Annual  Returns  to  the  Grand  Secretary  immediately  after  the 
4th  day  of  March  in  each  year.     [May.  1855.] 

60.  Resolved,  That  hereafter  no  Subordinate  Lodge  uuder  this  jurisdiction 
shall  suspend  a  member  for  a  definite  period,  but  all  suspensions  shall  simply  be 
recorded  that  the  offender  "  be  and  is  hereby  suspended  from  all  the  rights, 
benefits,  and  privileges  of  Masonry.'"     [May,  1855.] 

61.  Resolved,  That  in  all  cases  of  a  restoration  of  a  suspended  Mason,  a  vote 
of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  be  requisite,  and  the  proceedings  shall 
be  had  at  a  meeting  of  which  the  members  of  the  Lodge  shall  have  had  due 
notice.     [May,  1855.] 

62.  Resolved,  That  Lodges  throughout  this  jurisdiction  be  recommended  to 
adopt  for  the  government  of  their  respective  bodies,  the  code  of  By-Laws  now 
presented  to  this  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  that  those  Lodges  which  do  so,  be  required 
to  have  printed  with  them,  such  portions  of  the  Constitution  and  Standing  Res- 
olutions of  this  Grand  Lodge,  (a  condensed  copy  of  which  is  herewith  present- 
ed,) as  pertain  to  the  government  of  Subordinate  Lodges.

*  The  Grand  Master  rules  that  the  above  resolution  is  Dot  intended  to  prevent,  nor  phall 
it  be  construed  so  as  to  prevent  any  Deputy  Grand  Lecturer,  or  other  skillful  Master  Ma<o-.i .  from 
conferring  the  degrees, or  performing  any  part  of  the  Masonic  ritual,  in  the  .presence  and  under 
the  supervision  of  an  officer  of  the  Lodge  entitled  to  preside ;  which  presiding  officer  shall,  iu  such 
case,  be  seated  in  the  East,  either  in  or  at  the  side  of  the  Masters  chair. 
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however,  that  this  rule  may  be  relaxed  by  Lodges,  when  the  inability  to  comply 
with  the  foregoing  is  made  manifest.

Resolved,  That  no  appropriation  of  any  money  for  increase  of  salaries  or 
expenditures  for  the  Grand  Lodge  other  than  that  accruing  for  the  sessions, 
shall  be  made  after  the  election  of  Grand  Officers.

66.  Resolved.  That  the  Subordinate  Lodges  be  allowed  to  change  their  By- 
Laws  so  as  to  confer  the  three  degrees  of  Masonry  for  the  sum  of  not  less  than 
fifty  dollars,  as  provided  in  the  Constitution  as  now  amended.     [May,  1856.] 

67.  Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  construction  of  Section  2,  of  Article  IX.,  of 
the  Constitution,  shall  be,  that  each  Lodge  shall  pay  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for 
each  member  borne  upon  its  roll.     [May,  1856.] 

68.  Resolved,  1.  That  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  most  solemn  mauner  possible, 
desires  to  impress  upon  the  Subordinate  Lodges  the  urgent  necessity  which 
exists  that  the  benefits  and  privileges  of  education,  in  its  fullest  and  most  perfect 
manner,  should  be  afforded  to  the  children  of  all  Masons,  and  more  particularly 
to  those  who  by  bereavement  of  parents  more  especially  are  confided  to  our  care 
and  guardianship. 

2.  That  each  Subordinate  Lodge,  with  its  annual  returns,  shall  forward  to 
the  Grand  Lodge,  a  statement  of  all  orphans,  or  children  of  Masons  under  their 
care  and  protection ;  particularly  setting  forth  the  measures  being  taken  to 
supply  them  with  the  means  of  receiving  a  proper  education.     [May,  1856.] 

69.  Resolved,  1.  That  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  continue  such  a  standard  of 
revenue  as  experience  will  show  will  afford  an  annual  balance  of  at  least  $1,000 
excess  of  revenue  over  expenditures  ;  and  that  said  excess,  more  or  less,  be  set 
aside  annually  as  an  accumulating  fund,  for  the  erection  of  a  Masonic  Hall.

est shall  be,  as  fast  as  possible,  added  to  the  principal,  and  similarly  invested. 

3.  That  the  members  of  this  Board  of  Trustees  shall  severally  execute  and 
file  bonds,  approved  by  the  Grand  Master,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Grand  Treas- 
urer, in  the  amount  of  $5,000,  as  a  security  to  this  Grand  Lodge  that  said  funds 
shall  not  be  imperilled  or  improperly  invested. 

4.  That  it  shall  be  competent  for  this  Grand  Lodge  at  any  time,  in  its  judg- 
ment, to  use  ^aid  funds  for  the  purpose  designated,  but  for  no  other  object. 
[May,  1856.] 

70.  Resolved,  That  any  Lodge  within  this  jurisdiction  which  shall  receive  a 
brother  into  membership  without  a  certificate  of  freedom  from  indebtedness  to 
the  Lodge  of  which  he  was  last  a  member,  shall  become  responsible  to  said 
Lodge  for  any  dues  it  may  have  against  him.

ARTICLE  I. 

NAME    AND    OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  This  Lodge  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of Lodge.  No. — 

F.  and  A.  M.,  and  its  officers  shall  consist  of  a  Worshipful  Master,  a  Senior  War- 
den, a  Junior  Warden,  a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary,  a  Senior  Deacon,  a  Junior  Dea- 
con, a  Marshal,  two  Stewards,  a  Tyler,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  Lodge  may 
deem  proper  to  appoint. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OF   ELECTIONS. 

Section  1.  The  Worshipful  Master,  the  Senior  and  Junior  Wardens,  the  Treas- 
urer and  the  Secretary,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  in  conformity  with  Section  1. 
Article  X.,  of  the  Constitution.  The  other  officers  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Worshipful  Master,  except  the  Junior  Deacon,  who  may  be  appointed  by  the 
Senior  Warden. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OK    MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  stated  meetings  of  this  Lodge  shall  be  held  on  the

presiding  officer  thereof,  may  direct. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OF   INITIATION   AND   MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  All  petitions  for  initiation  or  affiliation  must  be  signed  by  the  pe- 
titioner, and  be  recommended  by  two  members  of  the  Lodge.     Every  suc;j  peti-

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tion  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  report 
at  the  next  stated  meeting,  (unless  further  time  be  granted,)  when  the  applicant 
may  be  balloted  for  and  received  or  rejected,  or  the  ballot  may  be  postponed 
until  the  ensuing  stated  meeting,  as  the  Lodge  may  determine. 

Sec.  2.  If  an  applicant,  elected  to  receive  the  degrees  in  this  Lodge,  does  not 
come  forward  to  be  initiated  within  three  months  thereafter,  the  fee  shall  be  for- 
feited, unless  the  Lodge  may  otherwise  direct. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person  raised  to  the  degree  of  Master  Mason  in,  or  elected  a 
member  of  this  Lodge,  shall  sign  the  By-Laws  thereof. 

ARTICLE  V. 

OF  THE   TREASURER. 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  from  the  Secretary,  keep 
an  accurate  and  just  account  thereof,  and  shall  pay  the  same  out  only  upon  an 
order  duly  signed  by  the  Worshipful  Master,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secre- 
tary. He  shall,  at  the  stated  meetings  in  June  and  December,  submit  a  report 
in  full  of  the  monetary  transactions  of  the  Lodge.  The  Lodge  may  also,  at  any 
time,  when  considered  necessary,  cause  him  to  present  an  account  of  the  receipts 
and  disbursements,  and  the  amount  of  cash  on  hand. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall,  if  required  by  the  Lodge,  execute  a  good  and  sufficient  bond 
to  the  Worshipful  Master  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

OF   THE   SECRETARY. 

Section  1.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  proceedings 
proper  to  be  written  ;  transmit  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  Grand  Lodge  if  re- 
quired ;  keep  a  separate  account  for  each  member  ;  report  at  the  stated  meetings 
in  June  and  December  the  amounts  due  by  each  j  receive  all  moneys  due  the 
Lodge,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  ;  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  properly  appertain  to  his  office. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as  the 
Lodge  may  direct.

ARTICLE  IX. 

OF   DUES. 

Section  1.     The  dues  of  each  member  of  this  Lodge  shall  be per  month, 

payable  quarterly,  in  advance. 

Sec.  2.  No  member  six  months  in  arrears  for  dues  at  the  time  of  the  annual 
election,  shall  be  permitted  to  vote,  or  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office. 
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Sec.  3.  Any  member  whose  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the  roll  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues,  may  be  restored  to  membership  upon  payment  of  all  arrearages/ 

Sec.  4*  Any  member  in  good  standing  may  withdraw  his  membership  by 
paying  his  dues  and  notifying  the  Lodge  to  that  effect  at  a  stated  meeting  ;  bat 
no  recommendatory  certificate  shall  be  issued  unless  ordered  by  the  Lodge.
